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PREFACE. 


,  TuE  present  volume  completes  the  printing'of  tbc  series  of 
documents,  as  autliorizcd  by  the  several  enactments  of  the 
legislature,  to  the  year  1790.  Some  other  papers  (discovered 
after  the  period  to  >vhich  they  refer  had  been  printed  in  the 
preceding  volumes,)  ^Yill  be  found  in  an  Appendix;  among 
these  is  the  correspondence  of  Gen.  Brodhead,  from  1779 
to  near  the  close  of  1780,  as  contained  in  his  original  letter 
,  book  in  the  Surveyor  General's  ofTice;  some  few  of  these 
1  letters  were  printed  in  former  volumes  and  are  of  course  now 
i  excluded.  They  relate  to  an  important  period  in  the  history 
i  of  the  western  portion  of  our  State,  and  will  be  found  inter- 
I       esting  as  well  as  useful. 

i  The    notes    of  forts,   which    have,    in    their   preparation, 

occupied  much  time,  and  occasioned  delay  in  the  appearance 
of  this  volume,  will,  (imperfect  as  they  are,)  it  is  believed,  be 
useful,  and  form  a  partial  response  to  inquiries  frequently 
made,  while  the  work  was  in  progress,  as  to  their  locality 
and  condition.  The  Editor  has  in  these  respects  been  dis- 
appointed, in  not  receiving  promised  information  from  persons 
in  the  neighborhood  of  the  forts;  and  which  they  would 
oblige  him  still  by  furnishing ;  as  well  as  by  the  correction  of 
errors  which  may  be  discovered,  as  they  may  be  hereafter 
used.  To  several  persons,  however,  he  is  under  obligations 
for  the  assistance  afibrdcd  him.  Lithographs  of  several  of 
the  forts  accompany  the  notes.  The  Constitutions  of  1770 
and  1790,  have  been  printed  from  the  original  documer.ts 
in  the  Secretary's  office. 

The  general  Index  authorized  by  the  law  of  1855,  embra- 
cing the  whole  twenty-eight  volumes  of  Kecords  and  Archives, 
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which  could  not  be  commenced  until  the  whole  series  was 
finished,  will  occupj  another  volume.  This  being  a  tedious 
operation,  it  will  require  some  time  to  accomplish  it;  thou'^h 
it  is  hoped  it  will  be  in  readiness  for  delivery  to  the  next 
Legislature. 

The  preparation  for  binding  the  original  documents  printed 
in  the  Archives,  provided  for  by  the  act  of  1855,  for  preser- 
vation and  reference,  is  in  progress,  and  when  finished  the 
volumes  will  be  placed  in  the  State  library  for  reference, 
agreeably  to  the  intention  of  the  Legislature. 

Justice  to  the  writers,  as  well  as  to  the  Editor,  may 
perhaps,  require  it  to  be  stated,  that  as  many  of  the  letters 
which  passed  betv,-een  the  Presidents  of  the  Supreme 
Executive  Council  and  others,  during  a  part  of  the  period 
embraced  in  this  work,  have  been  printed  from  the  rough 
drafts,  (often  interlined,  and  sometimes  with  paragraphs 
transposed,)  it  is  possible,  that  in  case  of  the  originals  being 
hereafter  published,  as  sent  to  the  persons  addressed,  some 
discrepancy  in  form  may  be  discovered,  though  it  is  believed 
not  in  substatice,  which,  without  this  explanation,  might  have 
a  tendency  to  invalidate  this  portion  of  the  work. — The 
Editor  has  no  other  reason  to  presuppose  such  an  occurrence 
than  the  knowledge,  that  writers  in  making  fair  copies  fre- 
quently amend  and  alter  as  they  progress. 
.  In  thus  closing  this  portion  of  his  labors,  the  Editor  feels 
thankful  that  so  many  valuable  documents  have  been  rescued 
from  destruction,  and  placed  in  a  position  to  be  useful  to  the 
historians,  who  are  already  availing  themselves  of  them. 

Another  interesting  portion  of  our  history,  viz:  from  1790 
to  1800,  might  with  advantage  be  added  to  this  series,  con- 
taining as  it  docs,  a  history  of  the  western  expedition  and 
other  important  events  not  embraced  in  these  volumes. 


REPORT  OF  THE  EDITOR  TO  THE  GEN"ERAL  ASSE},IBLY. 

To  tlie  Honorable  the  SpeaJcer  and  Members  of  tlie  House  of 
liepresentatives  of  the  Conimomccalth  of  Pennsylvania: 

Gentlemen: — Under  tlie  several  acts  of  the  General 
Assembly  appointing  mc  to  edit  the  "Pennsylvania  Archives," 
that  work  has  gradually  progressed,  and  as  it  "will  probably 
be  completed  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  I 
beg  leave  to  make  the  follo^Ying  report  and  suggestions : 

By  the  first  act,  (March,  1852,)  the  period  to  be  embraced 
was  limited  to  1783,  and  was  completed  in  the  first  nine,  and 
a  portion  of  the  tenth  volumes,  and  contained  more  than 
seven  thousand  distinct  papers. 

By  the  act  passed  at  your  last  session,  (May  9,  1854,) 
authority  was  given  to  continue  the  publication  of  papers 
between  1783  and  1790.  As  they  had  not  been  before 
examined,  some  time  was  necessarily  occupied  in  making  the 
selection,  which  delayed  the  completion  of  the  work  beyond 
the  period  then  anticipated.  Ten  volumes,  containing  over 
nine  thousand  papers  have,  notwithstanding,  been  printed 
and  distributed.  One-half  of  the  eleventh  volume  is  in  type, 
and  with  one  vohime  more,  the  whole  series  from  1082  to 
1790,  will,  it  is  presumed,  be  finished. 

The  three  last  volumes  will  embrace  many  important  and 

interesting  documents.     Among  them  are  those  relating  to 

the  purchase  of  lands  on  Lake  Eric  from  the  United  States; 

— the   boundary  lines  between   Virginia   and   Pennsylvania, 

and  Pennsylvania  and  New   York ;   the  purchase  from  the 

I'idians  of   the  tract  of  country  bordering  on  Lake  Eric ;

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various  correspondence  on  tlie  subject  of  Connecticut  claims, 
as  also  the  troubles  at  Wyoming,  &c. 

Lithographs  have  been  made  of  the  Erie  purchase — of 
several  of  the  old  forts,  and  those  for  the  boundary  line 
between  this  State  and  New  York,  are  now  in  preparation 
by  the  lithographers,  and  will  appear  in  the  progressing  or 
succeeding  volume. 

I  respectfully  submit  to  the  Legislature,  whether  a  general 
index,  embracing  both  the  Records  and  Archives,  will  not 
form  an  exceedingly  useful  and  convenient  appendage.  It 
must  be  evident  to  every  one  who  endeavors  to  investigate 
any  subject  from  one  work  to  the  other,  that  the  tables  of 
contents  in  the  Records  will  assist  him  but  little  in  finding 
the  desired  information.  Both  works  are  so  intimately 
blended  as  to  form  in  reality  but  one,  and  if  even  each 
volume  contained  a  full  index,  (as  is  the  case  with  the 
Archives,)  much  time  and  labor  would  be  saved  by  a  refer- 
ence to  a  single  volume,  instead  of  each  of  twenty-six  or 
twenty-eight  volumes. 

It  is  of  importance,  that  the  original  manuscripts  from 
which  the  Archives  have  been  printed,  should  be  preserved 
in  some  permanent  form,  as  authority,  to  which  reference 
may  be  made  in  case  of  disputes  respecting  the  printed 
copies.  It  is  therefore  suggested  that  authority  be  given,  to 
have  them  hound  into  volumes,  corresponding,  as  far  as 
practicable,  to  the  present  number  of  printed.  If  returned 
to  the  office  in  a  loose  form,  they  will  (as  they  were  before,) 
be  exposed  to  mutilation  or  abstraction.  They  are  at  present 
in  Philadelphia,  as  far  as  printed,  deposited  in  the  fire-proof 
of  the  Historical  Society,  in  bundles  corresponding  to  each 
volume,  and  may  therefore  be  readily,  and  at  small  expense, 
bound.  It  is  further  suggested,  that  if,  after  being  bound, 
they  are  permitted  to  remain  on  deposit  with  the  Historical 
Society,  among  their  other  manuscripts,  in  their  fire  proof, 
they  will  not  only  be  taken  care  of,  but  be  more  ready  of 
access  to  the  numerous  persons  who  viait  the  city  for  infor- 
mation   or    curiositv,    and    be    encouraging    an    instituiicn. 
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established  chiefly  for  tlie  recovery  and  preservation  of 
materials,  elucidating  the  history  of  the  Stale. 

Among  the  documents  in  the  Secretary's  office,  which, 
though  important  for  frequent  reference,  it  has  not  been 
thought  necessary  to  print,  are  many  papers  relating  to  the 
military  and  naval  services  of  individuals  during  the  Revolu- 
tion, such  as  rolls,  ko.,  -^-hich,  being  often  enquired  for, 
■would  be  more  readily  examined,  and  carefully  preserved,  if 
bound. 

There  are  like\Yise  there,  some  other  documents,  of  a 
more  general  interest,  vrhich  arc  too  valuable  to  be  exposed 
to  loss  and  injury,  and  ought  to  be  preserved  in  some  more 
permanent  mannqr  ;  as — 

1.  The  original  Constitution  of  1700,  on  sheets  of  parch- 
ment, with  the  original  signatures  of  the  members  of  the 
convention  which  framed  it. 

2.  Original  returns  of  the  elections  of  President  and  Vice 
President  of  the  Supreme  Executive  Council,  by  the  Assembly 
and  Council  in  joint  Convention,  at  the  State  House.  These 
are  on  parchment  with  the  names  and  seals  in  red  wax,  of 
each  member  of  both  bodies,  for  each  year  from  1T78,  to 
1789,  with  the  exception  of  some  autographs,  which  have 
been  cut  off. 

All  these  documents  will  admit  of  framing,  would  be  inter- 
esting for  the  autographs  of  raaiiy  of  the  prominent  men  of 
that  day,  and  form  an  appropriate  decoration  to  the  State 
department,  and  be  thus  permanently  preserved. 

It  may  be  gratifying  to  the  Legislature,  to  be  acquainted 
with  the  fact  that  the  Archives  have  already  been  used  in 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  in  an  important  case  con- 
nected with  the  titles  under  Pennsylvania  and  ^laryland,  in 
which  a  former  decision  was  reversed  by  a  material  paper 
now  printed  in  the  xVrchivos,  which  could  not,  in  a  former 
trial,  be  found.  Historians  are  also  availing  themselves  of 
the  information  contained  in  the  Archives,  1  y  frequently 
referrinz  to  them  for  it.

IVltereas,  by  the  act,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  tlie 
ordinary  expenses  of  government,  the  repairs  of  canals  and 
railroads,  and  other  general  and  special  appropriations," 
passed  May  ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-four, 
an  appropriation  is  made  in  section  forty-nine  to  Samuel 
Hazard,  as  editor  of  the  Pennsylvania  Archives,  ■svhich 
publication,  by  the  sixty-sixth  section  of  the  same,  is  ordered 
to  be  continued,  so  as  to  embrace  papers  between  seventeen 
hundred  and  eighty-three  and  seventeen  hundred  and  ninety: 

And  tvhereas,  in  consequence  of  this  extension  the  work 
remains  unfinished,  and  the  appropriation  for  the  editor's 
salary  was  exhausted  on  the  twenty-seventh  February  last;

Gentlemen,  "  '  ' 

lu  obedience  to  the  order  of  the  Committee  I  have  read  with 
attentiou  the  Letter  of  the  Comptroler  General,  which  they  have 
been  plcused  to  send  me,  and  shall  with  great  defference  to  the  better 
judgment  of  Council  content  myself  with  observing  that  the  Expla- 
nations that  the  Comptroller  General,  has  given  of  his  Duties  i:  of 
miue,  are  sodiflVrcnt  from  what  I  conceive  them  to  be,  that  if  his  shall 
he  found  to  be  just  I  must  acknowledge  myself  to  have  been  totally 
Mistaken.  On  this  however  I  wish  Council  to  determine  between 
us.  The  Laws  ought  to  be  the  rule  of  our  Conduct — Council  the 
Guardian  of  the  J^aws,  (t  the  Dody  to  whom  the  Executive  Officers 
of  Government  are  immediately  re.-ponsible. 

In  some  points  the  Comptroller  &  I  differ  upon  the  state  of  Facts. 
A  Copy  of  my  Letter  to  him  of  the  '20  April,  1790*,  which  I  beg 
leave  to  lay  before  the  Committee,  will  show,  that  I  did  not  require 
accounts  of  the  different'  kinds  of  Certificates  issued  &,  received  by 
him.  The  expressions  in  my  Letter  are,  "  the  amount  of  these 
Certificates,"  which  I  conceive  might  be  made  out  in  a  few  hours, 
'tho  the  details  of  them  may  actually  occupy  as  many  Volumes  as 
the  Comptroller  states — the  particulars  were  not  necessary  to  state 
the  amounts  nor  did  I  require  them. 

The  accounts  of  the  County  Treasurers  mentioned  by  liira,  I 
acknowledge  to  have  received,  there  are  yet  some  important  ones 
returned,  say  those  of  York,  Berks,  &,  Philadelphia,  before  tho 
appointment  of  the  present  Treasurer,  Lancaster  imperfect,  the  want 
of  these  render  any  statement  I  can  make  out  for  the  Legislature 
incomplete,  which  is  all  that  my  former  Letter  mentioned. 

If  as  the  Comptroler  asserts  he  is  under  no  obligation  to  furnish 
this  office  with  the  Documents  I  have  required,  it  will  be  undoubtedly 
necessary  to  supply  the  deficiency  by  a  new  Law  I  have  not  hitherto 
it  do  not  now  believe  that  to  be  the  Caso.  Put  suppose  the  acts  of 
28  Mareh  k  30  September,  1789,  k  1  April,  1790,  under  which 
the  Duties  of  this  office  is  regulated,  are  sufficiently  clear  &  Explicit. 
All  which  I  submit.

.  Report  of  Charles  Pettit — On  Accounts,  1790. 

Philadelphia,  15th  December,  1790, 
Sir,  ■  •  _ 

On  my  return  from  New  York,  in  July  last,  I  did  myself  the 
honor  of  communicating  to  your  Excellency  the  best  idea  I  could 
then  form  of  the  State  and  condition  of  the  accounts  of  this  Com- 
monwealth against  the  United  States.  About  the  same  time  I  put 
into  the  hands  of  the  Comptroller  General  of  this  State,  such  objec- 
tions and  remarks  as  I  had  obtained  from  the  different  officers  to 
which  the  said  accounts  had  been  referred  for  examination,  and 
informed  him  of  what  I  conceived  necessary  to  be  done  on  his  part. 
lie  gave  me  expectation  that  the  requisite  preparations  should  be 
made  as  early  as  circumstancos  would  permit,  which  he  supposed 
would  be  in  August  or  September.  As  the  Commissioners  on  the 
part  of  the  United  States  were  at  that  time  deranged,  and  not  likely 
to  be  organized  for  business  under  a  new  appointment  bef'jre 
November,  I  was  the  less  urgent,  in  point  of  time,  especially  as  I 
found  in  the  course  of  my  applications  at  his  office,  that  his  atten- 
tion was  much  entraged  by  other  official  duties.  Early  in  the  present 
month,  however,  I  took  occasion  to  remind  him,  by  letter  of  my 
former  requisitions,  and  requested  to  know  what  progress  he  had 
made  in  his  preparations,  and  Avhat  expectations  I  might  form  cju- 
ceroing  them.  The  Paper  enclosed  herewith  contains  the  answer 
which  I  received  the  loth  Instant. 

Hitherto  it  has  not  been  in  my  power  to  render  much  service  to 
the  State,  as  their  Agent,*  owing  as  well  to  the  derangement  and 
removal  of  the  offices  of  the  Union,  as  to  the  backwardness  of  our 
own  preparations.  Nuither  have  I  devoted  so  much  time  and  attcn- 
tinn  to  the  business  as  I  should  have  conceived  my  duty  required 
if  these  impediments  had  not  exi.-ted.  Since  I  had  the  honur  to 
receive  this  appi^iutmcnt,  however,  some  circumstances,  which  may 
have  been  intlueutial  in  making   the   appointment,  have  undergone

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chani^es  which  may  possibly  render  the  continuance  of  the  less 
Dece:>sary.  If  this  should  Le  the  case  I  beg  your  Excellency  to  be 
assured  of  my  readiness  to  relinquish  it  with  cheerfulness,  and  to 
consider  this  letter  as  a  resignation,  if  such  resignation  be  compatible 
•vs'ith  your  desire.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  it  be  in  my  power,  in  this 
or  any  other  character,  to  render  acceptable  service  to  the  State,  I 
shall  with  pleasure  embrace  any  opportunity  that  may  be  afforded 
me  of  doing  it.  1  hope  your  Excellency  will  do  me  the  justice  to 
believe  that  I  make  this  declaration  in  the  full  extent  of  the  ex- 
pression;  and  from  a  pure  and  unequivocal  motive  of  manifesting 
a  disposition  to  remove  rather  than  to  create  embarrassments  in  aa 
administration,  the  honor  and  prosperity  of  which  I  wish'  to  be 
instrumental  in  promoting.  I  mean  not  to  shrink  from  a  service  I 
have  undertaken  to  perform,  unless  it  can  more  conveniently  be 
taken  up  by  another;  nor  do  I  wish  to  hold  an  office  if  a  change  of 
circumstances  should  have  rendered  the  continuance  of  it  unneces- 
sary.

The  examination  of  the  accounts  are  resumed  since 
the  office  of  the  Commissioners   of  the   United  States,  hath   been

Philadelphia,  September  4th,  1790. 


In  consequence  of  the  papers  which  you  yesterday  communicated 
to  me,  I  have  taken  what  appear  to  be  the  necessary  measures  fur 
preventing  the  retaliation  threatened  by  the  Seneca  Indians. 

Colonel  Timothy  I'ickering  is  instructed  to  meet  them  immedi- 
ately j  to  express  the  fullest  displeasure  at  the  murders  complained 
of;  to  give  the  strongest  assurances  of  the  friendship  of  the  United 
States  towards  that  Tribe  5  and  to  make  pecuniary  satisfaction — 
As  they  have  been  in  the  habit  of  negotiation  with  your  State,  and 
therefore  may  expect  some  reply  to  their  talk  from  you,  it  might 
facilitate  the  object  in  view,  if,  by  an  act  of  your  body,  they  should 
be  referred  to  the  Executive  of  the  United  States,  as  possessing  the 
only  authority  of  regulating  an  intercourse  with  them,  and  redress- 
ing their  grievances The  effect  of  such  an  act  might  be  greater, 

if  it  were  carried  by  some  messenr^cr  from  the  Supreme  Executive 
of  Pennsylvania. 

But  I  conceive  that  nothing  would  give  those  discontented  Indi- 
ans higher  satisfaction  than  the  bringing  of  the  murderers  to  jus- 
tice. The  continuance  therefore  of  your  proclamation  appears  to 
be  not  only  useful,  but  necessary.  The  Attorney  General  of  the 
United  States  will  see  that  the  most  ellcctual  measures  within  the 
judiciary  power  of  the  federal  government  shall  be  adopted  for  tho 
punishment  of  the  Otrenders ;  and  I  doubt  not  if  he  sliould  apply 
to  you  for  the  co-operation  of  the  OlScers  of  I'ennsylvauia  it  wid  ho 
afforded. 

If  the  money  voted  by  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  on  this 
occasion  has  been  applied  to  any  purchase  it  will  be  repaid  by  the 
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United  States  npnn  the  delivery  of  the  articles  bought  to  the  order 
of  Colonel  Pickering.

We,   the  People  of   tlie  Commonwealth    of  Pennsylvaniaj   ordain 
and  establish  this  Constitution  for  its  goverumeut. 


..      .  ■        ■    ■  ARTICLE!. 

Section  I.  THE  legislative  power  of  this  commonwealth  shall 
be  vested  in  a  general  Assembly,  which  shall  consist  of  a  Senate 
and  House  of^  llepresentatives. 

Section  IT.  The  Repsentatlves  shall  be  chosen,  annually,  by 
the  citizens  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  of  each  county,  respec- 
tively, on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October. 

Section  III.  No  person  shall  be  a  Representative,  who  shall  not 
have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  have  been  a  citizen 
and  inhabitant  of  the  State  three  years  nest  preceding  his  election, 
and  the  last  year  thereof  an  inhabitant  of  the  city  or  County,  in 
which  he  shall  be  chosen  ;  unless,  he  shall  have  been  absent  on  the 
public  business  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State.  No 
person,  residing  within  any  City,  Town  or  Borough,  which  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  seperate  representation,  shall  be  elected  a  Member  for 
any  County,  nor  shall  any  person  residing  without  the  limits  of  any 
such  City,  Town  or  Borough,  be  elected  a  Member  therefor. 

Section  IV.  Within  three  years  after  the  first  meeting  of  the 
General  Assembly,  and  within  every  subsequent  term  of  seven 
years,  an  enumeration  of  the  taxable  inhabitants  shall  be  made,  in 
such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  law.  The  number  of  Repre- 
sentatives shall,  at  the  several  periods  of  making  such  enumeration, 
be  fixed  by  the  legislature,  and  apportioned  among  the  City  of  Phil- 
adelphia and  the  several  counties,  according  to  the  number  of  taxa- 
ble inhabitants  in  each;  and  shall  never  be  less  than  sixty,  nor 
greater  than  one  hundred.  Each  county  shall  have,  at  least,  one 
Representative  ;  but  nn  County,  hereaftt.'r  erected  shall  been  titled 
to  a  seperate  representation,  untill,  a  sufficient  number  of   taxable

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inhabitants  shall  be  contained  witliin  it  to  entitle  them  to  one  Kep- 
resentative,  agreeably  to  the  ratio,  which  shall  then  be  established. 

Section  V.  The  Senators  shall  be  chosen,  for  four  years,  by  the 
citizens  of  Philadelphia,  and  of  the  several  counties,  at  the  same 
time,  in  the  same  mauncr,  and  at  the  same  places  where  they  shall 
vote  for  representatives. 

Section  YI.  The  number  of  Senators  shall,  at  the  several  peri- 
ods of  making  the  enumeration  before  mentioned,  be  fixed  by  the 
Le^risluture,  and  apportioned  among  the  districts,  formed  as  herein- 
after directed,  according  to  the  number  of  taxable  inhabitants  ia 
each  J  and  shall  never  be  less  than  one  fourth^  nor  greater  than  cue 
third  of  the  number  of  representatives. 

Section  YII.  The  Senators  shall  be  chosen  in  districts,  to  bo 
formed  by  the  Legislature,  each  district  containing  such  a  number 
of  taxable  inhabitants  as  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  not  more  than 
four  Senators  :  NVhen  a  district  shall  be  composed  of  two  or  more 
Counties,  they  shall  be  adjoining.  Neither  the  city  of  Philadel- 
phia nor  any  County  shall  be  divided  in  forming  a  district. 

Section  YIIT.  No  person  shall  be  a  Senator,  who  shall  not  have 
attained  the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  and  have  been  a  citizen  and 
inhabitant  of  the  State  four  years  next  before  his  election,  and  the 
last  year  thereof  an  inhabitant  of  the  district  for  which  he  shall  be 
chosen;  unless  he  sh:ill  have  been  absent  on  the  public  business  of 
the  United  States  or  of  this  State. 

Section  IX.  Immedir.tely  after  the  Senators  shall  be  assembled 
in  consequence  of  the  firj*t  election  subsequent  to  the  first  enumera- 
tion, they  shall  be  divided,  by  lot,  as  equally  as  may  be  into  four 
classes.  The  Seats  of  the  Senators  of  the  first  class  shall  be  vaca- 
ted at  the  expiration  of  the  first  year,  of  the  second  class  at  the 
expiration  of  the  second  year,  of  the  third  class  at  the  expiration 
of  the  third  year,  and  of  the  fourth  class  at  the  expiration  of  the 
fourth  year  ;  so  that  one  fourth  may  be  chosen  every  year. 

Section  X.  The  General  Assembly  shall  meet  on  the  first  Tues- 
day of  December  in  every  year,  unless  sooner  convened  by  the 
Governor. 

Section  XI.  Each  House  shall  choose  its  Speaker  and  other 
officers;  and  the  Senate  shall  also  choose  a  Speaker  pko  tempore, 
when  the  Speaker  shall  exercise  the  ofiice  of  Governor. 

Section  XII.  Each  Rouse  shall  judge  of  the  qualifications  of  its 
members.     Contested  elections  ehuli  be  determined  by  a  committee 
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to  be  selected,  formed  and  regulated  in  such  manner  as  shall  he 
directed  by  law.  A  majority  of  each  House  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
to  do  business  ;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  dav, 
and  may  be  authorised,  by  law,  to  compell  the  atteud^ance  of  absent 
members,  in  such  manner,  and  under  such  penalties  as  may  be  pro- 
vided. 

Section  XIII.  Each  House  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  pro 
ccediugs,  punish  its  members  for  disorderly  behaviour,  and  with  the 
concurrence  of  two  thirds  expel  a  member;  but  not  a  second  time 
for  the  same  cause  ;  and  shall  have  all  other  powers  necessary  for  a 
branch  of  the  legislature  of  a  free  State. 

Skctiox  XIV.  Each  House  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceed- 
ings, and  publish  them  weekly  ;  except  such  parts  as  may  require 
secrecy  :  And  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members,  on  any  question 
shall,  at  the  desire  of  any  two  of  them,  be  entered  on  the  Journals. 

Section  X^''.  The  doors  of  each  House  and  of  committees  of  the 
■whole,  shall  be  open,  unless  when  the  business  shall  be  such  as 
ought  to  be  kept  secret. 

Sf.ction  XVI.  Neither  House  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the 
other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  Days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than 
that,  in  which  the  two  Houses  shall  be  sitting. 

Section  XVII.  The  Senators  and  Representatives  shall  receive  a 
compensation  for  their  services,  to  be  ascertained  by  law,  and  paid 
out  of  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth.  They  shall,  in  all  cases, 
except  treason,  Felony,  and  breach  or  surety  of  the  peace,  be  privi- 
leged from  arrest  during  their  attendance  at  the  session  of  the  respec- 
tive Houses,  and  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same.  And 
for  any  speech  or  debute  in  either  House  they  shall  not  be  questioned 
in  any  other  place. 

Section  XVIII.  No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the 
time,  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil 
office,  under  this  commonwealth,  wliich  shall  have  been  created,  or 
the  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been  increased,  during  such  time  ; 
and  no  member  of  Congress  or  other  person  holding  any  oilice  (ex- 
cept of  attorney  at  law  and  in  the  Militia)  under  the  United  States, 
or  this  commonwealth,  shull  be  a  member  of  either  House  during  his 
continuance  in  Congress,  or  in  office. 

Section  XIX.  "When  vacancies  happen  in  either  House,  the 
Speaker  shall  issue  Vrrits  of  election  to  till  such  vacancies. 
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S>XTiON  XX.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  tliall  originate  in  the 
house  of  Representatives ;  but  the  ^^enate  ruay  propose  auiendiucuts 
as  in  other  bills. 

Section  XXI.  No  mono}'  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury,  but 
in  consequence  of  appropriations  made  by  law. 

Sectiox  XXII.  Every  bill,  which  shall  have  passed  both  Houses, 
shall  be  presented  to  the  Governor:  If  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it; 
but  if  he  shall  not  approve,  he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections, 
to  the  House,  in  which  it  shall  have  originated,  who  shall  outer  the 
objections  at  large  upon  their  journals,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it: 
If  after  such  reconsideration,  two  thirds  of  that  house  shall  agree  to 
pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent  with  the  objections,  to  the  other  House, 
by  which  likewise  it  shall  be  reconsidered  and,  if  approved  by  two 
thirds  of  that  House  it  shall  be  a  law.  But  in  such  cases  the  votes 
of  both  Houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nay?,  and  the  names 
of  the  persons  voting  for  or  against  the  Jjill  shall  be  entered  on  the 
Journals  of  each  House  respcciivcly.  If  any  IJill  shall  not  be  return- 
ed by  the  Governor  within  ten  days  (Sundays  excepted;  after  it  shall 
have  been  presented  to  him  it  shall  be  a  law,  in  like  manner  as  if  he 
had  signed  it,  unless  the  General  Assembly,  by  their  adjournment, 
prevent  its  return;  in  which  case  it  shall  be  a  law  unless  sent  back 
within  three  days  after  their  next  meeting. 

Section  XXIII.  Every  order,  resolution  or  vote,  to  which  the 
concurrence  of  both  Houses  may  be  necessary  (except  on  a  question 
of  adjournment)  shall  be  presented  to  the  Governor,  and,  before  it 
shall  take  eflect,  be  approved  by  him,  or,  being  disapproved,  shall 
be  repassed  by  two  thirds  of  both  Houses,  according  to  the  rules  and 
limitations  prescribed  in  case  of  a  Bill.

Section  I.  THI^  Supreme  Executive  power  of  this  Common- 
"wealth  shall  be  vested  in  a  Governor. 

Section  II.  The  Governor  shall  be  chosen  on  the  second  Tuesday 
of  October,  by  the  citizens  of  the  commonwealth,  at  the  places  where 
they  shall  respectively  vote  for  Representatives.  The  returns  of 
every  election  for  Governor  shall  be  scaled  up  and  transmitted  to  the 
scat  of  government,  directed  to  the  Speaker  oi'  the  Senate,  who  shall 
open  and  publish  them  in  the  presence  of  the  members  of  both 
Houses  of  tlie  Lcgi.:-laturc.  The  person  having  the  highest  number 
of  votes  shall  be  GovcrmT.  Rut  if  two  or  more  shall  be  equal  and 
highest  in  votes,  one  of  them  shall  be  chosen  Governor  by  the  juiut 
V'jte  of  the  members  of  both  Houses.  Contested  elections  shall  be 
determined  by  a  Committee,  to  be  selected  from  both  Houses  of  the 
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Legislature,  and  formed  and  regulated  in  sucli  manner  as  shall  be 
directed  bj  law.

■  Section  VIIT.  He  shall  appoint  all  officers,  whose  offices  are 
established  by  this  Constitution,  or  shall  be  established  by  law, 
and  whose  appointments  are  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for;  but 
no  person  shall^be  appointed  to  an  office  within  any  County,  who  shall 
not  have  been  a  citizen  and  inhabitant  therein  one  year  nest  before 
his  appointment,  if  the  county  shall  have  been  so  long  erected ;  but 
if  it  shall  not  have  been  so  long  erected,  then  within  the  limits  of 
the  County  or  Counties  out  of  which  it  shall  have  been  taken.  No 
member  of  Congress  from  this  State,  nor  any  person  holding  or  exer- 
cising any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  shall,  at 
the  same  time,  hold  or  exercise  the  oifice  of  Judge,  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, Prothonotary,  Register  of  wills.  Recorder  of  deeds,  Sheriff,  or 
any  office  in  this  State,  to  which  a  Salary  is  by  law  annexed,  or  any 
other  office,  which  future  Legislatures  shall  declare  incompatible  with 
offices  or  appointments  under  the  United  States. 

Section  IX.  Ho  shall  have  power  to  remit  fines  and  forfeitures, 
and  grant  reprieves  and  pardons,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment. 

Section  X.  He  may  renuirc  information,  in  writing,  from  the 
officers  ia  the  executive  department,  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices.

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Section  XT.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  General 
As>embly  information  of  the  state  of  the  connuoiiwcalth,  and  recom- 
mend to  their  coutideratioD  such  measures  as  he  shall  judge  ex- 
pedient. 

Sf.ction  XII.  He  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  the 
General  Assembly;  and  in  case  of  disagreement  between  the  two 
Houses,  with  respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment,  adjourn  them  to 
Buch  time  as  he  shall  think  proper,  not  exceeding  four  months. 

Section  XIII.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  lav,-3  be  faithfully 
executed. 

Section  XIV.  In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  the  Gover- 
nor, or  of  his  removal  from  office,  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate  shall 
exercise  the  office  of  Governor,  until  another  Governor  shall  be  duly 
qualified.  And  if  the  trial  of  a  contested  election  shall  continue 
longer  than  until  the  third  Tuesday  iu  December  next  ensuing  the 
election  of  a  Governor,  the  Governor  of  the  last  year,  or  the  Speaker 
of  the  Senate,  who  may  be  in  the  exercise  of  the  executive  autboiity, 
shall  continue  therein  until  the  determination  of  such  contested  elec- 
tion, and  until  a  Governor  shall  be  qualiGed  as  aforesaid. 

Section  XV.  A  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  and  commissioned 
during  the  Governor's  continuance  in  office,  if  he  shall  so  long  behave 
hiuiscif  well  :  He  shall  keep  a  fair  register  of  all  the  official  acts  and 
f'roceedincs  of  the  Governor,  and  shall,  when  required,  lay  the  same 
and  all  papers,  minutes  and  vouchers  relative  thereto  before  cither 
branch  of  the  Legislature,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall 
be  enjoined  him  by  law. 


ARTICLE     III. 

Section  I.  IN  elections  by  the  Citizens,  every  freeman  of  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  having  resided  in  the  State  two  years  next  be- 
fore the  election,  and  within  that  time  paid  a  State  or  County  tax, 
which  shall  have  been  assessed  at  least  six  months  before  the  election, 
shall  cujny  the  rights  of  an  elector  :  Provided,  that  the  sons  of  per- 
sons qualified  as  aforesaid,  between  the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  twen- 
ty-two years,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  although  they  shall  not  have 
paid  taxes.

Section  III.  Electors  shall  in  all  cases,  except  Treason,  Felony 
and  brt'ueh  or  surety  of  the  peace,  be  priviledged  from  arrest  during 
their  attcudance  ou  elections  uud  iu  froin^jr  to  and  returuing  from  them. 
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ARTICLE     IV. 

Section  I.  THE  House  of  Representatives  shall  Lave  the  sole 
power  of  impeaching. 

Section  K.  All  irapoachments  shall  he  tried  by  the  Senate. 
When  >ittiug  for  that  purpose,  the  Senators  shall  be  upon  oath  or 
affiruiatinn.  No  person  shall  be  convicted,  without  the  concurrence 
of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Section  III.  The  Governor,  and  all  other  civil  officers,  under 
this  couimouwealth,  shall  be  liable  to  iinpeachnaent  for  any  misde- 
n-.eanor  in  ollice :  But  judgment,  in  such  cases,  shall  not  extend 
further  than  to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  any 
office  of  honour,  trust,  or  profit,  under  this  commonwealth  :  The  party, 
whethar  convicted  or  acquitted,  shall  nevertheless  bo  liable  to  indict- 
ment, trial,  judgment,  and  punishment,  according  to  law. 


ARTICLE    V.  I 

Section  I.  THE  Judicial  power  of  this  commonwealth  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Supreme  Court,  in  Courts  of  Oyer  and  'J'erminer  and 
General  Gaol  Polivery,  in  a  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  Orphans'  Court,       ■ 
Register's   Court,  and   a  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace  for 
each  county,  in  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  in  such  other  Courts  as       ;

Section    IV.    Until  it  shall  be  otherwise  directed  by  law,  the  '' 

Beveral  courla  of  commou  Pleas  shall  bo  established  iu  the  following  { 
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manner.  The  Governor  shall  appoint,  in  each  county,  not  fewer 
tiian  three  nor  more  than.four  JuJ^'es,  who,  during  their  continuance 
in  office,  shall  reside  in  such  county  :  The  State  shall  be  divided  by 
law  into  circuits,  none  of  which  shall  include  more  than  six,  ncr  fewer 
than  three,  counties  :  A  President  shall  be  appointed  of  the  courts 
in  each  circuit,  who,  during  his  continuance  in  office,  shall  reside 
therein  :  The  President  and  Judges,  any  two  of  v.hom  shall  be  a 
quorum,  shall  compose  the  respective  Courts  of  comnaon  Pleas.

0)er  and  Terminer  or  Gaol  Peiivery  in  any  County,  when  the 
Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  any  of  them  shall  be  sitting  in  the 
same  county.

ARTICLE     Y  I . 

Section  L  Sheriffs  and  ^oroners  shall,  at  the  times  and 
places  of  election  of  Representatives,  be  chosen  by  the  citizens  of 
each  county  :  Two  persons  shall  be  chosen  for  each  office,  one  of 
■whom  for  each  respectively  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor. 
They  shall  hold  their  offices  for  three  years,  if  they  shall  so  lonr:  be- 
have themselves  well,  and  until  a  successor  be  duly  qualified  ;  but 
no  person  shall  be  twice  chosen  or  appointed  Sheriff  in  anv  term  of 
six  years.

Section  IL  The  freemen  of  this  commonweath  shall  be  armed 
and  disciplined  for  its  defence.  Tliose  who  conscientiously  scruple 
to  bear  arms,  shall  not  be  compelled  to  do  so  ;  but  shall  pav  an 
equivalent  for  personal  service.  The  militia  otliccrs  shall  be  appoint- 
ed in  such  manner,  and  for  such   time,  as  shall  be  directed  by  law. 

Section  II [.  Prothonotaries,  clerks  of  the  Peace  and  Orphans' 
Courts,  Pecorders  of  Deeds,  Register  of  Wills  and  Sheriffs,  shall 
keep  their  offices  in  the  county  Town  of  the  county  in  which  they 
respectively  shall  be  officers,  unless  when  the  Gwcrnor  shall,  for 
special  reasons,  dispense  thtrewith  for  any  term,  not  exceeding  five 
years  after  the  county  shall  have  been  erected. 

Section  IV.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  Comiiiunwealtli  uf  Pennsylvania,  and  be  sealed  with 
the  State  Beal,  and  signed  by  the  Governor. 
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Sfction  V.  TLe  State  Treasurer  sIkiII  be  appointed,  annually,  by 
tbe  joitit  vote  of  the  members  of  botb  Houses.  All  otber  otUcers  iu 
tlie  'i'roa?ury  departmGtjt,  attornies  at  law,  electiou  ofUcers,  ofijecrs 
relatiiiir  to  taxes,  to  the  poor  and  highway?,  constables,  and  other 
Township  ofiicers,  shall  be  appointed  in  such  nianner  as  is  or  shall 
be  directed  by  law. 

ARTICLE     VII. 

Section  T.  The  legislature  shall,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be, 
provide,  by  law,  for  the  establishment  of  Schools  throughout  the 
state,  in  such  manner  that  the  poor  may  be  taught  gratis. 

Skction  II.  The  arts  and  sciences  sball  be  promoted  in  one  or 
more  seminaries  of  learning. 

Section  III.  The  rights,  priviledges,  immunities  and  estates  of 
religious  societies  and  corporate  bodies  shall  remain,  as  if  the  consti- 
tution of  this  state  had  not  been  altered  or  amended. 


ARTICLE     VIII. 

^lembers  of  tbc  General  Assembly  and  all  officers  executive 
and  Judicial,  shall  be  bound,  by  oath  or  affirmation,  to  support  the 
constitution  of  this  commonwealth,  and  to  perform  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices  with  fidelity.

restrain  the  right  thereof.     The  free  comuuuucation  of  thoughts  and  I 

opinions  is  one  of  the  invaluable  rights  of  man;  and  every  citizen  ^ 

may  freely  speak,  write  and  print  on  any  subject,  being  responsible  .» 

for  the  abuse  of  that  liberty.     In  prosecutions  for  the  publication  of  f^-

Section  XVI.  That  the  person  of  a  debtor,  where  there  is  not 
strong  presumption  of  fraud,  shall  not  be  continued  in  Prison,  after 
delivering  up  his  estate  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors,  in  such  man- 
ner as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Section  XVII.  That  no  ex  post  facto  law,  nor  any  law  impairing 
contracts  ahall  be  made. 

Section  XVIII.  That  no  person  shall  be  attainted  of  treason  or 
felony  by  the  legislature. 

Section  XIX.  That  no  attainder  shall  work  corruption  of  blood, 
Bor,  except  during  the  life  of  the  olTender,  forfeiture  of  estate  to 
the  commonwealtii ;  that  the  estates  of  such  persons  as  shall  destroy 
tiieir  own  lives  shall  descend  or  vest  as  incase  of  natural  death;  and 
if  any  person  shall  be  killed  by  casualty,  there  shall  be  no  forfeiture 
by  itaa'>u  thcitof.

SCHEDULE. 

That  no  inconvenience  may  arise  from  the  alterations  and  amend- 
ments in  the  Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  in  order  to 
carry  the  same  into  complete  operation,  it  is  hereby  declared  and

Socond_  THAT  the  President  and  Supreme  Executive  Coun-'l 
shall  continue  to  exercise  the  executive  aufiiority  of  this  Common- 
wealth, as  heretofore,  until  the  third  Tuesday  o'f  December  nc  xr  ; 
but  no  intermediate  vacancies  in  the  Council  shall  be  supplied  bs 
licw  elections. 
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Third.  TFIAT  all  officers  in  the  appointmont  of  the  Executive 
Dep:irtuient  s'naH  cootiiiue  in  the  exercise  of  the  duties  of  tlieir  re- 
spective oinces  until  the  first  day  of  September  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  ninety-one  J  unless  their  conimisiions  shall  sooner  ex- 
pire by  thi-ir  own  li'iiitutiou-;,  or  the  said  offices  become  vacant  by 
death*  or  rc-signation  ;  and  no  longer,  unless  re-appointed  and  com- 
missioned by  the  Governor;  except  that  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  terms  in  their  commissions 
respectively  expressed. 

Fourth.  THAT  Justice  shall  be  administered  in  the  several 
counties  of  the  State,  until  the  period  aforesaid,  by  the  same  justiccs_^ 
in  the  sauie  courts,  and  in  the  same  manner,  as  heretofore. 

Fifth.  THAT  no  person  now  in  commission  as  Sheriff  shall  bo 
eligible  at  the  next  election  for  a  longer  term  than  will,  with  the 
time,  which  he  -shall  have  served  in  the  said  office,  complete  the 
term  of  three  years. 

Sixth.  THAT,  until  the  first  enumeration  shall  be  made  as 
directed  in  the  fourth  section  of  the  first  article  of  the  Cou^iitution 
established  by  this  Convention,  the  City  of  I'hiladelphia  and  the 
several  counties  shall  be  respectively  entitled  to  elect  the  same 
number  of  Fiepresentatives  as  is  now  prescribed  by  law. 

Seventh.  THAT  the  first  Senate  shall  consist  of  Eighteen  mem- 
bers to  b'j  chosen  in  districts  formed  as  follows,  to  wit:  The  City  of 
I'hiladelphia  and  the  Counties  of  Philadelphia  and  Delaware  shall 
be  a  district  and  elect  three  Senators  :  The  County  of  Chester  shall 
be  a  district,  and  shall  elect  one  Senator  :  The  County  of  IJucks

Counties  of  LcJford  and  Franklin  shall  be  a  district,  and  shall  elect 
one  Senator:  The  Counties  of  ^\'e3tmorelaud  and  Allegany  shall  be 
a  district,  and  shall  elect  one  Senator:  And  the  Counties  of  Wash- 
i'lcrton  and  Fayette  shall  be  a  district,  and  -hall  elect  two  Senators  :

Eighth.  THAT  the  elections  of  Senators  shall  be  conducted,  and 
the  returns  thereof  luado  to  the  Senate,  in  the  same  manner  as  is 
prescribed  by  the  election  laws  of  the  State,  for  conducting  and 
making  return  of  the  election  of  Representatives.  'In  those  dis- 
tricts, which  consist  of  more  than  one  county,  the  Judges  of  the 
district  elections  within  each  county,  after  having  formed  a  return  of 
the  whole  election  within  that  county,  in  such  manner  as  is  directed 
by  law,  shall  send  the  same,  by  one  or  more  of  their  number,  to  the 
place  herein  after  mentioned  within  the  di.-trict,  of  which  such  county 
is  a  part,  where  the  Judges  so  met  shall  compare  and  cast  up  the 
i^evcral  county  returns,  and  esecute,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  one 
general  and  true  return  for  the  vrhole  district,  that  is  to  say;  the 
Judges  of  the  district  composed  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the 
Counties  of  Philadel]>hia  and  Delaware  shall  meet  in  the  State  House 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia;  the  Judges  of  the  district  composed  of 
the  counties  of  Lancaster  and  York  shall  meet  at  the  Court-Houso 
in  the  county  of  Lancaster;  the  Judges  of  the  district  composed  of 
the  counties  of  Berks  and  Dauphin  shall  meet  at '31iddletown,  in  the 
county  of  Rerks;  tho  Judges  of  the  district  composed  of  the  counties 
of  Cumberland  and  Mitrlin  shall  meet  in  Greenwood  township,  county 
of  Cumberland,  at  the  house  now  occupied  by  David  Miller;  the 
Judges  of  the  district  composed  of  the  Counties  of  Northumberiand, 
Luzerne  and  Huntingdon  shall  meet  in  the  town  of  Suubury;  the 
Judges  of  the  district  composed  of  the  Counties  of  Bedford  and 
Franklin  shall  meet  at  the  house  now  occupied  by  John  Dickey,  in 
Air  township,  Bedford  county  ;  the  Judges  of  the  district  composed 
of  the  counties  of  Westmoreland  and  Allegheney  shall  meet  in  Wo;t- 
inoreland  county,  at  the  Court-House  in  the  town  of  Grecnshorough  ; 
and  the  Judges  of  the  district  composed  of  the  counties  of  Washing- 
ton and  Fayette  shall  meet  at  the  Court-house  in  the  toWn  of  Wash- 
ington, in  Washington  county,  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  October, 
respectively,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

Ninth.  THAT  tho  election  of  the  Governor  shall  be  conducted,  in 
the  several  counties,  in  the  manner  proscribed  by  the  laws  of  the  Stare 
for  the  election  of  Representatives;  and  the  returns  in  each  county 
Fhall  be  sealed  by  the  Judges  ot  the  elections,  and  transmitted  to 
the  President  of  the  Sujaume  Executive  Cuuncii,  directed  to  the 
Speaker  of  the  Senate,  as  soon  after  the  election  as  may  be.

Thomas  Mifflin  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

The  following  address  of  Thomas  Mifflin,  Governor  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania,  was  delivered  in  the  presence  of  the 
Speaker  and  Members  of  the  Senate,  and  of  the  Speaker  and  Meni- 
bers  of  the  House  of  Represeutatives,  in  the  Senate  Chamber,  on 
Wednesday  December  the  21st,  1790,  after  their  return  from  the 
Court-House  in  Market  street,  where  the  certificate  of  his  election 
was  read  by  the  clerk  of  Senate,  and  before  he  returned  to  his  own 
House  : 

Gcndemou  of  the  Senate,  and  House  of  Representatives  : 

There  cannot  be  a  fairer  subject  for  congratulation,  than  that 
which  the  establishment  of  a  new  constitution  presents,  at  this  time 
to  every  patriotic  citizen  of  Pennsylvania.  The  wisdom,  the  candour, 
and  the  liberality  of  tlie  late  Convention,  have  not  only  produced  a 
system  that  promises  political  energy  and  happiness  to  the  state,  but 
Lave  been  the  means  of  diffusing  the  blessings  of  confidence  and 
concord  among  the  people.  A  just  sense  of  the  common  interest 
has  happily  prevailed ;  and  for  the  advancement  and  security  of  that 
interest,  we  are  now  convened  to  organize  and  admiuister  a  govern- 
ment, which  has  been  sanctioned  by  the  warmest  approbation,  and 
is  supported  by  the  best  wishes  of  our  constituents. 

Tlie  ta.-k  assigned  to  us  is  not,  however,  less  difficult  than  it  is 
important:  For,  whether  we  analyze  the  nature  and  extent  of  "our 
relative  connexion  with  the  Union,  or  contemplate  the  increased 
population  of  the  commonwealth,  the  extensive  cultivation  of  her 
Boil,  the  flourishing  state  of  her  commerce,  and  the  enterprising 
spirit  of  her  inhabitants,  we  shall  be  equally  impressed  with  the 
matrnitude  and  variety  of  the  objects,  that  demand  the  care  and  con- 
sideration of  tha  government.  Rut  reflecting,  on  the  other  hand, 
that  to  cherish  the  springs  of  national  felicity  and  opulence,  by  en- 
couraging industry,  disseuiiuuting  knowledge,  raising  our  social  com- 
pact upon  the  permanent  fuundations  of  libtrty  and  virtue,  must  be 
pleasing  to  that  Reing  by  whum  the  order  aud  harmony  of  the  uni- 
verse were  estabTL-hed,  we  shall  find  a  great  and  constant  consolation, 
amidst  all  tie  difficulties  of  prosecutiiig  on  public  duties,  and  are 
justified  in  a  grateful  hope,  that  our  zeal  and  our  labours  for  the 
prosperity  of  our  country,  will  not  be  vain  and  ineffectual. 

1  am  sensible,  gentlemen;,  that  the  reputation  and  success  of 
government  depend,  in  a  great  degree,  upon  the  conduct^f  its  otli- 
cers  and  the  good  understanding  that  suos'sts  among  them.  Per- 
mit me,  therefure,  to  take  this  first  opportunity  to  bespeak  a  mutual 
confidLHce  between  the  Legislative  and  Executive  departments.  As 
public  servants,  our  duties,  our  interests,  and  our  objects  are  the 
Eame;  and  so  perfectly  do  I  rely  upon  your  wisdom  aud  integriiy, 
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that  In  every  act  wbich  can  produce  the  common  weal,  or  ^vhich  is 
necessary  to  accomplish  the  patriotic  views  of  the  Legislature,  you 
may  be  assureJ,  ou  my  part,  of  the  most  cheerful  assistance  and  co- 
cpcratioij;  while  on  your  part,  I  am  persuaded,  that  I  shall  expe- 
rience r.  cordial  support  in  the  constitutional  eserci-e  of  my  official 
powers,  since,  next  to  the  ambition  of  promoting  the  happiness  of 
our  fu'liow  citizens,  and  of  advancing  the  honour  and  reputation  of 
the  commouwoalth,  I  shall  ever  cherish  the  desire  of  conciliating 
and  deserving  your  esteem. 

As  soon,  gentleujan,  as  the  necessary  arrangements  shall  be  made, 
I  will  lay  before  you  such  business,  as  will,  in  my  opinion,  requir.. 
your  attention  in  the  present  session.

ceptable. They  are  as  follows:  To  the  first.  We  are  of  opiaioc, 
that  the  officers  re-appointed  Ly  the  late  Executive  Council,  in  the 
manner  mentioned,  continued  in  authority  until  the  Governor  was 
proclaimed,  but  not  afterwards. 

Second.  We  humbly  conc.ive  that  the  Proclamation  proposed 
by  your  Excellency,  is  legally  expedient,  as  it  always  was  used  by 
every  new  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Pennsylvania,  previous  to  the 
Hevolution.  J 

Third.     We  think  the  C'lixfilufion  to  be  paramount  the  Acts  of 
the  Legislature,  and  that  the  appointment  of  the   Uegister  General 
is  tliirthy  vacated  upon  the   complete  organization  of  the  Executive 
Branch  of  Government :  or  new  appointment  to  that  office,  of  course,  ; 
is  now  vested  in  the  Governor.  •

In  Compliance  with  your  Excellency's  Intimation,  I  am  cm- 
boKlened  to  lay  before  you  briefly,  the  Substanco  of  •what  I 
formerly  delivered  to  you  more  at  large,  on  the  present  State  of  Law 
and  Practice,  on  ye  Subject  of  Marriajre. 

The  Objoetions  which  I  had  the  Honor  to  state  to  you  against  ye 
j\Iarri:ir:e  License,  were  that  it  is  a  takin2;  of  ^iloiiey  out  of  ye 
people's  pockets,  without  even  ye  Colour  of  Law,  that  it  had  been 
stiguiutized  on  this  Acct.  by  the  Council  of  Censors;  and  that  to 
my  certain  Knowledso,  it  prostitutes  ye  Chief  Magistrates  Name  it 
invades  Domestic  Kights,  by  the  Sanction  it  gives  to  clandestine 
3Iarriages. 

It  is  true,  the  Abu=e  is  considerably  le-sened,  by  ye  intire  Neglect 
which  is  shown  the  License,  by  ye  greater  Number  of  the  Clergy  of  all 
l)euomiuations ;  who  depend  on  their  own  Precaution  against  what 
they  think  the  Snare?  of  ye  govermental  License.  But  I  submit  to 
your  Excellency  whether  it  be  not  a  great.  Evil  to  leave  Matters  on 
this  Footing. 

It  is  now  so  well  understood  that  no  Man  takes  out  a  Licence,  but 
citlicr  thro'  Ignorance  or  for  a  Cover  to  an  illegal  Transaction,  that 
we  may  presume  the  Doing  without  them  will  more  and  more 
prevail.  It  must  be  obvious  to  every  Man  how  much  this  subjects 
the  Happiness  of  families  to  the  sudden  Determination  of  very  young 
Pe"ple.  Under  such  a  Dispensation  from  all  preparatory  Measures, 
would  it  be  surprising  to  hear,  that  a  Girl  of  the  Age  at  which 
Matrimony  may  be  contracted,  were  induced  by  a  Toy  or  by  a  Sugar 
I'lunih,  to  put  an  artful  Man  into  ye  possession  of  a  Fortune;  out 
of  which  he  would  ouly  have  to  pay  iioO  for  ye  Irregularity  of  ye 
Manner.  Lnpositions  may  happen  far  short  of  this,  yet  very  dis- 
tressing to  Faiuilies  and  ruinous  to  the  Peace  of  ye  Parties. 

So  far  as  ye  Clergy  in  particular  are  coxicerned.  it  subjects  ye 
cnubcientious  to  great  DifiJeulties  ;  It  gives  those  of  ye  opposite 
l^escription  unbounded  License;  and  it  subjects  to  ye  Determination 
cf  either  (and  that  in  situations  of  great  Delicacy)  a  Question  in- 
volving Property  and  Character  and  Happiness. 

In  what  Manner  an  evil  of  so  great  Magnitude  is  to  be  remedied, 
I  presume  not  to  say.  But  I  will  hint  what  I  think  ye  great  Out- 
line of  ye  15u>ino.-s  ;  viz.  :  That  in  Favor  of  these  who  either  cannot, 
<'r  who,  from  eou.-cientious  Scruples,  will  not  pay  fir  a  License, 
ther-j  should  be  pointed  out  an  unequivocal  ^lode  of  Publication  ; 
au<l  that  a  Liceiise  being  a  Di-pensatiou  from  ye  Notoriety  of  I'ub- 
li'iti'ju,  the  Olhcers  issuing  it  should  be  accountable  and  should  re- 
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ceive  a  Fee  proportioucJ  to  je  Trust  and  to  je  Vigilance  required  in  ^

Letter— Gov.  Mifflin  to  Public  Officers,  1790. 

Circular. 

Philadelphia,  Decern   24,1700. 
Sir, 

The  change  in  our  state  Government  his  so  intimately  connected 
the  reputation  and  success  of  the  Executive  authority  with  adili<reut 
and  at'le  discharge  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  various  otiicers, 
•who  arc  employed  iu  the  administration  of  the  public  affairs,  that, 
indcpen  lent  of  the  respect  that  I  owe  to  the  station  in  which  tij3 
confilence  of  my  fellow-citizen  has  placed  me,  I  feel  a  strong  puf- 
sonai  interest,  in  the  establishment  of  order,  energy  and  economy, 
in  every  subordinute  department. 

I  am  por.siia  led,  Sir,  that  the  oHjce  to  which  you  are  appointed 
■will  be  conducted  v.ith  an  honorable  view  to  those  essential  points, 
and  tlu Tcf'Te,  it  may  be  superfluous  to  add,  while  on  the  one  hand, 
I  shall  l>e  happy  to  ericourago,  as  far  as  my  jurisdiction  extends,  the 
Zval  and  fiduiity  of  every  public  olYiocrj  no  inducemtut  will  ever 
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prevail  upon  me  on  the  other  hand,  to  ovcrhook  the  least  appearance 
of  delinquency,  or  the  perniLiou3  effects  of  negligence,  in  the  execu- 
tion of  a  public  trust. 

In  order  to  ensure  a  proper  degree  of  con6donee  and  to  advance 
the  means  of  useful  information,  I  invite  }ou.  Sir,  to  a  candid 
correspou'lenec,  at  all  times  upon  the  business  of  your  appointment; 
but  I  particularly  request,  that  at  least,  once  in  the  course  of  every 
three  months,  you  will  transmit  to  rne  a  statement  of  your  official 
transactions,  as  far  as  it  is  necessary  that  they  should  be  com- 
municated ;  with  such  remarks  on  the  defects  in  the  Laws,  or  usages, 
by  which  your  proceedings  are  regulated,  and  such  hints  for  improve- 
ments, as  your  experience  shall  enable  you  to  suggest.

the  ngo^rogate  of  the  public  debt.  The  particular  funds  on  which 
the  redemption  of  the  emissions  of  paper  money  has  been  charged, 
are,  I  am  assured,  more  than  adequate  for  that  purpose;  and  the 
certificates  given  for  horses  and  provisions  during  the  war  will  be- 
come irredeeuiable  on  the  first  of  January  next,  in  corscqueuce  of 
the  limitation  prescribed  bylaw;  when,  likewise,  all  the  obsolete 
and  unliquidated  claims  against  the  State  will  be  forever  barred. 
If,  therefore,  a  due  regard  is  paid  to  the  arrangements,,  which  have 
boon  made,  for  exonerating  the  Commonwealth  of  her  debts,  it  is 
highly  probable,  that  at  the  close  of  the  ensuing  year,  the  funded  or 
militia  certificates,  the  depreciation  certificates,  the  pension  list,  and 
the  proprietary  grant,  will  constitute  the  only  incumbrance  on  the 
public  revenue;  and  even  a  great  part  of  this,  from  the  absorption 
of  the  Land-Office,  the  nature  of  the  d'jbt,  or  the  necessary  progress 
of  periodical  payments,  must,  eventually,  become  extinct. 

Having  thus  viewed  the  state  of  the  public  debt,  permit  me, 
gentlemen  cursorily  to  trace  the  sources,  by  which  you  will  perceive, 
that  if  they  were  not  retarded,  or  intercepted  in  their  course,  the 
treasury  ought  to  be  amply  supplied  for  the  discharge  of  every 
demand.  Independent  of  the  ordinary  taxes  on  the  various  kinds 
of  licenses,  on  tales  at  auction,  and  on  legal  process,  the  very 
arrearages  of  taxes  have  grown  into  a  fund,  from  which,  (though 
constantly  decreasing.)  a  considerable  aid  must  for  some  time  longer 
be  occasionally  derived.  The  excise,  tho'  it  has  not  hitherto  been 
as  productive  as  might  justly  have  been  expected,  or  as  it  may  be 
rendered,  is  likewise  a  resource  of  importance,  but  liable  to  be 
assumed  by  Congress :  And  the  land-otiicc,  rich  in  the  arrearages 
due  for  unpatented  lands,  is  an  instrument  actively  employed  in  tho 
redaction  of  the  public  debt;  and  promises,  in  that  respect,  to 
gratify  our  most  sanguine  expectation.  On  the  first  of  January, 
the  tax,  called  the  Funding  tax,  will,  of  course,  revive  ;  and  although, 
in  your  wisdom,  you  may  deem  it  expedient  to  permit  its  operation 
fur  another  year,  yet,  when  the  diminution  of  public  obligation, 
W'hich  1  have  anticipated,  shall  take  phice,  and  the  claims  of  Penn- 
.«^ylvania  against  the  Union,  shall  become  an  actual  source  of  revenue, 
you  will,  I  am  confident,  fi.el  a  sincere  pleasure,  in  the  opportunity 
of  totally  discontinuing  that  charge,  upon  the  industry  and  property 
of  our  fellow-citizens. 

It  is  then  an  honorable  consideration,  that  the  annual  interest  of 
those  Continental  claim.^,  which  yield  the  most  decisive  testimony  of 
the  alacrity  and  perseverance  of  this  state  in  prosecuting  the  great 
objects  of  the  revolution,  may,  upon  a  reasonable  estimate,  be  ren- 
dered sui"5eicnt,  in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  to  discharge  all  the 
temainlng  obligations,  and  to  defray  all  the  incidental  exjtenees  of 
government.  Jn  order,  therefore,  gentlemen,  to  prevent  any  injuri- 
ous delay  in  a  business  of  such  importance,  allow  me  particularly  to 
rtcommeud  to  your  attention  the  act  of  Congress  providing  fur  the

The  confused  state  of  our  municipal  law  bus  long  been   matter  of  ^ 

complaint.     It's  inconveniences  have  been  felt  iu  every  department  .? 
of  govemmeut;    while  the  citizens  at  large,  from  this  cause,  have 

found  it  difficult  to  obtain  that  degree  of  iuf  rmation  respecting  the  \ 

acts  of  the  legislature,  which  is  necessary  to  guide  their  oouduot,  «, 
and  to  enable  thcLi  to  judge  of  the  conduct  of  their  representatives. 

Although  the  sulject  has   been  repeatedly  suggested  for   the  con-  ' 
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Bideration  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  present  period  seems 
ptculiiirly  propitious  for  undertiiking  the  revision  and  reformation 
of  our  code  ;  since  the  orguni/zition  of  the  federul  government,  and 
the  establishment  of  the  statn  eonstitution,  must  ensure  certainty 
and  permanency  in  such  regulations  as  you  shall  now  think  it  is 
proper  to  adopt.  lu  order,  to  lay  thg  foundation  of  a  compre- 
hensive and  satisfactory  system,  allow  me  to  recommend  the  early 
appointment  of  a  person  of  competent  talents,  and  legal  informa- 
tion, to  prepare  a  general  digest  of  the  laws  for  your  examination, 
who,  besides  incorporating  the  supplemental  with  the  original  acts, 
and  bringing  laws  upon  the  same  subject  into  one  point  of  view — 
besides  expunging  such  acts  as  are  become  obsolete,  and  omitting 
the  detail  of  such  as  are  merely  of  a  private  nature — ^hall  be  in- 
structed to  report  the  various  statutes  of  the  British  Parliament, 
wh'ch,  without  the  legislative  sanction  of  Pennsylvania,  have 
obtained  a  binding  force  in  her  jurisprudence,  in  gonsequencc  of  the 
usage  of  her  citizens,  or  the  judgments  of  her  courts. 

Licfore  this  great  object  can  be  accomplished,  however,  the  cir- 
cumstacccs  in  which  we  are  placed,  by  the  operation  of  the  Federal 
system,  and  the  new  form  of  our  domestic  constitution,  will  require 
some  very  material  amendments  and  alterations  in  our  laws.  The 
impost  laws,  the  laws  respecting-  a  court  of  Admiralty,  the  establish- 
ment of  a  board  of  Wardens  for  the  port  of  Philadelphia,  and  for 
the  regulation  of  the  militia,  with  many  other  aets  of  Assembly, 
whiclh  will  naturiflly  occur  in  the  course  of  your  deliberations,  are . 
either  entirely  annihilated,  or  partially  afi'ected,  by  the  jurisdiction 
and  laws  of  the  United  States.  Your  desire  to  cherish  a  mutually 
buneficial  harmouy  between  the  Union  and  its  constituent  members 
will,  therefore,  induce  you,  gentletnen,  to  pui'sue  the  most  effectual 
measures  for  removing  every  ground,  on  which  their  interest  or  their 
plans  might  possibly  appe;ir  to  clash.  And,  particularly,  while  I 
ongratulute  you  on  the  choice  which  the  Federal  Government  has 
made  for  its  temporary  residence,  I  am  convinced  that  you  feel  a 
bincere  disposition  to  concur  with  me,  in  rendering  this  event  satis- 
factory to  that  honorable. body,  and  advantageous  to  the  Common- 
wealth. Under  the  influence  of  similar  sentiments,  the  city  and 
county  of  Philadelphia  have  prepared  accommodations  for  the 
I're.-ident  of  the  United  States  and  Congress,  and  the  late  Executive 
Ctuucil  Lave  assigned  a  part  of  the  buildings  of  the  State  House  for 
the  use  of  their  otScers.  Ynu  will  decide,  gentlemen,  how  far  it  is 
likewi.se  necessary,  upon  this  occasion,  to  extend  the  exce[.tion  of  the 
tenth  section  of  ttio  act  for  the  gradual  abolition  of  slavery,  so  as  to 
prevent  any  controversy  with  respect  to  dome.-tic  slaves  brought 
hitiier  by  public  characters,  citii;en3  of  other  states,  who,  though 
neither  members  of  Congress,  nor  foreign  ministers  or  consuls,  are 
obliged  personally  to  attend  at  the  seat  of  the  national  government. 

As  to  the  laws  which  requirq  an   immediate  revision,  on  account 
of  the  new  structure   of  our   state   gcvernmcnt,  y.ju  will    find   that 
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they  principally  relate  to  the  exercise  of  the  executive  authnritv, 
under  its  fornier  mciification.  The  seal  of  the  State  vras  pljced  by 
the  late  constitution  in  the  custody  cf  the  P^xeciitivc  Council.  In 
the  business  of  the  land-office,  all  patents  are  directed  to  be  signed 
by  the  president,  or  vice-president,  iu  council,  and  countersigned  by 
the  secretary  of  council.  The  form  of  the  patent  runs  in  the  narrie 
of  the  Suprume  Executive  Council;  and  all  warrants  of  acceptance, 
survey,  ro-survoy,  and  partition,  are  to  be  signed  by  the  president,  or 
vice-president.  The  sales  of  the  different  descriptions  of  public  lands, 
;!nd  the  titles  of  the  respective  purchasers,  arc  to  be  made  and 
granted  by  the  authority  of  the  president  and  council,  who  are  like- 
wise enjoined  to  order  and  superintend  the  survey  of  the  lands 
appropriated  by  the  legislature  for  the  endowment  of  public  schools. 
'J  he  cunstitutiou  of  the  board  of  ])roperty,  (which  I  find  has  already 
been  an  object  of  your  consideration)  renders  the  attendance  of  the 
president  or  vice-president,  and  a  member  of  the  executive  council, 
essentially  necessary  to  its  proceedings;  nor  upon  the  entry  of  a 
caveat,  can  any  citation  be  issued,  or  day  of  hearing  be  appointed, 
by  the  secretary  of  the  Land-office,  without  the  previous  approbati')U 
of  the  President  or  Vice  president.  In  the  departments  of  tb> 
Comptroller-General,  the  Register-General  and  the  Treasurer,  the  finrti 
settlement  of  accounts  rests  upon  the  examination  and  approbation 
of  the  Executive  Council ;  or,  in  case  a  controversy  should  arise  ujmQ 
the  statements  of  those  officers,  the  allowance  of  an  appeal,  or  the 
institution  of  a  suit,  and  all  the  subsequent  transactions,  aYe  im- 
plicitly referred  to  the  discretion  of  the  same  body.  The  Treasur>-r 
is  also  prohibited  from  pay  in:!  any  monies,  but  upon  warrants  drav.u 
by  the  Executive  Council ;  without  their  direction,  the  Comptroller- 
General  is  precluded  from  calling  the  commissioners  and  treasurers 
of  the  counties  to  account ;  the  presence  of  two  of  their  meni- 
bers  is  made  indispensible  in  the  business  of  exchanging  the  new- 
loan  certificates,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Assembly; 
and  the  installments  due  to  the  late  proprietaries  (with  many  other 
public  engagements)  are  to  be  paid  by  their  order.  Under  the  net 
for  r-'gulating  bankruptcy,  the  President  is  required,  to  take  the 
petitioning  creditor's  bond,  and  to  issue  the  commission,  he  msv 
enlarge  the  term  of  the  bankrupt's  surrender,  and  after  having 
administered  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  bankrupt,  that  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  conimissiouers  was  fairly  obtained,  he  is  to  testify  its 
allowance  under  the  seal  of  the  State.  'J'he  President  is  further 
authorized  to  grant  marriage,  tavern  and  other  lic<^nces ;  he  i? 
appointeil  one  of  the  licencers  of  tho  theatre;  and  ex-officio,  he  is 
OD-3  of  the  trustees  of  the  University,  and  patron  of  the  I'hilosophi- 
cal  Society.  In  short  to  the  President  and  Executive  Council,  --'^ 
great  a  vr.ricty  of  appeals  and  reports  were  directed  to  be  made;  by 
them  so  great  a  variety  of  cnmmissioners  and  other  officers,  were  to 
be  appointed  fur  specific  services;  before  them  so  great  a  variety  it 
ofiicial  qualiiijations  and  £uretiu.-<,  were  to  be  taken;  and  on  thcW 
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the  supcrintciKlance  of  fo  great  a  variety  of  public  oV'joct<?  devolved  ; 
that  a  partk'ular  recapituhuiiin  would  at  tlii-^  tiuie  be  iinpracticnblc, 
and,  by  enacting  a  general  and  comprehensive  law  upon  the  sull^.-ct.  it 
may,  I  think  be  rendered  unnecessary,  till  the  completidn  of  that 
gjstein,  which  I  have  already  recommended  to  your  attention. 

"With  this  view,  therefore,  I  beg  leave  to  suggest,  that  all  the 
alteration  immediately  requisite,  to  accomodate  the  acts  of  Assembly 
to  the  recent  change  in  the  Executive  department,  besides  providing 
for  the  establishment  of  a  state  seal,  its  custody,  and  the  power  of 
affisint;  it  to  the  official  certificate?,  and  other  public  instruments, 
ma}-,  probably  be  classed  under  the  following  general  descriptions  : 

1st.  Cases  in  which  an  oath,  or  afhrmatiou,  was  to  be  adminis- 
tered ,  or  in  which  bonds  or  recognizances  were  directed  to  be  given 
to,  or  taken  before  the  president  and  executive  council,  or  the  presi- 
dent, or  vice-president,  or  in  which  such  bonds  and  recognizances 
were  to  be  approved  by  them,  or  any  of  them. 

2d.  Cases  in  which  the  president  or  executive  council  were  to 
appoint  conimissioners,  or  other  officers  for  specific  purposes,  to 
supply  vacancies,  and  to  furnish  instructions. 

od.  Cases  in  which  the  president  and  executive  council,  or  the 
president,  or  vice-president,  were  to  make  sale  of  the  public  lands, 
to  grant  patents,  to  sign  warrants  of  acceptance,  survey,  re-survey, 
and  partition  ;  to  execute  deeds,  to  issue  commissions,  to  allow  cer- 
tificates, to  grant  licences,  and  to  deceive  the  returns,  or  reports,  of 
conimitsioners. 

4thly.  Cases  in  which  the  President  and  Executive  Council  were 
to  receive  stacements  or  reports,  from  the  comptroller-general, 
register-general,  or  treasurer,  and  thereupon,  as  the  occasion  might 
require,  to  confirm  the  same,  or  to  allow  appeals,  and  direct  suits. 

5thly.  Cases  in  wliich  the  president  and  supreme  executive 
council,  or  any  part  of  that  body,  were  necessary  to  the  transactions 
of  the  board  of  property,  to  execute  the  regulations  respecting  the 
exchange  of  new-loan  certificate,  or  to  carry  into  efl'ect  any  other 
legislative  provisions.    And, 

Othly.  Cases  in  which  the  president  was,  by  virtue  of  his  office, 
a  patron,  or  member,  of  any  corporate  institution.  You  will  un- 
doubtedly, gentlemen,  provide  with  all  proper  dispatch,  for  the 
exercise  of  these  various  powers  ;  and  as  many  of  them  are  not 
necessarily  concomitants  of  the  executive  authority,  though  now 
rendered  essential  to  the  regular  administration  of  the  public  affairs. 
I  am  confident  that  you  will  ma'ke  such  a  disposition  of  them,  as 
sliall  be  best  calculated  to  accomplish  the  beneficial  purpose.-^,  for 
which  they  were  re--piectiv:ly  created. 
.  I  cannot  leave  this  subject,  gentlemen,  without  adding  a  wish, 
that  your  attention  may  be  uirected  in  the  course  of  your  proceed- 
ings, to  a  general  review  of  the  constitution,  and  managtynent  of 
the  pnblii;  offices,  particularly  of  those,  in  which  the  accounts  of 
the  states  are  adjusted,  and  by  which  its  revenues  are  colltctcd,  or 
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received.     To  facilitate  that  investigation,  I  sball   transmit  to  you       ' 
the  copies  of  letters,*  which  were  adurcs^sod,  bj  the  dilTcrent  oilicers, 
to  the  late  executive  council,  in  compliance  with  a  requisition  of  the 
board  :  from  these  jou  will  derive   soiuo  useful   bints   for  improve- 
ments :  and  I  rely  upon  the  wisdom  of  the   legislature  for  devising 

/  such  other  arrangements,  as  will  eflectually  establish  order  and 
accuracy,  energy  and  ccconomy,  in  every  public  department.  v 

I  am  happy  in  being  able  to  inform  you,  from  the"  representations 
of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  and  of  the  attorney-general, 
that  the  lenity  of  our  penal  law,  has  not  occa:-ioued  any  increase  of 
crimes,  but,  that,  on  the  contrary,  since  the  adoption  of  the  new 
reo-ulations  respecting  the  confinement  and  labour  of  convicts,  the 
number  of  oG'ences  have  been  comparatively  few:  some  amend- 
Dicnts,  however,  ?.re  still  wanting  to  render  the  adminiitration  of 
justice  more  euty,  certain  aud  expeditious;  and,  for  the  present, 
allow  me  to  suggest  she  utility  of  legislative  provisions  for  defray- 
ing the  expense  of  commitment  aud  removal  from  one  county  to 
another;  for  bringing  fugitive  felons  from,  or  sending  them  to 
other  states;  for  securing  to  the  officers  of  justice,  to  witnesses, 
aud  to  jurors,  the  payment  of  their  respective  fees,  aud  compensa- 
tions; for  making  it  a  part  of  the  punishment  on  a  conviction  for 
robbery,  or  burglary,  that  the  oflender  should  restore  the  goods 
stolen,  or  their  value;  and   for  vesting  a  discretionary  power  in  the 

.  respective  courts,  to  punish  by  whipping,  or  other  corporal  punish- 
ment, such  slaves  as  are  convicted  of  robbery,  or  of  burglary,  or  of 
manslaughter;  instead  of  continement  aud  surety  for  good  behaviour 
in  the  one  case,  and  confinement  to  hard  labour  ia  the  otiier  :  the  pro- 
priety of  which  alteration  ari.-es  from  considering,  that  the  punijh- 
uient  now  falls  in  a  very  great  degree,  on  the  innocent  master;  who, 
indeed  is  fully  compensated  by  law,  if  the  delinquent  slave  should  be 
executed,  but  receives  no  equivalent  if  he  should  be  confined  during 
life.  In  addition  to  those,  it  will  be  expedient  to  make  a  provision  fur 
the  punishment  of  ofi'ences,  committed  during  the  continuance  ot 
the  act  for  the  amendment  of  the  penal  law,  passed  on  the  15th  day  of 
l.)eceu)ber,  17SG :  and  this  may  easily  be  eilected,  by  reviving  that 
act  (which  was  incautiously  repealed)  so  far  as  relates  to  such  ofi'ences. 
You  will  likewise,  find  it  necessary  to  supply  the  defect,  which  in 
ccn-C'iueDce  of  the  alteration  of  the  term  iu  the  supreme  court, 
renders  it  impos.-ible  to  place  a  writ  of  Capias  ag:Hn.--t  a  person 
ir.dicted  in  a  court  of  oyer  and  terminer,  ia  the  sheriti's  hands, 
three  months  before  the  return  day,  agreeably  to  the  requisitions  ot 
the  act  of  assembly,  passed  in  the  year  1718,  in  order  to  outlaw  a 
capital  offender.  In  what  other  respects  the  mode  of  outlawry  migh; 
be  improved,  and  how  far  it  might  be  advantageously  extended  to 
cases,  wGich  are  no  longer  capital,  I  submit  to  your  judgment  and 
determination. 

The  very  laudable  attention  which  government  has  hitherto  pa:d

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to  tlie  survey  of  roads  and  rivers,  is  a  conclusive  proof  of  the  im- 
portance of  the  sul/joct,  while  it  furni.-hes  an  exHmplo  hi^'hly- 
deserving  your  imitatiou^.  Every  day,  indeed,  produces  an  aiMi- 
tional  incentive  to  pcr.-severe  in  improvements  of  this  kind.  The 
strength  of  an  increased  population  ;  the  wealth  of  an  extended 
cultivation;  and  the  counnorcial  policy,  of  ensuring  the  transporta- 
tion of  our  produce,  from  the  interior  counties  to  the  capital,  are 
fill  dependent  upon  the  'ease  and  facility  of  the  communications,  that 
are  established  throughout  the  st-ite;  and,  when  we  consider  Penn- 
fylvauia,  not  on)}'  as  the  route  that  victually  connects  the  extreme 
members  of  the  union,  but  as  a  natural  avenue  from  the  shores  of 
the  Atlantic  to  the  vast  rcfrions  of  the  western  territory,  imagination 
can  hardly  paint  the  magnitude  of  the  scene  which  demands  our 
industry,  iior  hope  exaggerate  the  richness  of  the  reward  which 
solicits  our  enjoyment. 

I  shall  lay  before  you  the  reports  of  the  commissioners,  who,  in 
pursuance  of  the  act  0/  Assembly,  vrere  respectively  appointed  to 
explore  the  western  waters,  and  to  view  the  Susquehanna,  the  Dela- 
ware, and  other  eastern  parts  of  the  State.  In  these  reports  a  very 
acurate  and  circumstantial  detail  is  contained,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  an  immediate  execution  of  the  plans  that  are  suggested,  may 
not  be  deemed  inexpedient. 

The  subsistiug  laws  for  repairing  and  improving  the  public  higli- 
ways  appear,  in  many  cases,  to  be  inadequate  to  those  important 
objects,  and  will  likewise  require  your  attention.  As  it  generally 
happens  'that  the  part  of  the  road  which  is  most  difficult  to  be  kept 
in  good  order  lies  in  mountainous,  thinly  inhabited  and  unproductive 
districts,  I  am  well  informed  that  some  of  the  courts  have  been  in- 
duced to  adopt  a  very  improper  expedient  for  alleviating  this  incon- 
venience, by  leaving  such  districts  without  the  bounds  of  every  town- 
ship; and  thus  they  have  no  supervisors  of  the  high-ways,  nor  in- 
deed, any  other  township  officer,  to  superintend  or  direct  this  salu- 
t:»ry  branch  of  public  police.' 

^Vhile,  gentlemen,  we  are  thus  attentive  to  the  improvement  of 
the  natural  advantages  of  our  country,  I  enjoy  the  most  pleasing 
c'lijfiil.juce  that  an  equal  regard  will  be  paid  to. the  interest  of  science, 
l^y  the  Well  directed  bounty  of  former  legislatures,  uniting  with  the 
uicriturious  diligence  of  private  citizens,  seminaries  of  learning  have 
brcn  disported  througbnut  the  state  ;  and  we  have  already  the  satis- 
fictiin  to  behold  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  aTid  the  College  of 
Philadelphia  rivalling,  with  a  laudable  ambition,  the  scholastic  fame 
of  the  most  ancient  institutions.  To  multiply,  regulate,  and 
Ftrengthnu  the  sources  of  educajion  is,  indeed,  the  duty,  and  must 
be  rlic  delight,  of  every  wise  and  virtuous  government:  for  the  cx- 
p'^rierico  of  America  has  evinced  tiiat  knowledge,  while  it  makes  U3 
^  ';;-ibh)  of  our  rights  as  men,  enforces  our  obligation.s  as  members 
<'f  s.  cioty.  Under  your  auspices,  therefore,  gentlemen,  our  itdluw 
cuiiiviis  may  reas -nably  hope   that  every  measure  will  be  adopted, 
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which  is  necessary  to  establish  science  on  a  pure  and  lasting  fouuJa-  |

A  provision  of  this  nature  has  existed  iu 
a  gister  state  for  many  years  without  injury  or  complaint. 

'J'hough  I  have  already  partially  adverted  to  the  subject,  it  may  bo 
convenient,  gentlemen,  in  one  cdlleeted  point  of  view,  to  repre>ent 
to  you.  that  the  suspension  of  the  funding  tax,  and  the  time  limited 
for  exchanging  and  redeeming  the  resolve  and  commonwealth  money, 
the  paper  cmisiiou  of  the  *JOth  of  .March  1777,  and  the  various  cer- 
tificates ii^sued  for  horses  and  provisions,  will  expire  on  the  first  of 
January  next.  The  same  period  is  limited  for  eshilriting  claims 
against  the  state,  for  supplies  furnished  or  services  rendered  during 
the  war;  and  perhaps  under  these  general  descriptions,  any  outstand- 
ing claims  of  the  officers  of  the  Pennsylvania  line  for  the  gratuitous 
allowance  of  clothing,  directed  by  the  eighth  section  of  an  act  passed 
on  the  1st  of  March,  1780,  will  likewise  bo  barred.  You  cannot, 
indeed,  consider  it  of  too  great  importance,  to  ascertain  all  the  possible 
demnuds  against  the  state;  and  as  this  must  be  impracticable,  if 
it  depends  entirely  upon  the  pleasure  of  individuals  when  they  shall 
exhibit  their  accounts,  I  presume,  that,  after  the  reasonable  and  re- 
peated notices  which  have  been  given,  you  will  deem  it  unnecessary 
to  extend  your  indulgence  upon  this  subject.  How  far  the  policy  of 
the  preceding  observation  applies  to  the  limitation  which  will  take 
effect  on  the  10th  day  of  April,  1791,  for  paying  or  securing  to  the 
State  the  payment,  for  lands  held  or  claimed  by  any  citizen  of  the 
coiuiiionwealth  by  location,  or  any  other  office  right,  obtained  before 
the  10th  of  December,  177<^»,  and  yet  remaining  unpatented,  I  sub- 
mit to  your  judgment.  And  you  will  also  determine,  whether  the 
Fame  reasons  which  induced  the  legislature  to  reduce  the  tax  upon 
writs,  issuing  from  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Philadelphia 
county,  until  the  oOth  of  March,  1791,  do  not  still  exist  in  their  full 
force.  These,  I  believe,  however,  are  the  only  objects,  which,  on 
account  of  their  respective  limitations  by  law,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
suggest  to  your  consideration  during  your  present  sessions. 

\Vith  respect  to  any  public  papers,  which  were  iu  the  possession 
of  the  late  Executive  Council,  or  any  transactions  of  that  board  that 
are  necessary  for  your  further  information,  such  steps  shall  be  pur- 
pued,  as  will  enable  me  shortly  to  transmit  a  full  and  satisfactory 
communication.  In  the  meantime,  I  thought  it  proper  to  select  (iu 
addition  to  the  documents  which  I  hiive  before  mentioned)  the  cor- 
resfiondeuce  and  talk  that  have  taken  place  between  the  Council  and 
Several  chiefs  of  the  Seneca  nation  ;  and  you  will  be  pleas<!!d  to  take 
into  your  Ci'U.-id'rration  the  expediency  of  complying  with  the  request 
which  those  Indians  have  presented,  for  a  small  loan,  and  of  making 
a  jirovi-ion  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  their  journey,  and  of  their 
entertiiinment  during  their  residence  iu  this  city. 

Cou-idering  it,  likewise,  to  be  a  matter  of  peculiar  itnportancc,  I 
shall  trunsuiit  the  resolutions  of  Council  re.>pecting  the  appointment 
f't  an  agent,  to  support  the  claims  of  the  commonwealth  before  the

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Arduous,  we  agree  with  you,  is  the  task  assigucd  those  to  whom 
tiie  community  have  delegated  the  protection  of  the  sacred  ri^'hta 
resulting  from  that  compact.  ^A'e  trust,  however,  that  to  these  the 
guards  placed  by  our  coustitutioa  will  prove  au  effectual  and  sure 
(iefcnce. 

Called  by  the  voice  of  the  citizens  of  Pennsylvania  to  the  dis- 
charge of  a  portion  of  this  trust,  we  shall,  on  all  occasions,  esteem 
it  our  indispensible  duty  to  exert  our  best  endeavours  to  promote

To  effect  this  however,  we  shall  spare  no 
efrorts,  being  thoroughly  impressed  with  the  conviction,  that  neither 
our  time  or  oar  best  exertions  should  be  wanting:,  in  contributing  to 
produce  thai  ejt'tct  for  whieh  all  government  was  instituted,  namely, 
the  advancement  of  the  public  good.

Section  the  Eleventh. 

That  in  Controversies  respecting  Property,  and  in  Suits  between 
Man  and  Man,  the  Parties  have  a  Right  to  Trial  by  Jury,  which 

ought  to  be  held  sacred. 

Section  the  Twelfth. 

That  the  People  have  a  Plight  to  Freedom  of  Speech,  and  of 
writing,  and  publishing  their  Seutimeutsj  therefore  the  Freedom  of 
the  Press  ought  not  to  be  restrained. 

Section  the  Thirteenth. 

That  the  People  have  a  Plight  to  bear  Arms  for  the  Defence  of 
themselves  and  tbe  State;  and  as  Standing  Armies,  in  the  Time  of 
)'eace,  are  dangerous  to  Liberty,  they  ought  not  to  bo  kept  up:  And 
that  the  Military  should  ^bc  kept  under  strict  Subordination  to,  and 
Governed  by  the  Civil  Power. 

Section  the  Fourteenth. 

That  a  frequent  Recurrence  to  fundamental  Principles,  and  a  firm 
Adherence  to  Justice,  Moderation,  Temperance,  Industry  and  Fru- 
gality, are  absolutely  necessary  to  preserve  the  lilessings  of  Liberty, 
and  keep  a  Government  free  :  The  People  ought  therefore  to  pay 
Particular  Attention  to  these  Points  in  the  Choice  of  Otiicers  and

That  all  men  have  a  natural  inherent  Right  to  emigrate  from  one 
State  to  another  that  will  ret;eive  them,  or  to  form  a  new  State  in 
vacant  Countries,  or  in  such  Countries  as  they  can  purchase,  when- 
ever they  think  that  thereby  they  may  promote  their  own  Happiness. 

Section  the  Sixteenth 

That  the  People  have  a  Right  to  assemble  together,  to  consult  for 
their  eonnuun  Good,  to  instruct  tht-ir  Representatives,  and  to  apply 
to  the  Legislature  fur  Redress  of  Grieveuces,  by  Address,  Petiiiou  or 
Remonstrance.

Section  the  ForRTii. 

Ciurts  of  Justice  shall  be  established  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
and  in  every  County  of  this  State. 

Section  the  Fifth. 

The  Freemen  of  this  Commonwealth  and  their  Sons  shall  be 
trained  and  armed  for  its  Defence,  under  such  Rofrulations,  Restric- 
tions and  Kxccptions,  as  the  General  Assembly  shall  by  Law  direct ; 
prc^'^rvine  always  to  the  People  the  Right  of  choosing  their  Col- 
onels, and  all  commissioned  Otliccrs  under  that  Rank,  in  such  Plan- 
ner and  as  oftcu  as  by  the  said  Laws  shall  be  directed.

Section  the  Nintu. 

The  .Members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  bo  chosen 
annually  by  l^.allot,  by  the  Freemen  of  the  Commonwealth,  on  the 
second  Tuesday  in  October  for  ever,  (escept  this  present  Year)  and 
shall  meet  on  the  fourth  }iIoriday  of  the  same  Month;  and  sluil!  be 
styled  TOE  GENERAL  AS.^EMBLY  OF  THE  REPRESEN- 
TATIVES OF  THE  FREEMEN  OF  PENNSYLVANIA,  and 
shall  have  power  to  choose  their  Speaker,  the  Treasurer  of  the  State, 
nud  their  other  Officers;  sit  on  their  own  Adjournments;  prepare 
Bills  and  enact  them  into  Laws;  judge  of  the  Elections  and  Quaiifi- 
catious  of  their  own  ^Members;  they  may  expel  a  Member,  but  not  a 
second  Time  for  the  same  Cause;  they  may  administer  Oaths  or 
Afiirmutions  on  Ercaminations  of  Witnesses;  redress  Grievances; 
impeach  State-Criminals;  grant  Charters  of  Incorporation ;  con- 
stitute Tov.-ns,  Boroughs,  Cities  and  Counties ;  and  shall  have  all 
other  Powers  necessary  for  the  Legislature  of  a  Free  State  or  Com- 
monwealth ;  but  they  shall  have  no  power  to  add  to,  alter,  abolish 
or  infringe  any  part  of  this  constitution. 

Section  THE  Textii. 

A  Quorum  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  consist  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  whole  Number  of  Members  elected  ;  and  having  met, 
and  chosen  their  Speaker,  shall  each  of  them,  before  they  proceed  to 
l>usiijess,  take  and  subscribe,  as  well  the  Oath  or  Affirmation  of 
Fidelity  and  Allegiance  herein  after  directed,  as  the  following  oath 
or  affirmation,  viz  : 

I ,  do  swear  (or  affirm)  that,  as  a  Member  of  this  Assem- 
bly, I  v.ill  not  propose  or  assent  to  any  Bill,  Vote  or  Resolution,  which 
shall  apne:ir  to  me  injurious  to  the  IV'OpIe,  nor  do  or  consent  to  any 
Act  or  Thing  whatever,  that  shall  have  a  Tendency  to  lessen  or 
abridge  their  Rights  and  Privileges  as  declared  in  the  Constitution  of 
this  State;  but  will,  in  all  Things,  conduct  myself  as  a  faithful  honest 
Representative  and  Guardian  of  the  I'eople,  according  to  the  best  of 
luy  Judgement  and  Abilities. 

And  each  Member,  before  he  takes  his  Seat,  shall  make  and  sub- 
scribe the  following  Declaration,  viz.

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I  do  tclieve  in  ono  Gocl,  the  Creator  and  Governor  of  the  Universe, 
fho  Rjw.xrJer  of  the  good  and  puni-slier  of  the  wicked:  Ani  1  do 
acknowledge  the  Scriptures  of  the  old  and  new  Testament  to  be  given 
by  divine  Inspiration. 

And  no  further  or  other  religious  Test  shall  ever  hereafter  be  re- 
quired of  any  civil  Othcer  or  Magistrate  in  this  State. 

Section  tue  Eleyexth. 

Polegates  to  represent  this  State  in  Congress,  shall  be  chosen  by 
]iallot,  by  the  future  General  Assembly,  at  their  first  Meeting,  and 
annually  for  ever  afterwards,  as  long  as  such  Ilepresentation  shall 
be  necessary  ;  any  Delegate  may  be  superseded  at  any  time,  by  the 
General  Assembly,  appointing  another  in  his  stead  ;  no  Man  shall 
pit  in  Congress  longer  than  two  Years  successively,  nor  be  capable 
of  ]\e-cIection  for  three  years  afterwards  :  And  no  I'erson,  who 
holds  any  Ofiico  in  the  Gift  of  the  Congress,  shall  hereafter  be 
elected  to  represent  this  Commonwealth  in  Cougrcss. 

Section  the  TwrLTTii. 

•  If  any  City  or  Cities,  County  or  Counties,  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  elect  and  send  lleprescntatives  to  the  General  Assemblv,  two-thirds 
of  the  Members  from  tiie  the  Cities  or  Counties  that  do  elect  and 
fend  Iiopresentatives,  provided  they  be  a  Majority  of  the  Cities  and 
Counties  of  the  whole  State  when  met,  shall  have  all  the  Powers  of 
the  General  Assembly  as  fully  and  amply  as  if  the  whole  were

Section  the  Thirteenth.  . 

The  Poors  of  the  House,  in  which  the  Representatives  of  the 
Freemen  of  this  State  shall  sit  in  General  Assembly,  shall  be  and 
remain  open  for  the  Admission  of  all  Persons  who  behave  decently, 
e.\ccpt  only  when  the  Welfare  of  this  State  may  require  the  Doors  to 
be  shut.

The  City  of  Philadelphia  and  each  County  in  this  Common- 
wealth respectively,  shall,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  November  in 
this  present  Year,  and  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  October  annually 
for  the  two  next  Years,  to  wit,  the  Year  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  seventy-seven,  and  the  Year  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  seventy-eight,  choose  sis  Persons  to  represent  them  in 
General  Assembly  :  liut  as  Representation,  in  Proportion  to  the  Num- 
ber of  Taxable  Inhabitants,  is  the  only  Principle  which  can,  at  all 
times,  secure  Liberty,  and  make  the  Voice  of  a  Majority  of  the  J^cople 
the  Law  of  the  Land,  therefore  the  General  Ass<!mbly  shall  cause  com- 
plete Lists  of  the  ta;:able  Inhabitants,  in  the  City  and  each  County  in 
the  Commonwealth  respectively,  to  be  taken  and  returned  to  them  on 
or  before  the  last  Meeting  of  the  Assembly  elected  in  the  Year  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-eight — who  shall  appoint  a 
representation  to  each  in  Proportion  to  the  Number  of  Taxables  in 
such  Returns  ;  which  Representation  shall  continue  for  the  next  seven 
years  afterwards;  at  the  End  of  which  a  new  Return  of  the  taxable 
Inhabitants  shall  be  made,  and  a  Representation  agreeable  thereto 
appointed  by  the  said  Assembly,  and  eo  on  septennially  for  ever.

For  the  present  the  Supreme  Executive  Council  of  this  State  shall 
consist  of  tv.-elvu  Fersons,  chosen  in  the  following  Manner  :  The  Free- 
men of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  of  the  Countys  of  Philadelphia, 
Chester  and  Backs  respectively,  shall  choose  by  Ballst  one  Person 
for  the  City  and  one  for  each  County  aforesaid,  to  serve  for  three 
Years  and  no  longer,  at  the  Time  and    Place  for  electing  Repre- 
sentatives in  General  Assembly.     The  Freemen  of  the  Countys  of 
Lancasster,  York,  Cumberland  and  Berks  shall  in  like  Manner  elect 
one    Person  for  each  County  respectively,  to  serve  as^  Counsellors 
for  two  Years  and  no  longer.     And  the  Countys  of  Northampton, 
Bedford,    Northumberland'^  and    Westmoreland    respectively,    shall 
in  like  Manner  elect  one  Person  for  each  County,  to  serve  as  Coun- 
sellors for  one  Year  and  no  longer.     And  at  the  expiration  of  the 
Tiioe  for  which  each  Counsellor  was  chosen  to  serve,  the  Freemen 
of  the  City  of  Pliiladelphia  and  of  the  several  Countys  in  this  State 
respectively,  ihall  elect  one  Person  to  serve  as  Counsellor  for  three 
Years  and  no  longer;  and  so  on  every  third  year  forever.     By  this 
Mode  of  Election  and  continual  Rotation,  more  Men  will  be  trained  to 
public  Business,  there  will  in  every  subsequent  Year  be  found  in  the 
Council  a  Number  of  Persons  acquainted  with  the  proceedings  of  the 
foregoing  Years,  whereby  the  Business  will  be  more  consistently  con- 
duct'ed,  and  moreover  the  Danger  of  establishing  an  inconvenient 
Aristocracy  will  be  cffoctually  pre'vcnted.  All  Vacancies  in  the  Council 
that  may  happen  by  Death,  Resignation,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled 
at  the  nest  general  Election  for  Representatives  in  General  Assembly, 
unless  a  particular  Election  for  that  Purpose  shall  be  sooner  appointed 
by  the  President  and  Council.

The  President,  and  in  his  Absence  the  Vice-president,  with  the 
council,  five  of  whom  shall  be  a  Quorum,  shall  have  Power  to 
appoint  and  commissionate  Judges,  Naval-officers,  Judge  of  the 
Admiralty,  Attorney-general  and  all  other  Officers,  civil  and  milit- 
ary, except  such  as  are  chosen  by  the  General  Assembly,  or  the 
I'eople,  agreeable  to  this  Frame* of  Government  and  the  Laws  that 
may  be  made  hereafter;  and  shall  supply  every  Vacancy  iu  any  Office 
occasioned  by  D..-aih,  Resignation,  Kemoval  or  Pisqualirication,  until 
the  Office  can  be  filled  in  the  Time  and  ]\Lanner  directed  by  Law  or 
this  Constitution.  Tbcy  are  to  correspond  with  other  States,  and 
transact  Business  with  the  Officers  of  Government  civil  and  military, 
and  to  prepare  suou  Pusiness  as  may  appear  to  them  necessary  to  lay 
before  the  General  Assembly.  They  shall  sit  as  Judges  to  hear  and 
determine  on  impeachments,  taking  to  their  Assistance,  for  Advice 
onl}-,  tlie  Justices  of  the  Supreu)e  Court ;  and  shall  have  Power  to 
grant  Pardons  and  remit  Fines  in  all  Cases  whatsoever,  except  in  Cases 
of  Impeachment;  and  in  Cases  of  Treason  and  Murder,  shall  have 
I'ower  to  grant  Reprieves,  but  not  to  pardon,  until  the  End  of  the  next 
Sessions  of  Assembly.

Taken  by  Capt.  ^^'hite,  Capt.  Ilazlewood  &  Rob't  Smith,  June 
15th,  1770.  They  are  copied  from  a  pen  and  ink  sketch,  repre- 
senting "a  section  of  the  River  Delaware  from  B.  Port  (probably 
Billinsport)  to  the  opposite  shore.  The  several  depths  are  marked 
at  the  distance  of  sixty  feet  from  low  water  to  low  water,  which  is 
GGO  yards  or  PJSQ  feet.  Taken  by  Capt.  Vv'hite,"  .Vc,  as  above. 
As  no  names  of  places  are  are  given  it  is  difucult  to  ascertain  which 
shore  is  on  the  Jersey  and  which  on  the  Pennsylvania  side — but 
viewing  the  sketch  as  it  lies  before  us,  there  is  on  the  right  a  two 
ptoried  double  house,  represented  standing  on  a  high  bank  or  blnfi", 
from  which  the  soundings  commeuce,  proO'.'eJing  to  the  opposite 
fhore  from  low  water — as  described  \n  the  extract  from  the  !MS.  at 
the  foot  of  the  sketch.

Col.  Farmer,  agreeable  to  His  Excellency's  Order.  As  there  is  not 
a  sufhciency  of  Coats,  Vests  &  Blankets  for  the  Company,  there 
being  two  Men  more,  which  were  inlisted  lately  and  not  mentioned 
in  the  Pay  Poll,  and  an  Expectation  of  more  Pecruits,  provided  the 
Cloathing  arrives ;  I  therefore  live  in  hopes  you  will  be  pleased  to 
have  the  Deficiency  and  Knapsacks  ordered  up  very  soon,  if  not 
tliore  mentioned  in  the  Invoice. 

I  have  always  Parties  out  scouting  the  "Woods  from  ray  Post  to 
Zawits,  Salladays,  Jeyncs's,  etc,  and  again  from  my  Post  to  Fort 
Allen,  those  at  Fort  Allen  take  their  Tour  down  to  Berks  County, 
and  also  up  to  my  Quarters  again.

-Sir, 

I  observed  by  many  of  your  Exeellencv's  late  Passports  for  3'our 
Citizens  to  go  to  Dobhs's  ]\^rry  and  to  Isevf  York,  that  after  certi- 
fying that  the  Executive  of  Pcunsylviinli  approves  of  the  motives  of 
the  Applicants,  they  are  recoojmended  i:-7  those  respective  purposes 
to  the  Executive  of  this  State.  This  ii  a  compliment  •which  this 
State  has  no  right  to  expect,  because  iLe  Executive  of  yours  is 
authorized  by  the  Laws  of  New  Jersey  to  grant  passports  to  your 
Citizens  to  pass  and  repass  it;  and  by  Gtiieral  Washington's  orders 
to  the  OiSccr  commanding  at  Dobbs's  I'erry,  that  oCicer  is  to  receive 
from  the  enemy's  lines,  and  to  sufler  to  p:>ss  into  them,  the  Citizens 
of  any  of  the  United  States  having  a  p -is^prrt  for  that  purpose  from 
the  J-^xecutivc  of  the  State  to  which  ho  br^ongs.  If,  therefore,  the 
above  clause  is  inserted  in  your  Exct:Il-:noy's  passes  merely  out  of 
compliment  to  the  State  of  New  Jersey  (■-:  which  I  pray  you-to  bo 
pcrsui-' Jed  that  we  should  be  impressed  with  due  sensibility)  it  is 
attended  with  the  disadvantages  of  uetaiuing  the  Passengers,  while 
the  Stage  is  waiting,  to  have  their  pasc--cs  indorsed,  and  (as  tliat  33 
made  reciuisite  by  the  suspending  clause)  of  totally  disappointing

Your  Coniraissioncrs  as  Dlrecte'l  by  your  Resolution  of  tin;*  of 
I^lai'L'h  lust,  proceeded  to  Wyoniin<f,  and  after  Roadiiig  our  In- 
strueticDS  to  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Place,  Entered  upon  tbo  JJuiiej 
of  our  mission  in  the  Prosccufiou  of  vrhich  a  Number  of  written 
l*apc'r.s  from  the  settlers  of  Wyominn  as  also  from  the  Claimers  of 
laud  under  the  government  of  Pennsylvania  wore  communicated  to 
us  w'lieh  togetnor  with  our  answers  we  now  have  the  Ilouour  to 
lay  bef-re  you.f 

Vou  will  therein  observe  the  Peaceable  Disposition  of  the  settlers 
at  Wyoming  and  their  llediness  to  submit  to  the  Juri-diction  of 
this  State,  except  only  in  the  Instance  of  their  possessions  which 
they  Refuse  to  Deliver  Yip  notwithstanding  the  generous  offer  of  the 
Citizens  of  this  State  which  you  will  also  observe  convinced  of  the 
Policy  and  propriety  of  taking  the  most  Immediate  measures  of 
Intriiducing  Civil  government  into  that  Part  of  the  Country,  we 
have  agreed  upon  a  plan  relative  thereto  which  we  herewith  submit

Sir, 

We  have  been  favnured  tbrough  the  delegates  of  this  State,  with 
a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Ambassador  of  the  United  State?  at  the 
British  Court  of  the  4th  of  March  178G,  covering  a  Copy  of  the 
Secretary  of  States  letter  to  him  dated  the  28th  of  February,*  acJ 
inclosing  a  state  of  the  laws  of  several  of  the  United  States  which 
are  considered  as  itifr^icti.jus  of  Tiie  Treaty  ^yith  Great  Britain,  and 
complained  of  by  3Ierchant3  and  other  Briti.sh  subjects  having 
Estates,  property  and  debts  due  to  them  in  the  several  States  of 
America. 

So  far  as  *he  s'ltne  relates  to  Pennsylvania  is  as  follows.  ''  This 
*•  State  has  violated  the  4th  Article  of  the  DeOnitive  Treaty'ty 
"  passing  a  law  soon  after  the  peace  to  retain  the  recovery  of  the  old 
"  debts  for  a  given  period — The  British  merchants  were  in  cDnse- 
"  quence  thereof  set  at  defiance  and  a  few  instances  exist  of  payment 
*' having  been  uir;de  for  debts  contracted  before  the  war.  This  Law 
'*  was  iimited  to  September  17.'i4,  but  whether  it  has  been  further 
"extended  by  any  new  act  or  whether  it  expired  at  the  time  the 
"  Committee  are  not  c  ;rtain.  This  law  operating  with  the  fears 
"and  prejudices  of  some  of  the  iuhabitauts  has  produced  effects  of 
"  the  most  mischievous  "consequences  to  the  ]>ritish  merchants,  for 
"  not  only  an  uniform  opposition  hath  been  made  against  the  pay- 
"  raent  of  Interest,  but*  the  Lawyers  dreading  the  resentment  of 
"some  of  the  most  violent  among  their  country- men  have  refused  to 
"  engage  in  the  recovery  of  these  unpopular  demands,  and  the  Com- 
"  mittee  are  well  assured  that  not  one  action  for  the  payment  of  an 
"  old  British  debt,  hath  been  prosecuted  in  this  State."  From  the 
date  to  which  this  law  is  said  to  have  limitation  (September  ITSl) 
and  because  there  hath  been  no  other  law  in  this  State  to  which 
the  above  description  could  have  any  kind  of  reference,  the  Law 
which  is  meant  must  be  that  which  we  do  ourselves  the  honor  here- 
with to  lay  before  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  that  it 
may  receive  the  determination  of  that  August  B)dy,  whether"  it  be 
an  infraction  of  the  Treaty  entered  into  by  their  authority,  by  them 
duly  Katified,  and  with  whom  it  remains  to  compel  as  due  observance 
thereof. 

J^irst,  as  to  the  time  it  icas  passed. 

It  was  enacted  as  appear§  therefrom  on  the  12th  day  of  March, 
1783,  having  previously  gone  thro  all  the  Cuustitutioruil  forms  of 
Publication,  first,  second  and  third  readinrr^,  transcribing  and  en- 
grohsiug.  Upon  that  satne  12tl»  ot  March,  1783,  the  contents  beir.g 
yet  unknown  to  the  Legislature,  the  vessel  arrived  whicli  brought  to 
Congress  the  dispatches  containing   the  "  Provisional  articles  to  bo

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insovled  in  and  con?fifute  the  treaty  of  peace  proposed  to  be  conclu- 
"  dcd  between  the  Crovrn  of  Great  liritain  and  the  United  States 
"  but  which  treaty  was  not  to  be  concluded  until  tcTuis  of  peace 
"should  be  afrreed  upon  between  Great  ]>ritain  and  France,  and  his 
"  Ijritaunic  Majesty  i?hould  be  ready  to  conclude  such  treaty  accord- 
"  in^^ly."  The  i^efinitive  Treaty  was  signed  at  Paris,  September 
Sd,  1783  and  not  received  and  ratified  by  Congress  until  January, 
1781,  and  the  Proclamation  of  the  United  States  in  Congresg 
assembled,  declaring  a  cessation  of  arms,  and  hostilities  by  sea  and 
land  was  not  untill  the  11th  of  April,  1783,  a  considerable  time 
after  the  date  of  the  law  aforesaid,  so  that  whatever  this  law  may 
have  been  it  was  not  passed  "  soon  after  the  peace,"  but  before  the 
peace,  no  contract,  agreement,  rule,  regulation,  or  law  can  be  violated 
by  .any  act  which  had  been  done  before  agreement  thereunto — Penn- 
pylvauia  could'not  "violate  the  definitive  treaty"  at  a  time  when  no 
such  treaty  existed."^ 

SiconcJ,  as  lo  its  (Juration, 

At  the  period  that  it  is  complained  of  and  made  a  plea  for  yet 
continuing  in  an  open  and  con/css'.d  violation  of  the  said  Treaty  on 
the  other  part  it  was  not  in  force  at  all,  but  had  expired  above 
pcventecD  months  before,  and  from  the  complainants  report  it  appears 
this  was  also  known  to  them,  since  that  time  no  act  hath  bcea 
passed  that  can  in  any  wise  respect  British  debts,  unless  it  be  a  law  to 
facilitate  the  payment  of  debts  not  exceeding  ten  pounds  by  making 
tliem  coc:ni  =  ablc  before  a  single  magistrate,  in  the  same  manner  as 
debts  under  five  pounds  were  recoverable  by  a  law  of  the  late 
Province  of  Pcunsa.  British  creditors  participating  in  this 
advantage  will  certainly  not  complain  of  the  act. 

Third  as  to  the  nature  of  the  Law  complained  of. 

There  is  nothing  in  it  fixing  the  rate  of  exchange  of  "  Sterling 
njoney"  nor  is  the  British  creditor  thereby  prevented  from  "the  re- 
covery of  the  full  value  thereof;" — This  appears  to  have  been  the 
great  object  inten<ied  by  the  4th,  article  of  the  definitive  Treaty  which 
is  as  fullows.  "  Tho  Creditors  on  either  side  shall  meet  with  no 
;  "  lrg.ll  impediment  to  the  recovery  of  the  full  value  in  sterling  money 

"  ot  all  Buna  fide  dubts  heretofore  contracted."     There  was  nothing 
in  that  law  to  prevent  the  creditor  fron)  immediately  obtaining  "  pay-

"  traetfl  made  or  entered  into  before  the  first  day  of  January  177G." 
— So  that  when  the  legal  claim  of  the  Briti.-h  creditor  Lccanie  ex- 
tinct by  a  lap?e  of  Diore  than  six  years  (The  Period  limited  in  tl;e 
Etatute  of  limitations  passed  in  the  late  Province  of  Pinna.)  during 
the  war  against  America,  this  law  ngaiu  revives  the  ?aid  claim,  and 
might  Justly  be  said  more  to  promote  than  prevent  the  recovery 
of  debts  due  to  British  Creditors. 

We  arc  fully  of  opinion  "  'J'hat  the  engagements  entered  into  by 
treaty  ought  to  bo  mutual  and  equally  biiidiuL'  on  tiie  respective 
Contracting  panics.  We  also  conceive  "  That  it  would  be  the  hei^'ht 
"  of  folly  as  well  as  injustice  to  suppose  cne  party  alone  obliged  to 
"strict  ob.^ervunce  of  the  public  faith  while  the  other  might  remain 
"  free  to  deviate  froiu  its  owu  engagements  as  often  as  convenience 
"  niight  render  such  deviation  necessary,  though  at  the  expcnce  of 
"  its  own  natijual  credit  and  importance."  And  we  wish  that  the.-o 
Bentiments  may  be  not  only  sp -.kcu  but  attended  to — However  for 
the  peu'-e  and  harmony  of  mankind  we  conceive  when  treaties 
are  broken  or  infringed  on  the  one  part,  representation  from  the 
other  contracting  party  to  repair  the  breach,  should  always  precede 
retaliation.  .

"  Part  of  Mr.  Matlacks  account  consisted  of  divers  charges  of  fees 
due  to  him  as  keeper  of  the  Great  seal,  Secretary  and  Clerk  of 
the  (,'ouncil.  The  Ch!>rge  of  the  Jury  was,  that  the  lowest  fee  to 
the  keeper  of  the  Great  Seal  fur  fixing  it  to  any  instrutnent  under 
the  firmer  Government  was  (by  law  G*)  sis  shillings;  and  that  tho 
th(j  Seal  then  callt-d  the  Great  Seal  when  used  in  Executive  business 
i-  U'lw  called  the  State  seal,  yet  by  Analogy  that  might  be  a  good 
ndo  for  the  Jury  to  go  by  ka.,  but  that  it  was  given  in  charge  that 
the  fee  by  law  and  regulated  by  practice  for  atlixing  the  lesser  seal 
iK  any  Instrument  was  six  shillinrrs,  I  utterly  deny.  It  was  said 
tliit  the  ft-e  to  the  secretary  for  writing  a  commission,  was  from  four 
shilliiig.s  and  six  pence  to  six  shillings  and  for  a  warrant  under  tho 
li'S-er  seal  to  af5x  the  Great  seal  (\;c.,  was  two  shillings  and  six 
p-uco  which  Would  make  the  Commissions  on  an  average  to  the 
Srrrtarij  about  seven  shillings  and  six  pence,  but  that  as  the  Mili- 
ti\  Commissions  are  printed  at  the  public  Expcncc,  perhaps  half 
ti.  It  sutn  mijlit  be  a  quauium  meruit,  and  especially  as  there  were 
^J  many  of  them."

Agreeably  to  tho  request  of  Couucll. 

I  have  exisTuiueil  the  Road  from  Franhsfown  to  Concinach,  in 
doing  of  which  1  wa.'i  asisted  b}'  Col.  Campbell  wl>o  was  one  of  tho 
Couiiniisioners  employed  in  h^jing  it  out,  and  Robert  Galbreath, 
E-q.,,v\Iio  contracted  for  opening  it. 

'J'bc  Conijilaints  against  Mr.  Galbreath  for  not  fultiii?ig  hi?  con- 
tract which  complaints  had  b'H'n  tran?niited  from  Col.  Campbel  Lv 
me,  to  the  supreme  executive  Council,  and  upon  which  Mr.  Galbvurifh 
was  refused  full  pavni-ont  wore  in  a  gnat  degree  unfounded,  th^y 
had  bi-eii  taken  up  upon  the  repi'rt  of  some  ti-avdcrs. 

The  grounds  of  coi-:plnint  were,  thaf,  the  Bridges  were  insufhcient, 
that  the  Road  was  not  open  a  proper  width,  that  there  hftd  li-'-n 
such  great  departure  from  the  authorized  courses  as  occassioued  the 
greater  Leneth  cf  the  Road. 

I  found  the  bridge  well  made,  and  in  good  repairs,  exceptincr  one 
Ij ridge,  which  hath  evidently  been  rendered  i^^uificient  by  a  flood 
washing  away  the  ]>ank ;  there  are  however  a  few  small  Bridges 
which  ouLcht  to  be  made,  the  necessity  whereof  probably  did  not  ap- 
pear untill  some  repair  of  travallers  produced  the  discovery — it  is 
op  n  d  fully  to  the  width  required  by  his  Bargains  with  the  I'>oard 
'except  that  several  large  trees  are  left  too  near  it  but  where  this  is 
the  case,  there  is  a  suihcicut  passage  opened  on  each  side  of  the 
trees,  so  that  the  only  injury  the  Road  sustained  thereby  arises  from 
the  shade,  and  from  the  Roots  remaining  longer  in  the  ground. 

There  are  numerous  though  (excepting  in  one  instance)  small  de- 
partures from  the  marked  Courses,  but  I  am  convinced  that  in  all 
those  cases  a  departure  was  necessary  in  several  instances  1  am 
sure  the  Road  is  made  better,  and  shorter,  by  these  departures  and 
I  am  not  certain  that  in  any  of  them  it  is  made  longer,  or  wors:, 
not  having  Leisure  to  Judge  with  sufBcient  accuracy;  but  two  of  the 
Commissi(jner3  with  whom  I  conversed,  admitted  that  several  dep'-ir- 
tures  were  necessary,  they  not  having  altered  the  compass  with  that 
prccissiou  with  which  a  road  ought  to  be  opened,  and  I  believe  it  is 
always  to  in  such  cases  and  especially  where  the  ground  is  so  little 
known. 

Mr.  Galbrcaths  mcasurmcnt  makes  the  Road  eleven  miles  lonecr 
than  the  Report  of  the  Commissioners,  I  would  have  put  tLe  diff'.r- 
ence  to  proof  by  trying  the  3Iiles  in  ditfereut  places  but  for  want  of 
assistance,  however  f  find  that  Mr.  Gulbreaths  chain  carriers  were 
Bworn,  and  those  of  the  Commissioners  were  not,  and  two  of  ti'-i 
Commis.>ioner3  inform  me  that  they  could  not  pay  attention  to  tLo 
chain  carriers,  one  of  them  being  obliged  by  law  to  act  as  surveyv'r, 
and  tiic  other  two  buing  employed  in  ox[ihiring  tlie  pround  ;  tin  -•' 
circumstances  afford  a  prosumtion  in  favour  of  Mr.  Galbraitli's 
measui-mcat ;  but  I  apprehend  that  jMr.   liowcls  3Iap  to  which  I 
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cannot  now  have  access  will  go  far  to  asscortain  the  trtit n  ;  cd  the 
Laurel  hill,  and  one  or  two  odior  Fpots.  the  stones  atr-  no:  sciEcieDtly 
broken,  or  cleared  off;  the  parts  of  the  ro:;d  vrhich  are  dzn  appear 
to  have  been  well  enough  done,  in  some  pl.ices  the  one  siur  is  a  little 
too  low,  but  this  probably  is  occasioned  b\-  the  falls  of  rain  "washing 
away  the  newly  dug  earth  ;  the  bent  of  one  biil  ought  jet  to  be  dug. 

Mr.  Galbreath  proposes  to  complete  the  work  accord-in^  to  his 
Bargain,  but  complains  that  through  it  not  beia^  takeii  c^  Lis  band 
Booucr,  it  appears  much  worse  than  otherwise  it  would  hrive  cere. 

I  hfg  leave  further  to  add  that  there  is  about  ten  Mile-s  of  the 
lioad  which  appears  to  have  been  itn properly  laid  out;  the  great 
bend  of  the  Head  down  the  Conemach  is  very  observeabie  in  the 
draught,  and  this  bend  from  the  geiierai  course,  passes  ever  r.  num- 
ber of  hills  so  t-teepj  and  so  marshy  even  to  the  top  as  w-:-'.';  &=  over 
such  rough  and  swampy  white  pine  boroms,  that  readers  i:  iinpossi- 
ble  to  make  the  road  even  tolerably  go;d.  But  from  it^forriiatioc  of 
others  as  well  as  my  own  observation  I  am  convincei  ti-t  by  con- 
tinuing upon  the  dividing  ridge  which  separates  the  ■Raters  cl  Cone- 
mach,  from  those  of  Clear  field,  and  Chest,  &  good  roai  t:3y  ce  had 
Fcveral  31iles  shorter,  and  much  easier  ri;aie  than  the  ctier  c;-j:d  be 
kept  passable,  it  is  supposed  that  the  ten  Miles  riiight  c-e  r.  iu:-ed  to 
eeveu;  the  not  having  or  knowing  the  heads  of  the  C:iiOmach 
must  account  for  this  mistake.  If  this  iiLpioveineiit  were-  iLiii  and." 
if  the  Jitjad  was  opened  wider  where  the  timber  is  very  I:-'-y  and 
the  soil  soft,  it  would  be  much  the  b-est  road  over  the  A'.leginny, 
Jiaurel  hill,  and  Chestnut  ridge  that  is  yet  op-ened.  Ir. iee-d  these 
Mountains  (except  some  of  the  east  side  of  the  AUegec^y;.  &re  no 
ob>truction  to  the  toix'I]  they  are  c.-ir-icl-  cf  a  close  5e:-.>::;-;iit  the 
whole  way  across,  but  the  lands  beinz  alresiy  appropriated  by  such 
as  do  not  choose  to  live  on  them,  thrre  is  mere  than  thirty  3-IiJes 
without  a  House;  this  together  with  tie  want  of  ro^ds  to  or  from 
either  end  of  it,  prevents  much  of  the  r-.tiirsit  would  ciher^ise  have 
and  it  is  at  present  much  obstructci  ij  trees  fillea  sLl:;  i:  was 
cponcd.

Unilcr  the  goncral  worrls  of  the  '20th  Sect,  of  the  Constitution 
"'J'hat  the  President  &  Council  i-hall  have  power  to  grant  pardons 
and  remit  fines  iu  ail  cases  whatsoever  except  in  cases  of  inipeach- 
mcnt,"  it  does  not  appear  how  their  authority  to  interpose  in  the 
Case  of  Col'o  Oswald  can  vrell  be  questioned.  But  the  expediency 
or  decency  of  such  a  measure  are  much  to  be  feared. 

Prom  what  is  said  in  4th  Blackstons  Com'ries,  p.  280  to  '285  the 
pruceedings  were  regular,  necessary  and  coflfurmable  to  usage  which 
is  as  old  as  the  Law  itself.  Great  variety  of  other  cases  might  be 
put  to  sho^r  tluit  the  very  existence  of  the  Courts  depends  on  their 
exercise  of  this  power  ris  often  as  circumstances  may  call  fur  it.  If 
Council  are  to  interpose  by  granting  of  pardons  they  may  by  this 
means  destroy  the  Courts.  How  dangerous  tJien  such  interlerecce  . 
of  one  branch  of  government  with  another. 

In  the  case  of  Col'o  Oswald  the  Court  has  done  what  in  England 
has  from  tinic  imaaemoilil  been  tl-me  by  the  most  upright  judges; 
and  iu  Pennsylvania  before  and  since  the  revolution  the  legality  of 
such  proceedings  was  never  questiuued. 

If  a  contempt  were  to  jjo  unpunished  for  ten  or  twelve  months 
perhaps,  till  there  could  bo  trial  by  jury  it  might  be  so  repeated  as 
to  oblige  all  Courts  to  stop.  "Every  man,'"'  says  the  9th  Sect,  of 
•the  bill  of  rights,  "shall  have  a  trial  by  an  impartial  Jury  of  the 
country."  .Put  it  also  s.iys,  no  man  shall  be  deprived  of  his  Liberty 
but  by  the  Lairso/  flcc  Land  or  tlie  jiKhjraent  of  liis  jx'O'S-  And  in 
Piaekstoo*,  p.  2S2  L  '2'bb,  it  will  appear  that  ("his  is  according  to  tha 
laux  of  (he  Land.  In  addition  to  this  ihe  46th  Sect,  of  the  Con- 
stitution declares  "  the  Pill  of  rights  to  be  a  part  of  the  Constitution." 
S"^  that  both  are  to  be  taken  &  judged  of  tosetber,  and  the  25  Sect, 
of  tlio  Constitution  \i,hicl]  is  subsequent  to  t^:  explanatory  of  the  13111 
of  rights,  says  that  "  trials  shall  be  by  jury  as  heretofore." 

Nmw  a  trial  by  jury  was  never  heard  of  in  a  case  of  this  kind,  & 
consequently  if  "  trials  by  jury  are  to  be  as  heretof  ire"  there  can  be 
no  trial  by  Jury  in  this  case,  nor  does  any  man  of  leg;d  knowledge 
suppose  it. 

To  place  this  matter  in  another  cV  str^'^ng-r  point  of  light,  Mngna 
Ci'irta  is  as  binding  in  England  as  our  Constitution  is  here.  By  the 
1  t'h  Chapter  it  is  deelareil  That  no  Amerciaments  shall  be  as-^css'd 
but  by  the  Oa'hs  of  honest  &  lawful  men  of  the  Vicinage.  Yet  in 
ca«05  ,,f  utta'chment  they  have  always  been  done  both  there  &  here, 
wi'i.out  any  jury,  as  not  being  cases  witliin  the  meaning  of  this  clause. 
Ag  iin  the  2!}th  Char),  of  .Macrna  Chart'i  iL'c'rvres  that  no  freemen  shall 
be  taken  or  imprisoued  or  di-suscl  of  his  libiM-ties,  but  (in  the  words 
of  our  Pill  of  rights)  by  lawful  judgiiicnt  of  hi^  jicers,  or  by  the  Law 
of  the  lund.  And  yet  a  Jury  was  never  thoi'ght  of  in  the  case  of 
»     an  :^'fae!uiient  for  a' Cor.f.M.-r.t 
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Col.  OswalJ  was  not  committed  for  refaslnor  to  answer  iutcrrog- 
otorics  nor  fur  ;uy  abuse  of  the  juJgos  but  for  a  (v)ntempt  in  publish- 
iiig  .a  paper  c.ilcul.ited  to  prcju'lice  the  public-miaJ  as  to  a  cause 
depending  betv>"een  him  «fc  Mr.  lirovrn. 

A  memorable  case  of  this  kind  happened  before  the  able  <fc  upright 
Lord  Ch.'incy'r  llardwiek  who  was  sp'jkcn  of  in  the  publication  in 
the  highest  terms  of  approbation,  yot  as  the  publication  respected  the 
merits  of  the  cause  depending,  he  said,  nothing  is  more  incumbent 
upon  courts  of  Justice  than  to  preserve  their  proceedings  from  being 
misrepresented,  nor  is  there  any  thing  of  more  pernicious  consequence 
than  to  prejudice  the  inibds  of  the  public  against  persons  concern'd 
as  parties  in  causes,  before  the  cause  is  finally  heard. 

It  has  always  been  my  opinion  as  well  a?  the  opinion  of"  those  who 
b"ve  sat  here  before  me  that  such  a  proceeding  ought  to  be  discoun- 
tenanced.    There  are,  said  he,  three  differ't  s^rts  of  Contempts, 

One  kind  of  Contempt  is  scandalizing  the  Court  itself. 

Another  in  abusing  parties  v.-ho  have  causes  depending. 

A  third  in  prejudicing  mankind  before  the  cause  is  heard.  There 
cariuot,  said  he,  be  any  thing  of  greater  conseq'tfo  than  to  keep  the 
Btreams  of  justice  clear,  &  pure,  that  parties  may  proceed  with  safety 
both  to  thenisfdves  cV  their  Characters.  In  the  Case  of  Capf.  Perry 
who  printed  his  brief  before  the  cause  came  on,  the  offence  did  not 
consist  in  the  printing,  but  the  contempt  was  prejudicing  the  world 
with  regard  to  the  merits  of  the  cause  before  it  was  heard.  Upon 
the  whole  said  he  there  is  no  doubt  but  this  is  a  Contempt  of  the 
Court,  A:  theref  to  he  committed  the  printers.  ♦ 

If  the  Commitment  is  illegal  Col'o  Oswald  can  apply  to  Mr.  Ship- 
pen  for  a  Habeas  corpns.  Luc  can  Council  suppose  that  tney  under- 
stand the  Law  better  than  the  judges  and  pardon  on  this  ground. 
It  may  as  justly  be  presumed  that  there  is  an  end  to  both  Law  k, 
government  as  that  Council  would  take  such  a  measure.  *" 


That  the  Supreme  Court  ought  to  have  the  power  of  punishing 
Contempts  offered  to  it,  by  a  suuimary  process  v,-ithout  the  interven- 
tion of  a  jury  is  hardly  to  be  doubted,  seeing  that  it  could  not  other- 
wise for  a  monwjnt  preserve  its  own  dignity  or  pretend  to  admiuist<-r 
the  Lhws.  The  Constitution  besides  coutinues  to  it  all  the  powers 
usunUi/  exercut:d  bj  such  Courts  and  this  power  has  been  exercised 
time  immemorial.  ' 

The  general  declaration  then  concerning  the  trial  by  J"ury  must  bo 
understood  only  of  the  cases  of  utl'euces  against  the  ordinary  laws  ot 
the  land,  vrere  it  otherwise  there  would  be  au  inconsistency. 

Can  the  Kxecutive  pardon  in  the  case  of  a  Contempt?  The  wori^ 
in  the  constitution  concerning  the  power  of  pardi.ming  being  general 
seem  to  include  this  particular  power.  'But  tho'  the  Executive  may 
w- 11  determine  upon  the  merits  in  ordinary  cases  and  are  the  proper 
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judges  when  the  Kxccutiou  of  a  «eufeace  may  with  {»ropriety  or  pub- 
lic ^afttj  be  ^.^i^pensed  witli,  yet  in  tho  instance  of  Contftnpts  nu  such 
competency  can  be  supposed,  therefore  applying  the  maxim  Tlint 
witero  the  reason  of  a  hvw  ceases  the  law  also  should  cease  no  such 
pnwt:r  should  be  presumed  to  exist.  Hut  if  the  power  of  pardon  bo 
admitted  would  its  exercise  be  expedient. 

It  is  only  necessary  to  show  its  danger  to  deny  its  expedience. 
Tiie  ]]xecutive  indeed  has' no  power  formally  to  abolish  a  Court  but 
it  is  plain  to  be  seen  that  the  power  of  pardoning  iu  the  case  of  con- 
tempts might  be  effectually  exercised  to  the  subversion  of  all  the 
authority  of  a  Court^  &  might  be  a  dangerous  instrument  of  party- 
rage  or  tyrannical  spirit. 

If  it  be  ask'd  how  a  tyrannical  court  is  to  be  contrould  it  may  be 
answered  the  provi.^ion  is  made  in  the  Constitution  for  the  impeach- 
ment of  unjust  Judges.*

Message   of  Gov.   Mifflin   to  Legislature — Cornplanter.

Ensign  Jeffers'in  favor  of  CoRxrLANTtR,  1790. 

My  age,  rank  k  situation  in  the  v.--:rld  renders  it  rather  improper 
for  me  to  say  anything  on  the  subject  I  am  now  about  to  relate  — 
but  I  cannot  but  mention  that  the  Bearer  hereof,  Cyentwokue,  tho 
head  Chief  of  the  Senica  Nation,  is  an  undoubted  friend  to  the 
United  States — when  Indians  have  stolen  Horses  &  other  things 
from  the  good  people,  I  have  known  him  with  the  greatest  dignity 
to  give  orders  for  them  to  be  returned,  &  never  knew  his  orders  to 
be  disobeyed. 

\Vhen  the  people  of  Cussawanga  were  about  to  flee  on  account  of 
unfavourable  accounts  about  some  of  the  Southern  Indians,  he  sent 
a  Speech  to  mc,  &  said,  "  he  wished  the  people  to  keep  tlieir  minds 
easy,  &  take  care  of  their  Cornfields,  that  the  Six  Natious  were 
friends,  that  should  the  Southern  Indians  invade  the  Settlement  he 
would  gather  his  Warriors  iS:  help  to  drive  them  to  the  seting  of  the 
Sua."  In  consequence  of  this,  the  people  rest  intirely  easv. — On 
his  3rri\al  here,  he  told  me  that  should  I  be  invaded  so  that  I  could 
not  get  provision,  that  he  &  his  warriors  would  cL'ar  the  way — be 
Eaid  that  at  tbe  Council  at  the  Muskingum,  the  great  men  asked 
hita  which  side  he  would  die  on  ?  He  told  them  on  the  side  of  the 
Americans,  be  says  he  is  of  the  same  uiiud  yet.

It  is  objected   that  at  that  time 
Luugress  or  the  contracting  parties  could  not  have  contemplated  the 
arrangements  which  have  since  been   made  in   the  Finances   of  the 
Inion,  or  the  modification  of  the  debt,  and,  therefore,  these  could 
not  have   been   the   kind   they  meant   the   purchase  should   be  dis- 
charged in.     To  this  it  is  answered  that  admitting  the  intention  of

Ihey   might  also  justly    suppose   that  upon    a  modification  of  the 
pubhc  debt,  such  as  hath  since  taken  place,  all   the  public  securities 
that  were  then  out,  might  be  subscribed  before  the  period,  for  pay- 
ment of  the  Contract  should  arrive  and  that  it  would  be  as  impns- 
Bible  for  the  purchaser  to  make  payment  in   public  securities  that 
did  not  exist  as  it  was  for  themselves  to  determine  beforehand,  with 
precision   what   the   rates   of  Interest   would    be,  which   the  public 
securities  then  existing  should    bear ;  so  that   the   intention  of  the 
parties,  as  expressed  in  their  Contract  seems  to  have   been,  to   have 
admitted  certificates  to  be  payable  under  such  modification  jis  hath 
taken  place  from   not  expressing   the   rate  of  Interest.     Neither  is 
the  rate  of  interest  mentioned  in  the  resolution  of  Congress,  which 
shews  more  strongly  that  it  was  not  mrj^/n-fed  hnt  purposlh  avoidnl.

Yesterday  morning  I  waited  upou  ]Mr.,Wo!eott, 
and  fouud  him  in  possession  of  the  papers.  '  The  Acct.  was  stated 
payable  in  the  Stock  of  the  United  States,  bearing  an  Interest  of 
thro^  fi  Cent,  per  annum,  and  the  Comptroller  is  of  opinion  that 
the  terms  of  the  contract  require  payment  in  the  non-subscribed 
debt;  he  observed  to  me  that  it  was  the  right  of  the  State  as  of 
every  Accountant  to  have  the  decision  of  the  Auditor  on  the  Acct., 
from  which  an  appeal  would  be  to  the  Comptroller — in  such  case  it 
would  remain  in  the  Auditor's  Office,  untill  an  Auditor  be  ap- 
pointed ;  that  he  would  not  be  pertinaceous  of  his  opinion  longer  than 
he  tho't  it  right.  I  have  stated  to  him  the  reasons  in  support  of  the 
mode  of  stating  the  account,  a  copy  of  which  I  do  myself  the 
Lonor  to  enclose.  In  Case  he  should  adhere  to  his  opinion  if  the 
further  rise  of  Securities  expected  by  many  should  take  place,  the 
Certificates  would  go  farther  in  the  discharge  of  the  debt  by  con- 
■yerting  them  into  Specie  and  making  payment  therein.

Interest  was  a  known  and  appropriate  expression  either  with  Cou- 
gress  or  the  dealers  therein,  at  the  time  of  making  the  Contract. 

Before  the  time  of  making  the  contract,  a  Convention  from 
several  States  had  met  for  the  express  purpose  of  enabling  Congres.3 
to  make  provision  for  the  public  debt,  which  was  succeeded  before 
the  time  tlie  Contract  was  made,  by  the  General  Convention  from 
all  the  States  who  formed  the  present  Government  of  the  Union,  so 
that  at  the  time  of  contracting  there  was  every  prospect  of  a  future 
arrangemeut  of  the  public  debt,  and  the  terms  thereof  seems  to  [have] 
been  expressed  on  purpose  to  admit  of  such  modification  as  hatli 
taken  place.  The  Debt  offered  is  certainly  Specie  Debt,  if  it  bore  an 
Interest  of  si.^:  per  Cent.,  I  suppose  there  would  be  little  dilTiculty  in 
receiving  it,  and  on  this  ground  it  is  hardly  reputable  for  the  United 
States  to  refuse  Specie  debt,  which,  if  paid,  would  discharge  the 
Contract,  because  the  interest  is  not  so  high  as  it  ought  to  be,  when 
they  themselves  have  "fixed  it.  1  have  alrcaily  made  the  observation, 
that  for  aught  the  contracting  parties  knew,  there  might  not  be  a 
certificate  of  the  kind  now  demanded  in  existence  when  the  time  of 
payment  should  come  round,  a  little  delay  in  making  the  Survey  on 
acct.  of  the  Indians  or  any  other  cause,  or  a  little  more  celerity  in 
tlie  present  modification  of  the  debt  would  either  of  them  have  pro- 
duced the  effect,  what  would  then  have  been  our  situation  according 
to  the  supposition  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  ?  Why,  that 
altho'  there  vrere  above  40  Milliim  Dollrs.  oi  pnlilic  sf^ruritics  in 
circulation  hearing  interest — yet  that  a  debt  payable  expressly,  in 
j)ublic  S'cnritics  hcnriufj  interest  could  not  be  discharged  \n  them. 

In  giving  the  reason  t\)r  admitting  the  arrears  of  interest  after 
January  1,"1TS8,  and  refusing  any  arrears  due  before  that  pcriol, 
h'cijusc  iio  general  measures  htive  been  takm  hij  the  I.  ailed  Sl<it<s 
for  sfparaiinj  the  interest  frmn  the  principal  since  tliat  perio<L  it 
drd  not,  perhaps,  occur  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  United  States,  that 
even  on  the  old  debt  a  general  provision  was  made  for  paying  4  per 
Cent,  on  the  principal,  k  o  per  Cent,  on  the* arrears  of  interest  on 
ac;ount  of  interest  due  for  one  year  to  such  ns  chose  it,  and  certainly 
the  payment  of  indents  for  arrears  due  bef.Jic  went  no  further. 
But  as  this  interest  is  payable  by  the  United  States  in  Cash,  no 
ohjecticu  is  made  'o  receive  it  upon  the  Certificates,  if  the  other  in- 
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U^rost  was  as  well  providt-J  for,  pr<jbLibly  no  objection  would  be  muJo 
to  an}-  of  it.

Your  construction  supposes  the  parties  to  have  had  no  definite 
idea  of  the  consideration  to  be  received  by  the  United  States,  and 
•which  might  therefore,  be  of  greater  or  less  value,  depending  en- 
tirely on  future  arrangements  to  be  made;  my  construction  sup- 
poses, terms  to  have  been  used  by  the  contracting  parties,  according 
to  their  then  usual  acceptation ;  and  the  sccuriti'es  contemplated  to 
have  been  such,  as  were  then,  and  still  remain  in  circulation,  and 
such  as  can  therefore  be  obtained  for  the  purpose  of  satisfyincf  the

The  proposition  which  I  have  to  make,  is,  that  any  liquidated 
Certificates  of  the  United  States,  including  Loan  Office  Certificates 
at  their  specie  value,  and  the  Certificates  '"issued  by  the  Register  of 
the  Treasury,  for  the  unfunded  debt,  be  received  in  payment,  com- 
puting the  interest  thereon,  since  January  1,  17<SS,  to  the  time  the 
survey  was  returned  to  the  Treasury,  as  a  ^part  of  the  Capital  Sum. 

The  Teas'- PS  why  I  am  induced  to  re'ceive  the  Interest  since 
January  1,  1788,  in  part  payment,  are:  that  no  general  measures 
have  been  taken  by  the  United  States,  for  separating  the  Interest 
from  the  principal  since  that  period  ;  and  as  the  L^terest  on  the 
Certificates  must  be  considered  as  a  debt  due  by  the  United  States, 
from  which  no  deduction  can  be  made,  I  suppose  it  to  be  both  con- 
sistent with  Law  vS:  equity,  that  said  interest  should  so  far  as  the 
public  arraiigeraeuts  have  made  it  necessary,  be  received  upon  tho 
same  terms  as  the  principal  of  the  Certificat'cs. 

I  sincerely  hope,  that  nn  farher  consideration,  you  will  agree  with 
me  in  opinion,  respecting  the  proper  mode  of  adjusting  the  account 
in  question.

Shirt,  a  pair  of  overalls,  is  purchased  there  for  this  department. 

A  number  of  recruits  and  drafts  are  expected  to  join  in  the  courso 
of  a  few  weeks,  and  not  the  least  article  of  Cloatuing  is  yet  provided 
for  them.  The  nature  of  the  service  in  this  department  will  natu- 
Tally  require  a  double  Quantity  of  Cloathiug  to  any  service  in  :i 
Chnmpain  Country,  and  the  Troops  will  probably  Quarter  in  a  very 
coid  climate  next  winter.  These  considerations  together  with  the

1  hope  you  ore  by  this  tiuio  well  acquainteil  with  the  late  mih'^'') 
operati  lus  in  t!:is  Department.  His  Excellency  the  Commandir  i" 
Chitf  has  now  honored  me  \wlu  tho  command  of  it,  and  my  \vh^'l>J 
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attoatioii  sball  not   be  wanting  to  strike  terror  in  our  Encusv  :•.!;. 1 
Bccure  the  fcetUements  in  tliis  fertile  Country. 

I  tru^t  my  letters  to. certain  gentlemen  in  bich  office;  bave  li-i  1  -i 
bnppy  ffTcct  in  pronicting  an  attention  to  an  early  campaign.  !l:ui 
my  Fredcccsior  taken  the  necessary  steps,  yfo  miirht  have  now  been 
ready  to  check  the  CaitilTs  who  keep  the  luhabitantd  in  one  con- 
tinual alarm,  ^vbich  I  foresaw  must  inevitably  be  the  consequence  of 
ill-timed  measures  and  an  inattention  to  the  necessary  supplies  fnr 
the  Troops  to  enable  us  to  njake  an  early  movement  into  the  Ene- 
luits  Country  this  Spring. 

1  shall  yet  lose  a  number  of  good  ofllccrs  on  account  of  tl.o 
arrangement,  the  jealousy  arises  on  account  so  many  Ccptains  itjfo- 
rior  to  some  of  mine  being  detached  from  the  13th  P.  to  my  Ket't. 
Capt.  Da'.vson  is  a  good  duty  otBcer,  but  a  very  improper  otbcer  t'l.ir 
the  service  here,  and  Capt.  Carnahan  is  by  no  means  equal  to  Capt. 
J  no.  Fiudley.  I  wish  Capt.  Finley  and  Stokely  could  be  put  into  their 
ylacos  in  my  Kcgt.  because  they  are  both  good  oltcersand  gentlemen 
on  whom  I  can  depend  in  the  wilderness  as  well  as  the  champaiu. 

Your  gt-neroas  concern  for  the  suti-rings  of  the  army  in  general  is 
well  knovrn  to  the  olScers  of  our  and  other  States,  and  I  wi^ll  to 
thank  you  in  a  particular  manner  for  the  regard  you  are  pleased  to 
express  for'my  I'egt.  In  my  last  letter  which  I  sent  by  Express  I 
have  endeavored  to  advise  you  of  the  circumstances  of  the  Army 
and  Country  on  tins  [side?]  the  Alleghany  Hill;  and  I  will  at  present 
endeavor  to  give  a  full  acct.  of  Circumstances  or  at  least  so  mu.h  aa 
may  be  necessary  to  lead  you  into  a  general  Idea  of  our  situation. 

YoXi  will  readily  conceive  that  the  comraand  of  a  Department  uft 
in  great  confusion  will  naturally  involve  me  in  much  trouble  to  ex- 
tricate it  and  put  things  into  a  regular  train  for  the  necessary  opera- 
tions of  a  campaign  and  I  wish  thia  may  apologize  for  any  omiaiions 
that  I  may  be  subject  to  in  writing  this  letter. 

The  Indians  at  present  arc  daily  committing  ^lurdcrs  in  West- 
moreland to  such  a  degree  that  it  is  apprehended  they  have  formed 
a  Camp  on  some  of  the  Waste  Lands  of  the  Inhabitants,  but  I  sup- 
pose Col.  Lochery  must  have  informed  you  of  this,  and  I  have 
ordered  ranging  parties  to  cover  them  and  drive  out  the  Indians,  and 
to  intercept  such  as  may  hereafter  approach;  this  plan  appears  to  me 
from  a  con=iderab!e  share  of  experience  to  be  the  most  eligible, 
untill  I  am  furni.-hed  with  a  supply  of  provisions,  (for  at  present  wo 
bave  not  even  three  days  meat  to  subsist  the  Troops  of  the  Garri- 
son,) to  en.hle  us  to  attack  some  of  their  Towns.  From  every  con- 
f-idcration  I  am  per>uaded  the  Delawares  may  be  engug'.d  to  Cght 
agiinst  the  Six  Nati.)ns  though  more  numerous  than  thomsclvL-s, 
pruvided  they  are  well  supplied  and  we  have  the  means,  that  in 
Inliin  goods,  Trinkets  and  black  Wampum  to  pay  them  for  thoir 
services. 

I  am  much  obliged  for  the  kind  notice  you  have  been  pleasv'd  t..' 
take  of  my  son  and  sincerely  wish  he  may.  merit  vour  esteem. 
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I  am  informer]  that  several  cninpauies  arc  raising  for  the  clefciicf 
of  the  I'lontli.rs  of  ^Vc.■^tnlore!;^t>d,  &c.,  for  ihc  term  of  nine  niontlia. 
This  -I  appi'chond  will  prevent  me  from  raising  recruits  durinrr  the 
War,  however  I  hope  they  will  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Coui- 
luanding  ofncors  in  this  Department  and  that  I  shall  bo  at  liberty  to 
recruit  such  of  them  as  are  willing  to  engage  during  the  war  towards 
the  expiration  of  that  term.  As  we  shall  seldom  have  any  oppor- 
tunity, if  any.  during  this  campaign  to  apply  for  supplies  granted 
by  the  State,  I  wish  those  now  to  be  sent  may  be  as  ample  as  cir- 
cumstance UKiy  permit.  Speeches  arc  gone  out  to  several  of  the 
"Western  Indian  Nations  and  I  am  encouraged  to  believe  that  most 
of  them  will  be  quiet  this  summer,  if  not  Friendly. 

It  is  to  be  wished  that  Congress  will  order  an  extra  number  of 
Shoes  and  Linens  for  this  department.  1  assure  you  soldiers  are 
continually  on  ttieir  feet  in  this  service  and  require  double  the  num- 
ber of  shoes  worn  by  the  same  number  in  the  Grand  aimy. 

My  Picgiment  is  at  present  much  scattered;  above  one  hundred 
under  jNLnjor  Vernon  are  posted  at  Fort  Lawrens,  Twenty-five  at 
"Wheeling  and  the  like  number  at  IloUidays  Cove,  some  employed 
us  Artificers,  some  as  Boatmcc,  Waggoners,  itc.  The  garrison  at 
Fort  Mcintosh  is  of  my  Regiment  and  sonie  of  them  are  here,  there 
is  such  a  delinquency  iu  the  Staff  department  that  their  men  arc 
mostly  supplied  from  the  line. 

The  Mingos  are  the  principal  distressers  of  our  settlements  and  I 
believe  the  route  that  will  be  taken   this  Campaign  will  cover  them. 

I  should  be  eroatly  obliged  for  the  news  papers  by  every  oppor- 
tunity, any  other  reading  that  you  may  judge  necessary  to  keep  mo 
in  a  state  of  civility  will  be  very  acceptable,  for  in  this  country  a 
man  is  almost  in  dan^rer  of  growing  wild. 

Should  anything  interesting  hereafter  happen  in  this  department 
you  may  depend  on  knowing  it  from  me  by  the  first  conveyance.

neither  the  winds  nor  the  tides  were  altogether  propitious  ad  to  a 

8p':'edy,  altho  it  appears  to  have  had  a  safe  consequence. 

The  Board  of  War  informed  mo  before  I  left  C.irlislo  that  tho 

>iew5  of  (Congress   were  then   confined   (suppose  from  a   cunvictioii^ 
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that  it  was  too  late  to  prosecute  their  main  object  to  an  incursion 
into  the  Indian  country  ou!j.  But  Gen'l  Mcintosh  was  more 
ambitiou.^.  He  swore  that  nothing  less  than  Detroit  was  his  obiocf, 
&  he  would  have  it  in  the  winter  season — in  vain  was  the  nak*_-i- 
oess  of  the  men — the  scanty  supplies  worn  out — Starved  horsus — 
leanness  of  the  cattle  and  total  want  of  forage — difEculty  und.jr 
such  circumstances  of  supporting  posts  at  so  great  a  distance  in  the 
enemies  Country,  and  other  Considerations  urged.     *     *     *     *     • 

"  And  it  was  owing  to  the  Generul's  delerminatioQ  to  tato 
Detroit,  that  the  very  romantic  liuilding,  called  Fort  Mcintosh,* 
was  b.uilt  by  the  handi  of  liuudreds  who  would  rather  have  fought 
than  brought." 

Your  generous  concern  for  my  mortiScation  as  well  as  the  Gentle- 
men with  me,  deserve  my  warmest  acknowledgements. 

I  ;-upp\sc  the  short  queries  you  put,  are  by  this  time  answered 
from  another  quarter,  but  had  I  been  happy  enough  to  have  rccciv-ji 
your  letter  soon  afrer  it  was  wrote,  I  should  have  answered,  that  no 
preparations  had  yet  been  thought  of  by  the  General,  &  this  might 
have  been  said  with  truth,  untill  ^larch  last,  v^-hen  I  was  sent  for  by 
him  to  this  place,  and  as  I  had  often  done,  I  urged  the  necessity  of 
supplies  to  subsist  the  Troops  even  in  Qjiarters.  I  hope  my  frequent

surrendered  prisoners,  and  yet  1  must  confess,  that  I  think  Hamil- 
ton, from  his  general  character,  as  proper  an  object  for  the  Gallow.s 
as  could  have  been  found.  The  Warriors  met  the  fate  they  have 
long  dcser'^'ed,  and  many  besides  them,  (especially  the  Miugos,)  will 
share  the  same  fate  in  the  course  of  the  present  campaign. 

That  the  Enemy  have  endeavored  to  strengthen  themselves  at 
Detroit  is  probable,  but  that  the  story  of  the  Cannon  being  brought 
ou  Horses,  I  cannot  credit,  however,  if  I  can  have  intelligence  of 
their  nearer  approach  I  shall  be  ready  to  meet  them  with  much 
better  pieces  than  can'  be  carried  on  litters.  I  have  no  doubt 
but  that  the  ]\ling03,  (being  the  greatest  villains  of  all  the  nati'ms,) 
have  endeavored  to  excite  the  Wyandotts  and  Shawanese  to  strike 
the  Delawares,  but  I  will  venture  to  predict  they  will  not  do  it. 
Ihcy  will  consider  the  l^elaware  Indian  allies  as  no  cont'-^mptiMe 
foe,  which  added  to  the  fast  connection  between  them  and  us  must 
and  surely  will  end  in  their  tinal  extirpation.  I  sincerely  wihh  our 
allies  tho  Delawares  may  make  themselves  easy  and  no  longer  reinaju 
in  a  state  of  such  apprehension,  they  will  shortly  bear  from  tho 
Northward  as  well  as  from  the  Southward,  that  their  Brethren  are  by 
no  means  idle.  Should  the  Shawanese  treat  my  speech  with  cfu- 
tempt,  most  certainly  you  will  hear  of  me  or  some  other  cummana- 
iiig  olho'ir  en  the  Banks  of  Scioto  before  long.  Indeed  I  am  vuiy 
Waiting  for  some  m^u  and  salt  provision  now  on  the  road.

more  extensive,  and  that  he  was  determined  to  take  Detroit,  an  i 
v>hh  this  vievs'  began  to  build  a  fort  of  mu(?h  labor  and  expense  ;i' 
Beaver  Crock,  and  consequently  kept  at  least  1000  Militia  in  t..'-' 
field,  who  might  have  been  better  employed  putting  in  their  fall  crop-, 
and  taking  in  their  corn  which  was  chiefly  lost  for  want  of  thi  ir

Particular  care  is  and  shall  be  taken  of  all  sorts  of  Craft.  .1  have 
upwards  of  forty  large  canoes  n!ia  le,  and  ready  to  bring  down  the 
^lonongahela,  seven  Batteaux  on  the  stocks,  and  nearly  finished, 
but  the  carpenters'  Tools  are  not  yet  come  to  hand,  but  I  hear 
they  will  be  here  within  a  day  or  two;  for  want  of  these,  the  boat- 
builders  chiefly  have  been  idle  since  their  arrival.

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A  complete  Stockade  Fort  is  erected  at  the  Kitraning  and  xinw 
culled  Furt  Armstionp,  and  1  have  sent  orders  for  tlie  evacuation  df 
Fort  La  wrens,  that  the  Garrison  thete  might  be  added  to  the  Tro'if  s 
already  collected,  for  the  Expedition  against  the  Seneca  Country, 
and  if  no  impediment  happens,  1  sliall  begin  inj  march  the  7th  or  8th 
day  of  next  Month. 

Three  reasons  induce  me  to  make  the  Expedition  po  cnrly,  I  have 
before  informed  you  that  the  'J'crms  of  upwardsof  two  hundred  of  my 
best  men  would  expire  about  the  10th  of  next  .Month.  It  is  ju>t 
between  harvest  and  seeding,  and  therefore  expect  a  number  of 
volunteers  from  the  Country,  and  if  the  Exjuditiou  should  be  di.dayed 
the  Indian  corn  would  be  ripe,  and  could  be  carried  ofl  by  the  Enemy, 
•which  I  hope  to  prevent. 

A  party  of  Vr'bitemen  and  Delawares  tinder  the  Command  of 
Ensicn  Morrison,  have  brought  in  one  Indian  scalp  since  my  last, 
and  others  have  taken  a  considerable  share  of  plunder  near  their 
Towns,  and  we  had  two  men  killed  within  three  hundred  yards  of 
Fort  Lawrc-:s. 

The  Wyandots,  Chipeways,  Tawas,  and  Pootiatim.ees,  are  not  yet 
come  in,  and  I  suspect  both  them  and  the  Shawucse  mean  to  deceive 
us,  although  it  is  reported  they  are  on  their  road  to  this  place,  to 
D)ake  a  h.-ting  peace.  The  terms  of  all  late  Col.  liawlins's  men  ex- 
cc-'pt  fifty,  areexpireil,  and  by  a  late  law-  of  the  State  of  \'iiginia,  the 
jNIilitia  cannot  be  called  out,  but  it  is  highly  probable  their  Keg't 
will  be  filled,  as  they  now  give  (including  the  Jiounty  of  Congress.) 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  vVc,  to  each  recruit.  This  puts  it 
out  of  my  power  to  recruit  my  Iteg't  until  the  State  of  I'enusylva- 
i  Ilia  offer  a  higher  IJounty.

Aug.  4th. — I  have  just  learned  that  two  Soldiers  have  lately  been 
killed  at  Fort  Lawreus,  two  boys  on  Wheeling  Creek,  two  boys  taken 
on  Racoon  Creek  and  one  man  slightly  wounded,  and  a  Soldier  last- 
evening  killed  at  Fort  Mcintosh,  and  a  Serjeant  slightly  wounded. 
The  inhabitants  are  so  intent  upon  going  to  Kentuck  and  the  fails  of 
Ohio,  that  I  fear  I  shall  have  but  few  volunteers.

I  suspect  that  must  of  the  stores  contained  in  the  list  you  was  kli;  1 
enough  to  inclose,  v/ere,  through  mistake  or  design,  sent  up  the 
Susquehanna  River,  because  I  h:ive  made  enquiry  and  oauuoc  Icaro 
they  are  at  Carlisle  or  on  the  communication. 

Two  Barrels  of  pitch  were  stolen  on  the  road,  and  I  have  beoa 
obliged  to  send  almost  every  one  of  the  Boat  Carpenters  down  the 
Country  for  want  of  stuff  to  enable  them  to  finish  the  work. 

I  have  not  seen  ^Ir.  Steele  since  April  last,  and  I  know  of  ^'ory 
little  he  Las  djne.  Cuuld  you  believe,  I  have  neitht;r  Sealing  A\  as 
or  Wafers,  oxcc|.'t  a  little  1  have  hud  interest  enough  to  borrow  ? 
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"Wifhiu  a   few  days  I  shall  set  out  on  an  exprdition  into  the  In- 
dian C'luutry,  aiid  in  the  lueantiine,  I  shall  be  obliged  to  you  to  in- 
quire why  the  Articles  you  mention  were  not  sent  forward.

His  Excellency,  the  Commander  in  Chief,  some  time  ago  informed 
me  that  he  had  rerjuested  your  Honorable  Board  to  order  some 
light  swivels,  and  some  goods  for  the  Indians,  to  be  sent  to  this 
I)istrict,  but  1  cannot  learn  that  any  are  yet  on  the  communication. 

I  have  at  sundry  times  done  myself  the  honor  to  write  you  on 
publick  Business,  but  have  not  been  fortunate  enough  to  receive  an 
answer.  1  have  now  taken  the  liberty  to  enclose  a  duplicate  of  my 
last  letter. 

There  are  many  regulations  lately  made  in  Congress,  besides  the 
arrangement  of  the  Army,  which  I  have  never  seen,  and  shall  bo 
much  obliged  to  you  for  ordering  them  to  be  sent  up,  so  that  the 
Troops  here  may  be  made  acquainted  with  them. 

Notwithstanding  my  frcrjuent  applications,  I  have  not  received  a 
hat  or  a  pair  of  stockings  for  my  Uegiment,  nor  a  coatee  or  pair  of 
overalls  for  my  officers.  Besides  this  there  is  a  great  Deficiency  of 
Blankets,  shirts  and  shoes,  Buckskin  Breeches  «V  Woolen  Overalls 
for  the  Troops  in  general. 

The  Oilicers  of  the  9tb  Virginia  Regiment  have  received  coatees, 
overalls  &  shirts  for  themselves,  and  swords  for  their  ii^erjeants,  .Si 
this  causes  a  jealousy  amongst  the  truops,  which  if  possible  ought  to 
be  avoid<.d. 
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I  shall  set  out  on  an  expe.lition  against  the  Seneca  Towns  ahnut

favor  of  each  other.

Campbell. 
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I  sliall  be  very  happy  in  such  a  correspondence  (if  it  can  bo 
effected  without  too  great  a  loss  of  Jlesscngers,)  c\:  an  opportunity 
of  favoring  your  designs  against  the  enemy,  but  fear  this  will  nut 
reach  you  in  time  to  form  an  uceful  co-operation. 

I  have  everything  in  readiness,  and  am  only  waiting  for  the  Garri- 
son of  Fort  Lawrens  to  come  iu.  If  no  unforseen  impediment  happens 
I  shall  set  out  for  Canuawago  in  three  or  four  days  and  expect  to 
reach  it  about  the  '20th  Inst.  I  do  not  intend  to  stop  there,  but 
expect  to  proceed  nearer  to  the  route  I  am  informed  you  are  going 
and  will  endeavour  to  write  you  Hgain. 

I  have  twelve  Delaware  warriors  ready,  and  have  the  promise  of 
a  number  more.  The  Cherokee  chiefs  have  entered  into  Articles  of 
confederation  here  and  received  from  my  hand  the  War  Belt  and 
Tomahawk. 

Should  you  Lave  a  little  leisure  you  will  greatly  oblige  me  with 
a  long  letter,  I  have  but  little  news.  The  Indians  sometimes  take 
a  scalp  from  us,  but  my  light  parties  which  I  dress  >!iC  paint  like  Indians 
have  retaliated  in  several  instances. 

They  hive  destroyed  one  whole  party  of  Munceys  except  two  and 
they  went  houjc  wounded  and  quite  naked. 

I  think  they  are  willing  by  this  time  to  make  peace,  but  I  hope 
it  will  not  be  granted  them  until  they  are  sufficiently  drubbed  for 
their  past  initjuities.

To  His  Excellency  Gen.  WAsniNOTON,  1779. 

Pittsburgh,  Scp'r  16th  1779. 
Dear  General, 

1  returned  from  the  expedition  ngainst  the  Seneca  c^  Muncy 
nations  the  14th  lust.,  i^  now  do  myself  the  honor  to  inform  you 
how  far  I  have  succeeded  in  prosecuting  it. 

I  left  this  place  the  11th  of  last  month  with  sis  hundred  k  Gve  Tinnk 
&  File,  including  Militia  &  Voluuteer.->,'cSc  one  Montii's  provision  whicti 
except  the  live  Cattle  was  transported  by  water  under  the  escort  of 
one  hundred  *^lc•n  to  a  place  called  Mahoning,  about  15  JMilea  abovd 
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Fort  Armstrong,  where  after  four  clays  detention  by  excessive  Piaiii3 
&  the  straying  of  some  of  the  Cattle,  the  Stores  were  loaded  on  Pa(;k 
Horses,  and  the  troops  proceeded  on  the  march  for  Canawago  on  the 
path  leading  to  Cuscushinjr ;  at  ten  miles  on  this  side  the  town,  one 
of  the   advanci^d    guards  consisting  of  fi'tcen  White  men,  includino- 
the  spies  i:   eight   Pclaware  Indians,  under  the  command  of  Lieut. 
Hardin  of  the  8th  Penn'a  Eeg't,  whom  I  have  before  recommended 
to  your  Excellency  for  his  great  bravery  &  skill  as  a  partisan,  dis- 
covered between  thirty  &  Forty  warriors  coming  down  the  Allegheny 
Pivcr  in  seven  Canoes.     These  warriors  having  likewise  discovered 
some  of  the  Troops,  immediately  landed  stript  off  their  shirts  k  pre- 
pared for  action,  and  the  advanced   Guard    immediately   began   the 
attack — All  the  troops  except  one  column  &  Flankers  being  in  the 
narrows  between  the  lliver  and  high  hill  were  immediately  prepared 
to  receive  the  enemy,  which  being  done,  I  went  forward  to  discover 
the  Enemy,  A:  six  of  them  retreating  over  the  Piiver  without  arms,  at 
the  same  time  the  rest  ran  away  leaving  their  Canoes,  Plankets,  Shirts, 
provi:^ions  and  eight  Cuns,  besides  Gve  dead  &.  by  the  signs  of  Blood, 
several  went  off  wounded,  only  two  of  my  men  ct  one  of  the  Delaware 
Indians   (Nanouland)    were   wounded   k  so   slightly   that  they  are 
already  recovered  &  fit   for  action. — The  next  morning  the  Troops 
proceeded  to  liuchloons,  where  I  ordered  a  small  Iireastwork  to  be 
thrown  up  of  felled  Timber  &  fascines,  a  Capt.  &  forty  men  were  left 
to  secure  our  Baggage  &  Stores,  &  the  Troops  immediately  proceeded 
to   Canawago,   which    I   found   had   been    deserted    about    eighteen 
months  past.   Here  the  Troops  seemed  much  mortified  because  we  had 
no  person  to  serve  as  a  Guide  to  the  upper  Towns,  but  I  ordered  them 
to  proceed  on  a  path  which  appeared  to  have  been  travelled  on  by 
the  Enemy  some  time  past,  &  we  continued  marching  on  it  about  20 
Miles  before  any  discoveries  were  made  except  of  a  few  tracks  of  their 
spies.     But  immediately  after  ascending  a  hieh   hill  we  discovered 
the   Allegheny    River  &  a  number  of  Cora  Fields,  &   descending 
peveral  towns  which  the  Enemy  had  deserted  on  the  approach  of  the 
Troops.    Some  of  them  fled  just  before  the  advanced  Guards  reached 
the  Towns  k.  left  several  packs  of  Deer  skins.    At  the  upper  Seneca 
Towns  we  found  a  painted  image  or  War  post,  clothed  in  Dog  skin, 
&  John  Montour  told  me  this  Town  was  called   Yorrhroonwago,  be- 
sides this  we  found  seven  other  Towns,  consisting  in  the  whole  of 
one  hundred  and  tliiny   Houses,  some  of  which  were  large  enough 
for  the  accommodation  of  three  or  four  Indian  families.     The  Troops 
remained  on  the  ground  three  whtde  days  dustroying  the  Towns  i.  Cora 
Fields.     I  never  suw  finer  Corn  altho'  it  was  planted  much   thicker 
than  is  common  with  our  Farmers.     The  quantity  of  Corn  and  other 
vegetables  de-,troyed  at  the  several  Towns,  from  the  best  accounts  I 
can   collect  from  the  officers  employed  to  destroy  it,  must  certainly 
exceed  five  hundred  acres  which  is  the  lowest  estimate,  and  the  plunder 
taken  is  estimated  at  c-O  m.  l^ollars,  I  Lave  directed  a  sale  to  be  made 
of  it  fur  the  benefit  of  the  Troops.     On  my  return  I  preferred  the 
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Vennutro  Head,  the  old  towns  of  Cunawago,  Buchloons  Sc  Mahus- 
quechikoken,  about  "20  Miles  above  Veuaugo,  on  French  Crock,  con- 
sisting of  oJ  large  houses  were  likewise  burnt. — The  greatest  part  cf 
the  Indian  houses  were  larg'^r  than  common,  and  built  of  square  Si, 
round  logs  ifc  frame  work.  From  the  great  quantity  of  Corn  in  new 
Ground  &  the  number  of  new  houses  J>uilt  i:  l>uilding  it  appears 
that  the  whole  Seneca  &  Muncy  nations  intended  to  collect  to  this 
settlement  which  extends  about  eight  Miles  on  the  Allegheny  lliver, 
between  one  hundred  &,  seventy  A:  two  hundred  .Miles  from  hence. 
the  Kiver  at  the  upper  Towns  is  little  if  any  larger  than  Kiska- 
luanitis  Creek.  It  is  remarkable  that  neither  man  or  Beast  has 
fallen  into  the  Enemies  hands  on  this  expedition,  &  I  have  a  happy 
presage  that  the  counties  of  Westmoreland^  Ikdiord  &  Northumber- 
land, if  not  the  whole  western  Frontiers  will  experience  the  good 
eflect  of  it. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  he  given  to  both  ofhcers  and  soldiers  of 
every  Corps  during  the  whole  expedition,  their  perseverance  and  zeal 
during  the  whole  march  thro'  a  Country  too  inaccessible  to  be  de- 
scribed can  scarcely  be  cquallod  in  history.  Notwithstanding  many 
of  them  returned  barefooted  and  naked  they  disdained  to  complain, 
and  to  my  great  mortiflcation  1  have  neither  Shoes,  Shirts,  Blankets, 
Hats,  Stockings  nor  leggins  to  relieve  their  necessities. 

On  my  return  here  1  found  the  Chiefs  of  the  Pelawares,  the  prin- 
cipal Chief  of  the  Ilurons,  and  now  the  king  of  the  3Iaquichee  tribe 
of  the  Shawanese,  is  likewise  come  to  treat  with  me;  about  30  Dela- 
ware warriors  are  here  likewise  ready  to  go  to  war,  but  I  have 
nothing  to  encourage  them  with,  and  without  the  means  of  paying 
them  I  caTinot  send  them  out.  The  Trnops  here  have  at  least  nine 
Months  pay  due  to  them  and  there  is  neither  money  nor  Pay  Master 
to  discharge  the  arrearages. 

A  majority  of  my  Kegt.  are  now  discharged  and  the  term  of  the 
two  Hanging  Companies  of  Westmoreland  expired,  so  that  I  shall  be 
weak  in  Troops  to  prosecute  an  expedition  which  by  your  permission 
1  should  be  happy  to  make  against  Detroit,  taking  the  Shawanese  iu 
my  way.  I  should  be  happy  to  have  your  permission  to  make  occa- 
sional excursions  against  any  of  the  Indian  nations  who  may  here- 
after prove  inimical  to  us,  as  sometimes  a  favorable  opportunity  may 
be  lost  before  I  can  be  favored  with  your  particular  orders.  Likewi.-e 
to  know  your  pleasure  in  regard  to  the  Senecas  and  Muneies  should 
they  in  their  great  distress  sue  for  peace.  I  have  before  taken  tlie 
liberty  to  give  you  my  opinion  respecting  them,  and  the  pairings  of 
scalps  and  the  hair  of  our  Countrymen  at  eveiy  Warrior's  camp  on 
the  path  we  marched  are  new  inducements  for  Kevenge. 

I  am  informed  that  CmI.  Clark  who  took  Post  St.  Vinccnr,  is 
making  peace  and  war  with  the  natives.  I  am  not  instructed  how 
far  your  Excellency  has  authorized  him  to  do  so  and  apprehend  t!ie 
•worst  consequences  to  this  frontier  should  either  Col.  Clark  or  my- 
self enter  into  a  treaty  uf  p' ace  with  one  of  the  Indiau  uatiuus  and 
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the  oilier  Break  it,  and  by  my  instructions  I  am  confined  to  the 
immediate  command  of  the  'J'roops  here,  1  can  take  no  step  to  pre- 
vent sucli  a  probable  [event  '/j,  but  humbly  entreat  you  to  do  it. 

The  Wyandotts  and  the  Maquichees  tribe  of  the  Shawanese 
promise  very  fair,  and  I  have  promised  them  peace  provided  they 
take  as  many  prisoners  and  scalps  from  the  Enemy  as  they  have  done 
from  us  and  on  every  occasion  join  us  against  the  enemies  of  Ameri- 
ca, which  they  have  engaged  to  do. 

The  two  soldiers  I  sent  Express  to  Genl.  Sullivan  are  not  yet 
returned,  and  I  apprehend  they  Lave  fallen  into  the  Enemy's  bands. 

A  few  Indian  Goods,  Paint  and  trinkets  at  this  juncture  would 
enable  me  to  engage  the  Delawaros  to  harrass  the  enemy  frequently. 

The  Bearer,  Capt.  Mclntire,  has  some  private  as  well  as  public 
Business  to  transact  at  Philada.  I  have  therefore  ordered  him  to 
proceed  to  Head  Quarters  and  he  will  have  the  houor  to  wait  on  you 
-with  this  letter.

to  the  articles  of  Confederation.

others  whose  tcnus  wore  expired  to  enlist.  I  proposed  to  arm  and 
accoutre  them  as  Litrht  l^ragoous  usually  are,  &  I  believe  ihey 
would  be  a  most  valuable  Corps. 

I  take  the  liberty  to  enclo-e  you  the  cony  of  a  letter  herewith 
sent  to  his  Excellency,  tbe  Cummauder  in  Chief,  containing  an  ac- 
count of  the  expedition  I  lately  made  against  the  Seneca  tt  Muncy 
nations,  &  wish  the  relations  may  give  you  pleasure.  1  likewise 
send  a  return  of  the  Oilicers  of  the  8th  Penn'a  ]\eg't,  with  their 
respective  claims  to  promotion,  &  beg  you  [will]  be  pleased  to  send 
their  Commissions  accordingly,  &  the  arranaement  of  the  Penn'a  Line. 

I  also  enclose  you  the  talks  of  the  Delawares,  "Wyaudotts,  and 
Waquichee  Tribe  of  Shawanese,  &,  I  flatter  myself  that  there  is  a 
great  share  of  sincerity  in  their  present  profession. 

From  what  I  have  wrote  to  the  Commander  iu  Chief  you  will  learn 
the  distressed  ctute  of  the  troops  in  this  district,  and  1  trust  you  will 
make  ample  provision  for  the  Brave  sufferers,  and  if  possible  enable 
rue  to  engage  one  nation  of  Indians  to  wage  war  against  the  other. 

Since  my  last,  this  Frontier  has  enjoyed  perfect  tranquility,  but 
the  new  settlement  on  the  Jventucke  has  buffered  greatly. 

I  have  sent  Cap.  Mclntire  to  wait  upon  you  with  this  letter  and 
to  escort  up  two  or  three  thousand  weight  of  the  best  Ilifie  powder 
that  can  be  procured  for  which  I  beg  you  will  give  him  an  order. 

The  terms  of  the  Boat  Builders  who  remained  here  under  Mr. 
King,  are  expired,  and  they  are  going  down  the  Country — But  as 
the  work  is  not  yet  compleatod  and  it  may  be  necessary  to  Build  a 
Gondola — I  should  be  happy  if  Mr.  King  would  be  ordered  Back  to 
this  place  with  six  or  seven  good  workmen  of  his  choosing.

Dctir  Sir 

I  am  much  obliged  for  your  favor  of  the  24th  last  :\ronth.  The 
inclosurcs  I  have  delivered  over  to  Che  proper  p^i.-ons. 

Your  Company  is  much  wished  for  here,  in  uuuc  would  be  more 
happy  to  sec  yuu  than  myself. 
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I  have  applied  some  time  pr.st  for  leave  to  make  an  expedition 
against  Detroit,  but  fear  it  will  again  be  put  off  until  the  season  is 
too  far  advanced,  for,  although  the  operations  ought  not  to  termi- 
nate before  the  commencement  of  Winter,  yet  ought  to  be  begaa 
early  in  the  Fall,  &  I  must  inform  you,  that  by  a  late  letter  I  rec'd 
from  Mr.  Archibald  Steele,  it  appears  that  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
provisions  is  not  yet  purchased,  that  he  knows  of,  for  such  an  un- 
dertaking, it  why  do  you  conceive  that  500  men  are  now  equal  to 
the  task  of  carrying  that  place,  which  is  rendered  much  stronger 
by  uieii  and  works  than  it  was  two  years  ago,  when  ISOO  men  were 
thought  necessary.  I  conceive  it  to  be  next  to  an  impossibility  to 
carry  on  a  secret  expedition  against  that  place,  whilst  the  English 
Lave  goods  to  engage  the  Indians  in  their  interest,  and  we  have  no- 
thing but  words. 

I  am  very  8orry  that  the  Seine  I  have  so  long  wanted  for  the 
benefit  of  the  public  is  not  yet  arrived  as  far  as  Carlisle,  it  is  possible 
it  will  arrive  after  tho  season  for  using  it  is  over. 

My  Cuffec,  Tea  and  Sugar,  is  nearly  expended,  and  there  is  none 
to  be  purchased  here  except  at  a  trible  price,  if  therefore  this  should 
reach  you  whilst  you  continue  in  the  purchasing  Department,  you 
will  greatly  oblige  me  by  purchasing  a  ]3arrel  of  Coffe,  another  of 
Sugar  and  threw  pounds  of  Green  Tea,  besides  a  few  pounds  of  loaf 
sugar  for  n.y  table. 

I  herewith  send  to  the  Board  of  War  an  account  of  my  late  expe- 
dition, and  copies  of  Talks  between  me  and  the  Savages,  which  you 
will  doubtless  bo  made  acquainted  with,

I  am  just  favored  with  your  letter  of  the  21th  last  month,  by  ex- 
press.

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I  am  really  sorrj  to  hear  from  ydu  that  so  small  a  quantity  of 
flour  is  ready  fur  trau:^portation,  &  that  even  that  is  of  a  had  quality. 
I  hope  you  have  giveu  ibe  purchasing  Cnmmiss^iry  notice,  and 
that  he  will  make  thu  {iropor  purchases;  and  I  desire  you  will  pre- 
vail on  some  Gentleman  of  skill  to  examine  the  flour,  and  prevent 
an  unnecessary  expense  in  the  transportatiun  of  such  part  as  they 
may  deem  unwholesome. 

It  is  uncertain  whether  I  shall  have  leave  to  make  another  expe- 
dition, I  can  only  say  that  if  I  do  not,  it  will  not  be  owing  to  the 
want  of  a  moit  anxious  inclination  on  my  part.  But  lest  i  should 
obtain  the  leave  I  have  frequently  requej-ttd,  at  the  time  you  meu- 
tion,  you  ought  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  your  department  here,  that 
the  exi>editiua  may  not  be  d  dayed  one  hour  on  your  account.  I  am 
ot  a  loss  what  instructions  to  give  you,  until  1  am  particularly  in- 
formed how  you  have  hitherto  been  employed,  &  what  the  Quarter 
Master  Gen'l  expected  you  to  do. 

What  is  come  of  the  tents  sent  from  Philad'a  for  this  depart- 
ment, I  cannot  learn,  &  the  Tents  of  last  year  are  wasted  or  w^rn 
out  in  the  S'.-rvice,  so  that  the  Troops  will  suffer  greatly  for  want  of 
them.  If  they  are  at  Old  Town,  or  any  where  upon  the  communi- 
cation, they  must  be  immediately  sent  on. 

As  I  had  before  understood  that  you  had  a  great  may  Pack  Horses 
employed,  I  ordered  your  assistant  here  to  put  out  into  good  range 
two  hundred  of  the  oldest  and  most  worn  down  to  recover  their  flesh, 
and  I  think  as  the  transportation  seems  nearly  over  you  had  better 
send  a  number  more  to  recover  flesh,  where  they  will  he  at  little  or 
no  expence,  and  will  soon  be  tit  for  service  or  sale  as  shall  appear  to 
be  most  conducive  to  the  public  interest,  the  waste  farms  in  this 
neighborhood  afl'ord  a  great  quantity  of  good  pasture  and  the  woods 
excellent  Pea-vine. 

I  am  glad  to  hear  the  saddles  and  furniture  is  procured,  but  I  can 
give  no  orders  for  the  purchase  of  horses  until  I  hear  from  the  Board 
of  War.  I  am  in  great  want  of  some  good  scaling  wax  and  letter 
paper  wdiich,  if  possible  try  to  procure. 

Mr.  Vanleer  wrote  to  me  some  time  ago  respecting  some  ill-natured 
aspersions  against  him — I  hope  he  has  not  deserved  them,  as  no 
regular  complaints  have  been  lodged  against  him  before  me.  But  it 
is  high  time  for  him  to  return,  Mr    Bradford  being  very  ill. 

One  of  my  horses  is  aim. 1st  blind,  and  if  you  can  make  a  rea- 
sonable purchase  of  a  horse  that  will  suit  me,  I  shall  be  much 
obliged  to  you. 

You  must  endeavor  to  engage  the  Pack  horse  drivers  belonging 
to  the  public,  fur  a  longer  time,  and  more  of  them  is  necessary.

As  great  quantities  of  military  stores  have  been  lost  annually  in 
this  district,  as  well  for  want  of  a  careful  Conductor  as  proper  maga- 
lines,  I  have  tak(^n  all  possible  care  to  remedy  the  evil. 

Captain  Tbum.is  Fariol,  who  was  honored  by  Congress  with  a  re- 
commendation for  employment  in  this  Department,  (having  no 
command  at  present)  a  deputy  Conimissary  of  Military  stores,  until 
their  pleasure  is  signified.  And  as  he  is  proved  to  be  an  excellent 
Or&cer  upon  every  occasion,  I  should  be  quite  happy  to  see  Lis  ap- 
pointment confirmed. 

On  the  21st  of  last  Month  a  child  of  -ten  years  of  age  was  Idlled 
and  a  girl  of  seventeen  taken  prisoner,  about  the  Forks  of  Cheat 
River,  and  I  am  informed  that  the  Senecas  who  live  on  the  Miami, 
the  Wyandots  of  upper  Sandusky  and  the  Shawnese,  have  lately 
been  very  hostile  against  the  new  settlements  on  Kentueke,  and  at 
Falls  of  the  Ohio. 

It  would  have  given  mc  the  greatest  pleasure  to  have  marched 
a;rainst  their  Towns,  and  I  could  have  had  \'oluuteers  enough  to 
have  assisted  the  few  Regulars  remaining  here,  but  I  am  not  at 
liberty  to  do  it.

Dear  Sir, 

As  Captain  Irwin  has  lately  (upon  a  supposition  that  he  was  to 
receive  ordera  from  Col.  Lochry,)  disobeyed  my  orders,  it  is  become 
necessary  for  me  to  be  iuforined  ou  what  terms  the  companies 
under  him  and  Captain  Cam  bio  are  raised.  They  have  hitherto 
been  subsisted  out  of  the  public  .^luguziues  of  provision  laid  iu  by 
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the  Commissary  of  the  Western  Department,  it  therefore  I  took  it 
for  crantcd  they  were  to  be  under  my  command,  and  issued  my 
orders  to  them  accordingly.  I  shall  be  happy  to  receive  information 
from  you  respecting  these  Troops.  They  arc  quite  destitute  of  Blm- 
kets,  and  unless  they  can  be  supplied  before  the  micidle  of  next  month, 
I  presume  they  had  better  be  discharged.  The  Mingoes  and  Muu- 
cies  being  entirely  routed,  &  I  am  under  expectation  to  make  an 
excursion  against  some  of  the  hostile  tribes  of  the  Western  nation^, 
or  an  expedition  against  Detroit,  apprehend  the  frontier  of  our  State 
Y.'ill  enjoy  a  perft^ct  traniiaility. 

On  the  21st  of  last  month  a  little  girl  was  killed  and  another  of 
about  seventeen  years  of  age  taken  prisoner  by  a  party  of  Indians 
about  the  Forks  of  Cheat  River,  and  I  am  informed  the  Western 
Mingoes,  the  Wiandots  of  upper  Sandusky,  and  the  Shawnees,  have 
lately  been  very  hostile  against  the  new  settlements  of  Keutucke  and 
the  Falls  of  Ohio.  I  had  a  favorable  opportunity  of  destroying 
some  or  all  of  their  Towns,  but  was  not  at  liberty  to  embrace  it.  I 
am  much  at  loss  for  want  of  the  Regulations  and  arrangement  of 
the  Army,  and  our  particular  line,  and  I  am  told  it  will  take  all  n  y 
pay  to  purchase  them,  but  I  hope  Congre.-s  will,  at  the  public  ex- 
pense, furnish  the  laws  that  are  to  govern  us. 

I  shall  be  happy  to  hear  from  you  the  first  opportunity.

I  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  yoa  that  I  am  now  in  possession  c 
a  sutficient  quantity  of  provisions  to  subsist  a  thousand  men  f  f 
three  months. 

A  party  of  Indians  have  lately  d.  nc  some  mischief  on  the  f""k' 
of  Cheat  River,  and  1  am  iuformeJ  the  Westtru  .Miugoea,  the  ^^ )'- 
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endows  of  Upper  Sainluskj,  and  the  Shavranese,  have  lately  been 
very  hostile  against  the  new  settlement  on  Kentucke,  and  at  the 
fall  of  Ohio.  It  would  have  afforded  me  great  pleasure  to  have 
destroyed  those  Indian  settleinents,  which  v/aa  quite  practicable,  but 
I  considered  your  instructions,  which  direct  me  to  act  on  the  de- 
fensive only,  until  further  orders.  Should  you  decline  ordering  an 
expedition  against  Detroit,  I  can  have  almost  any  number  of  Volun- 
teers to  go  against  the  Indinn  town?,  especially  from  Virginia. 

I  take  the  liberty  to  enclose  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  a  gene- 
ral Court  Martial,  on  the  trial  of  Adj't  Gordon,  No.  1,  and  a  return 
of  the  troops  iu  this  district,  No.  2.  The  reasons  assigned  by  the 
General  Court  Martial  appear  to  me  inconsistent,  but  your  Excel- 
lency's directions  will  be  clear. 

I  have  informed  your  Excellency  that  Capt.  Heath's  independent 
Company  were  a  very  useless  and  expensive  Corps,  and  lately  I 
received  a  letter  from  Lt.  Governor  Page  of  the  State  of  Virginia, 
wherein  he  takes  upon  .himself  to  authorize  and  empower  me  to  join 
the  late  Capt.  O'barra's  Company  to  Capt.  Heath's.  But  as  I  did 
not  consider  myself  under  any  obligation  to  receive  any  instructions 
from  him  relative  to  the  disposal  of  the  regular  Troops,  I  have 
annexed  the  few  men  of  Capt.  O'harra's  Company,  to  the  9th  Virginia 
Eeg't,  and  those  of  Capt.  xMorehead's  to  the  Sth  P.  Reg't  wliere  they 
wish  to  be,  and  will  prove  useful  until  your  pleasure  is  known.

Pear  Gen'l, 

^  I  was  honored  with  yonr  letter  dated  at  Catharine  Town,  by 
Express,  a  few  days  after  I  returned  from  the  expedition  against  the 
Seneca  &  Muncy  towns  on  the  Alleghany  River. 

I  had  only  six  hundred  &  five  Rank  it  File,  including  volunteers 
^  Militia;  with  those  I  nnrched  to  the  upper  town  on  the  River, 
called  the  Yahrungwago,  I  met  with  no  opposition  from  the  enemy 
after  killing  six  or  seven.  &;  wounding  a  number  out  of  a  party 
of  v.-;;rriors  consistiu;,'  of  Forty,  that  wore  coming  against  the  settlo- 
Eaents — thid  was  done  in  a  few  minutes  by  the  advanced  Guard — 
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composed  of  fifteen  Light  Infantry  Sc  eiglit  Delaware  Indians,  witliout 
any  loss  on  our  side,  except  three  lucn  ver}'  slightly  wounded — we 
destroyed  in  the  whole,  one  hundred  &  sixty-five  Cabins,  loO  of 
which  were  deserted  on  the  approach  of  the  troops;  tt  the  most  of 
them  were  new  &  large  enough  for  accommodation  of  three  or  four 
Indian  families.  The  far  greater  part  of  their  corn  was  likewise  in 
new  Ground,  and  the  j)reparations  for  Building  other  Cabbins 
indicated  an  inclination  in  the  savages  to  collect  to  this  settlement 
in  great  force.  Yahrungwago  is  about  forty  miles  on  this  side 
Jcuesico,  whore  I  should  have  gone  had  I  not  been  disappointed  in 
getting  a  suflicieut  number  of  shoes  for  my  men. 

I  congratulate  you  on  your  success  against  the  Indians  and  the 
Diore  savage  tories,  t^'  am  quite  happy  in  the  reflection  that  our 
efforts  promise  a  lasting  tranquility  to  the  Frontiers  we  have  covered. 
Something  still  remains  to  be  done  to  the  westward,  which  I  ex|.ect 
leave  to  execute,  ifc  then  I  conceive  the  wolves  of  the  forest  will  have 
suflicieut  cause  to  howl  as  they  will  be  quite  destitute  of  food.  I 
shall  be  happy  to  hear  from  you  by  the  first  conveyance,  &  have

I  was  honored  with  your  favor  of  tlic  7th  of  Aug't  last,  by  Afajor 
Tayhir,  on  my  return  from  the  Indian  Country,  and  have  not  had  an 
opportunity  until  now. 

Previous  to  the  receipt  of  your  Letter  I  had  annexed  late  Capt. 
O'harra's  Company  to  tlie  9th  Virg.  Keg.  And  Capt.  Heths  was  much 
averse  to  their  being  joined  to  his  company. — Capt.  O'harra's  Com- 
pany never  was  halt"  filled,  nor  did  it  ever  answer  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  raised  at  first,  but  was  employed  in  trading  down  the 
Obio  and  Mississippi  luvers,  at  the  expense  of  the  United  States. 
Capt.  Heth's  Company  is  by  no  means  disciplined,  and  if  it  is  to 
remain  in  Garrison  at  Fort  Pitt  under  his  immediate  command;  I 
apprehend  it  will  never  be  of  much  service  although  it  is  found  to 
be  very  expensive,  besides,  Circumstances  are  now  so  much  altered 
on  the  frontier,  that  if,  as  I  expect,  I  shall  be  at  liberty  to  make 
another  excursion  into  the  Indian  Country  or  an  Expedition  against 
Detroit,  there  will  be  little  or  no  Occasion  for  Troops  to  be  stationed 
at  Fort  Pitt,  it  consequently  Capt.  Heth's  Compiiny  will  either  be  an- 
nexed to  one  of  the  larger  C'Tps  of  the  State  of  Virginia  or  Discharged. 
I  know  not  how  far  your  Honor  may  be  authorized  to  give  directions 
respecting  the  Continental  Troops  in  this  Department,  but  you  may 
rely  that  I  shall,  as  I  conceive  my  duty,  employ  them  in  the  best 
niuuner  for  the  protection  of  the  Western  frontier,  of  which  1  have 
the  Vanity  to  believe  I  am  this  time  a  tolerable  good  Judge.

I  am  favored  with  yoiiTS  of  this  date.  I  cannot  conceive  that 
there  is  the  least  difficulty  in  the  way  of  coujpliance  to  my  orders, 
the  will  only  a[ipears  to  be  wanting.  1  do  not  recollect  the  private 
conver-iatiou  you  mention,  but  as  1  was  always  disposed  to  oblige  you 
it  is  pmbable  I  did  not  intend  the  orders  should  prevent  your  being 
supplied  with  a  proper  quantity  of  forage  when  it  could  be  drawn 
without  injury  to  the  service,  but  1  hope  you  will  not  undertake  to 
assert  that  it  vras  to  be  drawn  without  a  special  order  from  me.  I 
believe  you  cannot  with  [iropricty  suppose  that  the  I'rovisions  and 
Quarter  xMaster  stores  which  you  was  empowered  to  order  extended 
to  Forage. 

I  am  heartily  sorry  that  you  should  be  of  opinion  that  you  are  not 
at  liberty  to  comply  with  my  desire  to  have  Mr.  Johns(;n  released 
on  a  supposition  th.it  it  would  hurt  his  feelings  if  he  was  innocent. 
This,  after  what  I  mentioned  to  you  in  my  answer  of  this  day,  seems 
to  indicate  a  doubt  of  his  acting  in  conformity  to  my  orders  and  ob- 
liquely to  charge  me  with  asserting  a  falsehood.  It  always  creates 
in  my  brca>t  a  great  share  of  uneasiness  when  I  find  a  gentleman 
with  whom  I  have  contracted  an  intimacy  under  pretentions  of  friend- 
ship, aiming  to  destroy  my  peace  of  mind.  But  more  particularly 
where  an  oOicer  travails  so  far  out  of  the  line  of  his  duty  as  to  di.s- 
obey  my  orders.  When  I  consider  that  heat  might  have  occasioned 
you  to  do  what  on  cooler  reflection  you  would  disapprove,  I  would 
wi>h  you  still  to  weigh  coolly  what  has  passed  between  us  respecting 
Mr.  Johnson,  and  give  me  your  sentiments,  which  will  in  a  great 
measure  determine  mc  what  steps  to  take.

I  have  just  been  favored  with  yours  of  this  date  with   the  en- 
closures. 
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Col.  Lochry  informed  mo  you  was  stationed  at  Fort  Hand  and  I 
understood  your  whole  Cuiiipany  was  there,  wherefore  about  the  ord 
day  after  the  date  of  my  Instructions  to  you  I  sent  a  quantity  of  salt 
pork  to  Fort  Crawford  and  ordered  another  quantity  to  Fort  Arra- 
strong,  but  as  you  was  not  yet  arrived  at  your  post,  the  whole  of  the 
pork  was  taken  to  Fort  Armstrong.  I  herewith  scud  you  a  small 
supply  of  jjrovisions,  and  desire  you  will  appoint  a  very  careful  per- 
son to  issue  it,  and  lest  you  should  want  a  supply  and  make  applica- 
tion to  the  Commissary  here — you  are  directed  to  have  your  flour  and 
salt  brought  from  the  issuing  Commissary  at  Fort  Armstrong. 

If  it  should  be  necessary  to  keep  up  these  two  Garrisons,  I  shall 
order  some  Cattle  to  be  slaughtered  and  laid  in  there  for  the  Troops 
commanded  by  you  and  Capt.  Irwin. 

I  wish  it  was  in  my  power  to  supply  your  men  with  blankets  and 
shoes,  I  have  wrote  to  the  Presid't  and  Council  for  them,  which  I 
expect  will  be  forwarded,  &  if  I  have  been  made  acquainted  with  the 
terms  on  which  they  are  engaged  perhaps  I  C'^uld  now  furnij^h  some 
shoes,  but  neither  the  Council  or  Board  of  ^\'ar  have  yet  informed 
me  a  word  about  them. 

As  to  the  Military  and  Q.  M.  Stores,  it  will  be  necessary  for  you 
to  come  ami  pass  your  Keceipt  for  them,  which  I  desire  you  will  do 
immediately,  and  bring  a  party  from  your  Garrison  to  escort  them 
to  your  post,  and  the  prisoners  could  be  marched  down  to  this  place 
under  Guard  of  the  party. 

When  you  come  to  Head  Q'r's  I  will  consider  the  propriety  of 
building  Barracks  for  your  Comp'y.

You  will  see 
by  the  late  extracts  of  Gen' 1  Orders  which  have  been  copied  and 
transmitted  to  you  that  the  armourers  are  under  the  direction  of  the 
conductor  and  may  not  be  otherwise  employed  than  as  mentioned  in 
the  Regulation.  1  fear  (Koonty)  who  is  very  ingenious  at  repairing 
and  cleaning  arms  has  not  been  so  closely  kept  to  it  as  he  ought  to 
have  been,

Dear  General, 

lam  honored  with  yours  of  the  29th  of  last  mouth. — Mr.  Steel's 
conduct  is  to  nie  very  unaccounr.ablo,  &.  tho'  I  have  wrote  to  him 
immediately  to  come  to  this  place,  I  have  not  yet  seen  bis  face.  His 
excuse  i.s  that  he  cannot  get  money  to  answer  the  demands  on  the 
Quarter  Master's  Dt'partnii.nt  ut  this  place — I  am  convinced  that  a 
plentiful  aupply  of  Stores  were  ordered  to  this  Department,  but  I 


f 
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never  was  nm^e  acquainted  \vith  it  till  lately,  and  tlverefore  could 
not  with  propriety  give  j\fr.  Steel  any  orders  until  lie  wrote  me  he 
be  bad  no  instructions. — Mr.  Steel  is  both  Quarter  Master  and  Com- 
missary of  Forage  if  not  of  bides  for  this  department.  \Ye  have  no 
forage  nor  mon^y  to  purchase  it,  and  if  we  purchase  upon  credit  we 
must  pay  nearly  double  to  cash  price.  The  horses  purchased  for 
Gn'l  Sullivan's  expedition,  were  worn  out  or  of  but  little  service  bo- 
fore  they  came  to  this  District,  and  unless  I  sell  them  (which  I  think 
is  the  best  I  can  do  for  the  public)  they  will  perish  for  want  of  Forage, 
&  if  I  feed  them  through  the  winter  they  will  eat  more  than  they 
are  worth,  for  they  are  old  and  poor  horses. 

I  have  mentioned  that  we  are  without  money,  and  yet  I  am  in- 
formed that  Mr.  Steele,  Assist.  Forage  Master,  and  some  of  hid 
A^•si^■t.  Quarter  Master^,  have  realized  a  great  sum  of  money,  which 
from  their  former  indigence,  to  be  public.  But  as  I  am  not  in 
possession  of  the  voucliers  to  call  them  to  an  account,  their 
accounts  must  be  settled  elsewhere,  unless  positive  proof  is  produced 
of  an  embezzlement  or  misapplication  of  the  monies  drawn  by  Mr. 
Steel. 

Not  a  single  Tent  has  arrived  yet  for  the  Troops  in  this  District, 
and  I  am  at  a  loss  to  determine  where  the  fault  lies,  many  excuses 
have  been  urged,  hut  from  Col.  Davis'  activity,  I  am  inclined  to 
think  it  lays  not  with  him. 

I  have  the  vanity  to  believe  that  less  stores  have  been  wasted  in 
this  district  during  ray  Command  than  has  been  known,  but  time 
will  unfold  who  has  been  the  greatest  economist.  Mr.  Steel  appears 
to  me  to  be  wanting  in  Judgment  to  conduct  the  JJusiness  of  this 
Department,  but  Charity  iucliucs  mc  to  believe  him  honest  until  the 
contrary  appears. 

I  aru  happy  to  hear  that  Genl.  Sullivan  has  been  successful,  and 
hope  the  report  from  ]3ostou  may  prove  true.  But  above  all  things 
I  wish  to  hear  that  our  own  army  have  driven  the  British  Caitiffs 
out  of  our  Country. 

I  am  prepared  for  a  cold  expedition,  &,  am  only  waiting  his  Excel- 
lencies concurrence.

Siuce  I  did  myself  the  honor  to  address  you  \>y  a  former  letter 
Eoiiie  of  the  Inhabitants  from  Youghagenia  and  Ohio  CouutifS  have 
been  hardy  enough  to  cro-ss  the  Ohio  Kiver  and  make  small  improve- 
ments on  the.  Indian  lands  from  the  River  ]Mu>-kinggum  to  Fort^Mc- 
Intosh  and  thirty  miles  up  some  of  the  Branches  of  the  Ohio  River. 
As  Foon  as  I  received  information  of  the  trespass  1  Detached  a  party 
of  Sixty  men  under  Command  of  Capt.  Clarke,  to  apprehend  the 
Trt-spa.-sers  and  destroy  their  huts,  which  they  have  in  a  great  mca- 
j:ure  efiected,  and  likewise  dispatched  a  runner  to  the  Chiefs  of  the 
Ikdawares  at  Cooshocking  to  prevent  their  attacking  the  innocent 
Inhabitants,  but  as  ye^  have  received  no  answer  from  them.  Capt. 
Clarke  inform?  ^'le  that  the  Trespassers  had  returned  and  that  the 
trespass  cpj.eared  to  have  been  coimu^'tcd  upwards  of  a  month  ago. 

It  is  hard  to  determine  vrbat  cllect  this  imprudent  conduct  m:iy 
have  on  the  minds  of  che  Delaware  Chiefs  and  Warriors,  but  I  hopo 
a  favorable  answer  to  the  speech  I  sent  them.  I  presume  a  line  from 
your  Excellency  to  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Virg'a  will  tend  to 
prevent  a  future  trespass  and  the  murder  of  many  innocent  families 
on  this  frontier.

Dear  Gen'l, 

Immediately  aftrr  I  had  closed  my  Inst  (of  thr-  Otli  of  this  Instant.) 
I  rcc'd  a  letter  from  Cid.  Shepherd  Lieut,  of  Ohio  County,  inform- 
ing me  that  a  certain  Decker,  Cox  A:  C<^mp"y  with  others  had  cros.-ed 
the  Ohio  River,  and  committed  tresp::.v<cs  on.  the  Indians'  lands 
wherefore  I  ordered  sixty  Rank  and  File  to  be  cipiipped,  A:  ('apt. 
Clarke  of  the  Sth  Pen'  Itcy't  proceeded  with  this  party  to  Wheeling, 
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with  orders  to  cross  the  River  at  that  part,  Sc  to  apprehend  soir.c  of 
the  principal  Trespassers  and  destroy  the  llutts — ile  returned  with- 
out finding  any  of  the  'J're-passers,  but  destroyed  some  Ilutfs.  He 
writes  me  the  inhabitants  have  made  small  improvements  all  the  way 
from  the  Muskingum  lliver  to  Fort  Mcintosh  A:  tliirty  miles  up  some 
of 'the  Branches.  I  sent  a  runner  to  the  Delaware  Council  at 
Coochoching  to  inform  them  of  the  trespass,  &  assure  them  it  was 
committed  by  some  foolish  people,  &  requested  them  to  rely  on  my 
doing  them  justice  &  punishing  the  offenders,  but  as  yet  have  not 
received  an  answer. 

I  have  not  yet  sent  men  to  build  the  Block-houses  at  Coochocking. 
I  told  the  Indians  I  would  send  two  or  throe  hundred  men  to  do  that 
work.  But  I  apprehend  six  or  seven  hundred  will  not  be  too  many, 
because  it  is  very  uncertain  what  part  the  Wyandotts  will  take  or 
what  influence  the  trespass  will  have  on  the  minds  of  the  iJelawares. 

It  is  reported  that  Col.  Clark  is  reinforced  with  some  men  from 
Virg'a,and  that  he  is  gone  against  Detroit,  pnd  that  500  Indians  are 
assembling  at  Chilohocki  Town  on  the  Miami  River,  but  both  reports 
want  contirmation. 

"When  the  Troops  here  go  into  Winter  Quarters  I  shall  be  much 
obliged  to  your  Excellency  for  leave  to  wait  on  you.

Head  Quarters,  Pittsburgh,  Oct.  29th,  1779. 
Dear  Sir, 

I  have  rec'd  your  favor  of  the  2'2d  inst. 

I  cannot  CAuct-ive  how  the  Inhabitants  of  Yirg'a  (or  those  who  by 
their  respective  association.s  have  acknowledc!;ed  themselves  Citizens 
of  that  State)  can  avail  themselves  of  a  dispute  of  Jurisdiction  until 
the  line  between  that  State  and  Pennsylvania  is  actually  run,  and  the 
Legislatures  of  both  States  have  passed  laws  to  establish  their 
respective  Boundaries  and  Jurisdictions.  I  am  much  distressed  to 
bear  of  the  cruelties  exercised  on  the  Inhabitants  of  your  County, 
and  I  think  it  strange  tliat  you  have  not  thought  it  necessary  to 
give  me  timely  notice  of  the  depredations  you   mention. 

There  is  already  a  considerable  scout  between  Wheeling  and  Fish 
Creek,  and  I  shall  .send  another  ranging  Company  to  endeavour  to 
intercept  those  small  parties  of  Indians  which  disturb  tlie  peace  of 
your  County.  But  all  the  men  under  my  command  cannot  protect 
your  Frontier  on  a  defensive  plan,  and  therefore  I  have  determined 
to  carry  on  some  military  operations  against  those  Caitiffs  in  their 
own  country  as  poon  as  I  obtain  leave  for  that  purpose  from  the 
Commander  in  Chief,  and  I  must  request  you  will  not  suffer  the 
Militia  to  avail  themselves  of  trifling  excuses  that  may  tend  to  de- 
prive them  of  future  protection  or  prevent  their  future  tranquility 
from  being  finally  cstubliihed.  With  due  regard,

I  have  received  your'lctter  of  the  2nd  Inst.,  &  much  approve  your 
Eendiug  scouts  up  &  down  the  Pviver  in  the  mariner  you  rtjention, 
vhioh  practice  ought  to  be  invariably  pursued  as  too  much  vigi- 
lence  and  precaution  cannot  be  made  u?e  of  to  cover  the  Frontier 
and  prevent  a  surprize.  I  make  no  doubt  but  your  men  sufi'er  through 
want  of  Blankets,  nor  have  I  heard  of  any  on  the  v/ay  for  them. 

You  had  b  -tter  not  build  any  Barracks  at  your  Station  as  yet,  it 
being  uncertain  whether  your  continuance  there  will  be  so  long  as  to 
render  it  neces=;ary,  but  a  few  days  vrill  determine.  In  the  mean 
time  I  send  you  two  keggs  of  "Whiskey  and  20  Lb.  of  Soap,  which 
you  are  to  issue  to  your  men  sparingly,  and  only  at  such  times  as 
they  appear  really  to  stand  in  need  of  it. 

As  soon  as  pos-iblc  you  will  send  down  to  this  place  a  small  party 
to  drive  some  li\e  cattle  for  the  use  of  your  Garrison.

Board  and  am 
always  contented  with  a  reasonable  quantity  of  Clothing,  but  I  hope 
it  will  be  admitted  that  Troops  which  are  constantly  employed  in 
ran-ing  thro'  the  woods  require  a  larger  supply  of  some  articles  than 
Buch  as  are  employed  in  an  open  country.  ■  -,      c 

The  arrival  of  a  pay  master  with  money  has  raised  the  spirits  of 
the  Troops,  but  as  there  are  many  old  demands  from  the  Militia  &

^Thave  rec'd  your  favor  of  the  the  20th  of  last  month,  &  am  sorry 
to  find  that  you  was  not  immediately  acquainted  with  my  letter  and 
the  enclosures  to  the  lioard  of  War.  They  having  informed  me  tha 
on  another  occasion  they  had  showed  you  my  letters;  I  conceived 
thev  would  not  have  failed  to  show  you  an  account  of  an  expedition 
wherein  for  the  sake  of  the  Citizens  of  the  State  in  which  you  preside 
you  was  much  interested.  Could  I  have  foreseen  that  you  would 
not  have  been  made  immeJiardy  acquainted  with  the  contents,  1 
assure  you,  that  hurried  and  perplexed  as  I  was  at  the  ^'"^^ />f  ^1  '"S 
that  letter,  1  should  have  detained  tbe  Bearer  until  I  should  have 
done  myself  the  honor  to  write  you  every  prticular. 

You  seem  to  think  it  next  to  an  impossibility  for  tne  to  be  iLfio- 
rant  where  to  apply  for  promotion  or  make  returiis  of  my  oincer., 
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jwrliaps  it  would  surprise  you  more  to  tell  you,  that  except  what  lit- 
tle informatiou  1  have  rcc'd  from  you,  that  until  a  f<jw  days  a^o  I 
was  totally  ifrnoruiU  of  w't  was  done  io  the  interior  part  of  the 
C^omitry,  which  is  an  undoubted  fact,  and  how  shall  I  be  governed 
by  liules  and  llegularions  I  am  a  stranger  to.  Neither  the  Legisla- 
ture of  the  State,  the  Congress,  or  the  Board  of  War,  have  thought 
it  necessary  to  send  rae  even  a  newspaper,  altho'  they  knew  that  I 
command  in  a  distant  and  separate  District. 

This  neglect  with  orders  to  act  on  the  defensive  only  (except  on 
the  late  expedition),  which  are  again  obligatory — the  trouble  given 
nie  by  the  Savages,  the  constant  complaints  of  the  distresses  of  the 
different  Corps  without  the  means  of  alleviation,  and  the  want  of 
money  in  every  Department,  are  motives  sufficient  to  render  my 
situation  di.='tre?sinj:,  and  when  I  mentioned  this  matter  I  did  not 
couiplaiu  of  the  neglect  of  my  own  liegt.  in  particular,  nor  did  I 
mean  to  charge  the  Legislative  Body  of  the  State  with  any  inatten- 
tion to  its  wants,  and  that  T.  suppose  will  convince  you  that  you  have 
been  warm  without  a  cause.  But  I  can  make  great  allowances  on 
account  of  the  presf^ut  state  of  our  affairs,  and  the  roany  perplexities 
and  agitations  of  your  mind  upon  that  account,  and  I  must  beg  you 
to  have  Charily  for  me  whilst  I  continue  in  similar  circumstances. 

I  do  not  know  that  I  have  ever  said  positively  or  impliedly  that '-pro- 
motion is  in  all  cases  a  matter  of  right,"  &  I  admit  the  argument  that 
the  Officers  ought  to  be  proportioned  to  the  men  in  a  Regiment,  cV  that 
is  another  reason  why  my  further  service  might  be  dispensed  with,  my 
Reg't  being  at  present  very  small  as  you  will  see  by  the  inclosed 
return — ]>ut  give  me  leave  to  assure  you  upon  my  honor,  that  so 
long  as  my  services  are  agreeable  to  my  country,  k  I  do  not  put  it 
to  an  unnecessary  expense,  I  shall  not  entertain  a  wish  to  quit  its 
service,  neither  do  I  wish  that  Oflicers  should  be  multiplied  in  my 
Reg't,  nor  even  the  full  quota  commissioned,  except  with  a  view  to 
recruit  it  durinf?  the  ensuing  Winter.  The  liberality  of  the  State  in 
Its  present  circumstances  1  have  confest  &,  been  thankful  for  in 
a  former  letter,  &.  now  repeat  it  with  a  grateful  sense,  iJc  I  flatter  my- 
self that  my  economy  will  be  equal  to  the  most  of  Officers  in  the 
array. 

I  have  frequently  mentioned  to  your  Excellency  Capt.  Jno.  Fin- 
ley  of  my  Regt.  I  have  not  officially  rec'd  any  account  of  his  being 
a  supernumerary  Officer,  but  frum  hearsay  and  what  Lt.  Col.  Bayard 
vrrote  me,  wherefore  he  has  hitherto  done  duty  in  the  Regt.,  it  is  my 
^ish  to  have  him  continued  as  well  as  Capr,.  Jos.  Einley,  they  being 
excellent  officers.  I  shall  send  Capt.  Jno.  Finley  on  Command  to 
bring  up  the  Clothing,  and  he  will  have  the  honor  of  waiting  on  you 
with  a  future  kttcr.

Dear  Sir, 

I  have  your  favor  of  the  7th  Instant. 

I  was  honored  with  a  packet  from  his  Excellency  Gen'l  Washing- 
ton juit  before  I  received  ynur  letter,  and  the  first  contents  being  of 
great  public  Concern  &  requiring  an  immediate  answer,  my  mind  on 
that  account  was  so  much  employed  that  I  had  not  leisure  to  answer 
yours  until  this  usual  hour  of  leisure,  viz.,  10  o'clock  at  night. 

1  have  attended  to  the  several  matters  you  have  represented  ;  the 
Armourer  who  lately  came  from  your  post,  I  have  ordered  immedi- 
ately to  return  with  his  tools,  kc. 

The  Masons  of  your  Pve^'t  will  be  sent  down  as  soon  as  the 
Bridge  and  Fort  wall  arc  finished,  but  all  the  ^lasons  we  have  wiil 
not  |Trevent  vour  l^arracks  or  rather  Chimnies  from  smoking  until 
the  Fort  is  o'therwise  Constructed.  I  still  hope  that  after  some  wot 
weather  the  shingles  will  swell  and  tighten  the  roof— I  am  glad  you 
favored  the  request  of  Mr.  Eels,  he  is  one  of  my  warriors,  and  pro- 
mised to  hunt  for  me,  but  whether  ho  intends  that  or  hunting  f  >r 
himself  a  few  days  will  discover.  I  expect  you  will  be  honored  with 
the  Delaware  Delegates  Company  in  a  few  days,  &  have  the  trouble 
of  their  attendant^.  I  had  determined  n4t  to  be  at  any  public  ex- 
pense in  future,  hut  Circumstances  are  altered,  and  1  have  a  favorite 
scheme  to  prcsjcute,  therefore  for  the  present  it  is  right  to  give  thiin 
a  small  matter  to  nourish  them,  but  as  they  have  informed  me  tL:/- 
they  mean  to  visit  me  here  you  will  do  well  to  gel  quit  of  them  us 
Booii  as  possille,  telling  them  that  1  am  in  haste  to  see  them  at  tL.:i 
pluce. 
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But  InJianswbo  do  not  come  express  or  otherwise  on  public  Busi- 
ness (my  warriors  only  excepted)  raust  pay  a  reasonable  price  in  skins 
or  uieat  for  what  is  iurnished  them,  and  the  meat  should  be  delivered 
to  the  Comm'y  to  be  issued  in  Rations  to  the  troops  and  the  skins 
ptored  till  further  orders.  I  have  ordered  a  team  of  good  hardy 
horses,  and  as  soon  as  can  be,  some  forage. 

Our  supplies  at  present  are  very  considerable  in  almost  every  view 
except  in  the  article  of  Forage,  and  yet  I  see  a  very  great  necessity 
fur  strict  economy  and  therefore  the  greatest  prudence  must  be  used 
i,i  issues  of  every  kind.  Perhaps  within  six  weeks  you  will  have 
the  pleasure  of  seeing  at  this  place  a  very  considerable  reinforcement 
from  the  main  army^aod  a  fine  train.  The  remainder  of  your  Regt. 
will  be  sent  down  in  a  few  days  and  with  them  a  fresh  supply  of  pro- 
visions. 

Let  me  hear  Captain  Vance's  success  as  soon  as  he  returns, 
endeavour  to  make  yourself  and  the  Troops  at  your  post  as  com- 
fortable  as  possible,  *fc  believe  me  to  be  with  much  regard  and  esteem,

Pittsburgh,  Nov.  10th,  1779. 
Dear  General, 

I  ani  honored  with  your  favor  of  the  18th  ultimo.  The  honora- 
ble notice  you  have  been  pleased  to  take  of  my  little  expedition  fills 
my  mind  with  the  warmest  Gratitude,  and  I  hope  to  merit  your 
future  esteem. 

It  is  some  time  since  I  enclosed  to  the  Honble.  l^oard  of  War  a 
return  of  the  Troops  under  my  Command  &  of  the  articles  of 
Clothing  ncces^sary  for  the  respective  Corps  to  render  them  tolerably 
comfortable  during  the  ensuing  winter. 

The  Troops  have  received  a  sn^-all  supply  of  money,  k  I  expect 
they  will  be  contented  until  more  can  be  procured  from  the  Treasury. 

An  expedition  against  Detroit  will  doubtless  put  us  in  possession  of 
the  Enemies  shipping,  &  of  course  give  us  the  command  of  Lake  Kne. 
Winter  expeditious  are  generally  attended  with  great  loss  of  Horses 
and  Cattle,  except  where  large  magazines  of  Forage  are  laid  in  i\: 
can  be  transported — But  the  British  Garrison  and  shipping  will  be  a 
full  compensation  for  every  loss  of  that  kind,  &;  indeed  every  difficulty 
we  can  meet  in  obtaining  it,  as  it  will  likewise  secure  the  future  trau- 

I  will  endeavour  to  have  everything  in  perfect  readiness,  k  pro- 
cure the  best  intelligence  that  circumstances  will  admit. 

I  believe  a  considerable  number  of  Indians  will  join  me,  but  I 
have  little  expectation  of  supplies  except  from  the  French  settlements 
in  the  vicinity  of  that  post,  ifc  as  the  British  yearly  cause  the  inhabi- 
tants to  thresh  out  their  grain  k  sell  to  them  for  the  purpose  of  till- 
ing their  Magazines,  little  dependance  can  be  placed  on  receiving 
supplies  from  them  ;  ct  the  Indians  on  the  River  St.  Lawrence  su'j- 
eist  chiefly  upon  animal  food.  I  huve  frequently  applied  to  the  BcarJ 
of  War  for  Supplies  k  Trinkets  for  the  Indians  but  fear  it  is  not  in 
their  power  to  procure  them.  T  will  therefore  renew  my  application. 
It  is  with  great  pleasure  I  hear  of  the  destination  of  his  Excellency 
Count  De  E^taing,  &,  I  have  a  happy  presage  that  he  will  have 
the  most  ample  success. 

I  herewitb  remit  a  return  of  the  Cannon  &  military  stores  belor.^:- 
iog  to  these  Garrisons  and  an  estimate  of  the  Cannon  i!i:  military 
stores  necessary  for  the  intended  expedition  to  the  best  of  my  Jl;^o' 
ment. 

My  best  intelliironcc  at  present  is  that  the  Enemy  have  erectcl  a 
very  strong  work  near  to  the  Old  Fort, and  on  the  only  commana!:i- 
eminence  behind  the  Soldier's  Gardens.  That  the  Garrison  cousi-t^ 
of  three  hundred  Regulars  (some  say  more)  and  about  the  same 
number  of  Militia,  some  of  the  latter  Description  it  is  said  will  J"Hi 
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our  Troops  on  their  arrival  in  that  neighborhood.  The  WyanJot.s, 
Tawas,  Chipwas  and  Pootiotaniios  live  iu  the  vicinity  of  Detroit  and 
many  of  them  ore  vrithout  doubt  under  iJritish  influence. 

Jf  the  expedition  cannot  be  prosecuted  before  the  month  of  Feb'y 
it  will  then  be  too  late  on  account  of  the  high  floods  to  which  the 
intennediiite  Country  is  subjected. 

Should  it  prove  impracticable  to  carry  on  the  expedition  against 
Detroit,  the  Troops  under  my  command  with  some  volunteers,  in  my 
opinion,  might  be  advantageously  employed  on  an  expedition  against 
the  Shawanese  on  the  Miami  River,  and  from  thence  against  the 
Enemy's  post  at  the  Natchez  with  very  little  or  no  expense  additional, 
and  return  early  enough  iu  the  Spring  to  march  against  Detroit,  for 
I  apprehend  no  Danger  to  this  frontier  during  the  winter  season  and 
the  Troops  will  bo  healthier  if  continued  in  action  than  in  these  Gar- 
risons. 

A  couple  of  French  Gentlemen  of  g'-iod  address  would  be  very 
serviceable  in  this  District,  &  especially  on  an  expedition. 

I  shall  be  happy  to  hear  from  you  and  receive  further  instructions.

I  iim  favored  with  yours  of  yesterday. 

I  am  glad  to  hear  of  Capt.  Vance's  return,  but  I  sincerely  wish  he 
had  taken  under  guard  some  of  those  fellows  who  by  their  uulicensed 
encroachments  on  the  Indians'  Hunting  Grounds  seem  determined 
to  provoke  new  calamities  to  the  already  much  distressed  Inhabitants 
of  the  Frontier. 

And  as  I  consider  it  a  duty  not  to  be  dispensed  with,  I  desire  you 
will  send  a  party  equal  to  that  under  the  command  of  Captain  Vanoo, 
to  go  in  search  of  those  disturbers  of  the  general  Tranquility,  and 
give  them  orders  to  apprehend  any  white  man  who  may  be  found 
bunting  or  encampud  on  the  Indians'  Lands,  &  to  use  all  possible 
means  for  that  purpose. 

The  party  cannot  render  more  essential  services  to  the  Country 
than  by  apprehending  silly  people  in  order  that  proper  examples  may 
be  made,  and  the  effusion  of  blood  (consequent)  be  prevented. 

Col.  Gibson  will  have  leave  to  go  to  Carlisle,  &  you  will  receive 
license  to  come  &  see  him  before  he  goes.  I  have  authorized  him  to 
give  you  leave  for  an  interview. 

You  will  herewith  receive  a  quantity  of  flour.  The  D.  C.  G.  of 
Issues  was  much  out  in  his  calculation,  for  a  few  days  ago  he  made 
me  an  estimate  of  5000  wt.  at  your  post.     I  am  with  great  regard,

Pittsburgh,  Nov.  i^d,  1779. 

Dear  General, 

The  Delaware  Chiefs  have  paid  me  another  visit,  and  the  Wyan- 
dot Cbiets  are  said  to  be  on  the  road  to  this  place. 

The  Delaware  Chiefs  inform  nie  that  the  Knp:l'sh  at  Detroit  have 
refused  to  supply  the  Wyandots  with  cloathicg  because  they  had  en- 
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tered  into  a  treaty  of  friei'.dsliip  with  us,  they  likewise  say  that  the 
uew  Fort  at  that  [ihice  is  tinished,  and  that  the  walls  are  so  hi;^h  that 
the  tops  of  the  Ijarracks  cau  scarcely  be  seen  froia  the  outside,  but 
they  diiu't  know  whether  there  are  any  Bomb  proofs,  as  they  arc  nut 
permitted  to  g-o  into  the  Fort.  They  think  the  number  of  Soldiers 
does  not  exceed  300  and  some  part  of  that  number  still  remains  in 
the  old  Fort. 

I  take  the  liberty  to  enclose  sundry  speeches  and  my  answers.  If 
DO  provision  is  made  for  these  naked  wretches  they  will  be  compelled 
to  submit  to  the  Enemy  and  to  bo  employed  by  them  or  perish.  All 
my  enquiries  from  Indians  are  oblique  and  such  as  would  induce  a 
belief  that  Niagara  was  the  object,  and  I  shall  endeavour  to  continue 
them  under  the  same  Idea  until  I  leave  Kyahaga,  which  is  nearly  at 
the  centre  between  the  two  Posrs  and  equally  advantageous  for 
making  a  descent  on  cither  of  them. 

The  Delaware  Chiefs  came  to  this  place  with  a  determination  to 
pay  another  visit  to  your  Excelloocy,  but  upon  my  teilinir  them  that 
I  should  shortly  strike  the  War-post  they  immediately  declined  going 
anil  declared  that  they  and  their  best  Warriors  would  join  me. 

I  will  use  every  possible  method  to  obtain  more  perfect  intelligence. 
The  Wyandot  Chiefs  have  met  with  greater  indulgence  from  the 
Enemy  than  the  Delaware?,  and  can  probably  give  me  intelligence 
respecting  the  strength  of  the  enemy's  Works  and  Garrisons. 

Neither  the  Commissary  of  purchases  or  the  Commissary  of 
Forage  have  money,  k  their  credit  is  much  failed  with  the  inhabi- 
tants, but  I  trust  they  will  soon  be  supplied. 

The  Shav/enesc  &  Mingos  have  lately  killed  it  taken  twenty  men 
besides  women  t^  Children,  near  the  mouth  of  little  ."Nliami  river,  & 
taken  two  Boats  with  twenty  horse  loads  of  dry  goods.  It  is  sup- 
posed that  the  officer  who  commanded  this  party  was  a  Captain  who 
was  sent  by  the  State  of  Virginia  down  this  river  to  purchase  some 
goods  for  the  Troops  of  that  State  many  months  ago. 

My  situation  is  so  remote  that  I  but  seldom  am  acquainted  with 
what  passes  in  the  interior  part  of  the  Country  and  fear  I  shall  be 
too  late  in  sending  an  estimate  of  Artillery  to  the  Poard  of  War,  but 
I  will  do  it  so  far  as  I  am  capable  so  soon  as  I  have  suthcient  lleasoa 
to  hope  the  intended  Expedition  against  Detroit  will  take  place. 
But  if  it  should  be  otherwise,  and  our  expedition  against  Natchez 
approved,  my  estimate  for  Artillery,  &c.,  will  be  something  less. 

I  am  informed  that  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Virginia  has 
lately  imported  a  number  of  excellent  Mortars  and  that  they  are  wil- 
ling to  lend  them  to  Congress.

The  Delaware  Chiefs  are  agniu  come  to  this  place,  they  intended 
a  visit  to  Congress,  but  as  I  could  see  no  benefit  that  could  at  present 
be  derived  to  the  Public  from  another  treat}^  with  thcni,  I  dissuaded 
thum  from  their  purpose  by  telling  I  should  soon  strike  the  Warpost 
and  they  have  offered  themselves  and  their  best  Warriors  to  join  me. 

I  take  the  liberty  to  inclose  the  copies  of  some  talks  between  them 
and  me,  tho  poor  wretches  are  quite  destitute  of  clothing,  and  unless 
they  can  soon  be  supplied  by  us,  they  will  be  compelled  to  submit  to 
such  terms  as  our  enemies  may  impose  on  them,  and  I  beg  leave  to 
renew  my  application  to  have  some  supplies  sent  up  for  them  and 
likewise  bog  you  will  appoint  or  permit  me  to  appoint  some  proper 
person  to  receive  their  peltry  in  es'.hange  for  the  goods  furnished, 
whereby  the  Public  cannot  meet  with  a  loss  but  must  reap  a  ccrlaia 
profit. 

I  hope  the  ITon.  Congress  has  come  to  a  determination  what  extent 
of  clear  Ground  to  allow  this  Garrison.  The  Inhabitants^  on  this 
Bide  the  Alleghany  Hills  prufess  a  great  Law  knowledge,  and  it  would 
be  exceedingly  disagreeable  to  me  to  be  pestered  with  their  silly 
Courts,  and  therefore  the  service  will  suffer  until  the  pleasure  of 
Congress  is  known  respecting  it.

Bon,  and  they  may  draw  two  pounds  of  venison  for  a  llatiou. 

The  next  Cattle  you  receive  will  be  the  best  m  the  Pepartment 
but  the  worst  in  qunlity  must  be  first  used.  _   _ 

If  Capt  Pipe  e^  Montour  continue  their  inclination  of  remaining 
at  your  post,  1  must  desire  that  thfy  be  treated  kindly,  but  liquor 
should  seldom  be  afforded  them,  and  I  wish  you  to  be  on  your  guard 
acaiust  admitting  many  Indians  with  arms  of  any  kind. 

As  to  forage;  I  have  ordered  the  F.  M.  to  send  one  hundred 
Bushels  to  your  post,  which  will  be  the  full  proportion  of  what  can 
at  present  be  collected.  c  <.•    . 

The  Peer-skins  you  have  should  be  dressed  without  loss  ot  timt,

i  a  duplicate  of  your  letter  of  the  Ibth  Oetober. 
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I  have  tried  every  method  to  obtiiiu  the  ncces^'ary  intelligence  from 
Detroit,  but  fear  it  will  not  be  so  perfect  as  is  wished;  my  principal 
reliance  is  on  the  ^loravian  missionaries  who  have  it  in  their  power 
to  send  very  intelligent  Indians  of  their  congregation  to  Detroit,  and 
as  they  appear  not  to  be  concerned  in  hostile  measures  they  will  of 
consequence  gain  the  readier  admittance  into  the  Enemy's  works. 

I  am  informed  that  the  enemy  were  last  fall  in  expectation  of  a 
visit  from  our  Troops,  &  tlierefore  laid  in  the  greater  part  of  their 
provisions  at  a  l>lock  house  on  a  large  Island  in  the  Lake,  about 
fifteen  miles  on  this  side  Detruit. 

The  late  Capt,  O'Harra's  Comp'y  is  already  mustered,  &  their 
pay  is  already  drawn  in  the  9th  Virg'a  lieg't  and  having  received 
no  answer  from  Lieut.  Gov.  Page,  I  apprehend  he  is  sati.-iied  with 
the  junction. 

Altho'  1  sincerely  wish  to  have  the  honor  of  waiting  on  your  E.t- 
cclTy,  I  am  fur  from  requesting  leave  of  absence  until  a  suiiable 
period  arrives. 

The  llon'ble  Board  of  War  have  forwarded  a  considerable  quan- 
tity of  Clothing  for  the  Troops  under  my  Command  but  they  appear 
to  be  destitute  of  hats  and  deficient  in  the  number  of  Shoes,  and  I 
hear  nothing  of  the  supplies  for  Indians. 

I  am  still  so  ignorant  of  affairs  that  I  cannot  determine  whether 
it  will  now  be  proper  to  send  an  estimate  for  ordnance  and  military 
stores  to  the  Board  of  War,  and  I  feel  a  diffidence  with  respect  to 
forming  a  proper  judgment  on  that  head.  I  apprehend  an  ingenious 
Engineer  will  bo  necessary,  and  if  they  can  be  indulged  with  a  sight 
of  the  Military  stores  on  hand  I  conceive  they  will  be  able  to  form 
a  proper  estimate.  Unfortunately  I  have  not  a  single  person  of 
experience  to  consult. 

This  frontier  is  at  present  a  perfect  state  of  tranquility,  and  many 
of  the  Inhabitants  who  were  driven  away  by  the  savages  are  returned 
to  their  respective  habitations. 

Col.  Gibson  informs  me  that  the  terras  of  many,  at  least  one  hun- 
dred of  his  nun,  will  expire  before  the  first  of  February,  and  altho' 
the  late  laws  of  Virg'a  seemed  calculated  to  fill  their  Kegts.  with 
great  rapidity  yet  the  OfGcers  of  the  Militia  have  been  so  very  inat- 
tentive to  the  execution  of  them  that  he  has  not  rec'd  above  fifteen 
additional,  or  ])rafts. 

The  Quarter  Matter  Commissaries  of  Purchases  &  of  forjge  are 
Btill  complaining  for  want  of  money  to  make  the  ordinary  purchases, 
and  I  have  been  reduced  on  that  account  to  Darter  some  salt  for 
forage  to  keep  the  horses  from  being  quite  reduced ;  but  of  flour  I 
have  a  considerable  supply. 

I  observe  that  individuals  can  procure  Indian  goods,  and  I  sin- 
cerely wish  the  Hon.  Congress  would  take  the  trade  into  their  own 
hands,  ag  it  will  soon  be  very  considerable  and  the  certain  protits 
very  largo.  By  doing  this  and  aj>pointing  a  proper  person  to  super- 
intoud  the  trade,  I  conceive  we  ahull  strcngtheu  our  alliance  wuu 
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those  we  have  treated  tvith,  .1'   draw   over  others  to  our  assistance 
against  the  more  savage  Britons.

Your  favor  of  the  17th  last  month  with  the  enclosed  Invoice  I 
have  duly  received. 

I  am  happy  to  find  that  so  ample  a  supp^ly  of  Clothing  is  forwarded 
for  the  Troops  in  this  Department.  But  it  appears  we  are  destitute 
of  hats  and  deficient  in  shoes.  There  are  a  considerable  number  of 
wool  hats  in  the  possession  of  some  shop  keepers  at  this  place  bat  wo 
have  neither  money  nor  is  any  person  here  authorized  to  purchase, 
otherwise  from  what  I  have  heard  they  might  be  had  here  as  reason- 
able, allowing  for  carriage,  as  at  Philad'a,  and  I  have  thought  of 
engaging  them  provided  you  would  pay  for  them  and  fix  the  price. 

As  soon  as  the  Clothing  arrives  I  will  have  it  issued  in  proportion 
to  the  necessities  of  the  diflbrent  Corps,  of  which  distribution  you 
shall  have  proper  notice  to  enable  you  to  charge  them  respectively. 
You  will  greatly  oblige  me  by  procuring  uO'>  well  cocked  hats  for  my 
non-conira'd  otlicers  k  privates  by  next  Spring. 

Altho'  I  have  not  the  houur  of  a  personal  acquaintance  with  you, 
I  cannot  resist  the  inclination  I  fi'cl  of  wishing  you  a  lasting  and

I  have  your  favor  of  the  16th  In?t;. 
■  The  contents  ore  truly  alarming,  &  the  loss  almost  irreparable. 
There  has  doubtless  been  great  negligence  otherwise  the  misfortunes 
mentioned  could  not  have  happened — Mr.  Johnson's  letter  to  Mr. 
Irwin  mentions  that  the  ]5oat  which  carried  the  Hour  had  arrived  two 
nights  and  a  dr.y  before  it  was  carried  oil"  by  the  iec — I  feel  very 
sensibly  for  the  Garrison  in  general,  but  the  DcliiKiuents  deserve  to 
Buffer  extreme  hunger  for  such  scandalous  negligence,  &  they  may 
depeud  on  being  tried  for  it — I  cannot  learn  anything  of  the  forage 
Boat  or  party  but  hope  they  are  safe  landed  some  where — how  to 
send  vou  another  supply  of  provisions  I  know  not,  unless  the  Kiver 
should  be  closed  with  ice  of  suflicient  strength  for  horses  to  cross 
upon. 

The  propriety  of  sending  parties  down  the  Iliver  in  search  of  the 
Boats  can  only  be  determined  by  the  severity  or  abatement  of  the 
weather.  If  you  find  it  practicable  and  it  appears  that  there  will  be 
a  probability  of  success  let  it  be  done.  But  1  conceive  it  will  be 
best  to  send  a  parly  on  each  side  of  the  River  as  it  is  uncertaiu  on 
which  side  the  Craft  may  lodge,  and  should  either  party  find  the  flour 
they  ought  to  carry  it  to  some  high  bank  of  the  River,  where  it  may 
remain  lecure  from  a  future  fresh  until  it  can  be  brought  to  some 
I\Iagazine,  and  the  Boats  and  Canoes  should  likewise  be  secured  as 
well  as  circumstances  will  admit. 

Col.  Campbell  is  very  ill  at  present  and  it  is  likely  he  cannot  have 
a  speedy  recovery,  therefore  you  must  continue  a  while  longer.  I

It  would 
give  me  pleasure  to  afford  them  every  necessary  supply,  provided  I 
was  authorized  to  do  so,  but  you  will  easily  discover  the  impropriety 
of  my  opening  the  Magazines  of  the  United  iStatcs,  to  the  Troops  of 
any  particular  State,  v/ithout  previous  directions  from  Congress,  the 
]>oard  of  "War,  or  Ilis  Excell'y  the  Commander  in  Chief"  Under 
these  circumstances  I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  request  Captain 
Pogers  to  wait  upon  you,  in  expectation  that  you  would  think  it  ad- 
visable to  empluy  some  person  to  purchase  provisions  for  his  Com- 
pany upon  the  credit  of  the  State.

^  It  is  possible  His  Excellency  the  President  may  have  power  to 
discharge  the  Hangers  but  I  do  not  conceive  it  to  be  inseperable  from 
his  Authority  to  station  them,  nor  doth  it  folhnv  that  he  has  a  right 
or  power  to  contimie  them  more  than  other  men  which  may  be  en- 
listed on  terui.s  ollc-rcd  or  to  he  ofl'ered  by  the  State. 

Who  has  been  the  best  Guardian  to  the  frontiers  will  hereafter  bo 
discovered.  1  do  not  mean  to  allcdge  any  want  of  inclination  in 
you  to  serve  the  frontier  of  your  Country,  but  by  your  ov.n  confi.^- 
Bion  you  have  generally  and  1  believe  constantly  wanted  the  power  to 
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give  it  any  consideraMo  protection,  even  by  your  own  Militia,  and  if 
you  imagine  they  will  be  benetitted  by  auotlier  short  inlistniciit  of 
Troops,  I  believe  esperieuce  of  what  has  already  been  done  will 
argue  much  against  your  seeming  proposal  and  in  favour  of  a  dura- 
ble engagement  of  such  Troops  as  are  oi  may  be  employed  for  that 
and  the  other  parts  of  the  frontier. 

As  to  the  matter  between  the  Capt's  Erwin  &  Campbell,  &  the 
Deputy  Commissary,  1  view  it  as  a  matter  that  in  no  wise  concerns 
mc,  and  whoever  conceives  that  I  am  to  be  tlie  Tool  or  drudge  for 
Troojis  I  do  not  command  is  under  a  mistake,  but  1  am  a  warm  ad- 
vocate for  Duty  &.  wish  to  see  it  done.  And  1  conceive  that  if  every 
person  had  done  their  duty  in  this  Department  we  should  have  been 
under  smaller  apprehensions  by  the  ensuing  iS|)ring. 

Capt  Thomas  Campbell*  (I  suppose)  is  sent  to  Philud'a  to  avoid  a 
trial  for  his  insolence  to  me,  but  1  despise  his  conduct,  and  you  may 
rely  on  it,  that  he  shall  not  be  excused  on  that  or  any  other  account 
be  his  abettors  who  they  may. 

It  is  sufficient  for  me  that  you  have  taken  upon  yourself  to  deter- 
miue  as  to  the  propriety  of  sending  me  a  copy  of  his  Excellency  the 
Tresidents  instructions  to  you — The  muster  llolls  can  be  had  else- 
where. 

You  have  discovered  your  knowledge  of  Military  matters,  by

PipCvt  Killbuck  relative  to  the  Coochocking 
Indians  coming  to  live  on  big  Deaver  Crock,  they  seem  to  think  it 
will  be  of  advantage  fur  them  to  do  so,  but  seem  to  wish  your  people 
would  likewise  furm  a  town  or  more  in  tht.-ir  Neighborhood. 

I  sincerely  wish  your  Congregation  could  be  prevaiK  d  upon  to 
move  nearer  to  us  where  it  would  be  more  convenient  for  us  to  give 
theui  every  necessary  support.       Y'^our  situation  at  present  is  on  the

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road  which  the  Enemy  Indians  travel,  you  are  often  encumbered  wifh 
them  and  must  feed  them  for  sake  of  your  own  preservation,  which 
circumstance  idonc  must  be  very  didagreeable,  but  it  must  be  very 
mortifying  to  you  to  sec  our  prisoners  and  scalps  carrying  thro'  your 
towns.  Besides  I  cannot  with  safety  send  parties  to  pursue  the  mur- 
derers to  a  sufficient  distance  lest  they  might  accidentally,  either 
early  in  the  morning  or  late  in  the  evening,  fire  upon  some  of  the 
hunting  parties  of  our  friends,  and  if  such  an  accident  should  hap- 
pen it  would  hurt  my  feelings. 

1  wrote  to  you  twice  relative  to  procuring  intelligence  but  have  not 
been  happy  enough  to  receive  a  line  in  answer,  and  it  would  afford 
me  much  pleasure  to  know  if  you  stand  in  need  of  provisions,  cVc, 
that  1  can  supply.  Should  you  agree  to  take  a  situation  nearer  to 
our  settlements,  you  and  your  congregation  can  be  supplied  with 
almost  every  necessary  of  life  and  some  of  its  luxuries  tt>o.  But 
should  you  from  a  consideration  of  circumstances  conceive  that  it 
would  bo  more  beneCciai  for  your  mission  to  remain  where  you  now 
are,  I  wish  you  to  give  rue  the  earliest  information  respecting  it — 
We  have  much  good  news,  the  French  tt  Spaniards  are  Masters  of 
the  British  Channel.  The  isles  of  Jersey  and  Guernsey  in  their 
possession  ;  Ireland  in  a  state  of  rebellion  ;  The  Spaniards  in  posses- 
sion of  Pensacola ;  Continental  money  daily  increasing  in  value  on 
account  of  a  signal  victory  obtained  by  (Jount  D'Orvillier  over  Sir 
Charles  Hardy  with  his  grand  British  Armada,  and  likewise  of  a 
foreign  loan.  'J'he  Hollanders  are  preparing  for  the  English  ct  every 
thing  woais  a  very  promising  appearance.

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worth  sending  a  file  of  men  for.  Was  be  not  void  of  shame  r\s  well 
a.s  understanding  he  wuuld  not  allege  that  he  had  either  done  his  duty 
or  given  me  satisfaction.  Mr.  Steel  has  so  great  a  regard  for  his 
domestic  concerns  that  he  cannot  attend  to  the  duties  of  his  Depart- 
ment, and  I  have  the  mortitieatiou  to  assure  you  that  I  have  not  a 
single  tent  to  cover  my  men  (except  some  worn  out  tents)  as  you 
will  see  by  the  returns  when  he  makes  them  ;  and  I  shall  be  exceed- 
ingly obliged  to  you  for  ordering  me  a  large  Marque  with  lining, 
wliich  may  occasionally  serve  for  a  Council  Iloora  wbon  the  Indian 
Chiefs  come  to  visit  me,  my  old  one  is  entirely  worn  out.  Two 
hundred  new  tents  will  be  necessary  and  they  ought  to  be  of  the 
best  quality. 

I  know  that  money  has  been  and  still  is  much  wanting,  and  indeed 
the  credit  of  your  Department  is  so  much  sunk  that  1  fear  many  of 
our  public  ho'rscs  v-ill  perith  before  the  next  crop  unless  a  sudden 
6upp!y  arrives,  and  if  that  should  not  be  the  case  the  Troops  cannot 
be  subsisted  aad  dreadful  consequences  will  ensue. 

I  have  no  reason  to  think  Mr.  Steel  a  dishonest  man,  but  he  is  too 
weak  a  man  to  detect  frauds  or  neglect  in  others,  and  as  I  hinted 
before  he  is  too  f  md  of  his  domestic  afl'uirs.  lie  lives  at  home  with 
his  family  and  I  believe  attends  to  his  farm.  I  hear  he  has  sold  a 
number  of  the  public  horses  but  know  not  by  whose  orders  he  has 
done  so. 

You  do  me  honor  by  asking  ray  opinion  as  to  the  Department  and 
I  will  give  it  candidly.  I  conceive  that  Mr.  Davis  has  quite  as  much 
Business  as  he  cau  give  attendance  to.  His  late  purchase  of  Pack- 
horses  that  Were  sent  to  this  Department  is  proof  of  it,  and  I  am 
informed  by  a  Gentleman  of  Character  that  some  undue  practices 
took  place  in  that  purchase.  This  Department  it  properly  attended 
to  will  employ  the  whole  time  of  a  very  capable  active  man  with  a 
proper  number  of  assistants,  and  you  can  have  Centlemen  recom- 
mended to  you  that  are  very  capable  of  transacting  the  Diisiness 
with  satisfaction  and  credit  to  the  Department.  I  fear  his  Excell'y 
cannot  spare  me  a  reinforcement,  and  if  some  expedition  either  sham 
or  real  is  not  carried  on  up  the  Susciuehaunah  lliver  most  probably 
I  shall  have  a  visit  from  Niagara,  and  this  Port  is  in  a  very  bad  pos- 
ture of  defence. 

1  am  in  daily  expectation  of  a  line  from  his  Excellency  in  answer 
to  three  letters  I  wrote  him  a  long  time  ago.  I  bei:  you  will  excuse 
this  .^crawl,  the  Geutleu;an  who  carries  this  to  Philada.  is  waiting 
and  I  have  no  time  to  transcribe.

I  wrote  you  the  10th  c^  '2-2Dd  of  Nov'r  &  on  the  13  th  of  Dec'r  lnst,& 
rot  having  been  honored  yvitli  a  line  in  answer  to  either  of  them  letter?, 
begin  to  fear  you  h;ive  not  duly  received  them,  wherefore  I  taiie  the 
liberty  to  euchise  duplicates.  I  likewise  enclose  the  proceedings  of  a 
Geu'l  Court  ^-lartial  on  the  trial  of  Licut.  Arthur  Gordon,  adjutant 
of  the  9tb  ^'irg'a  Heg't.,  k  a  return  of  the  provisions  in  store. 

1  have  not  seen  Col.  Geo.  Morgan  since  1  came  to  this  Department, 
neither  have  I  seen  the  D.  Q.  M.  G.  since  last  March,  I  have  not  a  tent 
for  my  men,  &  by  the  inclosed  return  you  will  see  that  the  provisions 
are  scanty  but  I  hope  to  be  better  supplied  in  the  Spring. 

I  have  frequently  given  the  most  pointed  orders  respecting  the 
Public  Craft,  notwithstanding'  which  the  greatest  part  is  or  will  be 
carried  away  by  the  ice.  AVhat  1  could  retain  at  this  place  I  did  oc 
secured  it  by  hauling  it  upon  land.  If  the  Officers  Commanding  at 
the  different  posts  had  taken  tlie  same  care  little  or  none  would  have 
been  driven  oil — such  a  deep  snow  and  such  ice  has  not  been  known 
at  this  place  in  the  memory  of  the  eldest  natives  ;  Deer  ct  Turkies 
die  by  humlreds  for  want  of  food,  the  snow  on  Alleghany  i  Laurel 
bills  is  four  feet  deep.  By  one  of  our  prisoners  who  lately  made  his 
escape  from  the  Wyandotts  and  who  has  frequently  been  at  Detroit, 
I  am  informed  that  the  new  fort  erected  there  has  two  Bomb  pri.ots 
of  wood — 'that  the  walls  are  very  high,  fifteen  feet  thick  and  made  '  f 
fascines  &  clay — that  the  Barracks  are  sunk  i^mue  distance  into  the 
Ground  and  that  their  roofs  cannot  be  seen  from  without — that  it 
stands  on  a  Cue  Commanding  piece  of  Ground  with  a  gentle  descent 
each  way,  likewise  that  it  is  surrounded  by  a  ditch  twenty  feet  wiio. 

The  Garri'^on  consists  of  4.')0  Kegulars,  i.\:  that  the  Enemy  have 
1800  men  at  Ni.ngara  besides  a  great  number  of  Indians.  If  this  in- 
telliirence  is  true,  unle-s  some  diversion  is  occasioned  by  trr.ors 
marching  up  the  Sucquehannah  Liver,  it  is  not  improbable  that  th,^ 
Enemy  may  pay  us  a  visit  down  the  Allegbeny  Jiiver  next  Sprrr/, 
(fc  1  have  ndther  men  nor  Cannon  suliicient  for  this  Fort  unli..-^  a 
reinforcement  can  be  spared  from  the  main  army.  1  shall,  howcrver, 
make  the  best  disposition  that  circumstances  will  admit,  »lt  if  pos.-ii-lo 
gain  further  intelligence  from  the  Delawares  who  continue  tlie.r 
declaratiuus  of  Friendship  for  us. — I  beg  your  K.xeellenoy  will  iuduig-j 
nie  with  twenty  IJuat  Builders  i:  some  armourers  early  in  the  Spnu-', 
If  I  receive  no  orders  to  the  contrary  &  can  be  siipplicd  with  Crar^, 
I  am  determined  to  drive  the  Sliaweuej^e  over  the  Lakes,  which  I  ciu 
do  before  provisions  can  be  furnished  for  a  Capital  Fxpudition. 
I  shall  now  tiausmit  an  eatimato  of  Cauuou  .Jc  Military  Stores  to  tuo

I 
now  take  the  liberty  to  enclose  them  and  beg  they  n)ay  be  ordered 
up  as  soon  as  Circumstances  admit.  My  last  accounts  from  the 
Western  Indians  are  flattering,  and  the  Delawares  continue  their 
friendly  cOices. 

By  one  of  our  prisoners  who  lately  made  hia  escape  from  the 
"Wyandotts  and  who  has  been  frocjuently  at  Detroit,  I  am  informed 
that  the  new  fort  erected  there  is  very  strong.  The  walls  tifteen  feet 
thick  and  remarkably  high,  surrounded  by  a  ditch  twenty  feet  wide. 
The  Barracks  are  sunk  .some  distance  into  the  Ground  so  that  their 
roofs  cannot  be  seen  from  without — that  the  Garrison  consists  of  4  J') 
Pugulars  and  that  the  Enemy  have  at  Niagara  1800  men  and  a  great 
number  of  Indians.  If  this  intelligence  is  true,  and  there  is  no 
apfiearance  of  an  early  expeditiou  sham  or  real  to  be  carried  up  the 
Suscpiohannah  River,  it  is  very  probable  the  Enemy  will  pay  me  a 
visit  early  in  the  Spring  down  tlio  Alleghany  lliver,  wherefore  no 
time  should  be  lo.-,t  iu  forwarding  the  Cannon,  kc,  with  a  proper 
Corps  of  Artillery.  I  shall  be  much  obliged  to  your  hon'ble  Board 
for  orderini'  to  this  place  twenty  Boat  Builders  A:  six  good  armour- 
ers. The^'lndiaus  tind  almost  constant  employ  for  one  or  two 
armourers. 

Col.  Pickering  was  kiud  enough  to  promise  me  one  entire  sett  of 
the  Kcsclvcs  ot  Congress,  which  I  b'^g  you  will  please  to  forward.

They  cannot  now  be 
brought  up  before  April  aud  I  intend  to  save  the  woollen  until  next 
full  wLerefore  I  must  request  you  will  forward  for  each  non  Com- 
missioned OfHcer  &  Private  in  the  enclosed  return  one  fshirt,  one 
hunting  shirt,  and  two  pairs  of  liuneu  overalls.  Last  Summer  the 
'Jth  Virg'a  Kegt.  was  much  better  supplied  with  Plaukets,  hats  and 
stockings  than  the  8th  Penn'a  Kegt.,  and  the  Oflicers  of  that  Kcgt. 
were  furnished  by  the  late  Clothier  Genl.  with  Coattes,  jackets,  and 
overalls  made  of  stripped  linnen,  and  the  Officers  of  the  Sth  Penn'a 
Regt.  were  neglected;  this  has  occasioned  some  jealousy  and  I  beg 
you  will  have  justice  done  to  the  Oi5eers  A;  raen  of  my  Kegt.  the 
ensuing  Spaing.  I  am  in  great  need  of  some  scarlet  cloth  to  make 
me  a  suit,  likewise  of  liuneu  for  shirts  and  some  thin  under  dress  for 
Eurumer,  which  if  you  can  with  propriety  afford  me  out  of  your  store 
will  much  oblidge  me.

Sir, 

I  am  sorry  to  inform  you  that  the  savages  have  already  comrarncoa 
fresh  hostilities,  lust  Sunday  they  killed  tive  men  at  a  .«ugar  Camp  ou 
llacoon  Creek  in  Youghaghany  County,  ^^  touk  three  girls  and  three 
lads  prisoners.     It  is  generally  conjectured  that  thi.i  mischief  was 
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dnno  bj  Dola^va^c  Indians,  but  it  is  possible  that  it  may  have  been 
dt'iie  bj  otlier  Indi-ins. 

If  the  Delaware  InJians  should  declare  against  us  the  frontier  will 
be  greatly  distressed,  cs  niauy  other  nations  who  have  hitherto  boon 
neuter  will  join  them,  <.l'.  my  force  is  by  no  means  sufficient  to  pro- 
tect them — -I  am  informed  that  there  remains  at  "Winchester  a 
quantity  of  cloth  purchased  by  Lt.  Col.  Campbell,  for  the  new  Levies 
which  were  to  have  been  raised  here  in  1778,  &  that  the  cloth  is 
pomewhat  damaged  but  would  do  well  enough  to  clothe  some  of  the 
naked  Indians,  wherefore  I  take  the  liberty  to  request  your  hon'ble 
IJoard  to  order  it  to  be  forwarded  to  this  place,  likewise  some  trim- 
mings such  as  buttons  (.t  thread,  k  one  thousand  pair  of  French  shoes 
which  were  purchased  at  the  same  time. 

As  it  is  probable  that  the  enemy  will  make  some  attempt  on  our 
Email  posts  or  principle  ones  in  the  course  of  this  Spring  or  Summer, 
I  entreat  you  to  order  the  Cannon  <k  other  Military  stores  forward  as 
Boou  as  possible,  without  which  we  cannot  make  any  considerable 
resistance.  This  Fort  alone  ought  to  have  sixteen  pieces  of  ordi- 
nance &  at  present  it  has  but  five,  I  have  wrote  to  the  Q.  M.  G.  and 
his  deputies  frequently  to  forward  some  tents  to  this  District ;  But 
cannot  learn  that  any  are  upon  the  communication,  altho'  I  have  not 
a  tent  to  cover  my  men,  ct  the  season  is  fast  approaching  in  which 
we  ought  to  take  the  field,  if  a  reinforcement  from  the  main  army  is 
not  gent,  &  I  am  obliged  to  call  out  the  Militia — three  hundred  tents 
of  the  best  kind  will  be  necessary;  if  they  are  made  of  thin  liuuen 
the  Militia  will  cut  them  up  for  hunting  shirts  as  usual. 

The  Comm'y  of  F'.>rage  has  made  some  purchases  and  paid  small 
sums  upon  the  Contracts,  but  the  Inhabitants  have  been  so  long 
amused  with  promises  of  payment  that  they  now  will  not  deliver  the 
Forage  until  they  are  paid,  for  which  reason  I  have  sent  him  down 
to  Philad'a  to  made  a  personal  application  lest  the  horses  should 
pirish  or  be  so  far  reduced  as  to  be  unfit  for  service  and  the  Troops 
Euffer  for  want  of  supplies,  which  evils  may  yet  be  prevented  pro- 
vided an  adequate  supply  of  money  can  be  had  out  of  the  Treasury. 

The  Q.  M.  has  no  men  nor  can  he  hire  them  (except  what  are  fur- 
nished from  the  line)  fo*-  want  of  money,  and  I  shall  be  compelled 
to  call  in  all  the  soldiers  from  the  different  Staff  to  protect  the  set- 
tlements from  the  encroachments  of  the  Enemy,  whii^refore  it  is 
indispensably  necessary  that  be  should  be  furnished  with  a  sum  of 
money. 

I  apprehend  that  the  Commissioning  some  of  the  Delaware  war- 
riors will  be  attended  with  good  consequences,  and  I  wish  Congress 
may  approve  of  the  measure.

If  the  D^'laware  nation  should  declare  against  us  this  frontier  Tvill 
be  greatly  distressed,  as  many  other  nations  v.ho  have  hitherto  been 
neuter  will  join  them  ct  my  furce  is  by  no  mo:ins  suflicifnt  to  pro- 
tect the  sertlements.  I  have  enclosed  a  return  of  the  Troops  for  the 
!Month  of  ]\'bruriry  to  the  Adj't  Gen'l,  since  which  near  to  fiuy  men 
have  been  discharged  from  the  9th  Virginia  Rcg't  k  many  more  will 
expect  their  discharges  very  soon. 

I  have  lately  been  favored  with  a  letter  from  Col.  Clarke,  dochr- 
ing  his  readiness  to  co-operate  with  me  in  every  measure  I  shall  under- 
take, either  for  the  reduction  of  one  of  the  Enemy's  posts  or  agaiust 
the  Indian  Towns,  he  is  now  at  Illinois  and  will  be  considerably 
reinforced  this  Spring:  he  purposes  throwing  up  some  works  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Ohio  River — If  your  Excellency  can  possibly  spare  a 
small  reinforcement  of  well  appointed  regular  Troops  f  t  this  District 
I  will  pledge  my  honor  to  be  as  active  as  circuuistancea  &  situatioa 
•will  admit.

You  will  fix  upon  a  proper  Rendevous  for  the  OfEcers  X:  men  where 
a  small  quantity  of  provisions  will  be  laid  in  by  the  Commissaries 
and  have  them  equipped  with  all  possible  expedition.  One  third  of 
the  above  number  is  to  be  detached  to  take  post  at  Fort  Crawford, 
one  other  third  at  Fort  Armstrong,  and  the  remaining  third  part  to 
the  Forks  of  Black  Legs  where  the  Officer  is  to  make  choice  of  a 
house  on  a  Commanding  Ground  convenient  to  water,  and  act  agree- 
able to  such  orders  as  they  may  receive  from  me.

lake  Erie,  The  Dtduwares  at  present  continue  their  professions  of 
Friendship  towards  us,  but  I  am  Convinced  there  are  many  Villains 
in  that  Nation.  If  I  am  enabled  as  I  expect  to  carry  on  an  Expe- 
dition against  the  Sbawanese,  the  Dclawares  may  afterwards  le 
ordered  as  I  may  find  most  conducive  to  the  public  good. 

Prom  the  news  papers  it  appears,  that  the  Spaniards  are  in  pos- 
session of  the  Natchez  &,  Manchash.  If  this  report  is  true  you  will 
Lave  very  little  to  do  upnn  the  Missipi,  further  than  Estubiishnu 
a  fcmall  post  or  two  to  hold  our  possession  on  this  side.  I  have  givt-u 
an  orJ'-T  to  take  iato  his  possession  all  water  Crifts  belonging  to  the 
Uiiit--;d  Slates  below  Whevliug,  which  may  perhaps  prove  serviceable 
to  yuu,  but  I  must  entreat  you  to  have  the  b  'st  care  taken  of  theiii, 
that  Circumstances  will  admit,  and  send  as  many  to  tliis  place  as  y.u 

can  Cud  convenient  and  safe  opportunities  to  forward  by ■• 

I  am  amazed  at  the  return  made  by  Capt.  George  of  the 'men  bo- 
lougiug  to  the  Continental  service,  which  were  sent  down  the  Kiver 
under  the  command  of  Cajit.  Wheeling,  it  ditlers  much  from  the 
return  I  received  from  Capt.  Mclntyre.  He  alleged  that  some  of 
the  men's  terms  are  expired,  k  that  they  do  not  incline  to  return  to 
their  respective  Corps,  bat  admitting  their  terms  were  really  espiri.-  i. 
which  is  deuied,  they  ousht  to  have  proper  discharges  from  t:'-- 
Commandiug  otliccr  of  their  Corps  &  must  be  considered  as  desorr-r- 
until  they  obtaiu  them,  I  wish  you  to  inculcate  this  principle.  I  or^i- r 
those  Hicn  under  some  proper  oiTicer  up  to  this  place,  that  justice  may 
be  done  them  i!i;  the  public.  Mr. Bently  who  has  lately  made  his  escapo 
from  Canada,  accumpanies  Capt.  llogers,  cC  intends  to  bring  up  soa.o 
goods  tV'.  peltry  to  Purt  Pitt,  ^:  he,  1  dare  say  will  give  the  Company, 
a  clever  compeu-^ruiun  for  bringing  them  und'.r  convoy  for  hi:n.— 
Should  it  I'ruve  inconvenient  to  spare  an  ofacer  from  your  C'  r-  ^ 
&,  the  men  be  colucted  at  the  falls,  I  would  send  an  ofticer  and  p''"/ 
to  bring  them  thence. 

Capt.  P'jgers  is  so  obliging  as  to  takedown  the  names  and  ucscr;;- 
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Um  of  many  deserters,  t't  I  hope  you  will  afford  bim  your  cuunte- 
uance  &  tlie  ueces^ury  as.-isfiince  for  apprelii'tiding  tliciu,  such  as 
return  to  their  duty  voluntarily  will  be  pardoned  by  authority  from 
the  commander  iu  Chief.

I  Lave  t'lkcn  the  liberty  to  inclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  just  receive.! 
by  express  from  the  Delaware  Council  of  Coochockiug,  A:  an  extract 
of  a  letter  received  from  one  of  the  Moravian  31is-sionarie?,  from 
those  and  some  other  circumstances,  I  expect  the  Indians  will  greatly 
harass  this  Frontier  unless  some  otlensive  operations  can  be  speedily 
cxecutod  against  thein,  I  have  thought  of  calling  out  sonic  of  the 
jMililiato  assist  in  miil:ing  an  attack  upon  some  of  their  Towns  but 
when  I  consider  the  state  of  our  Magazines,  &,  the  necessity  of 
reserving  some  salt  provisions  to  support  small  Garrisons  at  frontier 
posts  for  the  encouragement  of  the  inhabitants,  I  sec  no  prosprct  of 
etlfcting  my  purpose  unless  I  could  be  furnished  with  a  small  quan- 
tity from  below  the  mountains.  I  have  seen  your  ordtrs  forbidding 
your  Commissaries  from  making  furtlier  purchases  for  this  Depart- 
ment, likewise  your  order  to  31r.  McCalliater  to  contract  for  a  .juan- 
tity  of  Indian  meal. 

Mr.  McCallistcr's  Contract  ftdl  through  and  as  Mr.  Fkelton  had 
rcc'd  orders  from  me  to  purcha^-e  a  quantity  of  Indian  n)oal  befi>re  I 
knew  anything  of  Mr.  McCulIister's  appointment,  I  again  requcst'd 
him  to  Contract  for  a  quantity  of  that  article  to  prevent  too  great  a 
consumption  of  flour,  and  as  I  am  ignorant  of  any  plan  for  furnish- 
ing a  sufticient  quantity  of  provisions  to  subsist  the  Troops  I  may 
have  occasion  to  employ  in  the  course  of  the  Campaign,  I  beg  the 
favor  of  you  to  inform  me  so  that  I  may  t-ke  measures  accordingly. 

In  the  course  of  the  last  Campaign  1  avoided  calling  out  the  mili- 
tia and  encouraged  Industry,  by  which  means  I  flatter  myself  that 
by  nest  August  eufncitut  sujiplics  of  Broad  A:  meat  can  be  drawn 
from  the  Inhabitants  on  tlii.5  ride  the  3!ountain  to  subsist  all  the 
Troops  that  may  be  employed  upon  the  fronti  r  and  a  great  expense 
vf  carriage  saved  to  the  publick,  provided  the  waters  are  not  agani 
too  low  at  that  scas<ni  to  get  the  grain  manuf;ictured  into  flour.  'lh'-_ 
prisoners  mculioiicd  in  the  Indian's  Ictt-r  were  taken  out  of  some  "t 
the  Craft  going  to  the  now  s<.-ukmeuts  upou  Keutuck  a  few  miles 
below  Capteening  Creek.

With  a  view  of  saving  laud  carriage  c.\pi'nses  where  water  carriage 
was  practicable,  I  suffered  only  a  few  of  the  boats  to  be  used,  cV;. 
greater  care  could  scarcely  have  been  taken  than  what  I  took  to  pre- 
vent their  being  lost  or  spoiled  ;  but  it  was  out  of  my  power  to  watch 
every  person.

I  am  mucli  obliged  to  your  Kxcol- 
l^ucy  for  the  indulgence,  but  as  Col.  Gibsou  is  absent  (^n  a  visit  to 
his  family  at  Carli.-ie  and  the  Indians  arc  remarkably  hostile,  1  mu.'^t 
remain  until  I  see  whether  it  will  be  in  my  power  to  pro^ccutc  an 
t^xpedition  against  tho  hostile  Indians  or  uut  and  until  1  Lave  tie 
liouor  of  hearing  fiom  you  agaiu.

The  Licuts.  of  MonaDgchela  County  and  Ohio  ^vrite  that  they  aro 
haf'py  to  hear  of  tho  iiitenJcd  expedition  against  the  hostile  Indians 
end  that  they  will  exert  themselves  to  furnish  the  men  required,  but 
they  conceive  it  will  be  dillicult  to  effect  it  on  account  of  the  dis- 
puted territory. 

I  take  the  liberty  to  enclose  the  copy  of  a  letter  lately  received 
from  the  I>elaware  Council  at  Coochockinpr,  No.  1,  likewise  a  copy 
of  the  Pcv'd  Mr.  Zeisbcrger's  letter,  No.  2,  and  au  extract  from  the 
Kev'd  Mr.  Ilaekenwelder's  letter,  No.  8,  and  will  likewise  enclose 
the  return  of  the  troops  as  nearly  as  possible  to  your  wish,  but  as 
Col.  Gibson's  Kegt.,  my  own  and  the  independ't  Corps  were  chiefly 
raised  within  the  disputed  Territory,  it  will  be  impossible  to  deter- 
mine in  whieh  State  they  were  raised  until  the  line  is  run.  Fearing 
a  scarcity  of  salt  provisions  for  the  out  posts  and  the  better  to  enable 
me  to  subsist  a  number  of  militia  upon  the  proposed  expedition,  I 
have  been  obliged  to  reduce  the  llatien  of  meat  one  quarter,  but  have 
allowed  soxae  Indian  meal  in  lieu  thereof. 

Since  the  first  of  31arch  the  Indians  liave  killed  and  taken  forty- 
three  men,  wcmcn  and  children  in  the  Counties  of  Youghaghany, 
Monanggehela  c^  Ohio,  including  those  killed  and  taken  upon  the 
Kiver,  and  they  have  destroyed  a  number  of  horses  &  cattle  in  Tyger 
valley.  The  Hon'ble  Board  of  War  mention  the  expense  of  ex- 
presses in  such  a  manner  as  must  prevent  my  employing  any  ;  but  I 
will  do  myself  the  honor  to  communicate  to  you  every  material 
occurrence  by  such  private  conveyances  as  may  from  time  to  lime 
offer.

Wylandaweccliau's  story  cannot  be  true  unless  a  most  surprising 
change  has  lately  taken  place  in  the  Indian  Councils.  But  I  rather 
incline  to  believe  that  these  Enemy  Indians  begin  to  bo  greatly 
alarmed  on  several  accounts  and  wish  to  gain  a  few  over  to  assist 
them.  Tne  Shawanese  likewise  report  that  the  Americans  are  con- 
quered and  are  flying  to  the  new  Countries  for  protection.  The  set- 
tlements at  Kentucky  by  nest  Fall  will  be  able  to  turn  out  15,000 
men,  and  the  villainous  Shawanese  and  their  allies  will  soon  find  very 
troublesome  neighbours  from  that  quarter  as  well  as  from  this. 
American  affairs  never  wore  a  more  promising  aspect  than  at  present, 
which  you  will  see  in  a  letter  wrote  otFicially  by  the  British  Com- 
mander in  Chief,  as  mentioned  in  the  enc!o>od  paper.  "\V'e  have  the 
greatest  reason  to  believe  he  is  now  our  prisoner  and  that  his  army 
at  Charlestown  or  New  York  are  or  soon  will  be  in  the  same  situa- 
tion. 

Should  the  Mingoes  attempt  an  attack  (which  fr^ni  the  prc-cnt 
situation  and  Circumstances  i  cannot  believe)  they  will  repent  thur 
visit  to  Fort  Pitt, 
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The  Delaware  Chiefs  shall  soon  be  gratiGed  to  their  wi.-h.  I  only 
wait  for  some  JJra.ss  Cauiion  and  a  Corps  of  Artillery  men,  witlv- 
othor  reiuf.iroeuients,  aud  I  hope  the  Delawares  will  muko  good  their 
word.  It  i?  for  their  future  welfare  absolutely  necessary  they  should, 
for  many  of  them  have  acted  a  double  part  long  enough,  and  that  at 
a  very  considerable  expense  to  the  United  State?. 

Major  Lanctot  will  deliver  you  this  letter,  he  carries  a  Me-^sagc  to 
the  Council  at  Coocbocking  and  I  hope  the  ISrc-thren  will  show  him 
every  mari:  of  respect.

Brothers,  I  am  only  waiting  for  some  troops  and  Brass  Cannon 
that  are  sent  to  me  by  Congress,  and  1  will  give  you  notice  where 
your  men  are  to  meet  me,  which  I  desire  you  will  keep  secret,  I 
ghall  porhaps  make  a  crooked  march  to  come  at  my  cnemit.'^  and 
yours,  and  no  man  will  know  where  I  am  going  until  they  .see  mo 
march  straight  forward.

Dear  Sir, 

I  find  it  will  not  be  in  my  power  to  provide  for  the  number  of  men 
I  have  ordtrtd  to  be  called  into  service  so  soon  as  I  expected,  besides 
1  have  heard  that  a  number  of  Artillery  and  stores  and  tv.o  Regts. 
of  Infantry  are  now  on  their  march  to  reintorco  my  Command.  The 
account  of  artillery  it  stores  I  have  received  oOicially  and  1  believe 
the  other  may  be  credited. 

It  will  be  essentially  necessary  for  tlie  kading  Officers  of  your 
County  to  excite  the  greatest  Indu-try  in  planting  and  sowing  the 
Summer  Crop  and  to  have  your  Troops  at  Fort  Ilitiry  by  the  lourlh 
day  of  next  month.  The  Militia  should  bo  drafted  for  two  months, 
altho'  the  cspediti';n  will  pro! ably  end  in  one,  and  let  them  be  well 
armed  ifc  accoutred  as  (.'ircumstances  will  admit.  Encourage  thciii 
to  bring  two  weeks'  allowance  of  provision  lest  there  shouid  be  :i 
deficiency. 
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I  have  no  Joubt  Lut  you  antl  all  the  good  people  of  your  County 
arc  conviuceJ  of  the  neccf^sity  there  is  for  prosecuting  some  ofTonjivc 
operations  against  the  Savages,  and  I  trust  that  by  a  well  timed 
niovoincnt  fiom  the  new  S'jttlonients  down  the  River,  to  favor  our 
expedition,  we  shall  be  enabled  to  strike  a  general  panic  amongst  the 
hostile  Tribes.  I  am  averse  to  putting  too  much  to  hazard,  p.s  a  de- 
feat would  prove  fatril  to  the  settlements,  and  therefore  I  esp-.ct  tlie 
full  quota  of  men  will  be  furnished  which  with  the  Blessing  of  Divine 
providence  will  ensure  success.  Indeed  I  expect  besides  the  Miiitiii 
many  will  turn  out  volunteers  to  secure  to  themselves  the  blessings 
of  peace.

The  County  of  Westmoreland  is  again  infested  with  the  cursed 
Mingocs.  The  Inhabitants  are  ftving  from  every  quarter  and  it  will 
be  necessary  for  ym\  to  keep  a  look  out  where  you  are. 

I  have  not  a  suthcient  party  that  can  at  any  rate  be  spared  from 
the  Garrison,  either  to  ])ursue  or  w:iylay  the  villains,  and  I  shall  l>e 
much  obliged  to  you  for  sondirg  fifteen  or  Twenty  of  your  best  uicn 
to  enablf  me  to  send  out  a  sufhcient  party  for  a  few  days.

I  am  aware 
of  the  difHcukies  you  must  meet  with  in  obtiiining  Carriages,  cVc,  to 
enable  you  to  proceed  expeditiously,  yet  as  the  enemy  are  very 
troublesome  to  the  settlements,  and  it  is  become  highly  expedient  for 
me  to  Counteract  their  designs  by  some  otfensive  operations,  I  mu=t 
loquest  you  to  osert  yourself  as  much  as  possible  to  reach  this  post 
before  the  first  of  June.  It  will  be  very  hazardous  to  come  up  the 
Peu'a  Koad,  wherefore  you  are  to  come  up  the  A'irginia  linad  and  if 
you  find  that  the  Artillery  &  Stores  will  be  too  much  exposed  upon 
any  part  of  that  Road  you  will  halt  and  give  me  notice  so  tliat  a 
sufficient  convoy  may  be  sent  you.  I  wish  you  to  send  me  by  the 
first  safe  conveyance  a  return  of  your  Strength,  of  the  number  and 
Calibres  of  your  Ordnance  and  the  quantity  of  Stores  you  have  with 
you  or  expect  to  be  forwarded;  that  iu  cose  of  deficiency  I  may  muke 
further  application.

Dear  General, 

I  have  put  off  tlie  assembling  of  the  Militia  until  the  4th  uest 
Month  to  endeavour  to  procure  a  sufficient  quantity  of  provisions  for 
them.  Put  I  fear  it  will  not  be  in  my  power  as  Genl.  Gates,  who 
presides  at  the  Poard  of  Inspection,  has  ordered  the  Comm'ys  to  stop 
purclnsinir,  and  the  Min^oes  in  sundry  parties  have  been  discovered 
in  their  M.irch  t.>w;irds  ttie  Inhibi'ant- ;  several  ptr.^.nis  have  lat-.ly 
been  killed  .t  wounde.!  in  Westmoreland  Countj.  which  will  proba- 
bly prevent  my  receiving  any  aid  from  the  militia  of  tfiat  County. 
They  have  hired  Sixty  men  who  are  n  .w  stationed  on  their  frontic-r. 
A  Delaware  Indian  informed  u.e  this  day  that  two  parties  of  warriors 
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liad  ju?t  cro?.spi]  flie  Oliio  Pivcr  near  Lf'g.s  town  &  Charticr's  Crctk, 
which  will  pmbubly  by  ulariiiing  and  driving  the  Inhabitants  prevent 
my  getting  the  men  from  the  other  Counties  its  I  expcetcd.  The 
remaining  Continentals  arc  the  cullings  of  our  Troops  and  I  cannot 
pronii-c  anything  elevor  from  them. 

1  have  wrote  to  the  Artillery  Officer  to  hurry  up  the  Artillery  it 
stores,  but  1  hear  he  is  badly  furnished  with  Carriages  and  forage, 
which  must  prevent  his  marching  with  expedition. 

I  think  it  is  probable  the  Enemy  are  meditating  an  attack  on  some 
of  our  posts,  v.hieh  for  want  of  sutRcieut  Carrisons  and  supplies  can- 
not make  much  resistance.  I  am  preparing  to  receive  them  here 
but  the  Detachments  to  Fort  Mcintosh,  IJolydays  Cove,  Fort  Henry 
and  Fort  Armstrong  leaves  but  a  small  Garrison  to  defend  this  post, 
wherefore  1  have  armed  tlie  Inhabitants  of  the  town  and  assig'icd 
them  an  alarm  post.  The  Delaware  Indians  continue  their  profes- 
sions of  Friendship  and  some  of  tlieir  warriors  are  now  out  with  tny 
pcouts,  but  as  1  have  little  or  nothing  to  give  them  but  good  wi.trJs 
and  fair  promises  I  apprehend  they  will  soon  declioe  the  service.

Dear  Sir, 

The  Tracts  of  several  parties  of  Indians  have  lately  been  discov- 
ered on  this  frontier  and  since  my  last  several  persons  have  been 
killed  and  taken.  The  County  of  Westmoreland  has  hired  a  few 
men  to  assist  in  the  protection  of  its  frontier  and  I  have  taken  the 
liberty  of  sending  them  n.  small  quantity  of  provisions  until  tiie 
ple:isure  of  your  llou'ble  Board  is  signifii'd  to  me.  The  Dolawares 
continue  their  professions  of  Friendship  but  often  mention  the  prom- 
ises made  them  of  supplies  and  their  extreme  poverty.  Some  of 
them  are  now  out  witli  my  scouts,  but  if  I  am  not  suddenly  furnished 
■with  somethitiLr  to  pay  them  fur  their  services  they  will  doubilc^s 
leave  me  and  seek  a  more  easy  or  proii'able  empl'iyinent. 

I  h;ive  been  a  good  deal  alarmed  at  seeing  the  orders  of  a  Com- 
Tnittoe  of  Inspection,  whereof  Major  Genl.  Gates  is  president,  to  tiie 
Coinm'ys  of  purehuses  to  prohibit  tliem  from  makiiitr  further  provi- 
sion fer  the  troops  in  thid  l)i.-tiict  without  shewing  any  authority

(Jatcs  has  doubtless  proper  authority  for  ordering  a  sufficicut  supply 
for  the  Troops  but.  1  h;ive  not,  heard  that  any  step  has  as  yet  been 
t:iken  for  that  purpose  except  the  purchase  of  a  small  quantity  of 
Indian  meal.  I  have  wri.te  to  him  f'.-r  informatiou  in  this  peint,  but 
have  rec'd  no  answer,  and  therefore  cannot  determine  what  sto['3  to 
take  for  the  defence  of  this  Country  nor  undertake  ofieusivc  opera- 
tions ajrain-it  the  Knemy. 

I  entertain  the  highest  respect  for  my  superior  Officers  as  well  as 
pabordination  in  inferiors,  hut  as  the  Care  of  this  frontier  rests  with 
me,  I  conceive  I  am  entitled  to  know  what  resources  I  am  to  expect 
to  enable  me  to  determine  upon  proper  measures  to  execute  tiio  inten- 
tions of  his  Exe^lleLcy  the  Commander  iu  Chief  jmd  render  my 
Country  service. 

The  Delaware  Chiefs  intend  another  visit  to  the  ITon'ble  Congress 
and  as  a  fresh  pr^'of  of  their  friendship  intend  to  take  with  them  a 
1  irge  pack  of  Huivi-r  skins  to  kindle  tlie  Council  fire,  and  as  a  secu- 
rity for  their  eneagemcucs  intend  taking  more  of  their  Ciiildren  to  be 
educated  at  Collcdge.  A  proper  quantify  of  goods,  paint  c*c  trinkets 
would  work  wonders  in  the  Indian  Councils  that  are  nut  immediately 
dependent  on  the  liritish,  and  1  hope  it  is  now  iu  your  j>ower  to  order 
them  t")  be  supplied. 

Capt'u  Mclctire  is  much  distressed  at  hearing  he  is  allowed  only 
three  Dollars  a  day  v.hilst  on  Command  and  alledges  that  other  C^ffi- 
cers  have  been  allovced  reasonable  charges  in  his  situation.  I  think 
it  wears  the  appearance  of  great  liardship  for  OfUcers  to  be  at  such 
immense  expenses  when  on  Command  with  the  trifling  allowance  of 
three  Dollars  a  day,  which  will  scarcely  purchase  two  quarts  of  oats, 
and  should  be  much  oblidged  for  instructions  concerning  it — for  bo 
the  case  ever  so  urgent  I  cannot  in  justice  order  any  Otlicer  on  such 
Comiuauds  again  with  so  much  injury  to  his  private  furtuue.

Dear  Sir, 

1  have  your  letter  of  the  13th  Inst,  and  am  much  surprised  at  the 
inattention  of  the  Conim'y  who  ought  to  supply  your  Garrison  with 
provisions  as  well  as  Capt'n  l>iggs'  refu-al  to  supply  you  \^ith  Pcef. 
1  cannot  afford  any  quantity  of  salt  meat  from  hence  but  it  can  bo 
furnished  from  Wheeling,  and  I  have  herewith  wrote  Capt'n  Piggs 
to  let  you  have  some.  Mr.  Irwin  will  send  you  some  flour,  and  I 
must  request  you  will  see  that  no  waste  be  committed  of  any  stores 
that  are  or  may  come  to  your  Garrison.  I  have  directed  ^Major  Fin- 
ley  to  send  you  a  Serjeant,  but  a  reinforcement  cannot  under  present 
circumstances  be  spared,  and  therefore  you  must  not  suffer  any  of 
jour  men  to  be  absent  from  Garrison  except  when  they  arc  employed 
as  spies.  Your  post  is  designed  to  protect  and  give  countenance  to 
the  Inhabitants  and  to  give  an  alarm  to  adjacent  .'Settlements  as  often 
as  the  Enemy  or  any  sign  of  them  is  discovered.  You  can  only 
answer  the  second  purpose  in  your  present  weakness  which  you  will 
by  no  means  neglect  when  discoveries  are  made.

Sir, 

I  ara  honored  with  your  favor  of  the  first  Instant  anJ  the  in- 
ch'surcs. 

The  act  of  the  hon'blo  Congress  on  the  subject  of  rny  letter  does 
D'.e  singular  honor,  and  I  shall  ever  entertain  a  grateful  sense  of  the 
rcspect^piid  to  iny  representation  by  your  Iloa'ble  Loard. 

Your  favor  of  the  '2i3th  last  November  was  banded  to  me  on  the 
loth  Inst,  by  C::pt.  Mclntyre.  I  will  take  e.-^re  to  comply  with  your 
request  bv  enclo.-intr  an  estimate  for  Indian  goods  >K:  trinkets  and 
from  time' to  time  of  otht;r  Stores  that  may  be  absolutely  necessary 
to  enable  me  to  comply  with  the  expectations  of  his  Escell'y  the 
Commander  in  Chief.  I  have  called  upon  a  numb.-r  of  Militia  on 
this  side  the  mountains  to  aid  me  in  an  expedition  against  the  hostile 
Indians,  and  1  have  some  reason  to  believe  they  will  turn  out  with  a 
greivt  degree  of  Cheerfullness,  and  1  fear  it  will  be  very  dillioult  to 
find  a  sufficient  quantity  of  provisions  to  assist  them.  The  military 
stores  are  at  Carlisle  where  they  are  like  to  remain  for  want  of  the 
means  of  transportation. 

I  am  sorry  to  find  our  resources  arc  so  very  low,  but  I  hope  for 
better  tidings,  and  in  the  mean  time  if  it  is  possible  to  turn  the  tables 
upon  a  part  of  our  Enemy  I  shall  certainly  do  it  and  deprive  them 
of  their  ensuing  harvest. 

The  tents  we'reccived  in  seventy-eight  are  quite  unfit  for  service, 
but  if  we  have  only  a  few  to  cover  our  arms  I  shall  ask  no  more 
until  it  will  better  suit  our  Circumstances  to  afford  a  greater  supply. 
Lieut.  Col.  Campbell  is  just  returned  from  a  scout  to  the  mouth  of 
Mu.-kingum  River  but  has  made  no  late  discoveries.  The  Delaware 
Indians'' that  went  with  his  party  behaved  remarkably  well  and 
seemed  very  desirous  to  discover  the  Euemy  Indians.  It  is  only  to 
be  lamented  tiiat  we  cannot  reward  these  Indians  for  their  services, 
for  if  wc  could  they  would  be  active  against  those  employed  by  the 
iJritish. 

The  Q.  Masters  not  being  supf.Iied  with  money  will  prevent  my 
employing  a  e\u>Ac  urtiticer  uuluss  by  force.

I'havc  had  in  Contemiibition  for  some  time  past  an  expediti'^n 
against  the  Shawanese  towns,  but  find  it  quite  impmcticable  for  want, 
of  resources.  It  is  sometime  past  since  1  was  honored  with  a  line 
from  his  ExcoH'y  the  Commander  in  Chief  but  I  have  no  reason  to 
expect  a  reinforcement  from  him. 

1  don't  know  how  far  it  may  bo  in  your  power  to  mnkc  an  attack 
Tipon  the  Shawanese  and  their  allies,  but  if  it  can  bo  done  witli  a 
probability  of  Success  I  hope  you  will  attempt  it,  because  I  am  per- 
suaded they  are  the  most  hostile  of  any  Savage  Tribe,  and  could 
they  rceive  a  severe  Chastisement  it  would  probably  put  au  end  to 
the  Indian  war. 

The  people  who  pass  this  way  lo  the  now  Settlements  will  doubt- 
less give  you  all  the  assistance  in  their  power — they  are  nuaierous 
and  well  supplied  with  provisions. 

31:.jor  Slaugliter  will  do   me   the  honor  to  forward  tLi^  lelttr  to 
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vou.  His  I>ctachmcrit  c'tujists  of  about  100  men,  wbic'i  1  am  pcr- 
sUiiileJ  he  will  join  to  aiil  you  on  any  attempt  you  may  tliink  proper 
air^iii^t  his  troublcsnnio  nt'iglibnurs  the  Shiiwanese.

Dear  Sir, 

Inclosed  I  send  you  the  late  act  of  Congress  respecting  this  Dc- 
partme"it  and  a  proclamation  by  the  Ilon'ble  Executive  Council  of 
our  State  offering  a  very  high  premium  for  the  scalps  of  Indians  and 
Tories  found  in  arms  against  us  and  for  Indian  prisoners.  The  Couu- 
cil  write  me  that  they  hope  it  is  so  guarded  that  uo  abuse  will  hap- 
pen; I  wish  it  may  be  so,  but  I  know  some  arc  malicious  enough  to 
construe  it  into  a  license  to  destroy  the  friendly  iudians  of  the  Dela- 
ware nation  who  are  daily  assisting  our  parties,  althu'  such  a  step 
would  be  the  most  ruinous  to  their  safety. 

I  know  the  influence  of  the  Dtd  iware  Councils  with  twenty  dif- 
ferent Tribes,  and  am  sensible  it  is  upon  their  account  that  so  few  uf 
their  colour  arc  active  against  us.  There  are  however  villains 
amongst  them,  but  most  of  them  have  lately  been  CompL'lled  to  leave 
their  towns  and  join  the  Enemy.  If  pu^sible  I  shall  excite  them  to 
take  the  bcuefic.  of  the  proclamutinn  and  involve  them  in  a  war  with 
some  of  the  hostile  nations,  which  will  be  of  singular  advantage  to 
our  Settlements. 

Should  you  learn  of  any  designs  formed  against  the  friendly 
Indians  you  will  please  to  give  timely  notice,  likewise  of  any  disc^'V- 
crics  made  of  the  Enemy.

Dear  Sir, 

You  have  doubtless  Eecn  a  late  proclamation  of  the  Supreme 
Executive  Council  of  Pen'a,  offering  a  very  high  premium  for  scalps 
&  prisoners.  The  President  in  Council  wrote  lue,  that  they  hope 
the  proclamation  is  so  guarded  that  no  abuse  will  happen.  I  wish  it 
may  be  so,  but  I  apprehend  a  mistaken  malice  in  some,  may  induce 
them  to  construe  the  proclamation,  into  a  gen'l  Declaration  of  war, 
against  all  Indians,  which  cannot  be  admitted,  because  the  right  of 
making  peace  A:  war  rests  with  the  Hon'ble  Congress  only.  Tbo 
Delaware  Council  has  power  to  influence  a  great  number  of  tribes, 
who  to  my  certain  knowledge  are  neuter  on  their  account.  The 
hostile  Tribes  are  sufficient  to  keep  our  Settlements  under  disagree- 
able apprehensions  of  danger,  and  policy  forbids  our  provoking  new 
injuries  at  a  time  when  our  force  and  resources  are  much  diminished 
and  no  prospect  had  of  a  reinforcement  or  future  supplies.  Jksides 
this  it  would  be  highly  injurious  to  our  influence  in  the  political 
world,  as  well  as  iniiiuitous,  to  break  solemn  treaties  until  the  Su- 
preme power  of  AmiTica  shall  declare  it  to  be  right.  For  these  rea- 
sons, as  Commanding  OOicor  of  the  Western  Department,  I  conceive 
it  to  be  my  duty  to  forbid  all  persons  taking  upon  themselves  to  act 
offensively  against  any  Indians  in  amity  wiih  the  American  United 
States.  I  ei:])ect  you  will  to  the  utmost  of  your  power  discounte- 
nance every  undertaking  that  may  tend  to  bring  further  calamities 
upon  the  good  people  of  the  Frontier  Counties,  and  give  orders  to  all 
your  ofiicers  to  give  notice  of  every  design  that  may  be  calculated  to 
infringe  a  solemn  Treaty  entered  into  by  the  Commissioners  of  Con- 
gress with  the  Delaware  nation  until  it  shall  be  authorized  by  the 
authority  of  the  United  States. 

The  Hon'ble  American  Congress  have  remitted  to  my  care  sundry 
blank  Commissions  to  be  tilled^  up  for  snch  trusty  Delaware  Indians 
as  I  can  contiJe  in,  and  I  expect  to  make  them  useful  instruments 
against  the  l>riti>li  Indian  Allies. 

I  shall  write  you  again  so  soon  as  my  Artillery  arrives  and  a  quan- 
tity of  provisions  I  have  just  applied  for,  when  your  men  may  be 
properly  emjiloyed.

Sir, 

In  my  last,  date!  the  ISth  Instant,*  I  promised  to  send  an  estimate 
of  Indian  goods  cV  Triukofs,  which  jou  will  find  in  the  paper  No.  1. 
I  conceive  it  is  a  moderate  one,  &  I  hope  you  will  be  of  the  same 
opinion.  I  am  informed  that  the  articles  mentioned  in  it  would  have 
cost  about  five  hundred  pounds  in  the  year  seventy-four.  I  have 
great  reason  to  believe  that  if  this  assortment  can  be  procured  it 
will  be  the  means  of  saving  a  great  public  expence  by  averting  for 
a  time  the  Indian  war  from  our  defenceless  frontiers  &  enable  me 
to  involve  the  Savafrcs  in  a  war  amongst  themselves,  or  purchase  on  the 
public  account  a  large  quantity  of  peltry  from  which  a  considerable 
profit  will  arise. 

I  likewise  take  the  Liberty  to  inclose  a  return  of  the  provisions  on 
hand  the  20th  Instant,  No. '2.  A  Copy  of  Major  Gcn'l  Gates  letter 
relative  to  some  salt  provision?  below  the  mountains,  No.  3,  &  an 
estimate  of  as  much  provisions  as  I  at  present  conceive  will  be  the 
probable  consumption  in  this  Departm't  for  twelve  months  to  come. 

The  salt  provisions  said  to  be  on  the  road  from  Skiptou,  with  the 
additional  purchase  ordered  by  Major  Genl.  Gates,  will  barely  sub- 
sist the  Garrisons  at  the  dependant  posts  until  the  first  of  Sep'r. 

I  h;id  lately  called  out  825  Hank  &  file  with  a  proportion  of  Offi- 
cers from  the  Militia  to  join  the  Kogulars  upon  an  enterprise  against 
the  Shawanese  Towns,  but  on  finding  the  true  state  of  what  provi- 
sions could  be  drawn  from  the  Ouimis!>aries,  aud  that  it  was  uut  of 
their  power  to  make  further  purchases  for  this  District,  I  was  com- 
pelled to  postpone  the  attempt  until  a  sufficient  sujiply  of  provisions 
can  be  procured.  The  Militia  appear  very  desirous  to  aid  mo  upon 
an  enterprize,  but  until  money  can  be  furnished  to  purchase  the  neces- 
sary supplies  the  attempt  would  prove  abortive.

Since  my  last  ten  persons  have  been  killed,  wounded  .t  taken  by 
the  It.dians  in  WcstmorcUmd  County.  P:irtie.s  uf  llegulai.^.^  Miht.a 
have  endeavoured  to  overtake  them  but  without  success.  ihc 
accounts  I  have  rcc'd  relative  to  the  Ikiti^h  Garrison  at  Detroit  uit- 
fer  widely,  some  making  it  to  consist  of  only  two  hundred  men, 
pom.-  throe  hundred  and  others  upwards  of  fuur  hundred.  This  has 
dotoimined  me  to  send  Capt'n  Brady  with  five  white  men  and  two 
Dclawaio  Indians  to  Sandu.ky  to  endeavour  to  take  a  biitish  pris- 
oner, which  I  hope  he  will  ctleot.  1  have  likewise  oflered  otner^D.la- 
ware  warriors  flttv  hard  Dollars  worth  of  Goods  for  one  Lnti.h 
soldier,  and  they  have  promised  to  bri.og  him  immediately,  bhouid 
an  into!li-ent  one  be  brought  in  I  intend  to  offer  him  some  ludul- 
«o„ce  upnu  his  giving  me  the  most  perfect  intelligence  m  his  power. 
I  had  hitely  called  out  s2.3  Hank  c^  File  and  a  proportionate  num- 
ber of  Officers  from  the  Militia,  to  aid  me  upon  an  enterprise  again>t 
the  Sbawauese  towns.  But  upon  finding  the  true  state  of  what  pro- 
vi-ious  could  be  drawn  from  the  Commissaries,  and  that  they  were 
prohibited  from  making'  further  purchases,  I  was  cumpelled  to  post- 
pone the  attempt  until  a  sutScieot  quantity  of  provisions  can  be  pro- 
cured. The  Militia  appear  to  be  anxious  to  aid  me  and  1  aincereiy 
wish  it  was  in  my  power  to  indulge  them. 

I  expect  a  small  supply  of  salt  provisions  from  below  the  Moun- 
tains, which  if  it  proves  to  be  of  a  good  quality  will  enable  me  to 
subsist  the  dependent  posts  until  the  first  ot  Sep'r. 

The  Soldiers  frequently  desert  and  are  often  apprehended,  and  L 
expect  sundry  Charges  will  soon  be  exhibited  against  some  of  the 
Civil  Staff  Officers  in  this  District.  I  shall  therctore  he  nuuh 
oblidsed  for  a  few  more  Blank  orders  to  enable  me  to  assemole  bcnl. 
Courts  Martial  for  their  respective  trials.  -m  -i    :i 

I  cannot  learn  that  the  ordnance  c^  stores  ordered  from  1  hilada. 
have  yet  left  Carlisle,  nor  do  1  know  of  what  kind  they  are  or  wbat 
their  number  or  quantity.

Dear  Genl., 

I  take  the  liberty  to  inclose  the  copy  of  a  Letter  I  have  received 
from  Col.  Bowman,  and  Copies  of  three  several  Letters  from  the 
Reverend  Mr.  Zeisberger.  The  Accounts  contained  in  them  are 
EOiuewhat  alarming,  but  I  hope  that  my  Messages  to  the  different 
Indian  nations  will  prevent  the  British  from  carrying  their  espeJitioQ 
into  execution. 

Capt.  Lt.  Brady  is  just  returned  from  Sandusky.  He  took  two 
Squaws  prisoners  within  a  Mile  of  their  principal  Town;  one  of 
them  made  her  escape  after  six  davs'  march — The  other  he  brought 
to  Cuscusky,  whore  he  niet  seven  ^Varriors  who  had  taken  a  Woman 
k  Child  from  Cliartiers  Creek.  He  fired  on  the  Captain  of  the  party 
and  killed  him,  and  has  brought  in  the  White  Woman  i:  the  Indian's 
Scalp,  but  the  Squaw  made  her  escape  at  the  same  tinie.  When 
Captain  Brady  fired  upon  the  Indian  party  he  had  but  three  White 
men  and  only  two  rounds  of  powder  left.  He  was  witliout  provi- 
sions for  six  days,  but  has  bronglit  his  wliolo  party  safe  to  this  place. 
His  perseverarjoe,  Zeal  &  good  conduct  certainly  Intitlc  him  to  pro- 
motion, and  I  beg  leave  to  recommend  him  to  your  Excellency's 
notice. 

I  have  provisions  at  the  dependent  Posts  for  four  Weeks  to  come, 
and  by  collecting  all  the  Cattle  in  the  possession  of  the  Commissaries 
this  Garrison  may  be  subsisted  for  the  same  time,  but  wiiat  I  shall 
do  for  further  supplies  I  cannot  devise,  unless  I  send  out  foraging 
parties  and  impress  Cattle,  fur  the  Public  has  neither  public  [ujouey?] 
or  Credit  here. 

The  Artillery  has  arrived  and  the  Military  Stiues  are  safely  lodged. 
The  Company  consists  of  Three  Otucers  and  twenty-Gve  non-com- 
missioned and  privates. 

I  have  not  had  the  Honor  of  a  line  from  your  Excellency  since 
that  of  the  14th  of  March,  but  hope  one  may  be  on  the  road  fur  me 
before  this  reaches  Head  Quarters. 

Capt.  Mclntire  will  set  out  a  few  days  hence  towards  the  Indian 
Country,  with  a  small  party  of  Men,  to  take  some  prisoners  or 
Scalps.

Capt.  Lt.  Brady  is  just  returned  from  Sandu>!^y.  lie  took 
prisoners  two  Squaws,  within  a  mile  of  the  principal  A'ilhgc.  One 
of  them  effected  her  escape  after  six  days  inarch,  the  other  he  brought 
to  Sandusky  where  he  met  with  seven  "Warriors,  who  had  taken  a 
"Woman  A:  Child  from  Chartiers  Creek.  lie  fired  at  the  Captain 
and  killed  hira  and  has  brought  in  the  "Wliite  Woman  and  the  In- 
dian's Scalp,  but  the  Squaw  made  her  escape  at  the  same  time. 
When  Capt.  ]>rady  fred  at  the  Indians  he  had  but  three  "White  niea 
with  him,  and  only  two  rounds  of  powder.  He  was  without  provi- 
sions for  six  days,  but  he  brought  his  whole  party  safe  to  this  place. 

I  have  provisions  at  the  dependent  posts  for  four  Wet^ks  to  come, 
and  by  collecting  all  the  Cattle  in  the  possession  of  the  Commissa- 
ries this  Garrison  may  be  subsisted  fur  the  same  time.  But  what  I 
shall  do  for  further  supplies  I  cannot  devise,  unless  I  send  out 
foraging  parties  and  impress  Cattle,  for  the  publick  has  neither  money 
ror  Credit  here.  The  Artillery  and  Stores  are  safely  arrived  end 
lodged  in  the  public  stores. 

1  have  this  moment  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Steel,  P.  Q.  M. 
Genl.  I  am  much  alarmed  at  the  Contents  and  see  no  Method  but 
that  of  force  to  procure  supplies.  Wherefore  I  must  beg  to  know 
your  immediate  pleasure.

Sir, 

I  have  received  your  favor  of  the  ITtli  ultimo  ifc  am  much  con- 
cerned for  tlie  roliuiou  you  give  of  our  Public  affairs,  whilst  things 
remain  in  the  situation  you  mention,  it  will  be  impossible  for  me 
to  effect  anything  of  consequence  against  the  Enemy,  and  it  appears 
there  is  no  prospoct  of  supporting  the  Troops  under  my  Command, 
end  if  Supplies  cannot  be  had  here,  what  will  bj  done  for  the  other 
parts  of  our  army.  I  expect  a  more  favorable  account  shortly, 
llesources  are  still  left  in  our  power,  &  the  Wisdom  of  our  superiors 
will  tiud  ways  &  means  notwithstanding  their  present  embarrassment. 

I  ain  informed  that  a  considerable  quantity  of  salt  provisions  are 
ready  for  transportation  at  some  of  our  Magazines  below  the  moun- 
tains &  that  we  have  a  number  of  Public  Teams  thereabout,  you 
will  therefore  send  as  much  provisions  of  3Icat  ti  Flour  up  by  thera 
k  the  pack  horses  in  service,  as  circumstances  will  admit  of;  and 
let  me  hear  immediately  from  you  how  many  Teams  i^'  Packhorses 
still  remaiu  in  service  below  the  Mountains,  6c  what  Flour,  Meat,  k 
live  Cattle  remaiu  on  hand,  with  the  Commissaries  that  may  be 
spared  for  the  Troops.  I  have  sent  Mr.  liryson  down  to  you  & 
expect  he  will  hurry  the  loading  the  provisions  and  return  with 
them  to  prevent  delay  on  the  Road. 

My  son  writes  me  that  Colo.  Morgan  has  purchased  tt  paid  for  a 
seine  &  that  he  had  undertaken  to  forward  it  by  the  hrst  safe  con- 
veyance. It  was  not  finished  when  Capt.  Craig  left  Philadelphia, 
but  I  expect  it  is  on  the  Road,  perhaps  at  Carlisle. 

The  v,'ant  of  the  seine  has  already  been  a  great  loss  to  the  Public 
and  if  it  is  not  already  come  to  your  hands  you  will  scud  a  horse 
and  a  man  or  two  for  it,  with  orders  to  enquire  of  the  different  Quar- 
ter Masters  on  the  Road  whether  they  have  received  it. 

Mr.   Bryam   takes  with    him  a   number   of  Letters  which  you  are 
to  have  forwarded  by  the  first  safe  private  Conveyance  as  directed.

Dear  Sir, 

I  Convince  it  will  be  necessary  to  attack  some  hostile  Indian  Tosvii 
or  Towns  by  the  time   their  Corn  corned  to  pcrfootion,  to  couviueo 
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tlieui  how  much  thoy  are  in  our  power,  but  as  wc  are  scarce  of  re 
fourccs  the  enterpri.-c  must  be  secret  and  the  Kxeoution  Kajiid — 
Wherefore  it  will  bo  necessary  that  we  march  on  Horseback. 

You  will  therefore  euiiagc  as  many  Volunteers  as  you  possibly  can 
who  are  able  to  furnish  iittecn  days  provision  for  themselves  and  as 
many  spare  Horses  as  you  can,  by  the  tenth  day  of  next  ?donth, 
which  will  be  employed  cither  in  transporting  some  Supplies  or  Piogu- 
Jar  Troops,  as  may  best  suit  our  Circumstances.  They  are  to  Ren- 
dcsvous  at  Fort  Mcintosh  on  the  twelfth  of  next  ^louth,  but  lest  you 
shiiuld  not,  with  your  Brother  Lionts.  of  the  other  Counties,  be  able 
to  engige  a  suitable  number  of  Volunteers  of  the  above  description, 
you  will  send  me  a  return  of  the  number  of  Men  it  Horse  engaged 
by  you  by  the  fourth  day  of  next  JMonth.  Each  Volunteer  having 
a  Cutlass  should  briug  it  with  him,  for  the  more  speedy  destruction 
of  the  Enemies'  Corn  as  well  as  self  defence.  Let  no  pains  be 
spared  nor  time  lost  to  eflfecc  this  desirable  purpose.  A  severe  blow 
at  the  intended  Season  may  send  our  Enemies  to  a  greater  distance 
and  prevent  a  greater  Effusion  of  blood  in  future.

Committee,  no  step  has  been  taken  to  provide  cither  for  the  regular 
Troops,  or  for  such  part  of  the  Militia,  as  Circumstances  may  renJcr 
it  necessary  to  call  into  actual  service  for  the  defence  of  this  part  ot 
the  United  Stat-js,  I  am  therefore  Constrained  to  direct  that  supplies 
be  immcdiafely  procured  for  the  Troops  serving  in  this  department, 
&s  well  as  for  Contingencies  A:  you  arc  hereby  directed  accordingly 
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to  purchase  such  Quantities  of  Flour,  Beef,  Pork  &  Whiskej,  as 
)ou  can  contract  for,  on  this  side  the  Alleghany  Mountain,  upon 
the  following  terms,  viz't,  you  are  to  offer  the  price  of  the  articles 
you  purchase  in  trolci  tt  silver,  at  the  E.vpiration  of  three  ^Months 
from  the  time  of  the  Delivery  of  such  articles.  And  if  it  shall  not 
be  convenient  f"r  the  puhlic  to  discharge  the  debt  at  the  Expiration 
of  that  Term,  then  every  lIoLJer  of  Certificate  or  Certificates  in  con- 
sequence of  this  order,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  an  Interest  at  five 
'f^  Cent  "{3  Annum.  IJut  all  the  Certificates  so  given  by  you  shall 
be  redeemable  in  Continental  Money  or  the  Exchange  may  be  be- 
tween the  same  and  Specie  iu  the  City  of  Philadelphia  at  the  time 
cf  Payment. 

You  will  make  proper  Observations  on  the  Conduct  of  such  of  the 
Inhabitants  a^  shall  discover  any  Contemptuous  Conduct  towards  the 
Credit  of  the  United  States,  and  report  the  same  to  Me;  and  you 
will  inform  the  Good  Inhabitants,  that  unless  this  reasonable  3Iethod 
produces  the  necessary  supplies,  necessity  will  Compel  Me  to  seize 
such  Provisions  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  supply  of  tlie  Troops, 
employed  or  to  be  employed  in  the  defence  of  these  Settlements.

Sir, 

A  few  days  ago  I  received  iotclligcnce  of  a  party  of  thirty  odd 
Wyandot  Lilians  havinc  crossed  the  Ohio  Liver,  tive  miles  below 
fort  Mcluto>h  nnd  that  they  had  hid  their  Canufs  upon  the  shore, 
I  immediately  ordered  out  two  parties  of  the  nearest  militia  to  go  if 
search  of  theiu  and  cover  the  Harvesters.  At  the  same  time  Capt. 
Mclutyro  \.as  detached  with  a  party  to  form  an  ambu>cade  ojiposite 
to  the  Enemy's  cvaft.     Five  Men  who  were  reaping  in  a  field,  dis- 
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covoretl  the  Indians  and  presuming  their  number  was  small  went,  out 
to  attack  thera  hni  tour  ot  tliL-m  were  iuimcJiately  killed  and  the  otlior 
taken  before  the  militia  were  collected.  Vtiit  they  were  attauked 
by  Capt.  Molntyre's  party  on  the  lliver  and  many  of  them  wore 
killed  anil  wounded,  two  Canots  were  sunk  and  the  prisoner  retaken, 
but  the  water  was  so  deep  our  men  could  not  lind  the  Bodies  of  the 
savatres,  therefore  the  Tiumber  of  killed  cannot  be  ascertained.  'J'he 
Indians  left  in  their  Craft  two  Guns,  six  blankets,  eleven  Tomhawks, 
eleven  paint  i>ags,  eight  I-^arwhcels,  a  large  brass  kettle  and  mauy 
otlier  articles.  The  Indians  informed  the  Prisoner  that  fifteen 
Wyandots  were  detached  towards  Ilauna's  Town,  upon  receiving 
this  information,  another  party  was  immediately  detached  up  thu 
Allegliany  River  with  two  Delaware  Indians  to  take  their  Tracts  i.\: 
make  pu^^uit,  but  as  this  party  is  not  yet  returned  I  cannot  inform 
you  of  its  success. 

In  my  last  I  inclosed  a  Copy  of  a  Letter  I  had  received  from  Mr. 
Archibald  Steel,  1).  Q.  M.  Geul.,  informing  me  that  fnr  want  of 
Money  &.  Credit  he  would  no  longer  be  answerable  for  the  Transporta- 
tion of  Supplies  for  the  Troops  in  these  Garrisons.  I  now  take  the 
Liberty  of  inclosing  a  Return  of  all  the  provisions  in  store  on  LOth 
Instant,  since  which  time  v»-e  have  received  only  Sixty  kegs  of  Fiour. 
I  likewise  inclose  a  copy  of  an  order  which  from  necessity  I  have 
made  cut  and  directed  to  Mr.  David  Duncan,  for  the  purchasing  of 
Eomc  provisions  for  the  supply  of  the  Troops  under  my  Command. 
I  am  informed  that  a  considerable  quantity  of  Provisions  can  be  pro- 
cured upon  the  Terms  I  have  directed.  But  lest  they  should  not 
nieet  the  approbation  of  my  superiors,  I  have  submitted  them  for 
their  consideration,  and  shall  be  happy  to  receive  their  Instructions. 

An  OfEcer  is  >entfroin  luy  Regiment  to  receive  such  stores  as  may 
have  been  provided  for  it  by  the  State,  and  I  shall  be  much  Obliged 
to  you  for  ordering  up  a  further  quantity  of  Rum  and  Spirits,  and 
(if  possible)  some  goods,  &c.,  for  the  Indians.  If  I  can  obtain  a 
small  supply  of  Provisions  I  intend  to  penetrate  tie  Indian  Country 
on  and  near  lake  Eric  before  their  Corn  can  be  secured. 

Should  the  Terms  I  have  offered  for  procuring  a  supply  of  provi- 
sions meet  the  approbation  of  your  Ilon'ble  Board,  I  presume  other 
resources  may  be  procured  in  like  manner.  Col.  Morgan  A;  h:s 
numerous  assistant  Commissaries  I  consider  as  discharged  from  their 
employment  by  the  late  order  of  the  Committee  of  inspection.  And 
could  my  advice  be  accepted  I  wuuld  recommend  the  appointment 
of  new  staff  oflicers  altogether,  at  least  in  the  Western  department, 
and  that  of  Men  who  have  no  farms  to  attend  or  other  Interest  in  it 
than  their  appointment.  I  know  a  few  such  -^R"■u  i:  by  your  per- 
mission will  recommend  them. 

The  new  Crops  in  this  Country  are  the  best  that  have  b.jen  known, 
&  I  conceive  it  would  [be]  of  great  advantage  to  have  a  n)i:l  built  at  the 
public  expenco  for  manufacturing  Flour  k  cliopping  grain  for  the 
public    Ilorsr=,  If  you  approve  nt'  its  bring   done,    I   beg  you  will

Fort  Pitt,  July  21st,  1780. 
Dear  Sir, 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  Capt.  Melntyre  whom  I 
had  detached  with  a  party  of  men  down  the  Ohio  Kiver  to  intercept 
a  party  of  about  thirty  Wyaulot  Indians,  where  they  had  hid  their 
craft  about  five  miles  below  fort  Mcintosh  was  fortunate  enough  to 
eucceed.  He  defeated  them  on  the  watur  at  the  side  of  which  be 
formed  an  ambuscade.  He  killed  and  wounded  several  of  them, 
Euuk  two  Cauous  and  took  all  the  rest.  He  likewise  took  a  great 
many  articles,  such  as  Guns,  Llairkets,  Tomahawks,  Paint  bags, 
Earwheels,  &.C.,  and  retook  a  white  man  who  was  taken  by  these 
Villains  the  day  before,  when  they  likewised  killed  four  other  men 
who  went  out  to  attack  them,  supposing  the  party  was  small.  The 
Indians  informed  the  prisoner  that  aunther  party  from  their  Towns 
had  marched  towards  Hanna's  Tuwn,  I  have  a  party  in  pursuit  of 
them  it  hope  they  will  be  able  to  come  up  with  them.  It  is  with 
great  concern  I  inform  you  that  there  does  not  remain  in  our  maga- 
zines provisions  to  subsist  the  Troops  more  than  eiglit  days,  nor  do 
I  see  how  supplies  can  bo  procured  in  time  [not]  to  e.xpericuce  great 
want.  I  have  proposed  a  fair  method  to  encourage  the  country  People 
to  sell  us  provisions  upon  the  credit  of  the  United  States,  but  have  no 
great  certainty  of  success.  I  have  subn)itted  the  proposed  plan  to 
the  H'ble  Board  of  War,  &.  hope  it  will  meet  their  approbation. 

Capt.  Jno.  Finley,  of  my  Regiment,  will  hand  you  tliis  incoherent 
Scrawl.  He  is  sent  to  receive  sucli  supidies  of  Stores  and  Cloathing 
for  my  Kegt.  as  may  have  been  pruviued  for  it  by  the  Legislature  of 
the  State.  And  as  the  distance  is  very  great,  and  it  is  very  espeu- 
sive  to  ofBcers  sent  upon  commands  of  this  nature,  I  hope  his  ex- 
penses will  be  borne  by  the  publiek,  and  that  the  whide  of  Tlcgi- 
montal  Stores  wo  niay  be  iutitied  to  by  the  next  Spring  ujay  be  now 
forwarded  under  bis  care.

Dear  General,  J 

A  few  days  aeo  T  received  intolliErcnce  that  a  party  consistiufr  of 
thirty  odd  Wyandot  Indians  had  crossed  the  Ohio  River,  five  miles 
below  fort  Mcintosh,  it  had  hid  thirteen  small  bark  Canoes  upi">n 
our  shore,  I  immediately  ordered  out  two  parties  of  Militia  to  go  in 
search  of  them  it  cover  the  Harvesters,  at  the  same  time  I  detached 
Capt.  INIcIntyre  to  form  an  ambuscade  opposite  to  the  Enemies 
Craft.  Five  men  who  were  reapin<i:  iu  a  field  discovered  the  Indians, 
«fe  presuming  their  party  was  smill,  went  out  to  attack  them,  but 
four  of  them  were  immediately  killed  &  the  other  taken  before  the 
militia  could  be  collected.  But  Capt.  ]\lclntyrc  attacked  them  in 
their  craft  and  many  of  them  were  doubtless  killed  and  wounded. 
Two  Canoes  were  sunk  &  the  prisoner  retaken  but  the  water  was  too 
deep  for  our  party  to  ascertain  the  number  of  killed.  Tiie  Indi-jns 
left  all  their  craft  &  iu  them  two  guns,  six  Blankets,  eleven  Tom- 
hawks,  eleven  paint-bags,  eight  cnrwheels,  a  large  brass  kettle  and 
many  other  articles.  The  ludiiins  informed  the  prisoner  that  tifrecn 
Wyanduts  had  marched  towards  Hanna's  Town,  up.in  receiving 
information  I  immediately  detach'-d  another  party  up  the  Allegany 
River  with  two  Delaware  Indians  to  tako  their  Tracks  and  make 
pursuit,  but  as  this  party  has  not  yet  returned  I  cannot  inform 
you  of  its  success.  It  is  with  great  concern  I  inform  your 
Excellency  that  there  does  not  remain  in  our  mairizines  Provisions 
to  subsist  the  Troops  more  than  eight  days  at  full  Rations,  nor  cm 
T  conceive  how  supplies  can  be  procured  in  time  to  prevent  their 
experiencing  great  want.  I  have  proposed  a  fair  plan  to  encourage 
the  Inhabitants  to  sell    provi.-ions  upon    the  Credit   of  the    United 
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State?,  but  have  no  groat  certainty  nf  success.  I  have  submitted 
tbe  plan  to  the  ll'Lle  liuard  ot"  War,  and  hope  it  will  meet  with 
approbation. 

Sliould  I  le  fortunate  cuouah  to  obtain  .supplies  in  time,  I  intend 
to  penetrate  the  Wyandot  Country  this  fall,  and  distress  them  and 
their  Allies  by  every  possible  exertion,  i:  I  expect  Col.  Clark,  as  he 
is  reinforced,  will  pay  the  Shawnese  a  Visit  about  the  same  time. 

I  should  be  exceeding  happy  to  wait  upon  your  Excellency  at  tbe 
close  of  the  Campaign,  but  I  am  grown  so  poor  that  I  cannot  bear 
the  expense  of  so  long  a  journey  at  the  present  extravagant  rates.

I  am  informed  by  Colo.  Beeler  that  he  Las  had  a  meeting  of  his 
officers,  i.t  that  it  is  the  t;eueral  opinion  iifteeu  days  allowance  of 
Salt  provisions  cannot  bo  furnished  by  the  Volunteers,  who  were 
expected  to  aid  the  Begular  Troops  in  the  proposed  expedition 
against  the  hostile  Indians,  cV:  that  fresh  provisions  cannot  be  pre- 
served for  so  many  days  at  this  warm  season  of  the  Year.  I  believe 
tbe  generality  of  the  Inhabitants  in  these  new  settlements  have  not 
meat  of  their  own  at  this  season  of  the  year  sutlicient  to  spare  for 
their  subsistance  on  the  E.'cpodiliou.  And  I  have  the  moriiGcation 
to  assure  you  that  the  public  Magazines  arc  quite  empty  lV  that  I 
cannot  yet  see  a  prospect  of  obtaining  a  sunicient  supply  for  the 
sustenance  of  the  Tro  ips  already  in  service  under  these  circumstances. 
I  find  it  iiidi-[iensab!y  necessary  to  postpone  the  rendezvousing  tiie 
Troops  untill  our  aft'iiis  wear  a  more  favourable  aspect,  and  as  I  wish 
in  matters  of  such  izreat  public  wciiiht  A:  concern  to  have  tlie  advice 
&  concuireuce  of  the  princip.il  oilic--'rs  I  must  request  you  to  meet 
your  Bn)ther  Lieutenants  of  the  other  Counties  at  my  {Quarters,  on 
the  sixteenth  day  cf  next 'Mont'ii  ;  in  order  that  nieasures  bo 
adopted   for  the  annoyance  of  the   Enemy  iV   tiic  defeuce   uf   ttio 
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Fronlier  settlements,  may  bo  well  weighed  &  understooJ,  at  which 
time  too,  it  will  be  in  my  power  to  int'orm  you,  what  publick  sup- 
plies cau  be  procured  for  the  numbers  that  maybe  deemed  necessary 
to  employ.

I  h:ive  rccoivetl  your  favor  by  the  Serjeant,  and  should  take  a 
particular  pleasure  in  sending  you  the  supplies  you  request,  But 
sorry  I  am  to  inform  you  that  I  have  no  provisions  for  the  Garrison 
here  but  as  I  cause  it  to  be  impressed,  and  as  in  doing  that  1  would 
wish  to  injure  Individuals  as  little  as  possible  so  1  can  take  but 
Sparingly;  for  these  reasons  jou  can  expect  no  supplies  from  hence 
un:il  they  can  be  obtained  in  a  more  agreeable  wanner  than  by 
seizure.  Wherefore  I  must  request  you  will  apply  to  Col.  Lochry 
to  know  whether  any  State  Commissary  is  imployed  to  furnish  pro-

I  am  not  apprehensive  of  any 
immediate  ])atiger  to  the  Inhabitants  of  Westmoreland,  but  never- 
theless, as  far  as  may  be,  I  will  aflbrd  it  protection,  and  wish  the 
Inhabitants  to  rest  assured  of  every  exertion  in  my  power  to  that 
end. 

I  thank  you  for  your  good  wishes  &  should  be  happy  to  carry  the 
proposed  Expedition  into  the  fullest  Execution;  ]>ut  as  1  am  left 
destitute  of  the  means,  I  must  wait  further  events.

The  Forts  in  the  new  Country  were  taken  by  about  two  hundred 
'\Yhite  men  k.  seven  hundred  Indians.  Encouraged  by  their  success 
it  is  highly  probable  they  will  attempt  to  carry  these  Ganisous, 
which,  iu  their  present  Circum^tances,  to  superior  numbers,  must 
inevitably  fall  a  prey,  unless  timcty  supplies  can  be  obtained.

you  at  my  Quarters  before  the  lirst  of  next  month,  for  the  purpose 
mentioned  in  that  letter,  and  I  flatter  myself  that  by  the  kind  influ- 
ence of  Divine  providence  our  arms  may  yet  bo  directed  to  Conquest 
before  the  severity  of  the  weather  intervenes.  The  Monongalia  is 
rising  a  little  A:  1  hope  it  will  speedily  be  in  my  power  to  return 
the  Garrison  of  Armstrong  k  Crawford  to  their  rtations.  I  trust 
there  is  no  apprehension  of  Danger  to  your  frontier  and  that  yoa 
have  foi;nd  means  to  supply  the  Hangers  in  the  settlements. 

The  Troops  here  have  been  without  Bread  for  several  days,  but  I 
hope  by  the  exertions  we  are  making  they  will  soon  be  supplied.

Had  I  provisions  or  the  means  of  procuring  them  I  could  yet 
inarch  out  in  time  to  destrov  some  of  the  hostile  Indian  Towns,  but 
unfortunate  fur  me  I  have  only  one  day's  Bread,  and  that  has  been 
obtained  with  much  difficulty,  nor  can  I  yet  sec  any  fair  prospect  of 
obtaining  adequate  supplies  until  money  can  be  furnished  to  pay  for 
them. 

I  beg  to  know  what  supplies  arc  intended  for  the  Troops  under 
my  Command,  that  I  may  take  measures  accordingly.

You  will  please  to  inform  the  Delaware  Council,  that  they  shall 
speedily  see  their  wish  complyed  with  it  then  I  shall  discover  how 
far  they  are  desirous  to  favor  an  attempt  against  our  Common 
enemy. 

Desire  them  to  send  in  the  Captains,  and  if  they  have  men  let 
them  bring  them  forward  to  be  employed  as  the  service  requires. 

Please  remember  me  kindly  to  the  Council  and  in  particular  to 
Col.  Henry  c\:  the  Captains,  and  desire  the  Council  to  send  me  the 
man  of  the  Wolf  Tribe  who  is  to  be  Commissioned. 

The  Captain  informs  me  the  Wyandots  intend  to  continue  the 
war.  I  am  glad  of  their  determination  and  conceive  all  otTi-rs  of 
peace  should  cease.  As  to  the  Shawanese,  I  suppose  Col.  Clark  will 
reward  them  fur  the  evil  they  have  done.  If  he  succeeds  and  you 
have  no  treaty  on  haiid  with  any  other  Tribes,  it  is  my  wish  you  may 
instantly  return,  but  if  you  find  tliat  you  can  reconcile  for  a  season 
some  other  hostile  or  neutral  Tribes  you  will  make  use  of  your 
influence.

Boar  Sir, 

1  have  rec'd  your  favor  of  this   date   and  am   truly  distressed  to 
hear  that  sunit  of  vnur  nci;:hbouiin::'  men  have  o^ain  felt  the  ciuel 
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hand  of  the  murdcriiit'  Savage.  Moses  Killbuck  informed  nio  that 
tw(i  parties  of  Indians  were  conic  against  our  settlements,  one  coji- 
sisting  of  forty  Wyandotts  and  the  other  of  six  Muneie.s,  but  as  ho 
is  a  uijted  liar  and  varied  in  the  relation,  I  did  not  think  it  prudent 
to  alarm  the  Inhabitants  nor  send  a  party  to  intercept. 

I  v.ish  you  liad  wrote  mc  how  these  men  came  to  be  out  without  a 
Guard  and  whether  they  had  arms. 

The  leaving  the  Continental  Gun  has  an  odd  appearance,  and  I 
wish  you  to  send  it  to  me  as  it  i.s  highly  probable  that  some  pers'"in 
hero  v>-ill  knov;  it,  and  a  villainy  may  thereby  be  detected  or  it  may 
be  the  Gun  of  some  Soldier  who  has  been  killed  by  the  Savages.  I 
sincerely  commiserate  the  poor  frontier  Inhabitants  and  will  give 
them  all  the  assistance  in  my  power  to  encourage  them  to  remain  at 
tlieir  respective  Farms  and  provide  another  Crop  fur  the  support  of 
their  families,  vhcrefore  you  have  my  full  consent  to  raise  thirty  or 
forty  men,  such  as  are  fit  for  scouting,  and  let  thorn  range  along  the 
frontier  settlements  until  the  fall  crops  are  sown.  The  Inhabitants 
must  furnish  them  with  provision  for  that  term  and  they  shall  bo 
paid  by  the  public  for  so  many  llations  as  are  actually  furni^-hed. 

If  the  best  men  turn  out  on  the  intended  expedition,  I  expect  t!io 
Inhabitants  will  have  little  to  fear  from  the  savages  the  ensuinir 
year.  By  a  letter  I  have  just  nceived  from  Cid  Lochry,  it  appears 
that  the  Kneiny  have  certainly  evacuated  New  York  &  that  our  aimy 
is  in  possession  of  their  works.

By  a  misconstruction  of  your  orders  to  Mr.  Charles  Pettit,  a  copy 
whereof  has  been  sent  to  Mr.  Steel,  he  has  discharged  a  Brigade  of 
}'ack  horses  at  Old  Town  v.'hich  were  loaded  with  flnur  for  the  Trouns 
under  my  Command,  altho'  be  knew  they  were  sufl'ering  for  want  of 
Bread,  and  Mr.  Steel  could  not  by  other  Contract  have  the  provisions 
transported  so  cheap. 

It  appears  by  your  Instructions  that  the  troops  in  tliis  Department 
arc  to  be  supplied  by  the  Commissioners  of  Yirg'a  k  Pen'a  but  1  have 
not  learut  that  any  Commissioners  have  been  appointed  by  the  State 
of  Virg'a  to  purchase  provisions  on  this  side  the  mountains  »fc  the 
Commissioner  of  Westmoreland  County  is  instructed  to  purchase 
only  one  hundred  Barrels  of  flour,  but  there  is  not  a  word  in  his 
instructions  about  Beef,  altho'  the  season  is  arrived  for  purchasing 
winter  stores  lI'  I  have  neither  Beef  nor  flour  to  serve  out  to  the 
Troops  for  five  days  more. 

Yesterday  the  Indians  killed  two  men  on  Robinson's  Run,  ia 
^oughaghany  County  &  fired  at  two  soldiers  who  were  going  to  the 
lower  Garrison  (Fort  Henry,)  in  a  Canoe,  one  of  them  is  wounded 
but  both  have  made  their  escape. 

I  take  the  liberty  to  inclusc  the  copy  of  a  letter  I  have  lately 
received  from  Majr.r  Lanctot  at  the  Delaware  Towns  giving  an 
account  of  Colo.  Clarke's  success  against  the  Shnwancse,  Nii.  1, 
likewise  the  copy  (.f  a  report  made  by  Mr.  David  Duncan,  relative 
to  the  ditli\.ul'y  uf  obtaining  provisions,  No.  2. 
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The  Troops  have  frequently  been  without  bread  for  two  or  three 
days  together  A:  aiiaiii  without  ineatcV:  have  borue  the  Disappoiatraent 
with  a  becoiuiug  fortitude,  but  uuless  they  are  better  ?upplietl  than 
I  see  any  prospect  of,  I  am  apprehensive  that  they  will  be  quite  out 
of  teiupcr.

Put  with  my  best  endeavours  I 
am  very  apprehensive  we  shall  be  great  sufierers  before  your  rcqui- 
gitions  can  be  complied  with. 

Both  Gamble  *fc  I>avis  who  were  under  sentence  of  Death  cV;  who 
well  de.servcd  their  fate  have  been  sufl'cred  to  make  their  eseaio 
out  of  the  Guard  house,  altho'  they  were  ironed  on  hands  lV  fcct. 
I  ordered  th^i  officers  who  commanded  the  guards  under  arrest  {':r 
neglect  of  Duty,  one  of  them  is  tried  &  acquitted,  the  other  remains 
to  be  tried. 

Colo  Gibson  was  appointed  President  of  the  Gen'l  C.  Mirtial 
ordered  by  your  Kscell'y  c^  the  same  Court  remains  until  it  is  your 
j'lcasuro  to  di::solve  it.

I  have  jiresumcd  to  employ  a  few  pack  horses  upon  the 

tame  terms  as  otfurcJ  for  provisions  and  otherwise  made  use  of  every  , 

prudent  measure  to  prcvevit  the  Truops  from   suffering,  yet  notwith- 

t-tanding  every  exertion  they  have  already  sufl'ered  so  much  that  a  few 

days  ago  the  non  Comm'd  oUicers  &  privates  altogether  assembled  at 

my  door  to   represent   their  grievances,  but  as  they  were  presently 

made  sensible  that  every  possible  exertion  was  making  for  their  re-  ■ 

lief  their  behaviour  was  orderly  and  quite  respectful.

Two  Delaware  Purmers  with  letters  from  Majirr  Lanctot  Jc  Capt'n 
La  Lucerne  arrived  last  evening  from  Coochocking.  As  that  from 
the  Major  is  much  the  same  in  substance  with  the  other,  I  have  g'^t 
it  translated  into  our  language,  and  enclose  you  a  copy  fnr  peru-.il. 

The  Contents  if  true,  in  our  present  Circumstances,  is  alarming, 
and  I  must  therefore  request  you  will  immediately  upon  receipt 
hereof  cause  in  the  whole  three-fourths  of  the  men  in  your  Couriity 
to  be  equipped  with  arms  and  accoutrements  and  as  much  provision 
as  will  last  them  fifteen  days,  and  be'in  readiness  to  march  at  an 
hour's  warnins  ;  but  this  additional  number  need  not  furnish  horses 
to  ride  as  they  are  intended  to  act  defensively. 

The  messengers  add  that  a  party  of  twenty  Muncies  ct  Delawaros 
were  discovered  about  six  Days  ago  near  the  new  Moravian  Town  on 
their  march  towards  our  settlements,  which  it-  is  expected  will  cro-^s 
the  River  near  to  the  old  Mingoe  town's  ;  and  that  they  have  hc'.r  1 
that  the  Seneca  Indinns  intended  to  come  in  a  large  body  down  the 
Alleghany  River  ti  attack  our  settlements.  They  likewise  inform 
me  that  in  the  attack  made  by  Capt'n  Mclnfyre's  party  on  tb: 
"NVyandott  warriors  eighteen  or  nineteen  were  killed  and  some  aio 
still  missing. 

Advise  the  Inhabitants  to  be  unanimous  &  I  will  undertake  to 
give  a  good  account  of  the  Enemy.  '  The  f(irmor  orders  tending  to 
oiieusive  operations  we  are  not  to  lose  sight  of.  For  should  the 
Kuemy  fail  of  coming  in  force  against  us,  I  will  if  pusible,  t;.-U 
them.

I  have  this  moment  ror-eivcd  intelligence  that  the  Enemy  are 
on  their  march  with  an  intent  to  pay  a  visit  to  this  frontier, 
Major  Lanetot  has  wrote  me  by  two  Delaware  Messengers  from 
Coochocking.  His  lettor  is  wrote  in  the  French  language  <fc  T 
have  taken  the  lilcity  to  inclose  a  copy  of  the  Translation.  The 
Delaware  Runners  add  that  u  p:irty  of  Twenty  Indians  have  been 
discovered  about  six  days  ago,  niurcbing  towards  these  settlemonrs  ct 
that  a  large  party  of  Sonccas  may  soon  be  expected  down  the  Alle- 
glia!iy  River.  They  likewise  infurm  me  that  eighteen  or  nineteen 
of  the  Wyandoft  Indians,  which  were  attacked  by  Capl'a  Mclntyre's 
party  on  the  Ohio  River,  were  killed  and  some  are  still  niiscing. 

Jjast  week  seven  persons  were  killed  &  taken  by  the  Savages  in  an 
interior  settlement  on  ten  mile  Oeek. 

If  the  intelligence  communicated  by  Moj'r  Lanetot  proves  true, 
I  will  do  all  in  my  power  to  oppose  the  desirrns  of  the  Eneni}',  but 
my  regular  force  is  very  small  and  I  apprehend  that  many  of  the 
Inhabitants  will  rather  prepare  for  flight  than  resistance.  If  I  had 
or  could  procure  a  sufficient  quantity  of  provisions  I  would  endeavour 
to  collect  a  number  of  men  from  the  Country  and  meet  the  Enemy 
on  the  march,  but  apprehend  it  cannot  be  had  in  time;  indeed  [ 
wish  it  may  be  in  my  power  to  get  as  much  as  will  subsist  the 
Regulars. 

I  beg  you  will  have  my  letters  to  the  Commander  in  Cliiof  for- 
warded without  loss  of  time.  I  am  greatly  indebted  for  monies  bor- 
rowed, besides  advancing  a  considerable  sum  to  the  Indians  who 
have  been  en^ployed  as  Guides,  spies  &  expresses,  besides  some  small 
presents  to  the  Chiefs  ;  and  as  the  Gentlemen  who  were  kind  enough 
to  lend  the  monies  are  now  in  want  of  it,  I  tshall  be  much  obliged  t(;) 
your  hon'ble  Roard  for  a  draft  on  the  Treasury  for  the  amount  of 
tiftcea  thousand  Dollars  to  replace  it.

Sir, 

The  Troops  under  :m\-  command  liaving  sufTercd  for  want  of  pro- 
viisious  I  applied  to  ihc  hon'ble  Board  of  war  at  Philad'a,  for  infur- 
niation  re-pecting  supplies.  Th.ey  have  instructed  me  to  apply  to 
the  Commissioners  of  Yirg'a  &  Pen'a,  ou  this  side  the  mountains 
who  they  al'edge  have  recinved  orders  to  make  ample  provision.  I 
have  heard  of  one  County  Conunissioner  appointed  for  Pen'a,  but  I 
cannot  learn  th.at  any  have  been  appointed  by  the  State  of  Yirg'a, 
and  as  the  l-'en'a  Commissioner  has  not  as  yet  procured  any  suppli-'S 
I  hnve  been  udcKt  the  disagreeable  necessity  of  using  CompuiSAry 
means  to  preveLt  the  Troops  from  starving.  I  shall  therefore  be 
greatly  oblidgcd  to  your  Excell'y  for  giving  the  necessary  orders  to 
have  the  expectations  of  the  Board  of  War  iu  this  respect  complied 
v,ith. 

I  have  received  intelligence  that  a  Thousand  British  Regulars  and 
a  great  number  of  Indians  are  on  their  March  towards  this  Frontier. 
1  believe  it  wants  Confirmation,  but  should  it  prove  true,  there  is  the 
greater  necessity  to  enable  us  to  face  them  before  they  reach  the  set- 
tlements or  hold  out  at  the  respective  posts  which  are  erected  to  cover 
them. 

The  Ofacers  of  the  0th  Yirg'a  Regt.,  well  acquainted  in  this 
Country,  inform  me,  that  it  is  their  opinion,  should  the  Enemy  reach 
the  Froniier  in  furcoj  a  very  considerable  part  of  the  Inhabitants 
would  join  them,  provided  they  have  a  promise  of  protection.

They  are  of  opinion  that  should 
the  Enemy  approach  this  frontier  &  oOer  protection,  half  the  Inhabi- 
tants would  join  them,  ludeed,  I  have  heard  Colo.  Gibson  iC  other 
Gentlemen  declare  they  were  of  the  same  opinion. 

This  shews  the  necessity  of  having  a  great  Regular  Force  in  this 
I)epartmeiit  in  order  to  awe  the  Declared  as  \Tell  as  secret  Enemies. 

The  Emigrations  from  this  new  Country  to  the  Seitlemeutsoa 
Kentucko  &  the  Falls  arc  incredible  ;  and  this  has  given  opportunity 
to  disalTccted  people  from  the  interior  part  of  the  Country  to  pur- 
chase 5nd  settle  these  lands. 

This  i)ay  the  last  meat  that  could  be  obtained  by  purchase  is  issued 
to  the  Truops,  and  to-morrow  a  party  will  march  out  with  a  Comuii?- 
eary  to  purchase  or  take — I  think  it  must  be  by  furcc — some  Cat- 
tle, kc. 

Want  of  provisioos  and  money  has  been  productive  of  many  De- 
gcrtiou.-^,  and  I  am  so  Circumstanced  on  this  uucount  that  I  .scarcely 
dare  venture  a  party  out  after  them  lest  they  should  avail  themselves 
of  the  opportunity  and  not  again  return,  fur  it  is  obvious  that  they 
are  generally  prutected  by  tht-  Inhabitants.

Silvester,  who  will  carefullv  carry  them  to  New  Castle  and  there  pu 
them  on  board  a  vessel  bouud  from  thence  directly  to  New  Yoxs,  and 
by  so  doing  you  will  greatly  oblige

'J'he  Commrs  agreed  with  Shcehonickan  the  Cliicf  of  the  Tudn'3 
there  to  buy  off  their  claims  for  one  hundred  pounds  of  Penns'a 
money  of  which  a  considerable  part  is  paid  as  per  waste-book  in 
eeveral  places.*

When  our  Propriet.  was  Last  at  John  Harrises  Ferry  on  Su.-ka- 
hanna  River,  in  behalf  of  myself  &  several  Others  aplyd  to  him  for 
Grants  for  Land,  which  was  Readaly  Complyd  to,  &  Bid  James 
Steel  sett  them  down  Conditioned  for  =£"15  10s  V?  Hundred  and  <J  1 
■^  100  yearly  Quit  Rent  for  7  years  after  that  till  Paid  the  usuall 
Quit  Rent  .fc  Intrest.  And  the  proprieter  ordered  the  Surveyor 
Zacharia  Rucher  to  Goe  and  Survey  for  us — which  he  did — the  Pro- 
prieter was  Pleased  To  Stay  mo  to  Partake  of  his  Barbiqu'd  Pig 
•which  Detained  us,  so  yt  it  was  tov\-ard  night  before  we  Got  over  }' 
River  and  had  7  miles  to  James  Silvers  y«  Nearest  Publiek  house, 
Sis  young  Men  left  ye  Company  at  s"  Ferry,  got  over  said  River 
before  Us  to  s''  Silvers,  and  Being  apprised  of  Our  Business  soun 
bcgaiu  to  Run  out  against  the  Proprietor,  saying  they  did  not  knov/ 
whether  that  Part  did  belong  to  him  or  Mary  Laud.  My  brother,  one 
of  our  Companey,  sai<l  to  the  Landlord,  we  Will  not  stay  in  the  room 
with  such  Men  as  speakes  so  hard  of  a  Gentleman  that  had  been  so 
Konor.rable  in  furbearance  to  his  Tenants  as  has  been.

we  would  po  on,  whereon  he  cokd  his  Loden  Gun,  held  it  against 
me,  one  of  our  Company  Piun  in  and  took  hold  of  said  Gun  and 
thcie  assisted,  Got  it  from  him,  ifc  at  last,  after  a  hard  bussel,  took 
their  Guns  i\:  Clr.bs — after  we  Considered  about  ye  affair,  being 
M'inter  and  50  miloi  back  to  the  Proprieter  and  no  hnrm  done,  we 
Gave  them  Back  and  said  we  Were  not  afraid  as  we  Intended  to  Hurt 
no  body,  they  said  at  parting:  if  they  was  not  Enough  to  Day  they 
would  tomorrow.  And  ye  Next  day  as  we  \\  ere  surveying  another 
peece  some  of  our  Company  said  tlicre  was  about  12  men  Coming

We  RecMVcJ  ynur  Letter  duted  October  19th,  1784,  with  a  Ci^py  " 
of  a  petition  ilK'^^^ed  therein,  which  went  to  ycu  from  a  few  Tiiliabi- 
tants  of  lliis  County  CVinipIaining  of  our  Conduct  in  laying  the 
Taxes  in  a  partial  manner;  in  the  first  place  we  will  make  some  ' 
llemarks  on  their  putitiou, — They  say  the  Commissioners  at  their 
meeting  to  lay  the  Taxes  exampted  the  greatest  part  of  this  County 
from  paying  the  State  Tax.  Lut  we  would  observe  that  there  was 
no  person  exampted  at  the  laying  of  the  Taxes,  fur  every  person  v»- is 
Assessed  agreeable  to  the  Lcturn  of  property  given  in.  Again, 
they  say  they  are  mostly  of  the  Denomination  of  Quakers,  and  was 
singled  out  and  marked  as  Victims  of  Oppression.  As  for  their 
Denomination  it  was  then  unknown  to  us,  and  is  yet ;  only  we  sec 
in  their  petition  they  term  themselves  such.  Vv^o  would  be  sorry  to 
make  any  people  the  objects  of  oppression  farther  than  Law  and 
Justice  Requires;  but  we  are  of  ofiinion  that  no  Duiiominatiou 
whatever  in  this  State  is  exampted  from  paying  a  legal  tax.  They 
also  say  we  produced  no  Law  for  Eaising  tlie  Tax — we  surely  fur- 
nished both  the  A.?sessor  and  Collector  with  a  warrant  agrecatde  t.) 
the  law  sent  to  us.  They  also  say  they  had  no  legal  warning  of  tlie 
Court  of  Appeal.  This  we  know  that  divers  of  your  petuioncrs 
was  there.  Tliey  also  say  the  Commi>sioncrs  wants  to  enrich  theai- 
Eolves  more  than  the  Treasury  ;  as  they  believe  very  little  of  the  Taxes 
have  reached  that  far.  One  part  of  the  above  sentence  is  false,  the 
other  true;  we  have  no  Design  in  making  use  of  the  publicks  money 
any  further  than  our  due;  as  for  the  taxes  reaching  the  State 
Treasury  there  is  none  need  be  expected  to  go  there,  ftr  there  isnuly 
forty  pounds  of  estate  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  17S3,  and  orders 
has  issued  from  the  State  Treasurer  to  the  County  Treasurer  to  [ay 
Certain  persons  the  State  owes. 

"NVe  Come  now  to  explain  to  Council  or  give  Reasons  why  we 
Assess'd  and  do  levy  state  Tax  from  your  petitioners.  It  is  well 
known  to  this  State  in  general  and  to  this  County  in  particular,  tlr.it 
the  Incursions  and  Depredations  of  the  Savage  Encujy  were  often  s' 
sudden  and  ^'iolent  as  re(|nired  the  immcliate  Exertion  of  the 
Inhabitants  of  this  County  to  put  a  stop  to  the  Enemy's  penetrating 
into  our  Country.  Then  your  petitiouerd  would  not  Exert  thoui- 
solves,  either  in  rendering  their  personal  service  or  their  property 
for  the  Defence  of  their  sutt'ering  Country  ;  arid  when  they  were 
'Called  out  by  the  Militia  Law,  then  they  refused  or  neglected  to 
turn  out  against  the  Enemy  when  there  was  the  greatest  necessity 
for  so  doing,  when  the  lives  and  property  of  tlieir  suffering  Rrctliri-ii 
was  in  immenant  D.mger.  and  this  they  Ackiiowlodgo  by  sayin- 
they  paid   their   I'dinqULut  flui.s — thoy  rather  ineliucd   to  ttay  '"■^ 
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liome  and  keep  tLcir  farms  in  proper  Order,  and  raise  great  Gropes, 
and  L>i^Jl05e  of  part  of  the  same  at  a  bigli  rate  to  tliosc  distressed 
people  that  was  I)rove  from  the  frontiers  in  among  them,  all  of  which 
wus  made  appear  to  us  by  sufficient  proofs  and  satisfactory  evidence 
at  the  Court  of  Appeal  by  their  own  Militia  oUicers,  therefore  we 
Concluded  they  had  not  been  sufferers  by  the  savaecs  more  than 
other  Inhabitants  in  otlufr  parts  of  the  State  that  pays  taxes — there- 
fore we  wore  and  is  of  opinion  they  should  pay;  so  those  is  our 
lloasons  why  we  levy  a  tax  from  your  petitioners — all  from  your 
bumble  and  obedient  Servants,

Legislature  have  been  made  to  believe  that  we  are  a  People  who 
desire  no  Law  and  deserve  little  Mercy. 

Our  anarchal  and  local  situation  have  indeed  brought  hither  from 
the  different  States  some  licentious  Characters  by  which  we  have 
been  denominr.ted  a  bad  People  by  our  enemies,  who  have  had  tho 
advautage  of  us  in  lleprescutation,  and  exparto  hearings  before 
Council  and  Assembly,  and  who  wish  to  mislead  to  our  prcjudico 
those  Honorable  }>odies  as  well  as  the  good  people  of  this  State  at 
large. 

Tis  true  that  the  most  unexceptionable  Characters  amongst  U3 
influenced  by  the  Law  of  self-preservation  have  fought  in  defence  of 
their  lives,  their  Families  and  their  all  when  attacked  by  merciless 
Assailants — such  defence  has  been  judg'd  highly  criminal  by  those 
who  judg'd  the  actions  of  others  good  or  bad  as  they  feed  or 
oppose  their  own  avarice — with  such  Characters  revenge  stands  for 
justice;  accordingly  we  find  that  the  most  innocent  Persons  among 
US  who  have  occasion  to  travel  through  the  State  if  they  have  been 
defensive  actors  must  be  loaded  with  vexatious  suits  under  pretence 
of  Jjebt  or  Criminality  but  for  no  other  purpose  than  to  add  a 
pecuniary  distress  to  the  already  distressed. 

Could  we  free  from  such  vexatious  but  expensive  prosecutions 
send  an  Agent  who  could  be  honour'd  with  an  interview  with  your 
Excellency  we  could  be  able  to  exhibit  such  incontestible  facts 
relative  to  our  sufferings  both  from  the  land-jobbers  and  a  former 
Asseoibly  (influenced  by  them,)  as  your  J'lxcellcncy  would  hardly 
imagine  and  could  your  Excellency  in  some  way  furnish  a  protec- 
tion for  such  an  Agent,  we  shall  duly  acknowledge  the  Favour, 
and  readily  embrace  the  opportunity,  and  we  would  hope  by  tho 
means  to  furnish  your  Excellency  with  such  kind  of  knowledge  as 
may  through  your  wise  and  paternal  influence  terminate  in  a  just 
and  amicable  settlenieTit  of  these  unhappy  and  ruinous  disputes. 

V/e  would  bei:  leave  to  mention  to  your  Excellency  that  we  havo 
noticed  a  late  Act  of  Assembly  Entitled  "  An  Act  for  quieting  tho 
disturbances  at  W'iomiug,  kc,"  but  how  fur  it  respects  us  we  are 
unable  fully  to  determine.  We  send  a  Petition  to  tho  Hon'ble 
Assembly  accompanied  with  this,  praying  for  an  explanation,  etc. 

We  wish  to  have  an  existence  in  the  world  above  that  of  Slaves 
or  beggars,  and  we  ardently  wish  as  good  Citizens  to  iujoy  the  bless- 
ings of  tlic  gh'rinias  ''onstitution  of  this  State,  and  to  havo  tho  liuws

I^nclosed  is  the  Examination  of  Jacob  Hartzell,  one  of  the 
Colectors  of  Taxes  for  this  County,  who  was  robbed  on  his  way  co 
Newtown  yesterday  afternoon,  an  Event  truly  alarming  and  lo^iks  as 
if  another  Doau  i.t  Tomlinsoa  Generation  had  arose.  It  will,  per- 
haps, appear  extraordinary  to  you  that  this  Colector,  who  was 
Robbed  at  three  o'Clock  in  the  afternoon,  within  but  a  small  distance 
of  a  House  in  a  thick  settled  Country,  t\:  at  a  time  when  the  Ground 
was  remarkably  soft,  so  that  pursuit  might  easily  have  been  ru'ide 
by  following  the  track,  yet  rode  seven  miles  to  Newtown  wiihuut 
making  any  alarm.  This  can  be  accounted  for  only  from  the 
Btupidity  of  the  man,  who  is  a  German,  and  said  to  bo  a  person 
uncommonly  dull  i^c  inactive.

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Notwithstanding  the  pompious  publication  in  the  Carlisle  paper 
of  the  great  services  rendered  the  States  by  the  treaties;  and  the 
peaceful  disposition  of  the  Indians,  we  are  well  assured  it  is  all  a  farce, 
the  Indian  Chiefs  who  had  a  power  to  treat  and  give  away  the  lands, 
did  not  attend  :  they  told  Mr.  David  Duncan  of  this  j.lace,  if  it  waa 
only  land  we  wanted,  they  would  give  us  as  njuch  as  we  wanted, 
when  ever  they  met  us,  that  was  our  length  and  breadth  which  ever 
way  we  would  fall.  From  these  and  a  number  of  ether  Reports  wo 
arc  well  assured  that  we  have  every  thing  to  fear  from  them,  the 
Hostages  left  at  the  last  treaty,  have  ran  off,  this  acct.  was  brought 
here  yesterday  by  Capt'n  O'fiara,  who  arrived  herefrom  the  Miami. 
There  are  but  twelve  soldiers  in  the  Garrison  here,  the  Works  out 
of  order;  no  arms  or  ammunitions,  the  Militia  Law  never  executed, 
no  militia  oGicers  or  Companies  formed  by  the  Lieutenant,  who  ever 
he  is.  On  behalf  of  all  the  Inhabitants  on  this  frontier,  and  more

Humbly  Sheweth,  Y'our  Petitioner  at  the  Beginning  of  the  war 
with  Great  Britian  was  in  much  favour  wich  the  Delewere  Indians, 
and  for  some  time  prevented  them  from  Committing  .-my  out  Rage 
upon  the  Inhabitai.r.s  of  the  United  States,  but  by  a  disposition  of 
frieudjhip  to  the  Uni.in  and  the  Incentives  of  the  Britai-h  Eniis- 
sarys  sent  to  the  Indians,  I  i-o»\\  lost  my  Intluence  and  I'oplarity, 
and  was  obliged  with  my  family  tn  Run  away  and  take  liet'u:.'e  ia 
the  Garrison  of  Fort  Pitt  and  the  Indians  is  not  Rucouciled  with  mo

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as  yet.  Some  short  time  After  my  Arrival  at  Fort  Pitt,  the  Com- 
manding officer  fixed  nio  and  fansily  on  a  small  Island  supposed  to 
Contain  about  twenty  acres  or  there  a  Bouts,  Nearly  opposite  the 
Garrison  in  the  Allegany  River  of  which  I  Clear'd  a  Rout  ten 
Acres  which  has  supplied  ray  small  family  in  Bread.  I  fully  Con- 
sidered my  self  Settled  paramount  on  the  Small  Piece  of  Ground 
—but  being  better  Informed,  I  find  that  the  title  is  iu  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania. 

Now  Your  Petitioner  Humbly  begs  leave  to  observe  by  selling 
that  email  bit  of  Ground  to  any  person  "Would  bo  a  Great  Injury 
Don  your  Petitioner  and  his  small  family  as  at  this  time  he  Rents 
the  same  for  thirty  Bushels  Indian  Corn  Pr  Annum,  Therefore  I 
beg  your  Honours  to  Consider  my  Distresed  Situation  and  to  me  in 
fee  Simple  as  a  Gratuity  if  Consistent  if  not  the  Right  of  Preemp- 
tion at  a  Moderate  Price  the  Before  Mentioned  Inland,  k  I  will 
pay  for  the  same  which  will  be  the  means  to  support  me  now  in  my 
old  Age.  And  your  Petitioner  with  his  small  family  is  in  Duty 
bound  will  pray,  etc,  &c.

"Wardens  of  Piiilad'a  to  Sup.  Executive  Council,  ITSS. 

To  His  Excellency  the   President,  and  the  honorable  the  suprema 
executive  Council  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania, 

The  Board  of  Wardens  of  the  Port  of  Philadelphia,  finding 
themselves  not  a  little  embarrassed  in  the  various  Duties  of  their 
appointment,  on  account  of  the  Tonnage  Duty  being  paid  in  the 
paper  Emission  of  1785;  and  having  no  other  source  from  which  to 
derive  money  to  defray  the  necessary  Expence  of  the  Department, 
are  constrained  to  address  themselves  to  the  supreme  executive 
Council,  upon  an  emergency,  which  they  conceive,  of  much  conse- 
quence to  the  trade  of  the  ConiDionwcalth. 

The  Oyl  for  the  use  of  the  light  House  is  nearly  exhausted,  an 
immediate  Supply  of  that  article  is,  therefore,  absolutely  necessiry. 
A  Quantity,  which  may  be  about  sufficient  for  the  consumption  ot 
one  year,  of  an  excellent  quallity  has  Intely  arrived  here.  It  has 
been  offered  to  the  Wardens  at  throe  Shillings  and  six  Ponce  per 
Gallon,  a  price  moderate  and  reasonable  enough,  but  the  consignt-e^^ 
absolutely  refused  to  sell  it  for  paper  Money,  nor  have  the  Wardens 
a  prospect  of  being  able  to  purchase  this  article,  fur  any  other  than 
Specie,  from  any  person  else. 

The  Wardens,  tho'  possessed  of  Funds,  in  paper  money,  more 
than   aufScicnt  fur  this   purpose,  are  at   a  Loss  for  any  legal   meau3 
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wMch  they  can  have  Kecource  to,  to  convert  it  into  Specie,  at  an 
acknowlcdpcd  Depreciation.  It  is  therefore  hoped  that  your  honnr- 
ahlo  Board  will  devise  some  Expedient  to  relieve  them  from  this 
I'liibarrassment,  cither  by  directing  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  to 
exchange  with  them,  about  four  Hundred  Pounds,  Specie  for  Paper, 
which  would  be  a  Sum,  about  sufficient  to  purcliase  the  Oyl  in 
question ;  or,  in  any  other  manner  your  Wisdom  may  Suggest, 
obviate  the  Difficult. 

It  is  not  without  Fioluctance  that  the  Wardens  of  the  Port,  on  this 
occasion,  have  taken  the  liberty  of  troubling  the  supreme  executive 
Council,  which  they  certainly  would  not  have  done,  were  it  not  in 
Consideration  of  the  evil  consequences  which  would  unavoidably 
result  from  the  want  of  proper  Lights  being  kept  up,  in  the  House 
erected  for  that  purpose,  at  Cape  Henlopen,  and  the  Injuries  which 
would,  of  course,  arise  to  the  trading  part  of  the  community  ;  a3 
well  as  from  a  sense  of  their  own  Duty.

The  Wardens  of  the  Port  of  Philadelphia  having  lately  appointed 
a  committee  of  their  Board  to  make  a  general  Examination  into  the 
state  and  situation  of  all  such  Matters  as  are  established  for  the  safety 
of  the  navigation,  and  the  I'rotection  of  the  Trade  of  this  Port,  and, 
^"hich  are  under  their  care  and  supcrintendency,  down  the  Bay  and 
liiver  Delaware  and  at  the  Capes.  This  Business  being  complcated 
and  the  committee  having  thereon  reported  to  the  Board,  they  now 
do  themselves  the  Honour  to  inclose  to  your  Excellency  a  copy  of 
that  Report.  The  Wardens  are  induced  to  make  this  communication, 
for  the  information  of  that  honourable  Board  in  which  you  preside, 
from  a  sense  of  the  Propriety  that  the  Supreme  executive  authority 
of  the  commonwealth  chould  be  regularly  informed  of  the  pleasured 
which  are  pursued  in  any  of  the  other  Departments  of  the  liovcrn- 
nicnt,  as  well  as  because  their  cnunuittee  have  ventured  to  siiggest 
Borne  Improvements  to  the  uavigatiun,  which  the  Wardens  cuul-ojvo 
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would  be  useful  ones  : — :iii  accurate  s-urvcy  of  tbe  Delaware  Buy,  they 
view  as  a  woik  uf  u6  iueoii.-ldcrable  Iu)porl;i[ice  ti^  the  tradiug  Part 
of  the  community — it  would  probably  lead  to  the  Discovery  of  soiue 
valuable  situations  fur  Harbours,  which  are  not  yet  knowu,  it  would 
have  a  Tendency  to  insure  tlie  safety  of  the  navigation,  to  pr(UiiOte 
the  commercial  lutcrests  of  the  State  and  add  to  the  Picpututiou  of 
tbe  Port.

PiErOUT    OF    TEE    CoM.MITTKK    OF    WARDENS,    1788. 

The  Committee  of  Wardens  who  were  appointed  to  inspect  into 
tbe  State,  and  examine  the  Situation  of  all  such  matters  as  are 
under  tbe  care  and  supcrintcndeucy  of  the  Board,  down  the  Bay 
and  Biver  Delaware,  and  at  tbe  Capes. 

Beport,  That  they  have  minutely  examined  the  Light-House  at 
Cape  Henlopcn,  as  well  as  every  Tiling  that  is  any  way  connected 
with  it.  The  Land  in  tbe  Environs  of  this  Building,  they  observe 
to  be  so  cliangcable  from  the  strong  currents  of  ^Viud,  that  withiu 
these  few  Years,  where  there  have  been  deep  Ponds,  there  are  now 
moles  con.-idorably  high;  and  on  the  contrary,  where  there  were 
Hills  of  sand  there  are  now  Vales  and  Hollows;  every  precaution 
should  therefore  be  taken  to  secure  the  Fnundation  from  tlie  grow- 
ing Effects  of  this  Evil.  Barriers  of  Logs  and  Fences  of  Hails  and 
Bramble  have  already  had  their  J-'fTect,  and  ought  to  be  attended  tc. 

Under-wood  and  Weeds  of  every  kind,  or  indeed,  any  thing  that 
can  be  brought  to  vegetate,  will  jloubtless  have  a  teidency  to  prevent 
the  sand  from  blowing  away.  The  <i ravel  which  is  now  around 
the  Foundation  evid<'ntly  strengthens,  and  no  doubt  in  a  great 
measure  Secures  it  stability,  it  may,  therefure,  at  some  future  Period 
be  necessary  to  encreasc  this  ]')ank,  which  can  easily  be  done  by 
taking  a  quantity  of  it  frcMu  the  Margin  of  tbe  sea,  v.'bich  is  at  no 
great  distance  fnim  the  Ligbt-Hou>e.  They  remark  too,  that  on 
tbe  sea  shore  there  does  not  seem  to  bo  any  Encroachments  made  by 
the  perpetual  dashing  i)f  the  Surf. 

The  J.ight-Housc,  but  particularly  whore  the  Lanthorn  is  placed, 
and  the  Uf'per  part  of  the  Structure,  sustains  much  Injury  from  the 
frequent  Kains  in  stormy  weather,  which  unavoidably  beat  iu  thro' 
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tliC  small  apcrturcsof  the  ventilators,  this  iiiconvoiiicncy  inijrlit  in  some 
iiici.-'ure  be  obviated  by  guardintt  then)  with  Hoods  or  C'.ips  ot"  sheet 
cof  per, — these  should  bo  about  six  Inches  Broad  and  of  the  same 
LoDizth,  placed  so  as  to  drop  or  slaut  to  an  angle  of  thirty  Degrees. 

From  the  bleak  and  exposed  situation  of  the  Light-Hou>e  it  is 
unavoidably  assaulted  by  repeated  and  severe  storms,  and  notwith- 
standing the  Thickno-^s  of  the  Walls,  the  beating  of  the  Piain, 
especially  in  the  North-East  Gales,  has  so  alTected  them  by  the 
penetration  of  the  Moisture,  that  in  many  places  the  Mortar,  on  tiie 
inside,  has  begun  to  crumble  &  a  good  deal  of  it  to  fall  offi — Per- 
haps there  is  no  more  eflectual  metliod  of  securing  the  building  from 
buch  mutilation,  than  by  giving  it  a  coat  of  Iiough-castiug  on  the 
outside;  this,  however,  would  necessarily  reijuire  a  considerable 
Expenditure  of  Money,  and  consequently  .the  command  of  propor- 
tionate Funds. 

There  are  eight  Iron  Siautious  in  the  Corners  of  the  Walls,  (the 
form  of  the  Light-House  being  an  Octagon, J  these  are  built  in  with 
them,  and  are  designed  to  support  the  Lautlioru,  as  they  extend 
from  the  fifth  to  sixth  Hight  of  Stairs,  they  are  now,  in  many  places, 
become  bare,  and  the  better  to  protect  them  from  the  corroding  of 
Bust,  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  them  plastered  over  with 
Mortar,  or  at  least  whitewashed. 

The  small  House  which  was  built  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
Commissioners,  and  is  now  used  by  Mr.  Ilargis,  as  a  Workshop, 
tbej  observe,  is  somewhat  out  of  repair,  the  House  too,  \v-hich  is 
occupied  by  the  keeper  of  the  Light-House,  is  likewise  out  of  rei  air  ; 
but  as  the  latter  is  more  necessary  than  the  other,  it  would,  of 
course,  require  more  immediate  attention.  Eefore  the  Hoof  was 
mended  by  the  new  shingles,  which  have  lately  been  put  on  it,  the 
Inclemency  of  the  weather  to  which  it  was  exposed,  had  destroyed 
a  good  deal  of  the  plastering  in  the  upper  Story,  about  the  dormant 
^Vindows,  this  ha^  not  yet  been  repaired  ;  the  Lime,  however,  and  the 
Laths  are  already  provided,  so  that  tiiere  is  nothing  now  wanted  but; 
itails, — the  necessary  quantity  of  which,  Mr.  Ilargis  informs  them, 
would  be  about  Three  Hundred.  Of  the  coat  of  Painting  which 
was  given  to  the  Roof  of  this  House,  after  the  shingling  was 
repaired,  there  seems  now  but  little  to  remain,  but  as  tiiere  is  red 
Oker  and  Oyl,  the  principle  things  necessary  to  renew  it,  already  at 
the  Light-House,  the  only  material  which  is  now  wanted,  is  Tar  to 
mix  with  them,  fur  they  are  informed  that  Tar  will  not  only  absorb 
itself  into  the  shingles,  but  accelerate  the  absorption  of  the  Oyl, 
and  will  make  the  oat  on  the  Uoof  more  lasting. 

The  privement  around  the  dweliiog  House,  they  observe,  has  in 
many  places  given  way,  this  appears  to  have  been  occasioned  by  the 
Eame  Violence  of  the  Wind,  which  they  have  already  montioced, 
which,  however,  has  been  not  a  little  increased  by  the  particular 
Situation  of  an  old  smoak  House,  now  moulderinrr  in  a  State  of 
Decay,  having  caui'.d  such  v,hiriii;g  of  the  Wiuda  as  to  blow  away 
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the  sand   on  which  the  ]3ricks  arc  placed,  they  therefore  directed  | 

this  "Wojden   Hovel,  which  was  of  no  use,  to  be  immediately  taken  5 

down,  and   the    Pavement,  where  the  Kavages  of  the  "Wind  had  ,' 

destroyed  it,  to  be  suj)ported  by  Logs.  I 

There  were   some   Panes   of    Glass   on   the   Eastern    side  of  the  • 

Lanthorn,  which  were  cracked,  and   some  others,  on  the  same  side,  i 

changed,  apparently  by  the  scorchincr  of  the  sun  ;  the  Glass  becomes  * 

of  a  whitish  colour,  tho'  vaiigated  with  small  specks,  this,  of  course,  ; 

su^'gested  to  them  the  necessity  of  replacing  those  Lights  with  such  .) 

as  were  more  transparent,  they  at  the  same  time  directed  Mr.  Hargis  ' 

to  shift  them  to  the  Land  side,  where  clear  Glass  is  not  so  absolutely  \ 

necessary.  \ 

The  remaining  necessaries  and  Stores  which  the  Committee  found  1 

at  the  Light-House,  consisted  of  about  two  Hundred  Galloiis  of  Oyl,  ) 

which  was  cun'iiined  in  two  of  the  eight  cisterns,  one  of  which  was  4 

quite  full,  and  the  other  about  three-fourths.

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proportion  to  the  change  in  the  Depth  of  Water,  less  practicable. 
'J'bc  sloop  was  obliged  to  lay  better  than  three  quarters  of  a  mile  off 
the  mouth  of  the  (!reek,  here  the  ca<ks  were  put  into  a  skow  and 
carried  up  to  a  landing  place  called  the  Stone  Wharf,  which  is- about 
five  miles  up  the  Creek,  a6d  from  this  place  were  carted  two  miles 
farther  by  a  Koad  of  deep  heavy  sand  to  the  Light-House  ;  to  com- 
plete this  business  it  necessarily  took  up  four  days,  and  a  fifth  was 
euiployed  iu  starting  some  of  it  into  the  Cisterns,  and  stowing  away 
the  Rest  into  the  A'ault.  It  was  a  mortifying  Disappoiutment,  at 
the  same  time,  to  Hnd  that  seven  casks  of  the  Oyl,  which  was  pur- 
chased from  Hughes  and  Anthony,  was  so  thick  as  to  be  totally  unfit 
for  the  Use  for  which  it  had  been  designed,  they  therefore  had  it 
re-conveyed  on  board  the  sloop  in  order  to  have  it  brought  back  to 
Philadelphia,  this  unavoidably  detained. tliem  another  Day.  They 
also  had  a  cask  containing  what  had  settled  at  the  Bottoms  of  some 
of  the  Cisterns  brought  on  board  of  the  sloop  to  be  likewise  taken 
to  Phila'a. 

The  Land  on  Cape  Henlopen  appears  to  be  perfectly  sterile,  and 
no  part  of  it  that  they  saw  capable  of  Tillage  or  any  improvement 
in  Agriculture.  The  Timber  is  principally  Pitch-Pine  and  Cedar,  but 
none  even  of  these  large, — the  Underwood,  Myrtle  kihrubs  and 
Huckleberry  Bushes. 

From  the  Southern  Cape  they  crossed  the  Bay  to  Cape  May, — 
here  they  viewed  the  Ground  which  has  been  purchased,*  with  a 
Design  to  erect  thereon  a  Beacon  or  Land  mark;  this  they  contem- 
plated as  far  as  it  might  add  to  the  securities  already  established  for 
the  safety  of  the  navigation  of  the  Bay  and  River,  and,  were  they 
to  hazard  any  opinion  on  this  subject,  it  should  be  opposed  to  the 
adoption  of  a  uifasure,  which  it  would  re([uire  a  considerable  sum  of 
Dioney  to  coluplete,  and  in  the  End,  by  no  means  answer  those 
valuable  purposes,  which  have  been  anticipated  from  it.  i'erhaps,  a 
]5uoy,  placed  on  the  North-West  Part  of  what  is  called  Crow's 
Shoal,  would  be  a  better  mark  to  govern  vessels  running  into  Capo 
May  Channel,  than  the  proposed  J^eacnn  ;  for  there  are  already  on 
the  Cape  better  natural  Laud  marks  than  any  artificial  ones  that  could 
be  set  up. 

The  Buoy,  which  the  Ice  last  Winter  had  forced  from  the  r^Iiddle, 
and  had  fioatcd  on  shore  about  two  miles  above  the  Pitch  of  Capo 
May,  they  now  got  on  board  of  the  Sloop. 

From  Cape  May  they  run  to  the  Brandy  wine,  the  Beacon-boat 
fixed  on  this  Shoal,  they  found  placed  in  four  Fathom  Water,  the 
Tide  being  then  about  three  quarters  Ebb,  running,  North-East  froiu 
it  they  immediately  shoaled  into  ten  Feet  Water,  continuing  iu  the 
same  coarse  ihcy  suon  deepened  into  three  Fathom,  the  Pitch  of 
Cape  May,  thcu  bearing  South-Fast,  three  quarters  East,  ruuning 
still  in   the  same  I>irection  until   they  were  about  three  quarters  of

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a  mile  from  the  Beacnn,  tbcv  found  a  quarter  less  five,  Cape  M:iy, 
tbcn  bearing  Soutli-lvist  half  ]]asf,  and  the  Beacon  Ijoat  at  tlic 
Runie  Time,  South-West,  a  (juarter  \\'est.  The  Committee  are  here 
led  to  remark,  that,  altho'  this  l>eacou  is  plae^;d  five  Hundred  yuids 
higher  up  than  whtrc  it  formerly  lay,  they  are  of  opinion  that  ^vbLU 
it  becomes  necessary  to  place  it  again,  three  or  four  yards  still 
higher  up,  would  be  a  spot  more  elligible,  as  the  Beacon  is  designed 
to  point  out  the  Northern  End  of  the  Shoal. 

From  the  Brandynine  they  run  to  the  Brown,  which  they  went 
over  aliout  the  Distance  of  six  Hundred  yards  to  the  North-West  of 
the  Beacon  placed  ou  this  shoal,  in  a  quarter  less  Twain,  Cape 
Eeulopen,  then  bearing  South  half  East,  and  the  high  'J'ree  at  the 
mouth  of  Lewistown  Creek,  which  is  a  well  known  Land  mark,  at, 
the  same  Time,  bciiring  South  and  by  West. 

From  hcuce  they  run  u[)0u  the  Shears  until  they  struck  in  five  aiid 
an  half  Feet  ^Vater,  which  appears  to  be  the  highest  part  of  the 
Shoal,  the  Tide  then  being  about  quarter  Fli.'od,  and -the  situaiiou 
about  four  miles  distant  frum  the  shore,  the  Light-House  then  bear- 
ing Soulh-East,  three  quarters  South,  and  the  high  Tree  iiear  the 
mouth  of  Lewistown  Creek,  at  the  same  time,  bearing  Suuth  and  by 
West,  three  Degrees  West. 

With  regard  to  the  Cross  Ledge,  they  have  examined  what 
remains  of  the  Pier  on  which  the  Beacon  was  formerly  erected,  and 
they  find,  that  it  would  be  totally  impracticable  eitiier  to  re-build  it, 
or  to  build  another  on  the  same  place,  owing  to  its  having  been  sunk 
in  the  Hull  of  an  old  Vessel,  which  in  settling  in  the  sand  had 
taken  so  deep  a  Keel,  that  when  she  broke  up  and  left  the  Pier,  it 
lay  in  such  a  manner,  that  at  Ebb  Tide  the  Northern  Corner  was  two 
Feet  above  the  water,  and  the  Southern  Corner  four  feet  below 
it  J  they  find  also,  that  the  Shoal  has  extended  itself, -at  least,  three 
hundrt-d  Fathoms  farther  to  tlie  South-South-Eust,  than  it  was  when 
the  Pier  was  sunk;  and  they  are  of  opinion  that  any  Mark,  which 
in  future  it  may  be  thought  necessary  to  place,  with  a  view  to  point 
out  the  lower  End  of  the  Ledge,  should  be  fixed,  at  least,  that  Dist- 
ance from  the  lluins  of  the  other. 

The  Kesult  of  every  observation  they  have  been  able  to 
make  on  this  situation,  has  led  theiu  to  funu  this  opiniuii,  that  a 
Diamond  Piere,  sunk  on  its  own  Frame,  well  built  and  sutiicieutly 
secured  with  plates  of  Iron  to  break  off  the  lutlueucc  of  the  press- 
ing Ice,  and  at  the  same  time  proper  attentiim  paid  to  repairing  it 
as  often  as  it  becmnes  necessary  might  endure  for  many  years,  as  the 
Shoal  is  very  reg'ilarly  fiat  ou  the  highest  parts.  At  about  half  a 
niilo  below  the  old  Pier,  when  the  tide  is  at  its  lowest  Ebb,  there 
is  about  seven  Feet  ^^'ater  across  this  Shual. 

Frum  some  appearances,  as  well  as  from  Information,  they  were 
induced  to  believe  that  Nantackset  Bay  or  Cove,  formed  by  what  is 
called  Davis's  point,  iiiiudit  in  the  ^\"illter  Season,  afiord  a  safe  Har- 
bour to  veiieU  of  a  u.iddliu^  Draught  of  Water,  however,  ou  S'jULid- 
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ing  it  in  various  place??,  the}'  find  that  those  only,  which  draw  about 
six  or  seven  Feet  water  could  avail  themselves  ot  this  situation. 

From  this  Place  they  run  up  to  Reedy  Island,  and  examined  the 
Piers  which  are  built  on  the  opposite  Shore;  the  Diamond  Pier  will, 
in  some  places,  require  an  increase  of  Dallast,  as  in  the  North-East 
Corner  and  in  two  or  three  places  on  the  Land  side,  some  part  of  it  is 
washed  away,  the  others  tho'  are  still  full.  They  arc  all  of  them 
affected  in  some  Degree  at  each  of  the  Corners,  by  the  Decav  of  the 
Wood  which  some  time  ago  has  begun  to  rot :  The  second  one  from 
the  Land  is  considerably  sunk  at  the  SouthAVest  Corner:  That  one 
which  is  joined  to  the  Laud,  is  considerably  damaged;  some  part  of 
it,  but  particularly  on  tho  upper  side,  having  been  carried  away,  will 
rcfjuire  immediate  amendment. 

They  sounded  the  water  round  each  of  those  Piers  which  are 
detached  from  the  Land,  and  Cud  Depth  sufficient  for  any  Vessels  of 
the  Burthen  of  those  which  are  usually  employed  in  our. Trade. 

They  now  proceeded  to  Marcus  Hook  and  examined  the  Piers 
which  have  lately  been  erected  at  that  place ;  and  they  find  that  in 
many  places  of  each  of  thc-m,  the  Pallast  has  bc^n  washed  away, — 
to  repair  this  Damage,  one  Hundred  Tons  of  Gravel  Dallast  would, 
perhaps,  be  suQleient;  and  to  prevent  farther  Depredation  from  that 
cause,  it  ^^ould  be  necessary  to  have  it  put  on  as  soon  as  possible ; 
in  every  other  Respect  these  Piers  appear  to  be  in  perfect  good 
Order. 

They  took  a  Survey  of  the  Piers  at  Mud  Island,  the  uppermost  of 
which  they  find  in  a  total  state  of  Docay,  the  lower  one,  however,  is 
yet  in  pretty  good  order.  In  sounding  the  ^A'ater  between  theui, 
they  found  it  so  shallow  as  leads  them  to  conclude,  that  it  would  not 
now  be  of  any  use  to  bestow  upon  them  any  Expense  for  Repairs; 
unless  indeed,  it  should  be  deemed  necessary  to  extend  them  farther 
into  the  channel  by  subjoining  an  additional  Pier  to  cacli. 

They  arc  neverllicless  of  Opinion,  should  any  fartlicr  Improve- 
ment here,  be  proposed  and  deemed  necessary,  that  a  Diamond  i-*ier, 
built  at  a  proper  J)i.-tancc  between  what  arc  calhci  the  J>oouj  Piers 
aud  the  point  of  Hogg  Island,  wouhl  be  a  better  >.  curity  for  Vcsrcls 
from  the  Ice,  and  be  much  more  likely  to  endure  p.  considerubie 
Length  of  time,  witt)0ut  filling  up,  as  tlierc  would  bo  a  suHicleut 
pass'ige  of  water  bet-vcon  them  anil  the  shore. 

They  likewise  examined  the  Room  Piers  which  lately  were 
partially  repaired,  and  they  find  that  they  jet  want  filling  up  witli 
Rallastjand  that  tho  j-^a.st  Corner  of  the  outside  one,  is  still  too  low, 
by,  at  least,  the  Height  of  one  Log. 

Tho  Ijuoy  on  the  Middle  as  well  as  that  on  the  flit  Ground  th- y 
examined  on  their  passage  down  the  Ray,  and  f uiirl  them  botli 
placed  in  the  situation  v.'liich  Capt'u  Shield  reported  immudiatLly 
after  he  Jaid  them  di:wn.

!2dly.  It  seems  to  me  (I  s[)cak  it  with  submissiuu)  disreputable  to 
Government,  to  be  in  ye  Exercise  of  an  Act  of  Authority,  disre- 
garded (as  far  as  I  can  hear)  &  that  with  Impunity,  by  tlie  most 
respectable  Clergymen  in  this  City ;  who,  iustcad  of  thinking 
themselves  under  any  Obligation,  either  of  Law  or  of  31  orals,  to  ask 
for  ye  Licence,  consider  it  rather  as  a  Suarc,  against  which  they  are 
to  be  on  their  Guard.

Chiefs  iuviteJ  by  Oounsol — it  happens  to  be  a  very  unlucky  Circorr:- 
fefance,  there  Cominr:  at  this  time,  as  the  AssonjbJy  has  mado  iiu 
provision  for  thcra,  but  they  assi_<rn  such  reasous  fur  their  being 
detained  as  I  hope  will  induce  Council  to  exert  themiclvcs  in  doiuij 
every  thing  in  their  power  to  give  them  satisfaction.  CornplaiJlcr 
says  when  he  was  pre{>aring  to  come  down,  ogreeablo  to  the  invitation 
from  Council,  his  Nation  was  excited  to  great  turuult  by  the  killing 
f  the  two  Chiefs  cu  Pine  Creek,*  l*c  he  was  obliged  to  stiiy  to  pacify 
them.  The  Sbanese  Indians  who  are  the  most  troublesome,  sent  a 
;  Mtssaje  to  the  Sonnaca  Narion,  telling  them  that  nnlcss  they 
declared  immediate  v,-ar  agr.inst  the  White  people  they  should  bo 
cut  off.  Tijis  tnossage  was  to  be  taken  into  coUoidL-ratiou  by  a 
general  counsel  of  the  Nation,  v.hich  required  time. 

-The  subject  of  this  Visit  of  the  Chiefs  of  the  Scnneca  Nation  is  of 
great  Consequence  to  the  people  of  the  western  country — they  border 
on  our  frontier  settlement  to  a  great  extent,  tt  if  they  are  disposed 
to  war  will  tend  greatly  to  the  injury  of  our  defenceless  counrry — 
exclusive  of  the  people  that  may  be  killed  by  them,  the  inhabitants 
will  be  expelled  from  their  settlements  &  many  reduced  to  bcggory 
tt  misery. 

The  Conductor  t^  interpreter,  Mr.  Joseph  Nicholson,  has  broughi: 
them  thus  far  at  his  own  expence,  but  bis  3Iouey  being  exhanst'.'d 
I  hive  advanced  him  a  sum  suUicient  to  defray  his  cxpences  to  the 
City. 

1  need  not  give  you  a  Character  of  the  Cornplantcr,  his  friendship 
for  the  people  of  Peun>ylvania,  his  pacific  temper  &  integrity  are 
suSiciently  known.  I  know  very  well  the  other  two  Chiefs  who 
accompany  him,  i*c  for  their  interest  among  their  own  people  Sc  their 
good  will  to  our  Citizens,  I  can  give  every  assurance  to  Counsel.

"What  remains  in  our  hearts  to  say  to  you  is  :  That  at  the  Treaty 
at  Fort  Stanwis,  we  sold  to  you  the  lands  South  of  a  west  lino 
beginning  below  the  Forks  of  tho  Tioga  branch  of  the  Susquehanna 
and  extending  to  Western  boundary  of  your  state — and  we  appointed  \ 
one  of  our  nations  to  see  the  line  run  according  to  that  bargain; 
But  your  people  run  that  line  without  sending  for  that  man,  and  set  ■ 
out  several  miles  above  tho  Tioga  fork — This  was  not  right.  > 

Vro  understand  that  it  is  your  desire  to  have  this  land  and,  may 
bo,  it  was  a  mistake  in  your  Surveyors — (and  we  are  willing  to  think 
it  was)  tliat  they  ran  it  wrong — Wo  now  see  that  the  line  is  very 
plain  and  can  bo  rcraembored — and  as  you  have  now  treated  us  very

KOTES  ON  THE  FORTS. 


On  page  557,  Vol.  II.,  it  ia  intimated  tbat  an  attempt  Trill  bo 
made  to  bring  into  one  view  what  information  can  be  derived  from 
the  facts  stated  in  the  Records  and  Archives,  respecting  the  difl'erent 
forts  mentioned — as  well  as  what  might  be  obtained  from  other 
sources — of  their  locality  and  present  condition.  Notwithstanding 
application  hai  been  made  to  many  individuals  on  the  subject,  but 
few  have  furnished  the  information  requested,  and  having  already 
kept  back  this  volume  in  the  hope  of  receiving  it,  perhaps  too  long, 
the  editor  presents  the  following  imperfect  notes  respecting  some  of 
the  most  important.  For  more  convenient  reference,  the  forts  are 
arranged  alphabetically.  By  the  dates,  those  erected  during  the 
Indian  wars  can  be  recognized  from  the  Revolutionary. 

Lithographic  plans  accompany  several  of  them,  and  the  locality  of 
many  will  be  found  on  Scull's  map. 

Fort  Allen — at  GNADENxniixTEN,  175G. 

This  fort  was  erected  early  in  175G,  at  New  Gnadcnhiitten  on  the 
north  side  of  the  Lehigh  River  where  the  inhabitants  of  Gnadcnhiit- 
ten removed  from  the  old  town  on  the  ^lahony — finding  tho  lauds 
there  "  too  much  impoverished"  and  for  otlier  reasons — [sec  Loskiel 
p.  ir)'2,]  most  of  the  buildings  were  also  removed,  the  Chapel  or  Mis- 
sion hou.«e  only  eseepted,  whieh  was  burned,  Nov.  25,  1755,  [sec 
Arch.,  Vol.  IL,  p.  521,  5-1'.),]  by  the  French  Indians,  and  eleven  of 
the  inhabitants  murdered.  Alarmed  at  this  event  tho  new  town 
became  deserted  by  the  inhabitants  fleeing  to  Rethleliem — Hero 
they  petitioned  the  Gov't  for  protection  avowing  their  luyalty  to  it. 
The  Gov'r  (Moiris.)  promised  "  his  good  will  and  protretion"  [soo 
Arch.,  Vol.  ir.,  p.  5"J1]  advising  them  to  remain  for  tlie  present  in 
Rethlehcm.  lie  "  ordered  a  party  of  soldiers  to  march  to  those 
parts,  to  defend  the  property  of  the  christian  Indians  k  tho  Coun- 
try in  general — Hut  on  Xew  Years  day,  175t),  the  savages  attacked 
these  troops,  set  fire  to  Gnadenhiittcu  i^  the  mill,  tt  destroyed  all 
tho  plantations  "  reducing  tho  missionaries  to  the  greatest  poverty." 
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Tlie  Gov'r  being  at  Reauing,  there  receivecl  "  the  news  of  the  des- 
truction  of  the  Town,  and  the  greatest  part  of  tlie  guard  of  forty 
luen  placed  there  in  order  to  erect  a  fort,  [see  Col.  Rec.,  Voh  V'L, 
p.  772]  adding  that  he  was  "very  busy  in  preparing  the  necessary 
orders  &  instructions  upon  this  new  turn  of  affair?/'  and   made  ar- 
rini::iucnts   with   the   Commissioners   [see  Col.  Rec.,  Vol.   VI.,  p, 
774]  to  engage  oOO  men  for  the  protection  of  the  "West'rn  Frontier. 
to  bo  stutidu/d  in  Five  forts,  extending  from  the  Sugar  Cabin?,  near 
Sideling  Hill  to  a  place  about  20  miles  of  the  Susq.  River,  <!c  proba- 
bly a  torf  on  the  west  side  of  that  River."     It  was  probably  under 
this  situation  of  affairs  that  Ronj'u  Franklin  was  dispatched  by  Gov. 
Morri-^  to  erect  this  Fort,  it  appears  from  his  letter  of  January  25, 
ITo'i,  [ioe   Col.  R'jc.,  Vol.  '\''ll.,  p.  15]  that   on  the  same  evening 
he  loft   the  Gov'r,  Jan'y  10,  he  "got  to  Hay.'^'s,  &  received  Capt'n 
Craig's  Comp'y  by  the  way  ;  much  of  the  nest  morning  was  spent  in 
exchanging  the  bad  arms  for  good.     Wayne's  Comp'y  having  joined 
with  him"  from  Xazareth,  that  night  he  reached  Uplinger's,  having 
cautiously  passed  thro  the  Gap   of  the  mountain,  a   very  dangerous 
]>a5s,  21  miles  from  Bethl'm,  &  got  into  good  quarters.  A:  on  Satur- 
day m'^rniug  began  his  "  march  towards  Gnadfuhiitteu,  &  proceeded 
two  miles;"  "as  the   men  were  unprovided  with  great  Coats,"  and 
unable  to  keep  their  arms  dry,  it  then  raining  hard,  he  returned  to 
his  former  quarters  after  making  an  attempt  to  proceed,  &,  there 
^pent  the  d-iy — on  the  next  d:iy  however  (Sunday,)  he  reached  Gna- 
donhiitten,  about  2  P.  ]M.,  "and  before  5  o'clfck,  had  inc!o=fd  his 
"camp  with  a  strong  Breast  work,  musket  proof  &  with  boards  pre- 
viously brought  by  his  order  from  Ffrucker's  mill,  placed  themselvea 
under  some  shelter  from  the  weather.     On   Monday  a  very  denso 
fug  prevented   them  from  looking  "  out  for  a  place  to   build,  or  see 
where  materials  were   to  be  had.     On  Tuesday  thoy  pitched  on  a 
place,  marked  out  the  ground  for  the  Fort  &  by  10  o'clock  began  to 
cut  timber  for  stockades  &  dig  the  ground — "  Ry  three  P.  M.,  the 
logs   wore  all  cut  c\:  m-my  hauled  to  the  spot,  the  ditch  dug  to  set 
th^.•ra  in  3  feet  deep,  l^  that  evening  many  were  pointed  &  set  up." 
The  greater   part   of  nest  day  thoy  were   prevented,  by  rain,  from 
work,  thoy  resumed  it  on  Weducsi'"ay  k  "  before  night  were  pretty 
woU  enclosed,  the  stockade   was   finished  i!c  part   of  the   platform 
within  erected,  which  was  compleated  nest  morning,  Cap'ts  Foulks 
'^  Wctterholts  Companies  dismissed  &  Hays  sent  for  a  convoy  of 
rrnlMons.     "This  day,  Jany.  25,  we  hoisted  your  Flaj,  [sec  Col. 
Pn-o.,  Vol.  VII.,  p.  17]  made  a  general  discharge  of  our  pieces  which 
hyl  l„ii._r  toon   loaded,  and  our  two  swivels,  and  named  the  place 
I'yil  Af/\n,  in  honor  of  our  old  Friend."     "  It  is  125  feet  long,  50 
wile,  the  Stockadocs  most  of  them  a  foot  thick  ;  they  are  3  feet  in 
Iho  ground  Sc  \2  feet  out  pointed  at  the  Tops."    This  is  his  account 
•  ■f  his  vrcoks  work,  to  which  he  a  Ids.  a  Diagram  of  the  shape  of  the- 
f  rt  which  see  iu  [Col.  Rec,  Vol.  VII.,  p.lO.]    "  Foulkc  has  gone 
to  build  aiioflicr  between  thisiV:  Schuylkill  fort  which  I  hope  will  be 
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finishcJ  (as  Trexicr  is  to  join  biiu)  in  a  week  or  tnn  days."  As  soon 
as  Uays  returns,  he  expected  to  dispatch  anutiier  parly  to  erect 
another  at  Serfas's,  which  he  hoped  to  finish  iu  the  same  time,  the.~e 
were  probably  Lebanon  it  Norris.  k  on  tlic  iOth  he  vrrite-s  :  ''  This 
present  Mond;iy  we  are  erecting  a  third  House  in  the  fort  to  accom- 
modate the  garri.^on."  When  Franklin  set  out  on  this  expedition, 
he  had  with  iiim,  "  Foulk's  Conip'y  40  men,  the  detachment  of  Mc 
Laughliu's  "20  k  7  wagons  ladcu  with  stores  and  provisions,  it  at 
Hay's  quarters  he  was  joined  by  Wayne's  Cou:iji'y  fiora  Nazareth. 
He  gives  a  list  of  the  companies  &  foot  on  pay  in  the  County, 
(see,  p.  17)  consisting:  of  'b'2'2  men. 

On  the  2d  Feb.,  1750,  Gov.  M.  writing  to  Col.  V»''ashington  says: 
"Fort  Allei;  up'in  tlie  West  }>ranc!>  of  Del.,  where  the  Moravians 
bad  a  town  called  Gnadenhiitten,  Garrison  15  to  20  men.  [See 
Arch.,  \o\.  II.,  p.  505.] 

April  21,  175G,  John  Mee  &  Joseph  Leacock  'Miaving  planta- 
tions within  1}  miles  of  Fort  Allen  desire  a  detachment  of  men 
from  said  Fort  to  protect  them  while  they  put  up  their  fences  and 
burn  the  leaves  round  their  fields.     [Sec  Arch.,  Vol.  XL,  p.  G-JS.] 

James  Young  on  a  special  tour  among  the  Forts,  June  22,  1750, 
visited  this  fort  and  says  '"  it  is  about  15  miles  from  Allcmangle. 
'J'he  first  7  miles  of  this  road  is  very  hilly,  barren,  and  swampy. 
No  plantations.  The  other  part  of  the  road  is  for  the  most  part 
through  a  rich  valley  chiefly  meadow  ground.  [Sec  Archives  vol. 
H.  p.  07S.]  Several  settlements  but  all  the  houses  burnt  and  de- 
serted. At  noon  we  came  to  the  fort.  This  fort  stands  on  the  river 
Leahy,  in  the  pass  through  very  high  hills  and  in  my  opinion,  in  a 
very  important  [ilace,  and  may  be  of  great  service  if  the  otlicer  does 
his  duty.  It  is  very  well  stockaded  with  four  good  bastions.  Ou 
one  is  a  swivel  gun.  The  woods  are  clear  all  round  for  a  consider- 
able way  and  is  very  defen'eable.  Within  is  three  good  barracks 
and  a  guard  room.  I  found  hero  15  men  without  any  otlicer  or 
commander.  They  told  me  that  Lieut.  Jacob  3Ieis  and  two  men 
from  the  fort  were  gone  this  morning  with  two  gcntlemeu  from 
Dethlehem  and  4  Indians  15  miles  up  the  Country  to  bring  some 
friendly  Indians,  and  that  the  serjcaut  with  three  men  were  gone  to 
Capt.  Foulkes  late  commander  here  to  receive  the  pay  that  was  due 
thera,  one  was  gone  to  Lethlehem  with  the  scrjeunt's  watch  to 
mend,  which  was  the  reason  I  could  not  muster  the  men  present 
nor  have  any  account  of  the  provisions  but  saw  a  large  quantity  of 
Beef  very  ill  cured.  I  was  informed  that  a  Captain  was  expected 
there  in  a  day  or  two  to  take  p^st  at  this  Fort.  'J.7  muskets,  ••') 
Cartouch  boxes  101b  powder,  0"lb  lead  and  20  rounds,  filled  for  25 
men,  19  axes,  i  broad  do.,  20  hatchets,  43  tomahawks,  o  Iron  wed- 
ges, 1  Swivel  gun." 

Aug.  1750.  The  fort  was  visited  by  Tedyuscung  under  escort  of 
a  detachmcat  from  IJcthiehem  who  returned  to  J-^aston  on  the  loth 
with  Den  and  another  Indian  man  of  Tedyu^:cut1g's  rc'.iuuo.     The 
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Indians  staid  some  days  at  the  fort.  Ben  givea  a  most  villainons 
account  of  the  Li  ut.  there,  while  the  Cajituin  was  in  Philadelphia 
purchasing  from  TeJyuscung  skins  intended  for  the  Governor  and 
paying  him  with  Hum  "till  the  old  man  was  off  his  guard,"  [See 
Archives  vol.  IL  p.  747,  754.]  notwithstanding  orders  not  to  give 
the  Indians  more  than  a  gill  of  Rum  per  day.  Captain  Wetterbold 
was  ordered  from  Fort  Haiuilton  to  quell  a  mutiny  there,  who  had 
been  at  the  fort  and  seen  and  rectified  the  disorders  there  and  return- 
ed to  Easton  with  unfavourable  accounts. 

Oct.  9.  1756.  Captain  -Jacob  Arndt  arrives  at  the  fort  with  his 
Company  and  assumes  the  command.  lie  was  probably  previously 
stationed  at  Fort  Norris,  where  Captoin  Leynolds  who  is  v.ith  him 
is  going  to  sujtply  his  place.     [See  Archives  vol.  Ill  p.  ".] 

Oct.  21,  1750.  "\\^  Parsons  sends  from  Easton  49jb  powder 
I03l1j  lead  and  50  flints  for  the  fort.     [Archives  p.  SI.] 

April  10.  1757.  The  garrison  was  to  consist  of  100  naen  a  part 
of  Conrad  Weiser's  battalion.     [See  Archives  p.  119.] 

Captain  Arudt  with  some  of  his  men  were  on  a  visit  to  Eastoa 
July  15.  1757,  but  expected  to  leave  for  fort  Allen  the  same  day. 
Some  Senecas  arrived  at  his  fort  since  he  left  it.  [Archives,  p.  21^']. 
Colonel  James  Lurd  informs  Captain  Arndt  that  10  Delaware 
Indians  then  at  Fort  Augusta  on  their  way  to  Philadelphia  ca 
business  of  great  importance  with  the  Governor  would  visit  Fort 
Allen.  Asks  for  them  a  kind  reception  and  an  escort  of  2  suldiers, 
men  of  prudence.  March  S,  175S.  [Archives,  p,  851]  In  Februiry 
175S  Colonel  Eurd  was  sent  to  visit  the  Forts,  he  reached  thi~s 
fort  February  27  at  J  after  2  P.  >L  A  prodigious  hilly  place  and 
poor  land  15  miles  from  Mr.  Everits  Next  day  reviewed  the  Gar- 
risson  and  found  doing  duty,  Captain  Arndt,  Lieuts.  Ilays  and  Laugh- 
ery,  Ensign  (^^uisell  and  75  men.  This  is  a  very  good  garrisun. 
Stores,  two  mouths  provisions,  225ibs  powder,  SOOlbs  lead,  500  Hints, 
two  swivel  guns,  2G  province  arms  bad,  no  drum  nor  blankets,  1 
spade,  1  shovel,  I  grubbing  hoe,  and  14  had  axes.  This  is  a  very 
poor  stockade,  surrounded  with  Hills  situated  on  a  barren  plain, 
through  which  the  river  Lehy  runs,  distance  about  70  yards  from 
the  Fort.  There  is  scarce  room  here  fur  40  men.  C)rdcred  Captain 
Arndt  to  regulate  his  ranging  by  his  intelligence  from  time  to  time, 
liikewise  to  put  up  a  target  t>  inches  thick  to  Icaru  his  soldiers  to 
shoot.''     [See  Archives  Vol.  IIL  p.  355.] 

On  the  0th  Juno  175S.  Charles  Thomson  and  Freucriek  Post, 
on  a  special  mission  to  the  Indians  visited  Fort  Allen,  accompanied 
by  yio<Q3  Tatamy  and  Isaac  Still  and  3  other  Indians,  where  they 
learned  an  express  had  arrived  from  Teedyuscung  at  \Vyomiug, 
informing  that  7S  Indians  had  been  seen  directing  their  course  to 
Miunisinks,  they  left  at  12  o'clock  and  pursued  their  journey,  they 
rLturned  on  Tuesday  following  "  to  Fort  Allen"  the  prospect  of 
which  was  hid  from  us  till  wo  came  just  upon  it  by  bu.-hc3  {^rowiug 
on  the  bank  n't  the  river. 
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lu  December  1758.  Governor  Denny  informs  Council  tliat  ho 
has  "appointed  Indian  Agents  to  reside  at  Fort  Allen"  and  Indian 
goods  have  been  scut  there.     Col.  liec.  Vol.  VIII.  p.  tloS. 

eTune  1,  17S0.  Lt.  Colonel  Kern  writes  that  he  has  112  men 
stationed  at  and  near  Fort  Allen.  [See  Archives,  Vol.  Vl-L,  p.  2SG] 

The  Town  of  Weissport  in  Tovramensing  Township,  Carbon  Co., 
now  occupies  the  site  of  Fort  Allen,  of  which  little  or  nothing  re- 
mains except  a  well,  now  in  use,  but  the  knowledge  that  it  did  onco 
exist  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  present  town. 

Fort  Allen  was  about  1-1  or  15  miles  from  Fort  Franklin,  [See 
Archives  Vol.  II.  p.  GG5.]  or  Allemangle,  about  24  miles  from  Fort 
Lebanon  in  the  line  to  Sharaokin.

Fort  Armstrong. 


This  Fort  was  erected  in  1779  at  Kittanning,  and  in  honor  of  Gen- 
eral John  Armstrong,  who  obtained  the  signal  victory  there  over 
the  Indians  in  1750,  received  his  name,  though  it  was  proposed  by 
Lieutenant  Colonel  Stephen  Layard  vrho  erected  it  by  orders  of 
General  l>rodhead,  to  name  it  after  the  latter,  who  declined  that 
honor,  [see  his  letter  Vol.  XII.,  p.  134-5,]  In  June  1779  Colonel 
Bayard  with  120  rank  and  file  was  "erecting  a  stockade  Fort  at 
Kittanning."  [sec  Archives  Vol.  XII.,  p.  132. J  a  corps  of  Hangers 
"a  body  of  men  raised  by  Congress  at  the  express  desire  of  the 
Assembly  of  the  State  for  the  defence  of  the  frontiers,"  was  at  first 
put  under  the  direction  of  the  Lieutenants  of  the  Counties  where  it 
was  supposed  they  would  bo  necessary  "  but  a  portion  of  them  were 
stationed  at  this  Fort,  [sec  Vol.  VIL,  p.  771,  and  Vol.  \lll.,  p. 
38,]  The  fort  in  July  is  in  forwardness  and  Capt.  Harrison  is  ordered 
on  a  tour  to  it.  [see  XII.,  p.  135.]  Gen.  Brodhead  being  authorized 
to  undertake  an  espcdition  to  the  Indian  Country  "and  as  his  route 
will  naturally  cover  the  Garrison  at  Fort  Armstrong  a  few  men  can 
maintain  it  till  his  return,"  and  therefore,  orders  Col.  Bayard  that 
two  officers,  two  Serjeants  and  24  rank  and  tilo  of  the  worst  kind 
remain  at  the  post,  and  with  all  the  rest  march  to  him  at  Pittsburg 
by  the  first  of  August."  fp.  139)  On  the  31st  of  July  Gen.  B.  [see 
Vol.  XII.,  p.  147']  writes  that  a  complete  stockade  Fort  is  erected 
at  the  Kittanning  and  now  called  Fort  A." 

Fort  Armstrong  is  mentioned  as  "about  15  miles"  below  "a 
place  called  .Mahoning."  G'ju.  B.  informs  Mr.  Mollwaine  that  ho 
has  "ordered  a  .quantity  of  piuvisiuus  to  Fort  A.  and  Capt.  Irwin 
is  to  garri-on  t!)at  post  with  his  Company"  and  as  soon  ns  he  takes

cainuian'l  Mr.  '^L  is  to  proceed  with  Lis  men  to  Pittaburg  leaving 
his  provisions  witii  Capt.  Irwiu.  [see  Vol.  XII. ,  p.  IGL]  It 
appears  that  Capt.  Irwiu  from  some  cause  bad  failed  to  reach  the 
fort  on  loth  Oct.  G-eu.  B.  says  "he  cannot  send  regular  troops 
to  be  stationed  at  Fort  A.  [see  Vol.  XII.,  p.  170.]  the  new  levies 
raised  in  Penn'a  are  properest  for  that  duty."

Oct.  '21,  1779,  Lieut.  Jameson  is  at  length  got  to  furtA.  but  Geu. 
B.  says  it  is  not  in  his  power  to  contribute  to  the  relief  of  his  men 
the  means  are  not  yet  come  up  the  country^  has  ordered  for  thu 
garrison  2  ketrs  whiskey  and  15  pair  of  shoes,  "whiskey  being  an 
expensive  article  you  will  not  issue  it  except  in  rainy  weather  aud 
to  guards  aud  fatigues  [see  Pennsylvania  Archives  Vol.  XII.,  p. 
177.]  I  approve  of  buildiug  the  sentry  boxes  as  they  will  in  siane 
measure  shelter  the  poor  soldiers  from  the  weather.  Nov,  27, 1771), 
Lieut.  Jamison  is  required  to  evacuate  Fort  Armstroiig;[seo  Archives, 
p.  193,]  and  repair  to  I'ittsburg  with  all  convenient  dispatc-h  taking 
care  to  brin^'  oft"  all  the  stores  m  his  possession  aud  belougiug  to  the 
garrison  and  for  the  purpose  sends  him  two  canoes  with  which  and 
the  craft  he  has,  he  expects  he  will  be  able  to  transport  all  the  stures 
by  water ;  if  not  he  is  to  apply  to  Capt.  Carnaghan  at  Pullstown  on 
the  mouth  of  Kiskaminitas  for  pack  horses,  [see  xVrchives  p.  190,] 
tho.se  of  his  Company  not  employed  on  the  water  to  march  by  land  ; 
no  particular  reason  is  assigned  for  this  measure,  but  it  is  presumed 
that  unreut  necessity  or  an  apprehended  attack  at  I'ittsburg  required 
it  as  similar  orders  were  transmitted  to  fort  Crawford.  In  April  2d 
1780,  Col.  Lochrey  was  ordered  to  raise  in  the  Co.  GO  able-bodied 
men  rank  and  tile  and  a  proportionate  number  of  oflicers  of  whom 
one  third  was  to  be  detached  to  Fort  Armstrong,  to  be  drafted  fur 
2  months,  this  body  of  men  with  a  number  of  regulars  to  support 
tho.^e  detached  to  Fort  xV.  it  was  hoped  would  give  sufficient  counte- 
nance to  the  inhabitants  of  the  Co.  against  the  '^common  Enemy." 
[See  Archives  p.  215.]  Gen.  B.  on  28  April,  17S0,  writes  that  he 
Las  been  disappointed  until  now  of  sending  a  detachment  to  Fort 
Armstrong  agreeable  to  his  intention.  "Capt.  Thos.  Beal  sets  out 
to-morrow°with  the  party  and  provisions  to  Fort  Crawford  [See  p. 
225,]  where  he  is  to  leave  a  part,  provided  any  troops  bo  there,  other- 
wise he  is  to  take  the  whole  to  Fort  Armstrong  and  Col.  Lochrcys 
detachment  be  furnished  from  thence." 

Aug.  19,  17.S0.  Gen.  P>.  writes  thut  as  the  Monongahela  is  risiug 
he  is  ill  hopes  of  being  able  "  to  return  the  garri.son  uf  Armstrong 
and  Crawford  to  their  stations"  [see  Pennsylvania  Archives,  \  oi. 
XIF,  p.  2-57,]  which  it  appears  by  VoL  VIII.,  p.  5U,  had  boon 
evacuated  for  want  of  subsistence.  [>See  Col.  Pec.  Vol.  VllL,  p. 
514.]  Sept.  (3  17^0,  ho  says  a.s  the  Allegheny  11.  is  greatly  raided 
by  the  late  rain^,  no  time  should  bo  lost  to  send  out  the  garrisons 
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of  Arm.-trong  aivi  CrawforJ,  it  being  very  uncertain  whr.t  views  muy 
Le  cDtertainud  by  the  Priti.-h  at  Niagara. 

March  27,  ITS  I.  Gen.  P>.  writes  to  I'res.  Keed  [see  Pencsylvania 
Archives  Vol.  IX.,  p.  39,]  that  in  bis  "  present  circumstances  it 
is  impos-^ible  further  to  garrison  Forts  A.  and  C.  (Westmoreland 
frontier)  until  the  Commander  in  Chief  is  pleased  to  direct  him  to 
evacuate  Fort  Mclntoah."

I  Fort  Augusta  at  SnAMOKix. 

I  Towards  the  latter  end  of  October  175-5  the  frequent  massacres  by 

\         the  French  and  Indians  created  groat  alarm.     The  Governor  (Morris) 

called  the  asseujbly  together,  they  passed  a  militia  law  &  granted  •* 
£•2000  for  the  King's  use.  Murders  had  been  committed  on  John 
I'enn's  creek  or  Mahanoy  &  the  inhabitants  of  the  upper  part  of  Cum- 
berland Co.  wore  either  killed  or  driven  away  from  the  west  side  of 
Susquehanna  [?ce  Col.  I'lec,  Vol.  VI.  p.  645.] — It  was  moreover 
understood  that  the  French  had  designs  upon  Shamokin  about  4  or  5 
miles  from  the  scene  of  many  of  the  murders — This  was  an  Indian 
town  "  situate  at  the  meeting  of  the  two  main  branches  of  Sus- 
quehanna, one  of  which  takes  its  rise  about  50  miles  from  Fort  Da 
Quesne  cV.  interlocks  with  some  of  the  branches  of  the  ^dississippi  &  the 
other  heads  in  the  heart  of  the  Six  Nation's  Country  near  Fort  Hun- 
ter— its  situation  has  very  many  advantages  being  in  the  latitude 
of  Statcn  Isl'd  L^  not  more  than  (JO  miles  from  Jersey  &  120  miles 
from  Philad'a,  and  a  little  below  it  on  this  side  the  Dlue  mountains, 
lies  one  of  the  finest  parts  of  this  province."  [Gov.  Morris's  descrip- 
tion, see  Col.  Kcc,  Vol.  VI.  p.  G'.io.] 

News  was  received  at  Heading  that  a  large  body  of  Indians  in  the 
French  interest  was  encamped  on  this  side  of  George  Gabriells  about 
5  miles  below  the  forks  of  Susquehanna  about  30  miles  of  Harris's 
ferry  on  the  Vr'.  side  of  the  llivor,  t*v:  that  an  attack  might  be  expec- 
ted in  three  days  at  farthest,  and  a  French  fort  begun  at  Shamokin 
in  ten  days  hence.  [Oct.  31,  sec  Col.  Ilec,  Vol.  VI.  pp.  tj02,  000.] 

Al.^o  that  a  body  of  1500  French  cS:  Indians  had  left  the  Ohio — 
of  whom  a  division  of  411  was  de-tined  against  Shamokin  A:  that  the 
French  designed  to  build  a  Fort  there,  [see  Col.  lice.,  Vol.  VI.  pp. 
GG2,  075.] 

The  tkstructiou  of  the  great  cove  Si  alarms  Sc  massacres  occurred 
about  this  time  in  c^'  around  Sherman's  valley — lC  that  the  Indians 
would  be  used  by  tlic  French  against  the  Inhabitants  near  Shamokin. 
1755,  Nov.  15.  Gov.  ^lorris  int'>rm.-^  Gov.  Johnson  that  he  intends  to 
build  a  fort  at  Sh.iraokin  [see  Col.  Ilec,  Vol.  VI.  p.  701.]  of  which 
he  requests  him  to  inform  the  Si:c  nations,  &  doubts  not  that  they 
will  approve  this  measure  as  absolutely  necessary  to  prefect  the 
Indians  for  the  common  security  of  them  k  us.     1755,  Dec.  29, 
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"Some  Facilities  have  been  lately  discovered  floating  down  the  Piivcr 
Susq'a,  [see  Col.  Jxec.,  Vol.  VI.  p.  7GSJ  a  little  below  Sbaiuukia 
by  which  as  the  Indians  v;ere  never  known  to  use  Fachine.?,  it  is  con- 
jectured the  French  have  begun  iSc  are  actually  building  a  fort  at 
that  most  important  place." 

175G,  Jan'y  IT.  At  a  conference  with  the  Indians  at  Carlisle,  they 
pay  to  Gov.  Morris  "  as  we  cannot  tell  how  far  our  enemy  (Ouontio's 
Children)  may  incline  to  enter  their  claim  to  the  lands  in  these  parts, 
we  desire  you  would  immediately  take  possession  &  build  a  fort  at 
Shamokin,  lest  they,  who  area  cunning  designing  people  should  take 
posscssi'in  before  and  prevent  you,  [Vol.  Vll.  p.  Ci.J  and  we  desire 
you  would  place  some  proper  person  to  live  always  there  to  manage 
Indian  aflairs."  The  Governor  promised  at  their  request,  to  "  make 
iuimcdiato  provision  for  the  building  a  strung  House  at  Shamokin, 
I't  that  he  should  desire  tv  depend  on  their  assistance  in  guarding  the 
men   he  should  send  there." 

175<3,  Jan'y  lU.  In  his  instructions  to  Conrad  Weiscr  the  Gov'r 
says  [see  Penn'a  Archives,  Vol.  II.  p.  550.]  "  should  the  enemy  be 
iuf(U-med  of  the  design  of  building  at  Shamokin  they  may  take  meas- 
ures to  prevent  it,  or  at  least  to  annoy  the  men  employed  in  that 
service,  I  must  therefore  recommend  it  to  you  to  use  all  imaginary  pre- 
cautions in  your  choice  of  Indians  to  be  employed  upon  this  service, 
that  tliey  are  firmly  attached  to  the  English  interest  as  they  are 
already  acquainted  with  the  Gov'rs  intention  in  that  particular." 

Jany.  24.  [see  Col.  llec,  Vol.  VI.  p.  776.]  To  the  Council,  The 
Gov.  says  The  Indians  "strongly  &  repeatedly  requested  that  we 
would  bu'ld  a  Fort  at  Shamokin"  and  the  29th  he  again  calls  the 
attention  of  Council  to  the  subject  &  to  the  measures  lic  had  taken 
with  the  comm'rs  for  defoudinir  the  province  against  the  incursions 
it  ravjigos  of  the  Indians  c\:c.,  by  erecting  Forts  it  Block  houses  at 
divers  proper  places  on  or  near  the  Frontier, 

Feb'y  1.  Gov.  M.  writes  to  Gov.  Sharp  "  that  he  proposes  build- 
ing a  Fort  at  the  Forks  of  Susq'a  as  soon  as  the  season  will  admit  a 
passage  up  that  river,  for  the  mountains  north  of  the  Kitoctiny  are 
quire  impassable  for  carriages."  [sec  Peuu'a  Archives,  Vol.  II.  p. 
5f)7.] 

'J'he  Indi  ins  -ipparrntly  impatient  of  the  delay,  [I7"iG  Feb'y  22. 
p^'c  Col.  Kec,  \o[.  VII.  p.  54]  at  a  second  conference  say  to  Gov'r 
Morris,  "wo  advised  you  when  at  Carlisle  imuiediately  to  build  a 
Fort  at  Shamokin,  we  repeat  our  advice  &  e.rucstly  entreat  you  will 
not  delay  in  doing  it.  Such  Indians  as  continue  true  to  you,  want 
a  phico  to  come  ti,^^  to  live  in  security  agaiustyour  iV  their  Enemies, 
and  to  Shanu'kiii,  when  made  strong  they  will  come  iV'  bring  their 
wives  &  Children  with  them  ;  k,  it  will  streugtheu  your  interest  very 
much  to  have  a  strong  house  there.  Indeed  you  lose  ground  every 
day  till  this  be  done.  Pray  hasten  the  work,  the  warriors  say  they 
will  go  along  with  you  c\:  assist  you  iu  building  a  Fort  there." 

^lar.  {.  The  Gov'r  iu  reply  to  the  Indians  says  [see  Col.  Ivcc, 
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Vol.  VII.  p.  6G.J  "as  to  the  strong  house  yon  have  frequently 
desired  us  to  build  at  Shauiokin  you  well  know  that  we  are  ready 
to  do  any  thing  for  the  safety  of  our  Friends  among  the  Indian?,  and 
our  people."  "  We  expect  every  day  to  sec  Scaroyiidy  &  Andrew 
Montour  with  agreeable  ucvrs  from  our  Prothrcn  the  Six  Nations, 
and  as  soon  as  they  arrive  in  this  town  you  will  have  .notice  immedi- 
ately &  we  shall  build  the  Fort." 

[April  S.  Vol.  A'll.  p.  70.]  The  Gov'r  informs  the  Indians  at  a 
coufcrencc  in  Phil'a,  ''  Agreeable  to  your  repeated  request,  I  am  now 
going  to  build  a  Fort  at  IShamokin.  Forces  are  raising  for  that  pur- 
pose <fc  every  thing  will  soon  be  in  readiness.  I  purpose  it  as  a 
place  of  protection  &  refuge  for  you  &  your  families,  k,  to  this  all 
the  Indians  who  are  the  friends  of  the  Englisli  may  repair,  il'  they 
v*ill  ever  lind  a  kind  reception  and  neccs^nries  of  all  kinds.  I  need 
not  ren)iud  you  of  your  earnest  importunities  to  have  this  done  k  of 
your  protnise  to  assist  in  it.  Our  Warriors  will  be  animated  whcu 
they  see  you  join  and  assist  them." 

April  10.  The  Indians  say  to  Gov.  M.  [see  Col.  Rec,  Vol.  A^II.  pp. 
70,  80.]  "  You  told  us  that  you  must  now  build  a  Fort  at  Shamokin ; 
we  are  glad  to  hear  it;  it  is  a  good  thing;  these  young  men  arc  glad 
in  their  hearts  A'  promise  you  their  assistance,  &  vrould  have  you  go 
on  with  it  as  fast  as  yoa  can,  &  others  too  will  assist  you  when  they 
.see  you  are  in  earnest."  "  The  Fort  at  Shamokin  is  not  a  thing  of 
little  consequence,  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to  us  as  well  as  to 
you.  Your  people  are  foolish;  for  want  of  this  fort,  the  Indians  who 
are  your  friends  can  be  of  no  service  to  you,  hnving  no  place  to  go 
to  where  they  can  promise  themselves  protection,  they  can  do  nothing 
for  you,  they  are  not  secure  anywhere.  At  present  your  people 
cannot  distinguish  Foes  from  Friends,  they  think  every  Indian  is 
against  them — they  blame  us  all  without  distinction,  because  they  see 
nobody  appear  for  them;  the  common  people  to  a  man,  entertain 
this  notion  &  insult  us  wherever  we  go.  \Ve  bear  their  ill  usage  tho' 
very  irksome,  but  all  this  will  be  set  right  when  you  have  built  the 
Fort  and  you  will  see  that  we  in  particular  arc  sincere,  i\:  many 
others  will  come  to  your  assistance.  We  desire  when  the  Fort  is 
built  you  will  put  into  the  command  of  so  important  a  place'  some  of 
your  best  y)eo{de,  grave,  solid  i^  sensible  men  who  are  in  repute 
amongst  ynu,  k  in  whom  you  can  p'aee  coniidenee.  Do  this  vv;.  you 
will  soon  see  a  change  in  your  alfairs  for  the  better." 

Notwithstanding  all  the  requests  k  arguments  cf  the  Indians  & 
the  repeated  promises  of  the  Gov.  to  commence  a' fort  at  this  im- 
portant p  lint  it  dijLS  not  appear  that  active  measures  were  taken  to 
effect  it  till  abi'Ut  this  time,  tho'  from  various  letters  it  was  always 
a  favorite  measure  wiih  the  Gov.,  the  principal  reasons  for  delay 
were  probably  the  fear  of  opposition  from  the  enemy  should  they  tio 
informed  of  the  design  of  buihling,  [sec  Penn'a  Arch  ,  Vol.  VII., 
p.  550]  the  diiTicuky  of  making  arrangements  for  tho  purpose, 
and  especially  want  of  consent  on  the  part  of  tho  Couimisbiouers, 
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wlio  finally  did  •'  consent  to  Lis  building  a  fort  at  Sliamokin  k  dosireJ 
him"  to  raise  400  men  for  that  purpose,  "  which  he  writes  Gov. 
Hardy,  Ap.  4,  he  is  "  nowdoiug  with  all  the  dispatch  in  ray  power'' 
"but"  he  adds  "  it  will  be  late  before  that  work  is  done,  as  tho 
place  is  distant,  and  no  wagon  road  to  it."

warlike  stores,  at  least  sufficient  to  supply  the  troops  employed  at 
Shamokin.  [S'^e  Penn'a  Arch.,  Vol.  11.,  p.  C2G,  Ap.  IG]  Col.  C 
will  fix  upon  and  fit  up  proper  places  for  the  reception  of  stores  it 
will  place  proper  guards  upon  them." — And  to  Gov.  Hardy,  ho 
says:  "The  400  men  for  the  Shamokin  expedition  are  almost  com- 
pleat,  &  I  am  forming  a  magazine  of  provisions  and  stores  upon  tho 
Susquehanna  for  the^troops  that  are  employed  upon  the  frontiers, 
and  OS  a  wooden  fort  or  Stoccado  will  answer  the  present  purpose, 
those  troops  will  soon  be  at  Liberty  to  act  in  conjunction  with  yours." 

April  -25,  p.  G14.  To  Geu'l  S'hirly,  Gov'r  says  your  despatches 
found  me  preparing  to  set  out  for  the  Susq.  where  the  provincial 
forces  arc  waiting  for  me  in  order  to  proceed  on  an  expedition  for 
buiidiug  a  Fort  at  Sbamok'n." 

The  Gov.  himself  shortly  proceeded  to  Harris's  ferry  '[  to  sec  the 
provincial  Kcgimeut  set  olT  for  Shauiokiu"  where  he  continued  some 
time."

Col.  Clapham  are  going  to  carry  the  promise  I  made  to  the  si.^ 
nations  when  here  into  execution."     [see  p.  150.] 

June  1-J  175G.  To  C'd.  Claphaiu  he  says,  [see  Pennsylvania 
Archives  p.  GGG.]  "I  find  the  Susquehanna  Indians  are  much 
alarmed  at  our  scheme  of  building  a  Fort  at  Shani(-kin  and  are 
jealous  that  we  intend  by  it  to  secure  the  p<K^.^es.-inu  of  their  unpur- 
chased hv.vh  th.cre,  and  are  apprehensive  that  the  regiment^  is  an 
army  aguinst  them  and  they  have  actually  sent  out  ten  of  their

tbe  French  to  scatter  these  and  other  false  stories  among  them  iu 
order  to  poison  them  and  bring  them  entirely  over  to  the  French 
interest,  and  perhaps  that  party  of  Indians  whom  your  reconnoitre 
party  saw  at  McKee's  old  place  may  bo  those  spies  sent  out  by  tlie 
Indians.

f  "  As  to  the  place  upon  which  the  fort  is  to  be  erected,  that  must 

f       be  in  a  grea.! measure  left  to  your  judgement,  but  it  is  not  necessary 
I       to  inform  you  that  it  must  be  on  the  East  side  of  the  Susquehanna,

being  purchased  from  the  Indians,  besides  which  it  would  be  impos- 
sible to  relieve  and  support  a  garrison  on  that  side  in  the  winter 
time.

Col.  Clapham  reached  Fort  Halifax  on  the  1st,  and  expected  soon 
to  be  at  iShumokin.

Vol.  in.  p.  Ti,]  of  the  condition  of  that  fort  to  wliioh  he  is 
about  to  return  "  to  defend  it  to  the  last  extremity  in  which  he  pro- 
mises himself  his  Honor's  assistance;  he  says  the  Garrison  consi;t= 
of  320  cflective  men  and  not  one  side  arm  iu  case  of  aa  attempt  a' 
storm."

May  G.  "  Harry  Gordon,  lilngineer  and  Captain,  says  that  a 
Migaziue  [See  p.  3S8,]  ought  to  bo  built  in  the  South  Bastion 
12  "y.  20  feet  in  the  clear,  The  wall  to  be  1\  feet  thick  with  throe 
buttresses  2  feet  thick  at  bottom,  bevelling  to  9  inches  at  top  in 
each  side,  the  breailth  of  buttresses  o^  feet.

III.  pp.  408,430,  476,]  on  the  1st  July  there 
were  IbU  of  whom  IGO  were  fit  for  duty — colors  for  the  Fort  are 
wanted,  flag  stafl'  70  feet  high.

crcpid,  not  fit  to  be  entrusted  with  any  charge.  I  have  got  but  few 
Tradesmen  to  carry  on  any  building,  [see  Penn'a  Archives,  Vol.  III. 
p.  480,]  1  Carpenter,  2  Masons,  tV  1  Smith  are  left  here — I  have 
begun  to  build  a  powder  magazine  (as  there  has  never  been  any 
other  than  the  common  provision  store,  an  unfit  place  to  hold  powder,] 
(t  am  obliged  to  leave  it  unfinished  for  want  of  Lime  &,  stone — the 
Lime-stone  is  to  fetch  6  miles,  vt  'tis  impossible  to  fetch  them  any 
other  way  than  by  water,  it  i.ll  the  Batteau-men  are  discharged,  £o 
lis'  impossible  for  me  to  carry  it  on  any  further  without  some  more 
assistance.  The  four  pieces  of  cannon  sent  from  Philad'a  are  come, 
but  there  is  not  a  person  to  make  carriages  for  them  so  they'll  be 
useless.  W.  Duulap  (.*c  Cap.  Henibas  were  sent  by  positive  orders 
to  Col.  Burd — Lt.  Brodhead  and  30  men  gone  to  Harris's  to  escort 
batteaux  up  the  river  ;  about  30  Indians  seen  on  the  west  side. 

Dec.  1,  p.  570.  Garrison  170  men  of  whom  123  fit  for  duty — 12 
pieces  cannon,  700  Bulls  A:  1300  grape,  20  Bbls.  powder,  ^c,  ko. 
1759,  Apl.  24,  Gov.  orders  a  supply  of  flour  to  be  given  Teedyuscung 
&  the  Indians  should  they  apply. 

Oct.  5.  The  soldiers  of  the  Garrison  discover  a  mutinous  dispo- 
sition, the  governor  orders  it  to  be  relieved  &  if  possible  an  additiiinal 
number  of  soldiers  sent  there.  "  I  should  be  glad  if  the  garrisnti 
con.-idcring  the  importance  uf  this  jdace  was  stronger."  [p.  (jSlj.]

17»»l,  Jan'y  18,  In  conscjuenco   of  the  disposition  of  the  Ass'y 
Gov.    Hamilton  propose<l    to  disband    the  garrison  at    Augusta,  [see 
Penn'a  Archives  Vol.  IV.  p.  37,]  but  postpones  it  with  the  appruv.d 
of  Gen'l  Jeff.

Scouts  sent  out  in  pursuit  of  the  Enemy.  [1704,  Feb.  '22,  p. 
105,]  30  men  appointed  to  garrison  Fort  Augusta  victualled  by  the 
Crown.     July  20,  p.  195. 

1705,  Feb'y  9.  [Col.  Eec.,  Vol.  JX.  p.  244.]  The  Gov'r  in  a 
message  to  the  Assembly  says,  from  the  great  importance  of  Fort 
Augusta  to  the  protection  of  this  province  when  engaged  in  a  war 
with  the  Indians,  I  thought  it  absolutely  necessary  to  keep  a  garrison 
iu  it  tlie  last  year  &  am  of  opinion,  that  till  the  final  conclusion  of 
a  peace  with  the  Savages,  it  will  be  highly  imprudent  to  abandon 
that   post.      He  recommends  a  continuance  of  supplies  for  ic. 

[P.  240.]  To  which  the  Assembly  replies  "  after  due  consideration 
we  are  of  opinion  tliat  as  the  cannon  &  other  military  stores  at  Fort 
Augusta  cannot  be  at  present  removed  froiu  thence  it  niay  be  pru- 
dent to  defer  any  resolution  concerning  the  Evacuation  of  that  pest  un- 
til further  certainty  of  peace  being  firmly  cstablish'd  with  the  Indians ; 
yet  in  the  meantime  as- the  fund  from  whence  that  Garrison  has 
been  paid  uj>  to  the  first  of  last  month  is  nearly  exhausted,  we  should 
approve  an  immediate  reduction  of  the  Troops  stationed  there,  although

It  is  said  some  indications  of  this  fort  remain,  &  a  gcnt'n  lu  tho 
neighborhood  promised  us  au  account  of  them,  which  has  not  yet 
been  received. 


Fort  Bedford — Kaystown. 

When  this  fort  was  erected,  is  not  certainly  known,  but  it  was 
probably  not  before  1757,  as  on  Feb'y  22d  Col  John  Armstrong 
writes  to  Major  Burd  (after  stating  some  of  his  plans  of  operation) 
"  This  is  all  that  can  possibly  be  done  before  grass  grows  A:  proper 
numbers  uuife,  except  it  is  agreed  to  fortify  Piuystown,  of  which  I 
yet  know  nothing."  (Shippen  letters  by  T.  Balcb,  p.  GS,)  et  on  May 
5,  1757,  be  writes  to  Gov.  Denny  (see  Col.  Ilec,  Vol.  VII.  p.  50-i.) 
He  says  ''  The  coming  of  the  Cherokees  Ac  Catawbas  appears  to  be  a 
very  favorable  Providence  which  should  in  my  opinion  be  speedilj'  &, 
properly  improved,  as  well  for  the  bcneht  of  this  as  of  others  hisi 
majestys  colonies,  &,  prompts  me  to  propose  to  your  honor,  what  I 
have  long  ago  suggested  to  the  late  G-ov'r  &  Gent'n  comm'rs,  that 
is  the  Building  a  fort  at  Hay's  Town,  without  which  the  King's 
business  &.  the  Country's  safety  can  never  be  effected  to  the  west- 
ward. To  this  place,  where,  were  we  there  encamped  or  fortified 
might  the  southern  Indians  be  brought  frequently  from  Fort  Cum- 
berland, provided  the  necessaries  of  life  &  of  war  could  there  be 
given  them  :  &  from  it  might  proceed  patrolling  parties  to  spy,  way- 
lay, intercept  &c.,  which  duties  should  be  constantly  or  frequently 
followed  while  others  might  carry  on  the  building.  Tis'  true  this 
service  will  require  upwards  of  500  men,  as  no  doubt  ihey  will  be 
attacked  if  any  power  be  at  Fort  Du  Quesne,  because  this  will  be  a 
vi.<ible,  large  ic  direct  stride  to  that  place;  but  no  doubt  Col.  Stan- 
wix  will  boar  a  part  in  duty  &  l^xpense  [vSee  Col.  Bcc,  Vol.  VII.  p. 
504.]  Ou  IGlh  Aug.  175S  Brig.  Maj.  Joseph  J^hippeu  wrires  from 
the  camp  at  Kays  Town  "  we  have  a  gocd  stockade  Port  built  here 
with  several  couveniont  Si  large  store  houses.  Our  camps  are  all 
secured  with  a  good  breastwork  it  a  small  ditch  on  the  outside,  and 
every  thing  g.)es  on  well.  Col.  l^ird  desires  his  complimonta"  [irce 
Penn'a  Ar.-iiives,  \'(j1.  HI.  p.  510,]  Aug.  IG,  175s,  "  There  have 
been  above  150  Cherokees  at  this  place  since  the  army  first  formed 
a  camp  herC;  but  they  have  all  left  us  except  about  il5  of  them. 
Besides  these  we  have  Hambus  tt  3  P>elav,'ure  warriors  who  camo 
two  d'lys  ago  from  Fort  Augusta  »i  2  or  3  of  the  iSix  Natinns  Si  Col. 
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]>ouquet  expects  Capt.  I^iillen  (a  Catnwba  Capt.)  with  30  of  Lis 
warriors  to  join  us  vcrj  soon.  I  understand  tliey  are  to  come  from 
Winchester  by  the  way  of  Fort  Cumberland."  [See  Peun'a  Archives 
Vol.  III.  p.  o'lO..] 

"The  array  here  consists  now  of  about  2500  men  exclusive  of 
about  1400  employed  in  cutting  &  clearing  the  road  between  this  iS: 
Loyal  Hanning,  a  great  part  of  which  I  suppose  by  this  time  i.s 
finished,  fo  that  I  am  in  hopes  we  shall  be  able  to  move  forward 
60on  after  the  Gen'l  comes  up,  who  we  hear  is  at  Shippensburg  on 
liis  way  up.  Col.  ^Montgomery  with  part  of  his  battallion  is  with 
liim."  [p.  510.] 

Col.  Washington  &  400  of  his  Reg't  have  not  yet  joined  us  nor 
lias  aiiy  of  Col.  Burd's  (of  Virg'a)  except  '1  companies."  p.  510. 

The  assemblage  of  the  troops  here,  at  this  time,  was  no  doubt  in 
pursuance  of  Gen'l  Forbe's  plan  for  the  reduction  of  Fort  Du 
(^hiestio — It  appears  (from  the  history  of  l>raddock's  expedition  b}' 
^^'.  Sargent  p.  270.)  that  Gen'l  Forbes  with  ;J50  men  of  the  Royal 
Americans,  1200  of  Montgomery's  Highlanders  i&  1600  Virg'a  &, 
2700  Penn'a  provincials  (  making  a  total  of  o-^oO  men,  besides  lOOu 
wagoners)  set  out  from  Philad'a,  (in  July,)  at  llaystown,  which  be 
was  prevented  by  delay  from  reaching  till  Sept'r,  he  halted  &  sent 
forward  Col  Bouquet  with  2000  men  to  occupy  the  Loyal  II anna — 
800  of  whom  were  detached  under  i^Iajor  Grant  who  were  surprised 
k  dreadfully  cut  up  by  M'r  Aubry."

July  28,  1703.  Col.  ]V)uquet  with  a  force  under  his  command 
intended  to  relieve  Capt.  Ecuyer  at  Fort  Pitt,  left  Fort  iJcdford — 
[Harris,  p.  91.] 

This  Fort  was  situated  on  t.he  Kays  T.  Branch  of  Juniata  at  or 
near  the  town  called  Rays  Town,  now  Bedford,  celebrated  for  its 
springs — The  preceding  are  the  principal  facts  that  we  have  met 
with,  which  show  that  it  was  a  place  of  some  importance,  &:  General 
Forbes,  Philad'a,  June  12,  1759,  speaks  of  it  "  as  the  first  Post  of 
Penn'a  settlement  on  this  side  of  the  Alleghany  mountains"  [see 
Col.  Rco.,  Vol.  VITI.  p.  353,]  and  from  the  accompanying  I^itho- 
graph  it  would  appear  to  have  been  very  regularly  constructed — This 
view  having  no  date  but  judging  from  its  being  obtained  in  the 
same  way  as  Fort  Augusta,  represents  it  as  it  was  in  175S.  It  is 
laid  down  on  the  map  connected  with  Bouquet's  Expedition  in  17G4. 


Fort  Big  ham  or  Bingham, 

Was  situated  on  Tuscarora  Valley  about  12  miles  from  Mifflin. 
It  was  probably  erected  as  early  as  about  1740,  by  some  early  set- 
tlers one  of  whom  was  Samuel  Bingham,  after  whom  it  was  called 
as  reported  in  a  law  case  recorded  in  Penn  Reg.,  Vol.  XIV.,  p.  192, 
in  Juniata  County,  was  destroyed  by  the  Indians  about  1755  or  '50, 
a  number  were  carried  off  prisoners,  and  some  killed.  McCallister'a 
house  had  been  burned,  and  a  number  of  cattle  driven  off.  The 
enemy  supposed  to  have  been  numerous. 


Fort  at  Billinqsport. 

This  fort  situated  about  12  miles  below  Philad'a,  on  the  Jersey  side, 
•was  commenced  in  .June,  1770,  by  Robert  Smith,  who  under  date  of  the 
18th  in  a  letter  to  Committee  of  Safety,  says,  he  is  "  preparing  what  is 
nece.'i.^ary  for  a  beginning  of  the  works"  [see  Penn'a  Arch's,  Vol.  IV., 
p.  770]  there  >?c  providing  for  the  laborers.  On  the  13th  July,  he 
writes  that  he  has  been  collecting  materials  for  the  sheds,  to  accom- 
modate the  laborers  on  the  fort  ground,  [see  Penn'a  Arch's  Vol.  IV., 
p.  0S4,]  next  week  he  expects  00  or  70  Carpenters  dt  begin  work  on 
the  barracks,  k  in  3  or  4  days  be  able  to  lodge  150,  &,  as  many  more 
in  another  week,  by  which  time  he  would  have  0  of  the  frames  of 
small  size  ready  for  raising ;  more  suitable  timber  comes  in  slowly. 
Ou  the  5th  August  he  is  "  ready  tu  raise  a  number  of  frames  but  the 
depth  of  water  opposite  to  where  they  are  framed  not  being  sufficient 
to  bear  them  off  we  must  go  lower  down"  where  there  was  not 
Beach  enough  to  raise  them  j  he  propo.sca  therefore  to  employ  laborers 
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to  enlarge  a  gully,  made  by  rains;  he  has  now  lodging  ready  for  oP2 
nicu,  asks  for  a  Jiigcer,  .Mr.  Morris  comniandLT  of  a  shallop  &:, 
tackle,  kc,  to  raise  them,  and  for  a  supply  of  ropes,  blocks,  anchors, 
&c.  October  8,  he  says,  "  we  are  flooring,  raising,  bracing,  and 
launching  the  fraoios  fit  for  Mr.  Morris  to  carry  off  in  order  for 
sinking,  which  he  expects  to  finish  in  a  mouth,  fie  has  expended  all 
the  money  in  building  sheds  for  ourselves  fc  Ptirracks  on  the  fort 
hill,  to^rether  with  the  Chevaux  do  frize,  kc."  News  at  this  time, 
(Dec.  ITth,)  of  8  ships  <.*c  three  tenders  being  within  the  Capes,  and 
Wajor  Proctor  from  Fort  Island  says,  "  something  ought  to  be  done  to 
prevent  Rod  Bank  and  ]3illingsport  falling  into  their  hands  as  he  has 
been  unable  "  to  do  anything  at  either,  for  want  of  men."  Fearing 
an  attack  by  the  ships  early  in  the  spring,  Wm.  Richard.s  a?ks  in 
Jau'y,  177'.',  "Is  not  Billingsport  by  nature. capable  of  being  made 
very  itroug  so  as  to  support  the  Chevaux  do  frize,  that  may  he  sunk 
ill  the  channel  that  with  our  other  force  may  be  a  means  of  keeping 
them  back  with  the  help  of  our  fire  ships  and  boats."  [See  Penu'a 
Arch.,  Vol.  IV.,  p.  167.] 

Feb.  15,  1777.  Up  to  this  time  it  appears  by  [Col.  Rec,  Vol. 
XI.,  p.  525]  that  these  works  had  been  carried  on  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Council  of  safety,  "  but  Congress  having  now  authorized 
the  council  to  erect  fortifications  at  Billingsport"  it  becomes  "  neces- 
sary that  some  proper  person  be  appointed  not  only  to  superintend 
the  said  works,  but  to  command  such  parties,  whether  soldiers, 
militia,  or  others  as  may  be  employed  to  compleat  and  defend 
them,"  appointed  John  Bull,  Esq  ,  Col.  Commandant  of  the  fortifi- 
cations, and  Blathwaitc  Jones  as  Chief  Engineer,  with  rank  and 
pay  of  a  Lt.  Col.  They  have  previously  (Sep.  20,  1770)  been 
appointed  by  Council;  the  former  as  Superintendant  of  workmen 
&  James  Dundas  assistant  with  Thos.  Hanaou  assist,  to  the  latter, 
Robert  Cather  Clerk  to  Superintend'ts,  John  Moyer,  Commissary  &. 
Charles  Souder  &  Ed'd  McCaggeu,  Bricklayers. 

Feb.  18.  It  is  proposed  to  send  there  the  Penn'a  Regiment 
which  is  represented  as  in  so  confused  a  state  and  unsettled  a  situa- 
tion— the  men  under  no  command,  strollincr  about  the  town  or 
enlistmg  in  other  Corps." 

March  11,  1777.  Council  of  safety  resolve.  That  the  Team?,  Sec, 
purchased  by  Col.  Bull,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  worki  at 
B.  be  charged  to  Congress.  [See  Col.  Rec.,  Vol".  XI.,  p.  139.] 

March  11.  Col.  }h\\l  is  authorised  to  employ  as  many  labourers  and 
artificers  to  compleat  the  fortifications  according  to  the  plan  adopted 
by  the  Board  as  he  can,  not  exceeding  500,  with  an  overseer  to  every 
30  men,  pay  each  As.  6d.  premium  or  less,  that  he  immediately  set 
about  it  and  prosecute  with  all  diligence  in  his  power,  (142. )  Wm. 
Crispin,  Esq.,  is  appointed  Commissary,  and  Major  Lewis  Farmer, 
is  ordered  to  march  oflf  all  tho  ofi^cers  and  men  belonging  to  the 
Penn'a  State  Rog't,  (except  recruiting  parties,)  down  to  B.,  tt  put 
hiniself  under  direction  of  Col.  Bull. 
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Col.  Bull,  April  11,  pays  he  will  furnish  Cul.  Proctor  with  40  men 
83  ordered,  tbo'  he  objects,  to  separating  them  from  the  Kctr.,  as 
officers  are  not  appointed,  and  there  are  inony  recruits,  who  object 
to  being  set  to  work  until  the  works  are  nearly  coinpleat.  At  this 
time  there  were  "  there  about  50  Jersey  I^Iilitia,  (p.  30-i.)  Ou  11th 
June  Congress  Resolved  that  Gov.  Livingston  "bo  requested  forth- 
with to  order  out  500  Militia  of  the  State  of  N.  .Tersey,  to  assist  in 
complcating  t!ie  works  now  erecting  at  P)iIliugsport,  for  the  defence 
of  the  River  Delaware,  it  being  of  the  utmost'  consequence  that  the 
fortifications  at  thit  place  should  be  complcated  without  delay," 
(p.  359,)  this  was  after  receiving  a  Report  from  a  Committee 
appointed  by  them  for  viewing  the  defences  of  the  Delaware,  a  copy 
of  which  was  to  be  sent  to  Council  '' recommending  to  them  in  con- 
jun<^tion  with  Gen'l  MifQin  ct  Mons.  Du  Coudray,  to  carry  into 
execution  the  most  eflectual  measures  for  defending  the  River 
Delaware."  (ib.)  The  report  of  Mons.  C.  may  be  seen  at  length  in 
P.  A.,  Vol.  v.,  p.  3G0.  In  it  he  approves  of  the  situation  of  J]  ,  as 
well  chosen  and  commanding  tiic  river  in  the  narrowest  pass  he  h-is 
seen  and  is  most  cap:iblc  of  doffnce.  "TIic  plan  or  projection"  he 
considers  "  very  bad."  40  or  50  Cannon  well  placed  would  have 
been  sufficient  to  defend"  "  the  chain  of  Chevaux  de  frizo,  which 
bar  the  River,"  for  this  purpose,  G  or  8  vreeks  might  have  been 
sufficient  to  finish  it,  but  to  complete  it  agreeable  to  the  present 
circumference  and  to  finish  the  half  moon  necessary  to  command  the 
height  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river  would  require  at  least  5  or 
6  months,  besides  a  more  numerous  garrison  than  could  be  spared 
from  the  army,  at  least  2000  men,  the  execution  of  the  works  he 
also  condemns  as  being  without  judgment,  (see  the  report  on  p.  3G1 .) 
and  proposes  other  arrangements.  The  fort  he  also  considers  badly 
situated,  the  battery  improperly  directed,  half  the  guns  would  be 
useless.  B.  Arnold  proposes  from  Genl.  \Yashiugton  to  have  Col. 
Stewart's  Battalion  with  1000  men  arranged  between  Red  Bank, 
Fort  Island  and  Billingsport  to  com  pleat  the  works  at  those  posts, 
(377.)  On  11th  June,  Congress  resolved  "  that  the  works"  inten- 
ded to  be  erected  at  Billin^'sport  should  be  erected  by  ^Mons.  Coudry, 
Gen'l  Mifilin,  and  Council,  (411.)  Tiiat  Gen'l  Nash  repair  im- 
mediately with  the  North  Carolina  <fc  Virginia  troops  now  iu  the  city 
to  Billingsport,  and  aid  the  militia  already  ordered  there  from 
Pcnu'a  and  New  Jersey,  to  which  were  added  tho-e  lately  arrived 
(July  3,)  from  Carolina  in  couipluating  the  works.  By  a  return  from 
Adj.  General  Bull,  the  Number  of  Penna.  Militia  now  there,  rank 
and  file  was  G41,  on  the  ISth  June,  Council  gave  the  necessary  orders 
for  the  militia  to  be  employed  in  ercecuting  Mons.  Coudry 's  plan 
who  likewise  ordered  a  sniaU  battery  to  be  erected  on  a  small  bur 
island  opposite  the  f)rtification.  It  appears  by  a  letter  of  Gen'l 
Potter,  July  '2'2,  (437)  that  !Major  Brown  was  the  only  person 
having  charge  of  the  works  carrying  on.  "  Cols.  Bull  &  Jones,  and 
the  other  Gentlemen  appointed  to  have  tlicni  executed  arc  gouo," 
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llicrc  is  not  a  cart  to  carry  earth,  and  there  ought  to  be  at  least  20." 
Gcn'l  Washington  thiuks  the  "works  there  all  worthy  of  attention," 
and  their  completion  as  soon  as  possible  expedient.  The  Council 
are  at  a  loss  where  to  procure  cannon  for  Billingsport.  kc,  July  14, 
(450)  and  also  100  blankets  for  the  Bucks  Co.  butallion  now  there. 

July  IS,  asks  for  and  receives  boats  to  convey  militia  from 
Chester  to  Billingsport.     [Col.  Kec.,  Vol.  XI.,  p.  2X8.] 

In  August,  the  times  of  some  of  these  men  expired,  or  would 
phorfly  inCap.  Thomas's  Company,  [IV.,  p.  511]  some  of  the  mili- 
tia return  and  deliver  into  the  hands  of  the  Lieutenants  of  the  city 
their  arms  "  exceedingly  out  of  repair"  owing  in  many  instances  to 
the  shan)cful  nech'ct  and  abuse  of  the  persons  in  whose  hands  they 
have  been.  [Vol.  V.,  p.  55S.]  Col.  ]>ull  left  Chester  on  Sep.  1st, 
for  the  purpose  of  examining  what  militia  remain  at  B.llingsport, 
an  additional  number  is  necessary  for  labor.     (572.) 

On  the  5th  he  reports,  "30  Continental  Artillery,  50  city  mili- 
tia having  8  days  to  serve,  and  50  Laborers  and  Carpenters,  mostly 
the  latter,"  (p.  573)  and  on  the  Gth  belonging  to  the  State  a  Total 
of  "  rank  and  file  2073."     (Sec  table  p.  505.) 

"  Four  pieces  of  cannon"  are  recommended  by  the  State  Navy 
Board  for  Billingsport,  "for  the  present,  if  nothing  more  can  be 
done."  (500.) 

Sept.  G,  1777.  Col.  Jehu  Eyres  writes  there  is  great  reason  to 
believe  the  Enemy  ships  will  make  an  attempt  to  weigh  the  Chevaux 
de  frize,  and  destroy  the  fortifications  on  Delaware."  The  works  at 
liilling-port,  &.:.,  by  order  of  his  Exeell'y  Gen.  \V\ashiDgton  are  left 
almost  without  Guards,  (501)  "  Council  therefore  order  Col.  Jehu 
Eyres"  immediately  to  repair  to  these  works  and  post  the  two 
companies  of  militia  Artillery  as  may  appear  most  advantageous, 
"(fc  put  the  fortifications  into  as  good  a  state  of  defence  as  possible, 
under  direction  of  such  ofiicer  as  Gen.  Washington  has  or  may  order 
for  that  purpose,"  "  3  or  4  Companies  of  Bucks  Co.  Militia  are  ex- 
pected to  reinforce  you."    (501.) 

After  an  inspection  of  the  fort  and  Chevaux  de  frize,  C.  Alexan- 
der says  to  Robert  Morris,  Sept.  15,  (G2G)  "  that  if  some  troops  Sc 
boats  of  observation  down  the  River  is  not  (sent)  you  may  soon  ex- 
]>cct  to  hear  of  the  enemy  having  Billiugsport  in  poesession  and 
your  strength  by  water  of  no  service  for  lOO  men  crossing  at  or 
below  Chester  at  night  wnuld  have  it  in  possession  by  morning,  and 
command  your  batteries." 

Oct.  3.  Col.  Wm.  JJradford  writes  (G44)  from  Fort  Mifflin, 
"  found  Col.  Will  of  the  4th  Batallion  with  about  100  men,  and 
Caj(.  Massy's  Company  of  Artillery,  which  was  reduced  by  desertion 
to  12  men,  after  I  got  in  was  reinforced  by  100  Jersey  Militia,  and 
nc.Ktday  with  about  50  more.  On  the  1st  the  enemy  landed  a  num.- 
ber  of  men  (500  to  1000)  at  Raccoon  Creek,  GO  of  the  Jersey  men  in 
tiic  afternoon  were  sent  to  harrass  them  if  on  the  march,  "  but 
thi-y  did  nut  move  on   that  evening,  the  2d  Oct.   Geul.   Newcomb 
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cnme  before  d.iy  and  told  me  he  had  a  few  militia  nn  flio  main  road 
with  one  piece  of  artillery  and  was  going  (o  harr.iss  the  eiicniy  and 
drew  off  what  Jersey  Militia  was  at  the  Garrison  to  join  his  body, 
our  body  was  now  very  small ;  and  about  8  o'clock  vre  heard  a  firing 
between  the  enemy  and  Genl.  Xewcomb  which  continued  but  a  short 
time.  I  got  our  people  under  arms  but  could  get  no  news  from  Geu. 
Ncwcomb,  though  Majors'  Marsh  and  Boys  were  sent  off  for  that 
purpose,  but  at  last  I  had  certain  accounts  that  the  Jersey  militia 
had  retreated,  and  the  enemy  were  advancing  to  tho  Furt  on  which, 
I  ordered  the  people  into  boats  and  sent  most  of  them  to  Fort  Island 
Fpikcd  up  all  the  cannon  we  could  not  carry  off,  and  pet  the  Bar- 
racks and  Bake  house  on  fire,  but  the  dwelling  house  some  how  escaped, 
we  took  off  all  the  ammuniaon,  I  stayed  myself  with  Cap.  Kobinsoii 
of  the  Continental  Brig  on  shore  for  sorne  more  certain  advice. 
About  12  the  enemy  came  on  so  close  through  a  cornfield  that  they 
were  not  mnre  than  30  yards  from  us  &  begun  to  fire  on  our  boat,  t^t 
a  guard  boat  we  had  with  us  also  fired  on  them,  c\:  all  got  off,  one 
man  only  being  wounded,  I  am  now  at  Fort  Mitliiu."  "  The  enemy 
ships  are  coming  up  to  Billingsport."  (044.)  On  the  7th  he  (64S) 
says  "  I  wrote  to  you  a  few  days  ago  informing  of  the  loss  of  Bil- 
lingsport,  the  Troops  that  took  posession  of  that  place  consisted  of 
Highlanders  &  Marines  from  the  man  of  war  about  13  or  1400  in 
number."  '•  The  4th  Oct'r  they  embarked  all  their  men  but  300  after 
making  some  efforts  to  remove  or  weigh  the  chevaux  de  frize  which 
I  believe  they  could  not  effect.  Yesterday  the  enemy  set  fire  to  all 
the  works  i*c  Houses  that  were  left  at  Billingsport  &  embarked  the 
men.  In  the  evening  Coiumpdore  Hazelwood  "a'cut  down  A:  attacked 
the  ships  very  smartly  ;  they  got  under  way  k  full  down  to  Chester 
where  0  of  them  now  lays.  1  was  in  Billingsport  this  morning  i!c  every 
thing  that  wouldtakefire  is  burned  k  most  of  the  embrasures  destroy- 
ed. The  committee  is  now  sending  down  a  scow  to  bring  off  the  iron 
work  that  is  there."  Oct.  8,  he  writes  (G49)  "  Two  of  the  Chevaux 
de  frize  last  sunk  to  stop  up  the  gap  are  removed  higher  up  k  put 
ou  one  side  so  that  a  ship  may  warp  thro' — a  ship  6c  Brig  are  now 
preparing  to  be  sunk  in  the  gap  which  if  we  can  effect  will  stop  the 
channel,  a  large  fleet  of  vessels  are  now  as  high  as  X'ew  Castle.  Last 
night  a  large  body  of  the  enemy  came  from  Phila'da.  it  have  erected 
a  battery  near  the  mouth  of  Schuylkill,  our  gilley.s  fired  at  them  in 
the  night  &  this  morning,  but  I  believe  with  very  little  damage." 
Nov.  10,  1777  Lord  Cornwallis  landed  here  from  Chester  iS:  pro- 
ceeded to  the  attack  on  Bed  liank.  Vol.  VI.  p.  23. — Sep.  12,  1778 
Col.  Bull  is  ordered  by  Couucil  who  visit  there  to  erect  a  battery  of 
four  guns  at  Billingsport  with  temporary  barracks  fur  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  necessary  No.  of  men  to  man  the  guns.  Vol.  Yl.  p. 
74G.  [see  Col.  Kec,  XL  p.  570,  57G.]  Feb'y  21,  1770.  The  Presi- 
dent concludes  to  vi^itthe  fortillcations  k  invites  l>aron  Steuben,  Gen'l 
I>u  Portail  iS:  other  military  men  to  accompany  him  [V^ol.  VIL  p  PJO.] 
Col    I'roctor  i.s  ordered   Mur.  29,  [270]  to  detach  from  his  lleg't  30

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men,  properly  officered,  to  take  post  at  Hillinfrsport,  k  Ap.  C.  it  nppoars 
four  18  pounuers  with  one  IS  pounder  &  a  ll;!  Ibr  that  have  Icfn  there 
for  some  time  past  are  luounted  one  8  inch  Howitzer  ordered  ("JOS.) 
Twocompuiiie.sof  militia  artillery  are  ordered  to  relieve  Col.  Proctor's 
men,  Col.  Bull  has  committed  to  him  the  execution  of  the  works 
[300]  Cap't  John  McColIoh  was  commanding  there  May  5,  [:i71, 
506]  vo?«cls  inward  bound  are  to  bring  to.  Aug.  1781  Wm.  Ham- 
mcl  in  charge  of  this  post  a.sks  for  men,  house  &  50  acres  of  land 
[Vol.  IX.  p.  330.]  May  1782,  Wm.  Smith  is  .stationed  to  superintend 
&.  take  care  of  the  works  l^  ordnance,  &  asks  for  privilege  of  keeping 
a  public  house  [p.  514]  July  1, 1781.  There  are  five  18  pounders,  one 
llilbr  it  one. -lib  mounted  &  one  121br,  one  Glbr  and  two  41br  di.s- 
mounted,  the  cariiiigcs  rotten  &  good  for  nothing  but  iron. — Some 
shot  k  sljells,  [284]  iu  1787  the  land  was  leased  by  Controller  Nich- 
olson to  Anthony  J)ougherty  &  Thomas  Hewitt  for  7  ycar.«,  they  to 
have  the  use  of  the  buildings  k  rails  now  there,  to  pay  taxes,  k  rent 
£:l  5  this  year  d-  for  the  next  six  years  £4  10,  to  leave  1000  rails 
more  than  are  now  there,  k  t^ake  care  of  the  military  stores  t't  public 
building.s. — This  is  the  last  notice  we  have  in  the  Archives  of  this  fort 
— It  was  situated  on  the  E.  side  of  tho  Delaware,  about  12  miles 
below  the  city.  We  do  not  know  that  any  thing  remains  of  the  public 
work.s,  though  there  may  be  some  traces  of  them.  Sec  page  C9, 
for  soundings  and  width  of  the  river  at  this  point. 


Brown's  Fort. 

The  only  account  that  we  have  of  this  fort  is  in  a  letter,  from 
Adam  Keed  to  Edward  Shippen,  dated  at  Hanover,  August  7,  1756, 
from  which  it  would  appear  that  a  Capt.  Smith  had  a  Company 
there,  and  that  Jacob  EUer,  one  of  his  soldiers  ''a  liver  before,  UJ- 
miles  over  the  first  mountain  just  within  the  gap,  at  said  fort"  took 
an  escort  of  10  men  to  help  him  with  consent  of  an  oflicer  to  cut 
down  some  wheat  at  his  place,  where  they  were  attacked  by  3  Indians 
who  crept  to  the  fence  just  at  their  back  and  fired  upon  them,  killed 
the  Corporal  and  wounded  one  other.  The  men  returned  to  the  fort 
but  find  James  Brown  missing,  the  Lieut,  sent  men  out  then  to 
bring  him  in,  Capt.  Smith  had  sent  more  men  "  from  tho  other  fort." 
Brown  was  found  killed  and  scalped.  There  is  nothing  to  detLrmino 
the  site  of  this  fort,  (if  indeed  there  was  a  furt  of  that  name,)  and 
the  other  one  not  far  from  it;  as  the  letter  is  dated  Hanover  it  was 
probably  either  in  Beaver  or  Washington  County.  [Sec  Pennsyl- 
vania Archives;  Vol.  II.,  p.  7;-!8.] 


Fort  Burd. 

This  fort  wa^i  probably  commenced  by  Col.  James  Burd  in  1750, 
18  we  Uad  by  a  letter  adJressod  by  him  to  Ccn.  Stanwix  (sec  "^ctter^ 
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and  p-tpcrs  relating  to  Provincial  History  of  Pennsylvania "  page 
1G3,)  dated,  "  camp  at  tlie  mouth  of  Neninr:illii)g's  Creek  on  the  Mfju- 
angahcla  about  one  mile  above  the  mouth  of  llt-d  Stone  Creek,  Sept. 
30,  the  following  words,  "  I  tliink  this  will  be  a  very  Cae  post,  it  is 
situated  upon  a  hill  iu  the  fork  of  the  Kiver  and  Creek,  commands 
both,  and  is  not  commanded  by  anything:  the  hill  is  almost  fifty 
yards  from  the  river  and  joins  the  Creek.  I  have  kept  the  people 
constantly  employed  on  the  works  since  my  arrival,  although  we 
Lave  been  for  eight  days  past  upon  the  small  allowance  of  one  pound 
of  beef  and  half  a  pound  of  flour  per  man  a  day,  and  this  day  we 
begin  upon  one  pound  of  beef,  not  haviug  one  ounce  of  flour  left, 
and  only  three  bullocks,  I  am  therefore  obliged  to  give  over  working 
till  I  receive  some  supplies."  AYe  have  also  seen  a  sketch  of  a  furt 
among  the  papers  of  Joseph  Shippen  who  was  an  Engineer,  and  who 
probably  was  witli  Col.  ]>urd  and  planned  it,  as  also  a  sketch  of  his 
route  and  gives  this  locality  of  ''  Fort  Burd,"  by  name.  If  this  i.s  a 
plan  of  this  fort,  it  appears  to  have  been  very  regularly  constructed, 
with  a  ditch  surrounding  it,  and  a  house  for  a  magazine  in  the  centre, 
and  four  bastions,  the  following  description  accompanies  it.  "  The 
curtain  97  J  feet,  the  flunk  IG,  the  faces  of  the  Bastions  30  feet,  a 
ditch  between  the  bastions  24  feet  wide  and  opposite  the  faces  12 
feet,  the  log  house  for  a  magazine  and  to  contain  the  women  and 
children  39  feet  square,  a  gate  G  feet  wide  and  8  high,  and  a  draw- 
bridge  feet  wide." 

Nemoralling's  Creek  above  mentioned  or  Nemocalling's  Creek  as 
it  is  called  iu  the  Pioneer,  is  now  I^unlup's  Creek,  and  empties  into 
the  Red  Stone.  Here  it  is  believed  there  was  an  old  Indian  fortiS- 
catiou,  from  wl.ich  it  has  been  known  to  Hunters  and  traders  aa 
"Old  Fort"  Old  fort  at  Redstone."  And  the  fort  built  by  Major 
Burd,  has  been  frequently  spoken  of  as  "Redstone  Old  Fort"  and 
is  perhaps  better  known  by  that  name  than  as  "  Fort  Burd."  The 
present  town  of  Brownsville  is  located  on  or  near  the  site  of  it ;  when 
it  was  destroyed  or  what  transactions  took  place  there  we  have  no 
account,  nor  whether  there  arc  any  remains  of  it  at  this  time,  white 
spies  are  said  to  have  been  placed  there  to  watch  the  movements  of 
the  Indians. 

The  Virginians  up  the  Monongahela  have  had  2  or  3  musters 
lately  one  at  '''Redstone  Old  Fort"  Feb.  23,  1774,  [Sec  Pennsyl- 
vania Archives,  Vol.  IV.,  p.  4S1.] 

Fort  iiurd  is  laid  down  on  Map  in  I^ouquet'a  Expedition  as  at  or 
below  the  junction  of  the  Monongahela  and  Redstone  in  17G4. 

Several  forts  are  spoken  of  in  Records  as  "  Mr.  Burd's  fort"  but 
this  is  believed  to  be  merely  because  he  was  then  oceupjiug  or  com- 
manding tlicm.  Tlic  above  described  is  no  doubt  the  only  one 
known  as  Fort  Burd. 

See  Pioneer,  Vol.  II  ,  p.  5S.     Craig's  History  of  Pittsburg. 
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Fort  at  Carltslf.— Lowther. 

By  a  letter  from  John  O'Neal  (Reg.  Penus.  Vol.  4.  339,)  it 
appears  there  was  a  garrison  here  May  27,  1753,  consisting  "only 
of  12  men,  the  stockado  originally  occupied  two  arros  of  ground 
square  with  a  blockhouse  iu  each  corner,  these  buildings  are  now  iu 
ruin." 

Another  letter,  dated  iu  1754, 'says  "  The  etockade  is  of  singular 
construction  a  ditch  is  dug  in  the  first  instance  about  4  fi.et  deep, 
into  whicli  Oak  logs  are  sot  upright  about  17  feet  in  height,  each 
log  is  about  one  foot  in  diameter.  In  the  interior  are  platforms 
made  with  clap  board  these  arc  elevated  about  5  feet  in  height  on 
which  tlio  men  stand  with  fire  arms  to  fire  through  small  aj»orture3 
luade  for  the  purpose;  a  swivel  gun  is  placed  in  each  corner,  it  fired 
as  occasioned  required  to  let  the  Ind'ns  know  that  such  kind  of  guns 
were  within."  ib.  p.  390.  By  an  account  published  in  1755  "of 
the  disposition  of  the  force,"  it  appears  there  were  then  at  "  Fort 
Lowthcr  at  Carlisle"  50  men — ^^'hen  this  fort  was  erected  we  can 
find  no  account,  the  preceding  is  probably  a  description  of  it,  if  so 
it  must  have  been  built  about  1754,  a  former  stockade  fort  being 
then  "  in  ruins." 

On  the  15th  Feb'y,  1750.  Wm.  Trent  writes  from  Carlisle  "a 
Fort  in  this  town  would  have  saved  this  part  of  the  County,  but  I 
doubt  this  town  in  a  few  day  will  be  deserted  if  this  party  that  is 
out  should  kill  any  people  nigh  here,"  Vol.  J  I.  p.  575.  From  this 
it  would  appecr  there  was  then  no  fort  here. 

Col.  John  Stanwix  encamped  here  on  the  30th  May,  1757.  John 
Armstrong  being  there  then  also. 

On  the  30th  June,  John  Armstrong  writes  to — (name  not  given) 
"To  morrow  we  begin  to  haul  stones  for  the  building  of  a  meetiag 
house  on  the  north  side  of  the  square,  there  was  no  other  convenient 
place.  I  have  avoided  the  place  you  once  pitched  upon  for  a 
church.  The  stones  are  raised  out  of  Col,  Stanwix's  intrenchment, 
we  will  want  help  to  this  political  as  well  as  religious  work"  [Seo 
Penn'a  Archives  Vol.  III.  p.  102.] 

Col.  Stanwix  on  25th  July  writes  to  Sec'y  Peters,  [Vol.  III.  p. 
239,]  "  am  at  work  at  ray  iotrcnchment,  but  as  I  send  out  such  large 
Sc  frequent  parties  with  other  necessary  duties,  can  only  spare  about 
70  working  men  a  day,  it  these  have  been  very  often  interrupted  by 
frequent  i.*t  violent  gusts,  so  that  we  make  but  a  small  figure  yet,  v*c 
the  first  month  was  entirely  taken  up  in  clearing  the  ground  which 
was  full  of  monstrous  stuu)ps,  &c. — Have  built  myself  a  hut  in  camp 
where  the  Captains  k  I  live  to:rether'' — Had  Col.  Stanwix  tw() 
intrenchmcnts  Sc  was  the  first  one  abandoned  by  him,  being  that 
alluded  to  by  Col.  A.  above  ? 

On  the  5th  Sept'r,  1757,  Lord  Loudoun  sends  from  New  York  the 
2d  Battalion  of  the  lloyal  American  Kegimcnt  to  reiufiirce  Cul. 
Stanwix  [Vol.  III.  p.  200.] 
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Oct.  22,  1758.  Cfcn'l  Forbes  rcooruraends  100  men  to  be  at  Ship- 
pensburg  &  C.irlisle,  [see  Col.  Kec,  VIII.  p.  22.5,]  &  it  appears 
at  some  time  during  this  year  there  were  two  companies  or  14  men 
Btaiioued  at  the  latter. 

Jan.  5,  1704.  Gen.  Gage  orders  the  King's  Troops  from  Carlisle 
to  Lancaster,  if  required  by  Gov.  Penn,  "  to  support  the  civil 
authority  in  the  execution  of  the  laws.     [Col.  Ivec.  IX.,  p.  118.] 

It  is  stated  "  that  Fort  Lowther  fronted  on  High  St.  between 
Hanover  &  Pitt  streets;  Sc.  the  House  of  the  late  Gcn'l  Laniherton 
occupied  a  part  of  the  Ground,  A:  as  this  is  now  the  most  pnpulou?i 
part  of  the  town  there  are  probably  no  remains  of  the  fort  to  niark 
its  precise  locality — The  fort  no  doubt  received  the  name  of  Lowther 
from  the  manor  of  Lowther  in  which  Carlisle  was  situated. 


CiiAMDERs's  Fort. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Gen'l  Corainittee  of  Cumberland  Co.  con- 
vened by  order  of  John  Potter,  wSherifTof  the  Co.,  at  the  house  of  Mr. 
Shippen,  Oct.  BO,  1755,  at  which  18  persons  were  present,  it  was 
resolved  to  build  immediately  five  large  forts,  viz.,  at  Carlisle,  Ship- 
pensburg.  Col.  Chambers's, Mr.  Steele's  meeting  house  and  at  Win. 
Allison,  Esq's,  in  which  the  women  and  children  were  to  be  deposi- 
ted, from  which  on  any  alarm  intelligence  was  to  be  sent  to  the 
other  forts.  Mr.  Chambers  was  one  of  those  present  at  this  meeting, 
but  it  does  not  appear  from  any  information  obtained,  that  this  plan 
was  executed,  at  least  so  far  as  relates  to  this  fort ;  (Shippen  papers, 

No.  35, )    it  is  therefore    believed  that   this   was  a  private 

fort  erected  by  l>enj.  Chambers  in  1756,  which  was  visited  by  James 
Young,  who,  Oct.  17,  speaks  of  it  thus.  "In  our  journey  to  Fort 
Lyttleton  we  stepped  at  i^Ir.  Chambers's  mill,  10  miles  beyond  Ship- 
pensburg  towards  McDowell's,  where  he  has  a  good  private  fort  and 
on  an  exceeding  good  situation  to  be  made  very  defen^eable ;  but 
what  I  think  of  great  consequeuce  to  the  Governmcnl  is,  that  in 
said  Fort  are  2  four  pound  cannon  mounted,  and  nobivly  but  a  few 
country  people  to  defend  it.  If  the  Enemy  should  take  that  fort 
they  would  naturally  bring  those  cannon  against  Shippensburg  and 
Carlisle,  I  therefore  presume  to  recommend  it  to  your  honor  either 
to  have  the  cannon  taken  from  thence  or  a  proper  garrison  stationed 
there;  [see  Penn.sylvania  Archives,  Vol.  III.,  p.  12,]  acting  probably 
on  this  suggestion,  the  Governor  wrote  respecting  them  to  Lieut. 
Col.  John  Armstrong,  who  in  reply,  Nov.  30,  175G,  says,  "I  have 
wrote  to  Mr.  Chambers  concerning  the  Guns  at  his  fort  according 
to  order,  but  ho  thinks  by  going  to  Philadelphia  he  may  prevail  with 
your  Honor  to  let  them  stay  where  they  are."  (79)  This  applica- 
tion not  succeeding.  Col.  Armstrong  sent  a  party  of  his  Maji>ty's 
forces  undi-T  command  of  Thos.  Sniallman  to  remove  the  Kaid  cauni'ii 
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to  Sliippousltnrg  or  some  other  fort;  upon  the  arrival  of  the  party  at 
the  fort  they  found  it  so  well  defended  against  them  that  they  with- 
drew without  ohtaining  their  object; — the  Governor  (Denny)  on  re- 
ceiving this  intelligence  issued  his  orders  to  the  SheritT  of  Cumber- 
land Co.  to  arrest  Col.  Chambers  and  bring  him  before  him  under  a 
etrong  guard  at  Philadelphia.  What  was  the  final  result  does  not  ap- 
pear, hut  it  is  inferred  from  a  letter  of  Col.  Armstrong  30  June,  1767, 
p.  192,  that  his  recognizance  was  taken  to  appear  "  before  the  Gov. 
who  issued  the  writ,"  the  cannons  seem  to  be  still  in  his  possession, 
as  it  was  suggested  that  the  Governor  should  write  to  Col.  Stanwix, 
who  may  think  it  necessary  to  seize  the  Guns  himself;  it  is  intimated 
that  a  suit  was  intended  by  Col.  C.  and  that  the  Governor's  treat- 
ment of  him  may  have  caused  some  uilSculty  in  appointing  magis- 
trates, (102.)  For  the  fullowing  particulars  respecting  this  fort  tlic 
Editor  is  indebted  to  the  Hon.  Geo.  Chambers,  who  in  a  letter,  Oct. 
31,  1855,  says.  "  The  most  defensive  and  safe  Fort  in  the  Connoco- 
chcague  Country  was  that  erected  by  Col.  Denj.  Chambers  at  the 
Confluence  of  the  Falling  Spring  and  the  Couuocochcague  Creek 
where  the  Town  of  Chambersburg  is  located.  It  was  erected  in  the 
winter  and  spring  of  1756,  being  a  stockade,  incluiliug  the  dwelling 
house,  flour  and  saw  mills  of  the  proprietor;  within  tiie  fort,  he 
erected  a  large  stone  building  two  stories  in  height,  the  waters  of 
the  falling  spring  running  under  part  of  it,  for  safe  access  to  the 
water,  its  windows  were  small,  and  adapted  to  defence :  the  roof  of 
it  was  covered  with  sheet  lead,  to  protect  it  against  fire  from  the 
savages,  lu  addition  to  small  arms  Col.  Chambers  had  supplied 
himself  with  two  four  pound  cannon  which  were  mounted  and  used. 
Within  the  fort  he  remained  in  safety  with  his  family  throughout 
the  whole  series  of  Indian  wars.  It  was  also  a  place  of  shelter  and 
security  to  many  of  the  neighbouring  families  in  times  of  alarm. 
Though  the  fort  was  assailed  some  times  by  the  Indians  no  one  was 
injured  that  remained  within  its  inclosure.  The  name  and  reports 
of  the  cannon,  made  the  enemy  cautious  how  they  approached  the 
Fort  and  kept  them  from  it  a  considerable  distance.  31r.31cKinney 
a  farmer  of  the  neighborhood  who  had  taken  shelter  in  it,  ventured 
out  with  his  sou  to  see  to  his  cuttle  on  his  farm,  but  their  bndies 
were  found  murdered  and  scalped  about  half  a  mile  from  the  Furt." 


Fort  Chawford. 

This  fort  was,  it  is  believed,  erected  during  the  revolution,  it  about 
177'J.  'i'he  earliest  notice  uict  with  in  the  Archives  is  a  letter  fruui 
Col.  IJrodhcad  .June  7,  1770,  to  Capt.  6am'l  Morehead  acknowledging 
receipt  of  one  from  him  dated  at  Fort  Crawford,  in  which  Col.  ii- 
says  ''  your  company  is  at  this  time  very  sujall  &:  there  a[>pears  littio 
prububiiity  of  recruiting  it.      I  do  not  doubt  but  you  are  desirous  of

atteniling  to  your  private  affairs,  &  one  officer  is  sufficient  to  com- 
mand seventeen  privates.  I  suppose  Mr.  Carnaglian  is  an  otlicer  ia 
your  Company  Jc  I  believe  he  may  be  equal  to  the  command  you 
have  recommended.''  Vol.  XII.  129.  June,  1779,  "  a  soldier  was 
killed  between  Forts  Crawford  &  Hand,  A:  the  Indians  proceeded 
towards  Sewickly  settlement."  (131.)  Oct  2  1779.  Cul.  Brodhead 
orders  Cap't  Thomas  Campbell  to  "march  your  company  with  all 
your  stores  (from  Fort  Hand)  to  Fort  Crawford  (ICO)  Cap't  Irwin 
will  be  ordered  to  Kittanning  k  I  will  order  you  a  sufEcient  quantity 
of  provisions.  You  will  keep  out  daily  .scouts  between  your  garrison 
«fc  the  Kiskiminetas  creek  &  between  your  post  tt  Fort  Pitt.  I  wi.sh 
you  may  find  your  new  post  more  agreeable  than  Fort  Hand."(lGl) 
Oct.  10,  1779.  Not  having  yet  arrived  at  Fort  Crawford,  provisions 
(salt  pork)  intended  for  th:it  post  were  sent  to  Fort  Armstrong,  from 
whence  he  is  ordered  to  receive  his  supply  ;  (172)  "  when  you  come 
to  head  quarters  [to  pass  your  receipts  for  stores]  I  will  consider 
the  propriety  of  building  Barracks  for  your  company."  Col.  B.  Nov. 
20,  sends  3  head  of  cattle  ct  2  horse  loads  of  flour  for  his  present 
necessity,  expecting  the  river  to  be  high  enough  to  transport  provi- 
sions, &  orders  him  to  send  to  Pittsburg  "  one  subaltern  ofScer,  ono 
Serjeant  &,  15  Rank  &,  file  to  assist  in  laying  in  provisions;"  let  any 
of  your  men  that  have  been  enlisted  in  the  8th  P.  Beg't  be  included, 
&  also  some  Butchers,  Coopers  i:  Masons  if  he  has  any.  (ISS)  Nov'r 
27,  the  terms  for  which  your  men  are  engaged  being  nearly  expired 
renders  it  both  inconvenient  to  erect  barracks  Or  lay  in  a  magazine 
of  provisions  &  as  I  do  not  apprehend  any  danger  will  ensue  to  the 
frontier  by  the  evacuation  of  that  post  tic  have  no  reason  to  expect 
Blankets  or  clothing  for  your  men,  I  apprehend  your  company  can 
be  best  accommodated  here  where  they  are  likewise  wanted,  you  will 
therefore  on  receipt  hereof  evacuate  Fort  Crawford  &  bringing  off 
the  stores  of  every  kind,  march  your  company  to  Head  quarters." 
(p.  194.)  It  appears  that  Cap't  Campbell  had  about  Jan'y,  17S0, 
rendered  himself  otTt;usive  to  Col.  B  k,  that  he  had  left  for  Phila'a 
(sec  p.  203  &  Vol.  VIH.  p.  109.)  Col.  Lochrey  ,Jan'y  9,  17S0,  says 
"Q'hc  two  ranging  companies  were  stationed  at  the  Kittanning,  & 
Fort  Crawford  at  the  mouth  of  a  creek  called  Pucatees  creek  on  the 
Allegahtny  liiver  which  posts  were  well  calculated  to  cover  the 
country.  (177.)  But  Col.  B.  for  some  reasons  best  known  to  him- 
self and  without  consulting  me  or  any  of  the  gentlemen  of  this 
county  ordered  both  compames  to  Fort  Pitt."*  (7^,  109.)  On  2d  of 
April  Col.  B.  orders  Cul.  Lochrey  to  order  out  from  the  militia  of 
his  county  sixty  able  bodied  rank,  c^'  file  »fc  equip  them  with  all  expe- 
dition, tt  send  ono  third  of  them  to  take  post  at  Fort  Crawford  Vol. 
XII.  (215;  May  G,  Cul.  P>.  writes  to  Cap't  Tho's  Bcall,  who  was 
probably  now  in  command  there,  "  that  iSerj't  Clarke  who  arrived, 
express  informed  mo  this  morning  that  a  number  of  Indian  warriors

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■wore  discovered  opposite  Fort  Crawford,"  fc  pcnds  two  Indiana  with 
Bill  Brady  for  information — "  Should  the  alarm  prove  false  or  the 
militia  arrive  at  Fort  Crawford  you  will  immediately  proceed  to  Fort 
Armstrong."  (p.  230.)  To  Cap't  Thomas  Stokely  Aug  3,  Col.  B. 
writes,  if  no  State  Commissary  is  employed  to  furnish- provisions  for 
you  "  you  will  imiucdiately  march  your  garrison  to  this  place,  bringing 
with  you  all  stores  belonging  to  United  States  &  assist  in  foraging  until 
a  sufficient  supply  of  provisions  is  secured,  when  you  can  again  take 
your  station  at  Fort  Crawford."  (254)  Aug.  VJ,  he  writes  to  Col. 
Lochrey  that  "  Monongalia  is  rising  a  little,  &,  I  hope  it  will  speedily 
be  in  my  power  to  return  the  Garrison  of  Armstrong  &  Crawford  to 
their  etations."  (257)  Instructions  were  given  Col.  B.  to  garrison 
this  tt  fort  Armstrong,  but  this  he  says.  May  27,  1781,  is  impossible 
until  the  commander  in  chief  is  pleased  to  direct  me  to  evacuate 
Fort  Mcintosh.     (IX.  p.  39  ) 

The  reasons,  for  evacuating  however,  were  assigned  by  Col.  B.  in 
a  letter  to  Prcs.  Reed,  Dec'r  13,  1779,  in  which  he  says  "  I  should 
have  been  glad  to  have  had  an  earlier  inforniatiou  respecting  tlie 
Corps  of  rangers,  but  being  uninformed  I  thought  it  very  extraordi- 
nar}'  that  they  should  be  subsisted  out  of  the  public  magazines  &  yet 
be  under  the  separate  direction  of  a  County  Lieutenant.  Those  com- 
panies have  hitherto  been  stationed  at  Kittanning  (Fort  Armstrong) 
and  at  Pocketos  (Fort  Crawford)  but  as  the  terms  of  the  men  were 
expired  &,  they  are  likely  to  close  with  ice,  I  ordered  the  troops  to 
this  place  (Fittsburg)  because  I  apprehended  no  danger  from  the 
enemy  during  the  winter  season,  &  if  provisions  had  been  laid  in  at 
these  places  they  must  have  been  exposed  to  loss,  besides  it  would 
have  been  quite  impracticable  to  have  supplied  them  with  fresh  provi- 
sions, &  the  quarters  at  these  posts  were  too  uncomfortable  fur  naked 
men — For  though  the  state  have  provided  the  Troops  with  shoes  & 
blankets  they  are  not  yet  arrived."     (p.  39.  Vol.  VIII.) 


Crooqan's  Fort. 

In  a  letter  from  Adara  Hoops,  giving  an  account  of  Indian  attacks, 
it  is  stated,  Nov.  3,  1755,  "  That  Ceo.  Croghan  was  at  Augwick, 
where  he  had  a  small  fort  and  about  35  men,  but  whether  he  had 
been  molested  or  not  we  cannot  as  yet  say.  1  am  apprehensive 
(jeo.  Croghan  is  in  distress  though  just  now  Mr.  Burd  with  about 
40  men  left  my  house  and  we  intend  to  join  him  to-morrow  at  Mc- 
Dowell's Mill,"  [p.  4t;2,  Penn.  Arch.  Vol.  IF,  and  page;  G23,]  where 
it  is  said,  "  Capt.  Irwin  is  su[)f)lii.'d  by  Mr.  ('roirhan's  arms."  On 
454  it  is  said,  "  by  letter  of  the  20lh  and  oUth  bat  month  (Oct.)  am 
informed  that  people  at  Augwick  and  Juniata  arc  cut  off  and  among 
others  George  Croghan."  As  Fort  Shirley  was  erected  at  a  place 
named  Augwick,  it  is  probabh*  that  which  is  Iuto  named  Crogliun's 
Furt  may  be  the  samn,  (which  ?.C(^).

^^      Fort  Cumberland. 

This  fort  was  built  by  Col.  Inncs  of  Virginia  prior  to  Oct.  2n, 
1754,  [see  Col.  Kec.  Vol.  VI.,  p.  ISO,]  "  at  the  mouth  of  Wills 
Creek  opposite  the  New  Store  called,  Fort  Mount  Pleasant,"  rin<l  is 
near,  or  where,  the  present  town  of  Cumberland  in  Maryland  now 
stands.  Feb.  15,  1755,  Gov.  Dinwiddie  requests  Gov.  .Morris  to 
send  000,000  wt.  of  flour  to  the  Magazine  at  Wills  Creek.  Cp.  207) 
Gen.  St.  Clair  and  Gov.  Sharpe  of  Maryland,  were  sent  on  a  tour 
(if  inspection  to  Wills  Creek  previous  to  the  passage  of  a  portion  of 
Gen.  Braddocks  army  towards  I)u  Quesne.  They  found  here  Jan. 
2G,  1755,  that  "  the  gallant  fellows  had  iiuilt  a  sufficient  fort  with 
several  large  magazines  and  barracks  for  the  expected  army.  The 
latter  were  arranged  in  the  manner  of  a  fortified  camp  flanking  and 
flanked  by  the  fort,  teu  fiur  pounders  and  some  swivels  constituted 
all  their  artillery.  This  fort  was  called  Fort  Cumberland  in  honor 
of  the  Captain  General.  A  company  from  ^Maryland  had  arrived 
there  about  the  end  of  Nov.  1754,  and  remained  through  the  winter 
quartered  in  huts  they  built  for  themselves.  Later  in  the  season  iho 
Virginia  troops  made  their  appearance."  *  St.  Clair  on  his  arrival 
here  reviewed  the  troops,  and  Cap.  Rutherford  on  '2'2  March,  1755, 
[see  Penn.  Arch.  Vol.  II.,  p.  206,]  says,  "our  review  by  Sir  John 
St.  Clair,  is  over,  and  after  what  he  has  discharged,  I  think  what 
remains  here  will  be  fit  for  any  service."  Two  regiments  from 
Cork  arc  expected.  *'  I  shall  want  20  recruits  to  complete  my  com- 
pany in  room  of  those  be  has  discharged  and  those  I  had  di.-jcharged 
before  which  I  have  a  promise  of  getting  from  Maryland  immediately" 
from  Capt  Jordan  and  some  other  friends,  but  for  greater  security 
I  send  now  a  Serjeant  and  Drummer  towards  Carlisle  and  Lancaster 
for  recruits.  Col  Innes  remains  here  to  take  care  of  stores  and 
Indian  affairs  and  Sir  John  by  Gen.  Rraddocks  orders  has  left  under 
my  command,  my  own  Company,  Cap.  Demerea  and  two  Companies 
of  Virginia  Ranijers,  50  men  each,  under  Cap.  Waggoner  and  Cap. 
Pcronee,  Cap.  Clarke  as  unlit  for  service  is  sent  otf  to  recruit,  and 
Cap.  Dagworthy's  to  be  draughted  for  completing  the  Rritish  Regi- 
ment."    [Penn.  Arch.  Vol.  II.,  p.  27G.] 

Col.  Innes  was  Ifft  in  command  by  directions  of  Gen.  Braddnok, 
[see  GCv'rs  letter,  Penn.  Arch.  Vol.  II.,  p.  370,]  who  with  his  araiy 
tad  left  Wills  Creek  about  the  9th  of  June,  and  was  on  the  22nd 
only  40  miles  from  the  fort.  [See  Col  Rec.  Vol.  III.,  p.  457,]  June 
10,  Gov.  Dinwiddie  orders  10  ps.  of  cannon,  kc,  here,  de.stined  for 
Ohio  from  Annapolis;  sends  to  Gov.  Morris  an  extract  of  a  letter 
which  says,  "  on  the  0th  of  last  month  the  whole  army,  except  Oi.'O 
men,  with  Sir  J'^hn  St  Clair,  who  marched  two  days  bofnro,  wt-nt 
from  Wills  Creek,"  and  incloses  hiui  a  short  letter  from  Col.  InntS

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dated  11th  informing  of  Gen.  I>'s.  defeat,  the  news  of  it  being  then 
just  reC'jivod  at  this  post.  Col.  Dunbar  proposes  leaving  as  many 
of  the  wounded  at  furt  Cumberland  as  can  there  be  provided  fnr, 
[see  Col.  Rec.  p.  4SG,  490,]  be  was  there  with  the  forces  under  his 
command,  July  30.  In  €]uue  '' some  of  tbo  inhabitants  near  tbc 
Fort  were  killed  or  taken  prisoners."  [See  Col.  Rec.  p.  495.]  Oct. 
20,  1755,  an  attack  is  feared,  Tobias  Ilcndrickson  thanks  the  Gov. 
&c.  for  arms  and  ammunition  sent  for  the  defence  of  the  fort  and  the 
persons  who  had  joined  to  it  which  is  upwards  of  100.  They  are 
very  diligent  in  making  every'thing  in  readiness  in  case  of  an  attack, 
which,  Sir,  we  do  not  know  the  night  nor  hour,  for  by  all  accounts 
from  the  back  parts  they  are  most  shocking.  [See  Penn.  Arch.  Vol. 
III.,  p.  4.:!8.] 

June  23,  1757,  Col.  Stan  wis  informs  Gov.  Denny  that  the  friendly 
Indians  of  Cherokee  nation  had  brought  intu  Fort  (''umberland  some 
ecalps  and  a  French  Officer  taken  prisoner  at  Du  Qucsue,  and  that 
an  army  of  French  and  Indians  had  begun  their  march  to  t!ie  fron- 
tiers.    [See  Penn.  Arch.  Vol.  III.,  p.  190.] 


Davis's  Fort, 

''Was  erected  by  Philip  Davis,  in  1750,  being  about  nine  miles 
south  of  Fort  Loudoun,  near  the  Maryland  boundary  line,  and  at  the 
northern  termination  of  one  of  the  Kittochtinuy  ranges,  and  which 
in  early  times  and  since  is  known  as  Davis's  Knob.  The  fort  w;i? 
occasionally  garrisoned  by  companies  of  rangers,  who  passed  between 
the  forts."— 

It  was  sixty-three  miles  from  Harris's  Ferry,  according  to  the 
only  notice  in  the  Archives,  (Vol.  II.  p.  134,)  from  B.  Chamber.s's 
sixteen  and  a  half  miles,  and  twenty  miles  from  Shippensburg;  its 
situation  is  laid  down  on  the  lithographic  plan  of  1704. 


Fort  Dunmore. 

A  name  given  in  1774,  by  Dr.  Conolly  to  Fort  Pitt,  which  sec — 
also  Penn.  Archives,  Vol.  IV.  519-521. 


Dupui's  Fort. 

This  fort  was  visited  June  24,  1750,  by  James  Voung,  commis- 
sioner of  general  musters,  who  says,  "  At  seven  P..M.  came  to  Samuel 
Dupui's — mustered  that  part  of  Captain  Weatherludd's  company 
that  are  stationed  here,  a  lieutenant  and  twenty-six  men,  all  regularly 
culi.-stod  for  six  months.  Round  I.^upui's  house  is  a  large  ^(juare, 
but    very  slight   and    ill    contrived,  stockade,  with    a   swivel   gun 
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mounted  on  each  corner.  Mr.  Dupui  was  not  at  liome,  Lis  son  with 
a  son  of  Mr.  Brodhcad  keeping  hou?c."  They  seem  to  make  a  mere 
merchandize  of  the  people  stationed  here,  selling  rura  at  eiirht 
shillings  per  gullon.  "Provincial  stores,  thirteen  good  mu?kets, 
throe  cartouch  boxes,  thirteen  pounds  of  powder,  twenty-two  pounds 
of  lead."     (Penn.  Archives,  11.,  page  GiO.) 

March  2,  1T5S,  Colonel  James  ]5urd  visited  it  from  Fort  Hamilton, 
from  which  it  is  distant  six  miles — and  says,  "This  is  a  very  tmo 
plantation,  situate  upon  the  river  Dchiware,  twenty-one  miles  from 
Teeds,  one  hundred  from  Phiiadulphia;  they  go  from  hence  in  boats 
to  Philadelphia,  by  the  river  Uelawnre,  which  will  carry  about 
twenty-two  tons — this  place  is  about  thirty-five  miles  from  f^iaston, 
and  thirty-eight  from  ]>othlehem — there  is  a  pretty  good  stockade 
here,  and  four  swivels  mounted,  and  good  accommodation  for 
soldiers."  "  Found  here  twenty-two  good  m-cn,  fifty  pounds  of 
powder,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  pounds  of  lead,  no  flints,  a 
great  quantity  of  beef,  I  suppose  eight  months  provisions  for  a 
company,  plenty  of  flour  at  the  mill  about  three  hundred  yards  off." 
(Penn.  Arciiives,  VII.  page  350.)  It  was  in  Smithfield  township, 
^Ionroc  county,  at  the  mouth  of  ]Mill  creek.  According  to  Adjutar.t 
Kern's  report,  (Penn.  Archives,  VIII.,  page  340,)  February  5th, 
1750,  Ensign  Ilurrhes  was  here  with  twenty-three  men,  ten  province 
arms,  and  nine  belonging  to  the  men,  forty  pounds  of  powder,  eighty 
jtuuuds  of  lead,  four  months'  provisions,  six  cartridges.  Mr.  l)u- 
pree  acting  as  commissary. 


Du   QUESNE. 

The  site  of  this  celebrated  fort  has  been  under  the  sovereignty  of 
different  nations;  in  174S  a  Company  was  formed  by  the  name  of 
the  Ohio  Company,  with  a  grant  of  a  large  body  of  lands  from  the 
English,  who  claimed  under  this  right.  In  1749,  Capt.  Celeron 
was  despatched  from  Canada  by  the  French,  and  ordered  to  take  pos- 
session of  the  Country  along  the  Ohio;  he  deposited  leaden  plates 
in  various  situations,  some  of  which  have  been  found,  with  inscrip- 
tions upon  them  in  French,  a  copy  of  one  of  which  will  be  found  in 
Col.  Ilec.  Vol.  V.  p.  510,  and  on  Vol.  I.  p.  2i:S,  of  "Olden  time." 
George  Washington,  in  1753,  on  his  way  to  the  French  Command- 
ant at  Le  Pijcuf,  visited  this  place,  and  was  so  much  pleased  with  its 
situation,  as  on  his  return  from  an  unfavorable  interview  with  that 
officer,  to  determine  him  to  send  troops  there  under  Capt.  Trent ; 
early  in  1754,  a  company  arrived  here,  leaving  about  70  or  ^0  to 
follow  in  a  tew  days,  to  lay  the  foundation  of  a  fort;  in  the  absence 
of  the  Captain,  Ensign  Ward  commanded,  but  ou  or  about  the  17th 
of  April,  1754,  was  compelled  to  surrender  to  a  summon  from  Mons. 
Contrecueur,  Capt.  cf  a  detachment  of  Frencli,who  had  arrived  with 
GO  batteaux,  3uO  canoes,   and  about  lOUO  French  and  Indians,  and 
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IS  pieces  of  artillery,  "planted  acaitist  the  fort."*  (Sec  Col.  Ilec, 
"\''ol.  \l.  p.  29.)  Mr.  Ward  coiilJ  not  do  otherwise,  having  but  an 
incou^iderablc  number  of  men,  and  no  cannon  to  make  a  proper 
defence,  he  was  jicrmittcd  to  draw  off  his  men,  arras,  and  workino:- 
tools,  and  "  to  retreat  to  the  inhabitants."  (See  Col.  Kec.  Vol.  VI. 
p.  28.)  Contrceojur  immediately  proceeded  to  erect  the  fort,  and 
named  it  "  lort  Du  Qucsne,"  after  the  Marquis  Du  Quosne,  Gover- 
nor of  Canada.  Ensign  Ward  proceeded  to  Cumberland,  then 
Will's  Creek,  where  ho  found  Washington  wth  three  companies, 
who  thence  dcpirted  for  *'  Little  Meadows,"  whence  he  learned  that 
Contrccceur  had  been  reinforced  with  a  large  body  of  men  ;  and  after 
encamping  on  Youghogany,  moved  forward  to  the  Great  Meadows. 
An  express  arrived  the  same  night  from  Tannacharison,  informing 
that  the  French  were  near  his  encampment,  about  six  miles  off' — 
Washington  immediately  started  with  40  men  for  the  "  ILdf  King," 
whom  they  reached  after  great  dillicukios,  and  together  planned  an 
attack  upon  the  French,  which  succeeded  in  quieting  them.  Ju- 
moiiville,  tlioir  Commander,  and  10  men  were  killed,  and  22  taken 
prisoners,  one  being  wounded;  a  Canadian  escaped.  ^Messrs.  Druil- 
lon  and  La  Force  were  among  the  prisoners  sent  to  Governor  Din- 
widdle. Supposing  the  Canadian  would  report  the  events  at  Fcrt 
Du  Qaesnc,  and  that  a  large  French  force  would  be  sent  against  him, 
Washingtnn  set  his  troops  to  work  at  the  Great  Meadows  to  enlarge 
and  strengthen  the  works  he  had  begun  there,  and  called  it  Fort 
A'eceisity.  Here  leaving  Capt.  Mackay,  intending  to  advance  to  Red 
Stone,  but  after  two  weeks  toil  only  reaching  Gist's  Farm,  13  miles 
from  the  fort,  and  learning  that  reinforcements  had  reached  Du 
Qucsne  from  Canada,  he  decided  to  retreat  to  ^Vil^s  Creek  ;  but  on 
reaching  the  Great  Meadows,  and  finding  his  men  too  much  exhausted 
by  iatigue  and  want  of  provisions,  he  concluded  to  remain  there, 
erect  fortifications  and  wait  till  supplies  came;  but  on  the  od  July, 
about  000  French  appeared  in  the  neighborhood,  and  after  skirmish- 
ing about  10  iiours,  the  fort  capitulated  to  the  French  Commander, 
I>e  A'illieres,  as  surety  for  the  article  to  return  the  prisoners  taken  in 
the  skirmish  with  Junionville.  Capts.  Vanbraam  and  Stobo  were 
retained  as  hostages  and  sent  to  Fort  Du  Quesne,  from  whence  Stobo 
contrived  to  furnish  a  particular  account  of  the  condition  of  the  fort, 
and  a  plan  of  it,  of  which  a  lithograph  will  be  fouiid  in  \'ol.  II.  Penua. 
Archives,  p.  140,  and  his  letters  in  Vol.  VI.  Col.  Kec.  p.  141, 161,  from 
which  the  annexed  description  is  taken  :  *'  Its  garrison  consists  of  200 
men.  Workmen  and  all  the  rest  went  in  several  detachments,  to  the 
number  of  lOUO,  two  days  hence.  3Iericue,  (a  fine  suldier)  goes,  so  that 
only  Contreca'ur  with  a  few  young  otucers  and  cadets,  remain  here; 
a  Ijiefjtenant  w«ut  off,  some  days  ago  with  200  men,  for  provisions; 
he  is  daily  expected,  when  he  arrives  the  garrison  will  then  be  400; 
100  trusty  Indians  might  surprise  this  furt,  they  have  access  all  day.''

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"  Lodging  themselves  under  the  plritform  behind  the  pallis^does  by 
day,  and  at  night  secure  the  guard  with  their  toni.xhiwk.s — the  guard 
consists  of  40  men  only,  and  officers.  None  lodge  in  the  fort  but  the 
guard,  except  Contrecucur ;  the  rest  in  back  cabins  around  the  fort." 
The  celebrated  defeat  of  Braddock,  July  9,  1755,  took  place  not 
many  miles  distant  from  this  fort,  against  which  he  was  tlion 
engaged  on  an  expedition.  Contrecocur  continued  to  command  the 
fort  till  May,  175G,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  Mons.  Dumns,  whose 
instructions  were  found  with  Mons.  Donville,  who  was  mortally 
wounded  in  a  skirmish  with  troops  under  command  of  Mr.  Paris,  near 
Cocapehon.  (See  Penna.  Arch.  Vol.  II.  p.  020.)  In  the  same  year, 
John  McKinncy  was  made  prisoner  by  the  Indians,  and  taken  to 
Fort  Du  Quesne,  and  afterwards  to  Canada,  whence  he  escaped  to 
Connecticut  and  came  to  Philadelphia,  where  he  gave  the  following 
account  of  the  fort : 

"Philadelphia,  November,  17,  1756. 

"Fort  Du  Quesne,  is  situated  on  t!ie  east  side  of  the  Monongahela, 
in  the  fork  between  that  and  the  Ohio.  It  is  four  square,  has  bas- 
tions at  each  corner;  it  is  about  fifty  yards  long  and  about  forty 
yards  wide — has  a  well  in  the  middle  of  the  fort,  but  the  water 
bad — about  half  the  fort  is  made  of  square  logs,  and  the  other  half, 
next  the  water  of,  stockadoes ;  there  are  entrenchments  cast  up  all 
around  the  fort  about  seven  feet  high,  which  consists  of  stockadoes 
drove  into  the  ground  near  to  each  other  and  wattled  with  poles  like 
basket-work,  against  which  is  earth  thrown  up,  in  a  gradual  ascent, 
the  steep  part  is  next  the  fort,  and  has  three  steps  all  along  the 
entrenchment  for  the  men  to  go  up  and  down,  to  fire  at  an  enemy; 
these  entrenchments  are  are  about  four  rods  from  the  fort  and  go  all 
around,  as  well  on  the  side  next  the  water  as  the  land,  the  outside 
of  the  entrenchment  next  tlie  water,  joins  to  the  water.  The  fort 
has  two  gates,  one  of  which  opens  to  the  land  side,  and  the  other  to 
the  water  side,  where  the  magazine  is  built;  that  to  the  laud  side,  is 
in  fact,  a  draw-bridge,  which  in  day  time  serves  as  a  bridge  for  the 
people,  and  in  the  night  is  drawn  up  by  iron  chains  and  levers. 

"  Under  the  draw-bridge  is  a  pit  or  well  the  width  of  the  gate, 
dug  down  deep  to  water,  the  pit  is  about  eight  or  ten  feet  broad;  the 
gate  is  made  of  square  logs,  the  back  gate  is  made  of  logs  aho,  and 
goes  upon  hinges  and  has  a  wicket  in  it  for  the  people  to  pass  through 
in  common — there  is  no  ditch  or  pit  at  this  gate.  It  is  thr<)ugh 
this  gate  thoy  go  to  the  magazine  and  bake-house,  which  are  built  a 
little  below  the  gate  witliia  the  entrenchments — the  magazine  is 
made  almost  under  ground,  and  of  large  logs  and  covered  four  feet 
thick  with  clay  over  it..  It  is  about  ten  feet  wide  and  about  thirty- 
five  feet  long;  the  bake-house  is  opposite  tlie  magazine,  the  waters 
at  some  time  rise  so  high  as  that  the  whole  fort  is  surrounded  with 
it,  so  that  canoes  may  go  round  it,  he  imagines  he  saw  it  rise  at  one 
time  near  thirty  feet.     The  stockadoca  aro  round  logs  better  than 
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a  foot  over,  and  about  eleven  or  twelve  feet  high,  the  joints  are  \ 

secured  by  8])lit  logs;  'in  the  stockadoes  are  loop-holes  made  so  as  to  i 

fire  slanting  towards  the  ground.     The  bastions  are  tilled  with  earih  i 

solid  about  eight   feet   high,   each   bastion   has  four  carriage  guns  • 

about  four  pound,  no  swivels,  nor  any  mortars  that  he  knows  of,  I 

they  have  no  cannon  but  at  the  bastions.    The  back  of  the  barracks  | 

and  buildings  in  the  fort  are  of  logs  placed  about  three  feet  distance  j 

from  the  logs  of  the  fnrt ;  between  the  buildings  and  the  logs  of  the  \ 

fort,  it  is  filled  in  with  earth  about  eight  feet  high,  and  the  logs  of  • 

the  fort  extend  about  four  feet  higher,  so  that  the  whole  height,  of  \ 

the  fort  is  about  twelve  feet.     There  is  no  pickets  nor  pallisadoes  s 

on  the   top  of  the  fort  to  defend   it  against  scaling ;  the  eaves   of  * 

the  houses  in   the   fort   are   about  even  with  the  top  of  the  logs  or  | 

wall  of  the  fort,  the  houses  are  all  covered  with  boards,  as  well  the  i 

roof  as  the  side  that  looks  inside  the  fort,  which  they  saw  there  by  I 

hand — there  is   no  bogs   or  morasses   near  the  fort  but  good    dry  ? 

ground,  which   i>  cleared   for  some  distance  from  the  fort,  and   the  I

"About  thirty  yards  from  the  fort  without  the  entrenchments  | 

and  picketing  is  a  house  which   contains  a  great  quantity  of  tools,  ? 

Buch  as  broad  and  narrow  axes,  planes,  chissels,  hoes,  mattocks,  pick-  | 

axes,  spades,  shovels,  &c.,  and  a  great  quantity  of  wagon-wheels  and  ; 

tire — opposite  the  fort  on  the  west  side  of  the  Monongahela  is  a  long  f 

and  high  mountain,  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  fort,   from  ( 

which  the  fort  might  very  easily  be  bombarded,  and  the  bombarder  j 

be  quite  safe — from  them  the  distance  would  not  exceed  a  quarter  i 

of  a  mile — the  mountain  is  said  to  extend  sis  miles  up  the  Monon-  l 

gahela,  from  the  fort — Monongahela  opposite  the  fort,  is  not  quite  j 

musket-shot  wide — neither  the  Ohio  nor  ^lonongahelu,  can  be  forded  • 

opposite  the  fort — the  fort  has  no  defence  against  bombs.     There  | 

was  about  250  Frenchmen  in  this  fort,  besides  Indians,  which  at  one  | 

time  amounted  to  500,  but  the  Indians  were  very  uncertain,  some-  ,' 

times  hardly  any  there;  that  there  were  about  20  or  30  ordinary  , 

Indian  cabins  about  the  fort.

"  While  he  was  at  Fort  Du  Quesne,  there  came  up  the  Ohio  from  | 

the  Mis.-issippi  about  thirty  batteaux,  and  about  150  men,  ladeued  J 

with  pork,  flour,  brandy,  tobacco,  peas,  and  Indian  corn — they  were  ; 
three  months  in  coming  to  Fort  Du  Quesne,  and  came  all  the  way 

up  the  Falls  without  unloading."  { 

In  1757,  Muns.  de  Lignery  succeeded  Mons.  Dumas  in  command  J 
of  the  fort.  In  the  Summer  of  175S,  Urig.  Gen.  John  Forbes  un- 
dertook its  reduction  ;  he  set  out  from  Philadelphia  with  5S50  men,  :

ill,  1759,  and  was  buried  in  Christ  Church.  Col.  Hugli  Mercer 
succeeded  to  the  command,  and  was  the  first  officer  in  command  of 
the  first  Fort  Pitt  erected  aioout  this  time.  (aSV-s  Furt  J^iK,)  [Coi.  Fiec 
Vol.  VIII.  p.  232] 

Judge  Breckeuridge  says  in  1780,  (Reg.  Penna.  Vol.  IV.  p.  27S,) 
"  on  this  point  stood  the  old  French  Fori,  known  by  the  name  of  Fort 
Du  Quesne,  which  was  evacuated  and  blown  up  by  the  French  in 
the  campaign  of  the  British  under  Gen.  Forbes.  The  appearance  of 
the  ditch  and  mound,  with  the  salient  angles  and  bastions  still 
remains,  so  as  to  prevent  that  perfect  level  of  the  ground  which 
otherwise  would  exist.  It  hag  been  long  overgrown  with  the  forest 
verdure,  and  depastured  on  by  cattle;  but  since  the  town  has  been 
laid  out,  it  has  been  enclosed,  and  buildings  are  erected." 


Fort  Everett. 

This  fort  was  in  Feb'y,  1758,  visited  by  Col.  James  Burd  ;  it 
appears  to  have  been  about  twenty-five  miles  from  Fort  Williaui, 
and  four  miles  from  Valentine  Philiprots.  Capt.  Weatherhold  and 
lit.  Geiger  ct  2-4  men  were  found  here,  3  being  sick  &  absent. 
They  had  3  mos.  provisions,  5  lbs.  powder,  no  lead — each  man  had 
a  pound  of  powder  in  his  cartouch  box,  and  lead  in  proportion — no 
kettles  nor  blankets — 25  province  arms.  He  ordered  Capt  W.  to 
scout  10  men  eastward  k  10  men  westward;  Lt.  Geiger  from 
hence  to  bis  post  in  Col.  Armstrong's  Battalion.  It  was  15  miles 
from  Fort  Allen.     (Penn.    Arch,  ill  p.    355.) 

Nov.  24,  175G. — Conrad  Weisor  orders  "  Lt.  Engel  to  evacuate 
Fort  Franklin,  cV  come  to  the  South  side  of  the  hills  himself,  witli 
19  men  at  John  Everett's,  Esq.,"  about  3  miles  distant  from  Juhu 
Eckenroads,  in  Linn  T.,  Northamptuu  Co.,  until  otherways  ordered." 
[Peun.  A.,  Vol.  III.,  p.  GS.] 
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Fort  Franklin. 

This  fort  is  sometimes  described  as  "  the  Fort  above  Allemingo."* 
In  June,  173G,  Capt.  Young  visited  it  ^vitb  his  former  escort,  and 
two  of  Cupt.  Morgan's  conip'j,  it  was  then  "commanded  by  Lt. 
Entile  and  is  about  19  miles  N.  E.  from  Fort  Lebanon,  the  road  a 
narrow  path  very  Lilly  and  swampy  ;  about  half  way  we  came  through 
a  very  thick  and  dangerous  Pine  swamp,  very  few  plantations  on  this 
road,  most  of  them  deserted  k  the  houses  burned  down;  half  a  mile 
westward  of  this  fort  is  a  good  plantation,  the  people  return  to  the  fort 
every  night.  1'liis  fort  stands  about  a  mile  from  the  north  mountain 
only  two  plantations  near  it.  This  fort  is  a  square  about  40  foot, 
very  ill  stoclcaded  with  2  log  houses  at  opposite  corners  for  Bastions, 
all  very  unlit  for  defence;  the  Stockades  are  very  open  in  many 
j»lac>j3,  it  stands  on  the  bank  of  a  creek,  the  woods  clear  for  120 
yards,  the  Lieutenant  ranges  towards  Fort  Lebanon  &  Fort  Allen  about 

4  times  a  week;  much  thunder,  lightning  &  rain  all  night — Provincial 
ftores  ;  28  good  muskets,  S  want  repair,  1(3  Cartouch  boxes,  8  lbs. 
powder,  '2-4  lbs.  lead  and  12  rounds  for  3G  men,  36  blankets,  1  axe,  1 
adze,  1  Auger,  2  planes,  1  hammer,  2  shovels,  9  small  tin  kettles," 
"  I  ordered  the  people  to  tire  at  a  mark  ;  not  above  4  in  25  hit  the 
tree  at  a  distance  of  85  yards,''  found  25  present,  2  sick,  2  absent 
on  furlough  sent  to  Heading  with  a  prisoner  and  5  at  Fort  Allen  uu 
duty.     Provisions  one  cask  of  Beef,  exceeding  bad  flour  &  rum  for 

5  Weeks  [see  Penn'a  Archives  Vol.  11.  p.  777.]  Nov.  24, 175G,  Con- 
rad Wcisur  says  "  Cap't  Arndt  sent  an  escort  with  me  of  20  men 
to  Fort  Franklin,  it  being  about  14  miles  distant  from  Fort  Allen. 
I  saw  that  the  fort  was  not  tenable  and  the  house  not  finished  for 
the  soldiers  l\:  that  it  could  not  be  of  any  service  to  the  Inhabitant 
j'art,  there  being  a  great  mountain  between  them.  I  ordered  Lt. 
ICngle  to  evacuate  it  and  come  to  the  south  side  of  the  Hills  himself 
with  19  men  at  John  Everetts,  Esq.,  and  the  rest  being  IG  men  to 
John  Eckenroad  both  places  being  about  3  miles  distant  from  eai:h 
other,  and  both  in  the  Township  of  Linn,  Northampton  Co.,  until 
otbcrwi;e  ordered."  "  The  Lt.  with  10  men  esorted  me  as  far  as 
Probst's  to  about  S  miles."  [Vol.  III.  p.  G8.] 

Conrad  Weiser  had  previously  [Nov.  5.]  sent  an  express  to  Lieut. 
Englc  at  Fort  Franklin  to  come  with  a  detachment  of  20  men  inclu- 
ding a  Serjeant  with  all  possible  speed  to  reinforce  the  Town  guard 
during  the  time  his  Honor  the  Gov'r  should  stay  in  Eastou"  [\  oli 
III.  p.  32,]  apprehending  an  attack  from  the  Mennisink  tribe  w'.;,' 
Were  averse  to  a  peace  with  the  Engli:?h."  -i 

About  this  time  murders  had  been  committed  near  this  k  other 
neighboring  forts  in  Burks  Co.,  and  the  Gov'r  had  taken  measures  to 
pursue  the  enemy  Indians. 

Mayo,  1757,  In  a  petition   from  Inhab'ts  of  Lynn  Town  North-

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ttmptoD  Co.  great  fears  arc  expressed  to  Couucil,  who  say  "atprcisc.-nt

Franklin,  which  is  now  empty  of  soldiers — k  ho  expects  every  day 
to  receive  orders  to  march  from  us,  there  v.'ill  then  lie  open  without  any 
Foldicrs  about  '.^8  miles."  There  is  also  at  the  same  time  a  petition 
to  Uov'r  ^  Council  froTU  numerous  inhabitants  of  Berks  Co.  within

— They  hope  the  removal  will  be  pre- 
vented ct  a  suflicient  number  of  men  sent  to  it  [p.  l.io].  ^Vhat  was  the 
result  does  not  appear  from  the  Kccords,  but  from  IJurds  Journal 
iu  I'cb'y  175S  it  was  probably  repaired  or  rebuilt,  '<  set  off  from 
benee  [Fort  Allen]  at  If)  A.  ?d.  for  Lieut.  F]nglc3  post,  arrived  at 
4  I*.  Si.  ordered  a  review  immediately  and  found  here  Lt.  J']ngle  & 
30  good  men  in  a  very  good  stock;'.de  which  he  is  just  IJnishing  15 
miles  from  Fort  Allen — stores  101b  powder,  lOib  lead,  1'2  province 
arms  bad,  no  blankets,  4  spades,  3  shovels  2  grubbing  hces  &.  4 
axes."  lie  then  left  for  Lt.  Suyders  station  8  miles,  see  Penn'a 
Archives  Vol.  IIL  p.  855.]

Fort  Franklin  was  erected  by  a  company  of  U.  S.  troops  from 
Furt  Pitt,  in  17>^7.  About  isO  rods  above  the  moufh  of  French 
creek,  on  the  south  bank,  the  roal  from  Pittsburg  to  le  IJcruf  cro.sses 
the  creek  within  a  few  rods  of  the  fort.     This  f  irt  gave  the  name  to 

!tho  present  town  of  Franklin,  Venango  county,  located  there.  "  Like 
Old  Fort  Venango — it  was  a  parallelogriun — the  outworks  including 
about  100  feet  square.  These  works  consisted  of  high  embankments, 
outside  of  which  arose  tall  pine  pickets,  IG  feet  high — there  were 
four  bastions,  surmounted  by  small  cannon.  Within  the  area  formed 
by  tl-3  ditches  wag   the  block-house,  with  a  huge  stock  of  chimneys 

:     ill  the  centre.     In  this  building  were   the  magazine  and  munitions. 

J  Thr  uts  of  the  soldiers  were  in  the  ditch  around  the  block-house 
and  ,  bin  the  pickets.  This  fort  was  situated  Oii  a  bluil  bunk  of 
the  creel.  25  or  oO  feet  high,  and  nearly  perpendicular.  To  this 
day  is  distinctly  to  be  seen  a  deep  ditoh  running  along  the  top  and 
Dear  the  edge  of  this   bank,  some  120  feet  in   length,  up  the  creek, 

i-     ^"hich  was  surmountud  by  two  guns,  4-pounder3.     The  garrison  had 
W'hat  they  cull  a  green  house,  or  cave,  in  which  thoy  kept  vegetables 
\    and  meat.      Within  a  few  feet  of  the  excavation  now  being  made  at 
the  end  of  the  britlge,  for  the  site  of  a  new  toll  hoasc,  a  garrison  of 
Vol.  XII— 17 
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ncav  TOO  including  ofScers  and  men,  was  kept  at  Fort  Franklin 
until  179G,  when  what  is  familiarly  known  as  the  ^'  old  rjarrison," 
at  the  mouth  of  the  creek,  was  erected  by  the  troops  at  the  fort,  at 
a  point  more  convenient  for  receiving  provisions  and  munitions 
brought  up  by  boat?  and  cmocs,  front  Pittsburg.  It  was  a  strong 
wooden  building,  a  story  and  a  half  high,  and  perhaps  3U  by  34  in 
length.  It  was  picketed  in,  but  not  calculated  to  be  mounted  Mith 
cannon.  After  the  peace  with  the  Indians,  made  at  Fort  Greenville, 
Aug.  1795,  the  troops  removed  from  tlie  fort,  which  from  that  time 
was  suffered  to  dilapidate,  and  occupied  by  the  garrison  till  1"S03, 
when  they  were  withdrawn  altogether,  and  Fort  Franklin  soon  went 
to  ruin."  ['' Democratic  Arch,"  quoted  by  Day,  page  645.  See 
Vetmngo.]  [It  is  believed  that  Fort  Morris,  at  Shippensburg,  or 
another  fort  tiicro,  also  bears  this  name.] 


Fort  Fredeuici;. 

Fort  Frederick,  was  situated  in  Maryland,  respecting  which  there  arc 
few  particulars — though  connected  sonjctimes  with  some  of  the 
Deigliborins:  forts  in  this  state.  It  is  suid  that  there  are  some  cm- 
siderable  remains  of  it  still  visible.  The  date  of  its  erection  was 
probably  early  in  1T5G,  in  order  to  remedy  the  defects  of  Fort  Cum- 
berland Avhich  afforded  no  protection.  McSherry  in  his  history 
says  Gov.  Sharp  purchased  150  acres  of  land  about  8  railc?  froin  the 
present  town  of  Hancock  and  nearly  the  same  distance  from  tho 
beautiful  village  of  Clearsjiring  where  was  immediately  commenced 
under  his  personal  inspection  the  erection  of  a  large  and  durable 
fortress  of  stone  to  be  called  Fort  Frederick.  Dy  the  middle  of 
August  it  was  so  far  advanced  as  to  afford  accommodation  to  the 
Troops  and  was  immediately  garrisoned  by  a  force  of  1200  men  under 
the  command  of  Col.  Dagworthy,  to  which  other  troops  were  after- 
wards added,  and  funds  raised  for  purcbasing  arms,  and  ammunition 
and  erecting  a  magazine.  Ccip'ts  Butler,  Meddags,  and  Ducket's 
Companies  of  militia  were  ordered  to  relieve  the  garrison  at  Fort 
Frederick  then  undtr  the  command  of  Cap't  Deale — sec  McSherry's 
history  of  Maryland  fur  further  particulars — Gov.  ^ilorris  says  to  Gov. 
Sharp  (see  Pcnn'a  Archives  Vol.  III.  p.  53G.)  "  Fort  Lyttleton,  1 
am  told,  is  about  IG  ruiles  off  a  fort  you  have  erected,  and  1  have 
directed  the  party  there  to  range  towards  that  fort."  (See  also  p. 
112,  183,  198.)

The  first  notice  we  find  of  this  fort  is  in  a  letter  of  Lt.  Hunter, 
dated  April  27,  1771>,  who  says,  'M'est'.rday  there  was  another 
party  of  Indians,  about  30  or  40,  killed  aud  took  seveu  of  our  miluiii 
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tbatvrere  statiocpd  at  a  little  fort  rear  Muncy  hill,  called  Fort,  Free- 
land."  It  was  jirobablj  so  named  from  Freolaiid's  mill.  A  letter 
from  Wm.  Maclay,  dated  July  26,  1779,  says,  ''  A  large  body  of 
above  40  Bavagcs,  had  penetrated  as  far  as  Frecland's  wills.  Frcc- 
laud  and  sundry  others  have  fallen  victims  to  them,  they  were  still 
hovering  about  the  settlement  when  I  came  away."  A  letter  of 
Lt.  Hunter,  '29th  of  July,  says,  that  Frecland's  Fort  was  surrounded 
by  a  party  of  Indian?,  "and  immediately  affer  that  it  was  burned, 
aiid  all  the  garrison  either  kilk-d  or  taken  prisoners  :  the  party  that 
went  from  Boon's  saw  a  number  of  Indians  and  some  red  coats  walking 
round  the  foit,  (or  where  it  had  been.")  "  Tliere  was  at  Freeland'a 
Fort,  40  or  50  women  and  children,  and  about  30  nien,  and  God 
knows  what  has  become  of  thom."  Anotlier  letter  of  the  2Sth  says, 
"That  Frecland's  Fort,  the  most  advanced  Post  on  the  frontier  of 
the  ^V^est  Branch,  had,  on  Wednesday  la?t,  3  of  the  garrison  killed 
and  scalped  (one  only  shot)  within  CO  yards  of  the  Fort,  and  two 
made  prisoners;  the  number  of  Indians  appeared  to  be  upwards  of 
SO,  in  the  open  view  of  the  garrison."  "The  forts  and  barns  in 
ashes,  the  mill  still  standing,  and  the  Indians  appeared  very  nume- 
rous j  among  whom  were  some  red  coats,  supposed  to  be  reculars — 
32  men  had  turned  out  from  ]joon's  Fort  to  relieve  Freeland's  Fort." 
The  garrison  here  consisted  of  32  men,  14  of  whom  were  9  months 
men,  and  had  in  it  upwards  of  40  women  and  children.  The  Con- 
tinental garrisons,  formerly  posted  here,  are  all  drawn  ofl'  except  a 
Serjeant's  guard."  Northuniberland  and  Sunbury  are  in  great  alarm. 
(Penn.  Arch.^  Vol.  VII.  page  570.)  Captain  Boon  and  his  30  men 
did  not  arrive  till  after  the  surrender  of  the  garrison.  The  British 
troops  and  savages  paraded  rnund  the  prisoners,  and  set  ou  fire  the 
fort  and  houses  adjacent.  Capt.  I>oon  and  his  party  fired  briskly  at 
the  enemy,  but  was  soon  surrounded  by  a  large  party  of  Indians  : 
there  were  13  of  cur  people  killed,  and  Capt.  Boon  himself  among 
the  slain.  The  regular  oJlicer  who  commanded  was  of  the  name  of 
M'Diniald  ;  he  let  the  women  and  children  go,  after  having  them  a 
cnosiderable  time  in  cu=toily.  The  town  of  Northumberland  was  the 
frontier  last  night,  and  I  am  afraid  Sutibury  will  be  this  night." 
"There  was  about  300  of  the  enemy,  and  one-third  of  them  were 
uhite  men."  Another  letter,  dated  29th,  says,  "  Freeland's  Fort 
f  Was  attacked  by  not  less  than  300  British  troops  and  Indians  ; 
I  they  acted  ou  the  defensive  as  long  as  they  could  well,  but  found  it 
I  inipracticable  to  hold  out  any  longer,  after  the  enemy  had  sent  in  three 
[  flagi  desiring  them  to  surrender,  the  last  meutiouiug,  if  they  did  not, 
i  they  would  put  them  to  the  sword,  every  one;  the  otEcer  who  com- 
i  uianded  the  garrison,  capitulated  on  these  terms,  viz.:  that  the  men 
^  should  be  pri-oners  of  war,  the  women  and  children  were  to  go  down 
]  to  the  towns,  Northumberland  and  ir^unbury,  unmolested.  The  wholo 
[  killed  in  the  fort  was  4  men,  Capt.  Biione,  who  went  out  for  their 
I  relief,  fell  in  with  the  enemy.  Capt.  Kompetou,  who  observed  tho 
I     first  Indian,  on  guard,  shot  him  dead  ou  the  spot;  then  a  party  ral-

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lu  the  ?pring  of  '79,  flie  men  planted  corn,  but  'wcrc  occasionally 
Burprisecl  bj  the  Indians,  but  nothing  .serious  occured  uutill  the  llist 
day  of  July,  as  some  of  them  were  at  work  in  a  cornliold  back  of 
the  furt,  they  were  attacked  by  a  party  of  Indians  about  9  o'clui-k 
A.  31.,  and  Isaac  Vincent,  J'llius  Frecland  and  Jacob  Freeland,  Jr., 
were  killed,  and  ]>enjanjin  A'incent  and  iMichael  Freeland  wcro 
taken  pri.-oners.  Daniel  \'incent  was  chased  by  thera,  but  he  out 
ran  them,  and  escaped  by  leaping  a  very  high  log  fence.  When 
the  Indians  surprised  thctu,  Ik-njamin  A'inccnt  (then  10  years  of 
age)  hid  himself  in  a  furrow,  but  he  thought  he  would  be  moro 
secure  by  climbing  a  tree  as  there  was  a  woods  near  but  they  sav/  hiui 
and  took  him  prisoner,  he  was  ignorant  of  the  fate  of  the  others, 
until  about  2  o'clock  P.  M.,  when  an  Indian  thrust  a  bloody  scalp 
in  his  face,  and  he  knew  it  was  his  (and  my)  brother  Isaac's  hair. 

Nothing  again  occured  until  the  morniu*  of  the  29th,  about  day- 
break,  as  Jacob  Freeland,  Sen.,  was  agoing  out  of  the  gate,  be  was 
ehot,  and  fell  inside  of  the  gate.  The  fort  v.as  surrounded  by  about 
300  Pritish  and  Indians,  commanded  by  Capt'u  iMcUounuld ;  there 
were  but  21  nioQ  in  the  fort,  and  but  little  ammunition  :  INJary  Kirk 
and  Phebe  Vincent  commenced  immediately  and  run  all  their  spoons 
and  plates  into  bullets;  about  9  o'clock  there  was  a  flag  of  truco 
raised,  and  John  Little  and  John  Vincent  went  out  to  capitulate,  but 
could  not  agree.  They  had  half  an  hour  given  them  to  consult  with 
those  inside,  at  length  they  agreed,  that  all  who  were  able  to  bear 
arms  should  go  as  prisoners,  and  the  old  men  and  women  and 
children  set  free,  and  the  fort  given  up  to  plunder,  they  all  left  tho 
fort  by  12  o'clock  P.  M.  Not  one  of  them  having  eaten  a  bite  that 
day,  and  not  a  child  was  heard  to  cry  or  ask  for  bread  that  day. 
They  reached  Northumberland,  18  miles  distance  that  night,  and 
there  drew  their  rations,  the  first  they  had  to  eat  that  day. 

AVhen  Mrs.  Kirk  heard  the  terms  on  which  they  were  set  frco 
she  put  females  clothes  on  her  son  William,  a  lad  of  IG,  and  ho 
escaped  with  the  women. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Vmcent  was  a  cripple,  she  could  not  walk.  Ilcr 
husband  John  Vincent  went  to  Cupt'n  3Icl)onnald  and  told  him  of 
her  situation,  and  said  if  he  had  the  horse,  that  the  Indians  had  takea 
from  his  son  Peter  the  week  before  that  she  could  ride,  and  about 
day  light  the  next  morning  tho  horse,  came  to  them,  he  had  carried 
his  wife  to  thu  lower  end  of  the  meadow  where  they  lay  and  saw  tho 
fort  burned,  and  it  rained  so  hard  that  night  that  she  lay  mid  nida 
in  water,  when  the  horse  came  he  striped  the  bark  oil'  a  hickory  trco 
and  plaited  a  halter,  set  his  wife  on  and  led  it  to  Northumberlaud 
where  there  were  wagons  pressed,  to  take  them  on  down  tho  country. 

In  the  full  of  '7fS,  as  a  company  of  the  settlers  were  leaving  tho 
country  on  account  of  tho  Indians,  they  were  fired  at,  and  31  m, 
Purham's  infant  was  killed  in  her  arms,  she  fell  with  it,  and  they 
Came  and  tomahawked  and  scalped  her,  and  when  the  men  went  to 
count  the  dead,  she  raised  up  and  asked  for  a  drink  of  water.    Ebi«» 
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WilHarr)?,  one  of  (he  men,  ran  to  the  river  antl  brought  his  hat  full 
of  water  and  gave  her  a  driuk,  thej  then  put  her  in  a  canoe  and 
took  her  to  Northumberland,  where  Dr.  Plunket  dref^sed  her  head, 
she  recovered  and  lived  about  50  years.  Her  body  was  afterwards 
laia  in  ^\'arrior-run  burying  ground,  about  a  half  mile  off  where 
the  fort  stood. 

And  now  Sir,  my  task  is  done  if  it  gives  you  any  information  of 
which  you  were  not  in  possession  I  am  glad  to  have  done  it.

This  fort  w:)s  situated  six  and  a  half  miles  north  of  Miitou. 
Warrior's  Kun  Presbyterian  church,  of  which  Kcv.  IvJward  Yeomau 
is  pastor,  is  a  half  mile  from  the  fuit.  Milton,  on  the  Susquehanna, 
is  4-  miles  bolov^^  the  mouth  of  \Varrior's  Iiun.  Di.'laware  Kuu,  from 
which  the  letter  is  dated  is  a  small  stream  emptying;  into  the  Sus- 
quehanna a  short  distance  above  ^Varrior's  Kun.  The  grave  yard, 
of  which  the  letter  speaks,  is  attached  to  Warrior's  Ilun  church." 
The  pickets  of,  which  the  fort  was,  or  by  which,  it  was  surrounded, 
it  is  said  are  still  standing,  showing  the  actual  size  and  location  of 
the  Fort.  The  "articles  of  capitulation"  may  be  found  in  Vol.  VII. 
P.  A.,  page  Gl  1,  also  a  list  of  the  killed. 

The  enemy,  after  leaving  the  Fort,  went  over  ^luncy  Hill,  "and 
plundered  and  burned  the  country  within  10  or  12  miles  of  North- 
umberland town  on  the  \Vest  Branch."  [lb.  page  61U.  See  also,

Indians  from  fiilling  on  the  inhabitants. — "  It  was  about  a  mile  west  « 

of  the  present  liowistown,  Millliu  Co.,  on  the  north  bank  of  tho  I 
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Juniata.  There  was  a  ppriiig  witLin  the  inclosure  of  the  fort  which 
vras  destroyed  in  ni;»kiu2;  tlse  canal — no  reiunins  at  present  are  to  bo 
seen  of  the  fort — the  land  where  it  was  situated  is  now  owned  and  cul- 
tivated by  James  Turner. — Granyille  Gap  is  al>out  a  mile  above  where 
the  fort  was — a  stream  of  waterfalls  into  the  river  on  the  South  Fide 
called  Granville  run  and  contains  trout,  Tlie  travel  from  the  point 
where  Lewistown  is  now  located  was  thro'  (rranville  sap  by  way  of 
Licking  Cr.,  Valley,  Tuscarora  Valley  and  Shermans  Valley  to  Car- 
lisle, where  the  trading  from  that  .cectiou  was  by  pack  horse.'/'  (E. 
Eanks.) — In  3Iarch  2S,  175G,  Elisha  Salter  was  appointed  Com- 
missary Gen.  of  Muster,  and  he  Virites  from  Carlisle,  April  4.  [p.  GIL] 
From  fort  Granville  31  !Mareh,  there  was  a  party  of  Indians,  4  in  num- 
ber within  one  mile  of  the  fort,  which  fort  is  badly  stored  with  ammu- 
nition not  having  throe  rounds  per  man,  they  thought  it  not  prudent 
to  venture  after  them."  "  I  am  very  sensible  great  part  of  the 
soldiers  have  left  their  post  and  cometo  the  inhabitants,  particularly 
from  fort  Granville,"  (Oil)  "about  ]0  o'clock  at  night  a  firing 
was  heard  at  Pattersons  fort  by  the  soldiers  which  they  supposed 
to  be  at  Fort  Granville  or  the  fort  at  Tuscarora  and  imagine  it 
is  taken — they  imagine  the  firing  was  cannon  or  platoons,"  (G13.) 
James  Burd  in  a  letter  from  Carlisle,  April  19,  1750,  says  "  Intended 
to  have  marched  this  morning  for  Fort  Granville  but  the  creek  is  so 
high  that  the  carriers  cant  attempt  to  get  their  horses  and  loads  over 
— hope  to  go  to  morrow."  "■  I  am  informed  they  are  entirely  out 
off  all  manner  of  provisions  at  Fort  Granville,  which  is  a  very  bad 
situation,  as  the  enemy  are  constantly  visiting  them — they  have 
wounded  two  men  in  sight  of  the  fort  and  one  of  the  men's  lives  is 
despaired  of,  they  would  have  carried  them  off  iiad  not  Lieut  Ward 
rushed  out  of  the  fort  and  rescued  him.  Mr.  A\'ard  sent  a  detach- 
ment under  command  of  Ensign  Clark  after  the  enemy  but  could 
not  come  up  with  them." — lu  want  of  Surgeons  and  medicines,  "  we 
shall  lo.-e  half  our  men  with  perhaps  slight  wounds  purely  for  want 
of  assistance"  (031)  "unless  the  garrisons  are  reinforced  to  150 
men  each  and  sutTicient  stores  of  ammunition  and  provisions  this  part 
of  our  province  will  be  forced,  (Go2).  This  took  place  before  long, 
as  Col.  Claphani  writes  from  Fort  Augusta  14  Aug.  (743)  to  Gov. 
JL  "Last  night  I  reo'd  by  express  the  dissagreeable  news  that  Fort 
Granville  'Was  taken  and  burned  to  the  ground  by  a  body  of  500 
French  and  Indos. ;  that  the  whole  Garrison  were  killed  except  one 
person  who  was  much  wounded  and  made  his  escape  ;  and  am  well 
as-iured  that  this  lo.ss  was  entirely  occasioned  by  a  v/aut  of  ammu- 
nition having  reed,  a  letter  '2  or  3  days  ago  from  Col.  Jno.  Arm- 
f'trong  that  they  had  in  that  fort  only  one  pound  of  powder  and  14 
lbs.  hi  1."  The  Gov.  iu  his  message  to  Assem'y  says  that  a  body  of 
French  and  Indns.  under  a  French  officer  have  taken  and  burnt  Fort 
Granville  on  the  Juniata,  one  of  our  most  considerable  forts  on  the 
AVestern  frontier,  wbib  others  of  them  are  murdering  the  inhabitants 
and  laying  wa.ste  the  country."  (750.)     In  a  petition  Aug.  '21  from 
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Cumberland  Co.,  it  is  said  "  the  French  and  their  Savaare  allies,  took 
Fort  Granville  oOth  July  last,  then  commanded  by  tlie  late  Lieut. 
Edward  Armstrong  and  carried  the  greatest  part  of  the  Garrison 
prisoners,  "  p.  757. 

Col.  Armstronk',  '20th,  Aug.  says  from  Carlisle,  *'  that  the  harvest 
season  with  the>e  two  attacks  on  Fort  Granville  has  left  us  bare  of 
ammunition."  It  Mill  not  be  in  my  power  to  prevail  -with  double 
the  number  of  men  and  a  double  C|uantity  of  auununition  to  keep  a 
fort  that  would  have  done  it  before  taking  of  Fort  Granville,  lie 
learns  from  "  a  certain  Peter  Walker,  taken  from  Granville  that  of 
the  enemy  not  less  than  120  returned  all  in  good  health,  except  one 
Frenchmanj  shot  through  the  shoulder  by  Lieut.  Armstrong,  a 
little  before  his  death,  as  the  Frenchman  was  erecting  his  body  out 
of  the  hollow  to  throw  pine  knots  on  the  fire  made  against  the 
Fort."  Cap.  Jacobs  said  he  could  take  any  Fort  that  would  take 
fire  and  would  make  peace  with  the  English  when  they  had  learned 
him  to  make  gunpowder — McDowell  the  Scotch  Interpreter  fur 
the  French,  said  "  they  had  two  Indians  killed  in  the  engagement 
but  the  Captains  Armstrong  and  ^\  ard  who  were  sent  to  esamiue 
-^very  thing  at  Granville  and  send  a  list  of  what  remained  among  the 
Tuins  assures  me  they  found  some  parts  of  eight  of  the  enemy 
burned  in  two  difTereut  places  ;  the  joints  of  them  being  scarcely  sepa- 
rated and  parts  of  their  shirt  found  through  which  there  were  builct 
holes.  Walker  says  the  Lieut,  behaved  with  the  greatest  bravery  to 
the  last,  despising  all  the  terrors  and  threats  of  tlic  enemy  whereby 
they  often  urged  hiui  to  surrender,  tho'  he  had  been  near  two  days 
without  water,  but  little  ammunition  left,  the  fort  on  tire  and  the 
cnemv  situated  within  12  or  14  yards  of  the  fort  under  the  natural 
bank/'     [Col.  Kec.,  Vol.  VII.,  p.  232.] 

The  inhabitants  of  York  Co  ,  much  alarmed,  in  their  petition,  say, 
"  that  all  our  prospects  of  safet}'  and  protcetion  arc  now  vanished  by 
finding  one  of  our  best  forts  upon  the  frontiers  burned  and  destroyed 
and  the  men  who  bravely  defended  it  carried  into  barbarous  captivity — • 
Cumberland  Co.,  i.-^  mostly  evacuated,"  p.  233.  *'  A  year  ago  there 
were  3000  men  tit  to  bear  arms,  livers  in  that  county  •  they  were 
certain  they  did  not  now  amount  to  100,  that  there  never  was  a  more 
abundant  harvest;  that  after  the  burning  of  Fort  Granville  by  the 
Indians  which  "Was  done  while  the  country  people  guarded  by  detach- 
ments of  tlie  forces  were  employed  in  reaping,  the  farmers  abandoned 
their  plantati<ius  and  left  what  corn  was  then  stacked  or  in  Farus  to 
perish  ou  the  ground."

i  ■  -  Fort  Halifax,  at  Armstrong's. 

Thi.s  fort  was  commenced  in  June,  175G.  Col.  Clapham  pclectf  d 
it  '<  as  the  mo.st  convenient  place  on  the  river  bctweeu  Harris's,  and 
Miamokia  for  a  magazine  on  account  of  its  good  natural  situation 
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above  the  Juniata  falls,  the  vast  plenty  of  Pine  tiiiiber  at  liand,  its 
nearness  toSbainokin  and  a  saw  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile,  he  there- 
fore concludes  to  erect  a  fort  here,  according  to  a  plan  enclos'-'d  to 
the  Gov'r  and  for  that  purpose  had  already  cut  and  squared  llOOlojrs 
and  hauled  SO  to  the  spot,  each  about^O  feet  long  and  made  sou:ie  pr.». 
gress  in  layin^r  them,  rather  than  lose  time  by  dehy  vith  the  troops 
&  as  men  suHicient  to  finish  it  in  a  fort-night  after  the  logs  v/ere 
hauled  could  be  had  in  the  neighborhood  at  a  reasonable  rate,  under 
a  guard  of  an  officer  and  30  men,  he  proposed  to  proceed  on  tho 
march  with  the  troops,  he  has  20  batteaux  finished  and  2  Canoes  to 
bring  up  provisions,  having  already  made  5  trips  to  McKec's  store 
and  2  to  this  place,  two  ditlereut  parties  were  sent  out  as  scouts  to- 
wards Shamokin — on  the  8th  June  was  agreeably  surprized  on  see- 
ing a  canoe  coming  down  the  Piiver  with  a  red  Hag,  having  on  board 
an  Iroquois  Ind'n  Chief  and  his  son  charged  with  a  belt  of  wampum 
from  the  Six  Nutions;  a  Cayuga  Indian  was  at  first  with  them  but 
landed  at  Choconotte  above  Wyoming  being  deterred  by  the  reports 
of  Shekelamy,  the  people  encouraged  by  this  erection  of  the  fort  re- 
returned  to  their  habitations  which  they  had  left  [Penn.  Arch.  Vol. 
II.  p.  604.]  This  fort  he  was  subsequently  ordered  to  contract  but 
could  not  after  proceeding  so  far  with  the  work  and  it  being  already 
in  his  opinion  too  small. 

June  20th, — sends  the  Chief  to  the  Governor. — The  carpenters  at 
work  at  the  batteaux,  and  carrriages  for  tho  cannon.  The  fort 
having  no  name,  the  Gov.  directs  it  to  be  called  Halifax ;  he  is 
pleased  with  its  progress,  and  urges  him  to  leave  for  Shamokin  as 
soon  as  possible,  [p.  674,]  the  carriages  for  cannon  are  finished  and 
the  carpenters  discharged. — He  leaves  Capt.  Miles  with  thirty  men 
at  Halifax,  with  instructions  to  build  barracks  within  the  fort  for 
his  own  men,  a  store  30  ><;  12  for  provision  and  stores — men  to  be 
employed  in  sawing  pine  logs  into  boards  for  the  Banquet,  to  have 
continually  one  sentry  on  each  bastion  and  in  case  of  attack  retreat 
to  the  Port  and  defend  it  to  the  last  extremity  [p.  6S7.]  There  is 
a  email  fall  about  four  miles  above  Halifax  [p.  7o5,]  ou  17th  Aug. 
there  was  very  little  ammunition  here  [751.]  Oct.  9th,  according 
to  a  return  by  Cap.  Jameson,  the  Garrison  consisted  of  two  Ser- 
jeants, two  Corporals,  forty-two  privates — ammunition  IGOlbs  Gun- 
powder, SOOlbs.  musket  balls,  and  GOlls.  shot  and  lead, — provisions 
UOOOlbs.  fresh  beef,  IBbl.  salt  beef  and  700ibs.  flour,  [Penn. 
Arch.,  Vol.  III.,  p.  G.]  An  escort  is  ordered  of  fifteen  men  under 
a  Serjeant  to  conduct  the  Waggon  Master  General,  Mr.  Erwine 
from  Hunters  to  Port  Halifax,  liiere  join  a  detachment  from  Capt. 
Jameson's  Company,  to  be  commanded  by  Lieut,  Anderson  and 
march  to  Port  Auu'usta,  [p.  171.]  "To  preserve  communications 
between  the  iuhabuantsaud  Augu-ta  and  for  conveoicncy  of  Escorts 
and  Transportation  of  provisions  and  anuuuniton  there  should  bo 
one  hundred  in  Garrison  at  Port  Halifax,"  [ll'J] — a  petition  was 
presented  to  the  Guvcrnor  for  a  removal  of  the  Garrison  from  ilaii-

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fixlo  Hunter's.  The  defence  of  Halifax  is  of  no  advantags  [p.  251.] 
The  ronioval  it  is  supposed  wna  soon  after  effected,  as  no  furthcjr 
notice  that  we  have  seen  was  taken  of  it.  "It  was  situated  ou  the 
East  bank  of  Susquehanna,  in  middle  Paxton  Town,  Pauphin  Co., 
nt  or  near  tlie  mouth  of  Arnistronc's  Creek,  about  half  a  luile  above 
the  present  Town  of  Halifax,"  nothing  remains  to  uiurk  the  place 
except  that  the  ground  is  a  little  raised  and  tliere  is  a  well  on  the 
place,  it  icas  on  the  farm  now  owned  bj  Joseph  Ueiger.  [Rupp, 
p.  uU8.] 


Fort  Hamilton.  -         .:■.-•  ■•-: 

Juno  24th,  James  Young  in  his  appointed  tour  visited  Fort 
Hamilton  and  thus  speaks  of  it  ;  it  is  about  7  miles  from  Philip 
Itozarts,  (a  farmer  I'l  miles  from  Fort  Norris,  there  being  G  families 
in  hi<  house  from  other  plantations),  a  good  wagon  road  and  the  laud 
better  than  any  I  had  seen  on  the  north  side  of  the  mountain.  Fort 
Hamilton  stands  in  a  corn  field  by  a  farm  house,  on  a  plain  and  clear 
country;  it  is  a  square  with  4  half  bastions  all  very  ill  contrived  and 
finished,  the  stockades  open  G  inches  in  many  places  and  not  firm  in 
the  ground  &  may  be  easily  pulled  down  ;  before  the  gate  are  some 
stockades  drove  in  the  ground  to  cover  it  which  I  think  might  be  a 
great  shelter  to  an  enemy.  1  therefore  ordered  thera  to  pull  them 
down;  I  also  ordered  to  fill  up  the  other  stockades  where  open. 
I'rovincial  stores  one  wall  piece,  fourteen  good  mu?kets,  four  want 
repairs,  sixteen  Cartooch  boxes  filled  with  powder  and  lead,  2.^1^5. 
powder,  lOlb^.  lead,  ten  axes,  one  I'road  axe,  twenty-six  Tomhawks, 
twenty-eight  blankets,  three  drawing  knives,  three  splitting  kuive-^, 
two  adzes,  two  i-aws,  one  Brass  kettle. — I  fuund  here  one  Lieut,  and 
eight  men,  seven  gone  to  Easton  with  a  prisoner  deserter  from 
Gen.  Shirley's  Kegt.,  ["Vol.  IL,  p.  7GS,]  a  supply  is  furnished  by 
Col.,  Wm.  Parsons,  Oct,  11,  of  5Ulb3.  powder  and  lOOlbs.  of  lead," 
Penn.  Arch.,  Vol.  III.,  p.  SI.  In  April  1757,  "the  Long  frontier 
between  Susquehanna  and  Delaware  was  to  be  defended  by  Col. 
AVeisers  battallion  A:  all  the  forts  reduced  to  three  ("  of  which  Fore 
Hamilton  was  to  be  one"  with  a  garrison  of  100  men)  "Vol.  HI. 
p.  lliJ,  on  the  22d  April,"  on  the  20th  about  sun  set  a  certain 
Andreas  Cundryman  a  youth  about  17  years  of  age  went  with  two 
horses  and  a  alcigh  to  fetch  some  fire  wood  that  lay  about  SIJ  perches 
from  Fort  Hamilton  to  his  father's  house  about  lOpt-rches  from  the 
Fort,  "  two  c^^ns  were  heard  by  several  persons  who  lived  near  the 
fort. — The  father  of  the  young  man  &  one  of  t!ie  garrison  uanitd 
Conrad  Freidcnberg  ran  to  tlie  place,  where  he  iiad  gone  about 
3l>0  yards    from    the   fort,    the   young  man's   body  was  found  it

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''scalped  quite  to  the  eyes" — two  Indians  were  seen  runninfr  off — 
be  was  not  killed  by  their  sbots  but  with  their  toinh;iwl<s — (>  Jndiatis 
'were  seen  the  same  evening  "  at  a  plintation  of  Robert  Ellis  about 
3  miles  from  the  fort  (IlynJshaw,)  about  half  way  to  iSam  l)iipui'3 
which  J'-llis  couGrmed  on  T'lursday  at  Fort  Haniiltr>n — Capt.  Van 
Etteu  camo  from  Fort  Ilyud^haw  with  as  many  soldiers  as  ije  could 
Fpare  to  Fort  Hamilton  to  a?si.st  at  the  burial  (Vol.  III.,  p.  140,  <fc 
226.)  James  Burd  in  bis  journal  speaks  of  this  furt  as  a  very 
poor  stockade  with  one  large  bouse  iu  the  middle  of  it  and  tomo 
families  living  in  it,  this  is  15  miles  from  Tead's  "  p.  35G. 

The  present  town  of  Stroudsburg  is  situated  where  the  fort 
formerly  stood,  being  at  the  west  end  of  it,  and  a  later  fort  ''  Peun" 
at  the  cast  end  of  the  present  town  in  ^Monroe  Go.  Capt.  Craig 
•was  at  this  fort  in  1758^  with  41  men  [p.  825.]

"Was  a  revolutionary  fort,  erected  probably  in  I77S,  and  situated 
in  We:>tmorebud  Co.,  about  fourteen  miles  North  of  Hanna's 
To'.vn,  near  the  junction  of  Loyalhannou  and  Conemaugh  Cupt. 
^liller  of  the  Stli  Pcnnsy.  Fvogt.  while  on  his  way  with  a  party 
of  nine  men,  chiefl}-  Continental  Soldiers,  bringing  grain  to  this 
fort  were  on  the  7th  July  surprised  by  a  party  ul  Indians  v.ho  lay 
in  wait  for  them  on  their  return  and  killed  the  Captain  and  seven 
others  [Penn.  Arch.  Vol.  A' I  ,  p.  G73.]  It  was  probably  named  in 
Iionor  of  Gen.  Edward  Hand  a  conspicuous  officers  from  Lancaster, 
but  as  this  is  we  believe,  with  one  exception  the  only  instance  whore 
this  fort  is  mentioned,  m-c  liave  no  means  of  ascertaining  its  precise 
locality  or  other  particulars  respecting  it.  But  from  a  letter  from 
Col.  Brodbead  to  Gen.  Washington  dated  June  15th,  177'-',  [Vol. 
XII.  152,]  it  was  probably  next  fort  to  "  Crawford,"  as  it  is  there 
Slid  the  lu'lians  killed  a  soldier  between  Forts  Crawford  and  Hand, 
and  proceeded  towards  the  Sewickly  settlement  where  they  kilbd  a 
woman  and  four  children,  and  took  two  children  prisoners.  Capt. 
Brady  fell  iu  with  the  seven  Indians  who  had  done  this  mischief, 
about  Gftccn  miles  above  Kittunning,  killed  their  Captn.  a  notorious 
jMuncy  Warrior  and  mort.illy  wounded  jcveral  others,  [See  ]*enn. 
Arch  Yul  VH.,  p.  505,]  ;ind  in  another  letter  [p.  130.]  Col. 
l»rodhead  says  j  Capt  Brady  overtook  the  Indians  uear  '"  Perry's 
mills."^ 


Fort  II.uimar. 

This  fort  was  built  in  17S5  by  Major  Douahty  at  the  mouth  on 
right  bank  oi  M;i.-;cingani  opposite  tcj  ^Iirictta,  and  named  after 
Gen.  Har'.iiir.  We  have  no  facts  respecting  it,  excepting  th;it  it 
has  been  eil'aced.     [See  Gardner'.s  Dictionary  of  the  Army.]

Few  places  were  at  this  time  better  known  at  home  and  abroad  tban 
Ilarri.s's  lorry,  now  Harrisburg.  It  was  on  the  hiirh  way  from 
Philadelphia  to  all  tlie  forts  on  ihe  Susquehanna,  and  the  depository 
of  troops  and  provisions.  Its  owner  the  first  John  Harris  settled 
very  early  here,  and  established  a  ferry,  he  died  in  174S,  and  was 
buried  under  his  mulberry  tree  now  enclosed.*  Hi.sson,  John  llarri.'i,t 
born  about  172*3,  and  fuunder  of  Harrisburj^,  was  generally  on  very 
friendly  terms  with  the  Indians,  and  was  relied  upon  very  much  by 
the  whites  for  his  advice  and  assistance.  The  first  letter  that  ap- 
pears from  hira  wa.**  to  Secretary  Peters,  dated  in  Philadelphia,  Oct. 
24th,  1754,  giving  an  account  of  the  death  of  Mouacatooiha  who 
with  several  other  Chiefs  of  the  Six  Nations  were  at  his  house  when 
that  chief  died  and  was  buried  there,  Lis  family  remaining  there 
some  time  after  the  departure  of  the  other  chiefs,  who  attributed  his 
death  to  the  French  having  bewitched  him,  [Fenn.  Arch.  Vol.  IP,  p. 
17S.]  In  Vol.  VII. ,  Col.  Kec,  will  he  found  numerous  accounts  from 
Harris's  of  Indian  massacres  in  1754-5.  Oct.  29,  1755,  he  writes  to 
Edward  Si.ippen  that  he  has  advice  that  forty  Indians  "are  out 
many  days  and  intend  to  burn  ray  house  and  destroy  my.^elf  and 
family.  I  have  this  day  cut  holes  in  my  house  and  is  determined 
to  hold  out  till  the  last  extremity  if  I  can  get  some  men  to  stand  by 
me,  few  of  which  I  can  at  present,  every  one  being  in  fear  of  their 
own  families  being  cut  off  every  hour  (such  is  our  situation,")  he 
recoramemis  building  a  strong  fort  up  Susquehanna,  [p.  G5G.]  Gov. 
Morris  held  a  confererice  with  the  Indians  Jauy.  6th,  175G,  at 
Harris's  there  being  then  but  "  one  single  bouse  and  few  cou- 
venieuce-!,"  "  but  two  Indians  and  their  families"  attended,  and 
the  conference  was  adjourned  to  Carlisle  by  advice  of  Col  Weiscr, 
where  they  met  Jany.  loth,  and  then  to  Lancaster,  and  the  lesult 
seems  to  have  been  a  determination  to  erect  a  chain  of  forts  along 
the  Susquehanna.  April  19th,  175G,  E.  Shippen  writes  the 
Governor  that  "John  Harris  has  built  an  excellent  Stockade  round 
Lis  house,  which  is  the  only  place  of  security  that  way  for  the 
provi.-ious  for  the  army,  he  having  n)uch  good  cellar  room,  and  as  he 
has  but  six  or  seven  men  to  guard  it,  if  the  Governor  would   order

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six  more  men  there  to  strengthen  it,  it  would  in  my  Of^nion  be  of 
great  use  to  the  cau^^e,  even  were  no  provisions  to  be  stored  at  all" 
"this  stockade  of  Onrrisa's  ought  by  all  means  to  be  supported" 
[Penn.  Arch.,  Vol.  II.,  p.  635.]  Harris  says  Nov.  5tli,  1756. 
"  Here  i.s  at  my  fort  two  prisoners  that  came  from  Shamokin."  "  I 
hope  his  honor  will  be  pleased  to  coutinuo  some  men  here  during 
these  calamitous  times  in  our  frontier.'',  as  this  place  and  the  cou- 
vcniences  here  may  be  of  service  if  defended,"  "  we  have  had  a  town 
nicctinjr  since  the  murder  committed  in  Hanover  Town,  and  haves 
unanimou-ly  apreed  to  support  twenty  men  in  our  Township  at  the 
motintriin  there  to  range  and  keep  guard  or  watch  day  and  night  for 
one  month."  [p.  83.]  •        .

Gov.  Morris  says,  Feb.  1,  175G — Taftcr  describiufr  several  forts 
already  erected  on  the  West  of  the  Su'^(|uehanna  as  part  of  a  chain 
from  Delaware  to  the  Kittochtiny  hills  ) — '' Those  between  Delaware 
and  Susquehanna  are  to  be  about  ten  or  twelve  miles  asunder.  The 
most  considerable  of  them  is  built  at  an  important  pass  through 
the  Kittochtinny  hills,  on  our  Northern  frontier,  and  I  have  called 
it  Fort  Hcnryr  [Penns.  Arch.  Vol.  II.,  p.  561.]  "On  the  P^ast 
side  of  Susquehanna  the  forts  are  ten  or  twelve  miles  asunder,  among 
which  the  most  considerable  are  Fort  IJenr)/,  at  a  pass  through  the 
mountains  called  Tolilisio,"  &c  "The  garrisons  in  these  are  from 
fifty  to  twenty  men  each,  according  to  their  situation  and  import- 
ance." [p.  565.]  February  9th,  he  writes,  "  On  the  Fast  side  of 
the  Susquehanna,  betvreen  that  and  the  Delaware,  are  three  forts  at 
three  of  the  most  important  passes  through  the  mountains,  the  prin- 
cipal and  only  regular  one  is  at  a  pass  called  Tolihaio,  which  I 
named  port  Henry — the  others  are  called  Fort  Allen  and  Fort  Leba- 
non, and  between  these  and  in  the  same  range  there  are  small  stoek- 
adocs  erected  at  the  distance  of  about  twelve  miles  from  each  other, 
and  the  inclosures  garri.-.oned  with  companies  and  detachments  of  from 
fifty  to  twenty  men  each."  [p.  570.]  From  instructions  given,  Jan., 
1756,  "  Captain  Bus.-;e  is  ordered  to  proceed  as  soon  as  possible  with 
the  company  under  his  command  to  the  gap  at  Tolihaio,  where  Swe- 
hatara  comes  through  the  mountains,  and  in  some  convenient 
place  there  you  are  to  erect  a  fort,  of  the  form  and  uimensions  here- 
with given  you,  unless  you  shall  judge  the  stoekado  already  erected 
there  conveniently  placed,  in  which  case  you  will  take  possession, 
and  make  s^ich  additional  works  as  you  may  think  necessary  to 
render  it  sufficiently  strong."  [p.  552.]  January  1^5,  1756,  (lover- 
\  nor  Morris  says  to  Conrad  Weiser:  "1  have  ordered  Captain  Chris- 
l  tian  Passe,  with  a  company  of  fifty  in  the  pay  of  this  Province,  to 
j  proceed  to  the  Gap  at  Tolihaio  nud  there  to  erect  a  stoekado  fort  of 
'     the  form  and  Uirucusiou.'?  given   him,  and   fo    take   post  there  and 
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range  the  woods  from  iLat  fort  "Wcstvrard  towards  Swehatara,  and 
Eastward  towards  a  inockado  to  bo  tuiilt  by  Captain  Mor;.'ao  about 
halfway  between  the  said  fort  and  Fort  Jicbanon."  [Pennsylvania 
Archives,  Vol.  11.,  p.  547.] 

November,  175tj,  murders  were  committed  by  the  enemy  Indians 
on  the  inhabitants  near  Eort  Henry,  ^c.  [Pennsylvania  Archives, 
Vol.  HI.,  p.  51.] 

April  20,  1757,  the  Governor  in  writing  to  the  Proprietary  says: 
''The  lon^  frontier  between  the  Susquehanna  and  J)elav,-are  was  to 
be  defended  by  Colonel  Wei.-cr's  battalion,  and  all  the  forts  reduced 
to  three.  Forts  Henry,  Allen  and  Hamilton,  in  each  of  whieu  was  to 
be  a  garrison  of  lUU  men,  the  remainder  was  to  be  employed  in 
ran<rinii'  or  marching  where  the  attacks  of  the  Indians  should  make 
it  necessary."  [p.  120  ]  Governor  Denny  says  to  the  Proprietors: 
"  intending  to  go  to  Fort  Henry — the  only  garrison  my  time  would 
allow  me  to  vi.sit — I  desired  Colonel  ^Veiscr  to  aequaint  the  leaders 
of  these  infatuated  people  that  I  should  be  glad  if  they  would  come 
and  speak  with  me  at  the  fort.  Accordingly  about  50  substantial 
freeholders,  well  mounted  and  armed,  joined  the  escort  and  attended 
mo  to  Fort  Henry,  where  I  had  au  opportunity  of  undeceiving 
them.  Convinced  of  their  error,  they  presented  me  a  very  respectful 
address,  assuring  me  of  their  desire  to  have  a  proper  militia  law,  and 
that  they  were  determined  under  such  a  law  to  serve  and  do  thuir 
duty  to  their  king  and  country.  Forty  instantly  Avere  enlisted  by 
Colonel  WeistT  out  of  this  neighborhood,  and  a  magistrate  about 
20  miles  off  wrote  aie  he  had  enlisted  40  more."  [p.  PJ4.]  October 
1757.  Murders  are  daily  couiuiitted,  and  Colonel  Weiser  says,  "I 
am  now  preparing  to  go  to  Fort  Henry  to  consult  with  the  officers 
what  may  best  be  done."  [p.  28o.]  February  21.  James  Durd 
visits  Fort  Henry — which  is  6  miles  from  Saevelys,  and  that  is  4 
miles  from  Souders. 

<'  Left  Lieutenant  Drodhead  with  &  party  at  Souders  to  march  4 
miles  to  Sneveleys — he  marched  with  xidjutant  Thorne  and  8  men 
on  horseback — found  at  Fort  Henry  Captain  Weiser,  Adjutant  Kern, 
and  Ensigns  Diddle  and  Craighead,  doing  duty  with  90  men.  •-:2d. 
Had  a  review  at  9  A.  M.;  found  DO  soldiers  under  good  command, 
and  tine  fellows;  about  2  months  provisions,  and  2  months  moro 
about  G  miles  from  Fort  Henry,  at  Jacob  Myers's  mill;  no  powder; 
224  pounds  lead;  no  flints;  about  80  province  arujs  belonging  lo 
these  two  companies,  good  for  nothing.  Ordered  Ensign  Craighead 
with  18  men  of  this  garrison  to  march  for  Fort  Swatarrow."  [p.  ooo.] 
About  G  miles  from  this  fort,  Captain  Dusse  writes,  June  VJ,  17.->>, 
"John  Krantz,  wife  and  o  children  were  carried  oil  by  the  Indiana. 
Lieutenant  Juhnstou  and  0  men  were  sent  along  the  mountains  to 
the  Hole  to  intercept  them,  and  Sergeant  iMowrer  and  2  men  to  S'H  k 
for  their  tracks.

to  17  from  Swatara.   [p.  340.]     Which  was  24  from  Fort  Hunter. 

liupp  sayfe,  *•  it  was  situated  in  Pethel  township,  Berks  county, 
on  the  road  from  Millersburg  to  Pine  Grove,  (lat.  40°  80')  at  the 
point  marked  on  Pupard.s's  map  as  '  Umbehacktr's  lavern.'  "

AVhen,  or  by  whom  this  fort  was  erected,  is  not  certainly  known 
from  the  records.  It  was  prob;ibly  as  early  as  1755,  as  in  an  order 
to  Adam  Read,  January  10,  175G,  a  fort  is  spoken  of  at  Hunter's 
mill.  It  is  tlurc  said  that  "  the  commis.'^iouers  thinking  thac  the 
company  of  50  men  under  your  command  are  sufficient  to  guard  tho 
fruntier  along  the  Kittochtinuy  Hills  from  your  own  house  to 
Hunter's  mill,  have  refused  for  the  present  to  take  any  other  men 
in  that  quarter  into  the  pay  of  the  Government,  and  requested  mc 
to  order,  aud  I  do  hereby  accordingly  order  you  to  detach  25  of 
the  men  now  at  your  house  to  the  fort  at  Hunter's  mill,  upnu 
the  Su.iquehanna,  under  the  command  of  your  lieutenant  or  ollicor 
ne.xt  under  yourself,"  to  range  the  woods  along  and  near  tho  moun- 
tains towards  your  house,"  and  another  party  to  "  range  towards 
Hunter's  mill."

"  April  7,  l7on.  "  As  a  tnajrazine  of  provisions  and  other  warliko 
stores  will  very  soon  be  fornicd  at  or  near  JJitn(t;r's  77iiH  vpon  (he  river 
Stifrjuehanna.  I  think  it  necessary  for  the  protection  tliereof  and 
for  other  purposes,  to  order  that  you  appoint  the  said  place  caled 
Hunter's  mill,  or  some  convenient  p^nce  ncnr  it ^  for  the  ijeneral  ren- 
c?(zcous  of  the  reijiments  now  rai-^imj,  and  that  you  order  all  the 
men  already  enlisted,  not  employed  on  some  other  service,  to  marcU 
immediately  to  the  said  rendezvous,  and  all  your  recruiting  parties 
to  send  their  recruits  thither  from  time  to  time.  You  will  order 
proper  guards  upon  the  niaguzine,  and  upon  the  boats  and  canoes 
\?hich  shall  be  collected  there  pursuant  to  my  orders  you  will  give , 
directions  that  the  officers  and  men  keep  themselves  in  good  order, 
and  ready  to  go  upon  duty  at  an  hour's  warning."   [Vol.  II.  p.  GIG.] 

Ou  April  16,  175G,  the  Governor  informs  the  commander  that 
he  has  ordered  "  Colonel  Claphara  to  rendezvous  his  regiment  at  or 
ne.ir  Hunter's  mill,  where  be  has  ordered  a  number  of  canoes  to  be 
collected  and  fitted  for  transporting  the  stores  to  Saamokin."

Colonel  Weiser  is  ordered  to  send  two  of  the'  most  trusty  Indians 
to  Hunter's  mill  for  intelligence.  There  is  great  confusion  among 
the  Indians  up  the  West  Branch  of  the  Susquehanna.  Colonel 
Claphara  says,  July  1,  from  Halifax,  "  that  he  shall  leiive  at  Harris's 
a  Serjeant's  party  consisting  of  12  men,  24  at  Hunter's  fort." 

Edward 
Fhippen  speaking,  19th  of  April,  of  Harris's  as  a  storehouse,  says, 
"  Hunter's  house  indeed  would  answer  such  a  purpose  were  it 
stockaded  ;  but  as  it  is  quite  naked  and  stands  5  or  GOO  feet  from 
the  fort,  the  enemy  may  surprise  it  and  kill  the  people  and  set  the 
roof  on  fire  in  3  or  4  places  at  once,  and  if  the  sontrits  should 
discern  the  fire  as  soon  as  it  begins  to  blaze,  it  might  be  too  difficult 
a  task  for  them  to  quench  it  without  buckets  or  pails.  Hunter's 
mill  is  but  2.0  miles  from  Captain  McKee's  plantation."  [p.  G^n.] 
[Captain  McKee  is  spoken  of  February  24th,  ai  having  had  the 
command  of  a  fort  at  Hunter's  mill,  near  the  place  where  the  blue 
hills  cr.-ss  the  Susquehanna.]     Colonial  llecord,  A'ol.  YIL,  p.  4G. 

Colonel  Clapham  writes  to  the  Governor: 

June  11,  n^'O.  "I  have  also  stationed  a  party  of  24  ruen  under 
tie  command  of  Mr.  Johusou,  at  Hunter's  fort,  with  orders  to  de- 
fend that  p:^st  and  the  neighborhood,  and  to  escort  any  provisions 
that  should  come  to  him  up  to  McKee's  stijre." 

Novcniber  2.^.  The  commanding  ofticer  is  ordered  "to  take  great 
ciTC  ot  the  battfuux,"  and  "to  weigh  the  two  cannon  which  now  lie 
in  the  water."

Governor  Denny  writes  to  the  Proprietaries  April  9,  1757,  [p. 
H9.]  "The  long  frontier  between  the  Susquehanna  and  Dehiware 
was  to  be  defended  by  Colonel  Welder's  battalion,  and  all  the  forts 
reduced  to  tlirco,  (of  which  this  fort  does  not  appear  to  bo  one,)  with 
a  garrison  of  100  men."  liev.  John  Elder,  oOth  July,  1757,  snys, 
"The  defence  of  Halifax  is  of  no  advantage,  but  a  garrison  at 
Hunter's,  under  the  command  of  an  active  ofhcer  will  be  of  great 
service,  it  will  render  the  carriage  of  provisions  and  munitions  for 
the  use  of  Augusta  more  easy  and  less  expensive,  and  by  encourag- 
ing the  inhabitants  to  continue  in  their  places  will  prevent  the 
weakening  of  the  settlements."  [p.  251.]  P.  Galbreatb,  writing 
from  this  fort,  October  1,  1757,  says,  "Notwithstanding  the  hap})y 
siiuation  we  thought  this  place  was  in  on  Captain  Pusse's  being 
stationed  here,  we  have  had  a  man  killed  and  scalped  this  evening 
within  20  rods  of  Hunter's  fort.  We  all  turned  out,  but  night 
coming  on  so  soon  we  could  make  no  pursuit."  [pp.  277-79.]  Aud 
Captain  Pusse  v.'rite.s,  tliat  "12  Indians  were  seen,  but  rainy  weather 
prevented  pursuit.''  James  Patterson  with  his  men  \vere  at  this 
fort,  and  in  liis  journal,  p.  331,  gives  an  interesting  account  of  his 
operations  against  the  Indians  who  were  constantly  appearing. 
On  the  9th  February,  175S,  there  was  one  company  of  54  men  in 
the  pay  of  the  I'roviuce.  Adjutant  Kern,  on  the  5th,  returns  under 
Captain  Patterson  and  Lieutenant  Allen  40  men,  with  44  Provin- 
cial arms,  three  having  their  own;  15  pounds  powder  and  twenty 
pounds  lead.  Parnabas  Hughes,  commissary  here  aud  at  Swatara, 
I  which  was  24  miles  from  this  fort.    [p.  340.]     James  Purd  iu  his 

i  journal,  (Feb.  IS,  p.  352,)  "arrived  at  this  fort  at  dark,  and  found 

the  Captains  Patterson  and  Davis  hero  with  SO  men,  who  infuriocd 
him  they  have  not  above  three  loads  of  ammunition   a  man."     He 
i  ordered   Paiuy   Hughes  to  send  up  here  a  barrel  of  powder  aud 

I  lead;  answerable  in  the  meantime,   borrowed   of  Thomas  Galloher

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[p.  352.]  G.  Price  writes  Governor  Denny,  Fort  Hunter,  Jul}'  22, 
1758,  frotn  whom  he  had  a  coaimi^s.sion.  "1  was  lei't  in  the  garri- 
son of  Fort  Hunter  and  received  orders  from  Geueral  Forbes  to 
repair  it,  and  sent  an  engineer  to  in?pect  into  the  condition,  who 
found  nccessr.ry  to  stockade  it,  for  wliich  purpo?e  I  was  to  get  the 
country  people  ;  and  ace^^rdingly  applied  to  the  several  justices  for  the 
townships  of  Paxtonand  Done;tral,  from  whom  he  had  no  answer  ex- 
cept by  Parson  IClder,  who  said  nolhinLT  could  be  done  till  after 
harvest.  The  stockades  are  cut."  [p.  4>s.]  Joseph  Shippen,  Jr., 
June  23  17G3,  is  ennajred  at  Fort  Hunter  in  receiving  and  forwarding 
to  Augusta,  by  batteaux  and  canoes,  provisions  and  other  necessaries 
as  they  arrive  from  Philadelphia  in  wairons.   [Vol.  IV.  p.  111.] 

Such  are  all  tlie  important  facts  to  bo  collected  from  the  records. 
The  editor  is  indebfed  to  11.  ^McAllister  of  Harrisburg,  for  the  fol- 
lovving  faefs  respoctinir  the  coudiiion  and  situation  at  present,  under 
date  of  February  2,  1^5(3: 

" 'J'ho  site  of  Fort  Hunter  is  situated  exactly  six  miles  above 
Harrisbur^r  on  the  Susquehanna  river,  at  its  junction  with  Fishing 
creek.  There  are  no  remains  of  this  r:r:.  as  upon  its  ancient  foun- 
dations there  is  a  very  large  storebov.so.  built  by  my  grandfather, 
Archibald  McAllister,  in  1S14,  and  now  owned  by  my  father, 
Captain  John  C.  McAllister.  The  si;i:ition  of  this  house  is  very 
commanding,  about  SO  feet  above  the  river  Susquehanna,  and  the 
surrounding  scenery  is  of  the  most  rotuiutic  character. 

"During  the  Pievolutionary  Wax  sr.i  the  early  periods  of  our 
history,  a  block-house  or  fort  occupied  the  site  upon  which  now  stands 
m}'  father's  largo  stone  residence.  This  fort  was  called  the  '  Eng- 
lish Fnrt  Hunter.'  About  a  mile  above  tbis  point,  where  the  river 
has  evidently  forced  its  way  through  s  riountain  pass,  and  where 
the  river  is  narrow,  deep  and  swift,  iiruiediately  below  the  romantic 
village  of  Dauphin,  where  immense  roc.'xs  ^not  yet  worn  away  by  the 
hand  of  time  or  the  friction  of  the  wj.:--?  >  jut  out  of  the  water,  at 
this  point,  at  the  very  base  of  the  K:::::uay  Mountains,  the  river  is 
called  '  Hunter's  Falls.' 

"  Tradition  informs  us  that  this  n-irr^  Hunter  was  derived  from  a 
gentleman  of  that  name  who  built  F.ti-  Hunter,  and  lived  in  that 
vicinity  at  a  very  early  day,  when  the  e-ure  country  was  under  tho 
dominion  of  sav:'.:re  Indians. 

"  In  distinction  from  the  'English  FrcT-  Hunter,'  there  was  an- 
other fort  about  one  mile  below  this  oa  rbe  summit  of  the  second 
mountain,  a  very  hi:rh  peak,  entirely  C'.-.^nnianding  the  Sus(]uehaun:i 
river,  overlooking  Harrisburg,  and  c^.---c-L  the  <  Indian  Fort  Hunter.' 
At  this  point  tradition  intorms  us  t'ziz  :.:.?  Indians  had  some  sort  of 
an  enction  from  wl'.ieii  tlicy  wouli  oo.^tfi'.'nally  emerge,  and  after 
committing  great  depredations  they  wo:lL£  airain  retire  to  their  strong- 
hold, which  was  the  terror  of  the  coa2;rv.~  To  keep  these  Indians 
in  cheek  1  have  always  understood  tea:  its?  English  Fort  was  built. 
Tradition  still   delights  to  recount  glut  fierce  conflicts  occurring 
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between  the  inhabitants  of  these  forts.  Of  the  Indian  Fort  Hunter, 
which  as  a  bny,  I  have  frequently  visited,  tucre  are  yet  distinct 
retnains.  There  is  still  to  be  seen  a  circular  excavation  of  about 
four  feet  in  depth  and  thirty  feet  in  diaujeter.  Jn  this  can  yet  bo 
found  heads  of  Indian  arrovys  and  other  evidences  of  its  foriBer 
use." 


Fort  Hyxdsuaw. 

This  fort  is  described  by  Jaroes  Young,  in  June,  1756,  as  situated 
near  the  river  Delaware,  about  30  miles  higher  up  than  Samuel 
Dupui's,  from  which  to  the  fort  is  a  good  plain  road — roany  planta- 
tions, but  all  deserted  and  the  houses  chiefly  burnt.  Found  here 
Lieutenant  James  Ilyndshaw  with  25  men — the  Captain  with  5 
men  having  the  day  before  ^oue  up  the  river  not  expecting  to  retura 
for  two  days,  they  having  learned  from  the  Jerseys  that  G  Indians 
had  been  seen  and  iired  at  the  niglit  before  IS  miles  up  the  river. 
Provincial  stores  here,  11  good  muskets,  14  rounds  of  powder  and 
lead  for  30  men,  4  pounds  powder,  30  blankets. 

"  This  fort  is  a  square  about  70  feet  each  way,  very  slightly  stock- 
aded. I  gave  some  directions  to  alter  the  bastions,  which  at  present 
are  of  very  little  use — it  is  clear  all  round  for  300  yards,  and  stands 
on  the  banks  of  a  large  creek  and  about  ^  of  a  mile  from  the  river 
Delaware,  and  I  think  in  a  very  important  place  for  the  defence  of 
this  frontier;  the  men  regularly  enlisted  accordiur;  to  the  lieuten- 
ant's roll.  Finding  here  such  a  small  quantity  of  powder  and  lead 
and  this  fort  the  most  distant  frontier,  1  wrote  to  Captain  Arndt,  at 
Fort  Norris,  (where  there  is  a  large  quantity, )  to  deliver  to  this  fort 
30  pounds  powder  and  90  pounds  lead/'  [Vol.  II.  p.  680.] 

July  '24,  1756.  Captain  John  Van  Etten  writes,  [p.  720]  "that 
on  the  22d,  about  fifteen  miles  from  this  fort,  he  sent  out  a  serjeant 
and  4  men  to  guard  sr.rae  farmers  in  their  harvest,  they  had  an  inter- 
view with  some  Indiana,  who  from  their  conversation  (especially 
after  a  recent  murder  had  been  mcutioned )  excited  suspicion  and 
ran  off;  Van  Etten  fired  at  one,  only  partially  woundin?  him,  with 
shot;  another  Indian  running  of}',  9  guns  were  fired  at  and  killed 
him,  and  bis  scalp  was  taken."  [p.  720.] 

August  24.  Colonel  William  Parsons,  from  Easton,  supplies  the 
fort  with  lo-i  pounds  of  powder,  90  pounds  lead,  and  25  flints;  a 
further  quantity  was  afterwards  sent.  [\'ol.  III.  p.  81.]  In  conse- 
quence of  Indian  murders  committed  not  more  than  lUO  yards  from 
Fort  Hamilton,  Cuj.fin  Van  Etten  sent  as  many  soldiers  there  as 
be  could  spare  to  assist  at  the  burial  of  the  killed,  [p  141.]  Which 
having  done  they  returned,  [p.  226.]  March  24,  1757.  Serjenot 
Leonard  Den  with  2  men,  when  within  2  miles  of  Dupui's  whither 
they  were  sent  "for  subsistence,  were  fired  upou  by  Indiuus  and  tho 
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Serjeant  ebot;  the  2  men  retarded  to  the  fort,  wberc  the  alarm  was 
pivfD,  ao'l  the  neighbors  ropuireJ  to  the  fort;  the  Ciiptaiii,  iLtkiiti:^ 
7  men,  went  in  search  of  the  body;  found  it  dead  and  scalped,  en- 
tirely stripped  and  shatuefully  cut,  and  his  bowels  lying  ou  the 
ground  ;  o  men  were  dispatched  to  Dupui's  for  a  wagon,  and  the 
body  taken  there  and  guard  kept  that  night."  [p.  '2liG.]  In  the 
morning  the  body  was  buried  iu  a  Chri.stian  manner,  and  all  re- 
turned to  Fort  Hyudshaw.  June  14,  1757,  Captain  Van  Etten 
receives  orders  from  the  Governor  to  remove  to  Fort  Hamiltoii, 
having  received  a  supply  of  ammunition  from  !Mr.  Parson's  at 
I'astou.  On  the  19th  he  left  Fort  Hyudshaw  with  all  the  baggage, 
and  all  arrived  safe  at  Fort  Hamilton  the  next  day.  26th,  Jiicu- 
tenant  llynd.saw  came  to  that  fort  with  10  men  from  Captain 
\Vcuih<rh',dd  and  G  from  Fort  Norris,  showing  his  order  from  Coioi.tl 
Weiser  for  him  to  command  Fort  Hamilton,  and  for  mo  (J.  Van  E.) 
to  abide  witli  a  small  number  of  men  at  Fort  Hyndshaw.  Having 
been  ordered  by  the  Governor  lo  Fort  Hamilton,  which  he  considers 
superior  to  those  of  Colonel  ^v'eiser,  he  appears  to  have  remained 
there.  [Vol.  HL  220,  &c.] 

No  further  information  can   be  derived  from  the  records.     This 
fort  is  laid  down  on  Scull's  map  as  ou  Bush  kill  creek. 


'■    ....  .  v.  Fort  Jenkins. 

This  fort  was  erected  either  iu  1777  or  177S.  The  first  mention 
thai  has  been  made  of  it  is  iu  a  h'tter  from  Colonel  Hartley,  drittd 
fSunbury,  November  9,  177S.  After  speaking  of  depredations  made 
in  various  neighborhoods,  he  says:  "lort  Jenkins,  where  wo  have 
a  .'-mall  garrison,  has  supported  itself  for  the  present."  [Pennsyl- 
vania Archives,  Vol.  A'lF,  p.  SL]  And  ou  the  14th,  dated  "Fort 
Jenkins  near  Nescopeck,"  he  says,  "  the  enemy  are  in  force  be- 
tween here  and  Wyoming.  They  seem  very  intent  on  plunder  Ly 
their  desolations  near  this  place;  they  expected  the  frontiers  to  give 
way,  but  the  good  countenance  of  this  garr_is:u  has  saved  all  beiuw. 
I  am  now  ailvancing  towards  Wyoming,  I  am  weak  but  I  hope  Ilt 
success.  I  have  uo  enemy  in  the  rear,  and  as  I  command  the  watir, 
I  am  in  expectation  we  shall  bo  able  to  relieve  Wyoming."   [p.  .:;^•] 

Et.  Hunter  from  Fort  Augusta,  27th  April,  1779,  writes,  "uii 
Sunday  last  there  was  a  party  of  the  savages  attacked  the  inhabit- 
ants near  Fort  Jenkins  and  had  taken  two  or  three  families  pris'-'U- 
ers ;  but  the  gariison  I'Cing  apprized  of  it,  about  ^jO  men  turu'jd  out 
of  the  fort  and  rescued  the  pri^ouers ;  the  Indians,  collecting  thcai- 
Bclves  in  a  body,  drove  our  men  under  cover  of  the  fort,  with  tlio 
loss  of  3  men  killed  and  4  badly  wounded;  they  burned  sevti'l 
bouses  near  the  fort,  killed  cattle  and  drove  oft'  a  number  of  horse.-.'' 
[p.  o  IG.]     On  2Gth  May,   be  writea  from  Augusta,  "There  has 
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lioen  DO  miffchief  done  in  tliia  county  sincn  tlic  ITtli  instntit ;  that 
thoTO  was  a  family  consistifi^  of  4  persons  killed  and  scalped  ahnut 
27  miles  above  tliis,  on  the  North  Dranch  ojipositc  to  Fort  Jenkin.-i; 
Fupposo  there  is  Indians  soen  every  day  one  place  or  another  ovi  our 
frontiers."  fp.  438. J  Lt.  Hunter  says  in  rcfcrencG  to  the  removal 
of  Colonel  Hublov's  regiment  towards  Wyoaiing,  "this  leaves  Fort 
Muncy  and  Fort  Jenkins  vacant  at  this  critical  time,"  being  harvest 
time.  [p.  512.]  Lt.  Hunter,  November  27,  1779,  proposes  to  son.d 
25  men  to  Fort  Jenkins  for  "  the  support  and  protection  of  the  dis- 
tressed inhabitants."  [Vol.  VIIL,  p.  20.]  Colonel  Lund  Weltncr 
v.-ritcs  to  the  IJoard  of  War,  December  13,  1779,  in  reference  to  the 
po-turc  of  several  forts  on  his  taking  command.  "  I  found  Fort 
iMuncy  on  the  West  and  Fort  Jenkins  on  the  East  Dranch,with  the 
magazine  at  Sunbury,  to  have  been  the  only  standing  po.<ts  that 
were  occupied."  [p.  41.] 

April  2,  1780.  "The  savages  the  day  before  yesterday  took  7  or 
8  prisoners  about  2  miles  above  Fort  Jenkins."  And  comparing 
the  condition  of  things  with  what  it  was  12  months  before  when  the 
forts  were  well  garrisoned,  Lt.  Hunter  says,  "now  we  have  but 
about  30  men  at  Fort  Jenkins,  which  was  not  able  to  spare  men 
enough  out  of  the  garrison  to  pursue  the  enemy  that  carried  off  the 
prisoners."  [p.  157.]  On  the  9th,  Colonel  Weltner  writes  from 
Northumberland  and  says,  "  1  have  manned  throe  material  outpost.s, 
viz.  Fort  Jenkins,  Fort  Montgomery  and  Bosley's  mills."  [p.  171.] 
Colonel  James  Potter  writes  from  Sunbury,  September  18,  1780, 
that  ''  the  enemy  burned  and  destroyed  every  thing  in  their  power, 
and  on  their  way  going  they  sent  a  party  and  burned  the  fort  and 
buildings  at  Fort  Jenkins  which  had  been  evacuated  a  few  days  be- 
fore on  the  enemy's  appearing  at  Fort  Rice."  [p.  5G3.] 

This  fort  was  located  on  the  bank  of  the  Susquehanna,  in  the 
county  of  Columbia,  about  ^  miles  above  Centreville,  which  is  about 
C  miles  above  the  town  of  Bloomsburg,  on  the  farm  of  Jacob  Hill, 
who  has  kindly  furnished  the  following  particulars  in  a  letter  dated 
Time  Ri'lge,  October  2,  1855. 

"  Its  locatinu  was  about  20  rods  from  the  river,  and  about  half 
the  distance  from  the  North  liranch  canal.  It  stood  upon  the  very 
Fpot  upon  which  my  house  now  stands.  There  are  no  remains  left 
above  ground,  but  I  think  there  might  be  sonie  pieces  of  the  log.'j 
found  bariod  in  the  ground.  There  is  a  very  low  spot  between  my 
hou.se  and  barn,  which  is  said  to  have  been  the  well  inside  the  fort. 
There  is  also  another  such  a  spot  near  my  house,  and  about  4  rods 
from  the  former,  which  is  said  to  be  the  cellar  of  a  bouse  built  by 
Jenkins,  and  in  digging  the  cellar  for  ray  bouse,  my  hands  found  a 
quantity  of  stone  which  I  took  to  bo  the  foundation  of  some  build- 
ing, among  which  were  some  brick  of  rather  singular  dimensions 
about  4  or  5  fict  under  ground. 

"  I  well  recollect  when  the  posts  cf  the  fort  stuck  out  of  the 
gr jund ;  but  ihey  can  no  more  be  seen.     The  posts  were  oak.     The 
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ficl'ls  in  the  vicinity  are  scattered  with  arrows  such  as  Indians  use. 
This  is  all  I  can  tell  you  about  it.  There  has  been  so  uuich  buil'i- 
iug  upon  and  around  this  spot  that  all  marks  of  the  furt  are  almost 
invisible. 

"There  also  was  another  fort  of  the  tame  name  in  "Wyoming 
valley." 

Fort  Jenkins  was  also  the  name  of  a  fort  erected,  according  to 
Miner'.''  Mistory,  p.  190,  in  Wyoming  valley  about  1776,  a  mile 
above  AVintermoot's  fort,  under  £upervi.>*ion  of  the  Jenkins  and  Hard- 
iuir  families,  which,  he  says,  "  must  not  be  confounded  by  the  reader 
with  the  Fort  Jenkins  lialf  way  between  Wyoming  and  Sunbury,  or 
Fort  Augu.sta."     (See  the  map  in  2*liner's  History.) 

}Yin(ennootU  fort  appears  to  have  been  '^  near  the  head  of  the  val- 
ley, upon  a  spot  where  a  large  and  pure  spring  of  water  gushes  out 
from  the  high  bank  or  upper  flat."

After  having  progressed  with  his  fort  at  Beaver,  and  leaving  a 
portion  of  his  men  to  finish  it.  General  Mcintosh  set  out  for  Musk- 
ingum with  about  1000  men,  intending  to  strike  a  blow  at  the  In- 
dians at  Sandu.-ky,  but  the  season  prevented  ;  he  proposed  effecting 
it  in  the  spring,  and  leaving  150  men  under  Colonel  John  (jibsun, 
to  garrison  Fort  Laurens,  he  returne<l  to  Pittsburg.   (8.  J.  Pea.) 

This  fort  was  erected  in  November  and  December  177S,  by 
General  Mcintosh  of  the  Revolution,  on  the  West  bank  of  Tusca- 
rawas river,  half  a  mile  below  the  present  village  of  Bolivar,  Ohio,  but 
is  now  effaced.  [Gardner's  Dictionary.]  Early  in  January,  1770, 
it  was  attacked  by  the  Indians  determined  to  remove  the  white  men 
from  the  midst  of  their  territory;  this  they  did  by  ambuscade  and 
etrata^cni}  14  whites  were  killed  and  10  made  prisoners.  (S.  J.  Ke'«.) 
"Captain  Clark,  of  the  8th  Pennsylvania  regiment,  who  wa-", 
January,  1770,  sent  to  command  an  escort  to  Fort  Laurens,  as  ht^ 
was  returning  with  a  Serjeant  and  14  men,  three  miles  this  side, 
(towards  Pitisburg)  the  fort  was  attacked  by  Simon  Gurty  and  a 
party  of  Mingos,  who  killed  two  of  our  men,  wounded  four,  ."ii.i 
took  one  prisoner."  [General  Mcintosh  to  Colonel  Lochry,  ilOlh 
January,  1770.    Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  \  IL,  p.  17o.] 

About  100  men  of  Colonel  Brodhcad's  regiment  arc  posted  at 
Fort  Laurens  under  Major  Vernon.  [PeniiBylvauia  Archivt.?,  "\'ol. 
XIL,p.  108.] 
•  May  '28.  Mr.  Ilackenwaldor  had  received  information  that  tlio 
Shawne^o,  Mingos  and  Wyondohai.iiiangs  were  to  go  with  Captain 
Bird  and  10  English  soldi-.rs  to  attack  and  take  Fort  LaurecSj  with 
o  or  400  men.   [V'ol.  VII.,  p.  517.] 

By  the  returns  of  the  assi.stant  commissary,  in  May,  1770,  at 
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Fort  Laurens  there  appeared  to  be  a  sulTicicot  ((unntif  j  of  provi?ion3 
'■  to  subsist  the  garrisoa  wirh  rations  of  1  pouud  flour  and  1  pourul 
;  beef  until  1st  of  June,  but  tlic  returns  being  erroneous,  the  parri- 
:  sou  sufTerod  greatly  before  supplies  could  arrive,  and  Mnjor  "\''ornon 
i  was  obliged  to  send  otT  the  greatest  part  of  the  garrison,  but  Colonel 
i  Brodhead  hoped  supplies  would  arrive  safe  before  a  total  evacuation 
I  took  place ;  tliough  to  effect  it  he  was  obliged  to  collect  about  oOOO 
1  pounds  of  bacon  and  pork,  and  "rob  Fort  31cIutosb  of  some  stink- 
I  ing  beef."  [Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  XII.,  p.  114.]  But  under 
i.  date  of  May  29,  he  writes  that  the  supplies  did  not  reach  the  fort 
[  till  the  24t.h,  and  then  the  small  garrison  under  ^^lajor  Vernon 
I  "  were  so  much  reduced  for  want  of  provisions  that  they  were  scarce 
I         able  to  stand  on  their  feet." 

i  The  approach  of  the  enemy  from  Upper  Sandusky  was  so  confi- 

(  denlly  expected,  that  Colonel  Brodhead  proposed  cutting  a  road  to 
f  Fort  Jjawrcns  to  meet  them.  [r>.  120.]  He  blames  the  inhiibitants 
I  of  Westmoreland  county  for  keeping  back  supplies,  and  says  the 
I  garrison  at  Fort  L.  might  have  perished  for  want  of  horses  to  traus- 
l  port  provisions,  [p.  12o.]  To  General  Washington,  under  date  of 
i  June  5,  1779,  Colonel  Brodhead  says,  "on  the  2Gth  of  last  month 
I  I  threw  in  a  supply  of  provisions  to  Fort  Laurens,  with  orders  to 
I  Major  Vernon  to  throw  up  inner  works  of  earth  sufficient  to  resist 
I  light  artillery,  which  will  last  the  garrison,  consisting  of  75  rank 
I  and  file,  until  19th  instant;"  by  which  time  he  expects  more  from 
?  Carlisle.  *'  Major  Vernon  had  my  orders  to  send  off  all  the  useless 
I  fctores  with  the  last  escort,  but  the  horses  were  so  much  hurt  with 
s  the  loads  they  touk  out,"  that  they  could  only  bring  back  "a  few 
I  empty  bags."  "As  your  Excellency  has  given  Fort  Mcintosh  the 
I  preference,  I  shall  order  that  to  be  the  principal  rendezvous  for  the 
I  troops,  at  the  same  time  assuring  his  Eicellency  there  is  neither 
f  meadow,  garden,  pasture  or  spring  water  convenient  to  that  post." 
-  [Vol.  XII.,  p.  125]  "When  i  mentioned  that  Fort  Mcintosh 
would  keep  up  an  idea  of  hostilities,  I  conceived  it  would  not  be  in 
my  power  to  suppr.rt  the  garrison  at  Fort  Laurens."  fp.  12G.]  And 
on  the  same  date  Colonel  Brodhead  writes  to  President  Keed,  "  I 
suppose  you  have  already  been  informed  that  the  greatest  part  of 
the  garrison  at  that  post,  Fort  Laurens,  were  obliged  to  be  sent  in 
or  perish  about  the  lUth  of  last  month.  ^lajor  ■■  Varnum  ?'  with 
only  25  privates,  kept  it  till  the  2t)th,  and  lived  on  herbs,  salt  and 
cowhides,  until  I  sent  him  a  supply  to  last  a  garrison  of  75  rank  and 
file  to  the  lUth  instant,  and  in  doing  this  1  was  obliged  to  rob  the 
other  garrisons  of  every  pound  'of  salt  provisions,  at  a  time,  too, 
vrhen  I  had  no  fresh  meat  to  subsist  them  on.'' 

"  The  throwing  in  of  suf'jilics  to  Fort  Laurens  is  always  attended 
with  great  e.icpense,  and  a  large  escort  is  required  to  guard  the  pro- 
vibious  which  are  necessary  to  sub^^ist  a  garrison  at  that  distance  in 
the  enemy's  country  without  the  benefit  of  water  carriage."  [Vol. 
'VIL,  p.  405.]     Jure  11,  1779.  Colonel  Brodhead  eays  to  Colonel 
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Lochrv   "Fort  Lnurens  Is  nc.rly  oxhaustea-niy  tboupbts  must  ?oon 
be  tuHK-a  that  way."

!0n  June  11,  Colonel  Clapham  thus  describes

I  hiyh.  House  within  built  30X20,  with  a  large  store-room.  A

I       much  timber  on  it.      100  families  protected  by  it  within  the  new 

I      purchase.     No  township.     Built  in  3  weeks;  something  consider- 
able given  by  the  neighbors  towards  it." 
On   June   21,  1750,  Commissary   James   Young,   on   his  official 
I       visit  to  the  forts,  says  in  his  journal,  p.  G76, 

'  "  Set  out  for  Fort  Lchanon  from  XorthkiU ;   all   the   way  is  an 

i  exceedingly  bad  road,  very  stony  and  mountainous.  About  G  miles 
from  Nurthkill  crossed  the  North  Mountain,  where  we  met  Captain 
Morgan's  lieutenant,  with  10  men,  ranging  the  woods  between  the 
mountain  and  Fort  Lebanon;  passed  by  two  plantations,  rest  of  the 
country  chiefly  barren  hills.  At  noon  came  to  Fort  Lebanon,  situ- 
ated in  a  plain;  on  one  side  is  a  plantation,  on  the  other  a  barren, 
pretty  clear  of  wood.-*  all  round,  only  a  few  trees  about  50  yards  from 
the  fort,  which  I  desired  to  be  cut  down.  The  fort  is  a  square  of 
about  100  fe^t,  tccll  stockaded,  v:ith  good  bastions,  on  one  of  whicl 
is  a  good  wall  piece;  within  is  a  good  guard-house  fir  the  people, 
and  2  other  large  houses  built  by  the  country  people  who  have  taken 
refuge  here,  in  all  G  fimilies.  The  fort  is  a  little  too  much  crowded 
on  that  account.  I  aoijaainted  Captain  Morgan  that  the  sorjeant  at 
Northkiil  did  not  do  his  duty  there,  and  recomuunilod  a  commis- 
eioncd  officer.  He  ordered  his  licuteuaut  with  2  more  men  to  go 
and  tiike  po'^t  there,  and  sent  with  him  4  pounds  powder  and  10 
Vol.  XII— 18. 
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ponnJa  lead.  Parties  range  the  woods  4  or  5  times  a  week,  and 
guard  the  inhabitants  at  lubor.  Mustered  the  men;  ordered  thom 
to  fire  at  a  mark,  15  of  23  witliin  2  feet  of  the  centre,  at  the  dis- 
tance of  80  yards.  Provisions,  flour  and  rum  for  a  nionlli ;  ct^-n- 
mis^ary  sends  money  to  purchase  meal  as  they  want  it;  arms  and 
ammunition,  28  good  muskets,  10  want  repairs;  9  rounds  of  pow- 
der and  lead;  4  pounds  powder  and  24  pounds  load;  SO  cartouche 
boxes,  40  blankets,  1  axe  and  1  wall  piece." 

Captain  Morgan  states  in  a  petition  to  Governor  Denny,  Novem- 
ber 4th,  calling  hiniself  ''  commander  at  Fort  Lebanon  :" 

"That  having  two  forts  belonging  to  one  company,  and  my  men 
to  the  number  of  19  drafted  from  me  being  total  but  53.  He  thinks 
hims^df  too  weak  to  be  of  any  service  to  the  frontiers,  "seeing  th'-; 
enemy  commits  violent  outrages  nigh  the  forts;  as  yesterday,  31 
November,  I  found  3  persous  scalped,  and  there  are  3  more  missin.' 
withiu  a  n)ile  of  Fort  Lebanon  ;  and  2  men  killed  and  1  taken  cap- 
tive within  5  mile  of  the  Fort  at  Northkill,  and  dangerous  it  is  to 
keep  the  forts  "  [Vol.  111.  p.  31.] 

James  Kead  writes  from  Reading,  November  7,  [p.  30.]  "  What 
I  can  gather  from  a  person  who  was  near  Fort  Lebanon  (wl-.rrc 
Captain  .Morgan  is  stationed,)  at  the  burial  of  the  people  killed 
thereabout,  is,  that  on  ^Vednesday  last  about  noon  a  party  of  savages 
came  to  the  farm  of  one  John  Finsher,  about  6  miles  from  that  t'lrt. 
and  set  fire  to  his  house,  barns,  and  barracks  of  corn  and  hay.  Uf^n 
first  notice  whereof  Captain  Morgan  despatched  10  men  from  bii 
fort,  and  soon  after  followed  with  a  few  more,  who,  as  they  were 
returning  from  their  pursuit,  not  having  met  any  enemy,  found 
Finsher's  barn,  kc,  con?umed,  and  at  Martin  Fell's  house,  about  a 
mile  from  the  j'ort,  found  3Lxrtin  and  his  wife's  sister  and  her  uv)- 
ther  scalped,  the  young  woman  being  not  quite  dead,  but  insensil.l''. 
aud  stuck  in  the  throat  as  butchers  kill  a  pig;  she  soon  died  ai)d 
was  buried  with  the  others.  Martin's  wife  aud  2  children,  the  oii'! 
about  a  twelvemonth,  the  other  about  7  years  old,  were  carried  of) 
captives.  By  a  gentleman  who  left  Fort  Lebanon  yesterday  after- 
noon, I  hear  that  sixty  vromen  and  children  have  flpd  into  it  I'T 
refuge,  and  several  faujilies  have  come  further  iuto  the  settlcmouts 
with  their  household  goods  aud  stock."  [p.  30.] 

Captain  Arudt  writes,  November  10,  [p.  51,]  "that  measures 
are  taking  to  pursue  the  enemy  Indians  who  have  lately  committLl 
'  murders  on  the  inhabitants  near  Furt  Henry,  Furt  Lebanon,  ai;  i 
Fort  Franklin."  Conrad  \Veiser  expects  a  town  guard  for  EastiiM, 
July  15,  1757,  of  one  hundred  and  ten  men,  a  portion  of  thtw 
from  Fort  Iv^bauun.  [p.  218.] 

This  fort  it  is  said  was  afterwards  called  '•  Fort  V»'illiam."  If  .-•''. 
it  was  visited  and  described  under  this  name  by  Major  BunL  '■"' 
1758,  in  his  Journal  [I'ennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  IIL,  p.  3,)1.) 
which  see.  Fort  Lebanon  was,  as  before  mentioued,  situated  "'a', 
the  lurks  cf  Schuylkill,  and  probably  in  the  fork-,  iu  West  Brun^- 
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R-ick  towDsliip,  Soliuylkill  county,  22  miles  from  Fort  Henry."  [H. 
.\.  M.]  We  buvc  not  iiotived  it  laid  clown  on  any  map,  and  tlicre- 
f(jie  cannot  give  the  name  of  tlie  stream  which  forms  the  fork  ;  nor 
its  present  locality,  or  condition  of  the  fort  if  any  thing  remains 
:.f  it.

In  General  Wasliington'.s  Journal  we  have  tlic  following  de.^crip- 
tion,  in  1753,  wlien  despatched  to  the  commander  of  Fort  l^e  liojuf : 

"  It  is  situated  on  the  South  or  West  fork  of  French  creek,  near 
the  water,  and  i.s  almost  surrounded  by  tlie  creek  and  a  small  branch 
of  it  which  forms  a  kind  of  island.  Four  houses  compose  the  sides. 
The  bastions  are  made  of  poles  driven  into  the  ground,  standing 
more  than  12  feet  above  it  and  sharp  at  top,  with  jiort  holes  cut  for 
cannon,  and  loop  holes  fur  the  small  arms  to  fire  through.  There 
are  eight  six-pound  pieces  mounted  in  each  bastion,  and  one  piece 
of  four  pounds  before  the  gate.  In  the  bastions  are  a  guard-bouse, 
chapel,  doctor's  lodging,  and  the  commander's  private  store;  round 
which  are  laid  phitforms  for  the  cannon  and  men  to  stand  on. 
There  are  several  barracks  without  the  fort  for  the  soldiers'  dwell- 
ing, covered  some  with  bark  and  some  with  boards,  made  chitfl>'  of  logs. 
There  are  also  several  other  houses,  such  as  stables,  smith's  shops 
tte.  Number  of  men  supposed  200,  exclusive  of  officers,  of  which 
there  are  many." 

October  2G,  1757.  Mods.  Chavigncrie,  Jr.,  in  his  examination 
says  : 

"  The  next  fort  to  Machault  is  the  fort  on  the  river  O'Doeufs,  said 
to  be  forty  leagues  above  it,  but  having  travelled  it  often  believes  it 
is  not  so  much,  being  only  two  and  a  half  day's  journey  by  land, 
and  5  or  6  by  water;  that  the  river  i.s  very  shallow  there  and  the 
country  flat  and  pleasant ;  that  the  fort  there  is  very  strong,  palli- 
sadoed  around,  has  a  glacis  with  a  dry  ditch  three  feet  deep  ;  be 
knows  not  the  number  of  cannon,  says  they  are  swivels,  and  under  a 
dozen;  is  commanded  by  his  uncle,  Mons.  du  Virge  who  is  an  en- 
sign of  foot;  that  there  is  no  captain  or  other  ofHcer  above  an  ensign 
there,  and  the  reason  i.s,  that  the  commandant  of  those  forts  pur- 
chases a  commission  for  it,  and  undertakes  and  has  the  benefit  of 
transporting  the  provisions  and  other  necessaries;  that  the  pro- 
visions are  chitfly  sent  from  Niagara  to  I'resqu'  isle,  and  so  from 
thence  down  the  Ohio  to  Fort  Du  Quesne."  [I'ennsylvania  Archives, 
Vol.  III.,  p.  305.] 

November  27,  175S.  Frederick  Post  in  bis  journal  says,  "The 
Fort  on  Beef  river  is  much  iu  the  same  ccnditioa  (as  Prc^'ju'  i-le,) 
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that  is,  bas  been  a  strontr  stockaded  fort,  but  i.?  so  much  out  of 
ropair  tLtit  a  strong  iiuui  might  pull  up  auj'  logs  out  of  the  eaitb. 
There  is  here  one  officer  aiid  30  men,  and  a  few  hunting  Todiun-i 
who  suid  they  would  leave  there  in  a  few  days."  [Peiinrtylvahia  Ar- 
chives, Vol.  III.,  p.  501.] 

This  fort  is  described  in  a  letter  from  Huirh  Mercer,  [Coloniul 
Rec,  Vol.  VIII.,  p.  ol2,]  March  17,  175D,  giving  intelligence  aj 
received  from  Thomas  liull,  an  Indian  employed,  as  of  the  sair,,; 
shape  (as  the  fort  at  Presq  isle)  but  very  small.  "A  square;  the 
bastions  stocliades  and  joined  by  the  houses  for  the  curtain,'*;  the 
logs  uio.stly  rotten;  platforms  are  erected  in  the  bastion.?,  and  loop- 
holes properly  cut.  One  gun  is  mounted  on  one  of  ihe  bastions  and 
points  down  the  river.  Ouly  one  gate,  and  that  fronting  this  way 
on  the  side  opposite  the  creek.  The  m;»gazine  is  on  the  right  of  tho 
gate,  going  in,  port  of  it  sunk  in  the  ground,  and  above  is  some 
casks  of  powder  to  serve  the  Indians,  licrc  are  two  officers,  a  st.ire- 
keepcr,  a  clerk,  a  priest,  and  l.')0  soldiers;  the  men  not  employed. 
At  Le  Ijonuf  are  24  batteaux,  one  of  them  niade  lately,  and  one  of 
them  rejiaired  lately.  One  l^e  Samlrow  is  the  commandirjcr  ofilocr. 
They  have  a  larger  stock  of  provisions  here  than  at  Presq'  lAe.  T:ie 
Preuch  creek  is  clear  of  ice  to  Le  Bceuf.  The  road  is  trod  and  good 
from  Venango  to  Le  Bo:uf,  and  from  thence  to  Presq'  isle,  about 
half  a  day's  journey,  is  very  low  and  swampy,  and  bridged  almost 
all  the  way." 

August,  1759.  The  French  burnt  their  fort  at  Le  B.euf.  [Col. 
llec.  Vol.  VIII.,  p.  3S0.]  Fort  Lc  I>a;uf  is  laid  down  on  the  map 
accompanying  "  Bouquet's  Expedition,''  as  at  the  head  of  "  Bc'.f 
Iviver,"  and  Venango  as  below  its  junction  with  Allerany  river. 

February  19,  17^8.  Andrew  Ellicott  speaks  of  it  as  at  the  hrad 
of  the  naviijabh  water  of  French  cre.ck.  [Pennsylvania  Archives, 
Vol.  XL,  p.  243.] 

Lc  Boeuf  .as  where  "Waterford  now  stands,  in  Erie  countv;  and 
■where  or  near  Franklin  is  situated,  was  Fort  Venango  or  Franklin. 

This  was  probably  tho  same  as  Buffaloes'  Fort,  mentioned  in  \'oi. 
III.,  p.  13. 


-   -  Fort  at  Leiiigu  Gap. 

Commissary  Young,  in  his  Journal,  June  23,  1756,  says,  '-'At  4 
P.  M.  set  out;  (from  Fort  Allen,)  at  6  came  to  the  Gap  ;  found  >* 
$f.rj>:nnt  and  b  rdtii  stationed  at  a  farm-house,  with  a  small  stockade 
round  it — tho  road  very  hilly  and  swampy  ;  ouly  1  piautatiou,  about 
a  mile  from  the  Gap.  I  found  the  people  here  were  a  detachment 
from  Captain  Wealherholl's  company;  be  is  stationed  on  the  ot.ier 
side  of  the  Gap.  3  miles  from  thi.-*^  with  12  men,  the  rest  of  his 
company  at  Vepui's  and  another  Gap,  15    miles  from  this.     Pis- 
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fvitche'l  R  messcTi^er  to  him  to  come  in  the  raorniiig  with  his  raf^n  to 
}.-:  inustcvcd.  The  people 'statioTird  here  and  ou  the  otiicr  si^'y  i 
tl;ir!k  may  be  of  great  service,  a.-3  it  is  a  good  road  through  iho 
iij.)'jntaia  and  very  steep  and  high  ou  each  side,  so  roaj  in  great 
measure  prevent  auj  Indians  to  pass  through  undiscovered  if  they 
keep  a  good  guard.  Here  the  river  Leahy  passes  through  the  looun- 
t:iiu  in  a  very  rapid  stream.  At  7  mustered  tlie  men  UL-re.  Captuiu 
W.  had  gone  P-  miles  from  this,  ?nd  tlie  sejreant  helieved  on  /lis 
way  to  Pliiladelphia  for  their  pay,  Avhich  was  the  reason  the  peopie. 
did  not  come  hero,  and  I,  nnding  this  company  so  mueh  dispersed 
at  difl'erent  stations  in  small  parties,  I  could  not  regularly  uraster 
them,  ther<jfore  at  8  A.  M.,  I  set  out  for  Fort  Norrls ;  the  road  i'nv 
the  first  6  miles  a  good  wagon  road  along  the  foot  of  the  North 
Mountain,  the  other  seven  miles  very  hilly  and  stony.  Passed  three 
plantations  on  this  road,  all  deserted  and  the  houses  buruod  dowu." 
[Ptuusylvania  Archives,  Vol.  II.,  p.  078.] 

The  precise  date  of  its  erection  and  locality  does  not  appear,  ex- 
cej'.tiiig  what  is  indicated  in  the  above  extract.  It  was  probatdy  only 
a  s'ockade,  and  of  no  great  importance,  and  erected  in  17.J'3  or  '50, 
for  temporary  protection,  about  13  railcs  from  Port  Nuriis. 


Fort  Ltgonier,  formerly  Loyalhannon. 

This  fort  was  situated  ou  the  East  side  of  Lojalhanna  creek,  in 
liigonicr  township,  Westmoreland  county,  and  is  said  to  have  been 
the  nearest  fort  to  Du  Quesne.  It  must  have  been  erected  in  l7o7, 
or  probably  in  1758,  as  General  Forbes,  in  a  postscript  to  a  letter  from 
Port  Du  Qucsne,  November  20,  1758,  says  to  the  Governor:  "I 
nuist  beg  that  you  would  recommend  to  your  Assembly  the  buildinL' 
of  a  block-house  and  saw-mill  upon  tbe  Kiskeminetas,  near  the 
Loyal  Hannon,  as  a  tbing  of  the  utmost  consequence  to  tbeir  Pro- 
vince if  they  have  any  intention  of  profiting  by  this  acquisition" — 
the  capture  of  Du  Qucsne.  And  Colonel  Kurd,  in  a  letter 
giving  the  news  of  the  evacuation  of  that  fort,  dates  from  "  Camp  at 
Loyal  llannon,  *2d  December,  17oS,  and  says,  tbe  iTuiy  was  witliiii 
10  miles  when  the  fort  (Da  Quesne)  was  biuwo  up — he  and  ''  the 
General  and  Colonel  Bouquet  were  going  to  inr-i-oii  d.)»7n."  Aiid 
General  Forbes,  on  the  '2"2d  Oet.d>or,  gives  the  Governor  an  esti- 
mate cf  trie  number  of  men  necessary  at  diirereut  points  to  cover  tbe 
country  between  Susquehanna  and  Potomac  at  1200;  of  which  8i)r> 
Were  to  be  stationed  at  Loyal  Hinnon.  [Col.  Ptcc.  Vol.  VIII.  p.  225.] 

In  July  or  August,  1758;  ^.lolcnel  IJouquet  w^s  c  v^templatini^ 
"to  try  for  a  road  (from  Kaystown )  towr.rds  J..oyal  IlauTioii.'' 
[Provincial  Letters,  p.  IHO  ]  ^\■ilich  it  n]>pears  by  letters  in  Octo- 
t'or  he  liad  concluded  to  make,  and  on  the  lOrh  he  o:;j.';cti  d  to  h:iv.> 
■  tciit  ''to  the  lop  of  the  Laurel,"  p.  145.     It  appoari  by  C.doijiui 
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}?ccord.  Vol.  VIII.,  p.  212,  that  ucws  had  been  received  by  Fit-d. 
]'ost  "from  GenL-ral  Forbes,  that  v.  large  body  of  French  and  lu- 
dian3  havint;  attacked  his  advanced  post  at  Loyal  Hannon,  weio

"A  German 
of  Mayauslo,  taken  pri.soncr  in  or  near  the  garden  at  Ligonier,  was 
brought  to  Venango."   [Ibid,  p.  025.] 

By  a  letter  from  Major  T.  Lloyd  to  Colonel  James  Burd,  dated 
Ligouier,  April  14,  1759,  it  appears  that  great  mortality  had  existed, 
he  says,  "  I  am  extremely  sorry  to  tell  you,  what  now  remains  ot 
your  unfortunate  battalion  is  barely  worth  writing  about — the  grave- 
yard has  most  of  tiiem.  Eshau.stcd  as  tiiey  were  with  the  fatigues 
of  a  most  unmerciful  campaign,  it  was  impossible  they  should  stand 
the  united  ttlects  of  sickness  and  hard  duty."  "There  arc  none  of 
the  2d  batalHon  at  this  post.  Captain  1 ;  lieutenants  2;  ensigns  2  ; 
rank  aud  tile  fit  fur  duty  ;)2."  [p.  155.] 

May  4,  1759.  General  Stanwix  advertises  for  wagons  "  from  Car- 
lisle to  Fort  Ligonier  (formerly  Loyal  Haunon, )  to  receive  30 
Bhilliug.<."   [I'cuusylvania  Archives,  Vol.  III.,  p.  C2S.] 

Coljuel  M'.a-er  writes  from  l'itt:,burg,  17  July,  1759,  "that  halt 
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tlie  party  tliat  attacked  Ligouier,  was  returned  without  prisoner  or 
fcalp~-tlicy  !i-ad  b;>-  their  own  account  one  Indi-.m  killed  mid  one 
wounded."  [p.  G74.]  On  September  15,  he  writes  from  Pittshurrr, 
that  "the  ditficuky  of  sujipl^iiig  the  army  here  obliccs  the  General 
to  keep  more  of  the  troops  at  Jjigonier  and  Lediord  than  he  would 
choose.  Colonel  Burd  is  forming  a  post  at  Keu.-tonc  crcck.  Colo- 
nel Armstrong  remains  some  weeks  at  Ligonier."  [p.  ().S5.]  It  ap- 
pears from  a  table  in  Provincial  Letters,  p.  107,  of  the  disposition 
of  the  Pennsylvania  troops  November  18,  1759,  that  Major  Jamie- 
son  with  the  first  brigade,  Captain  Ilyndshaw,  and  subalterns  Craig- 
boad  and  Piper,  2  sergeants,  2  drummers,  and  Gl  rank  and  file  were 
stationed  at  Ligonier,  with  subalterns  Humphreys  and  Pond,  and  30 
rank  and  file  of  '2d  brigade. 

In  17G3,  Colonel  l^ouquet  was  appointed  to  nrareb  to  the  relief  of 
Fort  Pitt,  then  iu  considerable  danger,  owing  to  want  of  provisions, 
its  remote  situation,  and  the  alarms  through  the  country,  all  which 
causes  occasioned  much  delay.  "In  the  meantime  Fort  Ligonier, 
situated  beyond  the  Allegany  mountain?,  was  in  the  greatest  danger 
of  filling  iuto  the  hands  of  the  enemy  before  the  uraiy  could  reach 
it.  The  stockade  bein^:  very  bad,  and  the  garrison  extremely  weak, 
they  had  attacked  it  vigorously,  but  had  been  repulsed  by  the  bravery 
and  good  conduct  of  Lieutenant  Blaine  who  commanded  there." 
[Introduction  to  Bouquet's  Historical  Account,  p.  7.]  The  preser- 
vation of  that  post  was  of  the  utmost  consequence,  on  account  of  its 
situation  and  the  quantity  of  military  stores  it  contained,  which  if 
the  enemy  could  have  got  possession  of  would  have  enabled  them  to 
continue  their  attack  on  Fort  Pitt,  and  reduced  the  army  to  the 
greatest  straits.  For  an  object  of  that  importance  every  risk  was  to 
be  run,  and  the  Colonel  determined  to  send  through  the  woods,  with 
proper  guides,  a  party  of  30  men  to  join  that  garrison.  They  suc- 
ceeded by  forced  marches  in  that  hazardous  attempt,  not  havini'' 
been  discovered  by  the  enemy  till  they  came  within  sight  of  the  fort, 
into  which  they  threw  themselves,  after  receiving  some  running 
shot."   [Ibid.] 

''This  post  being  secured,  the  Colonel  advanced  to  the  remotest 
verge  of  our  settlements,  where  he  could  receive  no  sort  of  intelli- 
gence of  the  number,  position,  or  motions  of  the  enemy."   [/i(>Z.] 

In  this  uncertainty  of  intelligence  under  whicdi  the  Colonel  la- 
bored, as  soon  as  be  reached  Fort  Ligonier,  he  determined  very 
prudently,  to  leave  his  wagons  at  that  po.vt  and  to  proceed  only  with 
psckhorses.  (,)n  the  5th  August,  17Go,  after  an  harassing  march  of 
17  miles,  they  were  suddenly  attacked  by  the  Luiiatis  on  their  od- 
vauceil  guard — the  enemy  was  beaten  ofi',  and  even  pursued,  [o.  •'^,] 
which  give  rise  to  the  celebrated  battle  at  Bu.sliy  run,  iu  whieh  the 
enemy  lost  about  GO  men,  including  some  of  their  chief  warriors,  and 
many  wounded.  The  ICnglish  lost  about  50,  and  about  00  wounded. 
Colonel  Bouquet  writing  to  the  Governor  says,  July  0th,  "  Fort

*  TLoujrh  not  «ientioneil  by  name,  tlic  above  letter  was  fTob.ably  from 
Colonel  BurJ,  ami  he  was  in  tliut  actiou. 
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An  account  from  Loyal  Ilanning  says  that  General  Forbes  left 
tlicre  27th  ult. — that  the  killed,  wounded  and  missintr  on  our  sido 
was  \j\  ;  the  wounded  chiefly  mortal.  JLany  horses,  and  no  bullocks 
carried  off. 

A  later  account  saya  General  Forbes  did  not  leave  Loyal  Ilanning 
till  the  13th. 

The  followinc^  is  said  to  be  the  best  account  that  can  be  given  at 
Philadelphia,  November  30. 

"On  the  12th,  Col.  Washington  being  out  with  a  scouting  party,  fell 
in  with  a  number  of  the  enemy  about  3  miles  from  our  camji,  whom 
he  attacked,  killed  one,  took  3  prisoners,  (an  Indian  man  and  woman, 
and  one  Johnson,  an  Englishman,  who,  it  is  said,  was  carried  off  by 
the  Indians,  some  time  ago  from  Lancaster  county,)  and  obliged, 
the  rest  to  fly.  On  hearing  the  firing  at  Loyal  ilanning,  Colonel 
Mercer,  with  a  party  of  Virginians  was  sent  to  the  assistance  of 
Colonel  Washington,  who  arriving  in  sight  of  our  people  in  the  duik 
of  the  evening,  and  seeing  them  about  a  fire  the  enemy  had  been 
drove  from,  and  the  two  Indians  with  them,  imagined  tlicra  to  be 
French;  and  Colonel  Washington  being  under  the  same  mistake, 
uuhappily  a  few  shot  were  exchanged,  by  which  a  lieutenant  and  13 
or  14  Virginians  were  killed.  That  Johnson  being  examined,  was 
told  he  h:'d  forfeited  his  life  by  being  found  in  arms  against  his  king 
and  country,  and  the  only  way  to  save  it  and  make  atonement,  was 
was  to  give  as  full  an  information  of  the  condition  of  Fort  Du 
Quesnc,  aud  of  the  enemy,  as  he  could,  which  being  found  to  be  true, 
his  life  should  be  spared,  and  in  case  of  success  he  should  be  well 
rewarded  ;  but  if  he  should  give  any  false  intelligence,  or  not  sb  full 
as  he  had  it  in  his  power  then  to  do,  he  would  certainly  be  put  to 
death  in  an  extraordinary  manner.  That  upon  this  thrcatcninsr  aud 
promise  Johnson  said,  that  the  Canadians  who  had  beca  with  3Ions. 
Vctri  at  L'jyal  Ilanning  were  all  gone  home;  that  the  Ohio  Indians 
had  also  returned  to  their  several  towns;  that  the  attempt  made  by 
Vetri  at  Loyal  Ilanning  was  only  to  make  us  apprehend  their 
strength  at  Fort  Du  Qnesne  to  be  very  great,  whereas  they  were  very 
Weak  there,  aud  added  that  our  army  would  certainly  succeed.  That 
tlie  Indian  man  being  likewise  separately  examined,  his  relation,  wo 
are  told,  agreed  with  that  of  Johnson;  aud  they  both  said  the 
French  were  very  scarce  of  provisions,  as  well  as  weak  in  men,  and 
that  upon  this  information  Colonel  Armstrong,  with  1000  men  aud 
part  of  the  train,  was  ordered  to  march  next  day,  and  the  General 
designed  to  have  followed  the  next  day  after  with  the  whole  army, 
but  was  necessarily  detained  till  the  17th,  when  he  certainly 
marched,  and  we  hope  is  nov.'  in  possession  of  Fort  Du  Qucsne." 

"  Tlie  General  marched  from  Loyal  Ilanning  4300  effective  men, 
all  well  and  in  good  spirits,  besides  Indians,  and  left  a  strong  garri- 
son there  and  at  Kay's  Town,"  &c. 

*'  It  is  saiu  Vetri  and  his  people  on  their  return  from  Loyal  Ilaa-

This  fort  appears  to  have  been  commence'd  under  the  direction  of  j 

Colonel   John   Armstrong,  in    the  autumn  of  175G.      It  seems  in-  j 

tended  at  first  to  place  it  at  "  Parr's,"  which  was  near  to  .McDowell's  j 

mill,  and  to  have  commenced  it  early  in  November.   [I\mnsylvania  ^ 

Archives,  Vol.  IIL,  p.  40.]     "]}ut  was  then  prevented  by  having  ! 

to  escort  some  cattle  to  Fort  Lyttleton."  (p.  48.)  By  anotiior  letter,  | 

dated  November  10th,  he  appears  to  have  selected   another  place  ' 

after  examination  at  Parr's,  and  says,  he  ''could  not  find  in  it  a 
proper  situation  for  a  fort,  the  soil  being  too  strong  to  admit  the 
ditch,  and  the  sput  itself  overlooked  by  an  adjoining  hill  ;  hut  have 
fixed  on  a  place  in  that  neighborhood,  near  to  Darnel's  Knob,  where 
one  Putton  lived  j"  "as  it  is  near  the  new  road,  it  will  make  the 
distance  from  Shipj.cnsburgh  to  Fort  Lyttleton  two  miles  shorter 
than  by  McDowell's.  I  am  making  the  best  preparation  in  my 
power  to  forward  this  new  fort,  as  well  as  to  prepare  by  barracks, 
iVc.,  all  the  others  for  the  approaching  winter."

An-  ] 

other  body  of  Indians  arrives  with  presents,  to  be  distributed;   they  \ 

were  much  out  of  tune  at  hearing  of  Colonel  Washington's  putting  j 

some  of  their  brethreri  in  prison  at  Winchester;   the  cause  of  which  ; 

being  unknown,  Mr.  Snuch  and  a  guard  were  sent  to  Cidonel  Wash-  i 

ington  to  ascertain  the  reasoQ — who  are  to  meet  them  at  this  fort —  | 

they  professed  to  be  part  of  a  powerful  band  who  could  furnish  5i>0 

WMrri(-rs.     Provisions  were  vcy  scarce,  and  12  men  were  down  with 

the  "  llux."     Colonel  Stanwix  orders  provisions  to  be  purchased. 
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In  October,  1753,  General  Forbes  recommemls  to  the  Governor 
the  absolute  necessity  of  distribuMng  1200  meu  ainong  the  difTercut 
forts — 100  of  whom  were  to  be  stationed  at  Fort  Loudoun.  [Colo- 
nial Record,  Vol.  VIll.,  p.  225.]  He  had  previously  been  here  on 
his  way  to  Raystown. 

In  June,  17G4,  Colonel  John  Armstrong  advises  Governor  Pcnn, 
from  Carlisle,  that  by  advices  received  from  Captain  Murray,  of  tlio 
Royal  Highlanders,  on  the  morning  of  the  5th  "  13  persons  were 
killed  and  several  houses  burned  to  the  ground,  about  4  miles  south 
of  Fort  Loudoun,  by  the  Indians,  whose  number  was  not  then 
ascertained." 

Colonel  l]ourjuet  having  assumed  the  command  of  the  regular  and 
provincial  troops,  left  Carlisle  (whither  Governor  Penn  bad  accom- 
panied him,)  on  bis  expedition  westward  early  in  August.  "  On  ^t 
the  loth  their  small  army  got  to  Fort  Loudoun  j  but  notwithstaud-  « 
ing  all  the  precautions  taken  to  prevent  desertions,  the  Pennsylvania  f 
troops  were  now  reduced  to  700  men.  Further  additions  were  c 
therefore  requested,  and  furnished  by  the  Governor — while  here  he  | 
received  an  account  from  Presque  isle,  by  Captain  Bradstreet,  of  | 
peace  being  made  with  the  Delawares  and  Shawneso;  but  Cohniel  ■; 
IJouquet  not  believing  they  were  .sincere,  proceeded  forward  from 
Fort  Loudoun  to  Furt  Pitt,  where  he  arrived  on  September  17th  — 
nothiiirr  material  occurrinji  on  their  march  from  Fort  Loudoun." 
[Bouquet's  Historical  Account,  itc,  p.  4.] 

In  17G5,  Lieutenant  Charles  Grant  commanded  at  Fort  Lou- 
doun, and  Thomas  Romberg  was  ccmmissary.  Serious  diGicultica 
occurred  at  the  Fort  and  neighborhood  respecting  goods  belonging  to 
some  Indian  traders,  sent  from  Philadelphia,  which  were  seized. 
Lieutenant  Grant  was  taken  prisoner  while  taking  the  air  on  horse- 
back, and  there  were  consequently  numerous  riotous  proceedings, 
respecting  which  appear,  in  Archives,  Vol.  IV.,  various  deposiitions 
and  other  papers.      [See  also  Rupp's  Dauphin,  &c.,  p.  47G.] 

Fort  Loudoun  was  also  the  name  of  a  fort  erected  by  Washington 
at  Winchester,  VirL'iuia.  [See  Irving's  Washington,  Vol.  I.,  p.  245, 
also,  Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  liL,  p.  8G7.] 


Fort  Lyttleton. 

After  the  defeat  of  Braddock,  and  late  in  the  autumn  of  1755, 
the  Indians  annoyed  the  inhabitants  of  Cumberland  county,  Sher- 
man's valley.  Great  (Jove,  etc.,  so  that  it  became  necessary  to  enter 
upon  some  systematic  mode  of  defence.  Accordingly  we  find 
General  Armstron'i  writin<'  to  Governor  .Morris,  in  a  letter  dated  at 
Carlisle,  "  I'm  of  opinion  that  no  other  means  oi  defence  than  a 
chain  of  block- houses  along  or  near  the  south  side  of  the  Kittatiuuy 
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Mountains  from  tbe  Susquehanna  to  the  temporary  line,  can  secure 
the  lives  p.ud  properties  even  of  the  old  iuhabirant.s  of  this  county, 
the  uew  settlements  being  all  fled  except  Shareman's  valley,  whom 
(if  God  do  not  pre-ervej  we  fear  will  suffer  very  soon.''  [Pennsyl- 
Yunia  Archives,  Vol.  II.,  p.  403.]  So  that  immediate  measures 
were  taken  to  erect  forts  at  dilferent  points  along  and  between  these 
mountains.  On  the  '29th  of  January,  1756,  Governor  Morris  enu- 
merates (p.  55G)  four  forts  erected,  prior  to  this  date,  on  the  west 
side  of  Susquehanna,  and  expected  a  chain  of  forts  from  Delaware 
to  the  new  road  made  towards  the  Alleghany  hills  to  be  completed 
in  10  days,  which  will  be  garrisoned  by  about  800  men.  Among  the 
forts  already  erected  he  enumerates  this  as  the  fourth,  and  locates  it 
'•at  the  sugar  cabics,  upon  the  new  road,  called  it  Fort  Lyttleton," 
and  placed  there  a  garrison  of  75  men,  and  ordered  them  to  range  the 
woods  each  way.  He  says,  *'  I  am  told  it  is  within  about  10  miles  of  a 
fort  you  (Gov.  Sharp,  to  whom  he  is  writing,)  have  erected,  and  I 
have  directed  the  party  there  to  range  towards  that  fort" — (probably 
Fort  Frederick.)  The  geographical  position  of  Fort  Lyttleton  will 
be  seen,  as  well  as  others,  iu  the  lithograph  view  in  1764:.  Anain, 
in  a  letter  to  General  Shirley,  February  9,  175G,  he  says,  "It  stands 
upon  the  new  road  opened  by  this  Province  towards  the  Ohio,  and 
about  20  miles  from  the  settlements,  and  I  have  called  it  Fort  Lyt- 
tleton, in  honor  of  my  friend  George.  This  fort  will  not  only  pro- 
tect the  inhabitants  in  that  part  of  the  province,  but  being  upon  a 
road  that  within  a  fcvf  miles  joins  General  Braddock's  road,  it  will 
prevent  the  march  of  any  regulars  into  the  Province,  and  at  the 
same  time  serve  as  an  advanced  post  or  mairazine  in  case  of  an  at- 
tempt to  the  westward.  For  these  reasons  I  have  caused  it  to  bo 
built  in  a  regular  form,  so  that  it  may  iu  a  little  time,  and  at  a  small 
expense,  be  so  strengthened  as  to  hold  out  against  cannon."  It  is 
about  20  miles  southward  of  Fort  Shirley,  jt  Aughwick,  (p.  509,) 
which  is  -'something  larger  than  Fort  Lyttleton."  E.  Salter,  com- 
niissary-general  of  musters,  is  "  instructed  after  mustering  and  pay- 
ing (it  proper)  Captain  Potter's  men  at  McDowell's,  to  proceed  along 
the  new  road  to- Fort  Lyttleton,  under  an  escort  to  be  furnished  by 
Captaiu  Potter,  and  thence  to  proceed  to  Fort  Shirley,"  A:e.  (p.  604.) 
Governor  Morris  directs  E.  Salter,  April  10,  1750,  "  When  you  get 
to  Fort  Lyttleton  you  will  take  upon  oath,  what  proofs  you  can  of 
the  certainty  of  Indian  Isaac's  having  taken  the  scalp  of  Captain 
Jacobs,  (see  p.  612.)  that  he  may  be  entitled  to  the  reward.''  (p. 
620.)  November  11,  1750,  Colonel  Armstrong  says  he  "was  ob- 
liged to  send  100  men  to  escort  cuttle,  kc,  to  Lyttleton."  [Pennsyl- 
vania Archives,  \'ol.  III.,  p.  48.]  This  was  one  of  four  forts  which 
Were  to  remain  (April,  1757.)  garrisoned,  over  Susquehanna,  with 
two  companies,  (p.  110.)  Uctuber  17,  1757,  "Captain  Hamilton 
is  at  Lyttleton,  .settling  with  and  paying  off  his  men."  (p.  297.) 
i.  June  25,  1703,  Get;eral  Amherst  says,  "1  find  Mr.  Croghan  has 
Very  judiciously  engaged  25  men  to  garrison  Fort  Lyttleton,  and  I 
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make  no  doubt  but  the  Province  will  readily  defray  the  expense  nf 
those  men,  so  loti;i  as  it  may  be  jn^'cred  necessary  to  continue  them." 
[Colonial  Hccord,  Vol.  IX.,  p.  uL]  tree  Kupp's  J  auphin,  kc, 
p.  513. 


-  Foax  AT  McDowell's. 

A  place  of  notoriety,  and  referred  to  frequently  by  public  officers 
and  agents,  was  McDou-ell's  mill  This  appears  to  have  been  a 
private  establishment  at  first,  and  the  earliest  notice  taken  of  it  is  in 
a  letter  from  General  Braddock,  dated  June  18,  1756,  signifying 
his  "  appri>b:ition  of  the  deposits  being  made  at  McDowell's  mill, 
instead  of  Shippensburg  "  [<Jolonial  Record,  Vol.  VI.,  p.  431.]  In 
July,  the  "road  cutters  had  returned  as  far  as  McDowell's  mill." 
[IVnusylvania  Archives,  Vol.  II.,  p.  364.]  And  the  means  of  de- 
fence did  not  probably  then  exist — which  took  place  early  in  July — 
in  consequence  of  the  Indians  then  commencing  to  scalp  the  inhabit- 
ants. Governor  Morris  writes  to  General  Braddock,  July  3,  1755, 
that  he  has  sent  certain  enumerated  articles  to  Shippensburg,  where 
**  they  will  reimnn  till  I  go  up  into  the  country,  which  will  be  ou 
Tuesday  nest,  and  then  I  shall  form  the  magazine  at  or  near 
McT'owell's  mill,  and  put  some  stoccadoes  around  it,  to  protect  the 
magazine  and  the  people  that  will  have  the  care  of  it;  for  without 
something  of  thhs  kind,  as  we  have  no  militi;i,  and  the  Assembly 
will  maiutaiu  no  men,  4  or  5  Indians  may  destroy  the  magazine 
whenever  they  please,  as  the  inhabitants  of  that  part  of  the  province 
are  very  much  scattered.  I  send  you  a  plan  of  the  fort  or  stoccado, 
which  I  shall  make  by  setting  logs  of  about  ten  feet  long  in  the 
ground,  so  as  to  inclose^the  storehouses.  I  think  to  place  two  swivel 
guns  in  two  of  the  opposite  bastions,  which  will  be  sulhcient  to  guard 
it  against  any  attack  of  small  arms."  [Pennsylvania  Archives,  \'ol. 
II.,  p.  373.]  And  on  the  6th  he  says  to  the  General:  '-The  panic 
that  has  taken  possession  of  the  peofile  near  the  mountains,  since  the 
Indians  have  begun  to  scalp,  will  make  it  next  to  impossible  to  carry 
the  magazine  farther  back  than  Shippensburg.  However,  I  shall 
judge  better  of  that  wiien  I  am  upon  the  spot,  and  fix  it  either  at 
McDowell's  mill  or  Shippensburg,  or  at  some  place  between  them." 
[Colonial  llecord.  Vol.  I.,  p.  462.]  November  6th,  apiprehcusions 
existed  that  George  Croghau,  at  Augwick,  was  in  distress,  though 
Captain  Burd,  with  40  men,  had  just  left  Conocochcngue  for  hi.s 
relief,  and  Adam  Hoops  writes,  that  "  we  intend  to  juin  \nm  to-mor- 
row at  ^icDowell's  mill  with  all  the  force  we  can  raise." 

On  the  6th  of  November  he  writes,  "  iJans  llainilton  is  now  at 
JIcDowcH's  mill  with  upwards  of  20U  men,  and  about  lilOU  from  this 
C'junty,  in  all  about  400  meu."  [p.  474.]  ''On  Wednesday, 
February  llth,  1756,  two  lads  were  taken  or  killed  ut  the  Widow 
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Cox's,  just  under  ParncU's  Knob,  and  a  lad  wbo  went  from  McDow- 
tU's  uiill  to  see  what  tue  it  ua«,  never  returned,  the  horse  conutig 
Lack  with  the  reins  over  his  neck;  they  burned  the  house,  and  shut 
down  the  cattle.  There  were  also  various  parties  of  Indians  dis- 
covered by  their  tracks."  [p.  57/>  ]  John  Steele  is  instructed,  x^Iarch 
25,  175G,  "When  you  have  formed  your  company,  you  are  to  take 
post  at  McDowell's  mill,  upon  the  road  to  the  Ohio,  which  you  are 
to  make  your  head-qunrters,  and  to  detach  patrolling  parties  from 
time  to  time  to  scour  the  woods  in  such  manner  as  you  shall  judire 
most  consistent  with  the  safety  of  tho  inhabitants."  [Vol.  11., 
p.  GOl.] 

November,  IToG.  "Samuel  Perry  and  bis  two  sons  went  from 
the  fort  to  their  plantation,  were  killed,  scalped,  and  covered  over 
with  leaves — a  party  sent  from  the  fort  to  search  for  them,  were 
shortly  after  attacked  by  about  30  Indians;  our  people  fought  for 
some  time,  but  4  of  them  falling,  the  rest  made  oil' — G  got  iuto  the 
fort — what  became  of  the  rest  is  not  known.  Two  families  were  cut 
off,  and  grain  and  houses  burned  in  tho  Coves  "  [Pennsylvania  Ar- 
chives, Vol.  III.,  pp.  '29,  40.]  "100  men  are  here  guarding  and 
escorting  public  provisions  to  Fort  Lyttleton,  and  on  their  way 
there."  [p.  51.] 

Colonel  Armstrong  writes  from  Carlisle,  December  22,  175G: 

"  The  public  stores  are  safely  removed  from  McDowell's  mill  to 
Fort  Loudoun,  the  barracks  for  the  soldiers  are  built,  and  some  pro- 
fu'iency  made  in  the  stoccado,"  (at  Loudoun's  or  McDowell's "') 
[Pennsylvania  Archives,  \'o\.  III.,  p.  88.] 

"This  fort  being  liear  the  passes  through  the  "Western  mountains, 
was  also  occupied  by  companies  of  rangers  and  other  Provincial 
forts.  It  was  about  two  miles  south  of  Port  Lnudmin,  and  where 
the  village  of  Bridgeport  is  now  situated,  on  West  Couococheague 
creek."   [Hon.  Geo.  C.] 


McCord's  Fort. 

This  was  a  private  fort,  erected  probably  in  17 5G,  "along  the  base 
of  the  Kittuchtinny  mountains,  North  of  Parneli's  Knob,  intended, 
perhaps,  fur  temporary  occupitiou  during  the  early  Indian  wars. 
iJut  it  was  soon  destroyed,  which  circumstance  impaired  veiy  much 
coutidence  in  private  forts,  and  no  doubt  led  early  to  the  erection  of 
forts  of  greater  security.  Thi.-i  fort,  it  is  believed,  was  not  many 
triiles  north-west  of  Fort  Loudoun;  it  was  attacked  and  burned  hy 
the  Indians  iu  April,  175G,  and  many  captives  taken  and  carried 
fit];  but  a  .party  of  men  under  tho  command  of  (,'aptain  Alexander 
Culbertson,  and  19  of  our  men,  amouuting  in  the  whole  to  about  50 
men,  came  upon  the  Indians  with  the  captives,  and  had  a  sore  en 
gigement;  many  of  buth  parlies  were  killed,  and   many^wounded- 
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number  unknown — those  wounded  want  a  surgeon,  and  those  killed 
rccjuire  assistance  us  soon  as  possible  to  burj  thein.  We  have  sent 
an  express  to  Fort  Shirley  for  Doctor  Mercer,  supposing  Dr.  Jem- 
inison  killed  or  mortally  wounded  in  the  expedition,  he  being  not 
returned;  therefore  desire  you  will  send  an  express  iuuuediately  for 
Ductor  Prentice  to  Carlisle,  we  imagining  Doctor  Mercer  cannot 
leave  the  fort  under  the  circumstances  that  fort  is  under.  Our  In- 
dian Isaac  brought  in  Captain  Jacob's  scalp."  [Colonial  Kecord, 
Vol.  Vil.,  p.  77.  Letter  of  Hance  Hamilton  from  Fort  Lyttleton, 
A])ril  9.]  See  also  his  letter  in  Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  11. ,  p. 
Gil,  dated  April  4,  (per  endorsement,)  in  which  he  says,  "Doctor 
Jameson,  with  19  men,  went  in  company  with  Captain  Jameson's 
men  over  Kay's  and  near  Sideling  Hill,  and  came  up  with  the  In- 
dians and  captives,  and  a  sore  engagement  happened;  there  is  only 
5  of  our  men  returned,  and  mo.-tly  wounded.  Captain  Culbertson 
and  Doctor  Jume.^-m  are  thought  to  be  killed,  having  received  seve- 
ral wouuds."  [p.  Gil.] 


FouT  McIntosh. 

This  was  a  revolutionary  fort,  built  by  General  Loch.  Mcintosh, 
in  (3ctober,  1778,  as  he  says  in  his  letter  from  Fort  Pitt  to  V.  P. 
IJryan,  dated  December  29.  177S,  where  he  succeeded  General 
Hand  in  command.  "  I  erected  a  good  strong  fort  for  the  reception 
and  security  of  prisoners  and  stores,  upon  the  Indian  side  of  the 
Ohio,  below  Beaver  creek,  with  barracks  for  a  regiment."  [Penn- 
sylvania Archives,  Vol.  VIL,  p.  132.]  In  connection  with  this,  the 
following  description,  by  Arthur  Lee,  is  perhaps  the  best  that  can 
now  bo  given,  though  dating  six  years  after  its  erection.  It  was 
visited  in  December,  178 1,  by  that  gentleman,  who  says,  "  It  is 
built  of  well  hewn  lugs,  with  four  bastions;  its  figure  is  an  irregular 
square,  the  face  to  the  river  being  longer  than  the  side  to  the  land. 
It  is  about  equal  to  a  square  of  fifty  yards,  it  is  well  built,  and  strong 
apinst  niusquetry."  [See  De  llass,  p.  175.]  "But  the  oppo.~ito 
side  of  the  river  commands  it  entirely,  and  a  single  piece  of  artillery 
from  thence  would  reduce  it."  [S.  J.  Kea.]  Geucral  Melutosh, 
leaving  a  portion  of  his  men  to  complete  the  fortifications  here,  sot 
out  at  the  head  of  1000  men  to  build  Fort  Laurens,  at  the  forks  of 
the  Muskingum,  which  he  accompli>hed  by  December.  The  object 
of  this  was  to  strike  a  blow  at  the  Indian  town  on  Sandusky  river — 
but  the  season  being  too  far  advanced,  ho  concluded  to  defer  it  till 
epring,  and  leaving  C'donel  John  Gibson  in  command,  with  150  men 
to  garrison  Fort  Laurens,  he  returned  in  December  to  Pittsburcr. 
They  were  attacked  in  January  by  about  SOO  Indians — after  fre- 
quent parleys,  and  a  promise  of  a  barrel  of  Hour,  they  agreed  to  send 
iu  proposals  for  peace  ;   but  instead  of  thi.'S  they  retreated.     Colonel 
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fribson  relying  on  their  word,  and  supposing!  tliey  b'ld  loft,  pcrmittod 
Captain  Clarke,  of  8th  Pennsylvania  rcgituent,  v:\\.h  15  men,  to  tot 
out  on  his  return  to  Fort  Mcintosh,  from  vjhenec  they  liad  gone  to 
escort  some  provisions.  About  3  miles  from  Fort  linurens,  he  was 
attacked  by  Simon  Gurty,  at  the  head  of  a  band  of  Mingos — 2  of 
his  men  were  killed,  four  wounded,  and  one  taken  ;  the  remainder 
escaped  to  the  fort.  The  garrison,  after  a  long,  distressing  siege  of 
fjur  weeks,  were  relieved  by  General  Mcintosh,  at  the  head  of 
nearly  800  men,  who  advanced  rapidly  to  raise  the  siege  by  tlie 
mute  of  Fort  Mcintosh."  As  the  army  came  in  sicrht  of  Fort  Lau- 
rens, the  gariison  fired  a  salute,  which  so  alarmed  the  pack-horses 
that  they  broke  loose,  by  which  means  much  of  the  provisions  wus 
Inst,  and  the  horses  never  recovered.  Many  of  the  almost  famished 
soldiers  were  injured  by  the  surfeit  occasioned  by  over  eating.  They 
returned  to  Fort  Mcintosh,  where  they  were  met  by  their  friends 
from  the  settlements,  and  abundantly  supplied.  A  new  body  of 
troops  supplied  those  worn  down  by  the  fatigues  of  the  siege,  and 
the  post  left  in  command  of  Major  Yarnum,  (Vernon?)  General 
Mcintosh  in  the  spring  endeavored  to  got  up  an  expedition  against 
the  Sandusky  towns;  but  overcome  by  the  great  exertions  necessary, 
and  his  heakh  much  impaired,  and  his  spirits  broken  down,  he  de- 
termined to  resign  his  post — he  accordingly  returned  to  Philadel- 
phia, early  in  April;  where  he  was  passed  in  the  street  by  President 
lleed,  who  did  not  at  first  recognize  him,  his  appearance  havinj^ 
been  so  much  altered  by  his  sufferings,  although  afterwards  they  had 
a  short  interview  with  each  other."  [Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol. 
VIL,  p.  342.] 

It  appears  that  Colonel  I)aniel  Brodbead  succeeded  General  Mc- 
intosh in  the  command.  In  his  letter  of  April  15,  1779,  from 
Pittsburg,  to  President  Reed,  he  says,  "  ]My  regiment  at  present  is 
much  scattered;  above  100,  under  Major  Vernon,  are  posted  at  Fort 
Laurens;  25  at  Wheeling;  25  at  Ilolliday's  Cove,  some  employed 
as  artificers,  boatmen,  i:c.  The  garrison  at  Fort  Mcintosh  is  of  my 
regiment,  and  some  of  them  are  Lcre;  there  is  such  a  delinquency 
in  the  staff  department  that  their  men  are  mostly  supplied  from  the 
line."  [Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  XII.,  p.  106.]  To  General 
Armstrong  (April  P).)  he  ascribes  (in  an  extract,)  the  very  "ro- 
mantic" building  of  Fort  3IcIutosh  to  the  General's  determination  to 
tuke  Detroit,  [p.  110.]  Showing,  in  connection  with  a  subsequent 
letter,  that  he  had  but  a  poor  opinion  of  this  fort  for  he  there  s.ays  to 
General  W'a-'hington,  fp.  125,)  "  there  is  neither  meadow,  pasture, 
or  spring  water  convenient  to  that  post;"  though,  he  says,  he  shall 
order  it  "  to  be  the  principal  rendezvous  for  the  troops." 

And  to  General  Greene,  (Vol.  XII.)  May  26,  he  say.",  that 
he  (General  Mcintosh,)  "was  determined  to  take  Detroit,  and 
with  this  view  began  to  build  a  fort  of  much  labor  and  es.pense  at 
lioaver  creek,  and  consequently,  kept  at  least  1000  militia  in  the 
field,  who  might  have  been   better  employed  putting   in   their  fall 
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crops  and   taking  in   their  c^rn,  wbicii  was  cbicflj  lost  for  want  of 
llicir  att-juJ.ince."   [Vol.  XII.,  p.  IIS.] 

Julvol,  1770.  "A  .soldier  was  lusL  evening  killed  at  Fort  Mo- 
Jntosh."  [p.  1-ls.]  October  20.  Colonel  B  says  that  complaints 
are  luaJe  of  persons  cro.<sing  the  Ohio,  and  •'  making  small  improve- 
ments from  the  river  Mu.-kingum  to  Fort  ]McIuto?h,  and  30  aiiles 
up  some  of  the  small  branches  of  the  Ohio."   [p.  176.] 

May  13,  17S0.  It  appears  that  in  consequence  of  detachments 
Eent  by  Colonel  IJrodhead  to  Fort  Mcintosh,  c\:c.,  he  had  but  a  small 
garrison  to  defend  the  post  at  Fort  Pitt.  [p.  :;34.] 

July  10.  In  preparing  to  attack  the  Indian  towns,  Colonel  Erod- 
head  directs  that  the  volunteers  to  be  engaged  fur  that  purpose  should 
rendezvous  at  Fort  Mcintosh,  by  ll'th  Aug.,  with  their  horses  and  pro- 
vision.'!, [p  247.]  July  21.  "A  party  of  30  odd  Wyandot  Indians 
crossed  the  Ohio,  five  miles  below  Fort  31clntcsh,  and  hid  their 
Cannes  upon  the  shore — 2  or  3  parties  wore  ordered  out  by  Colonel 
Brodhead  in  search  of  them — but  .5  men  reaping  in  a  held  were 
killed,  excepting  one,  who  was  taken,  bcfure  the  militia  reached 
thom."  [p.  240.]  '•  But  Captain  Mclutyre,  who  was  detached  with 
one  of  the  parties,  by  means  of  an  ambuscade  succeeded  in  killing 
and  wounding  several  of  the  30  Indians,  and  took  all  the  rest,"  witli 
much  baggage,  kc,  and  retook  a  white  man  prisoner,  [pp.  2Jl,  252.] 
As  the  expedition  intended  by  Colonel  ]3rodhcad  was  postponed  f<ir 
want  of  provisions,  he  directs  Captain  John  Clarke,  October  13, 
1780,  "to  evacuate  Fort  Henry,  (unless  relieved  by  a  party  of  mili- 
tia,) bringing  from  thence  to  Fort  Mcintosh  all  the  public  stores, 
likewise  those  from  Holliday's  Cove,  and  its  garrison."  On  reaching 
Fort  Mcintosh  he  is  to  leave  under  the  commaiid  of  Captain  Brigs, 
2  Serjeants,  2  corporals,  and  30  private  soldier."^,  the  most  unfit  for 
active  service,  and  march  the  rest  without  loss  of  time,  to  Fort  Pitt. 
[P-  277] 

Ori  March  2.,  1781,  Colonel  Brodhead  had  been  ordered  to  garri- 
son Forts  Armstrong  and  Crawford,  but  which  he  says  is  impossible 
until  the  Commander-in-chief  is  pleased  to  direct  him  to  evacuate 
Fort  Mcintosh,  respecting  which  he  had  written  to  him.  [Pennsyl- 
vania Archives,  A'ol.  IX.,  p.  30.] 

October  8,  1782.  General  Irvine  writes  to  President  Moore,  that 
be  has  fixed  on  tiie  20th  "  to  march  from  Fort  Mcintosh"  (on  an 
expedition  agreed  upon  from  Fort  Pitt,)  "a  post  30  miles  advanced 
of  this  place  import  Pitt) — (30  rangers  are  couiited  to  arrive  as  part 
of  the  men  fur  the  expedition,  these  I  am  not  yet  informed  where 
they  are  to  come  from."   [p.  GI8.] 

'September  23,  1783.  General  Irvine  issues  instructions  to  \Villiani 
Lee  and  Johti  Mc(^lurc,  "  to  take  immediate  charge  of  tlie  Fort, 
buildiug-i,  and  public  property  now  remaining  at  Post  Mcintosh,  fur 
and  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  (except  two  pi-c-js  of 
iron  cannon  an!  some  water  casks,  the  property  of  the  United 
States,)  aud  3UJ0  acres  of    land    reserved    for    the  said  State,"  &c. 
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"111  case  of  Dfc-.'ssitj  for  reuccupying  the  pust  fur  tlic  Uuitci]  State?, 
you  are  to  give  up  the  Fort  to  the  orJcrs  of  the  coLumauJing  Ooiifi- 
ucrital  ofl'icer  at  this  Fort  (Pitt,)  retaining  only  such  part  of  the 
builJiiigs  as  may  be  necessary  for  you  to  live  in.  J}ut  if  the  troops 
should  be  so  numerous  as  not  to  afford  rooui  for  you,  you  will  in  that 
case  occupy  the  building.-?  without  the  works,  or  build  for  yourselves 
on  some  convenient  plaee."   [Vol.  X.,  p.  109.] 

Colonel  Jusiah  Ilarmar  iutornis  President  Dickinson,  December  5, 
1784,  of  the  arrival  of  the  first  and  second  detachment  of  Penn.syl- 
vania  troops  at  Fort  Piit — and  of  the  arrival  of  the  commissioners 
a('poiuted  to  hold  a  treaty  with  the  Indians;  the  commissioners  rc- 
bolved,  upon  consultation,  to  hold  the  treaty  at  Fort  Mcintosh.  "  In 
consequence  the  troops  marclied  this  morning  from  their  encamp- 
ment near  Fort  Pitt  for  Mcintosh;  tents,  baggage,  I'cc,  are  to  go 
by  water."  December  11th.  "  Mr.  Alexander  Lowry,  mes.sengor  to 
the  commissioners,  was  this  day  dispatched  to  Cuyahoga  with  an  in- 
vitation to  the  Indians  to  assemble  at  Fort  Mcintosh.  The  Fort  is 
in  very  bad  order,  and  will  require  considerable  repairs  before  the 
troops  can  have  comfortable  quarters."  [Vol.  X.,  p.  oOl,  and  Vol. 
XL,  p.  510.] 

Colonel  Harmar  writes  from  Fort  3IcIntosh,  January  15,  1785, 
"  The  whole  corps  have  been  on  constant  fatigue  since  their  arrival 
here  in  repairing  the  fort,  and  fitting  up  rooms,  stores,  &c.,  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  Continental  and  State  conimis.sioners;  which 
has  injured  the  clothing  much." 

"  A  few  days  since  the  treaty  commenced,  and  I  believe  will  be 
Eatisfactorily  concluded  against  the  latter  end  of  this  mouth ; 
although  the  chiefs  of  the  Wyandots,  Chippeways,  Delawaves,  and 
Ottways,  (which  are  the  nations  which  are  assembled  here,)  in  a 
speech  ihey  delivered  at  the  council-fire  yesterday,  held  out  an  idea 
to  the  Continental  commissioners,  that  they  still  looked  upon  the 
lands,  which  the  United  States  held  by  the  treaty  with  Great  Bri- 
tain, as  their  own.  The  commissioners  replied  in  a  spirited  tone." 
"  The  State  comniissiouers,  I  believe,  will  not  have  the  least  ditB- 
culty  in  transacting  their  business,  which  lays  with  the  Wyandot 
and  Delaware  nation.*."  [p,  o95  ]  January  IG.  The  commissioners 
write  President  Dickinson — "  The  ^Vyandots  and  Delavvares,  with 
whom  alone  we  are  to  negotiate  (for  the  Shawuese  have  no  claim,) 
have  agreed  to  oar  pioposals."   [//>/'(/.] 

The  deed  was  si^rned  by  the  Indians  on  the  2 1st  of  January,  and 
may  be  found  in  Journals  of  Assembly.  [See  al.^o  Smith's  Laws, 
Vol.  II.,  p.  l*2o  ;   and  Feuusylvania  Archives,  p.  oOG.] 

Colonel  Ilarmar,  February  8t!i,  says,  "The  honorable  State  Com- 
niissioners,  Colonel  AtL-e'  and  Colunt-l  John?on.  by  this  time,  I 
imagine,  have  arrived  at  Philadelphia."  "  d'his  garrison  is  at 
length,  by  hard  fatigue  of  the  troops,  put  in  tolerable  order.  Unless 
some  person  is  directed  to  remaiu  here,  immediately  upon  my  march- 
ing froco  hence  it  will  be  deiuolishcd  by  the  cmigrators  to  Kentucky ;   , 
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previous  to  oar  arrival  tliey  bad  (]es(.roycd  the  gates,  drawn  all  tlic 
nails  from  the  roof.<,  taken  ofTuU  tie  lioar'ls,  and  plnnderi^d  it  of  every 
article."  [p.  400  ]  Colonel  Ilarmer  recominenilcd  David  Duncan, 
of  Pittsburg,  to  take  charge  of  the  Fort;  but  it  appears  that  pre- 
viously to  its  date  General  Neville  was  authorized  to  place  a  person 
in  posses.sion.  [Colonial  Ilccord,  Vol.  XIX.,  p.  448.] 

The  Assembly  is  informed,  by  a  message  from  the  President  and 
Council  of  the  Treaty  here  and  at  Stanwix,  who  say,  "  That  these 
conveyances  completing  the  sale  of  all  the  lands  in  this  State, 
thus  hnppily  finishing  the  tran.^uctious  of  a  century  on  that  subject, 
having  been  obtained  at  public  treaties  agreeably  to  ancient  custom, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  United  States,  the  Indians  acknowledg- 
ing themselves  'kindly'  and  'generously'  dealt  with,  declaring  that 
*  Pennsylvania  has  never  deceived  or  wronged  them,  and  thanked 
her  not  only  from  their  lips  but  from  their  hearts.'  "  [Colonial  Ko- 
coid,  Vol.  XI"\'.,  p.  300.] 

May  '25, 1TS5.  David  Duncan  and  John  Henley,  "  being  informed 
that  Fort  Mcintosh  is  to  be  evacuated  in  the  spring,  and  they  having 
been  engaged  in  business  in  the  Indian  trade,  oifer  their  services 
to  take  care  of  the  garrison  and  buildings  at  tliat  place."    [p.  704.] 

Fearing  the  rescue  of  an  Indian  confined  at  Pittsburg  in 
the  garrison,  the  inhabitants  were  obliged  to  stand  guard  for 
Bome  nights,  till  a  few  men  could  be  sent  by  Colonel  ilarmar  from 
Mcintosh  for  their  relief.  [Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  X.,  p. 
406.] 

Fifteen  years  ago  the  chimneys  of  the  old  fort  were  still  standing. 
At  present,  however,  one  is  able  to  trace  by  the  deflections  of  the 
ground  where  the  ditches  were,  and  also  where  the  coveted  way  ran 
by  which  the  garrison  would  have  reached  the  river,  in  case  of  a  siege, 
to  procure  water.     Nothing  else  indicates  where  it  stood. 


!McKee's  Fort. 

With  regard  to  the  time  of  the  erection  of  this  fort,  and  its  pre- 
cise locality,  we  are  ignorant.  l>ut  as  we  find  in  I'onnsylvania  Ar- 
chives. Vol.  II.,  p.  5-5"2,  instructions  to  Thomas  McKee,  dated 
January  20,  1750,  we  suppose  it  to  have  been  erected  in  1V50.  He 
is  directed  "  to  receive  from  the  onicnr  eomuianding  the  deiachment 
of  Captain  Reed's  con)p:uiy  at  Hunter's  Mill,  and  who  you  are  to 
relieve,  such  arms,  aceoutreinents,  blankets,  tools,  and  stores,  as  he 
may  have  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the  Province;  with  which  you 
are  to  furnish  your  company  ;  but  if  that  should  not  be  .sutl:cicnt, 
jou  are  to  apply  to  Captain  Frederick  Smith  for  a  further  supply, 
out  of  whaf,  he  will  receive  from  Captain  IleeJ  and  Captain  Hen- 
dricks." Again,  on  page  50o,  he  is  appf)i'.;ted,  under  a  oommissiou 
Captain  of  a  company,  to  consist  of  '28  meu  and  2  scrjeauts,  besides 
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himself  and  lieutenants.  lie  is  orJcred  to  ''proceed  immediately  to 
raise  the  cmni-aiiy;  when  complete,  thej  are  to  be  mublercd  before 
James  Galbriith,  Es(|.,  aud  after  being  mustered,  they  are  to  march 
to  a  place  culled  Hunter's  Mill,  ou  the  Susquehauiia  river,  aud  cither 
complete  the  fort  already  beguu  there,  or  build  another  at  such  coii- 
;voniont  place  as  James  Galbraith  s-hall  advise;  and  in  case  it  should 
"be  thought  necessary  to  erect  a  new  fort,  you  are  to  build  it  of  tho 
form  and  dimensions  herewith  given  to  you."   [p.  504.] 

The  nest  notice  of  it  is  in  a  letter  from  Edward  Shippen,  dated 
I.rincaster,  April  lOlh,  where  he  says,  "  I  have  been  at  Captain 
McKee's  Fort,  where  I  found  several  Indians — several  women  very 
sick  in  bed.  John  Shckellamy  was  there,  but  did  not  like  bis  situa- 
tion"— "  there  is  no  room  scarce  at  Captain  McKce's  Furt  for  pro- 
visions"— "  the  enemy  can  come  over  the  hills  at  five  miles  from 
McKee's  Fort" — "there  are  sm-cral  bad  passes,  as  far  as  McKee's 
plantation,  wliere  I  have  been,  it  is  l-u':  25  miles  from  Hunter's 
iMill."  Ci'lonel  Clapham  sciys  to  Governor  31orri5,  July  1,  (p.  GS6.) 
"  1  shall  have  24  men  at  McKee's  store,"  "under  the  command  of 
an  Ensign,  as  I  have  removed  all  the  stores  from  Harris's  and  Mc- 
Kee's to  this  place."  (Halifa.K.)  May  17.  They  have  very  little 
ammunitinii  at  McKee's.   [p.  751.] 

It  is  believed  to  have  been  named  after  Thomas  McKee,  an  Indian 
trader,  who  had  a  plantation  on  the  Susquehanna,  near  the  falls 
which  still  bear  his  name.  It  is  said  to  have  been  situated  on  the 
East  branch  of  the  Susquehanna,  in  Lower  Mibauoy  township, 
Northumberland  county,  at  or  about  where  Georgetown  now  stands 
at  those  falls,  (H.  A.  -^I.)  Probably  between  Forts  Halifax  and 
Aupusta. 

McKee's  .store  is  often  mentioned,  and  was  also  upon  the  Sus- 
quehanna above  Harris's  Ferry — if  defended  at  all,  it  was  probably 
only  a  stockade.

Fort  Manadv. 

Thi.^  fort  was  erected  in  1755,  and  was  situated  on  or  near  the 
Manady  creek,  in  East  Hanover  township,  Dauphin  county,  probably 
Dear  tlie  gap  in  the  mountain  of  the  same  name  as  the  fort.  It  was 
sometime.'^  ca.  ■eil  the  stockade  at  llobcrtsou's  3Iills,  and  in  the  centre 
between  For  i  Hunter  and  Swatara.

Here  Colonel  Ikird,  in  February,  175^,  prnrniscd  the  cnimtry 
people  to  station  an  officer  and  25  men,  which  gave  the  people  con- 
tent.  [Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  III.,  p.  3o3.] 

January  2Gth,  IT^t),  in  instructions  to  Adam  Reed,  it  is  said, 
"  having  appointed  Captain  Frederick  Smith  to  take  post  with  an 
independent  company  at  the  Gap  where  the  Swatara  pa.s«c3  the 
inoautaius,  and  to  station  a  detachment  of  his  company  at  Manady, 
there  will  be  no  nece.s.sity  of  your  continuing  longer  upon  guard  in 
that  part  of  the  frontier,  you  will  therefore  dismiss  the  men  now  em- 
ployed in  that  service,  and  deliver  to  Captain  Smith  such  arms  and 
accoutrements,  blankets  and  stores,  belonging  to  the  l-'rovince,  as 
have  at  any  time  come  to  your  hands."  [Pennsylvania  Arcliivcs, 
A^'ol.  IL,  p.  551.]  And  under  same  date,  after  instructing  Captain 
Frederick  Smith  to  leave  a  part  of  his  company  at  Swatara,  he  is 
directed  '•  to  proceed  to  the  Gap,  where  the  Piivcr  Manady  passes  the 
mountains,  and  either  take  possession  and  strengthen  the  stoccado 
already  erected  there,  or  erect  a  new  one  as  you  shall  judge  best," 
and  tlicn  return  to  tiie  fort  at  Swatara — he  is  to  "leave  20  men, 
under  the  command  of  a  commissioned  officer,  at  the  Fort  at  }Ia- 
nady."  [pp.  552,  554.]  Captain  Smith  is  to  communicate  his  in- 
structions to  the  officers  he  shall  Lave  at  the  Fort  at  Manady. 
Colonel  Wciser,  in  a  letter  tn  Governor  Morris,  July  li,  1750,  says, 
"9  men  are  to  stay  constantly  in  Manady  Fort,  and  C  men  to  range 
Eastward  from  ^lanady  towards  Swatara,  and  6  men  to  range  West- 
ward towards  Susquehanna,  and  each  party  to  reach  the  fort  before 
night."  James  Galbraith  says,  in  a  letter  to  FMward  Shippen,  dated 
I'erry,  9th  August,  "tticre  were  two  soldiers  killed  and  one  wounded 
about  two  miles  from  Manady."  Justice  Pead  informs  Kdward  Ship- 
p'-'U,  in  Oetobir,  of  Indians  being  at  the  house  of  Philip  Robertson, 
whose  son  being  on  the  corner  of  the  fort,  watching  others  dressing 
flesh  by  him,  observed  an  Imlian  who  fled,  but  was  fired  upon  by  tl)e 
watchman,  who  missed  him — this  was  about  three-quarters  of  a  niile 
from  Manady  Fort.  The  Journal  of  James  Patterson,  from  Fort 
Hunter,  says,  "I  took  with  me  19  men,  and  ranged  this  fort  as  far 
as  Robinson's  Fort,  where  I  lodged,  keeping  guard  of  6  men  and 
one  corporal  on  sentry  tliat  night.  On  the  Gth  of  July,  I  sent  a 
sergeant  and  corporal,  with  15  men,  along  the  frontiers  of  Paxton 
and  Manady's,  about  14  miles  from  this  fort,  and  on  the  7th  they 
returned  to  said"  fort,  (Hunter)  having  seen  some  Indians  who  ran 
cfl."  [Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  III.,  p.  331.]

The  General  Assembly,  in  1773,  authorizf-cl   the  appointment  of 
Conunissioucrs    to   apply   and    dispose    of   £15,000,    "  tnwurds    the 
building  of  sueh  fortiOcations  ns  nii_L'lit  bo  necessary  for  the  security 
and  defence  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  and  by  a  nicssrige  from  the 
Governor,  John   Penn,  dated  January  *20,  1774,  (Colonial   Kocord, 
Vol.  X.,  p.  140,)  it  appears   "that  they  have  expended  the  whole 
sum  appropriated  to  that  use  in  the  purchase  of  a  small  island  about 
8  miles  down  the  river,  most  conveniently  situated   for   the  purpose 
intended,  and  in  constructing  a  great  part  of  such  a  fortification,  as 
by  the  opinion   and   advice   of  a  skilful  engineer  rccomniendcd  by 
General  Gage,  was  absolutely  necessary  to  answer  the  end  proposed. 
You  will  f  nd  that  the  work  so  far  as  it  has  been  executed,  is  done 
in  a  masterly  manner,  and  that  materials  to  a  considerable  value  are 
on  the  sp3t  ready  to  continue  it  as  soon  as  the  season  will  admit  it. 
The  plan  of  the  Fort  and  the  Commissioners'  accounts  will   be  Inid 
before  you,  bv  which  you  will   perceive   how  much   remains  to  be 
done,  in  what  mtinner  the  mou''y   has  been   disposed  of,  and  how 
much  is  yet  in  arrear  to  the  workmen.      From  hence  you  will  be  en- 
abled to  judge  what  further  sum  will  be  wanting  to  complete  a  work 
which  for  many  years  has  been  considered  by  the  Legislature  of  this 
Province  as  an  object  of  the  greatest  in)portance  for  the  protection 
and  defence  of  this  flourishing  and  populous  city  against  bis  majesty's 
enemies  in  times  of  war."     It  beiug  near  the  close  of  the  Assembly 
they  bad  not  time  to  prepare  a  bill,  but  authorized  the  Commission- 
ers  to  draw  on   the  Treasurer   for  what  was   necessary  to  pay   the 
workmen,  pledging  themselves  at  the  nest  session   to  pass  a   bill   to 
indemnify  him.   [p.  474.]     This  island  received   the   name    of  Fort 
or  Mud  IslaTid,  and  afterward  of  Fort  Mifllin,  which   it  still  retains. 
J'uring  the  llevolution  it  was  the  scene   of  several   military  opcra- 
'  tions.     Across  the  river,  near  this  fort,  the  celebrated  chcvaux  dc 
frizes  were  sunk — and  in   the  neighboriiood  occurred  several  naval 
combats  with  the  gun-boats;   one  of  which   resulted  in  the  blowing 
up  and  burning  of  two  English  frigates,  of  which  a   lithograph  is 
lurnished  as  frontispiece  to  Vol.  V.      In  the  early  part  of  177G,  the 
river  was  several  times  visited  by  British  men-of-war,  which  created 
;      much  alarm,  as  several  vessels  were  cnptured  by  them.     Of  all  their 
t       movements  regular  information  was  furnished  by  Henry  Fisher  and 
(       others  stationed  at  or  near  the  Capes,  on  their  appearance  off  the 
I      coast.     On  the  8th  of  May,  an  action  of  two  hours  occurred  between 
[      the  gun-beats  and  the  Roebuck  of  48  guns,  and  the  Liverpool  of  2^, 
[      off  \Vilmiiigton;  the  f'jrmcr  ran  aground;  she  got  off,  and  with  the 
I      others  took  their  departure  down  the  bay,  though   they  occasionally 
I      returned.     The  banks  which  incdosed   Fort   Island  were  found  very 
p      leaky,  and  rerpiired  repairs  in  .^L'ptenibcr,  177U.     'i"l:e  vess'-ls  of  war 
r      occasionally  appear  and  disappear  off  the  coast.

first,  [p.  526.]  "As  we  have  few-cannon,  and  Fort  Island  is  itself 
a  marshy  spot,  incapable  of  affording  earth  for  the  batteries  neces- 
sary to  be  raised  upon  it,  which  must  be  brought  from  the  opposite  ; 
shore,  it  would  not  be  prudent  to  multiply  works."  On  the  -3d  ; 
October,  1777,  [p.  6'J9]  in  the  morning,  "  the  Augusta  manof-war 
of  04  guns,  with  sundry  frigates  and  a  number  of  smaller  ves.-els, 
came  up  the  Delaware  to  make  an  attack,  when  they  were  received 
I'y  our  row  gallevs  below  the  forts.  At  the  same  time  the  Fort  at 
Hed  Bank  was  attacked  by  about  2000  troops,  (chiufly  Hessians 
under  command  of  Count  Doncp.)  A  most  severe  engagement  en- 
sued, both  by  land  and  water,  and  while  thus  eriizaged,  the  commo- 
dore (llazelwood)  dropped  down  a  number  of  our  Hre-rafts  amongst 
the  enemy's  fleet,  which,  with  the  galleys,  produced  such  good  ef- 
fects as  to  put  an  end  to  the  day's  work.  The  Augusta  64,  and 
Merliu  frigate  were  b!  iwn  up  by  the  rafts,  three  boat  loads  only  of 
both  crews  being  saved — one  frigate  was  run  agrouad.  Our  loss  in- 
considerable— Count  Donop  was  mortally  wounded.  Tiie  explosion 
was  great.  A  party  also  attempted  to  land  on  Mud  Islaud,  but  were 
def'.atcd  with  great  loss.  'J'he  cannonade  lasted  till  4  in  the  attcr- 
Loun,  at  which  time  the  ships  blew*  up.     Ou  the  IGth  November, 
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1777,  [Yol.  YI.,  p.  11,]  William  IJradforJ  informs  ProsiJont  \\'Iinr- 
ton,  "that  the  enemy  had  bi-en  cuin.uiadiug  Ftn-t  Miiiiin  two  days, 
and  had  begun  again  on  Y\'cdne.-day,  'J'hur.^daj,  and  Friday — tliey 
kept  up  a  very  hot  tire  and  killed  several  of  our  men,  and  wnuoded 
many.  Saturday  morning  wo  opened  a  battery  of  two  guns  near 
Tench  Francis'  house,  against  the  Somerset  of  Gl,  the  Iris  of  50,  and 
another  50  gun  ship,  two  large  frigates,  and  three  galleys,  when  our 
fliet  also  engaged,  aud  a  most  furious  tire  from  all  sides  continued 
till  near  dark,  when  the  ships  dropped  down.  While  the  ships  aud 
galleys  were  engaged,  the  large  East  India  ship  that  was  cut  down, 
came  up  behind  Hog  Island  and  got  close  to  the  Fort.  She  with 
five  batteries  tore  the  fort  all  to  pieces  and  knocked  down  all  the 
embrasures,  killing  many  of  our  peoplo  and  wounding  more.  About 
11:  o'clock  at  night,  the  officers  tiudiug  it  impossible  to  stand  it  any 
longer,  set  fire  to  the  barracks,  c\:c.,  and  brought  off  the  people. 
Thu-i  Fort  Mifilin  is  fallen,  what  will  become  of  our  fleet?  I  know 
not."  "Our  rafts  are  almost  all  destroyed  by  the  tempestuous 
weather  we  have  had.''  "  In  the  cngagt^ment  the  galleys  had  several 
meu  killed,  aud  10  or  12  wounded."  [Yol.  YL,  p.  15.]  "They 
cannonaded  it  with  five  large  ships,  a  floating  battery  cut  down,  and 
several  batteries  from  Province  and  Carpenter's  Island;  it  lasted  12 
hours  without  an  intermission.  On  the  loth,  at  night,  the  garrison 
left  it,  having  first  set  fire  to  the  barracks,  and  moved  the  cannon 
aud  stores;  it  was  like  a  riddle  before  they  left  it.  No  troops  ever 
behaved  with  better  firmness."  [p.  2o.]  '^The  enemy,  Lord  Coru- 
waliis  confessed  da}'  before  yesterday,  lost  a  great  number  of  bravo 
fellows,  and  said  it  was  a  cursed  little  mud  island."  Many  details 
will  be  found  in  Yols.  Y.  and  YI. 

-  "  Colonel  Samuel  South,  of  Baltimore,  defended  the  fort  with  the 
most  determined  resolution  and  repulsed  the  Briti.sh,  but  being 
Wounded  by  a  spent  cannon-ball,  aud  severely  bruised  by  the  bricks 
it  threw  on  him,  he  was  obliged  to  relinquish  the  comn)and,  which 
'was  conferred  on  Major  Simeon  Thayer  of  Rhode  Island,  who  nobly 
volunteered  his  services  in  what  was  then  a  most  dangerous  post. 
When  Colonel  Sfuith  took  command  of  the  Fort  it  was  in  a  wretched 
condition,  without  ammunition,  provisions  or  stores,  and  garrisoned 
by  aoout  oO  njilitia."  [Shallus,  \'ol.  II.,  p.  o7o.]  November  15, 
1777.  ^lajor  Tiiaycr,  after  a  most  noble  and  gallant  defence,  uunng 
which  250  of  the  garrison  were  killed  or  wounded,  and  lOCO  cannon 
shot  wore  fired  at  the  fut  by  the  British,  the  Americans  evacuated 
it  in  the  evening,  burning  all  barracks,  &c.  [Shallus,  p.  391.]  [Sec 
Kegister  of  Pennsylvania,  Yol.  I.,  p.  317,  lor  an  account  of  this 
attack.] 

3Iarch  23,  1770.  Colonel  Bull  is  authorized  to  employ  "suitable 
workmen  aud  laborers  to  repair  the  banks  and  sluices  at  iMud 
Island;  to  complete  barracks  sutlicient  for  50  men,  witli  proper 
aj.artments  for  oliicers  proportionate."  Also,  "  to  ci^nstrnct  as  sunn 
as  possible  at  least  tix  chevaux-dc-fri/c  for  different  diptb.s,  and  do 
Yol.  XII.  — p..) 
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such  other  work  as  way  be  necessary  to  render  the  said  Island 
healthy  and  ccininOdions."   [Colonial  Kecord,  Vol.  XL,  p.  725.] 

March  29.  Colonel  Proctor  is  ordered  to  "detach  from  his  rcL'i- 
ment  20  men  to  take  post  at  Mud  Island;  the  troops  to  occupy  the 
barracks,  the  workmen  at  Mud  Ishmd  giving  their  room  to  the 
troops,  unless  by  mutual  aereemeut  room  can  bo  made;  also  for  the 
workmen  who  are  employed  in  work  tending  to  the  accommodation 
of  the  troops.  No  vessels  to  pass  jMud  Island  except  on  signal  given 
from  Billiugsport."  "It  is  expected  2  more  pieces  of  cannon  aro 
or  will  bo  .*oon  sent  to  Mud  Island."  [Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol. 
VII.,  p.  270.]  April  2L  Two  United  States  companies  of  artillery 
are  directed  to  relieve  the  detachment  of  Colonel  Proctor's  regiment 
at  Billingspprt  and  Mud  Island,  [p.  o30.]  This  fceems  to  have  been 
also  ordered  by  Congress,  [p.  3G5.]  By  a  statement  on  page  oij"J, 
on  July  19th,  there  were  at  Mud  Port  1  32-poundcr,  1  2I-pouuJer, 
and  2  IS-pounders  of  State  guns,  and  1  4-pouudor,  Continental  ail 
mounted. 

President  Peed  informs  the  Board  of  "War,  February  14,  17S], 
that  "the  state  of  the  City  will  now  admit  the  return  of  the  ar::j.s 
sent  down  to  Mud  Island."  [Vol.  Vill.,  p.  72S.] 

General  Washington  says  to  the  President  of  Congress,  that  "ex- 
perience has  shown,  that  if  but  a  tolerable  share  of  labor  and  pains 
is  bestowed  upon  the  works  at  Mud  Island,  nothing  but  a  large  f'-rec 
determined  upon  a  serious  operation,  can  atlect  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia." [Vol.  IX.,  p.  72.  April  12th,  17S1.] 

In  r^Lay,  17S1.  It  appears  there  was  a  guard  both  at  Mud  Fort 
and  Billingsport,  as  an  order  for  £500  v.-as  drawn  in  favor  of  Captain 
Nathan  Boys  for  paying  their  wages.  [Colonial  Ilecord,  Vol.  XII., 
J).  718.]  July  28,  17S1.  Commodore  llazelwood  is  requested  "to 
supply  the  officers  and  men  of  this  State  employed  at  Mud  Island  and 
Billingsport,  with  rations  at  the  rate  which  he  has  agreed  to  supply 
the  Cuutinental  troops,  viz.,  9^  per  ration,  and  Captain  Boy.s  is 
directed  to  apply  to  Commodore  Hazelwnod  fur  rations  accordingly." 
In  consequence  "of  the  great  expense  of  e  nitinuing  othecrs  and  men 
of  this  State  employed  at  Mud  I.'^land  and  Billingsport,  and  the  ex- 
treme difficulty  of  finding  money  to  paji  tliem,"  Captain  Bojs  is  to  be 
"informed  that  Council  means  to  discharge  the  whole  of  tliem  on 
the  first  day  of  September  next."  [Colonial  Record,  Vol.  XIIL,  p. 
10.]  In  August,  an  overseer  was  advertised  for,  and  proposals  sent 
in  to  Council.  [Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  IX.,  pp.  lloO,  oG-l.] 
In  April,  1767,  proposals  were  made  by  sundry  persons  for  a  lease 
of  Mud  Island,  and  in  M.iy  it  appears  it  was  leased  to  Lewis  Rue, 
for  7  years,  at  3100,  the  Council  to  advance  £100  to  put  it  in  repair. 
[Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  XL,  pp.  140,  L12.]  In  October,  it  ap- 
pears a  wharf  at  Mud  Island  was  much  sunken,  and  various  repiirs  re- 
quired, and  that  a  contract  had  been  made  by  the  Wardens  with  Mr. 
Connaroe  "  to  sink  a  pier  near  the  Island  and  repair  the  boom  piers." 
[J'cnnsjlvaiiia  Archives,  Vol.  XL,  p.  198. ] 
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From  this  time  forward  it  is  probable  this  Fort  rpinaincd  under 
lease  and  requiriug  repairs  till  April  15,  1795.  When  all  the  rii'ht, 
title,  kc,  was  ceded  by  the  State  to  the  United  States,  provided  tlicj 
shall  accept  of  it  in  one  year,  otherwise  the  cession  to  be  void — that 
the  State  "  may  at  all  times  occupy  said  island  and  fortification 
whenever  the  same  shall  not  be  possessed  by  a  military  force  under 
the  United  States;  and  further,  that  the  State  shall  h:ive  juri-dic- 
tion  in  civil  and  criminal  cases."   [Smith's  Laws,  Vol.  II.,  p.  i!2o.] 

"The  fortillcation  of  the  harbor  of  Philadelphia,"  -vvas,  as  early 
as  February  l^^,  J  701,  recommended  by  the  Preridcnt  of  the  United 
States  as  a  part  of  an  organized  system  adopted  under  tiie  Constitu- 
t;  lu;  and  on  the  3d  of  April,  17!.it,  Major  Peter  Charle.;  L'Enfant 
was  appointed  temporary  engineer  for  the  purpose  of  fiirtif\ing  Phi- 
ladelphia and  Wilmington  ;  though  it  would  ajipcar  bv  an  inscrip- 
tion on  a  stone  now  over  the  gateway,  that  Col.  Tou.-ard  furnished 
the  design  for  the  fort.  It  was  considered  by  the  Secretary  of 
AVar  that  Fort  Mifdin  or  Mud  Island  would  be  the  first  object  to  be 
undertaken  in  Pennsylvania.  For  this  object  an  apjiropriatir.in  of 
til, 913  82  was  made,  and  the  work  begun  during  this  jear,  though 
as  ha**  been  shown  above,  the  ground  w  is  not  actually  ceded  to  the 
Uuitcd^Statcs  till  the  following  year.  In  170G,  Timothy  Pickering, 
then  Secretary  of  AVar,  reported  to  the  President  that  "  a  large  pier 
as  the  foundation  for  a  battery  on  a  sand-bar,  opposite  .Mud  Island, 
to  make  a  cro.-s-fire,  has  been  completed.  A  fort  on  Mud  Island  is 
about  half  done,  and  a  citadel  has  been  erected  to  complete  the  fort, 
and  on  a  plan  much  more  circum-crib(  d  than  was  at  first  projected. 
The  expense  is  estimated  at  S15,UO0." 

February  27,  1798,  James  Mclienry,  Secretary  of  "War,  reports 
that  since  the  last  session  of  Congress  "$23,640  87  had  been  ex- 
pended at  Mud  Island  or  Fort  31itiliu."  This  fortress,  from  several 
Considerations,  seemed  to  be  entitled  to  attention.  The  ground  on 
which  it  stands,  and  necessary  to  it,  has  been  ceded  to  the  United 
States.  The  works  as  far  as  they  have  been  erected  were  composed 
of  good  materials,  and  put  together  in  suedi  a  manner  as  to  promise 
-long  duration  and  utility."  On  the  IGth  of  November,  1801,  the 
anjount  reported  as  espendeil  through  the  War  Department  was 
SG2,384  52.  And  on  l8th  February,  1806,  the  amount  is  reported 
at  $04,301  09.  In  addition  to  this  sum,  8107,023  28  is  given  as 
the  expenditure  through  the  Treasury  I>epartment,  and  .?2u00  are 
estimated  as  requisite  to  complete  or  repair  the  works,  which  are  thus 
described  :  "a  regular  inclosed  work,  with  batteries,  mairnzincs,  and 
barracks,  principally  erected  in  1798,  '99,  and  1800."  [See  Ame- 
rican State  Papers,  (Military  Affairs,)  A'ol.  I.,  pp.  01,  8-,  111,  119, 
153,  194,  197.] 

In  the  war  of  1812,  Fort  MiiTlin  was  occupied  by  volunteer  com-

James  X.  Barker  coiuiiuinJcd  the  fort  in  ISlo.    [Siiallus,  Vol.   11., 

In  l?^44-lo,  Cnlnncl  Totton  reported  that  certain  repair.*,  esti- 
mated at  about  84,900,  were  made,  and  stated  at  the  same  time, 
"  that  this  fort  is  now  capable  of  making  a  tohrable  defence,  and  is 
occupied  by  a  garrison."  Fort  Mifflin  wa.s  last  garrisoned  by  a 
com|)any  of  the  4th  reirinient  of  United  States  artillery,  comnianded 
by  CJaptain  Joseph  lloberts,  which  garri.son  was  removed  in  l.'i53, 
time  which  time  it  has  been  in  chargo  of  an  ordinance  Serjeant. 
[President's  Message  and  Documents  1845,  p.  'l-iO ;  Arnjy  Register, 
J»:):;-5{.]

This  appears,  from  the  only  account  we  have  of  it,  to  hive  been 
situated  about  four  miles  from  Furt  lieed,  at  Ilatiua'o  Town,  v.hich 
Were  all  attackcii  and  reduced  to  ashes,  and  many  iiihabitants 
killed,  by  about  100  whites  and  blacks,  and  another  party  who  at- 
tacked at  the  same  time  Fort  Miller.  See  a  letter  from  M.  [luft- 
nagle,  July,  17^2.  [Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  IX.,  p.  60(3.]  As 
ai.'jo  a  very  graphic  description  frum  the  Grccnsburg  Ari^ais,  cpicd 
into  "Day,"  p.  G^'o.

Charles  Swain,  in  a  letter  to  Governor  Morris,  June  14,  175.1, 
by  whom  he  was  dispatched  to  Shippcii.>l)iirg  with  prnvi^ious,  A:e 
(no  doubt  intended  fur  General  Braddock,)  informs  him  of  his  safe 
arrival,  and  of  the  condition  of  the  town  for  safely  storing  them,  and 
for  pasture  for  the  cattle.  lie  says,  (Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol. 
II.,  p.  300,)  ''  I  shall  use  the  mctliods  practised  here  for  keeping 
thfir  boasts  together,  have  a  constant  watch  on  them  and  .Jaiiysee  to 
them  myself.  I  can  liml  but  little  cellaring  here  for  sccuriniT  the 
pi>rk,  but  have  pitched  on  a  sliady  and  dry  spot  in  the  woods  for  a 
Cellar,  for  what  I  cannot  stow  in  sucli  cellars  as  are  in  town — there 
are  no  bricks  here  and  little  lime  at  present."  "  The  principal  ex- 
pense vrtiich  seems  to  attend  the  magiiziuc  here  will  be  to  hire  some 
persons  to  attend  the  cattle,  also  to  watch  the  stores  and  pork,  fur 
they  assure  me  there  arc  many  ill  disposed  persons  in  tho,-e  parts, 
who  would  both  take  the  pork  and  break  into  the  ttores  if  not 
watched/'  Sic.

As  early  as  Jiiuo  HO,  17o"),  tlioic  must  liave  been  a  furt  of  some 
kiiiJ  tliLTi.',  ay  EdwurJ  8ljippLMi,  (in  Coloni.il  llccord,  Vol.  VI.,  p. 
•i'j'-),)  alludes  to  his  a'lvicc  to  tliat  date  to  William  Allen  frnin  Sliip- 
pon-sburg,  (Penn.sylvania  Archives,  Vol.  II  ,  p.  oG2,)  in  wiiicli  ho 
sends  an  account  of  murders  coniiuittcd  "near  our  fort."  This  vvas, 
however,  probably  onh'  a  temporary  stockade,  or  defence,  fir  the 
prutectiou  of  the  provisions  above  mentioned,  as  suirtrested  by  Mr. 
i^hippen,  July  4,  tliat  a  vnasazine  ought  to  be  protected  by  20  ur  o') 
snMiers,  and  a  blockade  built.  [Colonial  Record,  Vol.  \'I.,  p.  4t^0.] 
And  .^l^.  Swain  again  writes  to  Governor  Morris,  July  30,  17;'»;'), 
(See  Kupp's  Dauphin,  ko.,  p.  70,)  "I  i?uppose  the  people  will  now 
ci>uie,  fast  into  these  parts  and  shall  u.^e  all  expedition  in  forwarding 
a  fort.  I  have  pitched  on  a  piece  of  ground  of  Mr.  Shippen's,  and 
the  tiiuber  about  here  is  all  his,  therefore  I  should  be  glad  if  he  was 
Vv-ritteu  to  alout  it."     And, 

August  7,  1755.  'Mr.  Shippcn  writes  to  James  Burd  at  Shippcns- 
burg,  and  says,  "  I  hope  the  people  will  all  go  to^'eth-.r  immediately 
to  build  the  fort,  and  you  will  get  pine  b^gs  and  bluck  oaks  from 
saplin  lands.  If  Mr.  Swain  and  yuu  diO'er  in  judgment  ab.ml  the 
fort,  l-^-t  me  know  it  privately."  [Shippcn  MSS.,  Pennsylvania  His- 
torical Society,  No.  o2.]  And  again  he  writes  to  31  r.  Burd,  Decem- 
ber 17,  1755,  ''I  hope  you  are  going  on  bri.skly  with  the  fort,  for 
you  may  expect  the  Governor  will  be  there  before  he  returns." 
[Shippen  MSS.,  No.  40.] 

On  the  oOth  of  October,  1755,  a  meeting  was  called  by  SherifT 
Potter,  of  Cumberland  county,  at  Sliippeusburg,  at  which  it  v,-as  re- 
solved to  build  live  large  forts.  One  of  the  phiccsdesiirnated  was  Ship- 
pcnsburg;  so  that  it  was  probably  about  tliis  time  that  Fort  Mnrris 
was  erected;  although  in  July  of  that  year  Edwaril  Shippen  writes 
from  Lancaster  to  Governor  Morris,  '"if  you  think  I  can  be  of  any 
real  service  by  going  to  procure  pastures,  and  by  riding  to  Shippens- 
burg  to  encourage  the  people  to  erect  the  fort,  I  will  strain  a  point 
and  undertake  the  business."  [Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  II.,  p. 
301  ]  November  '2,  1775,  Colonel  Burd  writes  from  Shippensburg 
that  they  are  tliere  iu  great  confusion,  from  having  received  informa- 
tion that  a  larije  body  of  French  and  Indians  are  in  the  Cove  intend- 
ing to  fall  upon  tliis  place.  "  We  for  these  two  days  pa<t  have 
b'en  working  at  our  fort  here,  and  believe  we  .^hall  work  this  day, 
(Sunday) — this  tuwn  is  full  of  people,  they  being  .-dl  moving  iu  with 
their  families;  5  or  G  families  in  a  house;  we  arj  in  great  want  of 
arms  and  ammunition,  but  with  what  wo  have  an.'  dcterir.ined  to 
give  the  enemy  as  warm  a  recepfiou  as  we  can;  some  of  our  people 
have  been  taken  piisoners  by  this  p:irty,  and  have  niide  their  ts- 
cnpe  from  them  and  came  into  us  tiiis  morning.  As  ••■\r  fort  goes 
on  with  gri'at  viiror,  wo  e.-sprct  it  to  be  fim-hod  in  15  davs,  into 
w'lich  wu  intei.d  t-  throw  all  the  wi-meu  and  children;  it  woul'i  be 
giratly  en;-our:i;. ioi  ciuid  we  have  reason  to  expect  assistance  fnou 
PhilaJclphia  by  private  donations  of  swivels,  a  few  great  guns,  small 
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arms,  amiuuDition,  d'c."  "We  have  TOO  men  workiug  at  Fort 
Morris  with  heart  and  haud,  every  day."  [Pennsylvania  Archives, 
Vol.  II.,  p.  455  ] 

Govcruor  Morris  writes  to  Major Burd,  dated  caiup  nt  Harris'  Ferry. 
"  When  you  return  from  Shippensburg  I  would  have  you  bring  with 
you  to  this  place  the  30  men  belonging  to  Colonel  Clapham's  regi- 
ment, now  posted  there  under  Lieutenant  Courtland,  and  you  will 
order  Mr.  Courtland  to  attend  Colonel  Armstrong  for  his  orders,  as 
I  shall  direct  him  to  take  post  in  one  of  the  forts  on  the  "West  side 
of  Susquehanna."  [Shippen  MSS.,  No.  61.]  Colonel  Armstrong 
dates  a  letter  from  Fort  Morris,  November  21,  1756.  [Pennsylvania 
Archives,  Vol.  III.,  p.  59.] 

April  10,  1757.  Shippensburg  is  named  by  the  Governor  as  one 
of  the  forts  which  were  to  remain  over  Susquehanna,  to  be  garri- 
soned by  two  of  the  eight  companies  of  Colonel  Armstrong's  bat- 
talion, two  in  each  fort,  by  whom  patrols  could  be  kept  cnnstnnrly 
marching  betwceu  fort  and  fort.  [Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  III., 
p.  110.] 

Ihc  foregoing  detached  paragraphs,  being  all  the  f;\ct3  noticed  in 
print,  prove  certainly  the  existence  of  Fort  Morris,  and  that  it  was 
probably  erected  in  1755,  by  Colonel  James  Burd;  though  it  is  pro- 
bable there  was  previously  erected  "a  hasty  stockaded  fort  in  conse- 
quence of  the  incursions  of  the  Indians."  As  this  town  was,  with 
the  exception  of  York,  the  oldest,  town  in  Pennsylvania  West  of  the 
Susquehanna,  having  been  laid  out  about  1740,  by  Mr.  Shippen,  who 
owned  the  land,  and  who  had  some  intention  of  building  a  mill  in 
1754. 

It  is  said  that  a  second  fort  was  built  and  called  Franklin,  but  by 
whom  and  when  erected  we  have  no  information ;  by  some  persons 
it  is  thought  this  name  was  subsequently  given  to  Fort  Morris.  The 
following  communication  from  a  gentleman  who  has  been  written  to 
lately  on  the  subject,  gives  probably  as  much  light  respecting  the 
forts  as  can   at  this  late   date  bo   expected.     "  An    old   gentleman, 

Mr.  J J ,  who  was  born  in   the  town,  and  is  now  nearly  90 

years  of  age,  but  with  a  strong  mind  and  good  memory,  says  there 
was  a  fortification  at  the  North-East  part  of  the  borough,  on  land  of 
the  late  Wiiiiam  M.  Connel,  known  by  the  name  of  '  the  Fort,' 
where  the  remains  of  a  v,-ell,  dug  for  the  use  of  the  fort,  still  exists. 
In  the  memory  of  3Ir.  J.,  two  or  three  log-houses  that  constituted 
part  of  the  fort  v/ere  standing,  and  were  occupied  by  families. 

"At  the  \Vest  end  of  the  borough,  on  a  higli  hill,  there  was  a  for- 
tification called  and  known  by  no  other  name  than  '  the  Bull's  Eye.' 
The  remains  of  the  wall  of  which  stood  until  1^36;  which  I  remem- 
ber to  have  seou  when  about  six  or  eight  feet  high — a  scbool-houso 
is  now  erected  on  its  site.  It  is  supposed  by  the  citizens  here  that 
it  derived  it.s  name  from  there  being  a  large  hole  left  in  the  gable  end 
of  t!io  builllug  to  :>crve  as  a  lo^'k  out. 

"  There  was  also  another  tortilicatiou  at  the  East  end  of  the  town, 
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on  an  elevated  position,  built  of  stone;  and  Mr.  J.  sajs  he  remem- 
bers when  both  it  and  the  '  Bull's  Eye'  were  inhibited,  some  sixty 
years  ago. 

"  No  persons  that  I  have  consulted  with  on  the  subject  know 
from  their  own  knowledge,  or  from  tradition,  who  built  these  forti- 
Ocations,  or  at  what  time  exactly  they  were  built." 

Another  letter  says,  "the  village  of  Shippcnsburg,  or  'Shippy's- 
town/  was  l;iid  out  by  Mr.  Shippen,  the  proj/rictor  of  the  laud. 
This  was  about  1749,  and  it  was  the  oldest  town,  with  the  exceptiou 
of  York,  West  of  the  Susquehanna  in  Pennsylvania,  but  f(.r  some 
time  consisted  of  a  few  houses.  The  stockade  Fort  was  soon  super- 
Eodcd  by  Fort  Morris,  erected  in  the  latter  part  of  175G  (1755)  by 
the  Province.  The  fort  was  at  the  South-Western  side  of  the  vil- 
lage, on  a  hill  of  some  elevation,  which  gave  it  a  commanding 
position.  Coavouient  was  a  spring,  at  the  base  of  the  hill,  which 
supplied  its  garrison  and  inmates  with  water.  The  stone  chimneys 
of  buildings  v.ithin  the  fort,  remained  standing  in  part  until  some 
years  since,  by  their  fail  and  ruins  marking  the  site.  The  fort,  like 
Loudoun,  had  generally  a  suiall  garrison  of  Provincial  troops,  and 
was  used  as  a  place  of  deposit  for  arms  and  ammunitiun,  and  military 
supplies,  as  well  as  provisions  for  the  armies  or  military  companies 
on  the  frontier,  or  when  marching  \\'est." 

"  It  was  only  to-day  I  could  get  any  information  of  their  names, 
though  there  is  much  tradition  of  their  existence.  There  were  two 
Forts — one  called  Morris  and  the  other  Franklin.  The  first  was 
erected,  it  is  supposed,  on  the  visit  of  Governor  Morris  to  Shippcns- 
burg, and  the  otiier  might  have  been  erected  under  the  supcrinteud- 
eace  of  Franklin." 


Fort  Muncey. 

This  fort  appears  to  have  been  erected  by  Colonel  Thomas  Ilart- 
ley,  in  1778,  at  or  near  Muncey  creek,  in  Lycoming  county.  In  a 
letter  dated  at  Sutibury,  August  10th,  177S,  he  says  to  Council: 
"  All  the  people  of  the  West  Branch  above  Wallace's,  (who  lives 
Dear  Muncey.)  had  fled  and  evacuated  their  settlements — so  on  the 
North-Ka>t  Branch,  all  above  Nisoopec  Falls  were  gone."  [Pennsyl- 
vania Archives,  Vol.  VI.,  p.  G02.]  ''I  found  all  tho  settlements 
above  Wallace's  evacuated,  those  about  Muncey  and  below,  waver- 
ing and  doubtful.  Indians  daily  appearing — no  women  or  children 
having  ventured  to  return.  The  inhabitants  strongly  pressed  that 
they  should  have  troops  amo;ig-;t  tliem,  and  that  some  fortress  should 
be  built  to  cover  that  part  of  the  country,  and  ailord  an  asylum  to 
tiieir  families  in  case  of  necessity.  General  I>o  Has  and  several 
other  gentlemen  were  with  me;  we  considered  and  examined  on  all 
Bides — wo  fouud  none  of  the  houses  properly  situated  to  admit  of  a 
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stoclc-j'lo  Fort  of  any  real  use.  Wc  found  tlmse  sctllcnionts  in  dan- 
ger. 'J'ii''y  v'crc  useful  from  their  fertility  of  snil,  au'J  the  industry 
of  tlio  inhabitants,  be?iJc.s  being  tlie  frontier;  fur,  if  these  people 
once  gave  way,  there  would  not  long  be  an  inhabitant  above  Sun- 
bury  or  Northumberland,  a  valuable  country  vrould  be  depopuhited, 
and  some  thousand  persons  ruined;  added  to  tliis,  if  the  settlements 
towards  the  Bald  Ivigle  and  Great  Island  were  to  return  and  to  be 
covered  and  supported,  there  was  a  necessity  for  a  secure  [lo.-t  about 
midway.  Upou  the  whole,  we  were  clear  of  opinion,  tliat  a  Fort 
ought  to  be  built  near  Samuel  Wallace's  (Wallis,)  about  two  miles 
from  r^Iuncoy  creek.  I  therefore  directed  one  to  be  laid  out  accord- 
ingly. The  bastions  are  to  be  built  of  fasciucs  and  clay,  if  tliere  is 
not  leisure  to  complete  the  whole  of  the  same  n;atcrials;  the  curtains 
arc  to  be  finished  with  stockade;  these,  with  the  huts,  will  an-wor 
the  purpose  intended — such  of  uiy  men  as  tire  there,  with  the  militia 
and  inhabitants,  are  at  work.  I  send  you  an  account  of  nn  affair  which 
happened  yesterday  raorning  about  tlie  time  I  left  Sanuicl  Wal- 
laces." [Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  \L,  p.  C03,  and  ante]  Such 
were  the  reasons  and  objects  of  erecting  this  fort. 

Colonel  Hartley  is  at  Muncey  Farm,  where  S.  Wallis  resided, 
August  Sth,  with  a  detachment  of  his  regiuicnt,  "and  is  of  opinion 
tliat,  a  stand  somewhere  near  this  place  is  absolutely  necessary,  and 
has  laid  out  a  fort  accordingly."  The  same  day  received  intelligence 
that  some  reapers  had  that  morning  been  attacked  by  Indians,  2 
killed  and  scalped,  and  one  tnkcn  prisoner,  and  one  (the  son  of 
Captain  Brady)  mortally  wounded  and  scalped— the  other  10  es- 
caped, fp.  GSS.]  On  September  1,  Colonel  Hartley  writes  from 
Sunbury,  tliat  "Captain  "Walker  has  been  so  industrious  at  Muncey 
as  to  have  completed  all  the  earth  and  fascine  works,  and  nearly  ail 
tlie  stockade;  1  never  saw  so  much  work  done  by  so  few  har.ds  in  so 
bhort  a  time.  We  have  a  four-pounder  mounted  there — if  we  hud 
four  swivels  to  place  on  the  bastions,  the  pbice  would  be  very  SLCuro 
with  a  small  garrison.  It  is  to  be  reniarked  tliat  since  this  work  has 
been  begun,  no  person  has  been  killed  within  our  line  of  posts." 
O;tober  7,  1778.  From  Sunbury  Colonel  Hartley  informs  Council, 
"  I  have  just  received  information  from  Fort  Muncy  that  two  ser- 
geants of  my  regiment  were  surprised  there  this  morning  by  the  In- 
dians; one  was  kilied,  the  ether  mis^ine',  supposed  to  be  taken." 
[V.d.  Vlf.,  p.  10.] 

October  8.  Colonel  Hartley  addre?ses  Congress,  giving  an  account 
of  a:i  expedition  against  the  Indian  towns,  and  says,  "Our  rendez- 
vous was  Fort  Muuccy,  on  the  \^'est  ]>ranch,  intending  to  penetrate, 
by  the  Shcsbccununk  paili  to  Tiogj,  at  the  junction  of  tiio  Cayuga 
with  the  main  North-Fast  Branch  of  Su^'|ueliauDa,"  <.^'c.  "The 
troops  met  at  Muucey  on  tlic  ISth  of  Septeniber ;  when  we  came  to 
count  and  array  our  force  for  the  expedition,  they  amounted  only  to 
a|.:H)t '200  rank  and  file."  "On  the  morning  of  the  'ilst,  at  4 
0  ci'r]:^  we  marched  from  Munccy  with  the  force  nientioued,  we  car- 
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ricd  two  boxes  of  spare  ammunition  and  12  day's  provisions."    (See 
a  detailed  account  of  their  adventure,  Vol,  VII.,  p.  5.) 

April  17,  1770.  Captain  Andrew  Walker,  from  Fort  Muncey, 
writes  to  J.  llambrigbt,  (representing  the  county  in  the  Council,) 
sn  account  of  this  fort  os  follows.  "  On  the  '2d  of  August  we  were 
ordered  bj  Colonel  Hartley  to  build  (this  fort;)  we  immediately 
began  and  finished  by  the  ISth  of  September,  with  these  exceptions 
— there  was  but  one  rovr  of  abbates  round  it — we  hud  built  neither 
barracks',  store  or  magazine."  Oa  the  '20th  of  September,  the  gar- 
rison, which  consisted  of  1  captain,  2  subalterns,  4  sergeants,  and  CO 
rank  and  file,  were  drawn  out  (except  1  subaltern  and  18  men,)  on 
an  expedition  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Hartley — on  the  29th 
of  September  we  again  marched  into  it;  bad  weather  coming  on,  wc 
began  our  barrack.-,  magazine,  store-house.  Sec.  When  this  was 
finished,  we  were  comfortably  prepared  against  the  winter,  but  in  the 
spring  I  found  the  works  much  impaired.  I  then  set  the  garrison 
to  repair  the  works,  and  raised  them  18  inches  high ;  then  wc  put 
tv.-o  rows  more  of  aliattics  round  the  works — this  is  just  now  fin- 
islied.  It.  is  to  be  observed,  that  in  the  course  of  this  time,  one-third 
of  our  men  were  constantly  employed  as  guards  to  the  inhabitants, 
and  I  mayatSrm  in  harvest,  the  one-half  were  employed  in  the  same 
way ;  nor  can  any  man  in  the  county  ever  say  he  asked  a  guard 
(when  he  had  a  just  occasion,)  and  was  denied.  During  this  time 
the  troops  were  not  supplied  even  with  ration  whiskey ;  almost  naked 
for  want  of  blankets  and  clothes,  and  yet  I  have  the  satisfaction  to 
inform  you  that  they  done  their  duty  cheerfully.  I  from  time  to 
time  did  promise  them  some  compensation  for  their  trouble  and  in- 
dustry— the  works  are  now  finished,  and  in  my  opinion,  tenable 
against  any  number  our  savage  enemy  can  bring  against  it.  As  to 
my  own  part,  I  beg  leave  to  observe,  that  I  neither  claim  merit  or 
reward  for  what  I  have  done — it  is  enough  that  I  have  done  my 
duty.  The  sole  cost  this  fort  is  to  the  states  is,  building  two  rooms 
for  the  oCicers,  making  the  gates  and  sentry  boxes."   [p.  323.] 

Massacres  are  committed  at  this  as  well  as  other  forts.  Lieuten- 
ant Hunter  writes  trom  Fort  Augusta  to  President  Kecd,  April  27, 
1779:  "  Yesterday  a  party  of  13  of  the  inhabitants,  that  went  to 
hunt  their  horses,  about  4  or  5  miles  from  Fort  Muncey,  was  fired  upon 
by  a  large  pirty  of  Indians,  and  all  taken  or  killed  except  one  man. 
Captain  Walker,  of  the  Continental  troops,  who  commands  at  that 
post,  turned  out  with  30  or  40  men  to  the  place  where  he  heard  the 
firing,  and  found  four  men  killed  and  scalped,  and  supposes  they  cap- 
tured the  remainder."  [pp.  340,  357.] 

Captain  IIuLley's  Regiment  marches  immediately  (for  Wyoming,) 
which  leaves  Fort  Muncey  and  Fort  Jenkins  vacant  at  this  critical 
time.  [June  3,  p.  512.] 

General  Hand  says,  there  arc  100  rank  and  file  at  Fort  ^Muncey. 
May  15.  [p.  4U8.] 

Allusion  is  teveral  times  made  to  tlie  evacuation,  destruction  and 
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propose]  vcbuiMIn;!  of  Fovt   Muncej — but  \vc   do   not  recollect  to 
li.ive  seen  in  the  Archives  any  thing  which  indicates  the  time  when, 
or   nKiiiuer  how,  it  was  dostrnycd.     Day,  in   Historical  Collections, 
p.  451,  furnishc.-?   r.u   account  from  the   ''venerable  Kobert  Coven- 
hoven  (Crounovor,)  of  what  was  teriucd  the  '  big  runaway,'  or  gene- 
ral evacuation  of  the  country,  in  consequence  of  a  descent  intended 
by  a  larrre  body  of  Indians  upon  the  inhabitants,  of  which  a  friendly 
Indiau,    Job   (rilloway,  had    given   intimation.     Ho    says,    in    the 
spring  of  1778,  Colonel  Hepburn,  (afterwards  Judge  Hepburn,)  was 
stationed  with  a  suiall  force  at  Fort  Muncey,  at  the  mouth  of  Wal- 
lis's  run,  near  which  several   murders   had    been  committsd.     The 
Indians  had  killed  Krown's  &nd  Benjamin's  families,  and  had  taken 
Cook  artd  his  wife  prisoners  on  Loyal  Sock  creek.     Colonel  Hunter 
of  Fort  Augusta,  alarmed   by  these    murders,   sent   orders  to  Fort 
Muncy  that  all  the  settlers  in  that  vicinity  should  evacuate  and  take 
refuge  at  Sunbur}'.     Colonel  Hepburn  was  ordered    to  pass  on  tho 
orders  to  the  forts  above,  '  Centes's  and   Home's.'  "     Passing  over 
the  details  as  given  in  Day,  he  says,   ''The   nien   of  the  setUement 
came  down  in  single  file  on  each  side  of  the  river,  to  guard  the  wo- 
Tuen   and   children.    'The  whole  convoy  arrived   safely  at  Sunbury, 
leaving  the  entire  line  of  farms  along  the  V\'cst  l^ranch  to  the  rava- 
ge.s  of  the  Indians.    They  destroyed  Furt  3Iuncey,  but  did  not  pene- 
trate   to    Sunbury."      Shortly   after   the    "big    runaway,"    Colonel 
Brodlicad  was  ordered  up  with  his  forces   of   100   or  150   men,   to 
rebuild  Fort  Jluucey  and  enard   the   settlers  while   "atherinix  their 
crops.     After   performing   this  service    lie   left   for   Fort  Pitt,  and 
Colonel  Hartley,  with  a  battalion,  succeeded  him.     Captain  Spauld- 
ing,  from  Stroudsburg,  also  came  down  with  a  detachment  by  way  of 
Wyoming   Valley.      Having   built    tho   barracks   at   Furt   Muncey, 
"they  went  upon  an  expedition  to  the  Indian  towns."    [See  Day,  p. 
452.]     Colonel  Lund  Weltner  says  to  Board  of  War,  I'eccmbcr  lo, 
1779,  "  I  f  lund  Fort  Muneey  and  Fort  Jenkins  on  the  East  Branch, 
and  with  the  Magazine  at  Sunuury,  to  have  been  the  only  standing 
post.^  that  were  standing  when  he  was  ordered  to  Wyoming."    "This 
position  I  endeavored  to  revive.     Colonel  Hunter  was  of  the  pamo 
opinion,  the  only  ditliculty  was   to   fix   on   some   place  equally  well 
adapted  to  cover  the  frontier  as  Fort   Muneey  was.     Fort  Muneey 
having  been  evacuated  and  destroyed,  McClung's  was  agreed  on,  and 
a  dctaelimcnt  of  the  troops  accordingly  took  post   there  tho  5th  of 
la^■t  month.     The  troops,  however,  found  this  place  so  void  of  shel- 
ter, and  so  barren  of  timber,  that  they  were  obliLred  to  abandon   it. 
Ihey  then  moved  to  Montgnmery's,  near  Basley's  Mill,  whore  they 
found  the  dcfi.nco  of  the  frontier  equally  good — havinir  erected  bar- 
rack.-<,  i^ijc.,  al.-.out  '2  miles  from  the  mill,  n:akcs  another  fort  unneces- 
Eary."   [I'cnnsylvanii  Archives,  Vol.  VII (.,  p.  41.] 

April  2,  17fs0.  This  time  twcdvemonth  they  had  a  pretty 
poxl  f)rt  gairi.'ODcd  at  Muneey,  but  now  we  have  but  atuuit 
40   or  50  at    Montgomery's,   and   SO  at   Fort  Jenkin'.     Pre.-id.Mit 
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Piood  to  Colonel  Weltncr  says,  April  4,  (p.  1G"2.)  "  riebuilditi!:  f-f 
Fort  MuQccy  has  been  deemed  by  many  persons  here  a  very  prnppr 
measure — consult  Colonel  Hunter  and  Colonel  Antis,  Mr.  3i:irtin, 
kc,  of  the  county,  and  if  they  concur,  let  this  business  be  ^et  vn 
foot  with  as  little  delay  as  possible." 

Whether  this  was  done  or  not,  we  have  no  record  to  show  cer- 
tainly, but  it  is  probable  it  •was,  as  so  late  as  ll>i'2,  entries,  Sic, 
occur:  "  3Iay  '28,  17S1.  It  is  sug<:ested  by  Hon.  J.  Potter  ti  Pre- 
sident Keed,  that  Captain  Pobinson,  who  has  raised  a  nuiiibor  of 
men,  should  be  stationed  at  Muncey.^'  [V^ol.  IX..  p.  185  ]  Colonel 
Hunter  says  to  Y.  P.  Potter,  February  '^8,  17S2,  "  it  has  been  in 
contemplation  for  Robinson's  company  to  be  all  ordered  to  Fort  Muuocy 
and  repair  the  gariison — in  my  humble  O['inion  it  would  be  the  only 
way  to  have  the  most  service  done  by  that  company."  "  If  Council 
is  detorniiucd  to  order  Captain  Ilobiuson's  company  to  Fort  ]\Iuncey. 
it  would  at  least  require  100  men  to  keep  proper  out-scouts  and 
repair  the  garrison."  [p.  504.]  March  6th,  1782.  "Council  on'iT 
that  Captain  Ilobiuson's  head-quarters  be  at  Fort  Muncey,  and  that 
the  County  Lieutenant  of  NorthumbL;rland  order  the  UL-cessary  de- 
tachments from  said  county,  and  that  the  Vice  President  write  to 
Colonel  Hunter  to  have  the  necessary  repairs  made  at  Fort  Miincey, 
liaving  duo  regard  to  frugality. "  [Colonial  Record,  Vol.  Xlll  ,  p. 
214.] 

April  17, 1752.  Colonel  Hunter  replies  to  Vice  President  Potter, 
(Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  IX.,  p.  528,)  and  says,  '•'  Agreeablo 
to  your  letter,  and  the  resolve  of  Council,  Captain  Robinson's  hea  1- 
quarters  is  at  Fort  ^luncey,  and  I  am  certain  ho  docs  all  he  cm  in 
the  ranging  way  for  the  good  of  the  county,  but  as  for  d(;ing  uiu  h 
towards  the  repairing  of  the  fort,  it  is  not  in  his  power  at  prc.-ctit, 
as  the  enemy  has  made  their  appearance  once  more  on  our  frontier-;. 
The  7th  instant  they  took  oil  a  woman  and  fnir  chihlren  from  AVy- 
oming;  and  on  the  14th  instant,  a  scout  of  Captain  Robinson's  men 
came  on  fresh  tracks  of  Indians  about  a  mile  f'rnni  Lycoming,  atid 
fi)llo'.V(.d  them  up  the  creek  towards  Eel  Town."  Then  speaks  of  the 
oxpcctati'in  of  the  iuhabit.-ints  "nuiving  up  to  Mui.cey  as  soon  as 
the  ranging  company  would  be  stationed  there,"  which  lie  d^os  n  ■! 
believe,  and  adds,  "  that  whatever  is  dune  must  be  d()ue  hy  the  s^  1- 
di'jrs  thomselve.-:,  in  case  Mr.  Wallis  dot-s  not  come  up  with  a  party 
of  fles.^ians  i  as  wc  have  been  told  by  some  people,)  to  huild  a  f  rt 
of  stone  and  iimo;  this  I  would  like  very  well  if  there  wjs  a  pixba- 
bility  of  defraying  the  expense  that  would  acc-rue  by  erecting  such  a 
f>rt;  but  in  tlie  meantime,  I  give  Captain  Rohinson  ^rd-  rs  to  rejair 
tl.c  old  i'ovt.  in  th,'  be.-t  mirincr  lie  can  at  present  fur  his  own  }  r^'- 
servuti.Hi,  as  I  had  no  assurance  from  Council  of  any  sucii  f'rt  being 
built  ly  .^lr.  ^Vai!i>."  "  Thi-re  will  bo  a.s  much  frugality  as  pus-i- 
blo  used  in  wha"-  will  be  d'juc  to  the  old  f>rt.  The  ammuijiti  ■»  i-i 
not  arrived  a<  yei."'  .'^'■ptembcr  14,  1782.  Couiicil  order  trot-ps 
from  Rcrkr,  (Jumterlund,  X^rtliampton  and  L  ai-M.^tv;r,  to  rcud-.zvcu:! 
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at  Muucoy  on  4th  October  next.  [Colonial  Record,  Vol.  XIII.,  p. 
3(J9.]  And  on  17th  of  September  Commissioners  "are  appointed  to 
make  purchases  of  flour,  l^c.,  and  other  persons  to  hire  pack-horses 
to  convey  the  various  articles  to  Muncey,  intended  for  an  expoditioa 
into  the  Indian  country.   [Colonial  Record,  Vol.  XIII.,  p.  371.] 

The  locality  of  Fort  Muncey  is  thus  given  by  i)ay,  viz.  "It  wag 
between  Penn.sborough  and  the  mouth  of  Muncy  creek.  Fort  Men- 
ninijer  was  at  the  mouth  of  \\'arrior's  run,  and  Froelaud  Fort  was  4 
miles  up  the  run.  Fort  Schwartz  was  one  mile  above  Milton,  and 
Boon's  Fort  two  miles  above  Milton,  on  Muddy  run.  Fort  Bosley, 
on  the  Chile.sfjuaquo,  near  where  Washington  now  is.  Fort  Jenkins 
near  liloomsburg,  and  Fort  Augusta  at  Sunbury."   [p.  451.] 


FonT  AT  Nazareth  Mill. 

In  Commissary  Young's  Journal,  July  2,  175G,  mention  is  made 
of  a  stockade  at  this  place,  in  the  following  words,  wliich  is  all  that 
we  know  of  it,  and  it  probably  v-'as  of  little  importance  excepting  as 
a  temporary  defence: 

"  At  3,  P.  M.,  set  out  from  the  Windgap  for  Easton — about  half- 
way, passed  by  Nazareth  .^Iil!,  round  which  is  a  large  but  slight 
stnccade,  about  400  feet  one  way  and  250  the  other,  with  log-houses 
at  the  corners  for  bastions.  At  6  came  to  Eastuu."  [Pennsylvania 
Archives,  Vol.  II.,  p.  631.] 


Fort  Necessity. 

As  the  name  seems  to  imply,  this  was  at  first  a  stockade  or  fort  has- 
tily gotten  up  upon  an  emergency  in  which  ^Yashiugton  found  himself 
iu  1754.  It  was  situated  at  the  Great  Meadows.  Sargent  (p.  51) 
says,  to  "Robert  Stobo,  a  ciptain  in  the  Virginia  regiment,  the 
ni'Tit  of  being  the  contriver  of  tiiese  rude  defences  is  attributable, 
'llie  fort  was  a  log  breast-work,  100  fuet  square,  surrounded  iu  part 
by  a  shallow  ditch,  and  was  commcuced  immediately  on  Washing- 
ton s  arrival."  Rut  a  large  body  of  French  and  Indiaos  appearing, 
tlie  furt  was  compelled  to  surrender  to  C^iptain  \''iUieres.  The  ful- 
lowii);::  letter  from  Colonel  Innes  to  Governor  Hamilton,  dated  July 
12,  17. )1,  from  Winchester,  (Colonial  Record,  Vol.  VI.,  p.  50,)  gives 
the  partieulars  of  this  transaction. 

^" duly  3.  Fort  JVecfssif!/,  vihh.  the  English  forces  under  Colonel 
^\  ashington,  capitulated  to  the  French  troops  under  M.  Couluu  Villier, 
Ciptain  of  infantry.  It  was  at  a  place  called  the  Great  Flats  or 
M.-adowQ,  about  40  miles  on  this  side  the  river  Ohio."  Colonel 
Inufs,  of  Virginia,  gives  Govern  r  Ilamiltcn  the  following  account 
of  it.   [Cdoniil  Record,  Vol.  VI.,  p.  50.]     '•  Winchester,  July  12, 
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1751.  After  hr;vinn;  regulated  the  marcli  and  tlie  trnnrpMrtr^tion  of 
i  the  North  Carolina  regiment,  I  inimediatelj  proceeded  to  Williams- 
burg, and  by  my  commission  from  Governor  Dinwiddle,  as  com- 
uiinder-in-chief  of  this  expedition,  I  proceeded  to  AVinchestcr,  where 
f  I  arrived  on  the  30th  of  June,  in  order  to  take  the  command  upon 
me,  and  to  bring  up  the  New  York  two  independent  companies  with 
those  of  the  North  Carolina  regiment  then  upon  their  march  from 
Alexandria  for  this  town. 

"  Colonel  V-'ashini'ton  with  the  "\'ir^'inia  regiment,  and  Captain 
McKay,  with  the  South  Carolina  independent  company,  together  did 
consist  of  but  400  men,  of  which  a  guod  many  were  sick  aud  out  of 
!  order.  On  the  3d  of  July,  the  French  with  about  900  men,  and  a 
considerable  body  of  Indians,  came  do^/a  upon  our  encampment, 
and  continued  to  tire  from  all  quarters  from  11  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing till  night;  when  the  French  called  out  to  our  people  they  would 
give  them  good  conditions  if  they  would  capitulate — a  copy  of  which 
I  here  inclose  you."  (See  them  in  French,  in  Colonial  Record, 
Vol.  VI.,  p.  52,  and  Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  II. ,  p.  140,  in 
English. 

"  After  the  c:ipitulation  the  French  d-raolished  the  works,  and  in 
some  time  after  retired  to  the  Ohio,  taking  two  captains  as  hostages 
along  with  them.  We  all  knew  that  the  French  are  a  people  that 
never  pay  any  regard  to  treaties  longer  than  they  find  them  consist- 
ent with  their  interests,  and  this  treaty  they  broke  immediately,  by 
letting  the  Indians  demolish  and  destroy  every  thing  our  people  had, 
especially  the  doctor's  box,  that  our  wounded  should  meet  with 
no  relief.  In  this  action  it  is  said  that  we  had  about  100  killed  and 
wounded,  a  third  thereof  is  supposed  to  be  killed;  it  is  reported  we 
killed  double  the  number  of  the  French." 

"  If  this  does  not  alarm  the  neiehboring  governments  nothing  can, 
and  I  make  no  doubt  but  the  French  will  soon  claim  this  fine  body 
of  land  as  their  right  by  conquest  if  we  do  not  immediattdy  raise  a 
eufhcient  force  to  convince  them  of  the  contrary — what  I  can  loara 
of  their  forces  is,  that  tliey  had  700  in  their  first  division,  ^00  in  the 
next,  and  500  in  the  last,  not  as  yet  joined,  which,  with  their  lu- 
dia.:s,  inakes  a  considerable  body." 

I'y  the  terms  of  capitulation,  (I'cnn-;ylvania  Archives,  Vol.  II.,  p. 
140,)  the  Eugli^li  commander  was  allowed,  with  all  his  garrison,  to 
retire  and  ''return  peaceably  to  his  country,  without  insult  from  the 
French,  who  were  also  to  restrain  their  savages  as  much  as  in  their 
power — they  were  permitted  to  carry  every  tLing  with  them  except 
the  artillery — to  march  out  with  '*  drums  beatiti'i — with  a  swivel 
gun,  being  willing  to  show  them  that  wo  treat  them  as  friends." 
WhtQ  articles  are  signed  on  both  sides,  "  they  strike  the  p]nglish 
Colors  and  tlie  French  take  possession — search  for  oxen  and  horses 
allowed,  as  'Well  as  for  their  etTects — promising  not  to  work  upon  any 
building  in  the  place,  or  this  side  the  mountain,  during  one  year." 
'Jhe   English  to  return  prisoners  "  made  on  the  assassination  of  Ju- 
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monvill'?,  and  return  tlicui  to  Fort  ])u  Q'lesnc ;  an']  ;is  hoit:igc?. 
Captains  Stobo  and  \'anbrain,  to  be  there  detained  undt-r  promise  of 
gate  reUirn  of  them  by  the  French." 

While  pri:>oner  at  i)u  Quesno,  Captain  Stobo  was  enabled  to  fur- 
Dish  a  p!au  of  that  f  jrt — tor  which  sec  p.  14G. 

Governor  Dinwiddie,  writin'^  to  Governor  FI.,  July  31,  says: 
"The  late  action  with  the  French  gave  nic  much  concern;  my 
orders  to  the  comruandinv;  oiEeer  was  by  no  means  to  attack  the 
enemy  until  all  the  forces  were  joined  in  a  biidy.  Tbey  w.jre  sur- 
prized and  had  no  account  of  their  uiarch  till  the  morninfr  before  the 
acti'^n,  wliich  obliged  them  to  be  on  the  defeusive,  and,  indeed,  con- 
sidering the  fev,'  numbers  of  our  forces,  the  enemy  have  nothing  to 
vaunt  of  but  what  they  got  by  the  capitulation."  "The  French,  no 
doubt,  will  fortify  themselves  as  strong  as  they  possibly  can.  Their 
numbers,  from  the  bast  information  1  can  procure,  does  not  exceed 
1000  nien,  Indians  included. " 

"The  article  of  capitulation  in  regard  to  mal:ing  'no  settlen?ent 
for  one  year' — the  ollicers  say  it  was  only  in  regard  to  the  fjiccs 
left  with  the  baggage  and  sick — they  gave  no  promise  for  them- 
selves." [ColouiariUcord,  Vol.  VI.,  pp.  13G-7.] 

On  August  25,  IToo,  Governor  Dinwiddie  proposes  to  Goverc^r 
Morris,  to  unite  in  building,  in  October,  "a  fort  at  the  Great  Cro.-s- 
ing,  or  at  the  Meadows" — on  which  Governor  Morris  says,  owirig  to 
the  disposition  of  the  Assembly,  "  it  is  absolutely  impossible  for  nio 
to  afford  you  the  assistance  I  should  othcrwi-e  do  in  a  work  so  necos- 
Bary  to  protect  our  frontiers  as  the  building  some  place  uf  strength 
at  the  most  convenient  pass  near  the  Great  Meadows."  [p.  GO-1,  and 
Pennsylvania  Archives,  ^'ol.  II.,  p.  39S  ] 

Colonel  Washington,  owing  to  the  death  of  Colonel  Fry  in  "\'ir- 
ginia,  became  chief  in  command,  and  desirous  of  openiug  the  r^^ad 
for  the  army,  pushed  on  over  Liurel  Hill  as  far  as  Gist'.-^  plantitinu, 
(where  he  expected  to  receive  the  French,)  which,  though  but  ab-uf. 
18  miles  distant,  they  did  nnt  reach  for  two  wct-k.'^.  Col.nitl  .Maeicay, 
of  tlw)  Ki->yal  army,  with  an  independent  company  of  luO  men,  wlin 
had  readied  the  (ireat  Meadows  before  Washington  left,  was  placed 
in  command  of  the  fort  there,  which,  expecting  an  attack  from  the 
French,  had  been  hastily  erected  there — but  owing  to  the  unex- 
pected numbers  of  the  French,  the  scarcity  of  provisions,  and  tiie 
horses  nearly  worn  out,  he  concluded  not  to  meet  them  at  Gists,  but 
to  retreat  to  Fort  Xecessity,  where  in  about  two  days  he  arrivid. 
The  French  appeared  on  the  od  of  July,  and  the  action  as  above  re- 
cited occurred. 

Tiie  f-ite  of  the  furt  was  in  Fayette  countv,  on  a  creek  cmptvinii 
into  the  Yohiogany  river;  some  few  trac-'s  of  the  fat  are  \i.-!tdt', 
but  the  most  of  them  have  been  destroyed  by  ploughing.  On  July 
3,  1S.j4,  the  corner-stone  for  a  monuiiieiit  wa*  laid  with  appfipriate 
ceremonies  and  speeches,  by  citizens  from  ditLrent  place*.  A  hatid- 
bumc  view  of  the  surrounding  neighborhood,  painted  by  Paul  Webur, 
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taken  in  July,  1854,  ornaments  the  wall  of  the  lli.--(oric:\l  Society 
cf  Pennsylvania,  at  l"liilailelplii;i. 

The  following  extr;;ct  of  a  letter  written  by  Town<=encl  'Ward,  who 
with  other.*,  was  a  visiter  at  the  same  time  with  Weber,  and  printpii 
in  the  North  American  of  July  3,  1*<54,  furnishes  a  descri{)tion  of 
tlio  present  condition  of  the  fort  and  country  around  it: 

"  Fort  Necessity  is  four  miles  East  of  Laurel  Hill,  and  above  3()0 
yards  South  of  the  National  road.  As  we  approached  tlie  spot,  the 
t-t:ii-5pangled  baiiucr  iloated  from  its  staff,  as  if  in  honor  of  our  pil- 
griniaee.  The  meadow  or  glade  is  entirely  level — the  rising  groun<l 
apjiroaching  tlie  site  of  the  fort  100  yards  on  one  side,  and  abnut  150 
on  tlie  other.  liraddock's  road  skirts  the  rising  ground  to  the 
South.  A  faint  outline  of  the  breast-work,  and  a  trace  of  the  ditch 
are  yet  vi-ible,and  now  will  remain  so,  for  the  rude  hand  which  held 
the  ydongh  that  aided  during  many  years  to  level  them,  was  stayed 
at  the  intercession  of  a  lover  of  the  memories  of  these  old  places. 
The  creek  was  dry;  and  this  is  all  that  remains.  Tlie  artillery 
which  Washington  was  unable  to  remove,  remained  a  number  of 
years,  and  it  is  said  to  have  been  the  cust  m  of  emigrants  who  en- 
c-iniped  at  the  fort  to  use  it  in  firing  salutes.  At  length  the  pieces, 
one  by  one,  were  carried  to  Kentucky  by  some  of  the  eniigrauts  who 
crossed  the  mountains." 

For  notices  of  the  fort  and  the  action  there,  see  Early  History  of 
Western  Pennsylvania,  pp.  75,  79;  Day's  Historical  (Collections  of 
Pennsylvania,  p.  ?33;  De  Hass's  History  of  Indian  Wars  in  Vir- 
ginia, p.  G3,  and  Sargent's  Braddock,  pp.  51-52,  and  Map,  p.  lOG.

Fort  Norris. 

This  fort  was  probably  erected  in  1755,  or  early  in  1750,  as  we 
find  it  was  vi.-itcd  by  James  Young  in  June  of  that  year,  who  iu  his 
Journal  (p.  07"^,)  says: 

"At  8  A.  M.  set  out  (from  Lehigh  Gap~)  for  Fort  Xnrrh;  first  G 
miles  a  good  waizon-road,  alonur  the  fuot  of  North  Muuntain,  the  other 
7  miles  hilly  and  stony — passed  three  plantations  ou  the  road,  all 
deserted  and  houses  burnt  down.  At  11,  A.  M.,  came  to  Fort 
Xurrie ;  found  here  a  serjeant  commanding  -1  nien,  the  iMisign  with 
Pi  lueti  out  ranging  the  woods  towards  Fort  Allen,  the  Captain  at 
Philadelphia,  for  the  people's  pay,  eince  IGth  ;  other  serjeant  at 
Ea>ton,  on  furlough,  since  "iOth.  I'hii  Fort  atnn  is  in  a  rnlhii  uh'^it 
mihcitij  ietirecn  the  Xoitli,  Muuntain  and  the.  I'uscnrori/,  G  ini/'js/roni 
each,  ou  the  hiijh  rood  toiranls  tlv:  Miniiink  ;  it  is  a  scpiare  ab.nit 
80  feet  each  way,  with  4  half  bastions,  all  very  completely  stock- 
ad(d  a'.id  finished,  and  very  dcfimceable ;  the  woods  are  clear  4U0 
yards  around  it — ou  the  bastions  are  two  swivel-guns  mounted: 
within  is  a  good  barr.:ck,  a  guard-room,  store-room  and  kitchen,  al.-.o 
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a  good  well.  At  1  o'clock,  the  Ensign,  with  12  rucn,  relumed  from 
ranging  the  woods — had  peen  no  Indiana.  Mustered  the  whole,  34 
in  number — stout,  able  men  ;  the  arms  loaded  and  clean,  the  cartouche 
boxes  filled  with  12  rounds  per  man — provisions,  a  large  quantity  of 
heef,  very  ill  cured,  standing  in  tubs;  a  quantity  of  biscuits  and 
flour,  and  about  5U  gallons  ot  rum."  "  At  2,  P.  31.,  Captain  Wea- 
therold  came  here,  from  on  his  way  to  Philadelphia,  the  messenger 
having  overtaken  him  8  miles  from  his  station,  and  proposed  to  go 
with  me  to  Dupui's,  where  his  lieutenant  and  20  men  arc  stationed 
— 1  accepted.  Provisions,  &c.,  arms  \'6  good  muskets,  3  burst,  IG 
very  Lad  ;  oS  cartcuch  boxes,  100  pounds  powder,  300  pounds  lead, 
112  blankets,  39  axes,  3  broad  do.,  SO  tomahawks,  G  shovels,  U 
grubbing  hoes,  5  spades,  5  drawing-knives,  9  chissels,  3  adzes,  3 
handsaws,  2  augers,  2  splitting-knives.  At  3,  P.  M.,  set  out  from 
Fort  Norris  for  Fort  Hamilton;  at  G,  P.  31.,  came  to  Phil.  Bozart's, 
a  farmer  12  miles  from  Fort  Norris."  [Young's  Journal,  June  23j 
1750,  Vol.  II.,  pp.  073,  G79.] 

October  17,  175G.  William  Parsons  supplied  this  fort  with  20 
pounds  powder  and  23  pounds  lead,  and  again  on  the  2Cth,  with  25 
pounds  powder  and  11  pounds  lead.   [Vol.  III.,  p.  SI.] 

In  a  petition  from  the  inhabitants  of  Lynn  township,  Northamp- 
ton county,  on  an  alarm  from  Indians  and  asking  for  protection,  it 
is  stated  that  the  distance  is  some  10  miles  to  Fort  Franklin,  to  Fort 
Allen  10,  to  Fort  Norris  10,  to  Fort  Hamilton  IG    [p.  152.] 


Fort  North  kill. 

So  early  as  1751  this  fort  is  mentioned  in  a  journal  wherein  the 
writer  (whoso  name  is  unknown  and  date  uncertain,)  says,  June  14, 
[I'enni'ylvania  Archives,  Vol.  II.,  p.  159,]  "Arrived  at  Lieutenant 
Colonel  Wtiser's,  where  I  received  orders  to  march  with  the  com- 
puiy  or  detachment  to  Fort  Henry,  and  from  there  take  a  detach- 
ment of  20  men  and  continue  'till  to  the  Fort  on  Northkill. 
•  Accordiucly  on  the  15th,  in  the  morning,  took  the  said  20  men  from 
"ort  llt'ury,  of  the  new  levies,  and  marched  straightwav  to  the  said 
f')rt,  accompanied  with  Captain  Busse  and  Captain  Smith.  As  soon 
a^  I  arrived  I  gave  I'^usign  Harry  (then  commander  of  the  said  fort,) 
iictice  of  my  orders,  and  sent  off  immediately  to  the  Colonel's  with 
a  report  of  the  condition  I  found  the  fort  in,  and  sent  him  a  list  of 
tlie  new  levies  who  were  detached  from  Captain  Uusse's  fort  with  me 
to  this  fort." 

IGtb.  Captains  Busse  and  Smith  set  ofT  about  10  o'clock,  with  a 
Ecout  of  10  men,  which  Captain  Basse  had  ordered  from  his  com- 
pany on  the  loth.  And  Ensign  Harry  marched  out  of  the  f -rt 
ruiout  12  o'clock  (after  delivering  it  to  me,)  with  his  men  to  Fort 
Lob.fnou,  according  to  orders. 

"  i'rovibions  I  found  in  the  fort  as  follows  :  5  pounds  of  powder, 
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lOS  p->un'Js  fl  uir,  10  small  bars  of  It-aJ,  15  poun  Is  of  beef  uud  p  nk, 
oi  pouii'ls  caiidlc'ii." 

ITtb.  From  tbouce  be,  witb  a  cniporal  and  "20  men,  accorliiiL,'  to 
orders  from  Lieuteiiant-CJobDnel  Wei.ser,  scouted  and  ranged  tbc 
^voods  to  Fort  ]j(.'bunon,  and  on  tlie  ISth  returned  to  Fort  Norlb- 
kilL  [p.  159.] 

On  Juno  liUth,  175G,  Commissary  Younp:  says: 

"At  "2,  P.  M.,  I  set  out  from  Keadiritr,  escorted  by  5  men  of  tbc 
town,  on  bor&ebaek,  for  the  Fort  at  Xortlikill — at  lialf-past  G  we  came 
to  tbe  fort.  It  is  about  19  miles  from  Heading — tbe  road  very 
biily  and  tbick  of  wood.  Tbc  fort  is  about  9  miles  to  tbe  Westward 
of  Schuylkill,  and  stands  in  a  very  tbick  wood,  on  a  ^m  dl  rising 
ground,  balf  a  n)ile  from  tbe  middle  of  Nortbkill  crtck — it  is  in- 
teuded  fur  a  square  about  o2  feet  eacb  way;  at  eacb  corner  is  a  balf 
bastion  of  very  litile  service  to  flank  tbe  curtain — tbe  stoccados  are 
very  ill  Hxed  in  tiie  ground,  and  open  in  many  places — within  is  a 
very  bad  loir-house  for  tbe  people;  it  has  no  chimney  and  can  afford 
but  little  shelter  in  b;id  weather."  "Next  plauiatinu  balf  a  mile 
oQ" — •'  14  men  are  posted  here,  all  detached  from  Colonel  Morgan's 
company  at  Fort  Lebanon" — "5  are  absent  on  leave" — only  b  men 
and  the  serjeant  on  duty" — "  there  ouijiit  to  be  a  commissioned  of 
ficer  here,  as  tbe  serjeant  does  not  do  his  duty,  nor  are  the  men 
under  proper  command  for  want  of  a  more  siiperior  otbcer."  "The 
woods  are  not  cleared  above  40  yards  from  the  fort.  I  gave  orders 
to  cut  all  down  for  2'.'0  yards."  "  I  inquired  why  there  was  so  little 
powder  and  lead;  tbe  serjeant  told  me  be  had  repeatedly  requested 
more  of  Captain  Mor«:au,  but  to  no  purpose.  Provisions  here,  flour 
and  rum  for  4  weeks.  Mr.  Selly,  of  Reading,  sends  the  ulBeur 
money  to  purchase  meal  as  they  want  it."  "  Captain  Basse  came 
here  from  Fort  Henry,  with  8  men  on  horseback,  expecting  to  meet 
Culonel  Weiser."  "  i'rovincial  arms  here,  S  good  mu.-kets,  4  rounds 
powder  and  lead  per  man,  15  blankets,  3  axes. 

*'  From  Nortlikill  to  Le!'ani>u  e.xceeding  bad  road,  very  stonv  and 
mountainous— about  6  miles  froiu  Nortbkill  crossed  the  North 
Mountain."  [Journal  of  Commissary  Y'>ung,  -June  20,  175o.  Ref. 
Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  II.,  pp.  159,  G75;  Vol.  III.,  pp.  o\, 
3G,  253,  277,  2S3,  354.] 

November  4,  175G.  Lieutenant  IPmiphroys,  commandant  of  tbi.s 
fort,  wrote  to  Captain  Morgan  and  int'urmed  him,  that  "  the  same 
day  (od,)  about  11  o'clock  in  the  fiTenoou  (about  lialf  a  mile  fruni 
bis  furt,)  as  he  was  returning  fr*^m  his  scout,  came  upon  a  body  of 
Indians  to  tbe  number  of  20,  at  the  bouse  of  Nicholas  Long,  where 
they  had  killed  2  old  men  aii.l  t\\:cn  atnitht-r  cnptive,  and  di.'ubtle>3 
would  have  kdlc'.l  all  the  family,  there  being  9  children  iu  the 
bouse;  the  lieutenant's  party,  though  7  in  number,  lired  tipon  tiio 
ludians,  and  tbouL'bt  they  killcil  2,  tbry  dropping  down  and  starting 
up  again  ;  one  held  his  hand  (  as  tlicy  imagineil)  over  his  wound, 
and  they  all  ran  off,  making   a   hollowing  uoise;   vvc  got  a  blanket 
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I  and  gun  which  he  that  was  shot  dropped  in  his  flight.     The  lieuten-

ant  had  one  man  shot'  through  the  right  arm  and  the  right  side,  but 
hopes  not  mortal,  and  he  had  4  shots  through  his  own  clothes." 

In  a  postscript  of  same  date,  Captain  Morgan  complains  to  Gover- 
ror  Denny,  that  "having  2  forts  to  defend  with  one  company  of  53 
men  (Lebanon  and  Northkill,)  his  force  is  insufficient  to  protect 
rir'ainst  the  violent  outrages  of  the  Indians  near  both  forts — G  per- 
sons being  scalped  or  missing  within  a  mile  of  Fort  Lebanon,  and  2 
men  killed  ar.d  one  taken  captive  within  half  a  mile  of  Fort  North- 
kill."  [Vol.  IlL,  pp.  2S,  P.O.] 

"  Mr.  Humphreys  behaved  in  a  most  laudable  manner,  and  mani- 
fested that  calm  courage  and  presence  of  mind  which  will  ever  gain 
an  advantage  over  superior  numbers."   [p.  37.] 

Captain  Morgan,  in  his  Journal,  p.  2o2,  says,  July  1,  1757,  "a 
fcout  arrived  from  Fort  Northkill  and  returned  the  same  day,  bring- 
ing no  news.  On  the  22d,  sent  out  a  party  to  range  (from  Fort 
Lebanon)  to  the  Fort  at  Northkill,  with  Ensign  Harry,  for  ammu- 
nition, who  staid  all  night,  the  rest  guarding  at  the  Fort  and  farm- 
ers. 23d.  The  party  returned  from  Northkill  with  a  command  of 
Colonel  ^Veiscr's  men,  with  Lieutenant  "Wciser  himself,  who  staid 
here  all  night." 

Conrad  \Veiser  writes  from  Reading,  October  1,  (p.  277.)  ''  Cap- 
tain O.swald,  upon  hearing  the  distress  the  people  about  Northkill 
were  in,  sent  immediately  two  lieutenant.s,  with  40  private  men  to 
their  assistance,  which  gained  him  the  esteem  and  love  of  his  towns- 
people. I  canaot  describe  the  consternation  the  people  are  in  iu 
these  parts." 

Major  James  Burd,  in  his  Journal,  February  22, 175S,  (p.  354,) 
says,  ''Ordered  Captain  Weiser  to  continue  to  range  from  this  (Au- 
gusta?) to  Northkill  and  Swatarra,  to  employ  all  his  judgment  to 
waylay  the  enemy  and  protect  the  inhabitants."  And  on  the  25th. 
"Ordered  Captain  Morgan  to  continue  to  patrol  to  Northkill  and 
Alleminglc." 

No  further  traces  of  this  fort  are  found  in  the  Archives.  It  "  was 
eituatcd  in  Upper  Tulpehockon  township,  Berks  county,  on  the 
Eastern  bank  of  the  Eastern  branch  of  the  Little  Northkill  creek, 
about  half  a  mile  North  of  the  road  from  Shartlesville  to  Kohrer.-^- 
burg.  In  175S,  it  stood  about  half  a  mile  from  the  house  of  Nicho- 
las Long,  It  was  19  miles  from  Reading  and  9  miles  West  of 
k^chuylkill — stood  on  a  small  rising  ground  about  half  a  mile  East 
of  the  crock."  [H.  A.  M.] 


Patter.son's  Fort. 


In  a  letter  from  Edward  Shippcn,  dated  Lancaster,  April  4,  175il, 
it  is  Ft:itr-d  th;it  "  Pa'ter.-on's  Fort  was  attacked  ye>terday  by  a  con- 
•  id>  r^blo  uuubor  of  Indians  oa  the  opposite-  aide  of  the  creek,  but 
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received  no  damage,  and  several  shots  were  heard  towards  Mr. 
l^urd's  Fort."  Extract  of  a- letter  from  Mr.  z\lricks,  March  31.  [See 
Vol.  II.,  p.  609.] 

And  by  a  letter  from  Captaiu  Patterson  (who  was  at  Carlisle)  to 
hi.s  wife,  we  are  informed  that  on  "  JMotiday,  -Dth  IMaroh,  about  5 
o'clock,  one  Hugh  Metchcltrce,  who  was  going  to  fodder  hh  cattle, 
was  carried  off  by  the  Indians;  about  sundown  some  Indians  ap- 
peared on  the  hill  oppo.-^ite  to  Patterson's  Fort  and  fired  (>  guns,  a 
bullet  from  one  of  which  struck  the  guard-house;  about  10  o'clock 
of  the  same  night  the  soldiers  heard  a  tiring,  which  they  suppo.-cil  to 
be  at  Fort  Granville  or  the  Fort  at  Tuscarora,  and  imagine  it  is 
taken.     They  imagine  the  firing  was  cannon  or  platoons."   [p.  G13.] 

Governor  ^lorris  says  to  the  Commissioners,  April  8, 1750,  (P.  S.) 
"  Mitcheltrce,  taken  last  week  within  sight  of  Patterson's  Fort,  called 
to  the  garrison  and  told  them  the  Indians  were  but  6  in  number, 
and  desired  to  be  rescued,  but  none  went;  he  was  carried  ofl:""  [Vol. 
II ,  p.  617.] 

This  being  all  that  is  said,  it  is  difficult  to  decide  whether  there 
was  a  Fort  Patterson,  or  only  one  bearing  his  name  as  its  com- 
mander.    [See  Fort  Granville.] 


Du  QuESNE. — Fort  Pitt. 

The  followinf;  letters  are  copied  from  the  Pennsylvania  Gazette, 
December  14,  1758,  and  furnish  various  details  re^^pccting  the  cap- 
ture of  Fort  Du  Quesne  which  we  had  not  seen  when  the  account  on 
pages  355  and  39-4  was  printed  j  they  are  here  introduced  as  Intro- 
ductory to  Fort  Pitt. 

Extract  of  a  letter  from  Pittsburg,  lately  Fort  Du  Qucstic,  Nov. 
2G,  1758. 

*'  I  have  now  the  pleasure  to  write  you  from  the  ruins  of  the  fort. 
On  the  24th,  at  niL'ht,  we  were  informr;d  by  one  of  our  Inoian  scouta 
that  he  had  discovered  a  cloud  of  smoke  above  the  place,  and  soon 
after  another  carae  in  v/ith  certain  intelligence  that  it  nas  burned 
and  abandoned  by  the  enemy.  ^VG  were  then  about  15  miles  from 
it.  A  troop  of  horse  was  sent  forward  immediately  to  extinguish 
the  burning,  and  the  whole  army  followed.  ^Ve  arrived  at  0  o'clock 
h't  night  and  found  it  in  a  great  measure  destroyed.  There  are 
two  furts  about  200  yards  di.staut,  the  one  built  with  immense  labor, 
small,  but  a  great  deal  of  very  strong  works  collected  into  little 
room,  and  st.inds  on  the  point  of  a  narrow  neck  of  land,  at  the  ecu- 
fiucuco  of  the  tv.'O  rivers.  It  is  square,  and  has  two  ravjlius,  gabions 
at  each  corner,  &c.  The  other  fort  st;iuds  on  the  bank  of  the  Alle- 
gany, in  form  of  a  parallelogram,  but  nothing  so  stronij  as  the  other 
— several  of  the  outworks  W(;re  lately  begun,  auil  stiil  unfinished. 
There  are,  I  thiuk,  oO  stacks  of  chimneys  etandiug,  the  houses  all 
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destroyed.  They  sprung"  <a  mine  which  ruined  one  of  their  maga- 
zines;"" in  t'hc  other  wo  found  IG  biUTL-ls  of  aiunjunition,  a  proligiou^ 
quantity  of  old  carriage  iron,  gun  barrels,  and  about  a  cart  bjud  of 
scalpinfT-ktiives,  kc.  They  went  off  in  so  much  haste  that  they 
couhi  not  make  quite  the  liavoc  of  their  works  they  intended.  We 
are  tohi  by  the  Indians  that  they  lay  the  night  before  last  at  Beaver 
creek,  about  40  miles  down  the  Ohio  from  here.  Wliether  they 
buried  their  cannon  in  the  viver,  or  carried  them  down  in  their 
battcau.^,  we  have  not  yet  learned.  A  boy  12  years  old,  who  has 
boon  ttieir  prisoner  two  years,  and  who  escaped  on  the  2d  instant, 
tcdis  us  they  had  carri  'd  a  prodigious  quantity  of  wood  into  the  fort; 
that  they  had  burned  five  of  the  prisoners  they  took  at  Major  Grant's 
defeat  on  the  parade,  and  delivered  others  to  the  Indians,  who  were 
toii):diaw!  ed  on  the  spot.  ^Ve  have  found  numbers  of  dead  bodies, 
within  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  the  fort,  unburied;  so  many  monu- 
ments of  French  humanity.  A  great  many  Indians,  m  istiy  Dela- 
warcs,  gathered  together  on  the  island  last  night  and  tliis  morning 
to  treat  with  the  General,  and  we  are  making  rafts  to  bring  them 
over.  Whether  the  General  will  think  of  repairing  tlie  ruins  or 
.  leaving  any  of  the  troops  here,  I  have  not  yet  heard.  Mr.  Beattie 
is  appoiiitt'd  to  preach  a  thanksgiving  sermon  for  the  remarkable 
superioritv  of  his  Majesty's  arras.  We  let"t  all  our  tents  at  Loyal- 
haiining,  and  every  couveniency  except  a  blankft  and  kniipsaek." 

Prom  the  many  letters  received  relating  to  the  reduction  of  tlie 
fort,  and  which  are  much  alike,  the  Gazette  extracts  the  fuUuwing 
particulars,  viz. 

"That  the  General  marched  2500  picked  men  from  Loyalhanning, 
without  tents  or  baggage,  and  a  light  train  of  artillery,  in  expecta- 
,  tion  of  meetinfr  the  enemy  and  determininji  by  a  battle  who  should 
possess  the  country.  That  the  route  they  took  to  Fort  Du  Quesne 
was  about  50  ujiles,  which  they  performed  in  tive  days,  and  reck- 
oned it  to  be  an  extraordinary  march  considering  the  season  of  the 
year,  the  uncertainty  cf  the  roads  entirely  unknown,  and  the  ditii- 
culty  of  m  ikmg  tiicm  practicable  for  the  artillery;  that  the  enemy, 
among  other  things,  destroyed  a  very  considerable  quantity  of 
Indian  goods.  That  the  garrison  consisted  of  about  4(HJ  men,  part 
of  which  went  down  the  Ohio,  lUD  l:)y  land,  supposed  to  Pre.-qu' 
Pie,  an  J  •JIM)  to  Venango  with  the  G.iveruur,  M.  i)o  liigncry.  That 
this  successful  expedition  will  be  of  great  service  to  the  colouies 
provided  they  improve  it,  and  that  now  is  the  time  to  take  vii^nrous 
uiciisures  to  support  the  conquest.  That  the  French,  by  being  ob- 
liged to  abaudou  Fort  l)u  Quesne,  have  lo.-t  u  vast  tract  of  country, 
and  the  various  Indian  tribes  inhabiting  it  s>.'em,  in  a  certain  mau- 
ner,  rtconeiled  to  his  .Majesty's  protect  ion  and  government.  Tiiat 
th<;  Iniji.iiis  who  attacked,  with  the  French,  our  people  at  Jjoyal- 
haiiriiti^r  ou  the  12'h  October  last,  wore  to  join  us;  and  that  only  4 
'•t  the  whole  stmdc  to  and  went;  ufY  with  the  enemy.  That  a  bastion 
■•  of  ouo   of  the   forts  which   mouuts   3  ^unti  was  found  entire,  with 
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about  50  rounds  of  r2-pouncl  shot,  some  irrapesbof,  am]  plenty  nf 
niu^kct  balls;  that  from  the  situiitinn  of  tlie  place  if  our  troup-^  Inul 
LesicgtJ  it  iu  form  thoy  must  liave  lost  a  great  many  inoii,  as  tlu/ir 
small-arms  would  have  heori  of  very  little  service  to  tlicm.  Tliat 
the  General  was  to  make  a  secure  [leace  with  all  the  Indians  on  tiie 
Ohio,  who  seemed  very  desirous  n{  renewing  their  ancient  friendship 
with  us;  to  leave  a  strong  garrison  there,  and  to  set  immediately 
about  works  sufficient  both  for  conveniency  and  8afet3".  'J'hat  our 
men  were  prodi<jriously  shocked  at  the  sight  of  the  bodies  of  thi  ir 
slau^-htered  friends,  who  fell  in  iMaj^ir 'Grant's  attack,  lying  unburiid 
at  the  very  gates  of  Du  Quesno,  manv  of  whom  ihey  were  well- 
inf'-rmed  were  cruelly  niurdercd  in  C'dd  blood  by  the  Frenoli." 

Th3  news  was  brought  to  I'hiladcljdiia  by  express  from  (leneral 
Forbes  on  iSunda\-,  iK'.'etiibor  iDtli.  Fol  owing  are  extracts  of  a 
letter  from  that  General's  army,  dated  Pittsburg  (formerly  l''ort  J)a 
(juosiie,)  Novcn)ber  2S,  17;)S  : 

"  I  have  the  pleasure  to  write  this  letter  upon  the  spot  where  I'ort 
Du  Quesne  ouee  stor.-J^  while  the  Pritir-h  tljg  flies  over  the  debris  of 
its  bastions  in  triumj/ii." 

After  ^pecifyiMg  the  advantages  to  result  from  this  success,  the 
writer  proceeds : 

"These  advantages  have  been  procured  by  the  prudence  and  abili- 
ties of  General  Forbes,  without  stroke  of  sword." 

"The  difriculMes  he  h  id  to  strug'^zle  with  were  great.  To  maintain 
armies  in  a  wilderness,  hundreds  of  miles  from  the  settlements;  to 
march  tliem  by  untrodden  paths  over  almost  impasstiblc  mouniains, 
1  through  thick  woods  and  dant:crous  di  tiles  required  bi>th  fore.-iijht 
I  and  experience,  e.-rieeiallv  if  V'hi  con-ider  the  elTorts  of  an  active 
i  enemy  trequently  endeavoring  to  cut  off  irur  convoys;  considiT  al.-o 
^  Lis  long  and  dan'j;erous  sickness  under  which  a  man  of  less  spirits 
I  would  have  sunk;  and  the  advanced  season,  which  would  have 
^  deterred  a  less  determined  leader,  and  think  that  he  has  surmounted 
J  all  these  difheulties,  that  he  has  confjuered  all  this  country — has 
i  driven  the  French  from  the  Oldo  and  obliged  them  to  blow  up  their 
I  fort,  (when  we  were  within  a  few  miles  of  it  we  lieard  the  explo- 
}  sion  ;)  ho  has  now  reconciled  the  several  nations  of  Indians  at  war 
I  with  us  and  with  one  another,  regained  our  lost  influence  anions' 
■|  them,  and  fixed  it  on  so  firm  a  foundation  as  not  again  to  be  shaken; 
I  so  that  our  back  settlements  instead  of  being  frightful  lields  of 
blood  will  once  more  smile  in  peace  and  plenty." 

"  Ail  his  motions  were  narrowly  watched  by  the  enemy,  who 
finding  t!:at  he  not  only  proceeded  with  care  and  circumspection, 
but  infle.tibie  steadiness,  and  that  they  could  neither  face  him  in  the 
1  tiLdd,  retard  his  march,  nor  resist  him  iu  their  fort,  retired  to  to*  ir 
I  barrens  and  t\ll  down  the  river,  we  hear,  to  a  fort  built  two  or 
I  three  years  ago  near  the  junction  of  the  Ohio  with  the  (Cherokee 
»  river,  where  their  united  -^tream  falls  into  the  Mississippi  bUU  miles 
M     hfuce." 
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I'-' The  2Gth  of  this  mouth  was  observed  by  the  Getjcral's  orders 
as  a  daj  of  public  thanks^^'iving  to  Almighty  Gud  for  our  succcfs ; 
the  day  after  we  had  a  grand  fuu  de  joie,  and  to-day  a  great  detach- 
I       ■  ment  goes  to  ]3raddock's  field  of  battle  to  bury  the  bones  of  our 

'  slaughtered   countrymen,    many  of  whom    were   butchered  in  cold 

[  blood  by  (tho^e  crueller  than  savages)  the  French,  who  to  the  eter- 

nal sbarae  and  infamy  of  their  country,  I'ii't  them  lying  above  ground 
ever  since,  and  strewed  around  this  fun,  equally  reproach  them  and 
proclaim  loudly  to  all  civilized  nations  their  barbarity." 

"  Thau'r.'s  to  Heaven,  their  reign  on  this  coctintut  promises  no 
long  duration,  especially  if  Mr.  J-'itt  be  preserved,  whoie  great  soul 
animates  all  our  measures,  infuses  utiw  courage  into  our  soldiers  and 
Failurs,  and  inspires  our  geiicrals  and  admirals  with  the  most  com- 
inondablo  conduct." 

"On  Monday  last  there  were  great  rejoicings  in  this  city  (Phila- 
delphia) ou  account  of  the  success  of  his  Majesty's  arms  under  the 
command  of  Ijrigadier-General  Forbes.  At  12  o'clock  a  royal 
Balute  was  Gred  from  the  battery,  which  was  answered  by  the  Pt-Un- 
sylvania  frigate.  General  Forbes'  regiment  was  drawn  up  in  Market 
Etrcet  and  lired  three  volleys,  making  a  very  handsome  appearance. 
I:i  the  evening  his  honor  the  Governor,  the  Council,  the  magistrates, 
the  ofiicers  of  General  Forbes'  regiment,  the  other  ofScers  in  town, 
and  the  gentlemen  of  the  city  met  and  drank  the  healths  of  Lin 
Majesty,  the  Koyul  Family,  Mr.  Pitt,  General  Amherst,  Prigaditr- 
Geut-ral  Forbes,  and  other  loyal  healths.  The  whole  concluded 
with  ringing  of  bells,  bonOres,  illuminations,  firing  of  rockets,  <.Vo., 
and  every  thing  was  conducted  with  the  greatest  order  L;nd 
decency." 

Governor  Denny  issued  his  proclamation  for  a  day  of  tlianksgivir.g 
ou  the  2>)th  December,  for  general  successes  by  sea  and  l.uid,  ai;il 
especially  for  the  reduction  of  Louisburg,  Frontenac,  and  Fort  L'u 
Quesue. 

^iovcniber  '2i3,  17.5S.  Gon-  ral  Forbes  writes  to  Governor  Denny 
from  "Fort  Du  Qaesne,  now  Pitt.-burg." 

"I  have  now  the  pleasure  and  honor  of  acquaintiiiir  you  with  t':e 
Eiirnal  success  of  bis  ^Majesty's  troops  over  all  his  enemies  on  the 
Oiiio,  by  having  obliged  them  to  abandon  and  burn  their  Fort  l)u 
(Juesne,  which  they  evacuated  upon  the  2  tth  in-tant,  and  of  wl.icii 
1  took  po-'sossiun  with  my  little  army  the  nest  day.  The  enemy 
having  made  their  escape  down  the  river,  part  in  boats,  and  part  ly 
land,  to  their  forts  and  settlements  oa  the  Mississippi,  being  aban- 
di>ued,  or  at  least  not  seconded  by  their  friends  the  Indian.**,  whom 
we  had  previ  -usly  engaged  to  act  a  neutral  part,  and  who  now  seem 
»U  willing  and  ready  to  embrace  his  Majesty's  most  gracious  protoe- 
^  tion."  "  I  have  not  time  to  give  y<m  a  detail  of  <iur  proceedii!:.^ 
and  approaches  towards  the  enemy,  or  of  the  hardships  and  difhcui- 
tics  that  we  neees.-arily  met  with,  all  tliat  will  soon  come  out." 

"  1  ahall  be  jhhged  to  leave  about  2U0    mcQ   of  your  i'rovincial 
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troops  to  join  a  portion  of  Virginia  and  Maryland's  rangcr.s^  iu 
order  to  protect  this  cuuntrj  during  the  winter  " 

"  I  bej;  the  barracks  ciny  be  put  in  good  repair,  and  proper  lodg- 
ings for  tho  ollicor?,  and  that  you  will  send  me,  with  the  greatest 
despatch,  your  opinion  how  1  am  to  dispose  of  the  rest  of  your 
Provincial  troops  for  the  ease  and  convenience  of  the  Province  and 
the  inhabitants." 

"  You  must  also  remember  that  Colonel  Montgomery's  battalion 
of  1300  men,  and  4  companies  of  Iloyal  Americans,  are  after  £o  long 
and  tedious  a  campaign  to  be  taken  care  of  iu  some  comfortable 
winter  quarters."   [Colonial  Record,  Vol.  VllL,  p.  1^33.] 

"  Last  night  His  Escellency  General  Forbes  arrived  in  town, 
when  the  guns  of  the  fort  were  fired,  and  the  bells  rung."  January 
ISlb,  IToD.

Fort  Pitt. 

A  letter  from  Colonel  Mcreer,  January  S,  1759,  to  Governor 
Denny,  from  Pittsburg,  says,  *'  Soon  after  this  (marching  his  bat- 
talion from  Fort  Ligonier  to  be  disbanded,)  General  Forbes  th'-'r.ght 
proper  to  appoint  me  to  take  command  of  what  troops  W'-ro  left  on 
the  Ohio."  "The  General  has,  on  my  remonstrances,  orJerol  up 
(he  was  then  in  Philadelphia,)  a  r.inforcenicnt  of  men  to  secure  this 
post,  so  that  what  g^ods  r^ay  be  sent  will  be  in  no  danger  of  falliug 
into  the  enemy's  hands."  (They  were  assembling  and  forming  a 
magazine  near  Kuslcusky,  and  others  expected  from  Venango.) 
"  This  garrison  consists  of  2S0  men.  The  works  are  now  capable  of 
some  defence,  though  huddled  up  in  a  very  hasty  manner,  the 
weather  being  extremely  severe."  January  8,  1759.  [Colonial  Re- 
cord, Vol.  VllL,  p.  -03.] 

This  was  probably  the  commencement  of  the  first  Fort  PlU^  or 
rather  only  repairs  and  additions  made  to  the  fort  as  left  by  the 
French.  At  this  time  no  person  had  been  appointed  to  the  com- 
mand in  this  and  the  Southern  provinces,  though  the  Assembly 
Eeem  to  have  taken  alarm  at  a  n!port  "  that  Colonel  I'yrd,  of  Vir- 
ginia, hid  como  from  New  York,  and  was  to  commc.nd  the  army  on 
the  Vrestern  frontiers."  As  the  Governor  was  then  without  in- 
formation, ue  could  not  allay  the  fears  of  the  Assembly,  who  dis- 
patched a  «econd  committee  with  a  pr^^posal  to  send  a  representation 
from  the  A^-'embly  aiid  Council  to  General  Amherst,  at  Xew  York; 
while,  however,  this  di.-.cu'-si.in  was  procecdinij,  a  servant  came  to 
the  Governor  with  tbe  agreeable  cows  that  General  Sr.auwix  "  wa3 
eou;e  to  town"  bearing  a  letter  from  General  Amherst,  dated  Mareh 
18th,  informing  him  that  he  had  •'  tliovight  it  for  the  good  of  his 
JIujesty's  service  to  appoint  Brigadicr-Gcucral  St;iuwix  to  that  com- 
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mr\nd,"  and  tliat  he  was  to  leave   Philadelphia  "  the  next  day  to 

I  otjtor  upon  it  with  general  powers."      Before  the  news  of  the  death 

p  of  General  Forlns  h;id  reached  ICngland,  a  letter  was  received  from 

I  Secr.-tary  Pitt,  dated  January  '2o,  1759,  directing  General  Aniherst 

I  and  Croneral  Forbes  '•  to   lo-e  no   time  in  concerting  the  proporest 

[  and  speediest  means  fur  completely  restoring,  if  possible,  the  ruined 

I  port  Du  Qaesne  to  a  defeu>iblc  and  respectable  state,  or  for  erecting 

atiottier  in  the  room  of  it  of  sufficient  strength   and  every  way  ade- 

ijuite  to  the  great  importance  of  the  several  objects  of  mainrainiiiir 

his  Majesty's  subjects  in    the  undisputed    possession  of  the  Ohio." 

General  Amherst  urged  upon  the  Governor  "  to  induce  the  Council 

and  Assem!;ly  to  exert  every  means  in    their   power  for  collecting 

and  fijrwarding  the  materials  of  all   sorts,  and   the  workmen   which 

shall  be  wanted  '^r  icnuired  bv  the  commander-in-chief,  or  13ri"adier- 

(ti  neral    Furies,  as  well   as   provision^,"  i;c.    [\'ol.  VIII.,  p.   oIG, 

January  S,  175ii.]     \Vhich  the  Governor  immediately  attends  to  in 

a  nie-sa'ie. 

Cwlonel  MiTf^er  furni-hed  a  detail  of  the  garrison  at  Pittsburg, 
i^Iareh  17,  1759,  by  which  it  amounted  to  4'2>i  effective  rank  and 
file    [Colonial  llocord,  Vol.  Vlll.,  p.  314.]     And  on  the 

4th  April,  1750,  there  were  409  men;  and  artiller}',  2  royal 
howitzers,  t5  cihorns,  and  a  proportion  of  shot,  grapcshut  and  shells. 
[Peniisylvania  Archives,  Vol.  111.,  p.  S^T'U.] 

There  were  several  conferences  with  the  Indians  at  Pittsburj 
during  the  year,  viz  July  4,  175!',  by  Geo.  Croghan.  agent  of  Sir 
\Vm.  Johnson,  aii'l  July  9 — at  both  Colonel  iMereer  proided  or  v.as 
present.  ''The  Goner  il  is  on  liis  way  here  to  build  a  tradiriu'- 
hou-e."   [Colonial  Record,  Vol.  VIII.,  p.  3S2,  &c  ] 

Au;rust  4,  1759.  The  news  of  the  operations  at  Niagara  reached 
Pitt-burg    via    Venango — "Amongst    the    prisoners    is    Mons.     De 
Lignery  who  commanded  at  this  place,  shot  through  the  thick  of  the 
/    thijh."  [lb.  p.  303  ] 
*  A  letter  from   Colonel   Mercer   to  Governor   Denny,    August  6, 

1750,  says,  that  owing  to  so  many  Indians  being  there,  the  expense 
of  provisirins  is  very  great,  he  has  "  been  obliged  to  reduce  the  gar- 
rison to  350,  and  even  with  this  number  can  scarcely  save  an  ounce 
between  the  convoys." 

"Captain  Gorden,  chief  engineer,  has  arrived  with  most  of  the 
artiScors,  but  does  not  fix  on  a  spot  for  onstructim:  the  fort  til!  the 
General  comes  up.  Wc  are  preparing  tlie  materials  for  buildini: 
with  what  expedition  so  few  men  are  capable  of."  [Colonial  Record,

Au;:.  13, 1759.  '-The  garrison  is  not  yet  reinforced.  The  convoys 
with  provision^  come  in  so  heavily  that  we  are,  though  a  stnall  -^um- 
ber, scarcely  supplied  from  one  to  the  other."  [lb.  p.  305.]  'Jhe 
French  seem  to  have  retreated  >ince  the  favorable  news  from  Nia- 
gara. Colonel  Mercer  writes  to  the  Governor,  September  15,  1750, 
that    '''a   pcii\ct    trai;.|uillity   reigus    here   since   General  Stauwix 
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aviived — the  worl<s  of  the  new  fort  go  on  briskly  and  no  enemy 
nppcqjs  near  the  camp  or  upou  the  coinraunication.  By  some 
^VyatIJots  from  the  Huron  river,  we  hear  that  the  French  are  con- 
structing a  new  fort  near  Detroit."  [Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol. 
III.,  p.  GS.5.] 

Owing  to  "the  difficulty  of  supplying  the  army,  the  General  is 
obliged  to  keep  more  of  the  troops  at  Ligouier  and  Bedford  than  he 
would  clioose.  The  remainder  of  the  Virginia  regiment  joins  ua 
next  week.  Colrmcl  Burd  is  forming  a  post  at  Redstone  creek. 
Colonel  Armstrong  remains  some  weeks  longer  at  Ligonior,  and  tho 
greater  part  of  my  battalion  will  be  divided  along  the  communica- 
tion to  Carlisle."  [lb.  p.  GS5,  Sept.  15,  IToO.] 

General  Stanwix  writes  to  Governor  Denny  from  '-Pittsburg, 
October  IS,  1750,  We  are  proceeding  hero  to  establish  a  good  post, 
by  erecting  a  respectable  fort.  Our  advancements  are  far  unequal 
to  my  wishes,  beginning  so  very  late  as  the  10th  of  September, 
which  was  as  soon  as  I  got  up  working  tools,  and  have  continued  as 
many  troops  here  as  I  could  feed  for  the  works,  and  have  often  been 
brought  to  eight  days  provisions.  The  first  of  January  the  troops 
will  have  five  months  pay  due  them.  The  troops  in  the  garrison 
and  on  the  communication  suO'ored  greatly  bydeaths  and  desertions." 
[Colonial  Kecord,  Vol.  VIII.,  p.  4li7.] 

October  24,  1759.  Ikigadier-General  Stanwix  holds  a  conference 
with  the  Indians  at  Pittsburg.  [Colonial  llccord,  Vol.  VIII.,  p. 
420.] 

General  Stanwix  writes  to  Governor  II.  from  tho  "Camp  at 
Pittsburg,  December  8,  1750,"  and  says,  "the  works  here  are  near 
carried  on  to  that  degree  of  defence  which  was  at  first  prepared  for 
this  year,  so  that  I  am  now  by  degrees  forming  a  winter  garrison 
which  is  to  consist  of  300  Provincials,  one  half  of  Pennsylvanians 
the  other  Virginians,  and  400  of  the  first  battalion  of  the  Royal 
American  regiment,  the  whole  to  bo  under  the  command  of  ^lajor 
Tullikcus  when  I  leave  it.  These  I  hope  I  shall  be  able  to  cover 
wv^ll  under  good  barracks  and  feed  likewise  for  G  months  from  1st 
of  January,  besides  artillery,  artificers  and  batteau  men  ;  Indians 
too,  must  be  fed,  and  they  are  not  a  few,  who  come  and  go  and 
trade  here."   [Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  III.,  p.  003.] 

The  name  of  "  Fort  Pitt"  is,  fur  the  first  time,  used  by  General 
Stanwix  in  his  letter  to  Governor  Hamilton,  December  24,  17c»0. 
[Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  III.,  p.  GOO.]  From  this  and  the 
foregoing  facts,  this  year  may  be  considered  as  the  date  of  the  erec- 
tion of  this  fort. 

December  24,  1750.  [Pennsylvania  Archive?,  Vol.  III.,  p.  GOG. J 
General  Stanwix  writes  to  the  Governor,  saying  he  has  scut  the  new 
levies  to  Lancaster  to  be  paid  and  disbanded — also  all  the  Pennsyl- 
vanians this  side  the  mountains  to  march   to  Lancaster  to  be  paid 
nd  broke.

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General  Stanwix  arrived  in  Fhiladolphia  in  April,  1700,  from 
Fort  Pitt,  anil  in  November  General  Mi>tiekton,  and  in  December 
General  St.  Clair  also  arrived  at  Philadelphia  from  thence. 

Frederick  Post  arrived  at  "  F'jrt  Pitt,"  July  .3,  17(32,  by  water, 
being  too  unwell  to  proceed  by  land.

[  been  injured  by  a  recent  flood  in  the  river,  took  all  precautions  for 

f  the  defence  of  the  fort — his  situation  was  alarming — from  this  they 

were  relieved  by  the  operations  of  Colonel  Henry  Douquet  at  Busby 
run,  ic.  The  Indians  abandoned  the  siege  of  Fort  Pitt  and 
dispersed. 

Colonel  Turbut  Francis  arrives  at  Lancaster  in  11  days  from  Fort 
Pitt,  December  10,  17G1,  where  he  left  Colonel  Douquet  and  the 
Provincials,  who  expected  to  set  off  the  next  day.  As  a  favor,  and 
at  Colonel  P>ouquet's  request,  he  left  with  him  his  tents.  [Feunsyl- 
vania  Archive?,  Vol.  IV.,  p.  210] 

May  G,  17GS.  Joseph  Shippen,  Jr.,  writes  from  Fort  Pitt  to  Go- 
vernor Penn,  that  a  conference  with  the  Indians  was  now  closed 
under  joint  commissic^n  with  John  Allen,  and  made  their  report  May 
9.  [See  Colonial  llecord.  Vol.  IX.,  pp.  492  and  540;  Pennsylvania 
Archives,  Vol.  IV.,  p.  298.] 

May  29,  1708.  General  Gage  orders  Lieutenant-Colonel  Wilkins 
to  marcU  from  Philadelphia  to  Fort  Pitt  7  companies  of  his  regi- 
ment, and  the  present  garrison  of  Fort  Pitt,  as  soon  as  relieve<l, 
will  march  for  Philadelphia.  [Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  IV.,  p. 
300.] 

April  IG,  17G9,  General  Gage   says,  from   New  York,  that  tlie 

commander  of  Fort  Pitt  will  be  directed  to  give  all  the  assistance  in 

bis  power  to  enable  Gov.  Ponn's  surveyor,  to  execute   his  warrant 

for  purveying  the  manor  near   Fort  Pitt.  [Pennsylvania  Archives, 

,       Vol.  IV.,  p.  338.] 

Oetober  17,  1770.  This  fort  is  described  by  Washington,  as 
"built  on  the  point  between  the  rivers  Alleghany  and  .Mononguht-la, 
but  not  so  near  the  pitch  of  it  as  Fort  Du  Qucsne  stc^od.  It  is  five- 
sided  and  regular,  two  of  which  near  the  laud  are  of  brick,  the 
others  stockade — a  moat  encompasses  it.  The  garrison  consists  of 
two  companies  of  Royal  Irish,  commanded  by  Captain  EJmondson." 
[Craig.  107.] 

General  Gage  writes  to  Governnr  Penn,  from  New  York,  Novem- 
ber 2,  1772,  that  '*  it  is  natural  for  the  people  of  Fort  Pitt  to  solicit 
the  continuance  of  the  garrison,  as  well  for  their  personal  security  as 
obtaining  many  other  advantages.  l>ut  no  government  can  under- 
take to  erect  forts  for  the  advantage  of  10  or  50  people — every  body 
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of  people  of  the  ?;i!iio  numbers  would  think  themselves  entitled  to 
tlie  same  favor,  and  tlu:rc  would  be  no  end  to  fort=;.  The  people 
have  moved  gradually  fioui  the  sea  into  the  interior  country  without 
the  aid  of  fortresses" 

lu  October,  1772,  Major  Edmoiidsnn,  then  commanding;  here, 
received  orders  from  General  Gage  to  abandon  this  fort.  "  lu  car- 
rying out  this  order.  Major  Edmondson  sold  the  pickets,  stones, 
bricks,  timber  and  iron  in  the  walls  and  buildings  of  the  fort  and 
redouts,  for  the  sum  of  £50  New  York  currency.  The  fort  was 
then  abandoned,  and  o  men  left  to  tul^e  care  of  the  boats  and  bat- 
teaux  intended  to  keep  up  the  communication  with  the  Illinois 
country."  Fort  I'itt,  it  is  said,  had  cost  the  Government  £'10, QUO 
sterling.  It  was  not  destroyed.  It  was  re-occupied  and  repaired 
next  year  by  Lieutenant  CoooUy,  under  orders  from  Lord  Dunmorc, 
and  it  was  constantly  occupied  during  the  Revolution.  [.See  Craig, 
p.  111.] 

November  2,  177'2.  General  Gage  speaks  of  being  too  late  to 
send  counter  orders  to  Fort  Pitt,  "  the  garrison  only  w  iltol  tlio 
arrival  of  carriages  to  move  away.  I  am  of  opinion,  however,  tliat 
tlie  troops  abandoning  the  f  irt  can  be  of  very  little  consequence  to 
the  public,  though  the  fu't  might  be  partially  useful.  It  is  no 
asylum  to  settlers  at  any  distance  from  it,  nor  can  it  cover  or  protect 
the  frontiers,  though  people  who  are  near  it  might,  upon  intelligence 
of  an  enemy's  approach,  take  refago  therein."  ^  All  this  was  fully 
evinced  in  the  last  Indian  war,  and  I  know  of  no  use  of  forts  of  the 
kind  but  that  of  being  military  deposits."  [Pennsylvania  Archives, 
Vol.  IV.,  p.  457.] 

January  20,  1773.  Governor  Kd.  Penn,  in  a  message  to  the 
Assembly,  says,  thtit  "the  late  evacuation  of  Fort  Pitt,  by  order  of 
the  commander-in-chief,  has  greatly  alarmed  the  inhabitants  beyond 
the  mountain-:,"  and  suggests  to  General  Gage  the  propriety  of 
keeping  up  a  small  garris  in — but  he  replies  as  above,  that  his  orders 
were  tuo  far  advanced  to  be  countermanded.  [Colonial  JiLCord,  Vol. 
X.,  p.  GS.]  The  Assembly  ask  if  he  has  any  special  reasons  for 
making  the  request — he  refers  to  the  petitions  presented,  and  con- 
siders 25  or  oO  m^n  as  sullicient,  but  the  Assembly  seemed  to  think 
the  fears  expressed  were  groundless,  and  would  do  actual  harm  iu 
the  then  ])osirion  with  the  Indians.   [lb.  p.  75.] 

About  1774,  the  dilheulties  between  Virginia  seem  to  have  seri- 
ously commenced  for  want  of  a  line  being  run.  Geo.  Croghaa 
Bays,  April  4,  1774,  "I  have  been  long  cunvinced  that  Fort  Pitt 
ariij  is  dependencies  was  without  the  limits  of  Pennsylv.Tniu." 
[Pennsylvania  Archives,  \''ol.  IV.,  p.  4^-3  ]  A  letter  from  .Ihieas 
Mack;iy,  April  4th,  177  t,  says,  ''since  the  return  of  the  celubrutcd 
Doctor  Conully  from  N'irginia  last  to  this  place  (on  2'^th  of  March,) 
our  village  is  become  the  scene  of  anarchy  and  confusion."  "  The 
Doctor  now  is  in  ae'ual  posses^ion  of  the  f ut  with  a  body  guard  of 
luilitiu   about   liim,  invented,  as  wc   arc   tohl,    with    both  civil  and 
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military  p"'Wot  tn  put  Virj'iiiia  law  in  force."  [See  Pencsjlvania 
Archives,  Vol.  l\.,  p.  485.] 

General  .^t.  Clair  says,  Jnnc  10,1774.  '' ]5efore  this  accident 
(an  attack  by  Indians  on  a  party  of  Lis  men,)  Mr.  Conolly  bad 
determinod  to  march  from  Fort  Pitt  (which  be  now  calls  Pour 
1)UN.M0HE,)  with  300  or  400  men."  The  P^arl  of  Dunraore,  in  a 
letter  of  June  '20th,  [p.  522]  also  speaks  of  it  by  that  name,  and  so 
does  General  St.  Clair,  June  22,  [p.  524.] 

"Fort  Pitt,  at  the  conflux  of  the  Ohio  and  Moaongahcla 
riveri,  is  stated  in  an  official  paper,  page  592,  to  be  in  latitude  40^ 
*2G'  22",  and  longitude  ^Vest  from  Greenwich  70'  50'  00".  This  has 
been  accurately  ascertained,  and  leaves  Fort  I-'itt  undoubtedly  about 
6  miles  within  our  Western  boundary,  as  that  part  of  Delaware 
which  lies  in  the  latitude  of  Fort  Pitt  is  8  miles  47  chains  East  of 
Philadelphia."  [p.  593.]  In  the  summer  of  1764  "  the  lledout 
now  (IS51)  standing  between  J'enn  and  I)u  Quesnc  Way,  was 
erected  with  the  inscription  on  a  stone  tablet  in  the  wall,  with  the 
words  <  Colonel  iJouquet,  A.  I).  1701.'"  [Craig,  p.  92.] 

The  name  of  Fort  Dunmore  was  soon  laid  aside,  and  that  of  Fort 
Pitt  used  as  before  in  the  correspondence  which  followed.     [Craiii,

Major  Neville  commanded  a  company  of  100  A  imiuia  troops  in 
1776-7. 

On  22d  February,  1777,  fourteen  boat  carpenters  and  sawyers 
arrived  at  Fort  Pitt  from  Philadelphia,  and  were  ?et  to  work  on  the 
Monongahela,  about  14  miles  above,  and  built  30  large  batteaux. 
[Craig,  p.  191  ] 

In  1777,  General  Hand  was  sent  Westward  to  call  the  militia 
together.  He  was  at  Fort  Pitt,  July  24,  and  recommends  carrying 
the  war  into  the  Indian  country,  [Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  V., 
p.  443]  and  Congress  order  assistance  from  the  frontier  counties, 
[p.  528,]  in  compliance  with  his  request  to  Council,  [Colonial  Re- 
cord, Vol.  XL,  p.  201.]  In  May,  1778,  he  was  recalled  by  Congress, 
[Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  VI.,  p.  401]  and  the  commissioners  at 
Fort  Pitt  were  authorized  to  appoint  oUicers  to  command  the  bat- 
talion,  [p.  403  ] 

June  17,  177S.  General  Hand  holds  a  conference  with  the  In- 
dians at  Fort  Pitt.   [Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  VL,  p.  001.] 

General  .^IcIntosh  is  proposed  to  succeed  General  Hand,  part  of 
his  tr0"ps  had  passed  Lancaster  in  May.  "  A  number  of  tories  had 
laid  a  plot  to  destroy  the  fort  at  Pittsburg,  but  were  defected,  and 
Borae  of  the  principals  taken.  [Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  VI.,  p. 
507.] 

March,  1779.  Colonel  Brodhcad  is  in  command  of  Fort  Pitt,  and 
September,  1780,  the  garrison  is  greatly  distressed  f(.ir  provisions. 
[Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  VIH.,  p.  554.]  March,  1781.  David 
D'lnt-an  is  appointed  to  purchase  and  ordered  to  supply  them.  [Vol. 
IX,  p.  17.] 
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17S1.  General  William  Irvine  is  appointed  by  Congress  to  the 
cpniinand  of  Fort  I'itt,  September  '24.  [Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol. 
IX.,  p.  419.]  Aui  on  the  Gch  of  Xoveaiber,  on  the  receijit  of  the 
news  of  the  defeat  of  Cornwallis,  issued  an  order  to  fire  IH  pieces  of 
artillery  in  the  fort,  and  the  i*sue  of  a  gill  of  whisky  extraordinary 
to  ofKcers  and  privates. 

ITSo,  January  31.  "There  were  only  15G  men  in  garrison  at 
Fort  Pitt — rank  and  file.  [Piea,  No.  7.] 

17<S4,  July  '2o.  Major  Marbury  is  said  to  be  "still  continued  to 
command  here;"'  but  he  appears  afterwards  to  have  been  succeeded 
by  Lieutenant  Lucket.   [Craig,  p.  182] 

There  are  no  particulars  of  much  importance  till  about  the  IGth  of 
Peccmher,  1791,  when  General  Knox  writes  to  Major  Craig,  "I 
request  you  iannediately  to  procure  materials  for  a  bloc-k-houso  and 
picketled  fort,  to  be  erected  in  such  part  of  Pittsburg  as  shall  be 
the  best  position  to  cover  the  town  as  well  as  tlie  public  stores 
which  shall  be  found  needed  from  time  to  time."  Murders  had  oc- 
curred about  this  time  by  the  Indians,  and  it  is  presumed  this  fort 
was  ordered  in  consequence  of  them,  and  the  following  notice  from 
Carey's  American  Museum  shows  the  prosress  of  it.  [Gazette,  Vol. 
XI.,  p.  39  ]  "  Pittsburg,  May  19th,  1792.  The  fort  began  last 
winter  at  this  place,  stands  on  the  Alleghany  river  within  about  lOO 
yards  of  the  bank,  on  a  beautiful  rising  ground,  about  one-quarter 
of  a  mile  higher  up  than  the  old  garrison  of  Fort  Pitt.  It  is  com- 
pletely stockaded  in,  and  one  range  of  barracks  built,  a  block-bouse 
in  one  of  the  angles  finished,  and  the  remainder  in  forwardness. 
Captain  Hughes,  of  the  2d  United  States  regiment,  commands  the 
fort,  ^\hieh  last  Saturday,  the  12th  of  May,  was  named  Fort  Fay- 
ette." "Captain  Hughes,  with  his  detachment,  has  occupied  the 
barracks  in  the  new  fort  since  the  1st  instant."  [Sec  Craig,  p.  213, 
&c.]

At  Philadelphia. — Wiccacoa,  on  "  Association  Patteuy." 

As  early  as  May  10,  1093,  Governor  Fletcher  called  the  attention 
of  the  Council  to  the  "  necessity  of  building  a  fort  in  some  oouve- 
nient  place  upon  the  river  Delaware,  to  command  the  channel  for 
the  security  and  defence  of  trade  and  the  inhabitants."  'J'his  was 
"  put  to  vote  and  carried  in  the  affirmative."  [Colonial  Itecord,  \  ol. 
I.,  p.  372.]  Whether  any  fort  was  erected  at  this  time  wc  have 
seen  no  facts  to  determine — if  so,  it  must  have  been  below  the  city. 

In  G  )vernnr  Evans's  time,  17U7,  there  were  some  moans  at  New 
Castle  to  bring  vessels  to,  to  f>ay  "  powder  money"  tlicre.  Put  up 
to  June,  1743^  it  is  asserted  "  that  tlic  Province  is  without  fortifica- 
tions, d-jstiiute  of  arms  and  ammuuition — that  it  lies  exposed  to  the 
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attacks  of  tlie  French  bj  land,  and  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  whcit! 
tlie  wo-ilth  of  it  c4)i- fly  center.^,  easy  of  access  Ly  sea,  is  incapable  of 
resisting  even  tho  force  of  a  few  privateers.  Aid  is  invoked  from 
abroad — but  intfleetually — the  Governor,  however,  is  instructed  to 
advi.se  what  is  required  for  the  security  of  the  Province,  and  "  to 
employ  the, most  etl'ectual  means  for  putting  the  Colony  in  the  best 
posture  of  defence."  The  board  of  Council  at  their  meeting,  Octo- 
ber'2o,  1744,  "  taking  into  consideration  the  defenceless  state  of  the 
city  in  case  of  invasion,  prepare  an  address  to  the  King,  iu  which 
they  state  300  vessels  belonging  to  Great  llritain  annually  arrive  at 
this  city" — "  that  this  city  coutains  at  least  1500  houses  and  13000 
people,  but  is  without  batteries,  forts  or  any  kind  of  fortifications, 
and  the  inhabitants,  like  the  rest  of  the  people  of  the  Province,  are 
destitute  of  arms  and  ammunition,  unpractised  in  any  military  disci- 
pline, and  under  no  legal  obligations  to  arm  themselves  or  defend 
it;"  represent  the  danger  of  a  French  invasion,  "and  that  3  or  4 
privateers  might  destroy  the  city  and  ruin  the  inhabitants — having 
iu  vain  applied  to  the  Assembly  they  now  appeal  to  the  King." 

In  1747,  about  2G0  persons  appealed  to  the  Assembly  to  put  the 
city  and  province  into  a  posture  of  defence,  and  many  hundreds  en- 
tered into  an  association  for  the  general  defence,  intending  to  erect 
one  or  more  batteries  at  the  narrowest  and  most  proper  places  of  the 
river — who  had  petitioned  the  proprietaries  for  an  early  supply  of 
cannon  and  arms.  [Colonial  Koeord,  Vol.  V.,  p.  158.]  The  corpo- 
ration at  their  meeting,  November  '2(jth,  1747,  also  petitioned  them 
'*  to  send  over  a  numocr  of  large  cannon,  in  order  to  erect  a  battery 
or  batteries  that  may  command  the  pass  of  the  river,  together  with 
such  arms  and  ammunition  as  to  you  shall  seem  necessary  on  this 
pressing  occa.sion."  [Minutes  of  Council,  p  490.]  They  also  ap- 
proved of  a  scheme  of  a  lottery  for  raising  money  (X3000)  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  city.  [Ibid.  Also  Pcnna.  Gaz.,  Nov.  26  and  Dec. 
12,  1747.]  The  merchants  also  applied  to  the  Boaid  of  Admiralty 
for  a  man-of-war  to  protect  the  trade.  [Colonial  Record,  Vol.  Y.,  p. 
15S.]  The  committee  also  prepared  a  letter  confirming  the  preced- 
ing accounts  as  to  the  formation  of  as."^ociations  and  the  unwilling- 
ness of  the  people  to  learn  military  discipliue,  and  that  they  had 
"formed  a  scheme  for  erecting  a  battery  on  the  river  which  nv.y  be 
so  placed  as  efl'ectually  to  prevent  any  attempt  on  the  city,"  kc.  [p. 
102.]  December  20th,  1747.  The  committee  fearing  much  time 
luight  elapse  before  the  arrival  of  cannon,  concluiled  to  ask  from 
Eome  of  the  neighboring  governors  a  temporary  luan  of  some — they 
accordingly  addressed  Governor  Clinton  of  New  York  and  Governor 
Shirley  of  3Iassachusetts,  in  which  they  state  that  "the  associators 
had  contrived  to  rai.^e  a  sum  of  money  to  be  laid  out  in  building  a 
battery  or  two  on  the  river,"  and  written  to  England  for  the  pur- 
chase of  cannon.  The  associators  met  and  apjMinted  their  otlicers, 
(-^ee  list  in  Colonial  Record,  Xol.  V.,  p.  175.)  Governor  (.Mintrm  ex- 
pressed a  willingness  to  comply,  if,  whcQ  his  tugiueer  returned,  they 
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coulJ  he  pparcd.  Governor  Shirley  fouiiJ  it  iinpossiblo  to  comply, 
liis  own  being  iu  actual  use.  A  sceond  :ipplio;ition  was  aJdre^^scd  to 
the  Governors  of  New  York  and  .Mas.-auhusctts,  3Iarch  8,  1747-S, 
to  the  latter  of  •whom  the  I'residcut  of  Council  (A.  Palmer)  pays, 
(p.  200,)  "  As  we  know  not  but  we  way  be  dissappointed  iu  every 
application  we  have  made  for  cannon,  and  we  have  tried  every  place 
where  there  was  the  least  prospect  of  succeeding,  and  as  our  depen- 
dence is  now  principally  ou  the  arrival  of  the  cannon  ordered  to  be 
scut  us  from  England,  which  is  a  very  precarious  dependence  in  war 
time,  the  safety  of  this  Colony  runs  a  great  risk,"&e.  In  this  state 
of  things  an  appeal  is  made  to  these  Governors  to  use  their  influence 
with  the  cniumanders  of  vessels  of  war  to  cruize  between  Sandy 
Hook  and  the  Capes  of  Virginia,  and  a  direct  application  is  made  to 
Admiral  Knowles  and  a  commodore  then  conimandiug  fleets  in  the 
West  Indies.  The  Governor  of  New  York  agreed  to  the  lonn  of 
some  cannon,  but  owing  to  danger  from  a  Spanish  vessel  on  the 
coast  sujjsests  their  being  sent  by  land.  Affairs  seem  to  have 
taken  a  favorable  turn  not  long  after,  for  in  a  nies.sage  from  Prtsi- 
dent  I'almer,  dated  May  17,  17-18,  he  says,  "This  Province,  whirh 
very  lately  was  iu  a  defeucelcss  state,  is  now,  through  the  zeal  and 
activity  of  some  who  have  the  love  of  their  country  sincerely  at 
heart,  rendered  capable,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  of  defending  itself 
against  the  designs  of  our  enemies.  Many  thousands  of  the  inhabit- 
ants having  voluntarily  entered  into  the  most  solemn  engagements 
for  that  purpose,  iu  consequence  whereof  arms  have  been  provided," 
kc.  "■  They  have  likewise,  at  considerable  expense,  erected  bat- 
teries on  the  river,  of  such  strength  and  weight  of  metal  a^;  to  render 
it  very  dangerous  for  au  enemy  to  attempt  the  bringing  any  ships  bo- 
fore  the  city."  [p.  2  10.]  His  Majesty's  ship  Otter  was  also  di'-patchrd 
from  England  in  March  and  safely  arrived  here.  A  letter  v.a-;  also 
received  from  Thomas  Penn,  dated  oUth  of  March,  in  which  he 
pays,  "Whenever  any  law  shall  be  made  in  Pennsylvania  for  estab- 
lishing a  militia  and  erecting  a  fort  or  battery,  we  shall  be  very 
ready  to  show  our  concern  for  the  safety  of  the  city  by  giving  cannon 
for  such  a  battery.  Put  unless  a  law  was  to  be  passed  for  the  sup- 
port of  a  battery  and  of  men  to  attend  it,  I  fear  it  will  be 
neglected  as  soon  as  made,"  kc.  [p.  240.]  In  May,  1748,  a  Spanish 
privateer  arrived  at  Elsenborough,  with  14  carriage  guns,  which 
created  much  alarm.  Captain  Pallet  was  called  upon  by  tlie  C'un?il 
fur  his  aid,  but  his  guns  were  ou  shore,  aud  the  (Jtter  unrigged — ho 
therefore  proposed  as  the  best  "  thing  to  be  done  for  his  nieti,  quickly 
to  raise  a  good  battery  and  place  his  guus  on  it,  and  he  accordirigiy 
withdrew  to  attend  to  that  work."  The  Council  "ordered  that  as 
many  hands  bo  hired  as  possible  to  work  on  the  great  battery,  and 
that  tile  New  York  guns  be  forthwith  mounted  thereon,  and  Cdonel 
Taylor  is  desired  to  impart  this  order  to  the  managers,"  A:c.  A 
commi>sion  wa.^  prepared,  May  2Gth,  for  Colonel  Taylor  to  take 
charge  of  the  batteries  aud  guns  mouuted  uear  the  city  since  the  1st 
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of  January  last.  A  sentinel  of  10  vr.er\  was  set  to  guard  the  powJ^r 
magazine,  and  an  embargo  laid — and  "  a  strong  guard  to  Le  mounted 
on  every  battery,  and  other  regulations  adopted."  [p.  '250.]  The 
privateer  came  up  within  gunshot  to  New  Castle.  "  We  fired  at  her 
with  our  four  guns  many  shot,  most  of  which  passed  her."  [p.  25'2.] 
The  President  says  to  the  Governor  of  Virginia,  May  27 :  "I  have 
the  pleasure  to  say  that  this  city  is  in  a  tolerable  posture  of  defence 
by  the  industry  and  management  of  the  associators,  two  or  three 
good  batteries  being  already  erected  and  cannon  mounted  on  them." 
[p.  205.]  3luch  inconvenience  arising  from  the  want  of  a  block- 
house and  magazine  at  the  grand  buttery,  the  managers  are  called 
together  to  consider  the  subject.  Au  artillery  coujpany  was  formed 
about  this  time,  and  the  ofhcers  chosen  on  the  plan  of  the  associa- 
tion, and  a  conjmission  issued  to  Captain  Sibbald  to  command  the 
batteries,  [p.  2G7.]  New  Castle  is  declared  to  bo  in  a  weak  and 
defenceless  condition,  as  they  had  but  4  guns  and  little  or  no  pow- 
der, a  committee  was  appointed  to  apply  to  the  associators  for 
cannon.  After  the  privateer  was  at  New  Castle,  a  battery  was  begun 
and  finished  in  a  few  days  "on  the  Rocks  of  Christiana,  with  a 
bomb-proof  magazine,  and  calculated  for  mounting  10  guns."  July, 
1748.  [Pennsylvania  Arcliives,  Vol.  II.,  p.  6. J  And  about  the 
same  time  it  is  announced  that  a  fine  battery  is  now  erecting  and  in 
great  forwardness  a  little  below  the  town  of  New  Castle. 

The  following  notes  are  taken  from  the  Pennsylvania  Gazette, 
and  serve  to  show  the  progress  of  events: 

"  November  2G,  1747.  Tuesday  last  a  meeting  of  a  great  number 
of  the  inhabitants  took  place  at  Mr.  Walton's  school-house,  in  Arch 
street,  and  adopted  a  form  '  of  Association  for  our  common  security 
and  defence,'  and  on  Monday  it  was  laid  before  a  great  mcetinfj  of 
the  principal  gentlemen,  merchants,  and  others,  at  Roberts's  Coffee- 
house, and  unanimously  approved.  Another  meeting  was  appointed 
for  the  next  day  at  the  '  New  Puilding,'  (Academy)  where  upwards  of 
500  of  all  ranks  met  and  subscribed,  and  a  scheme  of  a  lottery  was 
formed  for  raising  money."  Similar  meetings  were  held  in  other 
counties,  and  the  result  was  the  erection  of  two  batteries  in  or  near 
the  city  during  the  nest  year. 

"January  10,  1747-8.  The  corporation  agree  to  take  2000 
tickets  in  the  lottery,  of  which  there  were  4  classes,  and  some  of  the 
most  respectable  citizens  managers." 

"  I'iank  for  the  platforms  and  all  other  materials  are  preparing 
with  all  diligence  for  erecting  strong  batteries  on  the  river  below 
this  town." 

"March  1,  1747-S.  It  being  proposed  to  erect  at  least  two  cood 
batteries  on  the  river  for  the  defence  of  the  city,  the  managers  of  the 
lottery,  with  their  assistants,  intend  to  meet  ou  Mouday  next  to  de- 
termine the  places  where  to  fix  them,  and  to  cntisider  and  conclude 
on  several  other  matters  relating  to  the  immediate  beginning  and 
carrying  on  the  work,"  kc. 
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I  "  April  1  4,  1747-S.   Near  1000  associators  of  this  city  were  undor 

I  arms,  and  were  reviewcJ  by  the  IVosideiit  and  Council  ia  the  field, 

i  whence  they  marched  to  town,  drew  up  in  Market  Street,  and  fired 

I  3  general  volleys." 

I  '''i'he  cannon  which  have  hccn   so  kindly  lent  us  by  New  Ycrk, 

I  are  all  delivered  at  Trenton,  and  expected  iu  town  in  a  few  days." 

I  April  2S,  174S.  "On  a   review  made   last  week  of  the   cannon 

I  lying  on  the  several  wharves  of  this  city,  there  were  found  to  be 

f  near  70  of  difi'erent  sizes  fit  for  service  on  occasion — and  connnitfees 

1  being  appoin:ed  by  the  inanag'-rs  of  the  battery  to  erect  fa-cine  bat- 

i  teries  on  the  wharves   that   are  best  situated    fur   that   puipo.^e,  a 

I  nu'nbor  of  guns  were  immediately  removed   and   distributed   to  the 

:?  more  proper  places,  and  such  provision  made  for  erecting  those  bat- 

teries that  they  may  be  completed  at  an  hour's  warning." 

"The  grand  battery  at  Wiccacoa,  below  the  town,  is  also  near 
finished,  and  it  is  thought  will  be  ready  the  beginning  of  next  week 
to  receive  the  heavy  cannon  borrowed  from  New  York." 

"  List  Monday  morning  was  begun,  and  on  Tuesday  evening 
cotnpletLly  finished  a  battery  of  L3  guns  under  Society  Hill,  ou 
the  wharf  of  William  Attwood,  Esq.,  our  present  mayor.  The 
breastwork  is  8  or  10  feet  thick  composed  of  timber  and  plank  filled 
in  with  earth  rammed  down.  'J  he  building  of  the  breastwurk  and 
merlons,  laying  the  platform,  ^c,  was  dune  by  a  number  of  the 
bouse  carpenters  of  this  city,  who  voluntarilv  and  generously  oflVred 
their  lab.>r  gratis,  and  performed  the  work  with  the  greatest  alacrity 
and  surprising:  despatch." 

June  2,  174S.  "  The  associators  mount  guard  every  night  in  their 
turns  at  the  grand  battery  near  the  city.  In  case  of  any  alar[n  ia 
the  night  all  well  disposed  persons  are  desired  to  place  candles  iu 
their  lower  v.dndows  and  doors,  for  the  more  convenient  marchitigof 
the  militia  and  other  well-affected  persons  who  may  join  them." 

August  IS,  174S.  Notice  is  given,  "That  Monday,  *29th  of  this 
instiut,  f  .\i!gust)  is  appointed  fur  a  general  review  of  the  city  regi- 
ment, which  is  to  be  at  the  usu.il  place  of  parade,  at  9  o'chick,  A. 
^L,  at  which  time  the  artillery  company  are  to  be  at  their  re.-pcc- 
tive  posts  at  the  Grand  Battkuy." 

September  1.  "  The  large  cannon  that  lately  arrived  from  Eng- 
land, purchiscd  by  the  nianngers  of  the  lottery,  being  mounted  on 
the  Great  Lattery,  ou  Monday  last  the  associators  of  this  city  OKt 
nndcr  arms  and  marched  thither,  where  they  were  saluted  with  one 
and  twenty  guns,  and  named  the  battery  '  The  Associ.\tion.'  "  The 
gunner  receives  a  salary  of  £20  per  annum.  [MS.  of  ilobert  IL  Mor- 
ris in  Historical  S^'ciety.] 

A  view  of  this  battery  may  be  seen  in  Ileap's  Map  of  the  City, 
printed  in  175.T,  and  afterwards  in  1854 — its  appearance  is  formida- 
ble. It  is  there  described  as  a  little  below  ♦  \vn — of  27  pieces  of 
cannon — southward  of  Swedcs's  Church,  anM  'ii  the  site  of  the  Navy 
Yard,  4u0  fi.ct  long.     There  is  no  trace  of  it  there  now  it  ia  bc-

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lieved;  tljourh  it  is  saiel,  in  digging  some  years  agn,  subterrjncan 
works  were  discovered  tbere  indicative  of  former  huilding?.  Tra- 
dition h-as  generally  assigned  this  as  the  location  of  the  "Grand"  or 
"Association  ]3attery."  The '^  Association  Batterv,"  is  laid  down 
on  Scull's  map  of  the  City  in  ]  7GS,  as  adjoining  "  Wicacoe  Lane," 
on  the  south,  which  appears  to  be  the  north  boundary  of  the  present 
Navy  Yard.  "  Attwood's"  wharf,  at  which  the  other  battery  is 
faid  to  have  been  placed,  was  probably  betucon  Lombard  and 
South  streets,  or  ;i  little  below  South.  [Sec  Watson's  Annals,  Vol. 
L,p.  325.] 

llow  long  these  fortifications  continued  in  use  wc  havo  no  means 
of  ascertaining. 

In  a  militia  law  of  1757,  however,  provision  is  made  for  the  for- 
mation of  three  artillery  coiiipaoios  of  GO  to  100  men,  "for  manag- 
ing the  artillery  belonging  to  the  Province  and  the  battery  or  fort 
near  the  city ;  provided  nothing  shall  bo  construed  to  affect,  alter, 
change  or  take  away  the  right  and  title  of  the  private  owners  of  the 
eoil  oa  which  the  said  fort  or  battery  is  erected."  [Tennsylvania  Ar- 
chives, Vol.  IIL,  p.  120.] 

July  15,  1758.  "Orders  were  sent  to  the  Commanding  ofTicers 
at  the  barracks,  to  place  a  guard  at  Wiccacoa  fort  and  Mr.  Anderson 
was  employed  to  assist  and  to  have  cannon  charged  in  order  to 
bring  to,  all  sea  vessels  that  should  attempt  to  break  throucrh  the 
embargo."     (Col.   Kec.,  Vol  VHP,  p.  147.) 

Erected  for  temporary  purposes  and  of  perishable  materials,  they 
have  long  since  disappeared,  and  the  memory  of  them  has  almost 
perished.

PoMFRET  Castle. 


This  was  oje  of  tlic  chain  of  forts  erected  bj  Governor  Morri3 
from  the  Susfjuehanna  to  the  I'elaware.  [See  Pennsylvania  Archives, 
Vol.  IL,  p.  557  ]  'J'hose  on  the  West  side  to  be  20  miles  apart,  and 
those  on  the  Ivast  10  mile.i.  It  appears  by  Governor  Morris's  letter 
to  Governor  Dinwiddio,  February  1,  1750,  that  those  on  the  Wcbt 
side  of  the  Susquehanna  were  "  already  erected,"  and  therefore  pro- 
bably in  the  latter  part  of  1755 — he  says,  "One  of  them  is  placed 
at  a  river  called  Matchetongo,  about  12  miles  from  the  Susque- 
hanna, which  I  have  called  'Pomfret  Castle.'  I  have  placed  a 
garrison  of  75  men,  and  ordered  them  to  rnnge  the  woods  each 
"way."  And  on  the  0th  of  iMibruary,  to  General  Shirley,  [p  500,] 
he  says,  "  From   Fuit  Granville   towards  the  Susquehanna,  at  tho 
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distance  of  13  ruilcs,  ami  about  12  from  the  river,  anotber  fort  is 
erected  tbat  cuiuinands  tlie  country,  and  is  inteuded  to  prevent  the 
Indians  from  penetrating  into  the  settlements  froai  that  quarter — 
this  I  have  called  Pomfrct  Castle."  It  appears  by  a  letter  to 
Captain  jjurd,  February  3,  175G,  that  he  and  Captain  Patterson 
•were  charged  vfith  buiMing  thi^  fort,  but  that  instead  of  doing  it, 
they  had  gone  to  the  Sugar  Cabins  and  "  nothing  is  yet  done."  la 
the  rueantime  murders  had  been  committed — and  asks  him,  "As 
the  Indians  who  committed  those  last  murders  must  have  passed 
near  where  the  fort  was  ordorod  to  be  built  at  Mutchitongo,  will  not 
a  good  deal  of  the  mischief  be  imputed  to  yours  and  Captain  P.'s 
remissness."  [p.  oGG.]  "  On  the  iOth  of  31areh  Pomfret  (^astle  was 
fired  on  by  a  p  irty  of  Indians,  who  took  one  Hugh  31icheltree  pri- 
soner; and  they  are  very  scarce  of  provisions  and  ammunition.  "  II. 
M.  was  going  to  bidder  his  cattle  ;  about  sundown  some  Indians 
appeared  on  the  bill  opposite  to  Patterson's  Fort,  and  fired  six  guns, 
a  bullet  from  one  of  wliich  struck  the  guard-house."  [p  Glu.]  It 
would  appear  by  the  orders  to  Lieutenant-Colonel  Armstrong,  in- 
closed by  Governor  Morris,  June  14,  175G,  that  the  fort  was  not 
built,  or  at  least  not  finished;  he  say?,  "You  are  immediately  to 
send  Captain  Georire  Armstrong  to  build  Pomfret  Castle,  where  it 
v.as  laid  out  by  Major  Burd ;  as  Colonel  Clapham's  regiment  is  now 
in  tbat  neighborhood,  you  will  direct  him  to  acquaint  Colonel  Clap- 
ham  of  all  his  motions,  and  keep  a  correspondence  with  him,  that 
they  may  mutually  assist  each  other."  [Colonial  llecord,  A'ol.  VII., 

Patterson's  Fort  is  several  times  referred  to,  and  there  is  some 
reason  to  believe  that  Pomfret  Cattle  is  intended  by  that  name,  as 
the  affjiir  of  ^Mitcheltree  is  thus  referred  to  by  Governor  Morris, 
[[Pennsylvania  Archives,  Vol.  II.,  p.  G17,]  "  Mitcheltree,  taken  last 
week  within  sight  of  Patterson's  Fort,  called  to  the  garrison  and 
told  them  the  Indians  were  but  six  in  number,  and  desired  to  be 
rescued,  but  none  went — he  was  carried  off." 

There  is  but  little  information  respecting  this  fort;  none  we  be- 
lieve that  is  not  cnntainod  in  the  foregoing.  Its  precise  locality  and 
present  condition  are  unknown  to  the  Editor. 


'  PRESQU'    I^LE. 

^Vas  a  French  fort  erected  about  IToG — "situated  on  Lake  Erie, 
about  30  miles  above  Ijuffaloe  Fort,  built  of  squared  logs  filled  in 
with  earth.  The  barracks  within  the  fort,  and  garrisoned  with  about 
loU  men,  supported  chietly  by  a  French  settlement  begun  near  it, 
consisting  of  above  4  50  fiuiilies.  The  Indian  families  about  the 
Bcttlement  are  pretty  numerous;  thoy  have  a  priest  and  school- 
laastoi,  some  grijt  niill^  and  stores  in  the  eottlomcnt."  [PcDn.sylva- 
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nin  Archives,  Vol.  III.,  p.  13.]  "There  are  sometimes  1000  men 
Ictweeu  Presqu'  Isle  and  Le  Bccuf,  of  which  about  150  are  regulars 
and  the  rest  Canadians,  and  chiefly  laborers  who  work  at  the  torts." 
"  Prcsqu'  Isle  is  about  40  leagues  from  Niagara."  Frederick  Post, 
in  his  Journal,  in  1758,  says,  "  Presqu'  Isle  has  been  a  strong 
stockaded  fort,  but  is  so  much  out  of  repair  that  a  strong  man  might 
pull  up  any  log  out  of  the  earth.  There  are  two  officers  and  35  uien 
in  garrison  there,  and  not  above  10  Indians,  which  they  keep  con- 
stantly hunting  fur  the  support  of  the  garrison."  [p.  561.]  By 
Thomas  Bull,  an  Indian  spy,  Presqu'  Isle,  in  31arch,  1759,  is  said 
"to  have  a  garrison  of  2  oflicers,  2  merchants,  a  cKrk,  a  priest,  and 
103  soldiers"  [Colonial  Record,  Vol.  VIII.,  p.  311.]  The  com- 
manding officer's  name  is  Burinol.  ''The  fort  is  a  square,  with  4 
bastions,  square  log  work  ;  no  platforms  raised  yet  so  that  they  could 
be  used — only  a  small  platform  in  each  bastion  for  a  sentinel — no 
guns  upon  the  walls,  but  four  four-pounders  in  one  of  the  bastions,  not 
mounted  on  carriages.  The  wall  only  single  logs  j  no  bank  within 
or  ditch  without;  two  gates,  of  one  eciual  size,  about  10  feet  wide; 
one  fronts  the  lake,  about  300  yards  distant,  the  other  the  road  to 
Le  Boouf.  The  magazine  is  a  stone  house,  covered  with  shingles, 
and  not  sunk  in  the  ground;  standing  on  the  right  bastion  next  the 
lake  going  to  Presqu'  Isle  from  Le  Boeuf;  the  other  houses  square 
logs;  500  French  expected  from  a  fort  on  the  North  side  of  the 
lake.  There  were  4  battcaux  at  Presqu'  Isle,  and  no  works  cirrying 
on;  but  one  small  house  in  the  fort."  [Colonial  llecord,  Vol.  VilL, 
p.  312,  1763.] 

August,  1759.  The  French  hijaring  of  the  atTair  at  Niagara,  sent 
off  all  their  stores  to  Detroit;  burned  their  forts  at  Venango,  Presqu' 
Isle,  and  Le  Boeuf,  and  went  over  the  lakes  [Colonial  Record,  Vol. 
IX.,  pp.  380,  396]  and  evacuate  the  fort. 

July  0,  1763.  By  information  from  Colonel  Bouquet  the  Governor 
is  informed  that  "our  posts  at  Presqu'  Isle,  Le  I'oeuf,  and  Venango, 
are  cut  ofl'  and  the  garrisons  massacred  by  the  savages,  except  one 
oflicer  and  7  men  who  have  escaped  from  Le  Beeuf."  [Colonel  Re- 
cord, Vol.  IX.,  p.  35,  1763  ] 

August  14,  1761.  Colonel  Bradstreet  from  Presqu'  Isle,  informs 
the  Governor  of  a  peace  he  had  concluded  with  the  W'e.-tern  Indians 
living  between  Lake  Erie  and  the  C)hio.  [See  Colonial  Record,  Vol. 
IX.,  p.  193.] 

The  present  town  of  Erie,  it  is  believed,  now  occupies  the  former 
locality  of  Prt?s([u'  Isle,  and  that  sonje  indications  of  the  fort  are 
still  vijible.  [Sec  Register  of  Pennsylvania,  Vol.  IV.,  p.  62;  Day, 
p.  311.] 
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Red  Bank — Fort  Mercer. 


This  was  another  of  the  forts  erected  on  the  I)eh\ware  for  the 
defence  of  Philadelphia  iu  177G.  It  stood  on  the  Jersej  side  about 
}ialf  a  mile  below  the  present  hotel,  in  the  midst  of  a  piece  of  woods 
which  still  exists,  and  where  traces  of  the  ditches  and  breast  works 
are  yet  visible,  of  which  a  sketch  is  given  in  Barber  and  Howe's 
"  Historical  collection  of  New  Jersey,"  as  well  as  a  narrative  of  the 
I  action   by  the  Marquis  De  Chastellux  who  published  his  travels  in 

•*  "North   America"  (as  also  in  Lossing's  field  Book  of  the  Revolu- 

tion," \'ol.  II.,  p.  2'JO,  &c.)  It  appears  that  the  Marquis  visited  the 
place  in  company  with  Gen.  La  Fayette  and  M.  De.  Plessis  Mau- 
duit,  the  latter  of  whom  he  s  lys  occupied  "  the  double  capacity  of 
Engineer  and  officer  of  artillery  and  had  the  charge  of  arranging 
and  defending  this  po.-t  under  the  order  of  Col  Greene,"  p.  210.) 
It  is  about  eight  miles  below  the  city,  a  half  mi'.e  above  Fort 
Mifflin  (already  described.)  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  liiver.  The 
channel  had  been  obstructed  with  chevaux  de  frize  betwctn  Billings- 
port,  Fort  Mifiiia  and  Jvcd  Bank,  iu  order  to  prevent  the  liritish 
fleet  under  Earl  Howe,  then  appearing  on  the  coast  and  in  the 
river,  and  threatening  its  passage  to  approach  the  city  which  Sir 
AVilliani  Howe  occupied  after  the  Battle  of  Brandy  wine.  To  the 
foregoing  narratives  as  well  as  others,  the  Editor  refers,  preferring 
in  this  sketch  "ivinir  extracts  from  the  co:respondence  contained  in 
this  work  at  the  time  of  the  action  being  more  in  detail. 

December  '23d,  1T7G.  Major  Proctor  visiting  Red  Bank  gives 
(to  Council  of  safety)  his  opiuion  that  works  should  be  furnied  on 
Red  Bank  to  prevent  the  enemy  taking  the  advantage  of  its 
situation,  and  the  Block  houses  at  the  Fort  (Mifilin)  should  be 
removed  to  Red  Bank,  to  be  fixed  as  redoubts,  and  f<;rm  lines  of 
communication  to  each,  and  their  fl  inks  and  constitute  other  work 
at  Fort  Island  if  needful,  in  lieu  of  said  Block  houses."  (_Peuu.  Arch. 
Vol.  V.  p._loO.) 

June  1777,  Gov.  Mifilin,  ]\Ions.  Du  Coudray  and  Nicholas  Rogers 
were  appointed  to  examine  the  wnrks  for  the  defence  of  the  Dela- 
ware; and  on  11th  June  on  submitting  the  report,  Congress  recom- 
mer.ded  that  Council  iu  conjunction  with  Gen.  3Iifllin  and  Mons. 
I)u  Cou  Jray  carry  out  the  most  efiectual  measures  for  defending  the 
River  Delaware,  (Fenn.  Arch.  Vol.  V.,  p.  lltU.j 

Mons.  I»u  Coudray  in  his  report  (p.  o(j2)  after  speaking  of 
Billingsport  and  Mud  fort  says,  "  This  fort  (at  Red  Bank)  is  better 
conceived,  directed  and  executed  than  either  of  those  meutiuncu. 
It  docs  the  more  honor  to  Col.  Bull,  as  he  had  no  other  assistance 
than  natural  g.iod  sense  enlightened  by  theory.  This  is  perceivable 
from  a  view  of  it.  'J'hcre  are  indeed  faults  iu  the  plan  and  in  the 
execution,  but  they  d  )  not  render  it  useless  as  the  two  former  forts. 
If  we  may  judge  by  the  proportion  of  the  work  already  tini.-hed, 
and  a  number  of  smaller  vessels  came  up  tho    Delaware  iu  order  to 
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it  is  reasonable  to  espoct  the  whole  will  be  in  a  state  of  defence  in 
the  course  of  a  fortnight."  "  What  unfortunately  renders  this  fort 
of  litlle  or  no  consequence  is  this;  its  object  is,  and  can  be  no  other 
than  to  prevent  the  Enemy  from  taking  possession  of  the  height 
upon  which  it  is  situated,  in  order  to  establi.-h  Ijatteries  and  thereby 
oblige  the  gullies  and  floating  Batteries  employed  in  supporting  the 
chain  of  Clievaus  de  frize  to  retreat.  l>ut  this  case  could  never 
happen,  unless  the  enemy  should  be  exposed  to  a  fire  from  the 
floating  batteries  and  gallies  which  they  could  not  silence  with  their 
ships.  This  wouM  oblige  them  to  land  men  and  artillery  to  occupy 
by  force,  the  height  in  question,  and  tlien  fire  on  the  floating 
batteries  and  gallies  ocoiipicd  in  supporting  the  chain.  But  the 
situation  of  the  place  will  not  permit  such  an  idea,  for  the  river  is 
hire  so  vide  that  if  the  States  had  four  times  as  many  gallies  and 
bhips,  and  batteries  as  they  have  at  this  place  and  above  it,  the 
enemy,  we  must  think,  would  still  have  a  superior  force,  as  the  width 
of  the  River  would  allow  them  to  employ  a  greater  number  of  ships. 
If  by  this  means,  they  succeed  in  beating  off  the  gallies  and  floating 
batterie->,  it  cannot  be  supposed  they  will  put  themselves  to  the 
trouble  of  landing  to  attack  Col.  Bull's  fort.  Therefore  I  look 
upon  this  fort  as  useless  with  respect  to  the  object  for  which  it  was 
intended,  viz.  :  to  contribute  in  obstructing  the  pa.ssage  of  the  river 
and  preventing  the  enen)y  from  posse^^sing  the  height  it  commands. 
This  passage  is  much  too  wide  to  be  defended  by  the  present  means. 
I  would  therefore  advise  to  carry  all  the  means  of  defence  to  the 
passage  at  Billingsport.  This  place  is  incomparably  more  capable 
of  support,  and  it  is  better  to  make  a  reputable  stand  in  one  place 
than  to  defend  two  in  an  indifferent  manner.  The  gallics  and 
fixating  batteries  removed  thither,  will  make  up  for  the  insufficiency 
of  the  intrenched  battery  which  I  would  propose  to  substitute  iu 
place  of  the  present  f-rt  and  of  that  which  I  still  think  ought  to  be 
erected  at  the  point  of  the  island,  the  river  being  much  narrower  in 
this  place  than  in  that  of  which  we  have  been  speaking.  The  gallies 
and  batteries  may  more  ea^ily  make  head  ai'ainst  the  enemy  who 
will  not  be  able  to  make  so  great  a  fire  and  will  be  obliged  to  bear  a 
much  nearer  one  and  better  supported,  than  could  be  opposed  to 
them  at  Red  Bank.  The  cannon  at  this  fort  might  partly  serve  for 
the  batteries  at  Billingsport.  I  would  not  however  advise  to  de- 
molish the  Battery  at  Red  Bank.  But  to  have  there  two  or  three 
of  the  poorest  of  the  cannon." 

.\^'uch  are  the  arguments  and  reasoning,  of  the  celebrated  French 
Engineer  Mons.  Da  Coudray,  who  says  "  they  appear  to  conform  witli 
the  ideas  of  Gen.  Arnold  to  whom  1  had  the  honor  to  communicate 
them,  as  far  as  the  diff«.rcnt  language  would  permit,"  and  also  with 
tho.se  of  '*  Mr.  i)ucr  and  Mr.  Siica,"  and  the  Board  of  war,  of  his 
"  Plan  of  the  work?  at  Billing^port,"  p.  4:iO. 

1'he  fleet  had  luudcd  in  Chesapeake  Bay,  and  Gen.  Howe  was 
making  hi.9   way   to    Philadelphia.     Tho   enemy    landed  troops    at 
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Jlacoon  creek,  an  action  occurcd  in  which  the  Jersey  tronps-  had 
heeu  sent  to  meet  them,  retreated  on  receiving  the  news  at  Billings- 
port,  the  barracks  ttc  ,  were  fired,  the  wliole  dc.*trn3cd  and  our  men 
retreated  to  Fort  Mifllin  in  boats.  The  troops  that  took  possct-sinu  of 
]>illii)gsp(irt  were  about  fourteen  hundred  Highlanders  and  >Jaiinc.s 
who  set  fire  to  all  the  works  and  houses  that  were  left  there  and 
then  embarked — so  writes  Col.  William  Bradford,  (X-tober  7th, 
1777,  p.  G4S,  and  adds  in  a  postcript  '=1  nm  confident  the  licet 
cannot  get  up  this  river  as  we  are  now  situated  ;  though  should 
they  get  Pied  I5unk  whore  we  have  not  one  man,  I  do  not  know  the 
consequence."  Commodore  llazelwood  on  being  summoned  by  the 
enemy  to  "  to  give  up  the  fleet"  replied  'Mie  should  defend  the  fleet 
to  the  last,  and  not  give  them  up,  and  v,-as  not  afraid  of  all  the  ships 
they  could  bring."  A  large  fleet  was  as  high  as  New  Castle,  October 
7th,  when  '-a  large  body  of  the  enemy  came  from  Pbiladflpliia  and 
erected  a  battery  near  tbe  mouth  of  the  Schuylkill,  On  the  11th, 
Col.  ]kadfi.n-d  says  from  Fort  ]*Iitilin, '' last  niglit  above  one  hundred 
men  got  over  at  Webb's  ferry  and  threw  up  a  redoubt  within  two 
muskets  shot  of  us,  oppo.<lte  the  block  house,  which  was  attacked  by 
three  gallies  and  the  floating  batteries.  After  about  two  hours  "  the 
soldiers  appeared  on  the  bank  with  their  muskets  clubbed."  When 
about  fifty  prisoners  were  on  board  the  boats,  others  were  seen  coming 
when  two  guns  were  imprudently  fired;  those  who  had  surrendered 
ran  off,  again  took  possession  of  their  battery  and  fired,  by  which 
one  half  the  prisoners  and  the  cannon  were  lost.  "  The  prisoners 
taken  were  one  Lieutenant,  one  Ensign,  and  fifty  sis  privates  who 
were  immediately  sent  over  to  Ked  Hank  to  be  forwarded  to 
Iladdonfield.  Tbe  following  extracts  from  letters  to  be  found  at 
length  in  Pcnu.  Arch.  Vol.  V.,  p.  G99,  &c.,  will  furnish  various 
details  respecting  the  operations  in  this  part  of  the  river,  which  arc 
further  illustrated  by  the  lithograph  placed  in  front  of  the  samo 
volume.  Col.  Hartley  from  "camp,"  October  '24th,  1777,  p.  tlOS, 
says,  "  on  the  evening  of  the  '22d,  six  of  the  enemy's  best  thips  came 
up  the  river,  passed  the  first  set  of  frizes  and  cannonaded  our  fort 
(Mifflin,)  and  vessels,  warmly  indeed;  they  continued  the  samo 
next  morning ;  our  people  on  proper  occasions  returned  the  fire." 
"  About  11  o'clock  we  heard  a  monstrous  explosion  which  shook 
the  neighboring  country  arid  a  prodigious  column  of  smoke  roso 
towards  the  heavens  ;  we  feared  that  it  might  be  the  magazine  at  the 
furt."  "Our  people  at  the  ebb  tide  sent  down  a  few  fire  rafts  or 
■ves.-els  among  the  enemy,  one  of  which  proved  succes.-^ful ;  the 
Augusta  of  sixty-four  guns  caught  fire  and  was  blown  up,  the  rest 
of  the  fleet  retreated,  our  vessels  pursued,  some  other  fire  vessels 
were  sent  after  and  a  thirty-two  gun  frigate  shared  the  same  fato 
with  the  Augusta." 

Adam  Hubley  from  "  carap,"  i24th  October,  says,  "  By  express  wo 
have  the  following  particulars  :  That  early  on  the  morning  of  yester- 
day, the  Augusta  man  of  war,  of  sixty-four  guns,  with  sundry  frigates 
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uKiko  an  attack,   when   they  vere  received  by  our  row  gallies  below 
the  f.)rt.s;  at  the  same  time  tlie  fort  on  K^^d  Bank  wa?  attacked  by 
\  Iko  thousand  troops  (chiefly  Heifsians)   under  the  the  commaund  of 

i  Count  Dauupo   [Donop]    a  most   severe   engagement   by    land   and 

water,  and  whilst  thus  engaged,  our  Commodore  dropped  down  a 
iiunjbcr  of  our  fire  rafts  amongst  the  caitiffs  fleet,  whilst  our  brave 
troops  nobly  defended  tlieir  ground  at  the  bank,  and  about 
12  o'clock,  throuirh  the  intrepidity  of  our  land  force?,  and  good 
effect  the  rafts  with  the  assistance  of  the  gallics  produced,  put  an  end 
to  that  ever  memorable  days  work.  Our  loss  on  this  occasion  is 
inconsiderable.  The  enemy's  loss  is  as  follows,  viz  ,  on  the  water 
the  Augusta  of  si.\ty. four  guns  and  the  Dantrige*  frigate  of  thirty-two 
guns,  blown  up  by  tlie  rafts,  tlsree  boat  loads  only  of  both  crews 
being  saved ;  also  one  frigate  run  aground  which  our  people  are 
endeavouring  to  get  off,  but  if  they  hud  it  impracticable,  they  un- 
doub'edly  will  destroy  it. 

"  I'y  land — Count  de  Deuaupe  was  mortally  wounded  and  fell  into 
our  bauds;  a  considerable  number  killed  (not  yet  ascertained,)  and 
ISO  prisoners  taken  with  12  pieces  of  bra.ss  artillery."  *' We  are 
just  informed  another  expedition  is  forming  by  Howe  against  Ked 
l^ank,  to  consist  of  ]]ritish  troops;  the  remainder  of  Danup's  party 
returued  with  infamy  to  Philadelphia  tijis  day,  and  their  fleet 
dropped  down  the  river  with  the  same  credit,  bemoaning  their  loss. 
Whilst  our  brave  Muskcetoe  fleet,  as  the  caitiffs  chose  to  call  it,  are 
returning  to  their  respective  stations  and  with  their  land  brethren 
celebrate  the  ever  memorable  23d  October.'^     (t*^g6  099.) 

John  Clark  writes  from  "  Goshen,"  October  24th.  "  Yesterday 
morning  at  six,  the  eceuiy  attacked  Fort  Mifllin,  two  ships  of  force, 
attempted  the  chevaux  de  frize,  but  were  so  injured,  the  men  soon 
abandoned  them,  having  first  set  them  on  fire  and  they  aoou  blew 
up;  the  explosion  was  great.  A  pirty  also  attempted  to  land  on 
I^lud  Island;  .but  were  dufeated  with  great  loss;  oUOO  attacked  Red 
l»auk  on  the  Jersey  JShure  at  the  same  time.  The  cannonade  wa3 
continued  from  all  sides  withotit  intermission  till  four  in  the  after- 
noon at  which  time  the  ships  blowup." 

Col    Jos.  Uecd  also  writes,  October  24th,  to  President  ^\'harton, 
from  Anthony  31orris's  house,  and  says,  (among  other  things,)  "on 
the  22d,  in  the  afternoon,  there  was  a  heavy  cannonade,  followed 
(  up  by  the  hottest  fiie  of  musfjuetry  I  ever  heard,  and  lasted  for  full 

I  half  an   hour.      We  supposed   it   to   be   at    Pied   Bank,   where   the 

{  gallies  lay.      Col.   Greene   of  Khode   Island,  with  about  400   men

"As  to  the  fort  (Mifllln,)  it 
coutiuuetj  its  pallant  defence  and  has  suiScicutly  dcinoi.stratcd  the 
error  of  that  opiaion,  which  led  to  a  total  deuiolitiou  of  that  work." 
(Page  702.) 

lu  another  letter,  dated  Darhy,  25th,  he  says,  "a  deserter  from 
the  regiment  of  Lnsherg,  says,  that  he  came  over  the  middle  ferry 
last  bight  with  2*^^>0  men,  100  for  guard,  and  100  for  fatigue,  no  other 
troops  there.  Three  regiments  of  English  and  two  Hessian  ordered 
over  to  lied  IJank  last  night.  The  Hessian  Grenadierd  lost  SOO 
men  in  the  lute  attack;  Count  Donop  lost  his  log;  Col.  Mcginrode 
killed  on  the  spot ;  Col.  Shick  died  of  his  wounds  before  he  got  to 
I'hiladelpLia ;  eight  Captains  killed  and  wounded;  but  eighty  of 
the  Grenadiers  left,  who  went  on  the  attack.  The  Hessians  much 
disconcerted  with  their  duty;  had  no  bread  for  four  days;  no  pay 
since  they  left  New  York,  A:c.     (Page  703.) 

"  Extract  of  a  letter  from  Hugh  Smith,  Esq.  P.  !M.,  at  Head 
Quarters,  October  2o.  "  The  day  before  yesterday  between  1200 
and  loOO  Hessians,  headed  by  Count  Donop,  their  chief,  crossed 
the  Delaware,  to  attack  the  Fort  at  Ked  Bank.  \\''hen  they  came 
before  it,  they  summoned  the  garrison  to  surrender;  the  answer 
was  defiance,  &c.  Immediately  the  action  commenced,  hot  and 
obstinate  on  both  sides,  when  after  a  smart  engagement  the 
Hessians  gave  way;  their  killed  and  wounded  are  pretty  nigh  SOO; 
Count  Donop  wounded  and  a  prisoner,  together  with  his  aid,  Ac, 
and  one  Colonel ;  our  men  never  quitted  their  quarters,  and  of 
course  were  not  exposed  to  the  enemy's  fire.  Our  loss  is  two  killed 
and  eleven  wounded  ;  this  is  almost  incredible,  but  I  assure  you  'its 
a  fact ;"  he  then  speaks  of  the  explosion,  itc.     (Page  704.) 

Col.  Bradford  writes  President  Wharton,  "  off  Pied  Bank, 
October  27th.  "The  22d  instant,  about  four  o'clock,  the  enemy  to 
the  number  of  about  1500,  appeared  before  the  Fort  at  lied  Bank 
and  immediately  began  a  most  furious  cannonade  for  about  fifteen 
minute^,  when  they  rushed  on  with  great  resolution  to  storm  the 
fort  and  got  into  the  upper  part  of  the  old  works,  which  were  not 
finished  and  gave  three  cheers,  thinking  all  was  their  own,  but  were 
received  so  warmly  that  they  were  glad  to  get  out.  They  endeavored 
to  force  thro'  the  abettis  that  were  before  the  fort  and  some  even 
got  over  the  ditch  and  were  killed  within  the  pickets,  after  about 
forty  minutes,  action,  they  took  to  their  heels  and  ran  off  with  pre- 
cipitation ;  the  enemy  had  about  one  hundred  killed  on  the  field, 
among  whom  were  one  Lieutenant  Colonel,  four  Captains ;  thoy 
left  about  eighty  wounded,  amoniz  which  were  Count  l>ouop,  their 
commander,  who  lays  at  lied  Bank,  with  his  thigh  broke;  and 
his  lirigade  M.ijor  wounded  in  three  jdaces,  near  thirty  of  their 
wounded  are  since  dead.  We  had  in  the  fort  at  Bed  Bank,  two 
regiments  of  Rhode  Island  troops  under  the  comrna;id  of  Colonel 
Greene,  consisting  of  abuut  O'M)  rnen  and  (ifficers.  We  are  informed 
the  enemy  carried  over  to  Philadelphia,  not  less  thau  oOO  wounded. 
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Tilt;  iiiliabitant.s  that  saw  tlic  enemy  march  down,  say,  they  h:id 
14  pieces  of  caniimi  with  them  and  returned  with  t^ix.  If  this 
shouhJ  be  the  case,  they  must  have  thrown  them  iuto  Timber  creek, 
as  we  have  taken  none."  The  remainder  of  the  letter  (page  708,) 
rtlate-s  to  the  water  operations. 

Colonel  Dull  furnishes  Pres.  ^Yharton,  with  "an  extract  from 
General  orders,  containiuf;  the  substance  of  what  has  lately  happened 
below  Philadelphia,  viz  :  "  the  General  atrain  conp;ratulatts  the 
troops  on  the  success  of  our  arms.  On  Wednesday  last  a  body  of 
about  1200  Iles-ians,  under  command  of  Count  iJouop,  made  an 
i  attack  on  Fort  Mercer,  at  Picd  13auk,  and  after  an  action  of  about 

I  forty  minute's  were  repulsed  with  great  loss.  Count   Donop  himself 

I  is  wounded  and  taken  prisoner,  together   with    his  Brigade   Major 

and  about  100  other  officers  and  soldiers,  taken  prisoners  and  about 
100  were  left  dead  on  the  fudd ;  and  as  they  carried  off  a  great 
many  of  their  wounded,  their  whole  loss  is  probably  at  least  4(10. 
Our  loss  was  trilling,  tho  killed  and  wounded  amounting  only  to 
about  o'2.  Tlie  next  morninir  a  number  of  the  enemy's  ships  camo 
up  and  atta  .-ked  Furt  Mifdm,  and  after  a  severe  cannonade  of  several 
hours,  tlio  ships  thought  proper  to  retire,  but  in  retiring  a  04  gun 
ship  and  a  frigate  run  airruuud  and  were  burned/'  &.C.,  kc.  (Page 
700.) 

Commodore  Ilazelwood  to  Pres.  Wharton,  says,  "  Chatham 
Galley,  October  20tb,  I  shall  now  give  you  the  particulars  of  those 
two  days' action  on  the  2'2d  and  23d.  On  the  22d,  about  four  o'clock, 
the  attack  was  made  on  the  Fort  at  Red  Bank,  in  which  a  part  of 
our  gallies  was  engaged  in  flanking  tho  enemy  round  tlie  works  and 
was  of  great  use  there;  the  rest  of  the  gallies  and  floating  batteries 
were  engaged  with  their  ships,  who  had  raised  the  two  chevaus  de 
frizo  at  Ijilliugsport  some  time  before,"  kc,  A:c.  (:iee  page  722 
Penn.  Arcdi.) 

February  21,  1770,  President  Reed  invites  Raron  Steuben,  Gen. 
DuPortiii,  Col.  Nicola,  Col.  Proctor,  Mr.  Rittenhouse  and  Capt. 
Ilazelwood  to  accompany  him  to  Red  Rank  and  the  other  forts  with 
reference  tu  "the  defence  of  the  river  and  city;  having  made  the 
necessary  arrangements  as  to  conveyance,  refreshment  and  the  route 
(Sec  Punn.  Arch.,  Vol.  VII.,  p  100,  itc.,)  they  set  out  upon  their 
tour,  under  the  orders  of  the  Commauderiu-chief.  Gen.  Lu  Portail 
was  to  take  a  survey  of  the  river  and  prepare  a  plan  of  fortification, 
and  the  Board  of  War  asked  Pres.  Reed  to  furni.ih  a  sloop  and 
12  or  14  hands  to  assist  him  in  taking  the  soundings.  Some 
dithculty  occurred  on  this  latter  branch,  the  President  thinking  it 
oljectionable  that  "the  most  important  secrets  of  our  defence," 
puould  bo  opened  to  persons  who  have  no  natural  interest  in  or 
attachment  to  the  country  and  also  alludes  to  a  map  made  at  the 
expense  of  the  state,  which  was  missing  and  which  as  be  has  made 
one  on  both  sides  adjacent  to  the  river,  the  Board  is  called  on  for 
tbe  mislaid  one  to  be  replaced,  and  intimates  that  the  General  had 
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fiot  inacie  his  views  as  fully  open  as  he  might  have  done,  with  all 
which  the  General  dnes  not  seem  to  he  sati^fied  as  he  calLs  on  tlic 
I'residcnt  to  say  whether  he  is  to  he  permitted  to  execute  "  the 
orders  of  Gen.  Wasliingtou,"  (page  '212.)  From  a  letter  of  Pres. 
Kced  inclosing  a  resolution  of  Council  and  the  General  reply,  it  is 
presumed  the  difhculty  was  removed  and  he  entered  upon  his  duties, 
and  having  "  satisflcd  the  demands  of  his  Excellency,  he  informs 
him  that  he  "as  well  as  Col.  De  la  liadiere  and  Mors.  De  A'ille- 
franche,*'  wish  to  return  to  camp  if  their  services  are  no  longer 
wanted."  He  laid  hefore  Council  "  a  very  complete  and  elfgaut 
draught  of  the  proposed  furtitication  for  the  defence  of  the  river 
Delaware  and  the  city,  madt-  hy  Gen.  Du  Portail  and  liis  as.ustants 
for  which  tliey  returned  him  thanks  and  voted  him  62000  wliieh  he 
was  do.-ired  to  accept  as  an  addicioual  acknowledgment  for  iii?  time 
and  labor,"  (Col.  Kec.,  Vul.  XL,  p.  77G,  Penn.  Arch.  \'(il.  \'ll., 
403.)  V.'hat  were  the  services  cf  these  gentlemen  and  whether  any 
tiling  wa.s  accomplished  thereafter,  iu  the  absence  of  their  report, 
there  is  nothing  in  the  records  to  show. 

The  house  of  Mr.  Whitall  built  iu  174S,  and  into  which  a  hall 
entered,  is  still  standing  at  about  one-eighth  of  a  mile  below  the 
fort,  the  m;jrk  of  the  ball  is  yet  to  be  seen  at  the  head  of  the  stair 
case  and  the  house  is  occupied  by  the  descendants  of  the  same 
family,  whose  ancestor  took  refuge  in  the  cellar,  having  left  her 
employment  of  spinning  above. 

The  grave  in  which  Count  1/onop  was  buried,  or  rather  the  licad- 
ptoue  is  still  visible,  though  so  much  defaced  as  not  to  be  legible. 
The  inscription  on  the  stone,  as  given  by  Mr.  Whitall  is,  "  Here 
lies  the  body  of  Count  Donop,  who  lost  his  life  at  the  battle  of  lied 
Pauk,  1777."  There  is  reason  to  believe,  that  a  portion  of  the 
remains  has  been  removed,  as  the  writer  was  shown  a  cranium,  said 
to  have  been  taken  from  the  grave. 

In  1S'2\)  several  uniform  volunteer  companies  from  Philadclfihia, 
left  there  for  Ped  Punk,  for  the  purpose  of  having  a  sham  fight  and 
erecting  a  monument  on  October  '2od,  I'^iD,  to  commemorate  the 
battle.  Lt.  John  P.  Pinns  delivered  an  oration.  The  monument 
which  was  of  grey  marble,  bears  the  following  inscription  upon  it 
(though  somewhat  mutilated  by  rude  hands,)  viz.  : 
Ou  the  side  from  the  river, 

"This  monument 

was  erected  on  the  iiid  October,  1820, 

to  transmit  to  posterity  a  grateful  remembrance  of  the 

Patriotism   and   Gallantry   of 

Lieut.   Colonel  Christopher  Greene,   who  with  400   men 

cuncjuered  the  lles-ian  army  of  200i)  troops, 

then  iu   the  Pritisli  service  at  lied  Pank, 

on  the  22d  C)ctob.;r,  1777. 

Among  the  slain   svas  found   thuir  Commander, 

Count   Donop, 

whose  body  lies  iut'jrred  near  the  spot  where  ho  fell." 
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On  the  sklo  facing  down  tlie  river,

Fort  Reed 

"Was  a  Fort  erected  during  the  Revolution  at  or  perhaps  about 
IVTo,  near  llanna's  Town,  of  the  destruction  of  which  as  well  as 
a  Furt  Miller  about  four  miles  from  this  phice  we  liave  an  account 
from  Michael  IfuQuarrle,  dated  Fort  Reed,  July  1782,  Penn.  Arch. 
Vol.  IX.,  p.  59G.  He  say?  last  Saturday  at  2  o'clock  P.  M.,  it  was 
attacked  by  about  one  hundred  whites  and  blacks.  We  found  several 
'  Jackets,  the  buttons  marked  Vr'ith  tiic  King's  Sth  Regiment.   At  the 

same  time  this  town  was  attacked,  another  party  attacked  Fort 
Miller  about  four  miles  from  this  place.  Hanna's  Town  and  Fort 
Miller  in  a  short  time  were  reduced  to  ashes,  about  twenty  of  the 
inhabitants  killed  and  taken,  about  one  hundred  head  of  cattle,  a 
number  of  horses  and  hogs  killed.  Such  wanton  destruction  I 
never  beheld,  burning  and  destroying  as  they  went.  The  people  of 
this  place  behaved  brave;  retired  to  the  fort,  left,  their  all  a  prey  to 
the  enemy,  and  with  twenty  men  only,  and  nine  guns  in  good  order, 
we  stood  the  attack  till  dark.  At  first  some  of  the  enemy  came 
close  to  the  picket,  but  were  soon  obliged  to  retire  further  off.  I 
cannot  inform  you  what  number  of  the  enemy  may  be  killed,  as  we 
seen  them  from  the  furt  carrying  off  several." 

*•■  The  situation  of  the  inhabitants  is  deplorable,  a  number  of 
them  not  haviug  a  blanket  to  lye  on,  nor  a  second  suit  to  put  on 
their  backs.  Affairs  are  strangely  managed  here.  This  place 
being  of  the  greatest  consequence  to  the  frontier.'',  to  be  left 
destitute  of  men  arms,  and  ammunition  is  surprising  to  me,  although 
frequent  applications  have  been  made." 

A  graphic  account  of  this  occurrence  was  printed  in  the  Grecns- 
burg  Argus  in  18;]G.  It  has  been  reprinted  in  Day's  Historical

t         He  says,  "  we  were  alarmed  by  a  large  party  of  the  enemy  making 

I  their  appearance  in  our  county,  ou  the  tith  iust.,  they  came  first  to 
a  small  fort  that  Col.  Weltner's  troops  had  erected  on  the  head-waters 
I  of  Chillisquake  creek,  called  Fort  llice,  about  thirteen  miles  from 
i  Sunbury,  which  I  ordered  to  h^  garrisoned  by  twenty  of  our  militia ; 

i  when  the  German  regiment   marched   off,  the  enemy  attacked  the 

'  fort  about   sundown  and   fired  very  smartly,  the  garrison   returned 

the  fire  with  spirit,  which  made  them  withdraw  a  little  off  and  iu 
the  night  they  began  to  set  fire  to  a  number  of  houses  and  stacks  of 
grain,  which  they  consumed  ;  in  the  meantime,  our  militia  hud 
collected  to  the  number  oi  100  men,  under  the  command  of  Col. 
.  John  Kelly,  who  marched  to  the  relief  of  the  garrison  and  airivcd 
there  nest  day.  The  people  in  the  garrison  acquainted  Col.  Kelly, 
there  must  be  -50  or  300  of  the  enemy,  which  he  did  not  think 
prudent  to  engage  without  being  reinforced;  the  confusion  this  put 
the  inhabitants  iu,  it  was  not  easy  to  collect  a  party  equal  to  fight 
the  savages.  I  immediately  scut  off  an  express  to  Col.  Furdy,  on 
Juniata,  whom  I  heard  was  marching  to  the  frontiers  of  Cumber- 
land county,  with  the  militia  ;  ho  came  as  quick  as  possible  to  our 
assistance,  with  110  of  the  militia  and  about  80  volunteers,  which 
was  no  small  reinforcement  to  us.  Gen.  Fottcr  just  coming  from 
camp,  at  this  critical  time,  came  up  to  Sunbury  and  took  tho 
command  of  the  party  that  went  in  quest  of  the  enemy,  but  previous 
to  his  marching,  discharged  the  volunteers,  as  he  concluded  from 
information  received  from  spies,  we  had  out,  that  the  cnomy 
did  not  exceed  150  and  that  they  had  withdrawn  from  the  iuliabi- 
tants  to  some  remote  place.  Gen.  Fotter,  however,  marched  un  to 
Muncy  Hill,  but  was  a  little  bofilod  by  the  information  he  had  of 
their  route  and  did  not  come  on  their  track  till  the  l-Ith  and  fol- 
lowed on  about  50  miles  up  Fishing  creek,  the  road  the  enemy 
took,  but  finding  they  had  got  too  far  ahead,  returned  here  t!)C 
17th  inst.  'J"he  enemy  got  but  one  scalp  and  one  prisoner.  ^\  e 
all  conclutiod  the  emiity  had  g'-ne  t>ff,  bat  ou  the  ISlh,  there  was  a 
buiill  party  made  tuoir  a^'pcarauco  ou  the  west  branch,  about   11 
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miles  above  this,  they  killed  one  man  and  wounded  another  and 
killed  three  horses  they  liiid  in  the  plow."  "When  I  received  the 
iritelligence  of  a  largo  party  of  Savages  and  Tories,  coming  against 
fort;  Rice,  I  gave  orders  to  evacuate  Fort  Jenkins."  (See  General 
Potter's  own  account  in  Peun.  Arch.,  Vol.  VIII  ,  p.  501. 


Fort  Rice  in  ■Washington  Co. 

This  appears  to  have  been  situated  on  Buffalo  creek,  about  twelve 
or  fifteen  miles  from  its  junction  with  the  Ohio,  in  Washington 
county.  Having  no  notice  of  it,  in  the  Archives,  the  following 
account  is  taken  from  Doddri'lgcs  notes;  300  Indians  had  besieged 
Wheeling  Fort,  but  were  compelled  to  retire  and  being  determined 
on  revenge,  sent  about  100  picked  warriors  to  attack  Rice's  fort, 
which  "consisted  of  sotue  cabins  and  block  houses,  and  was  in 
dangerous  times,  the  residence  and  place  of  refuge  for  twelve 
families  of  its  immediate  neighborhood."  The  attack  was  ma'le 
in  September,  ITS-  ;  the  Indians  had  surrounded  the  place  before 
they  were  discovered;  but  ti.ey  were  still  at  some  distance;  "  tho 
alarm  was  given,  on  which  every  man  ran  to  his  cabin  for  his  gun 
and  took  refuge  in  the  blockhouse,  the  fire  of  the  Indians  was 
answered  by  that  of  five  or  six  brave  and  skilful  sharp  shooters  ;  this 
prevented  the  intended  assault  and  made  the  Indians  take  refuge 
behind  logs,  stumps  aud  trees;  the  firing  continued  with  little  inter- 
mission for  about  four  hours.  About  ten  o'clock  at  night  the 
Indians  set  fire  to  a  birn  about  thirty  yards  frt^ra  the  fort,  a  con- 
trary wind  carrying  the  flames  from  the  cabins,  they  escaped  ;  the 
firing  continued  till  two  o'clock,  when  the  Indians  retreated  ;  six 
brave  men  defending  it  atrainst  100  warriors."  (See  Doddridge's 
notes,  p.  302  and  Day's  His.  Coll.,  p.  GGO. 


Fort  Roberdeau. 

From  a  letter  from  Gen.  Danl.  Roberdeau  dated  Carlisle,  April 
17th,  1778,  it  appears  he  was  then  on  his  way  to  work  some'  lead 
mines,  to  supply  the  great  scarcity  of  lead  to  the  'public.  He  was 
at  this  time  a  member  of  Congress  of  whom  he  asked  aud  obtained 
leave  of  absence  for  the  -purposes.  He  says  "  I  tlnd  the  State  is 
guarding  ag.iiti.-t  th.e  incursions  of  the  Savages,  this  c:'nfirmed  me  ia 
a  procnnceivcd  intention  of  erecting  a  stockade  fort,  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  the  mine  I  am  about  to  work;  if  I  could  stir  up  the 
inhabitants  to  give  their  labor  in  furnishing  an  asylum  for  their 
fMniiies  in  casu  of  danger,  and  prevent  the  evacuation  of  the  country. 
Mr.  Caruthcrs  convinced  of  ^lie  necessity    ■"   the  work  for  the  above 
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purpose?,  coiidescf'uJingly  offi^rcJ  one  conipuny  of  the  militia  wliich 
he  expected   would  C0Il^ist  of  about  forty  ineu  uuder   my  cnnmiand 
I  to  co-operate  in  so  salutary  a  business."     "  I  intend  to   build  such 

^  a   fort  as  with  sufiieient  provisions  under  the  smile  of  Providence, 

)  would  enable  me  tr)   defend  it  against  any  number  of  Indians  that 

j  might    presume   to   invest    it."     "  It    is  very    important    that  the 

j  intended  stockade  should  be  seasonably  furnished  with  provision."

A^-ch.,  V.  VIL,  p.  410, j  three   forts  are 
spoken  of  in  this  valley  as  having  together  but  one  Lieutenant  and 
fifteen  men  as  a  guard.

I  think 
from  the  accounts  of  mj  Brother  that  the  number  of  the  enemy  in 
these  parts  must  be  large,"  and  adds  in  a  P.S.  "This  moment  there 
is  twelve  men  arriveil  and  with  them  and  with  what  can  be  spared 
from  this  garrison,  I  will  march  immediately  to  Morrison's  cave." 
(P   624.) 

In  another  letter  dated  at  this  fort,  October  10th,  1779,  Cnpt. 
Cluggage  says  my  company  has  been  reviewed  and  passed  mu-ter, 
three  otTieeis  and  f  irty  three  rank  and  tile,  one  of  the  latter  killed 
or  takeu."    (p.  743.) 

We  presume  therefore  that  this  was  Fort  Koberdeau,  built  on 
account  of  the  lead  mines,  and  named  after  him,  in  vSiriking  Spring 
valley.  In  an  article  in  the  Columbian  M.igazine  for  17^8,  allusion 
is  made  to  the  atten)pt  to  procure  lead  from  the  mines  in  this  valley 
during  the  revolution,  and  says  "  a  large  fort  of  logs  was  erected  and 
some  miners  employed,"  and  a  considerable  quautity  of  ore  pro- 
duced, and  some  lead  made. 
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'FoPvT  AT  Robinsons. 

Tliis  was  probably  only  a  private  fort,  erected  about  1755,  -A  the 
I  house   of  Samuel   Kobiusou  in   Hanover  Towu,  Lancaster  Co.  Gov. 

I  JMorrisia   a  letter  to   him,  November   11th,  1755,  says,  "atthere- 

j  quest  of  the  people  of  Hanover  Town  in  your  ne'tijlihourJiond,  I  have 

!  ordered  one  hundred  weight  of  gun  powder  and  two  hundred  weight 

of  lead,  to  be  delivered  To  you,  which  you  will  carry  to  the  fort  at 
your  house  and  distribute  among  the  inhabitants  in  as  equal  a  man- 
ner as  may  be  and  recommend  it  to  them  to  be  careful  of  it." 
I'cnn.  Arch.,  Vol.  II.,  p.  480. 

In  December  175S,  Janjcs  Pattcrson'.s  Journal  at  Fort  Hunter, 
he  says.  '•  I  took  with  me  nineteen  men  and  ranged  from  this  fort  as 
far  as  Robinsons  fort  where  I  lodged,  keeping  a  guard  of  six  men 
and  one  corporal  on  sentry  that  night,"  Penn.  Arch.,  Vol.  III.,  p. 
831.  It  is  probable  that  this  last,  as  well  as  the  former  paragraph, 
alludes  to  Fort  Manaday  which  was  situated  in  Hanover  Township, 
and  was  sometimes  known  as  the  stockade  at  Robertsons  mills,  and 
in  the  centre  between  Fort  Hunter  and  Swatara,  see  "Fort^Manady, 
page  405. 


Fort  Shirley. 

This  is  one  of  the  forts  erected  in  Gov.  Morris's  tirac.  It  was  about 
1755;  as  he  enumerates  January  29th,  1750,  this  fort  among  those 
"  already  erected,"  on  the' west  side  of  Susquehanna — "a  third  at 
Auckwick,  called  Fort  Shirley."  Vol.  II.  Penn.  Arch.  p.  550,501, 
505.  To  Gen.  Shirley,  Gov.  Morris  writes,  February  9th,  1750, 
(p.  509  j  "about  twenty  miles  northward  of  Fort  Lyttleton  at  a  place 
called  Aughwick,  another  fort  is  erected  something  larger  than  Fort 
Jjyttletou,  which  I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  honour  with  the  name 
iif  Fort  Shirley,  This  stands  near  the  great  path  used  by  the 
Indians  and  Indian  traders  to  and  from  the  Oiiio  and  consequently 
the  easiest  way  of  access  for  the  Indians  into  the  settlements  of  this 
province."  It  is  fifteen  miles  aortli  cast  to  Fort  Granville,  Capt. 
Mereer  wa.s  about  this  time  ordered  to  Fort  Shirley  (003)  March 
ClSth,  though  it  appears  by  a  letter  from  him  at  Carlisle,  April  19Lh, 
J  (p.  032,)  he  was  then  there  recruiting  for  his  camp  at  Fort  Shirley, 

I     ■  (p.  O;-)!,)   "with  instructions  to  review  and  pay  otf  the  Garrison  at 

I  Fort  Shirley,  which  "  be  says"  arrived  in  a  very  lucky  time,  when

I  Col.  Armstrong  in   his  account  (p   770,)   of  the  Kittanning  affair

]  Indians  to  join   Capt  Jacob,  at   the  Kittanning,  "  and   to  set  out 

I  early  the   next   morning  to   take  Fort   Shirley  or  as  they   called  it 

i  Croghau's  fort,  and  that  twenty  four  Warriors  who  had  lately  come 

^  to  the  town  were  set  out  before  them  the  evening  before,  for  what 

I  purpose  they  did  not  know,  whether  to  prepare  meat  or  spy  the 

I  fort  or  to   make  an  attack   upon    our    back   inhabitants."       Cap. 

Mercer  appears  to  have  been  wounded,  (p.  771, _)  in  the  Kittanning 
action. 

April  9tb,  1756.  Ilance  Hamilton  says  to  Cap.  Potter  giving 
an  account  of  an  affair  at  McCord's  Fort  from  Fort  Lyttlcton. 
"  We  have  sent  an  express  to  Fort  Shirley  for  Doctor  Mercer,  (sup- 
posing Dr.  Jamrnison  is  killed,)  though  at  liie  same  time  he  requests 
an  express  to  be  ioimcdiatcly  sent  to  Carlisle  for  Dr.  Prentice,"  we 
imawiuinr;;  that  Dr.  Mercer  cannot  leave  the  fort  under  the  circura- 

_ 

stances  that  fort  is  under."  Col.  Eec,  A^ol.  VII.  p.  tl .  In 
making  arrangements  for  the  Kittanning  expedition  under  command 
of  Col.  Armstrong,  and  several  companies  under  Capts.  Hamilton, 
Wercer,  Ward  and  Potter,  (Col.  Rec.  p.  232,)  it  is  said  "the 
affair  was  to  be  kept  as  secret  as  possible,  and  the  officers  and  ukq 
to  march  to  Fort  Shirley,  and  from  thence  to  set  out  for  the  expe- 
dition," and"  in  consequence  of  his  orders  and  agreeable  to  the  plan 
concerted  Col.  x\rmstrong  had  made  the  necessary  preparation  and 
has  wrote  a  letter  from  Fort  Shirley  informing  that  he  was  on  the 
point  of  setting  out."  In  a  letter  from  Col.  Armstrong  at  Carli-le 
he  says  to  Gov.  Morris,  August  20th,  "To  morrow,  God  willing, 
the  men  march  from  ^IcDowell's  for  Fort  Shirley,  and  this  afternoon 
some  part  of  my  own  Company  with  the  provisions  here,  sets  out  fjr 
Sherman's  Valley,  there  to  halt  until  the  residue  comes  up.  This 
night  I  expected  to  have  been  at  Fort  Shirley,  but  am  much  disap- 
pointed in  g'-ttiug  in  the  Strays."  He  is  doubtful  about  remaining 
for  some  intelligence  which  he  deems  material,  if  he  docs  he  caunut 
reach  Furt  Shirley  untill  Tuesday,  (p.  230.)  "The  Harvest  season 
with  the  two  attacks  on  ]-'ort  Granville  has  left  us  so  bare  of 
ammunition  that  I  shall  be  obliired  to  apply  to  the  stores  here  for 
some  quantity  for  the  expeditiuu.  The  Captains  Hamilton  and 
Mercer  having  broke  open  the  part  I  sent  to  McDowell's  for  Fort 
Shirley  and  given  their  recuipts  as  for  the  expedition,  though  I 
know  it  is  for  the  particular  defence  of  them  two  pO:?ts,  nor  will  it 
be  in  my  power  to  prevail  with  double  the  number  of  men  and  a 
double  quantity  of  ammunition  to  keep  a  fort  that  would  have  done 
it  before  the  taking  of  Granville."  By  a  deserter  named  AVulker  it 
Vol.  XII.— 21 
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js  learned  thit  the  French  (after  Granville)  designed  very  soon  to 
att;ick  Fort  Shirley  v.'iih  four  hundred  men."  "As  Fort  Shirley  is 
not  easily  defended  and  their  water  may  be  taken  possession  of  by 
the  enemy,  it  running  at  the  foot  of  a  high  bank  eastward  of  the 
fort,  and  no  well  dug.  I  am  of  opinion  from  its  remote  situation, 
that  it  cannot  serve  the  Country  in  the  present  circumstances,  and 
if  attacked,  I  doubt  will  be  taken,  if  not  strongly  garrisoned,  but 
(estrcmitics  excepted)  I  cannot  evacuate  this  without  your  honor's 
orders"  (p.  233.)  Gov.  Denny  informs  Council,  (October  15th, 
175G,  Col.  Kec,  p.  278.)  "that  he  found  the  frontiers  in  a  de- 
plorable condition — Fort  Granville  burnt  by  the  enemy ;  Fort 
Shirley  evacuated  hij  his  order,  and  the  country  people  dispirited 
and  running  into  little  forts  for  a  present  security." 

The  foregoing  are  all  the  notes  we  believe  can  be  derived  from 
the  Archives,  eVc,  For  the  follov/ing  information  the  Editor  is 
indebted  lo  J.  Simpson,  Africa,  Surveyor,  and  Editor  of  "  Standing 
Stone  Banner"  of  Huntingdon. 

"  Fort  Shirley  was  situated  on  an  elevated  plot  of  ground  where 
now  stands  "  The  Shirleysburg  Female  Seminary,"  within  the  limits 
of  the  borough  of  Shirleysburg,  Shirley  Township,  Huntingdon  Co., 
and  ou  the  east  side  of,  and  about  one  fourth  of  a  mile  distant  from 
Aughwick  creek,  (in  early  days  sometimes  spelled  Aukwick.) 

"  A  small  stream  which  flows  south  west  through  what  is  now 
called  Germany  Valley  passes  between  the  spot  where  the  fort  was 
located,  and  the  end  of  Owing's  Ilill  and  empties  into  Aughwick. 
This  stream  is  called  in  old  land  plots  Johnson's  Fiun,  and  now 
turns  Brewster's  grist  mill,  which  is  situated  near  where  the  fort 
stood.  Shirleysburg  is  distant  from  Huntingdon  about  twenty 
miles  and  was  originally  called,  "  Aughwick  Old  Town."  "  There 
is  not  a  trace  of  the  fort  to  be  found."  See  "  Croghau's  fort,"  p.  352. 


Standing  Stoni;. 

"Fort  Standing  Stone,"  was  erected  on  the  Juniata  river,  about 
70  perches  above  the  mouth  of  a  creek,  which  w:is  subsequently 
named  after  the  fort.  The  ground  on  which  it  stood  is  situated  in 
the  south-eastern  portion  of  the  borough  of  Huntingdon. 

"  On  the  north-western  bank  of  Standing  Stone  creek,  a  short 
distance  above  its  mouth,  was  an  Indian  to^n.  The  land  is  now 
cultivated  and  the  stirring  of  the  soil  occasionally  brings  to  view 
ancient  Indian  relics,  a  number  of  which  are  preserved  in  this  place. 
The  name  "  Standing  stone,"  having  connected  with  it,  so  many 
endearing  recollections  is  as  familiar  to  our  native  citizens,  as  is 
Huntingdon.  Of  this  veneration  we  have  evidence  in  the  names  of 
the  creek,  ridge,  mountain  and  valley,  which  are  called  Standing 
Stone."     J.  S.  Africa's  letter. 
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''  The  "  Indian  town  wa?  a  place  of  meeting  of  the  adjacent  tribes, 
and  they  bad  here  crcctgd  a  tall,  slim  stone  of  a  peculiar  sbapo  and 
formation,  this  stone  was  termed  the  '' Standing  Stone."  The  first 
white  settlement  at  this  place  was  named  after  it  and  called  "  Stand- 
ing Stone."  The  fort  had  been  erected  by  the  white  settlers  to 
protect  them  from  the  Indians.  "When  it  was  erected,  does  not  seem 
to  be  exactly  known. 

It  is  noticed  in   1754,  on  page  136,  Vol.  II.,  Penn.'^Arch.,  as 
distant   from   "Jack  Armstrong's    narrows,  eight  miles  and  about 
fourteen  feet  high  and  sis  inches  square." 
I  "  The  tribe  rcg^irded  this  stone  with  superstitious  veneration  and 

I  a  tradition  is  said   to  have  existed  among  them,  that  if  the  stone 

I  should  bo  taken  away,  the  tribe  would  be  dispersed  ;  but  so  long  as 

j  it  existed  they  would  prosper."     See  Day's  His.  Col.  p.  370. 

J  ''  There  was  a  fort  built  during  the  revolution,  just  at  the  lower 

J  end  of  the  main  street."     Ibid. 

»  The    Archives   furnish    the    following   occurrences   during    the 

I  Kevolution. 

I  April   24,   177S.     From   Carlisle,   Lt.   Carothers   writes,   "this 

I  moment  I  received  an  express  from   Kishacoquillas  for  a  supply  of 

•  arms,  and  that  Col.  McLevy  of  Bedford  county,  came  there  express 

himself,  with  an  account,  that  a  body  of  Tories,  near  o'lO  in  and 
above  Standing  Stoue  had  collected  together  and  drove  a  number  of 
the  inhabitants  from  Standing  Stone  town.  Immediately  Colonel 
Buchanan  and  Col.  Brown  marched  off  with  a  few  men  who  could 
be  got  equipped  ;  we  are  waiting  with  impatience  the  issue.  I  have 
applied  to  the  Board  of  Vv'ar  for  sorue  ammunition,  which  I  have 
sent  up  with  eighteen  muskets,  the  property  of  this  state,  which, 
with  some  arms  which  Gen.  Iloberdeau  took  up  to  those  parts  lately, 
will,  I  expect,  be  sufficient  to  arm  those  classes."  Vol.  VI.,  p.  4oS. 
April  23.  Gen.  Roberdeau  writes  to  J.  Carothers  from  Standing 
Stone  a  full  account  of  these  matters,  see  page  436,  447.  A  report 
prevailed  that  four  persons  were  killed,  one  wounded  and  eight 
captured  between  the  Standing  Stoue  and  Col.  Chegages,  which, 
though  brought  by  express  proved  to  bo  untrue,  yet,  served  to 
alarm  the  inhabitants  "even  in  the  path  valley,"  owing  chiefly  to  the 
want  of  arms  and  ammunition.     Page  610. 

July  16,  177S.  Council  inform  the  County  Lieutenants,  "that 
Col.  Brodhead's  regiment,  now  on  a  march  to  Pittsburg,  is  ordered 
by  the  Board  of  "War  to  the  Standing  Stone  and  we  have  ordered 
800  militia  from  Cumberland  and  200  from  York  county,  to  join 
them."  (650  and  Col.  Pec,  Vol.  XL,  p.  532.)  August_  8tb, 
1778.  Council  inform  Dr.  Shippcn  that  there  are  two  bodies  in 
Continental  service,  which  will  require  medicine.  "  One  a  body 
consisting  of  500  men  at  Standin:.'

May  10,  1779.  Gen.  Potter^  writes  from  Peuu's_  Valley,  "I

I  Mr.  J.  Simpson  Africa,  Editor  of  Huntingdon  "Standing  Stone 

f  Banner,"  to  whom  the  Editor  is  indebted  for  some  of  the  preceding 

I  facts,  also  furnishes  the  following  accounts  of  some  neighboring  forts 

{  of  which  there  is  no  record  in  the  Archives. 

[  "Anderson's  Fort  was  situated  near  the  j  auction  of  Shaver's  creek, 

t  and  the  Juniata,  near  where  now  stands  the  borough  of  Petersburg 

in  Vvest  Township,  six  miles  above  Huntingdon.  It  was  erected, 
I  believe,  by  the  White  settlers  to  defend  themselves  from  the 
incursions  of  the  Indians.  My  grandmother,  an  early  settler  about 
the  time  of  the  llevolution  sought  protection  there.  The  inhabi- 
tants of  this  fort  after  defending  themselves  for  a  long  time  against 
the  attacks  of  the  Savages,  finding  their  supplies  becoming  exhausted, 
fled  to  Standing  Stone  Fort.  In  their  flight  two  of  the  men 
earned  .^Iaguire,  were  killed  by  the  Indians  and  their  eister,  after- 
wards Mrs.  Dowling  who  was  driving  the  cows  was  chased  by  thera. 
Springing  from  ambush  the  sudden  surprise  frightened  the  cows 
and  they  started  to  run.  The  foremost  Indian  caught  her  dress  and 
imagined  he  had  made  sure  of  a  victim,  but  she  simultaneously 
grasped  the  tail  of  one  of  the  cows,  held  on;  her  dress  tore  and  she 
escaped.  She  reached  Fort  Standing  Stone,  half  dead  with  fright 
Btill  holding  on  to  the  tail  of  the  cow." 

"  McAlavy's  Fort  stood  on  the  ground  now  occupied  by  a  hamlet 
called  "  McAlavys  Fort,"  on  the  bank  of  Standing  Stone  creek 
about  twenty  miles  above  Huntingdon.  This  was  erected  for  the 
defence  of  the  settlors  of  that  region  (now  Jackson  Township, 
Huntingdon  County.") 

"  Not  a  trace  of  either  of  the  forts  described  now  remains." 
"  The  Shadow  of  Death,"  mentioned  by  Conrad  Weiser,  is  a  Gap 
in  the  Shade  Mountain  now  called  the  "  Shade  Gap,"  and  is  in  the 
line  between  Dublin  and  Cromwell  T.  Hunt.  Co." 
"  Black  Logg,"  is  near  Shade  (_Iap. 
"Hart's  Logg.''  was  in  Porter  T.  Hunt.  Co. 
<' The  ludian'Sleeping  Place,"  is  at  McConnell's  Town,  five  miles 
S.  W.  of  this  place.     [See  also  Penoa.  Arch.,  Vol.  II.,  p.,  IS5. 
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Fort  at  Rev.  Mr.  Steele's. 

"The  first  fort,  of  wliich  I  have  information  in  the  Conococheaguo 
Bettleniont,  which  comprises  nearly  the  whole  of  the  county  of 
Franklin,  was  at  the  Piev.  John  Steele's  meeting  house,  which  was 
Burrounded  by  a  rude  stockade  Fort  in  1755.  It  was  erected  shortly 
after  ]>raddocks  defeat,  we  suppose  as  it  was  referred  to  in  tho 
Indian  invasion  in  November,  1755.  It  was  situated  where  is  what 
is  called,  Tho  Presbyterian  White  Churcli,  south  of  Fort  Loudoun, 
about  five  miles,  and  east  of  Merccrsburg  three  miles.  It  was  a 
place  of  notoriety  during  the  Indian  wars."     Judge  Chambers. 

Upon  a  visit  of  the  Indians  to  this  settlement  in  November,  1755, 
'^  the  Kcv.  r^Ir.  Steele  with  others  to  the  number  of  about  one, 
hundred  went  in  quest  of  them  but  with  no  success. (Peun.  Arch., 
Vol.  11.,  p.  462. 

In  a  letter  from  him  to  Gov.  Morris  from  Peter's  Township,  April 
1 1th,  17.5.0,  he  says  "as  I  can  neither  have  the  men,  arms  nor 
blankets  I  am  obliged  to  api^ly  to  your  Honor  for  them ;  the 
necessity  of  the  circumstances  has  obliged  me  to  muster  before 
two  magistrates,  the  one  half  of  my  Company  whom  I  enlisted,  and 
am  obliged  to  order  guns.  I  jiray  that  with  all  possible  expe- 
dition 54  6re  arms  and  as  many  blankets  and  a  quantity  of  flints, 
may  be  sent  to  me,  for  since  McCord's  fort  has  been  taken  and  tho 
men  defeated  that  pursued,  our  county  is  in  the  utmost  confusion, 
great  numbers  have  left  the  county  and  many  are  preparing  to 
follow;  may  it  please  your  honor  to  allow  me  an  ensign,  for  I  iind 
a  Ecrjeaut's  pay  will  not  prevail  with  men  to  enlisf,  in  whom  much 
confidence  is  reposed,  (Penn.  Arch.,  A^ol.  II.,  p.  C"2.j.) 

"  Amongst  the  first  companies  organized  on  AVest  Connococheague 
on  the  bloody  outbreak  by  the  Delaware  Indians  iu  1755,  was  one 
Bclected  for  its  caj^tain,  the  Ilev.  John  Steele,  their  Presbyterian 
pastor;  this  command  was  accepted  by  Mr.  Steele  and  executed 
with  60  much  .'•kill,  bravery  and  judgment,  as  to  commend  him  to 
the  provincial  government,  which  appointed  him  a  Captain  of  tho 
provincial  troops,  vrhich  he  retained  for  many  years. 

"  He  often  e.^ercised  his  ministry  with  his  gun  at  his  side  ;  address- 
ing his  congregation,  the  men  of  which,  had  their  weapons  within 
their  reach."  [Tribute,  Sec,  to  the  Irish  and  Scotch  early  settlers, 
pp.  88,  103.] 


Fort  Swarts,  or  Schwartz. 

All  that  we  find  about  this  fort  is  in  Penna.  Arch.,  Vol.  Vllf., 
p.  502.  In  a  letter  from  Gen.  I'otter,  dated  Snnbury,  September 
IS,  1780,  in  which  he  says,  "  I  discharged  the  Vuluntcers  tliat  came 
from  Cumberland,  and  as  boon  83  we  could  get  provisions,  which  was 
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the  next  moruiiig,  I  maixbed  the  remainder,  consisting  of  170  men, 
upon  the  west  branch  to  Fort  Sirarts.  I  then  went  to  Col.  Kenny, 
who  lay  at  the  mouth  of  White  Deer  Creek,  with  SO  men." 

On  the  '2Ut  September,  he  again  writes  *' I  gave  orJers'to  the 
frontier  companies  to  embody  and  keep  one-fourth  of  the  men  con- 
stantly recouuoitcrin:!,  after  garrisoning  Fort  Jenkins,  Fort  Fiice  and 
Fort  Si'.-arts,  with  20  men  in  each  of  them,"  (p.  508.)  It  was 
therefore  probably  a  small  fort  or  stockade  in  the  neighborhood  of 
these  forts  on  tho  Wc^t  Branch.  Day  says,  "  Fort  Schwartz  was 
one  mile  above  Milton."  (p.  451.)  Boon's  Fort,  two  miles  above 
Milton,  ou  Muddy  Bun. 


Fort  Swatara. 

According  to  a  tabular  view  of  the  Forts  in  Archives,  Vol.  III., 
p.  3-10,  this  fort  is  placed  1-1  miles  from  "Fort  lieury,"  (at  tho 
gap  Talihaio,  whore  the  Swatara  passes  the  Mountaineer  "  IIolc,") 
and  it  is  presumed  was  lower  down  on  the  Swiitara  Hivtr.  It  would 
appear  that  at  this  time  Lieut.  Marshloff  was  the  officer  and  Barnabas 
Hughes  commissary.  The  distance  to  Fort  Hunter  '2\  miles.  One 
company  of  46  men  was  stationed  here.  When  it  was  erected  doe3 
lot  clearly  appear;  but  as  it  is  mentioned  in  the  Journal  of  1751, 
p.  IGl,  Vol.  III.,  and  the  direction  to  build  a  stockade  fort  at  the 
Gap  at  Talihaio,  (afterwards  Fort  Henry,)  was  not  given  by  Gov. 
Morris  to  Cap.  Busic  till  1750,  (p.  517,)  this  must  have  been  prior. 
As  the  term  Swatara  is  used  in  reference  to  both,  there  is  some 
uncertainty  which  Fort  is  intended,  so  as  to  lead  to  some  doubt 
whether  they  were  not  one  and  the  same,  but  the  writer  is  inclined 
to  believe  that  it  was  between  "  Fort  Henry,"  and  ''  Fort  Hunter." 
(p.  340,  Vol.  IIL)  At  Easton,  July  IG,  1757,  Conrad  Weisor  was 
expecting  a  guard,  of  which  a  portion  was  to  come  from  Swatara. 
In  a  letter,  Oct.  10,  C.  Weiser  speaks  of  his  son  Samuel  as  com- 
manding at  the  "Fort  on  Swatara."  In  1758,  (p.  oil,)  the  gar- 
risons were  "employed  in  garrisoning  the  forts  and  ranging.  Tho 
company  theri  here  consisted  of  40  men.  Col.  Burd  in  his  journal, 
February  19,  1758,  says  he  "  marchud  for  Fort  Swatarrow,  got  to 
Cra^.ford's  1-1  mile's  from  Hunters"  v,-hcre  he  stayed  all  night;  he 
promised  to  hear  some  complaints  on  I'uosday  at  10,  A.  !M.,  ut  ••'  Fort 
Swatarrow;"  '20th,  marclicd  buck  to  "Swatarrow"  with  a  Serjeant 
and  12  men,  which  he  reached  at  4,  1'.  M.;  il.st,  promised  the  country 
people  to  station  an  ufficer  and  25  men  at  Bobinson's  3IilI  situated 
in  the  centre  between  the  "  Forts  Swatarrow  "  and  Hunter.  Ordcn-d 
Knsign  Craighead  with  IS  men  of  this  g-'.rrisou  to  m-irch  to-morrow 
niorning  for  "  Furt  Swatarrow."  Cap.'^Burd  ord-rs  Cap.  Weiser  to 
continue  to  range  ''from  this  to  Fort  Xorthkill  and  Swatarrow; 
sends  IdO  one  (Jr.  ca.-k  of  powder  to  Fort  Swatarrow,  and  on  2od 
Orders  also,  pound.s  lead  to  Swatarrow. 
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Fort  Maciiault  or  Vexango. 

In  1754  the  French  ha<l  forts  which  with  the  lakes  gave  them  a 
couimuuicatiou  between  Quebec  and  the  Mississippi,  they  were  at  di?- 
tancca  of  20  to  30  miles  from  each  other  with  commands  of  10  to  20 
men.  They  erected  several  forts  on  the  lliver  JjG  JJujuf  now  cilled 
French  Creek;  one  of  these  as  described  by  a  prisoner  in  October, 
1750,  was  Venango,  at  the  mouth  of  the  creek,  "  with  a  Captain's 
command  of  about  50  men.  The  Fort  of  Stoccades  very  weak  and 
scarce  of  provisions ;  a  few  Indian  families  about  the  place.  The 
new  fort  intended  at  that  place,  not  built."  "\^ol.  III.,  p.  13.  In 
October,  1757,  Mons.  La  Chavignirio  says,  "  that  he  left  Montreal 
about  14  months  since,  that  his  father  is  a  Lieutenant  of  JL^rines 
and  commandant  of  Fort  JIachauIt,  built  lately  at  Venango  and 
now  finishing;  that  there  are  about  50  llegulars  and  40  laborers  at 
said  fort ;  that  they  expect  soon  a  considerable  reinforcement  from 
^Montreal,"  ^'ol.  III.,  p.  305.  Fred.  Post  in  his  Journal,  August 
7,  175S,  says,  "we  arrived  at  Fort  Venango,  situated  between  two 
mountains  in  a  fork  of  the  Ohio  River,"  on  the  lOt.h,  ho  says,  (being 
as  he  supposed  noir  Cushkuskiug)  and  after  they  had  rode  five  miles 
he  met  three  Frenchmen,  "  who  said  nothing  more  than  whether  wo 
knew  of  any  English  coming  against  Venango  Fort,"  (p.  523.)  An 
Indian  from  Presq-isle  infurmed  Post  of  the  situation  of  several  fort.s, 
and  said  that  the  Fort  at  Venango  is  the  smallest  and  has  but  one 
officer  and  twenty-five  men  in  it,  and  is  much  distressed  for  pro- 
visions as  is  the  two  upper  forts."  (p.  501.)  Fort  Venango  was 
about  55  miles  by  land  from  Le  BoDuf.  (p.  13,  Vol.  HI.,)  llefereuco 
is  made  to  it  in  Peuna.  Arch.,  Vol.  XL,  p.  243,  thus,  "at  the  mouth 
of  French  Creek  where  the  old  Furt  Venango  stood  ;"  and  again,  p. 
515,  "  on  the  lower  side,  at  the  mouth  of  French  Creek,  where  the 
Fort  called  Venango  formerly  stood  is  3  to  400  acres  of  what  is 
commonly  called  upland  or  dry  bottom,  very  good  land."  (p.  510.) 
Fort  Machault  was  ''said  to  be  40  leagues  below  Fort  Le  LaMif." 
(p.  305,  Vol.  III.)  "  Only  two  and  a  half  day's  journey  by  land." 
When  this  fort  was  destroyed  we  have  no  iofuruiation,  but  in  17b7, 
a  fort  was  erected,  or  near  it,  called  Fort  Franklin,  (which  see, )  and 
where  the  present  town  of  Franklin  is  located. 

From  an  aged  gentleman  of  Franklin,  "  who  saw  the  county  of  Ve- 
nango before  u  white  settler  had  found  his  way  here,"  but  who,  wc 
regret  is  by  age  unable  to  write  much,  wc  derived  the  following  par- 
ticulars. 

"The  first  fort  erected  here  by  the  United  States  was  built  In 
1785,  and  the  nc.\t,  or  second,  was  built  in  1705.  The  French  f  )rt, 
the  first  ever  built,  (T  presume  on  this  ground,)  was  built  probably 
about  the  year  1753,  but  of  this  I  am  not  certain.  And  the  luiirlish 
fort  after  the  evacuatiLU  by  the  French  I  caiuiot  tell  its  date;  the 
remains  are  yet  j)lainly  seen  of  both  of  the  last  mentioned  forts." 

In  1753,  this  post,  as  well  as  Presrju-islc  and  Le  L(.cuf  was  cut  oil 
and  the  garrison  massacred  by  the  savages.  Col.  Kec,  Yo\.  IX., 
p.  35. 
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t  Fort  Wallace 

I  Is  mentioned  in  Vol.  VI.,  p.  470,  in  a  letter  from   Col.  John 
Piper.     **  In  the  County  of  Westmoreland,  at  a  little  fort  called 

[  Fort  WaUace,  within  some  IG  or  20  miles  of  Fort  Liaonier,  there 

I  were  9  men  killed  and  one  man,  their  Captain,  wounded   last  week. 

1  The  party  of  Indians  was  very  numerous,  so  that  between  Indians, 

[  (and  the  still  more  savage)  Tories  these  backward  Counties  are  in 

[  real  distress."     Bedford,  May  4tb,  177S. 


Fort  William. 

James  Burd  in  his  Journal  in  175S  speaks  of  a  fort  by  this  name. 
As  Fort  Lebanon  (see  page  3S1,)  was  at  one  time  so  called,  and  the 
same  names  of  oiiiccrs  occur  in  both,  they  may  bo  the  same.  lie 
says,  (Penna.  Arch.,  Vol.  III.,  p.  354,)  February 24,  1758.  ''This 
morning  Fot  out  from  Heading  for  Fort  Williat-i,  arrived  at  Peter 
Ivoderm ill's  at  2,  P.  M.,  15  miles  from  Beading — it  snowed  and 
blowed  so  prodigiously  I  stayed  here  all  night." 

25t!i,  Saturdiiy,  marched  this  morning,  the  snow  deep,  for  Fort 
William,  arrived  at  12  A.  M.  Here  was  Lieut.  Humphreys  and 
Ensign  Harry — ordered  a  review  of  the  garrison  at  2,  P.  M.  At  2, 
P.  M.,  reviewed  the  garrison  and  found  53  good  men,  but  deficient 
in  discipline  ;  stores,  3  quarter  casks  powder,  150  pound  lead,  400 
flints,  and  50  blankets;  no  arras  fit  for  use,  no  kettles,  nor  tools,  nor 
drum  ;  two  month's  provisions.  "  Here  I  found  a  target  erected, 
ordered  the  company  to  shoot  at  the  mark,  set  them  tho  example 
myself  by  vheeliug  round  and  firing  by  word  of  command.  I  shot 
a  bullet  into  the  centre  of  the  mark,  the  size  of  a  dollar,  distance 
100  yards.  Some  of  them  shot  tolerably  bad;  most  of  their  arms 
are  very  bad." 

"Ordered  Cap.  Morgan  to  continue  to  patrol  to  Northkill  and 
AUemingle. 

"24th,  marched  from  hence  at  10,  A.  M.  Went  over  the  moun- 
tain to  Mr.  Everett's,  where  Cap.  Weathcrholt  is  stationed.  At  3, 
P.  M.,  arrived  at  Valentino  Phiiepot's,  20  miles."  [Penna.  Arch. 
j  Vol.  III.,  p.  c;54-5. 


Wind  Gap. 

This  was  probably  a  mere  st.':tion,  and  neither  stockade  nor  fort, 
all  that  we  know  of  it  is  contained  in  the  following  extract. 

"At  5,  A.  M.,  set  out  from  Dupui's  for  the  Wind  Gap,  where 
part  of  Cap.  Woatherholt's  company  is  stationed;  stopped  at  Bo- 
earth's  pluniatlon  to  feed  horses — was  informed  that  this  morning, 
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2  mile?  from  the  house,  in  the  woods,  they  had  found  the  body  of 
Peter  llei;>,  who  hr.d  been  murdered  ami  scalped  about  the  month 
of  February;  at  11,  camo  to  the  AVind  CJap,  where  I  found  Cap. 
Weatherholt's  ensign,  who  is  stationed  here  with  7  men,  at  a  farm 
house,  'i  only  were  present,  one  gone  to  Beth'm  with  a  letter  from 
Jersey  on  Indian  afl'airs,  one  at  a  farm  house  on  duty,  and  one 
absent  on  furlough  ;  found  here  six  provincial  muskets  all  good,  and 
C  rounds  of  powder  and  lead  for  each ;  a  supply  to  bo  sent  as  soon  as 
possible  by  Cap.  Weathcrholt.    [Toung's  Journal,  Vol.  II.  p.  G^O.] 


Fort  at  or  near  "Wyomink. 

Gov.  Morris  says  to  the  Indians,  in  reply  to  a  communication  to 
Col.  Clapham  from  the  Indian  sachem  Ogaghraderisha,  at  the  camp 
at  Armstrong's,  June  10,  1756,  (Col.  Rcc,  Vol.  VII.,  p.  159,)  "  I 
am  desired  to  build  another  fort,  (besides  Shamoheu,)  fourteen  miles 
above  A\"yoming,  at  a  place  called  Adjoucjuay.  I  have  agreed  to  this 
request  and  am  taking  measures  to  do  it  out  of  band,  about  which  I 
shall  likewise  want  to  consult  you." 

At  the  conference  at  Armstrong's  the  chief  said, 

"Brother,  The  Iroquois  living  on  the  North  Branch  of  Susque- 
hanna have  sent  me  as  a  representative  of  the  whole  to  treat  with 
you,  (producing  a  belt  of  wampum,)  and  will  ratify  all  my  contracts. 
Brother,  they  agreed  to  your  building  a  fcrt  at  Shamokin,  but  are 
desirous  that  you  should  build  a  fort  three  days  journey  in  a  canoe 
higher  up  the  North  Branch,  in  their  country  at  a  place  called 
Adjouquay,  and  this  belt  of  wampum  is  to  clear  the  road  to  that 
place.  Brother,  if  you  agree  to  my  proposal  in  behalf  of  my  nation, 
I  will  return  and  immediately  collect  our  whole  force  to  be  employed 
in  protecting  your  people  while  you  are  building  a  fort  at  Adjouquay, 
where  there  is  a  good  situation  and  fine  soil  at  the  entrance  of  a  deep 
creek,  on  a  level  plain,  five  miles  extending  (and  clear  of  woods. 
Adjouquay  is  fourteen  miles  above  Wyoming,  and  an  old  woman  may 
carry  a  heavy  pack  of  skins  from  thence  to  the  3Iinnisink  and  re- 
turn to  Adjouquay  in  two  nights." 

The  chief  on  a  second  visit,  at  which  Conrad  "Weiser  was  pre- 
sent and  intcrprctnd  to  him  what  had  been  written  by  (Jol.  Clapliara 
respecting  this  furt.  From  which  it  appears,  "  some  diilioulty  ari.-ing 
about  this  application  for  a  i'orf,  the  land  not  being  purchased  the 
governor  chose  to  consult  Mr.  Weiser  and  give  the  chief  an  answer 
next  day,  ^Ir.  Weiser  was  of  opinion  that  the  six  nations  ought  to 
be  informed  of  it,  and  it  was  decided  to  give  the  chief  the  answer, 
'  that  a  furt  at  Shamokin  would  be  suxHcieut  for  the  present  for  all 
the  purposes  the  Indians  could  use  it;  that  if  hereafter  the  Six 
Nations  should  concur  in  the  request  it  might  be  gratified.'  "  (Cnl. 
llec,  ^'ol.  VII.  pp.  1S2,  lb-1.)     Which  seems  to  have  terminated 
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tho  pronosal  for  the  present,  and  proljably  led  to  the  erection  of  a 
fort  ;il  Wyoming. 

At  a  conference  in  Philadelphia,  August  30,  1757,  Teedjuscung 
told  the  Governor  (Denny,)  '' "j'hat  Packsinosa,  the  Shawnee  king, 
Abrahum,  the  Mohieeon  chief,  and  James  Davis,  one  of  the  Unaiuies, 
when  it  was  agreed  that  I  should  go  to  Philadelphia  to  let  the  gove- 
nor  know  the  good  news  I  had  received,  spoke  these  words,  '  Teedy- 
uscung,  you  must  go  to  Wyomiuk — you  must  go  and  live  there  and 
we  three  nations  will  soon  couie  to  you.  Be  sure  you  let  the  govenor 
know  this,  and  desire  him  to  build  a  little  fort  at  Wyomink,  for  the 
safety  of  our  wives  and  children."     (Col.  PiCC.,  Vol.  VII.  p.  72C>.) 

On  the  5th  of  September,  the  Assembly  in  a  verbal  message  say 
to  Governor  Denny,  "Upon  considering  the  late  treaty  at  Easton, 
and  the  minutes  of  Council  of  30th  Aug.,  laid  before  us  by  your 
Honor,  say,  the  securing  an  Indian  barrier  to  the  frontier  of  this 
province  is  of  so  much  importance  to  the  safety  and  welfare  of  the 
people  that  we  are  of  opinion,  a  compliance  with  this  request  should 
rot  be  postponed  a  moment  longer  than  necessary;  therefore  we 
earnestly  entreat  your  honor  with  all  e.xpeditiou  to  proceed  to  build 
Euch  a  place  of  security  as  shall  be  agreeable  to  the  Indians,  and  as 
many  houses  as  they  shall  stand  in  need  of  at  tho  place  nominated 
by  Teedyuscung  for  their  comfortable  living  and  safety."  (p.  730.) 
On  the  19th  September,  Conrad  Weiser  was  consulted  "on  the 
building  an  Indian  fort  and  houses  for  the  Delawares  and  appointing 
a  proper  person  to  direct  and  superintend  the  works,"  to  which  he 
replies  in  v.'riting. 

"  I  am  in  a  very  low  state  of  health  and  cannot,  without  great 
hazard,  undertake  any  journey;  besides,  if  the  Six  Nations  should 
not  be  pleased  with  the  building  of  a  fort  at  Wyomink  they  would 
blamo  me  more  than  any  body  else,  because  they  would  have  it  to 
Bay,  that  I  knew  their  rights,  etc.,  though  I  believe  if  the  building 
a  fort  at  "Wyomink,  cautiously  carried  on  merely  for  the  use  of  the 
Indians,  and  left  to  them  when  finished,  all  will  be  well."  The 
reasons  assigned  by  Mr.  Weiser,  why  he  was  not  a  proper  person 
I  were  held  to  be  good. 

[  On   the   5th  October,  1757,  the   Governor   commissioned  John 

I  Hughes,  Edward  Shippen,  James  Galbreath  and  Rev.  Charles  Deatty 

\  "  to  construct  a  small  Indian   Fort  and  to  build  as  many  houses  as 

I  shall  be  necessary  for  the  present  residence,  security  and  protection 

I  of  the  said  Indians  from  their  enemies,  and  in  such  form,  place  and 

manner  as  shall  be  most  agreeable  to  Teedyuscung  and  the  other 
Indians  who  shall  be  present  on  this  occasion,"  giving  them  Epccial 
iu.structions.     (See  p.  755.) 

Mr.  Hughes  *•'  insisted  that  tho  forces  and  workmen  should  be 
put  under  his  command,  and  if  they  were  not  made  obedient  to  his 
orders  ho  would  not  accept  the  commission,"  which  "  demand,"  tho 
council  "  unanimously  agreed  to  reject,  as  being  insolvent  and  un- 
reasonable," (p.  755,)  and  "  tho  secretary  was  ordered  to  let  Mr. 
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IIugbc3  know  that  the  governor  coulJ  not  believe  when  he  came 
coolly  to  cousidcr,  that  he  would  have  persisted  in  such  an  unreason- 
able and  absurd  demand,  and  that  he  should  not  be  appointed." 
See  the  correspondence,  (Penna.  xVrch.,  Vol.  III.,  p.  28^-0,)  from 
which  it  appears  the  Governor,  misapprehended  him,  as  intending 
superiority  over  the  other  commissioners,  and  from  a  joint  letter 
from  ]\Ir.  Hughes  and  two  other  commissioners,  it  appears  they  were 
at  Fort  Iluutcr  on  their  way.  A  few  miles  from  Wyomink  they  met 
Tcedyuscung,  "who  desired  them  not  to  erect  the  fort,  but  only  some 
houses/'  they  accordingly  set  the  men  to  work,  covered  in  two  and 
Bet  up  sis  more;  ho  let  us  know  he  was  satisfied,  "  and  intended  to 
Bpcnd  the  winter  in  Bethlehem,"  and  would  return  in  the  spring. 
This  letter  is  dated  at  Jjancaster  on  their  return,  (p.  318,)  which 
probably  ended  their  labors  for  the  season  ;  as  iu  31  ay,  17o8,  Tce- 
dyuscung requests  the  commissioners  to  build  the  Indian  houses  at 
Wyomink,  and  they  would  remove  there  as  soon  as  the  houses  were 
finished;  (Vol.  111.,  p.  o85,)  the  governor  informs  council  that  he 
proposes  sending  the  same  commissioners  as  were  appointed  last  year. 

In  17G2,  about  150  New  Englanders  came  to  Wyomink  and 
threatened  to  turn  off  Teedyuscung  as  he  hud  before  expressed  his 
fears  they  would,  (p.  6.) 

For  the  subsequent  events  at  Wyoming,  see  the  later  Vols.,  also 
Winer's  History. 


Remarks. 

Having  complet ?d  the  notes  on  the  forts  and  brought  into  a  con- 
nected form  what  information  could  be  derived  from  the  llecords  and 
Archives,  as  well  as  from  such  other  sources  as  were  accessible,  it 
may  be  proper  to  state,  that  in  general,  the  most  prominent  and 
important  means  of  defence  only  have  received  chief  attention,  some 
minor  point.s  have  been  omitted  though  occasionally  alluded  to 
throughout  the  work.  What  does  appear  has  cost  much  time  and 
labor,  and  had  the  promised  assistance  by  persons  in  their  neighbor- 
hoods been  furnished  these  notes  might  have  been  made  more  satis- 
factory. The  editor  is  aware  that  many  errord  will  be  found,  from 
want  of  informarion,  which  he  will  be  glad  to  have  corrected  and 
more  full  notices  furnished  by  gentlemen  residing  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  the  old  Indian  forts,  which  may  be  used  hereafter  if  sent  to 
him.  From  the  frer|U'jnt  inquiries  made  respecting  the  old  forts 
during  the  progress  of  the  work,  he  trusts  the  forcgoinir  nutes 
(meagre  as  they  are,")  will  [rove  useful  in  elucidating  bouic  portions 
of  the  work,  and  lead  to  investigations  in  the  neighborhooda  whero 
these  forts  existed. 
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POTTERS'-FIELD — NOW    WaSUINGTO.X    SqUARE,  PniLADELl'UIA. 

Toe  following  proceedings  occurred  in  the  City  Council  relative 
to  this  Square  prior  to  obtaining  the  patent. 

"It  is  ordered  that  the  Mayor,  Kecorder,  and  Alderman  "Wilcox 
(taking  along  with  them  such  persons  of  the  respective  religious 
persuasions  of  this  city  as  they  shall  think  proper,)  apply  themselves 
to  the  Commissioners  of  Property  for  a  public  piece  of  ground  in 
this  city  for  a  burying-place  for  strangers  dying  in  this  city,  and 
report  their  doings  therein  to  the  next  meeting."  [See  Minutes 
17Ui-7G,  p.  20.] 

"  Griffith  Jones  acquaints  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Property 
that  the  Corporation  has  appointtd  2  persons,  of  whom  he  is  one' 
that  the  Church  of  England  has  also  appointed  2  others, and  Friends' 
Meeting  2  more,  to  request  of  the  Commissioners  a  grant  of  some 
convenient  vacant  spot  of  land  within  the  City  for  a  public  and 
common  burying-place,  of  which  the  place  is  at  present  wholly  un- 
provided, and  desires  to  know  when  the  Commissioners  will  meet  to 
receive  their  application,  which  he  requests  may  be  before  the  Secre- 
tary goes  down  into  the  lower  counties;  but  the  Commissioners  not 
designing  to  meet  again  before  that  time,  nor  thinking  it  proper  to 
concern  themselves  with  it — It  is  concluded  they  shall  take  one  of 
the  squares  laid  out  for  the  public  service^  viz.,  that  on  ^Val- 
Dut  street,  next  Delaware,  and  a  warrant  is  ordered  forthwith  ac- 
cordingly. [Vol.  of  3Iinute3  of  Commissioners  of  Property,  1701  to 
1700,  p.  2SG,  llmo.,  28,  1705.] 

April  29,  170G.  "Ordered  tliat  Alderman  G.  Jones  and  Joshua 
Carpenter  do  forthwith  cause  the  warrant  from  the  Commissioners  to 
be  executed,  by  employing  a  surveyor  to  luy  out  the  ground  for  a 
burying-place  in  said  warrant  mentioned,  and  do  also  procure  the 
Commissioners'  patent  for  the  same."     [Minutes  p.  37.] 

January  13,  170G-7.  (pp  44-5.)  "  Gritlith  Jones  and  Jo.shua 
Carpenter  report  that  they  have  procured  the  ground  for  a  burying- 
place,  to  be  surveyed  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  granted  by  the  Com- 
missioners of  Property,  and  that  a  return  is  made  into  the  Surveyor- 
General's  oflice.  It  is  therefore  now  ordered  that  the  same  persons 
do  apply  to  the  Commis.-ioners  for  a  patent  for  the  same,  and  before 
the  same  be  engrossed  that  the  llecorder  have  the  perusal  of  the 
rough  draught." 

Patent. 

"  William  I'enu,  true  and  absolute  Proprietary  and  Governor  in 
and  of  the  Province  of  I'ennsylvania  and  Territuries  thereunto  be- 
longing, To  all  to  whom  thi.so  presents  shall  come  sends  greeting  : 

"  Whereas,  upon  an  application  made  from  the  Mayor  and  Com- 
Tiionalty  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  the  said  Province,  to  my 
prcacut  Commis;.ioncr3  of  I'roperty  or  Proprietary  Deputies,  herein 
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after  namoJ,  that  tlicy  would  grant  some  convenient  pioeo  of  ground 
for  a  common  and  public  burying-placo  fur  all  strangers  or  others 
who  might  not  so  ccnveuicntly  be  laid  iu  any  of  the  particular  en- 
closures appropriated  by  certain  religious  societies  to  that  purpose,

river  Delaware,  on  the  South  with  a  street  forty  foot  in  breadth,  and 
on  the  West  with  another  street  likewise  of  the  said  breadth  of  forty 
foot — and  whereas  the  said  Mayor  and  Aldermen  have  requested 
that  I  would  confirm  the  same  to  them  by  a  patent,  Know  ye,  that 
favouring  the  said  request,  and  for  better  accommodating  the  said 
City  as  aforesaid,  1  have  bought  fit  tu  grant,  and  do  by  these  pre- 
sents for  me  and  my  heirts  and  successors  give,  grant,  release  and 
confirm  to  the  3Iayor  and  Commonalty  now  being  and  to  their  suc- 
cessors forever,  all  that  said  piece  or  square  of  ground,  bounded  and 
limited  as  is  above  expressed,  together  with  all  ways,  waters,  ease- 
ments, liberties  and  profits,  commodities  and  appurtenance  to  tho

March  8,  170G-7,  (Minutes  p.  -16.)  "  It  is  ordered  and  agreed  that 
if  Joshua  Carpenter  be  willing  to  take  a  lease  of  the  New  iJaryiiig- 
ground  lately  granted  to  this  City  corporation,  that  he  have  the  same 
for  twenty-one  years  at  the  rent  of  —  pt-r  annum,  he  fencing  the 
same,  and  from  time  to  time  eularajinji  the  frround  as  there  shall  be 
occasion  for  room  to  bury  in."

him  to   make   some   reasonable   eomponsatioa  for   the    time  pifst.''

t  April  0^  1758.  "  The  Committee  appointed  at  the  Lst  Cumraou 
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Cduncil  to  examine  into  tl>o  rigbt  of  this  Corporation  to  the  Potter's- 
CjU  an  I  to  troit  v.'ith  Jac  )Ij  Shoein^kor  concerning  it,  inide  their 
report  in  v.-ritiiiir  in  the  words  following,  viz  : 

"  We,  tlie  Cj;u;iiitt83  appointed  by  the  Corporation,  (airrceable  to 
the  within  nii'l.ute,)  do  report,  That  we  have  conferred  with  Jacob 
Shoemaker  about  taking  a  lease  of  the  barying-placc  called  the 
Potter'^-tiol  I,  and  making  some  compensation  I'lr  the  time  he  has 
heretofore  possessed  it.  Whereupon  the  said  Jacob  Shoemaker  pro- 
duced to  us  fi  papfr  signed  by  Thomas  Griltits,  as  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  I'uihidelphia,  dated  the  6th  of  February,  1729,  giving  the 
siiJ  Jacob  Shociniker  authority  to  take  p^ssesjion  of  the  said  bury-

ment bo  publi.-shcd  in  the  next  Gazette,  requesting  that  those  who 
inclined  to  take  said  field  and  burying-placs  at  an  yearly  rent,  would 
send  in  their  propisals  to  the  Mayor  within  fourteen  days  from  the 
date  hereof."   [p.  624-5.] 

April  20,  175S.  "The  proposals  delivered  to  the  Mayor  relating 
to  the  Pottor's-field  being  taken  into  consideration,  it  was  put  to  the 
vote  whether  this  JJoard  will  grant  a  lease  for  the  said  izAd  to  Jacob 
Shoemaker  for  the  term  of  seven  years,  C'>rameneing  from  the  2^th 
day  of  November  last,  at  the  rate  of  Ten  Pounds  per  annum  ?  Which 
was  carried  in  the  afhrmative.  The  said  Jacob  Shoemaker  having  al>.o 
engaged  to  pay  the  sum  of  Ten  Pounds  as  some  compensation  for 
t'lc  time  he  has  heretofore  possessed  the  said  field;  it  is  ordered  that 
he  pay  the  same  upon  executing  the  said  lease.'''  [p.  627.] 

April  14,  17GG.  "The  lease  of  the  Potter's-fl^dd  to  Jacob  Shoe- 
maker being  some  time  ago  expired,  and  Jasper  Carpenter  applying 
to  take  the  same  for  such  time  and  on  such  terms  asttiis  Inojud  shall 
think  reasonable — it  is  agreed  that  said  Jasper  Carpenter  have  a 
lea>e  thereof  f>>r  the  term  nf  seven  years,  at  an  annual  rent  of  'J'on 
Pounds;  and  Mr.  ^Vil!ing,  Mr.  (.'uxc,  and  Mr.  Iv  Shiiipen,  Jr.,  arc 
ajipoiute'l  a  couifiittcc  to  get  the  lease  executed.''  [[>.
